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Alcohol policies tighten

Attempts to increase student awareness of 
aws regarding alcohol and the presence of private 
security guards at all-campus fraternity parties, 
Were two results of a meeting between Ed King, 
director of residential life and student judicial svs- 

I em, and greek representatives August 23. 

The security guards will try to keep non- 
itudents out of the parties and they, as well as 
he members of the fraternities, will stop people 
Yom leaving parties with open alcohol. 

Leaving a party with alcohol is a violation of 
*ily ordinance 3-12--"Carrying of Alcoholic 
liquor in Unsealed or Opened Containers from 
premises". The penalty for this violation is a S50 
Ickel. 

The Bradley University policy on alcoholic 
leverages states that "The University administra- 
ion expects its students to be knowledgeable of 
ind abide by the law of the State of Illinois which 
equires that persons be 21 years of age or older 
o purchase, possess or consume alcoholic bever- 
iges, including wine and beer. The consumption 
>f alcoholic beverages will not be permitted by 
iny students regardless of age, in any public areas 


King said, "Any time the school year starts, 
you want as much information and legitimate 
control as possible. The unfortunate accident (see 
obituary) emphasized the concern for responsible 
drinking." 

One proposal would establish a Greek "liquor 
commission" to provide internal control and make 
sure people aren't abusing alcohol. 

King felt the new policies worked satisfac¬ 
torily for the pre-rush and calling out parties. 

"We felt things were in better control," said 
King. "As an example, there was a group of non¬ 
students going from party to party. Through the 
increased communication, they were stopped and 
asked to leave campus." 

In a related incident, Steve Sangston was hit 
by a car outside Sigma Phi Epsilon. Sangston was 
back on campus the next day. He was ticketed for 
jay-walking and walking on a public street while 
intoxicated. 

Another result of the meeting was the deci¬ 
sion that no live bands be allowed at fraternity 
parties past 7 p.m. 

"There is always room for discussion," said 
King. "It will depend on the nature of the band."

Bradley student dies 
after falling 26 feet

A sophomore manufacturing 
student from Oak Park died at 
Bradley this summer after he 
fell 26 feet from a fire escape 
behind the Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
fraternity house. 

Timothy Palmer, 19, and 
other members of SAE were at 
the house. 1311 W. Barker, on 
July 29 to do some "spring 
cleaning," according to a Bradley 
Security report. 

Palmer, who had been seen 
drinking earlier, became ill at 
nbout midnight. Russell Arnold, 
another SAE, was with Palmer 
__ that time but left when Pal¬ 
mer went to sleep, Arnold said. 

Palmer was discovered on the 
concrete driveway beneath the 
fire escape at about 12:45 a.m. 
bv Arnold and another SAE, 
William Sechter. Arnold, who is 
trained in CPR, did not find any 
vital signs and tried to revive 
Palmer while Sechter called for 
help. Palmer was transported to 
St. Francis Medical Center by 
paramedics at about 1 a.m. He 
died at St. Francis at about 7 
p.m. 

At an inquest on Aug. 8, a 
coroner's jury ruled that 
Palmer's death was accidental. 
It was a combination of fatigue 
and alcohol," said Dave Baer, 
director of security and com¬ 
munications. Richard Young, a 
senior engineering student, is 
scheduled to appear in Peoria 
County Circuit Court today on 
the charge of unlawful delivery

of alcohol to a minor in connec¬ 
tion with Palmer's death, 
according to the Journal Star. 

This would have been 
Palmer's second year at Bradley 
and as a member of SAE. He 
was active in house leadership, 
serving as assistant treasurer 
and as chairman of various 
other committees, according to 
Arnold. Memorial contribu¬ 
tions are being accepted in 
Palmer's name for the SAE 
building fund. 
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City grants temporary commissions

Commissions for Bradley Security officers 
were temporarily renewed as of Sept. 7. The new 
commissions were granted to Bradley after nego¬ 
tiations over the summer with Peoria Police 
Superintendent Salvatore Pisano, according to 
Dave Baer, director of security and communica¬ 
tions. 

The commissions, which will expire next 
Sept. 1, were threatened last spring when ques¬ 
tions about liability were raised. 

Other private schools in Illinois faced the 
same situation, said Baer. 

Baer is currently working with the director of 
security at Northwestern University in Evanston 


to propose legislation to the State Assembly that 
would grant private colleges and universities the 
"same type of authority as the state schools." 

Security offices at large state universities 
receive their commissions directly from the state 
and are treated as separate police forces. 

If the legislation does not pass, Baer said 
Security would do "everything that we normally 
did for students," but a Peoria police officer 
would have to be called if the a student wanted to 
write a police report. The officers would not be 
able to issue parking tickets or moving violations 
and they would be able to wear guns only on 
Bradley property. Officers could only make 
citizens' questions and even then there would be 
further questions of liability, Baer said.

Bradley campus gets lift 1 Greeks

General campus improve¬ 
ments over the past three 
months ranged from fixing hot 
water heaters to uprooting 
diseased trees. 

The cost of the improvements 
and renovations was "conserva¬ 
tively more than $300,000 in 
the last three months," said 
Jerry Boyea, director of facilities 
management. 

All the hot water supply sys¬

"The heating elements (in the 
tanks) have been repaired or 
replaced," and they should be in 
good working condition "for a 
minimum of five years, hope¬ 
fully 20 years," said Boyea. 

There have also been "major 
repairs to the heating system. 
One of the three main heating 
units was totally rebuilt," Boyea.

Two of the larger air condi¬ 
tioning units have also been 
rebuilt completely. 

There have been major 
roofing repairs on Harper, 
Heitz, Wyckoflf, Williams and 
Geisert Halls. With the comple¬ 
tion of these projects, crews will 
now be able to work on the 
interior of the dorms. 

As for interior renovations, 
"some classrooms have been 
modified and Williams and 
University showers have been 
reworked and regrouted and 
then there's been the general 
upkeep and painting," said 
Boyea. 

Bicycle racks have been 
ordered, according to Dave* 
Baer, director of security. Baer 
said he is "open to suggestions 
from students with bicycles" 
about where they want to see 
the racks placed on campus. He 
asked interested students to call 
his office. 

In the meantime, Baer said 
students "should not chain bikes 
around trees, metal fences, light 
poles or railings." Bicycles are 
not permitted inside building 
corridors because "there is the 
potential for damage to the 
fixtures and in case of emer¬ 
gency (the bicycles) will 
obstruct emergency routes," 
said Baer. 

Another improvement on 
campus has been the landscap¬ 
ing and plaza in front of 
Wyckofif and Heitz. "This will 
help reduce somewhat the heat 
reflection and sound around the 
buildings," said Boyea. 

Boyea said the plaza and 
landscaping was a necessary 
improvement because the Elm¬ 
wood entrance is one of the 
main entrances to the campus 
and should be attractive. 

With the exception of the 
removal of some diseased trees 
and upkeep of the grounds, 
there are no further landscaping 
plans for this academic year. 

"We're quite satisfied with the 
fact we've made some 
significant changes. There have 
been a lot of efforts in safety, 
fire inspections and alarms," 
Boyea said.

New policies pertaining to 
painting and lofting beds in 
dorm rooms are being con¬ 
sidered by Mike Murphy, direc¬ 
tor of housing, who said hous¬ 
ing would like to exercise more 
control over what students are 
doing to decorate their rooms. 

In past years students were 
required to supply their own 
materials if they wished to 
paint, and the result was left up 
to the student. This year hous¬ 
ing provided each residence hall 
office with paint sample books 
which will allow students to 
choose and request the colors 
they want. 

"Housing will provide free 
paint to students who wish to 


paint this year. If the room is 
not painted it will be eligible for 
free paint next year. A painted 
room would be eligible every 
other year," Murphy said. 

After the student has 
requested the paint, it will take 
about one day for housing to 
receive the paint and the stu¬ 
dent will be notified. Once the 
student has picked up the paint 
there will be a seven- to ten-day 
period during which the room 
must be painted, according to 
Murphy. 

"Students will be able to paint 
as soon as everyone is in and 
the staff distributes the painting 
policies and * damage reports 
Murphy said.

A new computer system was installed at the 
Cullom-Davis Library Aug. 20. 

The new system, ALIS (automated library 
information system), can list call numbers and 
locate and put holds on resources. This is done by 
reading the OCR (optical character recognition) 
labels on Bradley IDs and in all library books. 

Only the library staff operates ALIS. By 
spring there will be terminals and printers for stu¬ 
dent use. 

Dr. Robert Jones, library director, said there 
will be few problems and hopes students and 
faculty will be patient. "If things go well enough, 
we will get rid of the card catalog by next sum¬ 
mer." He also emphasized that the system is 
important because Bradley needs to keep up on 
computer technology.

After a long battle with the 
city officials, T.J. Crugar’s, Inc. 
has closed its doors. 

T.J.'s management volun¬ 
tarily closed the restaurant and 
tavern, returning its liquor 
license to the city. 

James Garrott, Sr., owner of 
T.J.'s, bought T.J.’s for the 
express purpose of making it a 
"Bradley" bar, according to a 
letter Garrott wrote to former 
Seoul editor Lori Koetters. 



Garrott appeared before the 
Peoria Liquor Commission in 
May to face charges stemming 
from alcohol sales to or posses¬ 
sion of alcohol by underage 
patrons. His liquor license was 
suspended as a result. 

In June, T.J.'s was allowed to 
reopen as a restaurant and 
given 90 days to find a food 
establishment that could gen¬ 
erate enough food business to 
match alcohol sales. 

"Initially, Garrott asked for 60 
days, but the mayor gave him 
90. His sales of liquor were so 
great that it would limit the 
food establishment possibili¬ 
ties," said City Attorney Gary 
Morris. 

Peoria Pizza Works was 
operating with T.J.’s and was 
gradually increasing the 
food/alcohol ratio; however. 
Pizza Works pulled out when 
results were not quick enough. 

"In my opinion, he did have 
enough time overall to generate 
enough food business. This 
whole thing really started in 
Sept, and Oct. of 1983, it's now 
Aug. 1984. I think that's time 
enough for any business to gen¬ 
erate 50 percent food sales," 
said Morris. 

According to Morris, the peo¬ 
ple from whom Garrott 
acquired the establishment 


didn't stress the importance d 
50 percent food sales. "The 
kind of misled him - pulled th 
wool over his eyes," sal 
Morris. 

The city was about to cloa 
B.C.'s (now T.J.'s) when Gai 
rott took over the establish 
ment. "We had to give him th 
chance to do something 
Morris said. 

"Everybody who buys th* 
corner must be aware of th«i 
Class'B license," said Morris. ■ 
Class B license states that hold 
ers must receive 50 percent d 
their revenue from food sales. 

"He was bound by his Class I 
license and caught between hi 
landlord and the city," Morri 
said. 

According to Morris. 
Garrott's landlord would not 
permit him to change his license 
from a Class B or even appl. 
for another license. 

If Garrott plans to try again 
"that would be up to the mayor 
he (the mayor) would have tc 
have certain assurances, and 
that costs money. Attempts U 
add to food sales — like buying 
new kitchen equipment," saic 
Morris. 

"In my opinion, he (Garrott 
made the most honest am 
straightforward attempt, he jus 
ran out of time," Morris said.

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Campus improvements result in parking changes

\ S25.000 upgrading and 

beautifying project has resulted 
in changes in the parking situa¬ 
tion around campus, one of 
which is the absence of the 
parking lot formerly in front of 
WyckofT and Heitz Halls. 

"Because of the declining 
enrollment at Bradley and other 
schools, we felt the need to do 
things that would beautify the 
campus and help to attract new 
students," said Ken Goldin, 
business manager. 

Over the summer, mainte¬ 
nance crews removed the con¬ 
crete from the lot and replaced 


it with grass, patios, and 
benches. Dave Baer, director of 
security and communication, 
said students lost approximately 
35 spaces from the Wvckoff- 
Hcitz lot. but they gained about 
35 spaces in the lot adjacent to 
Williams Hall. 

Goldin said, "The employees 
agreed to give up the Williams 
parking lot and move to the 
Garrett Center lot across the 
road. If there is any inconveni¬ 
ence caused by the removal of 
the (WyckofT-Heitz) lot, it is to 
the faculty." 

On a broader view of the 
campus parking situation, Baer 


said. "So far we have sold about 
900 parking stickers, although 
the ratio of stickers to parking 
spaces can go as high as three 
stickers to every one space." He 
said most complaints about the 
unavailability of parking spaces 
were unjustified because "in the 
past students have not, for the 
most part, utilized the Garrett 
Center lot." 

Stickers cost SI5, and stu¬ 
dents who wish to park on 
campus must purchase one 
from security. Cars parked on 
campus without a sticker may 
be fined $5. 

Baer said there is an 



increased number of handi¬ 
capped spaces on campus and 
he will "not hesitate" to fine any 
non-handicapped driver who 
uses one of them. The fine is 
SI 5. 

Another change in the 
campus parking situation is the 
blocks in the spaces between 
WyckofT and Sisson Halls. The 
blocks change the spaces from 
running perpendicular to the 
curb to running diagonal to it. 
Jerry Boyea, director of facilities 
management; said there are 
several advantages to diagonal 
parking. "For one thing," Boyea 
said, "diagonal spaces are much 
easier for large vehicles to get 
into and out of. In the past, 
larger vehicles often needed to 


make two or three attempts to 
get into a space, resulting in 
congested traffic. 

"The spaces are also safer 
because they indicate the proper 
flow of traffic. This eliminates 
the need for so many , traffic 
signs because it is more obvious 
which way is the wrong way." 

Diagonal parking also has 
benefits in the winter. The 
blocks keep both front tires out 
of the drain gutter and thus 
increase traction. Boyea also 
said. "The blocks keep the front 
ends of the cars away from the 
grass and trees." This will allow 
maintenance to repair damage 
there and further beautify the 
campus.

We need 
closer interaction between the 
groups." 

San Diego said one problem 
she faces is enhancing the 
image of the Garrett Center. 
She said community relations 
and public relations could help 
integrate the center throughout 
the campus and the community. 

Formerly counselor for 
minority and non-traditional 
students at Pittsburg State 
University in Pittsburg, Kan., 
San Diego was also a consultant 
at the Institute for Cultural 
A flairs in Chicago before she 
came to Bradley. 

She said she wants to spend 
some time investigating the 
needs of the minority students 
at Bradley before she makes 
definite plans and goals for 
minority services. 

San Diego did say, however, 
that in the spring she would like 
to set up some kind of peer 


counseling program, where the 
student counselors may be 
trained through other specialist 
areas on campus. 

She said she will act on what 
the students say the needs of 
the area are. "I plan to involve 
the students in every program." 

San Diego was born near 
Manila in the Philippines, and 
earned her B.S.E. degree at the 
University of the Philippines in 
1959, majoring in Western sys¬ 
tem of education-English. She 
holds two master’s degrees: one 
in guidance and counseling, 
which was awarded at Philippine 
Christian University in 1963; 
and the other in counseling 
psychology from George Pea¬ 
body College in Nashville, 
Tenn., in 1968. In 1977 she 
earned her Ph.D. in educational 
administration and curriculum 
and instruction at the Univer¬ 
sity of Oklahoma in Norman. 

"I was interested in coming to 
Bradley because 1 saw that 
Bradley Was committed to 
minority services,” San Diego 
said. She added she would like 
to build even closer relation¬ 
ships between minority and 
majority students and minority 
students and the administration. 

Through joint efforts and 
continued cooperation, we can 
realize the goals of the stu¬ 
dents, faculty and administra¬ 
tion," she said. 

Generally. San Diego will 
coordinate and develop pro¬ 
grams and activities with the 
support of the minority student 
organizations. She wilt also 
coordinate services for non- 
traditional. re-entering students.

Two former Bradley 
employees indicted

A former Bradley security officer and a former controller’s 
office employee were indicted Aug. 29 for burglarizing Sword s 
Hall. 

Peoria police officer Elmer J. Harris, 28, of 828 N.E. Glen, was 
indicted on two counts of burglary, two counts of official miscon¬ 
duct, one count of obstructing justice and one count of theft. 
Harris left Bradley Security in January of 1981, according to Dave 
Baer, director of security and communication. 

Also indicted was Billye P. Woolard, 33, a former employee of 
the Bradley controller’s office, on two burglary counts, one count 
of obstructing justice and one count of theft. 

The indictment states that Harris, while on duty, helped 
Woolard in burglarizing Swords Hall sometime between March 11 
and 18. They are accused of taking a file of documents containing 
information about an investigation on Woolard. The investigation 
concerned the theft of $300 from the University Jan. 6. 

Harris was suspended without pay pending his hearing Sept. 

Woolard, free on a personal recognizance bond, is scheduled 
to appear in court Oct. 22. ^

To some, he is rock and roll’s greatest 
living legend. To others, he is rock and roll s 
greatest pretender. 

No wonder people hail his latest LP 
opus as one of rock’s best adventures, while 
others still buy Jimmy Buffet and Beach 
Boys albums. But in the end, almost every¬ 
one agrees that Bruce Springsteen and the E 
Street Band put on, what may be, the hottest 
live show anywhere. 

It is truly a blessing having New Jersey’s 
favorite son back on tour. It is Springsteen s 
first tour in three years, coinciding with his 
platinum album, Born In the USA. It was 
definitely worth the wait. 

If you were fortunate enough to see 
Bruce, you would have seen him kick off the 
three-and-a-half hour plus sermon with 
"Thunder Road" or an intense version of 
"Born in the USA." From the start, Springs¬ 
teen and the Band opened fire and never let 
up for a second.

Bounding to the edge of the stage, leaping 
on the piano, taking that one reckless, knee¬ 
splitting slide, and even walking info the 
audience, he has captured those aspects of 
rock and roll that-whether you like it or 
not--puts Bruce one step above the rest. 

Bruce held a steady grin while the audi¬ 
ences in Cincinnati and Cleveland sang the 
first verse to "Hungry Heart" and belted out 
the who-oh-oh’s during "Out In the Street.’ 
Even the folks in Chicago managed to pick 
up on Bruce’s gospel this time around. 

His 28-30 song set included stories 
about the "Promised Land" of New Jersey, as 
well as, numerous dedications (including one 
to yours truly.) Bruce played countless clas¬ 
sics including "Prove It All Night, Atlantic 
City," "Badlands," "Cadillac Ranch," "Fire," 
"Racing In the Streets," and "The Detroit 
Medley." Even the Beatles and Rolling Stones 
would have danced to Bruce’s rendition of 
"Twist and Shout" and and "Street Fighting 
Man." 

Talent, hype, charisma, drive-whatever 
it may be that contributes to creating a star 
of Springsteen’s stature, he proved that at 
the bottom of it all is a love for what he 
does. You could almost feel his heartbeat, 
"like a soul engine running through a night 
so tender.” For Bruce Springsteen, rock and 
roll is his way of "not having to work a 
nine-to-five job." For the rest of us, rock and 
roll may just be Bruce Springsteen! 


Doonesbury to return to print; debuts here

Garry Trudeau’s vacation has 
been no holiday for readers, but 
relief is in sight. For those who 
considered dropping their subscrip¬ 
tion to the Chicago Tribune when 
Doonesbury left the comics pages 
in January 1983, there is hope. 

Starting with the Oct. 5 issue 
of the Bradley Scout, Variations 
will carry a few of the week’s best 
strips. The number of strips run 
will be determined by the space 
available. 

For the unfamiliar, Doones¬ 
bury was, among other things, a 


controversial cross between a polit¬ 
ical cartoon and a traditional, 
Peanuts--type strip. Trudeau wove 
together marvelously defined char¬ 
acters and adept political satire to 
create a strip that was always new 
yet always familiar. 

In one memorable sequence, 
Duke, the man who continually 
used controlled substances in more 
than a recreational, manner, found 
himself captive along with the 
other Iranian-held hostages. 
Although last seen in front of a 
firing squad, Duke is finally 
released after the other American 
hostages. "Welcome home," wrote 


the Lexington, Ky. Herald, "Well 
done--whatever it was you did over 
there." 

Doonesbury has often found 
itself in the midst of controversy, 
facing newspaper’s refusal to run 
strips that seemed overly editorial. 
Newspaper censorship occurred as 
early as May, 1973, when more 
than 12 papers refused to run a 
strip that had character Marvelous 
Mark declaring John Mitchell to be 
"Guilty, guilty, guilty!" 

As recently as October, 1980, 
Doonesbury was pulled when a par¬ 
ticularly insulting ’ sequence dep¬ 
icted Roland Burton Hedley, Jr., 


television journalist, roaming the 
mysterious caverns of presidential 
candidate Ronald Reagan’s brain. 
As is often the case in Doonesbury, 
it was not clear what the primary 
target of Trudeau’s wit was. Was he 
commenting mostlyt upon Reagan’s 
notorious factual errors and archaic 
way of thinking, or zealous, pom¬ 
pous journalists to whom the limits 
of decency were unheard of? Prob¬ 
ably both. 

Trudeau’s break from cartoon¬ 
ing was to give his characters 
"some $20 haircuts, graduate them 
and move them out into the larger 
world of grown-uo concerns." It’ll

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Humorist shows Who’s in Charge Here?

As presidential elections near, 
humorist Gerald Gardner’s new 
book attempts to answer the ques¬ 
tion Who’s in Charge Here? 

The book, published this sum¬ 
mer by Bantam Books, offers a 
recent collection of Gardner’s inno¬ 
vation, the photo funny. A photo 
funny is a current newsphoto with a 
balloon caption, ideally one that 
gives a humorous meaning to the 
scene or expressions in the photo. 

BOOKS 

The majority of Gardner’s cap¬ 
tions successfully pair an astute 
political comment with a photo of a 
prominent figure. The photos often 
are somewhat peculiar, either in the 
subject’s expression or his sur¬ 
roundings. In one photo, the 
Reagans are shown examining the 
different ends of a horse, and the 
balloon from Ronald reads: 'You 
know, this end looks like Watt, 
too." 

Many of the photo funnies 


hark back to scandals and contro¬ 
versy that have yet to be resolved. 
For example, a photo of the flags 
around the White House being 
flown at half-mast and a passerby’s 
explanation that "Bloomingdale’s 
mistress is dead," recalls the ques¬ 
tionable handling of the Vicki Mor¬ 
gan murder and the missing Wash¬ 
ington sex tapes. 

The book is by no means par¬ 
tisan; Democrats, too, are reminded 
of their pasts imperfect. One pic¬ 
ture shows a suave looking Mon¬ 
dale eyeing a disheveled Carter and 
saying "Don’t call me, I’ll call you." 

Other photo funnies, con¬ 
sidered in the context of current 
East--West tensions, are frightening 
comments. A picture of a gleeful 
Ronald Reagan pronouncing "A 
nuclear exchange would produce 40 
million U.S. casualties and 60 mil¬ 
lion Soviet casualties. Let’s go for 
it," will help no one sleep peace¬ 
fully. 

While the book as a whole is 
well done, it could have used some 
editing. Some cartoons are not 
funny, usually because they are 


simply tasteless captions accom¬ 
panying odd, unclear photos. 

A picture of Edward and Joan 
Kennedy holding the back of their 
necks and leading a small crowd 
has Joan saying, "Never again in an 
elevator." The photo funny doesn’t 
work because the photo is trivial 
and the balloon crude. 

The amount of ineffective 
photo funnies in the book is 
outweighed by the successful ones. 
The book provides a half hour or 
so of good laughs, and is well 
worth the $2.95 price. 

Author offers clues 
to man shortage

Ponder this for a moment: Is a 
good man hard to find? The 
answer, you bet: d author Wil¬ 

liam Novak explai -xactly why in 
his new book, The Great American 


Man Shortage (And What You Can 
Do About It). 

For the last few years, millions 
of women have been complaining 
of a strange crisis that’s been 
developing; there just aren’t 
enough good men to go around. 

After hearing this complaint 
from many of his female friends 
and acquaintances, Novak decided 
to investigate the problem. He con¬ 
ducted rather extensive research; 
hundreds of personal interviews and 
correspondences, and found that 
yes, there is a shortage of good 
men. 

In The Great American Man 
Shortage, Novak points out that, as 
a legacy of the baby boom, there 
are statistically fewer men than 
women. Novak also presents his 
reader with the many sociological 
factors that contribute to the prob¬ 
lem. Among them, the fact that 
women still prefer to "marry up"-- 
they prefer to marry a man who is 
older, and more advanced economi¬ 
cally and professionally. There are 
also many more gay men than gay 
women, and women are delaying 


settling down until they are esta¬ 
blished in their careers. 

All these factors combine to 
become what Novak calls a mar¬ 
riage squeeze for women over 30. 
But take heart girls, soon, this mar¬ 
riage squeeze will reverse itself, and 
women will once again be in short

Campus 

Network

Campus Network is a free ser¬ 
vice offered to colleges across the 
nation which transmits programs to 
entertain and inform. 

The network was introduced 
to Bradley last April on a trial 
basis. Programs were aired three? 
hours every week on the video 1 
machine in the Student Center. 
Visual Aids coordinator, Rick Ack¬ 
ermans, said Campus Network 
"went over well" last year. Campus 
Network, which is based in New 
York, is the first communication 
system dedicated to the total infor¬ 
mation needs of college campuses. 

There are two services offered 
by the company. They are the 
Basic Service and the Premium 
Service. Bradley is using the Basic 
Service. It is designed for viewingj 
on existing closed-circuit (CCTV); 
and cable TV (CATV) systems. It 
offers programs which are in 
highest demand and at times most 
convenient to the changing 
schedules of students. Basic Service 
offers many hours of advertised- 
supported programming every 
week. The shows will combine both 
campus-produced shows and 
nationally-produced shows. Exam¬ 
ples of some of the programs are 
drama, music, comedy shows, 
relevant documentaries, self-help 
and how-to courses of interest and 
weekly specials. 

Overall, programming on the 
Basic Service ranges from the edu¬ 
cational to the entertaining. Two 
new shows in the fall schedule, for 
example, are "Business Week’s 
Guide to Careers" and “New 
Grooves." "Business Week’s Guide 
to Careers’’ has a Business Week, 
Magazine editor interviewing a key 
executive each week to inform 
viewers as to what that field has to 
offer. "New Grooves," on the other 
hand, is the first music video show 
based solely on the progressive 
charts and not the top 10. 

Campus Network is the first 
company to use the Ku-band satel¬ 
lite frequency to deliver its pro¬ 
grams as a fixed, in-place network. 
The stronger Ku-band is the fre¬ 
quency reserved by the FCC for 
direct broadcast satellites, which 
are slated to deliver programming 
directly into homes via rooftop 
antennas, bypassing altogether 
broadcasters and cable operators. 
Other programmers such as, HBO, 
Cable News Network and MTV 
have been using the weaker C- 
band. Those signals can only be 
picked up by the cable operators 
who retransmit these signals to 
cable subscribers. 

Ackermans said, "Students at- 
Bradley should look at Campus 
Network and give it a try. It is very' 
interesting." 

Campus NetworCwill be aired 
four hours every week in one hour 
segments on the video set located 
in the Student Center. Definite 
times will be posted at a later date.

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Off-campus residents face new zoning

The zoning ordinance approved by 
Peoria City Council last summer went 
into effect Sept. 1. 

A direct result of action taken by 
West BlufF residents trying to create a 
more stable neighborhood, the new ordi¬ 
nance stipulates that area landlords can¬ 
not rent single family housing to more 
than three unrelated adults without a 


permit. 

Homeowners of the area object to 
all-night parties, early morning firework 
displays and the general disruptive 
behavior demonstrated by their neigh¬ 
bors, many Bradley students. 

"The University cannot implement 
any disciplinary action on off-campus 
students." said Cam Ratcliff, director of 


co-curricular and organizational develop¬ 
ment at Bradley. "We do. however, try to 
act as mediators in the disputes," she 
said. 

Ed King, director of residential life 
at Bradley and area homeowner, sup¬ 
ports the zoning change. King also feels, 
however, that the ordinance will help 
eradicate the underlying problem of 
faulty landlords. 

"Many landlords simply collect the 
rent once a month and show no concern 
for their property and the negative 
effects that it is having on the commun¬ 
ity," said King. 

Although the new zoning may 
accomplish some good by hopefully 
improving the area, many Bradley stu¬ 
dents could find themselves without a 
place to live. 

Last year, approximately 1600 Brad¬ 
ley students lived- off-campus. The 
current number of those who will be 
a fleeted is unknown. 

These students, however, can look 
to Bradley housing for assistance. "We 
will do everything we possibly can to 
provide housing for students who get 
caught in this predicament," said King.

Profs, go to Germany 

The East German govern¬ 
ment hosted a four-day seminar 
for American university faculty 
and East German professors 
this summer. 

The seminar, organized by 
Bradley's Dr. Lester IT Brune, 
professor of history, took 43 
U.S. college faculty members to 
East Germany to discuss the 
most recent scholarly interpreta¬ 
tions of historical events. Brune 
said the talks would be more 
educational than political. 

This is the first seminar of its 
type subsidized by the East Ger¬ 
man government, Brune said. 

The U.S. faculty members 
who attended the seminar, the 
first of which was organized by 
Brune in 1981, have studied 
foreign policy or German his¬ 
tory and are members of either 
the Society for the Study of 
American Foreign Relations or 
the Central European branch of 
the American Historical Associ¬ 
ation. 

Brune has co-ordinated simi¬ 
lar seminars in West Germany 
since 1981. The West German 
seminars included a one-day 
trip to East Germany to meet 
with available faculty, according 
to a Bradley press release.

The fire, reported at 3 a.m., 
began on the first floor and 
spread smoke damage 
throughout the building.

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Anaga ready for 1984-85

The Anaga, financially secure 
after a year of changes, is under 
production for the 1984-85 edi¬ 
tion. 

Editor Kaethe Cusack is 
confident the yearbook is here 
to stay. "I don't ever see the 
yearbook failing," she said. 
Cusack believes that students 
today are more supportive in 
campus activities. 

The Publications Council, 
governing body of campus pub¬ 
lications, disagreed last fall as 
declining sales indicated poor 
student support. Gary Anna, 
vice president of business affairs 
and chairman of last year’s 
council, said decreased sales 
were a major factor. "We took 
into account the interest. If the 
interest isn’t there then you 
don’t need a book," Anna said. 
As a result the Anaga staff' was 
given a November deadline in 
which to meet sales quotas. 

Bob Beodeker, last year’s edi¬ 
tor, said, "The yearbook wasn’t 
pulling its own weight. Students 
were not pleased with what they 
were producing." 


In an effort to "prove" them¬ 
selves, Beodeker and staff' 
members worked months 
without pay in attempts to save 
the yearbook. They even faced 
the task of completing the pre¬ 
vious year’s Anaga and selling 
it. Between 200 and 250 copies 
of the 1982-83 Anaga were sold. 
Five hundred copies were 
ordered. "We paid for books in 
the long run that weren’t sold," 
Beodeker said. 

Lowering the book’s price 
was the first change. Beodeker 
attributed the higher price to 
the yearbook’s downfall. The 
price of the Anaga was reduced 
from $17 to $10. Overspending, 
he believes, added to the poor 
quality of the yearbook. "We 
managed to slowly reduce the 
deficit," Beodeker said. Exact 
figures were not available. 
Inadequate staffing may have 
caused problems too, he added. 

The Student Life section was 
expanded to 80 pages. Beodeker 
eliminated what he called "mug 
shot" type photos and included 
a more formal setting. 
Highlights were added to the 
senior section. For the first time 


advertising space was sold to 
campus organizations at a nomi¬ 
nal fee. 

"A more personal approach 
was used in capturing the 
1983-84 school year," Beodeker 
said. More importantly, an 
organized image of the Anaga 
was presented he said. "That 
was the basic premise for selling 
it. The book sold itself. It just 
took effort. The quality of the 
staff' led to the respectability of 
the yearbook," Beodeker said. 

As a result sales increased. 
Salaries were paid as the 
November deadline was met. At 
least 700 copies of the 1983-84 
Anaga were sold. Beodeker 
added, extra copies have been 
requested. "At least 100 people 
have asked for them." Only 25 
copies are available. Beodeker 
said he believes most students 
will regret not having a year¬ 
book. "1 don’t think anyone 
should go through college and 
not get a yearbook. If 10 years 
down the road a Bradley gradu¬ 
ate is experiencing a low point 
in his life and thinks about hap¬ 
pier times, a yearbook could 
brighten his day." 


Student Senate 
elections Sept. 17

Student Senate elections will be Sept. 17 in front of Bradley 
Hall and outside the dorm cafeterias during lunch, said Robert 
Burke, all-school vice president. 

Burke announced the election date at the first Senate meeting 
Monday. Candidates for Senate seats must get petitions from the 
Senate office, return them by 8 p.m. on Sept. 12 and attend a 
candidate’s meeting one hour later. 

The Senate bylaws concerning elections specify that petitions 
must be returned and the candidate’s meeting held eight days 
before the elections. These rules have been suspended, Burke said, 
through "executive privilege," to allow elections to take place early 
in the semester. "We have some important pieces of legislation to 
consider" and a quorum is needed before any changes can be 
enacted, said Burke. 

Elections might have been postponed due to the late start of 
school and the resignation of Greg Collins, the chair of the Internal 
Affairs Committee, which governs election procedures. Collins 
resigned due to "academic reasons," Burke said, and Laurie 
Hoffman has been appointed to temporarily replace him. 

This is the first time elections will be held outside cafeterias. 
"Students always have their IDs with them then," said Bill Hold- 
:erby, all-school president. He hopes the move will raise student 
participation in elections from the 5 to 10 percent it has been in the 
past to "at least 50 percent." 

"If it increases voter turnout, that will make the candidates 
campaign harder" and result in a more dedicated Senate, Holderby 
said. Holderby explained that students will be able to vote only in 
the cafeterias where they are assigned to eat, while off'-campus and 
greek students will still vote in front of Bradley Hall.

BU achieves 
high 

standards

Bradley’s department of 
accounting has achieved one of 
the highest standards of accredi¬ 
tation granted to American col¬ 
leges and universities. 

The Accreditation Council of 
the American Assembly of Col¬ 
legiate Schools of Business 
(AACSB), made the announce¬ 
ment during the organization’s 
annual meeting in Phoenix, 
Ariz., last May. 

"Of the approximately 500 
colleges and universities nation¬ 
wide who have accounting pro¬ 
grams, 44 have been 
accredited," said Dr. John 
Caspari, former chairman of the 
accounting department and 
chair during the accrediting 
period. "And of those 44, only 
two schools who focus 
exclusively on the undergradu¬ 
ate level are accredited. Bradley 
is one of them." 

Caspari said many variables 
enter into the decision as to 
whether a school receives 
accreditation, including student 
quality, faculty, curriculum, 
library facilities in the depart¬ 
ment, financial resources and 
facilities, computer services, 
and education. 

"The main purpose of accredi¬ 
tation is to recognize schools 
which have superior programs 
in the area of accounting," said 
Caspari. 

Bradley’s accounting program 
is the only accredited course of 
study in the Midwest which 
focuses exclusively on the 
undergraduate study. 

Schools such as the Univer¬ 
sity of Illinois, DePaul Univer¬ 
sity, Northern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity, Southern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity and the University of Chi¬ 
cago, have accredited programs 
at one or more levels. 

"Illinois State’s program is not 
accredited, but they are in the 
top 25 accounting schools along 
with Bradley because they have 
such a large program," said 
Caspari. "For an accredited 
institution, we are relatively 
small." 

Caspari said he hopes to see a 
moderate increase in the 
number of students enrolling in 
the accounting program. 

"We’ve had significant publi¬ 
city in professional journals 
over the last year," said Caspari.

Young activists get involved 


Dallas, TX (CPS) - The 
Republican Party, never known 
as a haven for college-aged 
activists, developed a key role 
for youth at the convention this 
summer 

The signs, banners, well- 
rehearsed demonstrations and 
chants of "4 more years" were 
all the work of a scrupulously- 
organized group of 2000 young 
volunteers. 

On the night of President 
Reagan's renomination, for 
example, about 1000 young 
people jammed the convention 
floor waving banners and signs, 
snaked through the delegates 
for exactly 15 minutes, and 
then, on a pre-arranged signal 
from a campaign official, left 
the floor. 

And though the huge delega¬ 
tion of young people did lend 
some moments of spontaneity 
to the convention — young 
Republicans were responsible 
for entertaining sideshows like a 
group of "Fritzbusters" 
commandos and a clique called 
"Coneheads for Reagan" - it 
was most significant for its visi¬ 
bility in a party where previ¬ 
ously it had been invisible. 

The youth leaders themselves 
attribute it to a growing conser¬ 
vatism among college students. 

"People my age have only 
seen two administrations, the 
Carter failure and the Reagan 
success," explains Patrick 
Mizell, 20, the Texas state coor¬ 
dinator for the Reagan-Bush 
campaign. 

"I think the man has done 
miracles," said Carey Ewing of 
the Young Republicans, the 
more moderate of the party's 
two youth organizations. "I’m 
better off' now than I was four 
years ago. I believe in hard 


work. I don't believe in getting 
something for nothing." 

50 percent of the nation's 19 
to 29 year-olds would vote for 
Reagan if the election were held 
today, according to the latest 
CBS/New York Times poll. 

The party's youth wing has 
ambitious plans to campaign on 
about 150 campuses in swing 
states to make sure people don't 
change their minds. 

"We're going out there and 
push our case," said Jack 
Abramoff, head of the College 
Republicans, the party's conser¬ 
vative youth group. 

The College Republicans 
hope to register nearly 200,000 
youths before the election. 

Abramoff' is behind the 
"Fritzbusters" campaign as well, 
which will also tour campuses 
this fall. 

Armed with $25,000 worth of 
buttons, t-shirts, and bumper- 
stickers, the group enjoyed a 
bull market in Dallas and 
quickly recouped its investment, 
Abramoff' says. 

A supporter donated an old 
ambulance to transport the four 
Fritzbusters, and Yale student 
Paul Erickson wrote lyrics, sung 
to the "Ghostbusters" melody, 
that goes in part: "If there's 
something strange in America, 
who you gonna call? Fritzbus¬ 
ters! If your tax rates are high, 
way up in the sky, who you 
gonna call? Fritzbusters!" 

A GOP delegate hopes to 
make a Fritzbusters video for 
M-TV, according to Fritzbuster 
Kim Manifold, who by day is a 
University of Texas student. 

On a more somber note, 
Reagan youth leaders also will 
stage a "Liberation Day" on 
October 25th, when American 
students who were in Grenada

at the time of the 1983 U.S. 
invasion will speak at more than 
100 college rallies around the 
nation. 

Many of the young delegates 
were looking farther into the 
future. In the rife speculation 
about who would be the 1988 
GOP nominee. Rep. Jack Kemp 
of New York was a clear favor¬ 
ite among the youth groups. 

Kemp was the featured 
speaker at a youth rally at the 
convention, where he told the 
enthusiastic crowd the Republi¬ 
cans can become a majority 
party. 

He urged the young people to 
provide "a leader that will take 
this party into the next cen¬ 
tury." 

"We are the party of these 
people's future," said Abramoff' 
later. "We’re going to explain to 
them to vote for technology, 
expansion. The Democrats are 
the party of no hope. We're 
growth-oriented, caring about 
solutions." 

He saw young people’s con¬ 
servatism as a "revolution 
against the liberal establish¬ 
ment" and a vote for "absolute 
values" like bans on abortion 
and laws that enforce "God, 
goodness, and light."

Regarding the building of 
lofts in the dormitory halls, 
Murphy said, "There are court 
cases pending where universi¬ 
ties are being sued." Murphy 
acknowledges the space-saving 
factor of lofts, but he wishes to 
study the matter of liability. 

"The University would like to 
present a series of questions to 
its lawyers to see if, in any case, 
the University is liable," Mur¬ 
phy said. There may be an 
inspection process, and the loft 
would have to meet certain 
specifications, Murphy said. "A 
loft in the room would be the 
student’s responsibility. Any 
new tenants would assume 
responsibility," he said. 

Murphy would like to see a 
committee of students formed 
who, with input from pertinent 
groups (maintenance, security, 
etc.), would determine what is 
acceptable. The main concern 
now is the safety of the student 
and accessibility to doors, win¬ 
dows, and fire escapes. 

The University has no plans 
to remove the existing lofts and 
hopes to allow students to 
resume loft-building this year, 
said Murphy.

"We 
rewrote the definition of how to 
live out of a suitcase." 


During the tour, Dunne felt 
that all the pitchers had an even 
amount of innings pitched. 
Even after the pitching staff was 
cut from 11 to eight pitchers, 
there were always three pitchers 
in each game. 

But when the Olympics 
started. Head Coach Rod 
Dedeaux (head coach at the 
University of Southern Califor¬ 
nia) went mainly with two Cali¬ 
fornia pitchers. 

"John Hoover pitched 17 
innings and Scot Bankhead 
pitched 13 innings," said 
Dunne. "The rest of us had 
maybe four or five innings." 

Dunne's only action in the 
Games came against Italy. He 
had four strike-outs and gave 
up one hit in two innings. 

Dunne warmed up for the 
final game, which the U.S. lost 
to Japan 6-3, but didn't get into 
the game. 

Would things have been 
different if Dunne had pitched 
the final game? 

You d better believe," 
Dunne said. "Hoover pitched 
eight innings and was hit hard. I 
was rested. Hoover didn't have 


any zip on the ball." 

Despite his lack of pitching, 
Dunne will always remember 
the Olympics. 

"Everything you hear is true," 
he said, "The chills, the tears." 

Dunne was one of only three 
players on the baseball team 
who chose to stay an extra week 
for the closing ceremonies. 

"1 wasn't going to miss any¬ 
thing," he said. 

"We accomplished a lot," said 
Dunne about the Games. "We 
wanted to get baseball to be an 
official Olympic (medal) sport in 
1988." 

Baseball was an experimental 
sport in this summer's games. 
The fact that over 50,000 peo¬ 
ple saw each game should help 
it obtain medal status in 1988. 

As for Dunne's future, he 
will report to the Cardinal’s 
instructional league in St. 
Petersburgh, Fla., next week. 
He hopes to make it to the big 
club by the fall of 1986. 

"That would be quick, but I 
want to be there," said Dunne. 

Dunne also plans to pick up 
his college degree "three hours 
at a time."

A schedule that may answer many questions 
faces coach Dewey Kalmer and his 1984-85 edi¬ 
tion of Bradley Braves baseball this fall. Kalmer 
must find replacements for his top three players 
of a year ago, who were all drafted as juniors. 

Mike Dunne went in the first round to the 
St. Louis Cardinals, Mike Frew was a sixth round 
Milwaukee Brewers pick, and Mike Debutch was 
an eighth round choice of the San Diego Padres. 
Kalmer stated, "Losing those three was a big blow 
to our team," and added that other key losses 
from last year's squad include two pitchers who 
were heavily relied on, Bret Hatch and Bernie 
Coupet. 

"This year's success depends on the pitching 
staff, Kalmer said, "We have some good arms, 
but some unproven talent." Twelve pitchers are 
on the fall roster, but according to Kalmer none 
of the 12 have distinguished themselves as good, 
consistent college pitchers. 

The five pitchers are Lindsey Rolston, Billv 
Marx, Paul DeJaynes, Curt Hasler and Rich Gon¬ 
zales. DeJaynes and Gonzales both had arm prob¬ 
lems last year, and Marx "has a big league arm, 
but has yet to be consistent," according to Kal¬ 
mer. 


The infield will be composed of Scott Melvin, 
Ed Waylock and Frank Schrancko, with newco¬ 
mers Dan Maloof, Nick Colucci, Brad Tilly, Scott 
Wills and Curt Sloan vying for the remaining 
spot, along with veteran Glenn Dallman. 

Dave Panizzi is set in centerfield. Dallman, 
who is listed among the infielders, was the regu¬ 
lar rightfielder much of last year. They will be 
joined by Curt Rogers, Troy Guidotti, and possi¬ 
bly one or more of the infieid candidates. 

The cream of this year's walk-on crop is a 
pitcher from Wisconsin, Scott Furhmann, who 
Kalmer said was quite impressive in tryouts. 
Other newcomers to watch are Mark Gilles, a 
pitcher from Lakeland Junior College who was 
8-1 last year, and Roger Smithberg, also a 
pitcher, who was recruited heavily by Big Eight 
and Big Ten conference schools before choosing 
to attend Bradley. 

This fall will hopefully help erase some of 
Kalmer’s unpleasant memories of last season. 
"When the league started last year, I felt we had 
outstanding talent—maybe the best in our confer¬ 
ence and one of the best in the Midwest. We beat 
Michigan and Maine, who both made it to the 
College World Series, but we couldn't make our 
playoffs. To me, that was a bitter pill to swallow."

Mondale in Peoria, challenges 
Reagan to come clean

Democratic presidential candidate Walter 
Mondale's campaign trail led him to the Peoria 
Courthouse Plaza last Wednesday where he 
reiterated his proposal for further economic 
recovery and a reduced deficit. 

Mondale again challenged President Reagan 
to disclose his own plan to reduce the federal 
deficit. 

"Mr. President, where's your plan?" he 
asked. 

Mondale, speaking before a crowd of about 
10,000, said he came to Peoria because it is "in 
the heart of Illinois and Illinois is in the heart of 
the United States and if it's not working in 
Peoria, it's not working anywhere." 

Raising taxes and cutting the deficit by two- 
thirds are major points in Mondale's campaign 
platform. He told the crowd that the decreased 
deficit would help to lower interest rates and it 
turn lower production costs. This would help the 
U.S. return to its status as major exporter and cut 
unemployment. 

Four years ago. Mondale said, the U.S. was 
leading the world in machinist manufacturing. 
"Now we are fourth, behind even the Soviet 
Union. These people know what's going on." 

Caterpillar was a major victim of the 


president's administrative policies, according to 
Mondale. He called the framework of the Cater¬ 
pillar plant on 1-74 a "memorial to Reaganomics." 

Mondale called Reagans proposals "cruel." 

Reagan would cut 80 billion out of the Social 
Security program, destroy Medicare, "take an ax 
to" hot lunch programs and other support systems 
for the poor, according to Mondale. 

Mondale stressed the importance of Illinois 
in the November vote. "1 need Illinois to win and 
right now I think we’re running close," he told a 
Journal Star reporter earlier. 

Yesterday the House ethics committee voted 
unanimously to investigate the possibility that 
Geraldine Ferraro, Mondale's vice-presidential 
running mate, violated some requirements 
governing the annual disclosure of financial state¬ 
ments. 

When asked about the newest set of allega¬ 
tions against Ferraro during Peoria's rally. 
Mondale's press secretary, Maxine Isaacs, told a 
Journal Star reporter, "Geraldine Ferraro is an 
honest, decent public servant worthy of the 
people's trust. She will be an exceptional vice 
president." financial statements. Mondale's press 
secretary said. 

She also said that Mondale would not answer 
every allegation against his candidacy. "He feels 
this is more of the same..." 
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Senate prepares for 
Monday elections

Petitions for Student Senate seats were turned in by 32 stu¬ 
dents Wednesday night for 29 seats. For the first time this year, 
this Monday’s elections will be held in the dorm cafeterias as well 
as outside Bradley Hall. 

Elections will be 11:15 a.m. - 1:30 p.m. and 4:15 - 6:30 p.m. in 
the dormitory cafeterias, and 9 a.m. - 2 p.m. outside Bradley Hall. 

Students should vote in their assigned dormitory cafeterias. 
Students living in Lovelace, Wyckoff and Harper Halls should vote 
at the Harper cafeteria; students living in Williams Hall should vote 
at the Williams cafeteria; students living in Geisert and the singles 
dorms should vote at Geisert; and students living in University 
Hall should vote there. 

Off-campus students should vote at Bradley Hall. 

"What we're doing with moving the elections to the cafeterias, 
is that we're trying to increase voter turnout," said Senate Vice- 
President Robert Burke. 

Students will need to bring a validated Bradley I D. to vote. 

The changes in election procedures were discussed at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. Ken Godiner, running for re-election, 
was concerned that having elections in dorm cafeterias violated 
Senate election guidelines by forcing Senate candidates to campaign 
in a polling place. The rules state that candidates can only cam¬ 
paign in their dorms or through the media and that no campaigning 
can take place at a polling place. 

All-school Vice President Robert Burke said at the meeting 
that campaign posters in the cafeterias would be removed but those 
throughout the rest of the dorm would be left. 

Burke said later that the executive committee of Senate has 
the right to use "executive privilege" and enact the new procedures 
without having Senate approval. There have been two Senate meet¬ 
ings this year, but so far no quorum. A quorum is needed to pass 
such a proposal. 

Also discussed at the meeting was a proposal to include five 
at-large organizational senators to represent all organizations. Burke 
said special elections could be later in the year. 

Godiner voiced the concern that some students would be dou¬ 
bly represented and that there may be confusion over who a stu¬ 
dent should go to with a problem. 

Bill Holderby, all-school president, told the Student Advisory 
Council Wednesday that the proposal was made as an attempt to 
increase organizational participation in Senate.

Botulism victim returns to BU

To talk with her, you’d never 
detect it. There are no visible 
side effects from her ordeal. All 
that remains is a sense of 
humor unequaled by others. 

Sheila Winfield, 21, has made 
her triumphant return back to 
Bradley University after con¬ 
tracting a life-threatening case 
of botulism roughly one year 
ago from the Skewer Inn at 
Northwoods Mall. 

"Looking back on it, every¬ 
thing seems to have gone by so 
fast," said Winfield. "It’s hard to 
believe that it was a year ago 
already." 

One October afternoon, 
Winfield and her friends went 
to Northwoods Mall to shop. 
While there they decided to 
stop for something to eat. 

"We went inside the restau¬ 
rant and I ordered a patty melt 
hamburger," said Winfield. "1 
felt fine after I ate it." 

Later that night, she and 
some friends went out to a 
party. The next morning (Satur¬ 
day) she woke up with double 
vision. 

"I thought that I might have 
had a hangover," said Winfield. 
"1 had it for the entire day and 


it just wouldn't go away." 

Later that day, she went to 
the Methodist Hospital emer¬ 
gency room to get checked. 
They told her they couldn't find 
anything wrong and sent her 
home. 

"Once I got home, 1 wasn't 
feeling very well and I got sick 
all over the place. The depart¬ 
ment of health called and asked 
me if I was suffering a whole 
*ist of side effects, and I told 
them that I was. A little while 
later, they called back and told 
me to go straight to St. Francis 
Hospital." 

Winfield said she couldn’t 
believe all of the fuss everyone 
was making over her, but by 
this time, she was beginning to 
experience some difficulty in 
talking. 

"I went to the intensive care 
room and I thought to myself, 
just pretended to understand 
me. They were getting hysterical 
by this time." 

Winfield said she was diag¬ 
nosed as having botulism and 
suffered all of the accompanying 
side effects: paralysis, labored 
breathing, heavy eyes, tem¬ 
porary blindness and loss of 
•speech. 


"When they told me, I 
thought back to my micro¬ 
biology class at Bradley and 
said, 'I can't have that,’" 
Winfield said. 

Winfield’s parents were called 
in Chicago and they rushed 
down. 

"The whole time, the only 
thing that I could think of was 
that I was going to die without 
my parents being there and that 
would be so tacky," Winfield 
said. 

After some hours, Winfield 
was put on a respirator and 
would not be off the machine 
for another three months. 

"They fed me all of my food 
intraveneously," Winfield said. 
"It was really uncomfortable." 

As a result of losing her sight 
and speech capabilities, Winfield 
was forced to devise her own 
method of communicating. "1 
used my fingers to communi¬ 
cate. One raised finger meant 
'yes', and two raised fingers 
meant ’no’," she said. "1 also 
eventually was able to trace 
letters out in the palms of peo¬ 
ples’ hands to spell." 

Winfield said many people

The Illinois National Organi¬ 
zation for Women had its 
annual convention in Peoria last 
weekend to discuss current 
women's issues and elect Diane 
Bernardi of Park Ridge the new 
Illinois NOW president. 

Feminists Ginny Foat and Dr. 
Wilma Scott Heide were 
featured speakers at the con¬ 
vention. 

"Feminism is reaching out to 
that sister in trouble," said Foat.

She focused on politics and the 
November elections. 

"This system doesn't work for 
welfare mothers for whom child 
care is more expensive than 
their minimum wage jobs." 

.She pointed out that the next 
president may have the chance 
to appoint several Supreme 
Court judges. 

"A Ronald Reagan Supreme 
Court would be an end to free¬ 
dom as we know it for centu¬ 
ries. We cannot leave our chil¬ 
dren that legacy," she said. 

Heide, a former NOW 
president, accused the present- 
day NOW of being too "main¬ 
stream." She said NOW "seems 
to be becoming too respectable. 
It should be more troublesome." 

"When 1 see the NOW execu¬ 
tive committee dressed for suc¬ 
cess, that worries me," she said. 

The convention delegates 
considered backing anti¬ 
pornography laws for Illinois. 
Marion Neudel, an attorney and 
teacher at Roosevelt University 
in Chicago, said group libel laws 
were once on the books in this 
state. 

Group libel laws would prohi¬ 
bit presenting any specific group

as inferior or depraved. These 
laws would protect women and 
children from being depicted in 
degrading, pornographic situa¬ 
tions. 

Neudel also pointed out that 
laws could be developed to 
allow only civil suits. If only 
victims could sue, the First 
Amendment right to free 
speech would be protected.

One person dead, two others injured, and three charged 
in alcohol related incidents. And school has only been in ses¬ 
sion for a little over two weeks. What will the count look like 
by the time finals roll around? 

Is there an alcohol problem at Bradley? In light of these 
recent incidents, I’d say definately, yes. So, who can we place 
the blame on here? 

Let’s take a look at these "alcohol related incidents" and 
see if there’s a pattern. 

Timothy Palmer, a minor, fell to his death from a frater¬ 
nity house fire escape this summer. Steve Sangston, also a 
minor, was struck by a car two weeks ago outside a frater¬ 
nity.

Nigeria, have now been turned 
to military rule. Most of Africa 
is in the hands of military rulers 
or dictators who only know how 
to oppress and rule.

NFA at Marshall University in 
Huntington. 

Armstrong said the Univer¬ 
sity of Southern Utah and the 
George Mason University are 
likely to be the most competi¬ 
tive teams in the AFA tourna¬ 
ment. Bradley has won the 
AFA tournament for the past 5 
years. 

Armstrong said the toughest 
competition at the NFA will 
probably be Eastern Michigan 
University and Illinois State 
University. Speech Coach Dr. 
Gary Dreibelbis also feels that 
Eastern Michigan will be 
Bradley’s best competition, 
since that team won the NFA 
championship for six consecu¬ 
tive years before Bradley . Brad¬ 
ley has won the NFA tourna¬ 
ment for the past three years. 

When asked how students 
keep winning. Assistant Coach 
Dr. Ron Koperski said they are 
motivated to maintain Bradley’s 
tradition of excellence in speech 
communication at the national 
level and also pointed out that 
the students are constantly 
being introduced to new 
material and new information. 


Armstrong said, "Because we 
are champions, we attract more 
champions and winning is still 
exciting for them because it's 
fun to see the program grow 
because of our success." 

Proof of Bradley's attraction 
to excellent speakers is Andrea 
Herson from Natick, Mass, and 
Byron Bolton from Pasadena, 
Cal., incoming students. 
Armstrong said the team lost 
some champions from last year 
such as Jeff' Mangrum and 
Paula Rudd, but since there are 
so many new talented members 
of the speech team, Bradley can 
afford it. 


The national champions 
returning this year are Dave 
Alabach, Tracy Anderson, 
Marco Benassi, Tim Clue, Greg 
Dolph, Lisa Ramsey, Dedee 
Wallace, and Jim Wineburner. 
Additions to the speech team 
are from junior colleges and 
high schools. Eric Ruff 
transferred from the College of 
Dupage and was a top competi¬ 
tor at the Junior College 
National tour last year. Ken 
Klawitter and Kelly Delucenay 
attended the High School 
Nationals and were in the top 
10 of their events last year.

A new state bill would enable 
Bradley to receive grants for the 
Engineering department. 

According to the Journal Srai\

colleges in line for state funds 
under the bill signed Sept. 6 by 
the governor. 

The new bill would increase 
grants to $1,200 per graduate in 
the College of Engineering. 

Last year Bradley received 
$17,329 for graduating 90 
engineers. With the new rate, 
the amount would up to 
$108,000 for Bradley. 

Final amounts depend on 
how much is apropiated for the 
grants. 

No information is available as 
to what these grants would 
mean to Bradleys College of 
engineering.

The new director of Student Activities said 
she wants to use her past experience as a student 
at Bradley to involveuhe Student Activities office 
more with the University. 

Peggy Sassorossi, a 1982 graduate, said her 
job will give equal help to all student organiza¬ 
tions, not just one or two. 

"The Student Activities office isn’t 
synonymous with any one organization," Sas¬ 
sorossi said. 

"To me, any student needs leadership, com¬ 
munication and management skills to be out in 
the real world," she said, "and I want to be able 
to offer the students as many opportunities as 
possible to grow and develop." 

Major problems which exist between all 
organizations, Sassorossi said, are weak recruiting 
and transitions between leaders. 

She said she will continue the Student Activi¬ 
ties newsletter, which each month discusses a 
particular organizational problem and a suggested 
solution. 

"If two or more organizations are having the 
same problem, it’s a problem on campus that has 
to be addressed," she said. 

Sassorossi said she doesn’t necessarily aim 
toward goals but she said she believes change is 
always necessary and everybody needs growth to 
become better. 

Frosh 
to gain 

State College, PA (CPS) If 

you’re a college freshman, arm 

yourself for a four-year battle of 
the bulge. 

A just-released study of Penn 
State students by nutritionist 

Jean Harvey and two other 

researchers reveals men gain an 
average of 9.1 pounds during 
their first year of college. 

Women average a nine-pound 
gain. 

And the extra pounds sneak 
up each year. Sophomores gain 
7.3 pounds while juniors put on 
7.8 pounds and seniors 6.5 
pounds, the study found. 

Many students blame fatten¬ 
ing dorm food, but Harvey says 
the study exonerates it. 

"Residence (on- or off- 
campus) wasn’t a factor in 
weight change," she said. "So 
students’ claims that dorm 
cafeteria food caused the gains 
aren’t accurate." 

The questionnaire, sent to 
2400 Penn State undergradu¬ 
ates, drew about 1000 responses 
to 36 questions about weight, 
eating and exercise. Results 
show 67 percent of the men 
questioned and 62 percent of 
the women admitted gaining 
weight. 

Only senior respondents lost 
weight, apparently thanks to 
exercise, Harvey says. 

Emotional and psychological 
factors, such as living away 
from home, weren’t surveyed, 
but Harvey has "a feeling people 
at Penn State are planning a 
study to determine the 
influence of these factors on 
student weight gain." 

The American College Health 
Association shows no record of 
any national surveys similar to 
the Penn State study, though a 
1978 federal study determined 
college students were an aver¬ 
age of six pounds heavier than 
the students of 1968. 

Yet overweight students and 
health and nutritional concerns 
have prompted many colleges to 
implement diet and exercise 
programs. 

Many student health clinics 
publish diet tips in campus 
newspapers, especially during, 
the spring "get in shape" rush. 

In 1982, Stanford developed a 
dorm nutrition program, posting 
nutritional information for 
cafeteria food. It listed the 
calorie, fat, and cholesterol con¬ 
tents of each item it sold. 


"My office deals with more personal and less 
technical problems within student organizations," 
she said. "Leaders need to experience their own 
development and my office is there to help with 
that, dealing with the humanistic side." 

She said her job is like working with a big 
family, with a number of brothers and sisters, 
sons and daughters. "They all have different 
needs and different interests." 

Sassorossi was a part of that family just two 
years ago as a member of Omicron Delta Kappa, 
Alpha Phi Omega service fraternity. Interdorm 
Council and the Activities Council. She also 
received the 1982 Volturno Distinguished Service 
Award and was mentioned in the 1984 edition of 
Outstanding Young Women in America. 

She graduated from Bradley with a degree in 
elementary education and special education in 
May 1983, earned her M.S. degree in recreation 
and park administration with a major emphasis on 
college union administration and activities at 
Western Illinois University. 

"’Outreach’ is my buzzword," Sassorossi said, 
"and a year from now I plan to be able to reach 
any organization and help with their needs, trying 
to develop skills the leaders may or may not 
have-." 

She said she has accepted her 70 or 80 hour 
work weeks, but added that student communica¬ 
tion is so important in her job that she sees it as a 
necessity to spend spare minutes chatting with 


various students. 

"When I was a student here I felt the 
administrators really loved working here, and 
now I see why," she said. 

Sassorossi replaces Anita Craig, who held the 
position since December 1978, except last year 
when Rick Murray, also a Bradley graduate, was 
acting Students Activities director.

Musicians show Monk’s influence

When Thelonious Monk died on February 5, 
1982, the music world was shaken. A most unique jazz 
pianist and composer by trade, his influence on musi¬ 
cians worldwide has been so profound that he has been 
regarded as the most important jazz composer since 
Duke Ellington. 

One testament to this claim is That's the Way I 
Feel Now, a newly released two-record set which 
features refreshingly diverse interpretations of 23 of 
Monk’s classic compositions, by musicians ranging 
from Peter Frampton to Steve Lacy. In his liner notes, 
producer Hal Willner explains that he wanted the 
artists to perform the music as they would for their 
I own albums ; the concept works splendidly as there is 
but one dud among the lot. 


The album begins simply enough with Bruce 
Fowler’s trombone-laden group making what amounts 
to a cameo appearance as they read the melody of 
"Thelonious" before making way for NRBQ’s rhythm- 
and-blues-ish version of "Little Rootie Tootie." Donald 
Fagen and Steve Khan then team up for one of the 
album’s highlights, a beautiful synthesizer and guitar 
duet of "Reflections.” 

Other strong performances are Dr. John’s solo 
piano version of "Blue Monk” and Sharon Freeman’s 
tastefully reflective french horn arrangement of 
"Monk’s Mood." Carla Bley’s band, with former Monk 
tenor saxophonist Johnny Griffin, gives a not- 
surprisingly fresh version of "Misterioso.” Another 
former Monk saxaphonist, Charlie Rouse, shows up on 
the album with his duet recital of "Ask Me Now" with 
fellow saxophonist Steve Lacy. 

While there is plenty of straight-ahead jazz here, 
much of the album is given to rock musicians who also 
feel a particular debt to the pianist. Was (Not Was) 
with featured vocalist Sheila Jordan perform an 
arrangement of "Ba-lue-Bolivar-Ba-lues-Are" seemingly 
lifted right out of a New Orleans funeral procession. In 
direct contrast is Todd Rundgren’s sprightly arrange¬ 
ment of "Four in One" and the rocking version of 
"Work" turned in by Chris Spedding and Peter Framp¬ 
ton, the latter showing why many consider him one of 
rock’s finest guitarists. 

Unfortunately, the most lackluster performance 
here is Joe Jackson’s version of "’Round Midnight;” the 
pairing of one of rock’s brightest young talents and 
Monk’s most beautiful melody just doesn’t come off 
the way it should. Jackson gives us a fairly generic 
reading of the melody on piano with a string arrange¬ 
ment behind him that is sure to be heard on your next 
elevator ride. Eventually the rhythm section comes in 
and Jackson redeems himself with a decent solo, but 
by then who’s listening? 

Happily, the Jackson performance is the only cut 
which falls below the level of excellence pervading the 
entire album; Monk fans should have no trouble digest¬ 
ing the 90-plus minutes of the pianist’s music con¬ 
tained here. And for those new to the Monk camp, a 
comprehensive discography of all of Monk’s currently 
in-print is given. 

Any album with such diverse talents as are 
included here has the possibility to fall flat as a whole. 
That is, unless the single binding factor is something as 
strong as the music of Thelonious Monk.

The Go-Gos descended like a whirlwind upon the 
Civic Center this Wednesday, proving that, as lead 
singer Belinda Carlisle told the audience, these girls 
wanted to have fun.

A comparison of the latest* 
albums from the Bangles and 
Bananarama provides a study in 
contrasts, as well as making clear 
the difference between authentic 
musicians and translucent poseurs. 

After listening to 

Bananarama’s self titled album, one 
gets the idea that the group was 
formed merely to cash in on the 
current salability of girl groups. 
There is no sense of personality 
about the album; it seems more 
like a corporate project than a 
piece of personal expression. 

All the songs, except one, are 


credited as being composed by the 
same five people. And sure enough, 
the songs read as if five people 
each contributed their portion to 
what turns out to be an unclear, 
incongruent jumble of ideas and 
imagery. 

As if this subversion of any 
type of individual character weren’t 
enough, the three members of the 
band sing the entire album in one 
indistinct, albeit harmonious, voice. 
The result is an aloof, tepid sound 
that lacks any range or variety. 

Whereas Bananarama is 
apparently enrolled in the Menudo 
School of Marketing, the Bangles 
prove to be- everything a group 
should be. Their individual talent 
combines to form a cohesive unit, 
demonstrating that the whole is the 
sum of its parts. 

Musically, their album All 
Over the Place is just that. The 
band’s admitted penchant for the 
early Beatles has obviously had 
some effect on their music, but it is 
not limiting. Within the framework 
of a four person band, the Bangles 
add creativity and variety, includ¬ 
ing the use of violins on one song. 

The songs are mostly written 
by the band members individually 
and in pairs. The job of singing 
lead is also shared among all four 
members, varying from song to 
song. As a result, the special mean¬ 
ing that the songs have to the par¬ 
ticular band members is conveyed. 
The songs’ anguish, exuberance and 
anger comes across clearly and 
meaningfully. 

Within the girl-group genre of 
pop music, the Bangles and 
Bananarama occupy completely 
different positions. The Bangles 


have sincerity and talent workii 
for them, while Bananarama seen 
only to have an abundance of stj 
and gloss.

Although the last 20 years 
have been stable for the univer¬ 
sity owned and operated store, 
the first 15 years of its life were 
much less settled. 

"The first store was started in 
1949. Books were sold from a 
stage in the Field House," 
Dreher said. "In 1950, a small 
store was established in what is 
now the Hartmann Center 
ticket office. Overstock books 


and supplies were housed in a 
quonset hut where the Student 
Center is now located." 

The Bookstore moved again 
in 1953, this time to the base¬ 
ment of Siepert Hall, a building 
that was located behind Duryea 
Hall. As Bradley grew, so did 
thee need for a larger book¬ 
store. Bradley University 
President Dusty Rhodes granted 
permission for the Bookstore to 
set aside 25 percent of yearly 
profits for a building fund. Over 
Christmas break, 1964, the 


Bookstore moved into its 
current home. 

The only problem that con¬ 
tinually faces the Bookstore is 
student criticism of prices and 
book buy-backs. "We’ll match 
anyone in the country on our 
buy-back policy. It is customary 
that whether a book is new or 
used, that one-half the purchase 
price is refunded." As far as 
pricing is concerned, Dreher 
said, "The publishers establish 
retail prices that we must fol¬ 
low." 


Students wait on word for aid

Students are experiencing a better climate for 
receiving financial aid than in previous years, said 
David L. Pardieck, director of financial assistance. 
But he also said this could change next year. 

"The reason we have held our own is due to 
the fact that it is an election year," said Pardieck. 

However, next year could see some changes in 
the amount that students get." 

Funds Bradley received from the state and 
federal level did not change in the last year, and 
alumni gifts and endowments increased by 20 
percent. Even so, the increases most students 
received did not keep up with tuition increases. 
Pardieck also said 80 percent of students get 
some form of aid other than parental assistance. 
Thirty percent get funds from the federal govern¬ 
ment, and 30 percent from the state of Illinois. In 
addition, 43 percent receive aid from Bradley and 
50 percent have some sort of loan. Many students 
obtain aid from more than one source. 

To get financial aid for the spring semester, 
Pardieck said, the time to apply is now. "We are 
already preparing for the 1985-86 year. If stu¬ 
dents do not turn in their applications before the 
beginning of this November, we will not be able 
to process the paperwork in time " 

Next year’s applications will be available in : 
late November. These must be completed and 
turned in before March 1, 1985.

Non-traditional students are the some 600 adults over the age 
of 22 enrolled at Bradley University either for the first time or to 
obtain a new skill of further degree. 

Dr. Carmela San Diego, director of minority student services, 
said, "Most of the students are working and come during their 
available hours. Many commute from Peoria." 

San Diego plans to send a survey to the students to determine 
their needs and what they would like to see offered.

The group is the Student Advisory Committee (formerly the 
Student Communications Council). SAC meets to advise Associate 
Provost for Student Affairs, Dr. Alan Gaisky. 

SAC consists of the presidents of the following organizations: 
Black Student Alliance, International Affairs Organization, Student 
i Senate, Off'-campus Student Association, Alpha Phi Omega, 
Panhellenic Council, Interdorm Council, International Student 
| Organization, representatives from University Hall Dorm Council 
and the Scout editor. 

SAC meets with Gaisky at least twice a month and occasionally 
| with University President Martin G. Abegg and Provost and Vice- 
j President of Academic Affairs, Dr. John Hitt. 

"I need some group to seek advice from and these individuals 
j (those who serve the committee) are perceived by their peers as 
I people who know what’s going on. They’re the eyes, ears and 
representatives of their constituency," said Gaisky. 

As for the committee’s name change from Student Communi¬ 
cation Council to Student Advisory Committee, Gaisky believes the 
new name relays exactly what SAC does — advise. The former 
name just didn’t express exactly what was being done, although it 
could be the same thing, said Gaisky. 

Gaisky has no specific problems in mind to bring before SAC. 
However, "as we progress, I may have many things I would want to 
bring to the committee," said Gaisky. 

"Right now I want the students to have most of the agenda. 
Everything should be open. I hate to put restrictions on issues to 
be discussed," he said. 

SAC plays the role of advising Gaisky on problems. "They are 
1 there to discuss problems, not make policy. Policy may come out of 
it eventually," Gaisky said. 

In the past, it has been perceived that there has been some 
competition between SAC and Student Senate. 

"It was perceived that Senate’s authority was diluted somewhat. 
I would like the two organizations to work together with no anta¬ 
gonistic feelings. Senate is a policy-making body. SAC discusses 
issues — not make policy," said Gaisky. 

As for where the ideas go after SAC, "as problems are dis¬ 
cussed, ideas will arise as what to be done. If something is

muscles she could not walk and 
had to retrain her legs. 

"The first real food I ate was 
on Christmas Day. My mom 
brought me down some ham 
and dressing and sweet potato 
pie," said Winfield. 

During her stay at the hospi¬ 
tal, Winfield's father commuted 
from Chicago on the weekends 
to visit her. Her mother and 
grand- mother stayed in Peoria 
in the Bradley Student Apart¬ 
ment Complex that Bradley 
supplied free of charge. 

"A lot of media came around, 
but my father would not let 
them in to see me or talk with 
me," explained Winfield. "The 
first interview I gave was to a 
local television station here in 
town." 

Winfield returned home to 
Chicago tn January of 1984 and 
she remained in therapy 
through May. 

"I realized that I had missed 
an entire winter of my life once 
I got through my therapy," said 
Winfield. "After all, the only 
time that I was ever outside was 
when I went home." 

Winfield said she was lucky 
that insurance covered a large 
part of her medical bills but she 
still has some to pay. 

Winfield also added she is 
currently involved in litigation 
with the Skewer Inn but 
declined to give any details. 

"The hard part of everything 
is that I look at my friends now, 
and they are all seniors. And 
that's where I should be now," 
said Winfield. "It kind of hurts. 
But that's just something I have 
to get over." 

While at the hospital, 
Winfield received cards from 
her dorm floor (Harper Six), 
the nursing department, local 
churches. Dr. Gene Young. She 
was visited by Ed King, director 
of residential life and student 
judicial system. 

"Believe it or not, I had a 
whole wall filled from ceiling to 
floor with cards from well- 
wishers," said Winfield. 

Winfield said things used to 
.get so boring during her 
recovery in the hospital, she 
used to like to tease her mother 
by unplugging the heart monitor 
when her mother stepped out 
and sit there with her eyes 
closed until her mom came back 
in and went hysterical. 

"All of the families of the vic¬ 
tims became very close and 
there became a special bond 
between everyone," explained 
Winfield. "I still write to some 
of my 'Botulism Buddies’ We 
love to write to each other and 
laugh about the good and bad 
times." 

Winfield said she had been 
back to the mall last week and 
was so busy that it wasn't until 
she was directly in front of the 
Skewer Inn that she realized 
where she was. 

"I was with my friends, shop¬ 
ping when we wound up in 
front of the place. I said, 'Let’s

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Employee allegedly strikes maintenance head

The director of facilities 
management was supposedly 
struck by a maintenance worker 
last Saturday in front of the 
library, the worker said.

department, exchanged words 
about the roofing job Caho was 
to complete that day. 

Boyea would not comment on 
the alleged incident, but, 
according to Caho, he was 
called into work Saturday by 
Bovea's secretary. 

Caho said he was to fix a leak 
on the roof of the library that 
he had already made temporary 
repairs to. At that time, Caho 
told Boyea "that he had better 
get a crew in there to fix it per¬ 
manently," he said. 

Bovea said the leak had been 
magnified by the rain last week. 
The leak was located under the 
cooling towers on the roof. 

Caho and the secretary went 
to the library and found the 
leak. Boyea then beeped the 
secretary and told her to meet 
him outside the library, said 
Caho. 

"I went to meet Boyea with 
her so I could tell him what was 


wrong," said Caho. 

"He asked me when the 
drains were cleaned out last. 1 
told him 1 had just cleaned 
them out three days before. 

"He just kept interrupting me 
and 1 asked him if he treated all 
of his employees like this. I told 
him he was just trying to blame 
me for the leak and he just kept 
asking me about the drains. I 
just had had enough. so I 
popped him, said Caho. 

Caho said after he struck 
Boyea, "Boyea said. That's it, 
check your tools in, you're 
done. 1 " 

Bovea's secretary, Lee Dillie, 
would not comment. Dillie has 
only been working for Bradley 
"for about a week," she said, 
but would not say it she had 
witnessed the incident. 

"He fired me," said Caho. 

According to Caho, Boyea 
told him not to set foot on the 
campus or he'd be arrested.

Elizabeth White, Tony Wash¬ 
ington, Hubert Stalling, and 
Mike Smith will serve as sena¬ 


tors for off-campus students. 

The senators will be sworn in 
at 3:45 p.m. Monday in the SC 
cafeteria. 

Senate moved elections into 
cafeterias for the purpose of 
increasing voter turnout. Voter 
turnout increased 6 percent 
over last year. Approximately 
14.5 percent voted in the elec¬ 
tions. 

Bill Holderby, Student Senate 
president said, "1 was pleased 
with the results. We had antici¬ 
pated a higher turnout, but due 
to lack of manpower in a couple 
of instances, we fell short. 
However, it was better than last 
year. If we had two days-but 
we did more in one day this 
year than two days last year." 

An issue has been brought to 
the Senate exec committee by 
SAC senator Ken Godiner 
regarding the number of sena¬ 
tors which should represent 
off-campus students. 

According to 1983 statistics 
obtained by Godiner, 2,800 
ofl'-campus students should be 
represented by senators. Of the 
2,800 off-campus students, only 
599 are represented. There are 
four off-campus senators and 


there should be 19. 

Student Senate by-laws state 
that "one senate seat shall be 
apportioned per every 150 stu¬ 
dents." 

"This (four senators instead 
of 19) makes the representation 
one senator per 702 persons. 
This is unjust, unfair, and ille¬ 
gal (also against both our (Sen¬ 
ate) constitution and by-laws)," 
said Godiner. 

Holderby said. "When we get 
official figures (for the 84-85 
year) and if it shows there 
should be more representation, 
then we ll work it out. 

"1 respect Mr. Godiner s 
ottering of the . information. 
However, he has to realize 
there’s a lot of priorities in my 
office. My main priority was get¬ 
ting elections over with. With 
the resignation of Internal 
Affairs chair and working on 
elections, we didn t have time 
to sit down and figure out (new 
numbers). We based the elec- 
tions on last year s estimate, 
said Holderby. 

"If we have to increase (the 
number of off-campus senators) 
I have no problem with that," 
Holderby said. 


no report had been submitted to 
his office as of Wednesday. 

A fellow worker told Caho 
that his name was on the 
worker’s board and it stated 
that Caho had been suspended 
for a week without pay, there 
was no indication that Caho had 
been fired. 

\ccording to one mainte¬ 
nance worker, a collection is 
being taken among employees 
to benefit Caho. The worker 
saj[d he believes $600 was col¬ 
lected as of Thursday afternoon. 

Caho and Boyea have had 
their differences in the past. 

Caho, who has been 
employed by Bradley since 
March, was injured last spring 
when a ladder he was putting 
on his truck tell on his arm, 
breaking it, his hand and two 
fingers. 

Caho believes the accident 
would not have happened had 
he been issued orange safety- 
cones. Boyea would not issue 
the cones to workers, Caho 

said. , , 

While off from work because 
of the injury, Caho read an ad 
which advertised for a roofer 
for Bradley, Caho's position. He 
contacted Boyea and was 
informed that he had been ter¬ 
minated" because he had been 
off too long, said Caho. 

According to Caho, Boyea 
agreed to hold his job until June 
18 after Caho's lawyer con¬ 
tacted him. 

Caho returned to work at this 
time only to be subjected to 
what he calls "continuous 
harassment." __ 


"Everyday he'd have some¬ 
thing nasty to say to me. He 
was always pulling my helpers 
or downgrading me everyday. 
He just kept on me until 1 
couldn't take anymore," said 
Caho. r u 

A1 Orendorfl, director of pub¬ 
lic information and University 
relations said, "Where the 
Bovea incident is concerned, it 
comes under the heading of a 
personnel matter. The Univer¬ 
sity is not going to make any 
comment on the incident. 

"It's a personnel matter to be 
handled internally. If there is 
something to be handled, it 
would be discussed between 
Boyea and Gary Anna, (vice 
president for business affairs), 
said Orendorff. 

Anna said, "personnel matters 
are not subject to public conver¬ 
sation. We (the University) 
don't openly discuss personnel 
matters due to legal considera¬ 
tions and ethical considera¬ 
tions." 

Caho met with Boyea yester¬ 
day at 5:30 p.m. 

"Things were discussed about 
the incident. Apparently I'm on 
a 10 day suspension or some¬ 
thing. Boyea said he still has to 
talk to his superiors about 
whether or not I'll have a job, 
said Caho. 

"Maybe we settled our 
differences, but we'll see about 
it Monday," said Caho. 

According to Caho, he is to 
contact Boyea Monday about 
whether he has a job or not.

Jonathan Darnell. Illinois representative for the Public Institu¬ 
tion Registering Group, came to Bradley last Friday and met with a 
small group of people interested in getting students registered to 
vote this November. 

Darnell said, "There are approximately eleven million potential 
voters that are 18-24 years old, yet this group is the least active in 
the election process." 

Tony Zeringer, a Bradley student in charge of Vote 84, a 
group formed as a result of last Friday's meeting, said, "Of all vot¬ 
ing groups, college students are by far the most intelligent and pol¬ 
itically aware, yet they have the worst record of all when it comes 
to actually voting." 

Darnell said "College students have the potential to become 
the deciding block in any election, but because of a lack of partici¬ 
pation, they are usually ignored by politicians." 

Vote '84, as of Wednesday, had recruited four registrars and 
registered approximately 100 people to vote, Zeringer said. 

"We need more people who are willing to become registrars," 
he said. "Anyone can do it .and it only takes about 15 minutes." 

Next Tuesday, Zeringer hopes deputize registrars "in mass." 
Once deputized, these people will be able to register others. 

The actuid process of registering to vote takes about 2 minutes. 

"Right now our county, is at a philosophical crossroads," he 

said. 

"This is a very exciting period of time in American politics and 
people need to comprehend what is going on." 

Zeringer stressed, "Every vote does count." 

"Last election year. President Reagan was elected by 27% of 
the population," Darnell said. 

One major problem Zeringer has faced while trying to recruit is 
people's reluctance to change their registration from their home 
address to Peoria. 

"Voting by absentee ballot is really a lot of hassle," he said. "It 
is much easier to re-register here. Besides, students generally spend 
more time each year here than they do at home." 

Although he doesn't want to make any predictions, Zeringer 
would like to see everyone at Bradley registered. 

He said his phone is open 24 hours a day for anyone who 
wants to register or be deputized as a registrar. 

The deadline for. registering is October 1, which is National 
Student Voter Registration Day.

Leaky ceiling damages library, 
saturates books and carpeting

A suspicious dripping sound in the Cullom- 
Davis Library last Fri. afternoon prompted a 
librarian to investigate. She found that water, 
seeping from the ceiling of the 3rd floor had 
saturated four books, several periodicals, and car¬ 
peting on the 3rd and 2nd floors. 

Damage to the ceiling tiles was estimated at 
$200 by Gerald Boyea, director of facilities 
management. Boyea also said it would cost "in 
excess of $2000" to repair the roof. 

"As far as we know, it was caused by rain 
seeping through the ceilling, said Director of the 
Library, Dr. Robert Jones. The books are now 
downstairs in the 'Special Collection Center', 
where they are being repaired by a bookbinder." 

"It is fortunate that so few books were dam¬ 
aged," said Jones. "The librarians caught the prob¬ 
lem fast enough." He also noted that a leak such 


as this can be a great hazard, but in this case, 
prompt action prevented any large amount of 
damage. 

The last time a problem like this occured was 
during 1982. which led to replacement of the roof 
during the summer and fall of that year, due to 
'exceessive leakage,' said Jones. 

"We've also experienced leakage problems 
during the years 1948-9 and 1965-66. It's a prob¬ 
lem common to many flat-roofed buildings. 1SU 
is also having difficulty in controlling leakage," 
said Jones 

Supposedly, it is not a rare problem in 
libraries that have been built recently. 

When asked about the money being spent on 
the incident, Jones said, "We have not needed to 
spend any 'special money'-- the library hasn t 
stood any additional expense on this." He added 
that it was a problem for the stall', because they 
didn't have time to get much of their work done.

Both sides need 
to be heard now 

Is there an American out there who doesn’t have some 
amount of pride because of the liberty we have? 

Where do we get that freedom? Well, of course you 
know that. And you also know that our forefathers put their 
lives on the line to give us that liberty, so now, 200 years 
later, we can take all that for granted. 

This summer, a huge gust of patriotism blew through 
the land. The trend has continued and has been supple¬ 
mented by the hot air from various political candidates this 
fall. 

Unfortunately, that hot air is threatening to stifle our 
basic liberties and divide us into irreconcilable factions on 
the left and the right. 

Far left and far right are two phrases we’ve heard a lot 
of lately. There really isn’t a middle ground left. This has 
had several effects, the least of which is the fact that the two 
major political parties are on such opposite sides of the fence 
that there seems to be little room for compromise. 

We are becoming so fervent in our beliefs that some of 
us discount the possibility of the opposing camp having a 
valid point as absolutely ridiculous. We are all guilty of this 
intellectual censorship, even in such an open environment as 
a university. 

Traditionally, students and academia in general have 
served as a medium for argument over and examination of 
popular ideas. Today we find 'students moving to the right 
with the rest of this country. 

After the summer’s dose of patriotism there are prob¬ 
ably many people, students among them, who won’t voice 
dissent. That’s a problem. All over the land it seems that 
there is a new intimidation spreading. People who have valid 
questions about the fairness of national policies or the 
integrity of our leaders don’t want to say anything either 
because they don’t want to voice an unpopular opinion, or 
they just don’t care enough to be caught in an argument. 

We’ve all turned off the other side or refused to give 
comment. We shouldn’t necessarily turn into political 
zealots, but we should be willing to look openly at "the other 
side.” 

At 18-24 years of age, how many of us would want to 
make a lifelong commitment to a particular style of dress, a 
particular house or city in which to live, or a particular make 
of car which to drive? 

The point is: we’re young; hopefully we will all be 
around in 40, 50 or 60 years suffering or enjoying the conse¬ 
quences of a decision we make now. Is it right to commit 
ourselves now, especially if we base that commitment on a 
"popular" idea that we may not have exam ined carefully? 

There’s that "intelligent voting" part again. But I’ve got 
two tests, a quiz, and five pages of questions to answer, I 
don’t have time to get informed about who’s saying what. 
Yes you do, and you really have to. 

Bradley is stuffed full of intelligent, informed people 
who just might be willing to answer questions like: Is a tax 
hike of some kind inevitable? What precedent would be set 
by a Constitutional Amendment on prayer in public schools? 
Which candidate is more realistic in his views on the deficit? 

These "intelligent, informed people" are the professors 
who teach us everyday. Granted, political discussions are 
probably best avoided within a class (except PLS, of course), 
but approaching an instructor on independent time is a good 
idea. Any professor who is not willing to answer such impor¬ 
tant questions should not be teaching. 

The Scout will be pushing as much information on the 
elections as is possible. Any opinion columns will be 
accepted, providing they meet certain policy requirements 
that have been designed to be fair to both sides.

When and how to die is 
individual's choice

A person should be able to choose how, when and by what 
method they will die, said a panel of experts who addressed a pub¬ 
lic meeting in Baker Hall Thursday night. 

The right to die seminar, sponsored by the Peoria chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU), was moderated by 
local chapter President Barbara Van Auken with panelists Dr. 
Stephen Cullinan, a cancer specialist; Gery Gasick, a lawyer 
involved in living wills; Marie Micheletti, a nurse for critically ill 
patients; and the Rev. Roy Moore, a Lutheran pastor active in the 
hospice movement. 

"Life is a gift of God," said Moore. "Patients have the right to 
choose or refuse treatment. I do not support a definite decision 
when one is talking about a purposeful suicide." 

Micheletti told the 150 people in attendance that she has been 
a nurse for 30 years and has seen enough suffering to convince her 
that death and dignity during death are definite goals for her. 

"I’ve seen a lot of people die," said Micheletti. "I’ve seen agon¬ 
izing pain; tubes in people that weren’t able to be removed and 
families gone bankrupt." 

Micheletti said she has suffered through each of her patients' 
deaths, both short apd extended, and believes in euthanasia. 

Micheletti said she belongs to an organization in Peoria called 
the Hemlock Society. The organization supports volunteer 
euthanasia for terminally ill patients. They are also charged with 
the responsibility for raising public consciousness on volunteer 
euthanasia. 

Gasick said Illinois now has a legislative act allowing "living 
wills". 

"This will is a non-binding, one page form that becomes part 
of the medical record for that person," said Gasick. 

Gasick also said there is a "conscious clause" built into the 
document to release any person of sound mind from their contract. 

"This living will helps bridge the gap and rivalry between tech¬ 
nology and compassion," said Gasick. 

Finally, Cullinan said what is more important than the right to 
live is the right to die. 

"By 1994, the average baby girl can expect to live, on average, 
80-85 years," said Cullinan. "The object of medicine should not be 
lo try to extend life, it should be to decrease the time of morbidity, 
the painful time right before death." 

"People will never be immortal," Cullinan said. "The body is 
not made to live forever. It eventually starts to fall apart around 
the mid-80s. So, why not live life to the fullest starting now?"

Sidorowicz recently went on a 
ten-dav tour of the Smokey 
Mountains. "Getting on a 
motorcycle puts me in another 
kind of world," he said.

Sidorowicz would like to form 
a motorcycle club.

Sidorowicz was an associate 
professor and assistant dean of 
the school of music at Ithaca 
College in Ithaca, N.Y. from 
1981 to 1984.

ing for." 

Sidorowicz earned his 
bachelor’s degree in music edu¬ 
cation in 1969 at Mansfield 
State College in Pennsylvania. 
In 1973 he was awarded a 
master's of music degree for 
clarinet performance at Indiana 
University and earned his doc¬ 
torate in composition theory at 
Kent State University in 1981. 

Sidorowicz, 37, has composed 
more than 30 works for mixed 
ensembles, including secular 
and sacred mus^ic, and music for 
large instrumental ensembles. 
His most recent premiere was in 
October 1983. Entitled "Rust 
Comfort," the original composi¬ 
tion featured clarinet, saxo¬ 
phone. trumpet, Indian drone, 
drums, a narrator and three 
dancers.

Baron said the bar it self cost approximately $100 to purchase 
and that cost did not include drink mixes, cups and other expenses.

Petersen says problem is ’no one wants to talk about it’

Communication is the cure to most sexual prob¬ 
lems, states Jim Peterson, senior advisor for Playboy 
magazine. 

For the last 11 years, Peterson has written a 
monthly "Advisor" column for this adult magazine. 
Topics in his column include, but are not limited to: 
fashion, food and drink, sports cars, stereos, taste, eti¬ 
quette, and sex. Most often, the letters he receives are 
about sex and sex related problems. 

In addition to giving lectures and writing his 
column, Peterson has also written a book, The Playboy 
Advisor Book of Love and Sex. 

Tuesday’s lecture was very well organized. Ii*i 
addition to his own personal opinions, Peterson was 
able to quote research figures from Masters and John¬ 
son, Human Sexual Response , Human Sexual Inade¬ 
quacy and Alex Comfort, The Joy of Sex. 

Peterson addressed one problem in particular--the 
sexual revolution since 1968. He reasons that people 
"were given permission to do ’something’ but no one 
wants to talk about it." He notes that Masters and 
Johnson never mentioned oral sex, Comfort gave it 
two paragraphs, and now it seems to have become 
commonplace. In the 700 letters he receives each 
month, he gets very few original or unique problems. 

When asked why he took the job, Peterson had 
this reply: "I took the job because 1 wanted to write 
about sex, and knew ten things about sex...Since age 
12, 1 had followed the Boy Scout motto, Be 

Prepared!’" 

Petersen’s lecture included his thoughts on con* 
temporary sexual issues. The G-spot, he believes, was 
really just the result of a media campaign. He said 
that the G-spot gives pleasure to some women, while 
doing nothing for others. Petersen also discounted 
Time magazine’s obituary for the sexual revolution 
made earlier this year. The article had cited fear of 
herpes as one of the major reasons for declining sexual 
promiscuity. Petersen noted that less than two percent 
of college students have herpes. 

Peterson did not limit his talk to physical sex, 
however. He addressed several other important sex- 
related topics, including pregnancy, venereal disease* 
and open and honest communication. 

"Communication is very important to any relation¬ 


ship," states Peterson. "The purpose of love is to give 
pleasure to your partner. A partner should tell you 
what he or she wants, not what he or she doesn’t want. 
Sex is perfectly natural, but almost never naturally per¬ 
fect." 

Besides advising others through his column, Peter¬ 
son also accepts advice from his readers. People tell 
about their own experiences and methods, which he 
shares with others through his column. "I feel like 
’That’s Incredible’...these stunts are not safe to try at 
home," proclaims Peterson. 

Peterson also gave personal insight, into Hugh 
Hefner’s parties. "They are pretty boring," he claims. 
"Mine are better." 

Petersen used jokes to keep the audience 
interested and entertained. The combination of humor 
and information made for an enjoyable lecture. 

Peterson’s lecture kicked off the 1984-85 ACBU 
lecture series. Approximately 175 people attended.

Cha brings intensity to performance

Albert Cha is not a typical 11-year-old. Typical 
11 -year-olds rarely know who Johann Sebastian Bach 
is. 

Albert Cha knows. 

Sunday afternoon, Cha treated those in the 
Dingeldine Music Center to a brilliant hour-plus perfor¬ 
mance of the piano music of Bach, Beethoven, Chopin 
and Prokofieff. 

Although he is young, Cha plays with an intensity 
and drive not found in many older, more "mature" per¬ 
formers. He has the technique to play the music 
flawlessly, but this music demands more than tech¬ 
nique; the performer must bring a part of himself to 
the music, as Cha did throughout the afternoon. 

He began with a fine rendition of Bach’s "Prelude 
and Rugue in A Flat Major" before turning in a highly 
energetic "Sonata in C Minor Opus 13" by Beethoven. 
He then closed the first half of the performance with a 
stunning "Scherzo in B Flat Minor, Opus 31" by Cho¬ 
pin. The second half consisted solely of Prokofieff’s 
"Piano Concerto 3, in C Major, Opus 26" in which 
Cha, with piano accompaniment by his mother, Kwang- 
soon Cha, turned in his most powerful performance of 
the afternoon. 

Cha, of Canton, gave his debut recital at the Hart¬ 
mann Center Feb. 12, 1982, and won the Peoria Sym¬ 
phony Youth Competition in 1982 and 1984. He was 
also a finalist in the M.T.N.A. Competition and the 
National Chicago Symphony Youth Competition.

Musicians and actors are like 
athletes: to prepare for their 

respective events, they each have a 
unique way of warming up to give 
their peak performance. 

So how do these people rev 
up for a performance? A good 
place to look is backstage at the 
Hartmann Center’s Meyer Jacobs 
Theatre. Cast members of A Funny 
Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum were present in various 
stages of dress. Greg Lhamon, 
Miles Glorious in the play, was 
equipped with earphones and sing¬ 
ing "I’ve got the music in me!"

Two 
shows!" rang out. 

"i’m warming up!" he sang. 

Others in the cast had 
different ways of warming up.

Jeff Laird, the slave Pseudolus, 
characterized the cast as a whole 
when warming up. "We run around 
chasing each other, dancing, giving 
each other massages. We’re up, and 
we’re never offstage long enough to 


lose it (character). And a great 
crowd helps a lot. If you know 
they’re behind you, you give your 
best. As for himself, Laird said he 
"flirts a lot," and "never eats before 
a performance. Thinking about food 
and being hungry help keep me 
up." 

"A lot of it is nervous energy," 
says James J. Chiolino, Hero in 
Forum. "You have to take that ner¬ 
vous energy and change it, use it. 
To get into this character, all I 
have to do is bend my knees and 
point my toes in, and I’m in char¬ 
acter." 

The musicians in Forum’s 
orchestra us a more mechanical 
method of preparation. Randy 
Orrison, a saxophone player in the 
reed section, "puts the horn 
together, makes sure the reeds are 
in place, and tunes* up. I don’t need 
to get psyched for this." 

Slowly, the rest of the orches¬ 
tra trickles in and crawls into the 
pit. Percussion, flute, bass and 
trumpet add to the unholy din of 
scales and squeaking reeds. The 
sounds begin to diminish, until they 
are just sporadic notes. Molly 
McCullough, the music director and 
conductor, enters the pit, takes her 
place at the podium, and all is 
silent.

Bradley, too, considers dorm visitation rules

University of Florida students 
soon may find their indoor noctur- # 
nal activities curtailed by a ban on 
members of the opposite sex spend¬ 
ing the night with them in 
residence halls and fraternity 
houses. 

And if Florida and other col¬ 
leges are any indication, students 
everywhere may soon be facing 
tough new restrictions on what they 
can do in campus housing. 

Florida decided to think seri¬ 
ously about joining the growing 
number of colleges that restrict 
visiting hours when a university 
task force suggested the changes in 
July. 

Student reaction was mixed. 

The 13-member task force, 
made up of faculty, students and 
community representatives, was 
reacting to an alleged rape at a fra¬ 
ternity house and a campus hearing 
into a student’s complaint about 
being disturbed by late-night visi¬ 
tors, said Hugh Cunningham, direc¬ 
tor of information at University of 
Florida. 

"Currently, overnight visitation 
is not permitted," Cunningham 
notes. "But 24-hour visitation is, so 
obviously overnight visitation prob¬ 
ably exists." 

Florida is one of a number of 
colleges that have changed over¬ 
night visitor policies recently.

While sign in/sign out sheets and 
curfews are outdated, restricted 
guest hours are replacing the more 
liberal policies promoted in the six¬ 
ties and seventies on many cam¬ 
puses. 

In 1980, the University of 
Pittsburgh revised its 24-hour visi¬ 
tation policy and now restricts 
overnight guests to the same sex. 
Kent State, Kansas and Alabama, 
among others, soon followed suit. 

Housing visitation hours have 
been discussed on Bradley’s campus 
also. 

"We talk about the same topic 
every year," said Ed King, director 
of residential life and student judi¬ 
cial system. "We, as the administra¬ 
tion, are always eager to sit down 
and talk about the most appropriate 
solution, but it is a very sensitive 
area." 

Students themselves are the 
ones asking for the stricter housing 
policies, claims Paul Jahr, research 
committee chairman of the Ameri¬ 
can Association »of College and 
University Housing Officers 
(ACUHO). 

"The nature of college stu¬ 
dents in general is changing," 
explained Jahr. "They are making 
an economic decision to go to col¬ 
lege and they want to make the 
best use of their time." 

Western Illinois University stu¬ 
dent Pat Botterman and ex-student 
Craig Roberts are suing Western 
over its attempts to end a 14-year 
open-door policy. 

Western wants to ban co-ed 
visits after midnight on weeknights 
and after 2 a.m. on weekends, with 
the curfew ending at 8 a.m. 


Botterman claims the change 
violates the student constitution, 
approved by the university s Board 
of Governors, which specifies that 
students will be consulted in every 
level of policy making. 

"The administration brought 
out the policy with no debate," he 
said. "The students protested. The 
current policy has been in effect 
since about 1969 and dorm 
residents vote by floor on visitation 
hours." 

Botterman and Roberts actu¬ 
ally will file two One concerns the 
alleged violation of the student; 
constitution, and the other protests 
the proposed policy changes. 

Dorms on Bradley’s campus 
have a 24-hour open visitation with 
the exception of University Hall. 
Between 7 p.m.-12 a.m., all males 
must be escorted in U-Hall by a 
resident of the building. 

King said. "The only problem 
we have had with the 24-hour visi-^j 
tation rule is when a female moves 
into a male’s room." "We do not! 
want to have cohabitation among 
the students." 

King concluded that Bradley is 
at "a real iceberg. I don’t think we 
know what to do."

mother/’ He thinks it easier to 
work with a younger child, 
(Nate is eight) "because he is 
not into chasing girls and he is 
not as hard as an older boy 
would be. 

"At first Nate and I went to

Children attend 
school at BU

Remember all the fun you had in kindergarten? Remember 
play time, cookies and juice, stories and songs, playdoh, crayons, 
and of course, finger paint? 

That is the Bradley life of those little kids we see crossing 
campus on their way to the Child Care Center operated by the 
home economics and psychology departments. 

The facility is directed by Dr. Claire Etaugh, chairman and pro¬ 
fessor of psychology, and Dr. Nina Collins, director of home 
economics. 

Bradley students develop projects such as building a toy or 
doing a dramatic reading, present it to the children and write a 
report on their reactions. This is all done under the supervision of 
Theresa Threw, who graduated from Bradley with a home econom¬ 
ics degree and received her master’s from Illinois State University. 

The home economics class meets with 3-year-olds three times 
weekly, while the psychology class works with 2-year-olds twice 
each week. 

The center is made up of 15 area children, many belonging to 
faculty members, and has a waiting list. The program concentrates 
on development of social skills, a concern of many parents and 
psychologists. 

According to the Journal Star , "one study showed that elemen¬ 
tary school children who started full-time center care before the age 
of one were viewed as socially and emotionally immature. F or that 
reason, the students and teachers stress communication and rela¬ 
tionship development skills and do not accept very young children 
into the program.

Center for Career Development 
changes interview procedures 


By Kevin Gunderman 

The Center for Career 
Development has altered its 
method for setting up place¬ 
ment interviews for students. 

In past years, students had to 
depend on the luck of the draw 
from a 'lottery' to determine 
who they would get interviews 
with and when they would get 
them. 

Marjorie Kenyon-Cler, assis¬ 
tant director of the Career 
Center, said last summer the 
Center "underwent some inten¬ 
sive study to determine whether 
changes needed to be made." 

"We talked to faculty, con¬ 
sidered student satisfaction, 
employer desires and the legal 
situation to determine how we 
could best serve all interests, 
Kenyon-Cler said. 

As a result of the study, the 
Center has converted to a policy 
of pre-screening, in which the 
student determines what com¬ 
panies he or she is interested in 
and the companies in turn 
determine which students they 
wish to interview. 

Kenyon-Cler said,"There is 
no intervening mechanism 
between students and com¬ 
panies." 

Under the lottery system, stu¬ 
dents would often receive 
though the company was not 
really interested in that person. 

Kenyon-Cler said,"Often the 
student would be anticipating a 
positive reply and get turned 
down, not knowing why." 

"Now students will get a more 


immediate feedback and can 
analyze what the problem is." 

It is now necessary for stu¬ 
dents to put together a good 
presentation and 'sell' them¬ 
selves to the company, because 
the Center no longer does any 
After checking with other 
universities which use the pre¬ 
screening system, Kenyon-Cler 
said that students there pre¬ 
ferred this system and felt it 
was more fair to them.

The death of a 28-year-old 
Washington man at St. Francis 
Medical Center was the first 
reported in the Peoria area to be 
blamed on Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS). 

The man, a homosexual, died 
Sept. 12 of Kaposi’s Sarcoma, a 
rare form of cancer that spread 
from the lining of his blood 
vessels to his lymph nodes. This 
cancer is often associated with 
AIDS, a condition transmitted 
by sexual contact among 
homosexuals and by blood 
transfusions, which destroys the 
body’s ability to resist germs 
and disease.

victims have died. Fifty-two 
were from the Chicago area, 
according to the Dept, of Public 
Health.

"Developing a vaccine from the 
artificially created virus could 
take six months to a year."

Elwin Basquin, station 
manager for WTVP, channel 47 
said, "The dish is a satellite 
receiving station. It receives 
radio and television signals 
from the West Star 4, a satellite 
in a fixed orbit that is operated 
by Western Union." 

Basquin said Bradley 
University’s on-campus radio 
and television stations, WCBU 
and WTVP, use the dish to 
catch programs sent by National 
Public Radio and by the Public 
Broadcasting Service. Basquin 
said NPR and PBS are separate 
organizations, though they 
broadcast through the same 
satellite WTVP is affiliated with 
PBS, and WCBU is an associate 
of NPR. 

"Bradley students have access 
to broadcasts received by the 
dish by listening to WCBU, FM 
90, or by watching WTVP 
channel 47." Basquin said.

to be raped. 

Men can assist in preventing 
rapes too, Eatmon said. "More 
education is needed for men," 
she said. Most men don’t real¬ 
ize they are capable of rape in 
sexual relationships. "The fact 
that a woman hasn’t agreed to 
sex doesn’t give her consent," 
Eatmon said. 

Eatmon said she will work 
with members of Women- 
Strength and the Bradley Coun¬ 
seling Center in coordinating a 
rape program here on campus. 

Eatmon, who attended a 
workshop on rape last 
December, said there are a lot 
of misconceptions about rape. 
"It is a crime of violence, not an 
act of sex," she said. 

Eatmon said she is not sug¬ 
gesting rape to be widespread 
on campus, but by the same 
token, she does not want to 
underestimate the problem. She 
said she considers a rape pro¬ 
gram necessary because of the 
high number of acquaintance 
rapes that occur, most of which 
go unreported. "They usually 
happen in the victim’s room. It 
could be the guy who asked you 
out," Eatmon said. 

Eatmon said she thinks 
acquaintance rapes are occuring 
on campus. "We’ve heard 
rumors of incidents happening 
at fraternity parties, but what 
can you do with a rumor?" she 
said. 

Women, for several reasons, 
won’t speak up, she said. "A 
lot of women won’t admit 
they’ve been raped. They blame 
themselves. They don't want to 
hurt the guy’s feelings," Eat¬ 


mon said. 

Women can avoid rape situa¬ 
tions by first being aware of cer¬ 
tain nonverbal messages com¬ 
municated through clothing, 
body language, gestures or 
behavior.

Rich Smith, a senior psychol¬ 
ogy major, is leading this year's 
Cross Country team to a suc¬ 
cessful season.

The final decision was that 
there was no money to finance 
payment of a coach.

"cop-out." "Soccer is an inex¬ 
pensive game. We have the fun, 
the field, and the uniforms." 

Refuting Abegg’s answer to 
the scholarship he said, "It's a 
flimsy excuse. Plenty of the 
Division 1 teams give scholar¬ 
ships." One example is Univer¬ 
sity of Vermont which is an 
All-American recruiter. 

When discussion was first 
brought to the attention of the 
faculty, 2000 signatures were on 
petitions. "1 think the problem 
at the time," said Welles, "was 
that the faculty didn't know 
anything about the sport." 

"We haven’t talked about the 
subject in about a year, but 
we're still pushing it," said 
Welles. 

Under a budget of $2,200, 
the team has been able to buy 
the equipment needed. The 
team has even gotten hold of 
someone to coach them. 

John Gaston of Peoria 
attends all the practices and 
games and chooses the 
members who will be playing in 
the games. Gaston is Captain 
of the Peoria Kickers and a 
referee.

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Students protest loft policy delay Low water temperatures

The housing department's 
delay in creating a new lofting 
policy prompted a demonstra¬ 
tion by students outside of Wil¬ 
liams Hall last Monday. 

According to Byron Bolton, 
an organizer of the demonstra¬ 
tion, the group "hopes to speed 
up the decision and get an 
answer one way or the other." 

Over a dozen demonstrators, 
some carrying signs that said 
"We want lofts immediately," 
met outside the housing office 


at 11 a.m. 

When confronted by the 
group, Directo of Housing Mike 
Murphy admitted that he was 
the one causing the delay in the 
decision. 

Murphy said he wanted to 
have some legal questions 
answered before he made his 
decision. 

The questions are being 
raised as a result of a recent 
increase in lawsuits against 
universities where students 
were injured because of 'defec¬ 
tive' loft construction.

Murphy said the housing 
office was not against lofts. 

"If students are going to make 
an investment by building a 
loft, they are more likely to stay 
in the dorms for two or more 
years. This keeps students on 
campus and results in more 
money for us (the university)," 
Murphy said. 

Murphy says that until he 
talks to lawyers, he won’t know 
where the University stands in 
terms of liability for the lofts. 

"If we inspect the lofts, then 
we may be liable if something 
happens. And if the student 
makes changes after we've done 
an inspection, we would prob¬ 
ably have a hard time proving 
that a change had been made." 

"However, if we don't inspect 
the lofts, then we may also be 
liable if something happens. 
Right now, we just don't know," 
Murphy said. 

Murphy also said the facilities 
department is going to have to 
give some input before the new 
policy can be made. 

"There is concern that stu¬ 
dents may be drilling too far 
into outer walls, allowing water 
to seep in," and he added that 
there were other concerns as 
well. 

Murphy said that once he has 
sat down with the lawyers and 
gotten their opinion, and then 
sat down with facilities and 
listened to their concerns, he 
will make a decision. 

"1 want to make a policy that 
will satisfy everyone now. That 
way we won’t have to come 
back and make other changes 
later. I don’t want to make any 
mistakes." 

One demonstrator said, "We 
were told we could build lofts 
when we signed up to live in 
the dorms. Now we aren't sure 
of what we can and cannot do." 

Another demonstrator said 
that students just want a deci¬ 
sion one way or the other as 
soon as possible so that they 
can "get on with the business of 
day to day life." 

Murphy said that he could 
not say when the final decision 
would be made. 


cause switch to plastic

A reduction in water temperatures forced cafeteria managers in 
University and Williams halls to use paper dishes during meals 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

"We've been running out of water in regard to sanitizing and 
disinfecting dishes," said Robert Byczynski, director of food ser¬ 
vices, Wednesday. 

The water in the dishwasher must be 180 degrees in order to 
sanitize the dishes. The water temperature dropped 30-40 degrees 
below that on Tuesday, said Lois Topper, Williams cafeteria 
manager. 

The temperature was reduced in an apparent attempt to save 
energy, Byczynski said. "They may have done it too much." There 
is also a possibility that mechanical problems were part of the rea¬ 
son for the drop in temperature, said Byczynski. 

The cost of using paper plates can’t be pinpointed without a 
complete inventory, but it was estimated at between $100 and $200 
per day. That cost is covered in the food service budget because 
they have experienced problems with steamlines in the past and 
allot money for emergency paper goods, Byczynski said 

The problem was solved by the time dinner was served on 
Wednesday, according to Maria Graham, U-Hall cafeteria manager, 
and Williams was back to using china by breakfast yesterday. 

Mark Struss, from the maintanence department, said there 
may have been a problem in the individual washers that added to 
the lack of hot water but he believed everything was in working 
order yesterday. 

Policies recommended 
to curb alcohol abuse

A recommendation on ways 
to decrease student alcohol 
abuse was approved by the Stu¬ 
dent Advisory Committee 
(SAC) and will be considered 
by the Student Senate after Fall 
Break. 

The proposal was developed 
after leaders of campus organi¬ 
zations met over the last three 
weeks to discuss the problem 
that had become a student con¬ 
cern within the first week of 
school. 

The suggestions made by the 
SAC are mandatory alcohol 
education programs for those 
caught orinking illegally or 
found engaging in a "negative 
activity" while intoxicated; the 
use of professionals as well as 
student aids to discuss alcohol 
abuse at freshman orientation; 
support of BACCHUS, a 
campus organization that

stresses alcohol education; edu¬ 
cation of student leaders on 
alcohol abuse and helping 
abusers; and possibly increasing 
the student activities fees to 
help offset the cost of alcohol 
education and to promote non¬ 
alcohol related campus activi¬ 
ties. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting asso¬ 
ciate provost for student affairs, 
said the administration did not 
want to "resort to any drastic 
measures concerning alcohol, 
such as plans for a dry campus 
or increased security at dorm 
parties or fraternity parties." 

"The key to the problem is to 
educate students as to responsi¬ 
ble use of alcohol, alternative 
beverages and alternative activi¬ 
ties to drinking," Gaisky said. 
Another aim of the proposal is 
student awareness of alcohol 
and problems resulting in

Other public colleges and 
universities in Illinois offer 
pregnancy tests, but the private 
ones don't. The University of 
Illinois has its own health build¬ 
ing and offers almost everything 
a small hospital would, includ¬ 
ing prescriptions for birth con¬ 
trol pills. 

Illinois State University in 
Normal oflers one free preg¬ 
nancy test per semester per stu¬ 
dent but sends students to the 
on-campus clinic for birth con¬ 
trol devices. 

Wesleyan University * in 
Bloomington and Knox College 
in Galesburg don’t offer any 
type of gynecological service to 
students, but they do have 
literature for them. 

Dr. Henry Gross, head of 
family practice at St. Francis 
Hospital in Peoria, is the doctor 
who comes to Bradley five days 
a week. He is also on call at all 
times for Bradley students, and 
Betty Hasselbacher, R.N., head 
nurse at the Health Center, said 
he "makes the difference." 

Students may be paying a $5 
per semester health fee, and 
Hasselbacher said the Health 
Center, which works in con¬ 
junction with St. Francis Hospi¬ 
tal, felt it owed more services to 
the students. 

"Students are making use of 
the new programs," Hassel¬ 
bacher added, "and they're 
definitely worth having. We 
used to have to send the stu¬ 
dents home if they got mono, 
but now Dr. Gross can keep 
them here and treat them more 
efficientlv."

Maintenance worker 

returns to job, BU

The Bradley maintenance worker who was fired for allegedly 
striking the director of facilities will return to work on Monday. 

Ken Caho was fired when he reportedly struck Jerry Boyea on 
Sept. 15, after the two men exchanged words about the roofing job 
Caho was to complete. 

Boyea and Caho met Sept. 20 to discuss the incident and 
Caho's job situation. At this time, Caho learned he was on a 10 
day suspension. 

Caho received a letter from Boyea Wednesday afternoon. "It 
Stated my suspension was for 10 days for what I did and from now 
on, if I have any problems with my roofing jobs I shouldn't go to 
him (Boyea) about it. 

"The letter came down to if I signed it. I could return to work 
Monday," said Caho. Caho signed the letter. 

In another alleged incident, Mike Mertens, a Bradley operating 
engineer, was fired Sept. 20 by Boyea for using profane language 
Mertens said he was not on the job at the time of the incident. 

Mertens said he was in the worker’s locker room changing 
clothes when another worker came in and asked when some con¬ 
crete had been poured. 

In answering, Mertens repeatedly used a slang term for the act 
of copulation. "I wasn’t talking to anyone in particular. 

"I worked Wednesday night and went in Thursday. When 
came in Thursday, my working foreman had a letter for me saying 
we were to meet with Boyea at 3," said Mertens. 

According to Mertens, Boyea asked him if he had been swear¬ 
ing in the locker room, and to whom it was directed. Mertens 
replied "to anyone listening. I wasn't even on the clock yet." Mer¬ 
tens was reportedly terminated as a result of the incident. 

Last Friday, Mertens filed a grievance with the International 
Union of Operating Engineers #399. Rusty Thompson, business 
representative for local #399, said "Mertens is in the midst of 
grievance procedure. I'll be requesting a meeting in an official 
letter, then they'll (the University) contact me for available meet¬ 
ing dates." 

To file a grievance, the worker must verbally tell his foreman 
he wants to file and the foreman will then tell management (Boyea 
in this case). The second step is to meet with the foreman and 
management within two working days. Step three is to put in writ¬ 
ing the specific grievance and what the worker expects in return 
the management must then answer within five days in writing. If al 
fails, the grievance goes to arbitration. 

Gary Anna, vice president for business affairs, would not com¬ 
ment on how the University is responding to the grievance. Anna 
said. The University makes no comment whatsoever on employee 
imiltgrs "

Food service 
left in the cold 

Last Tuesday and Wednesday students eating in the Wil¬ 
liams and University Hall cafeterias found themselves eating 
off of paper plates, drinking out of paper cups and using 
plastic utensils for several meals. On the surface this seems 
like no big deal, but the details behind why paper had to be 
used instead of china make this a big deal. 

Food Service (the department in charge of the 
cafeterias) must insure that all the dishes, knives, forks, etc. 
are washed in 180 degrees or hotter. Last Monday sometime, 
according to Maria Graham, University cafeteria manager, 
the maintenance department turned down the overall water 
temperature, causing the wash water temperature to drop to 
140 degrees. 

The temperature must be that high to satisfy certain 
Health Department policies and insure that dishes are sani¬ 
tary. Well, that makes sense, with so many people eating off 
those dishes each day, we certainly need to keep them sani¬ 
tary. 

As of Wednesday night, everything was back to normal 
in U-hall and everything was up to sanitary standards in Wil¬ 
liams cafeteria yesterday morning. 

The water temperatures were apparently turned down to 
save energy. 

Graham said she had to buy "several hundred dollar’s 
worth” of plasticware because she couldn’t use the china 
until Wednesday dinner. 

Students working in the cafeterias as dishwashers were 
not called in to work. If you can’t wash the dishes, why pay 
the dishwashers? 

The question still remains as to why the water was 
turned down without consulting food service. Sure, an 
energy savings is great, but not if it means an estimated $200 
cost overrun in another department of the University. 

There is a definite lack of communication between 
departments at Bradley. Surely a quick check of other areas 
in the University that were involved might have brought the 
problem to light before it happened. 

Granted, the problem is a minor inconvenience on the 
surface. Even dear old mom uses paper plates and plas¬ 
ticware, but she doesn’t pay $100 to $200 a day and she 
doesn’t do it because someone forgot to consult her when 
they were fixing the plumbing. 

This problem just serves to illustrate some deeper prob¬ 
lems that Bradley as a whole is suffering. We seem to be 
running around like a chicken with our head, feet and wings 
cut off. We’re moving; we’re just not getting anywhere. 

Bradley’s got such a great speech department. There are 
so many great communicators here. Maybe some of the stu¬ 
dents should teach the administrators about talking to each 
other.

No nukes, please 

Dear Editor, 

As a student also concerned 
with how his activities’ fees are 
being allocated, I feel compelled to 
respond to the opinion expressed by 
Mr. Iori regarding nuclear weapons, 
myths, and money. It seems that 
the most dangerous myths are being 
perpetuated by Mr. Iori himself in 
his zealous determination to justify 
nuclear weapons and President 
Reagan’s arms control policies. 

In Mr. Iori’s denunciation of 
such groups as SANA, he missed an 
important point. Namely that these 
groups are working towards their 
own demise by attempting to draw 
awareness to and eliminate all 
nuclear weapons. A recent confer¬ 
ence by leading U.S. and Soviet 
scientists gave evidence that the 
consequences of a nuclear exchange 
would mean the probable destruc¬ 
tion of life on this planet. To ascribe 
human qualities to a weapon of 
mass destruction shows further 
weakness of Mr. Iori’s argument. 
Weapons, whether nuclear or con¬ 
ventional, neither conquer or 
liberate, the bomb is a threat to our 
very existence with both the U.S. 
and the Soviets sharing culpability. 
With reference to the Soviets, one 
must remember that during WWII 
they suffered the loss of 20 million 
people at the hands of a cruel and 
expansionist regime. Our involve¬ 
ment in Vietnam is far too recent 
for us to pretend that we are inno¬ 
cent in barbarity. Finally, we must 
remember who it was that actually 
dropped the bombs on Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki just four decades ago. 

Mr. Iori’s argument also lacks 
credence with reference to deter¬ 
rence. Deterrence is based not only 
on capabilities, but also on the will 
to use those capabilities. Any use of 
nuclear weapons, however limited, 
would almost certainly escalate and 
lead to total destruction. The 
Soviets have a stated policy of no 
first use of nuclear weapons. Why 
has President Reagan not made a 
similar statement? Finally, deter¬ 
rence has not stopped the arms race .

which increasingly wastes the 
world’s resources in a dangerous 
game when there are so many other 
problems facing our society. 

Thus a bilateral freeze would 
seem to be the first step to begin 
the disarmament process, however, 
Mr. Iori feels like Mr. Reagan that 
a freeze would lock the U.S. citizens 
to nuclear blackmail. There is no 
demonstratable proof of nuclear 
blackmail or war as a result of 
blackmail offered by Mr. Iori, there¬ 
fore his statements lack any sem¬ 
blance of believability. Secondly, the 
U.S. has never been in an inferior 
position with regard to nuclear 
arms. The Scowcroft Commission 
buried the window of vulnerability 
issue just as the missile gap from 
the late 50’s was exposed as a 
chimera. The issue of U.S. inferior¬ 
ity is used now, as in the past, to 
justify giving the Pentagon billions 
more in the face of wasteful spend¬ 
ing contrary to society's needs. 

A closer examination of the 
President’s record on arms control 
may right the distorted position 
espoused by Mr. Iori. Offering to 
reduce the strategic missile force by 
one-third was guaranteed to produce 
a Soviet nyet, because the reduc¬ 
tions in the Soviet arsenal would 
have been mostly in the land bases 
systems upon which their defense 
strategy rests, whereas the same 
reductions would have left the U.S. 
triad system intact. There isn't a sin¬ 
gle Pentagon general who would 
trade our nuclear weapons for the 
Soviet’s weapons. 

I take this issue seriously. I had 
a lecture in Vienna last semester on 
East-West relations and arms con¬ 
trol. The Soviets and the U.S. must 
work together to eliminate nuclear 
weapons, but perpetuating myths 
and supporting misguided policies as 
Mr. Iori does will only add confu¬ 
sion and distort the truth. I am 
pleased that my money helps spon¬ 
sor such movies as Dr. St ratine love 
and organizations as SANA. To sug¬ 
gest that these events "undermine 
America" smacks of McCarthyism 
and ignorance. It is a shame that 
Mr. Iori wasn’t in attendance for Dr. 
Strange love, he might have laughed 
at some of his dangerous myths.

overuse. "We believe the best 
type of approach for a responsi¬ 
ble attitude toward alcohol is for 
the students themselves to 
regulate their own behavior in a 
responsible way," he said. 

Some fraternities and sorori¬ 
ties have hired security guards 
to help at their parties. Gaisky 
said "once student leaders 
become involved in solving the 
alcohol problem, this will 
perhaps lead to entire Univer¬ 
sity involvement," and that "the 
administration will support any 
reasonable ideas that can be 
effective in solving the alcohol 
problem." 

Director of Residential Life 
and the Student Judicial System 
Ed King was consulted by the 
SAC as they worked on the pro¬ 
posal. King is mainly concerned 
with the abuse of alcohol and 
how its abusers can be helped. 
He would like to see programs 
set up on campus and with local 
agencies to give this help. "I 
think these people should be 
guided to the person or agency 
which could best help them," he 
said. 

King doesn't think there 
should be bans on alcohol 


because "not everyone has 
problems with it, and so not 
everyone should be penalized." 
He also believes that "we should 
differentiate between people 
who are social drinkers and peo¬ 
ple who can't handle them¬ 
selves, and then try to assist 
these people. We have to look 
out for the other guy as well as 
ourselves. We have to help 
other people who can't help 
themselves." 

King went on to say that 
alcohol is one of society's most 
difficult problems. "Alcohol is 
symptomatic of more funda¬ 
mental problems, such as emo¬ 
tional and psychological." He 
said that "just dealing with 
alcohol won't solve the deeper 
problems people have. 1 think it 
is better to do what we can 
through persuasion rather than 
regulation." 

Bradley is not the only 
campus recognizing the alcohol 
problem. Charles Tucker, a 
sociologist at the University of 
Southern California, said, 
"Alcohol is so closely associated 
with college life that many stu¬ 
dents simply don't know how to 
spend their leisure time without 
drinking."

Yet the 
Waitresses, with their smart, 
street-wise, angst-ridden observa¬ 
tions of young adolescence giving 
way to womanhood, were just such 
a case. 

Fronted by the svelte, smart- 
alecky Patty Donahue, the epitome 
of a New Yawk femme with a heart 
of steel (gold-plated, of course), the 
Waitresses whipped through their 
two-hour set with vivacity, good 
fiumor, and a few surprisingly 
touching moments. The small 
Confetti’s crowd more than made 
up in energy what it lacked in 
number. 

Including welldoved numbers 
such as "Jealousy" and "I Know 
What Boys Like", Donahue and 
company ripped through a wild 
two-hour set. A touching reading of 
their Christmas hit, "Christmas 
Wrapping", was followed by new 


material from their forthcoming Ip.

The Arterberry Tales 

Arterberry ranges from humor to pathos

The Elvis Brothers may have 
opened last summer for King Crim¬ 
son, but Trent Arterberry has 
opened for such greats as B.B. King 
and the Kinks. And Trent can do it 
without making a sound, although 
he does like to let music play dur¬ 
ing his act. 

Last Thursday night, Mr. 
Arterberry’s blend of music and 
mime saturated the Meyer Jacobs 
Theatre with energy, comedy, 
social commentary, and pathos. 
Even inexperienced mime fans such 
as myself could have enjoyed the 
show, for he told all of his stories 
clearly, his body movements 
flowing logically. 

The show was extremely neat 
and professionally done, from the 
graphics on the signs introducing 
each mime, to the simple but 
mood-settilng lighting. Arterberry 
coordinated the prerecorded musi¬ 
cal accompaniment with his move¬ 
ments with perfection. In his words, 
music "adds another dimension, 
enhancing and elaborating the 
mime." Some of the music was 
written for him by friends; he also 
incorporated into his acts a range 
of musical influences from Vivaldi 
to late 70’s rock. 

Equal variety existed in the 
moods and emotions elicited as he 


moved from piece to piece and 
within each piece. In "Daddy 
Babysits," an affectionate but har¬ 
ried father finds the activity of 
changing his child’s diaper quite 
stressful. The entire piece is comic 
until the last minute or so, when 
the baby falls asleep and so does 
he, but he wakes up and puts the 
kid in bed, tucks him in, and with 
one exquisite, delicate movement 
pulls an imaginary string above the 
bed to turn out the light, which 
sends a sigh of delight through the 
hushed theatre. 

A punch line is one way to 
make someone laugh, but in mime 
the moments of humor are made all 
the more enjoyable by their virtual 
unpredictability, as at the end of 
"The Desperado," when the cowboy 
jumps back on his horse to ride out 
of town and then sticks a coin in it. 
Contrast this levity with the harsh 
indictment of "War," in which man 
progresses (?) from pounding 
someone over the head with a club, 
to shooting an arrow, to eventually 
launching a missile, and then 
returning to his primitive state. 
Here Arterberry plays three parts 
and switches so deftly among them 
that one is sure that three actors 
inhabit the stage. 

Arterberry’s art appeals to 
people of all ages, from his child- 


like "Toys" and "TV," to the cool 
detachment of the young man in 
search of himself in "Walkin’," to 
his duet mime with Louise Placher, 
a 1937 Bradley alum, whom he 
brought on stage to share his 
"dinner for two." Louise played the 
part of the guest beautifully, inject¬ 
ing her own humor with many curt¬ 
sies and refusals of a second glass 
of wine. When asked if she had 
known that she was going to be 
onstage, she said that she had not 
but had simply been charmed into 
her excellent performance by 
Arterberry’s charisma. 

Audience suggestions supplied 
the ideas for two improvisational 
mimes, in which he imitated inani¬ 
mate objects. For the finale, Arter¬ 
berry included several members of 
the crowd in the act, but none 
more than current Bradley student 
Ed O’Neill, who went along with all 
of Trent’s practical jokes to earn a 
free T-shirt. The crowd rose to its 
feet at the end of the show. 

Arterberry’s view of human 
beings and life seemed to be 
reflected in his characters. No 
matter how cold, they always 
ended up showing compassion, 
except for those in "Walkin," and 
"War," the former begging for com¬ 
passion and the latter more proto- 
tuoes of the race as a whole than 


individuals. Often, in the midst of 
their seriousness, the characters 
were the most funny, and when 
they seemed to be in control, their 
vulnerability was suddenly laid 
bare. 

Mime seems to be as alive and 
expressive today as ever, especially 
with artists with this caliber of skill 
and creativity taking our stages. 
The future looks bright as well, rf 
the troop of Peoria grade school 


mimes in attendance is any indica¬ 
tion. 

If you missed Trent this time, 
keep looking. He tours college 
campuses almost all school-year 
long. And if you have any albums 
by the Pousette-Dart Band, he 
might just be on the covers. If 
Trent Arterberry cannot say it with 
a Hallmark card or flowers, he can 
always say it with mime.

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Chameleon may change, but still seek success

Chameleon may well change 
the color of their skin musically, 
but there is one thing about this 
five-man band that refuses to 
change: their lust for success. 

As witnessed by last Thursday 
night’s performance at Confetti’s, 
Chameleon is perhaps the first 
"professional" new wave band to 
break out of the local club circuit 
in His Purple Highness Prince’s 
home turf of Minneapolis. 

A tight, polished outfit, 
Chameleon put on a two-and-a-half 
hour show that, literally, never 
missed a beat. Awash in layers of 
electronics and featuring a drum set 
that actually turned over while the 
drummer played immaculately, the 
band left little room for rock and 
roll sparks to ignite. 


Yet there was ’ more to 
Chameleon than a gimmicky drum 
set and lackluster dance-oriented 
rock material. As I said, these guys 
are professionals, a new-wave 
"Journey." What they lacked in ori¬ 
ginality, they made up for in pure 
rock and roll manipulation. In addi¬ 
tion, the band, despite a mediocre 
turn-out and a vocal mix that 
makes R.E.M. sound like a bastion 
of lyrical clarity, won the crowd 
over in the end with their blend of 
musical styles. 

Dressed in the latest rags (the 
lead vocalist, Peter Diggins, looked 
like Boy George in an Arab’s space 
suit), the band shook the rafters of 
Confetti’s with a high-powered, if 
somewhat calculated, series of sets. 
Drummer Charlie Adams, without a 
doubt, stole the show with his 
rotating drum solo and high- 
powered skin-hitting. Keyboardist 


Yanni displayed an impressive tech¬ 
nique amidst his synthesizers, while 
guitarist Don Paulson and bassist 
Dugan McNeill supplied tight riffs 
and backbone to the festivities. 

I’m not sure if a crowd can be 
called frigid, but Confetti’s audi¬ 
ence was completely immobile, (for 
at least three-fourths of the band’s 
show.) Not even a blow torch could 
have pried these folks from their 
seats. 

Which is why, in the end, 
Chameleon is a comfortable outfit. 
They may be manipulative rock and 
rollers, but they are smart ones. 
Though not many actually danced, 
quite a few were at least shaking in 
their seats. For a band never in 
Peoria before, that is quite an 
accomplishment. A few more 
albums together and watch out; 
Chameleon will break out of their 
skin before our very eyes.

Avant-garde 

cinema a 
young art

A History of the American 
Avant-Garde Cinema, sponsored by 
the American Federation of Arts 
and showing in the Dingeldine 
Center at 8 tonight and Saturday, 
is a comprehensive introduction to 
experimental filmmaking at its best. 

Avant-garde cinema is more 
interested than commercial film in 
breaking visual preconceptions. The 
first half of the program, presented 
chronologically, offers Maya Deren 
and Alexander Hammid’s enigmatic 
Meshes of the Afternoon, the birth 
of the avant-garde cinema, as well 
as works from 1943 through 1958. 
Films by Willard Maas, Kenneth 
Anger, Shirley Clarke and Stan 
Brakhage are represented. 

Using a camera as an expres¬ 
sionist or abstractionist would wield 
a paintbrush, these films utilize film 
as a moving media, not a kinetic 
form many of today’s hit movies 
could attest to. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
of the 12 films shown last weekend 
is Stan Brakhage’s Anticipation of 
the Night, a 40 minute work that 
delights in the motion achieved 
through tight editing, recurring 
images and the ascending of night. 
It is a painful work, purely subjec¬ 
tive (as Brakhage often is) and 
without sound. It is painful to 
watch, hard to grasp, but an ulti¬ 
mately satisfying study of a 
disparate consciousness. 

Shirley Clarke’s Bridges-Go- 
Round, for the novice avant-garde 
viewer, is perhaps most representa¬ 
tive of what the form can do. While 
a commercial director would see a 
bridge as an inanimate object, 
Clarke uses the lines of the archi¬ 
tecture to make the bridges dance.

She plans to "come back" 
in a newer, healthier body by hav¬ 
ing her soul "transmigrated" into 
the body of her stableman’s well- 
endowed daughter. The problem is 


that her soul is accidentally 
transferred into the very much liv¬ 
ing body of lawyer Roger Cobb 
(Steve Martin). 

What follows is a mad chase 
by the now "split-personality" body 
of Martin and Tomlin to put 
Edwina’s soul in the right body. 
The obviously spastic characteris¬ 
tics of Cutwater/Cobb lend them¬ 
selves perfectly to Martin’s brand of 
seizured physical humor and 
strange voices.

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Handicapped learn to swim at BU 
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The adapted aquatics class in Haussler Hall 
was developed by Carole Winkler to teach handi¬ 
capped people to swim. 

Winkler, who has been teaching the class for 
seven years, said, "I’m teaching them to move in 
a dift'erent medium. It’s a fantastic experience. 
They find they can move their legs and arms in 
ways they haven’t for years." 

Winkler teaches her 15 students, aged 15-85 
years old, adaptability skills and swimming skills. 
She works with both mentally and physically han¬ 
dicapped students. 

Cardiovascular exercises are stressed since 
they have no other means to become vascularly 
fit. "All their lives they could never work on car¬ 
diovascular," said Winkler. "Now they can." 

Winkler also teaches stress and management 
techniques through guided imagery. This relaxes 
their minds and at the same time relaxes their 


muscles. 


One of Winkler’s past students had severe 
arthritis due to artificial joints in her hip and in 
one of her knees. Winkler said the woman was 
never able to walk without the use of walkers. 
When she enrolled in the class she was able to 
adapt to the water immediately. She swam for an 
hour and a half, said Winkler. "When she went 
home, she cried, because she was able to walk 
without her walkers. Apparently the water relaxed 
her limbs and took pressure off* her joints. Since 
then she only uses walkers for long distances." 

Winkler said there is an immediate difference 
in her students. "The handicapped need twice as 
much energy to be able to function on their own. 
Through adaptive aquatics they adapt that energy 
and they just become alive." 

Winkler welcomes students interested in 
helping with the adaptive aquatics class volun¬ 
tarily or through work-study. Those interested 
can reach her at her office 8:30-11 Friday morn¬ 
ings at Haussler Hall.

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WTVP offers state of the art learning lab despite money crunch

There is one television sys¬ 
tem that isn’t at the mercy of 
those crucial numbers called 
ratings. The Public Broadcasting 
system, and it’s Peoria affiliate, 
WTVP. 

"They’re (the ratings) helpful 
to us but we don’t live and die 
by them," said Elwin Basquin, 
station manager for WTVP. 

"It looks like g° in 8 t0 
be one ot tne best seasons 
we’ve had and one of the 
poorest we’ve had" in terms of 
funding, Basquin said. 

The station has two major 
membership' drives a year. One 
is held in the early part of 
December and the other in 
May. 

Last March the station raised 
about $170,000 and won the 
PBS membership award, one of 
the national awards for fun¬ 
draising. The station has won it 
for two years in a row. Com¬ 
pared to station expenses, how¬ 
ever, $170,000 isn’t a lot. 

Also, every spring the station 
televises an auction. "We send 
volunteers out to collect mer¬ 
chandise from businesses and 



auction them off on the air," 
said Basquin. Last year, the 
auction raised about $110,000 
for WTVP. Still, the station has 
suffered from reduced funding 
in the last two years. 

WTVP has 15 full-time and 
10 part-time employees. The 
balance is made up of students 
and volunteers. A typical station 
this size has about 80 employ¬ 


ees. "We’re operating on a 
skeleton basis," said Basquin. 

About one-half of WTVP’s 
employees are graduates. 
"WTVP and other stations are 
really a stepping stone for peo¬ 
ple to move on to larger 
stations,"Basquin said. WTVP 
also offers internships and co-op 
positions to Bradley students. 
"There’s a tremendous oppor¬ 


tunity for students to train on 
state of the art equipment, 
which a lot of schools don’t 
have," Basquin said. 

Bradley senior Kim Rivera, a 
television broadcast major, 
stated working a WTVP part- 
time over a year ago. Now 
working full-time, she has 
gained a competitive edge over 
many in her field. "1 have the

would at a union station," Kim 
said. "I’ve produced and 
directed a lot of material. I’ve 
also made some good contacts," 
she added. 

WTVP is currently experi¬ 
menting with stereo television. 
"We can experiment in new 
areas where the other stations 
can’t," said Basquin. 

Almost every country that 
has public television funds it 
many times better than this 
country. "It’s a wonder it works 
at all," Basquin said. "We’re a 
multi-million dollar system still 
operating with a tin cup." 

Tuition 
soars in 
15 years

Tuition and costs have gone 
up 330 percent in the last 15 
years, according to a recent 
accounting firm study. 

This alarmed higher educa¬ 
tion planners who will be faced 
with phenomenal college costs if 
this tuition rise continues. If 
tuition keeps increasing at the 
rate it has, families may have to 
expect to pay anywhere from 
$50,000 to $150,000 for a col¬ 
lege education in the year 2000. 

At Bradley, costs are up 
approximately 359 percent from 
15 years back, compared to the 
national average of 330 percent. 
But also up is the percentage of 
people receiving financial aid 
from Bradley. 

‘Fifteen years ago, 26 percent 
of the student body received 
financial assistance from the 
university. The 1983-84 school 
year showed 43 percent of the 
students receiving an average of 
$1,970 from the school. 

In response to questions 
about cost increases, Gary 
Anna, vice president of busi¬ 
ness affairs, said cost increases 
are being reviewed and that stu¬ 
dents will be informed when 
definite information is known. 

Dave Pardieck, acting director 
of undergraduate admissions, 
said that to date, "the institution 
contributions (to the financial 
aid department) have equalled 
or surpassed cost increases." 
Pardieck cited the ’83-’84 
school year, when costs 
increased by 12 percent, but 
institutional-supplied financial 
aid was up 20 percent. 

The most important con¬ 
sideration in dispersing aid is* 
financial need, but academic 
performance is also seriously 
considered. Pardieck asserts that 
a ratio of about $3 of financial 
need to $1 of academic perfor¬ 
mance exists in the financial aid 
sector. 

While aid was up at Bradley, 
state and federal student assis¬ 
tance has been declining lately. 
Alan Ostar, president of the 
American Association of State 
Colleges and Universities 
(AASCU) points out that "Two 
decades ago about 70 percent of 
all federal student aid was in 
the form of grants and other 
awards. Today 70 percent of all 
aid money is in loans which stu¬ 
dents must repay after gradua¬ 
tion." 

At Bradley, during the ’83- 
’84 school year, 2,258 (40 per¬ 
cent) of the students had a 
guaranteed student loan. The 
Illinois student loan is $2,500 a 
year; so a student who has a 
loan graduates with a $10,000 
debt. According to a recent 
University of Wisconsin study, 
"Today’s average college stu¬ 
dent already has a debt of 
$8,200 upon graduation."

IBM is offering 30-40 percent 
discounts to Bradley students, 
faculty and staff on its line of 
personal computers. Bradley is 
one of about 60 schools nation¬ 
wide that has been offered this 
deal, according to Jeff Stephens, 
an employee of the computer 
center and the Bradley coordi¬ 
nator for computer purchases. 

Informational seminars were 
held Wednesday at Jumer's 
Castle Lodge to acquaint Brad¬ 
ley with the offer, according to 
Stephens. 

Stephens said IBM 
approached Bradley and offered 


to give students, faculty and 
staff a discount on their P.C.'s 
and P.C. jr.'s because "we show 
a degree of computer literacy. 
We require at least one hour of 
some kind of computer class," 
and engineers use computers a 
lot in their classes. 

Bradley is interested in seeing 
if students will buy the comput¬ 
ers and why or why not they do. 

Stephens said IBM is not the 
only company that has offered 
Bradley a discount on equip¬ 
ment. Zenith Corp. will be on 
campus "sometime in October" 
he said.

Female students suffer 


(CPS) 

Nearly one-third of all female college students are 
sexually harassed on campus—mostly by male 
faculty members-but few women complain 
because of embarrassing, drawn-out grievance 
procedures, a new book claims. 

The harassment, moreover, can cause emo¬ 
tional problems and make victims hostile toward 
men, says Linda Weiner, University of Cincinnati 
vice provost for student affairs and Billie Wright 
Dzeich, a U.C. English professor, authors of "The 
Lecherous Professor," a book on harassment on 
campus. 

"Students are frightened," Dzeich explains. 
"They let harassment go on. They endure it, any¬ 
thing but confront it. I just want him to stop,' is 
a common reaction." 

Students often feel intimidated or powerless 
to stop the harassment, although institutions are 
required to have grievance procedures and pro¬ 


grams to support them, Dzeich said. 

Informal complaints are easier to make, 
Dzeich adds, but these aren't formally recorded 
or thoroughly investigated. 

A better method, she says, is to confront the 
harasser non-aggressively. If he continues, com¬ 
plain to a trusted advisor, department head or 
administrator. 

"Many of these programs are slow in com¬ 
ing," she said. "But if they're not adequate, stu¬ 
dents begin to protest." 

Few faculty members harass students, 
Dzeich stresses, but those who do are usually 
chronic repeaters. 

"A million-plus women are harassed each 
year," she said. "But it's a small number of 
faculty who do it." 

"An institution can kid itself," she said. "But 
it may not be an environment in which students 
are comfortable complaining."

This division would relax the 
rules regarding gifts and aid to 
student athletes. It would, in 
essence, create a semi-pro divi¬ 
sion in college athletics. 

"Its the Me Generation," said 
Byers in the article. "It used to 
be that a rich alumnus could get 
a needy kid out of a Gary, Indi¬ 
ana steel mill and send him to 
Yale. 

"Then the NCAA came along 
with a bunch of rules and said, 
’You can’t do that,’ But is it 
wrong for the donor to give the 


boy money?” 

Byers also cites the recent 
loosening of Olympic amateu¬ 
rism standards as a reason for 
the change. 

Bradley Athletic Director Ron 
Ferguson feels the open divi¬ 
sion would drive many schools 
out of the athletic business, 
including Bradley. 

Some of the state schools and 
schools like Notre Dame would 
be able to compete on this 
level, but, said Ferguson, 
"Everybody else would be under 
a giant intermurals program." 

"I’d be much opposed to it," 
said Ferguson. "If college is for 
the students, athletics should be 
for the students too. We (Brad¬ 
ley) couldn’t support 50 kids 
who have no interest in going

Administration plans major facility changes

Bradley University is planning 


a series of building renovations 
to upgrade the efficiency and 
overall appearance of the 
campus. 

Gary Anna, vice president of 
business affairs, said, "planning 
is an ongoing process. To be 
effective, a plan, so to speak, is 
ever changing as needs, capabil¬ 
ities and resources clarify them¬ 
selves." 

The first of the projects is the 
renovation of MacMillan Hall, 
the current physical plant facil¬ 
ity, into a replacement for 
Duryea Hall, the art building. 
Anna said, "there is no question 
that the replacement of Duryea 
Hall is of the highest priority." 

Repairs are impractical 
because of Duryea's 
deteriorated condition, so a 
decision was made to extend 
and remodel MacMillan, accord¬ 
ing to a plan released by Dr. Ian 
Sturrock, vice-president for 
development and university 
relations. The physical plant will 
be relocated, and Duryea and 
Fredonia Hall will be demol¬ 
ished and turned into a parking 
facility. 

Plans for the art facility 
include 10,000 square feet of 
new construction, mostly glass, 
including a gallery, a

sculpture/ceramics studio, and 
art history classrooms. The 
existing structure will be remo¬ 
deled to accommodate office 
space and additional studios. 
The estimated cost of the new 
art facility is $2 million, accord¬ 
ing to Sturrock. 

The renovation of MacMillan 
is the third and final step of the 
project to upgrade the 
University's Fine Arts depart¬ 
ment, said Anna. The Hart¬ 
mann and Dingledine Centers, 
the first two projects, have 
already been completed. 

The University will also 
remodel the Student Center and 
build an annex to connect 
with Sisson Hall. The 25-year 
old building is no longer ade 
quate to accommodate the 
growing number of student 
organizations and campus social 
activities, according to Sturrock. 

The atrium, an annex built 
mainly of glass, will provide a 
walk-through from the dormi¬ 
tories to other campus build¬ 
ings. The atrium will include 
the sweet shop and perhaps a 
post office, said Anna. 

Sisson will be remodeled to 
accommodate offices for organi¬ 
zations, small and large meeting 
rooms and lounges. The 
estimated cost to renovate and 
expand the Student Center is $2 
million, according to Sturrock 

The plan also outlined the 


expansion and renovation of the 
Cuffom-Davis library. The 
library will oe doubled in size 
and include an additional 
600,000 new hardcover 
volumes, a music library, study 
stations and a larger 24-hour 
study room. Included in the $5 
million estimated cost of the 
proposed facility is approxi¬ 
mately $36,000 for relighting, 
and $164,000 to upgrade the 
interior of the existing building. 

Jobst and Baker Halls are also 
included in the building pro¬ 
gram. Due to the college of 
business need for more space, 
an annex will be built connect¬ 
ing the two halls. According to 
the plan, the new building will 
provide expanded classroom, 
faculty and research space, at an 
estimated cost of $4 million. 

"No specific construction 
timetables currently exist. Ulti¬ 
mately, progress toward the 
plan depends upon funding and 
approval by the Board of 
Trustees. I can assure you, 
however, that you will not come 
back to campus in the fall of 
1985 and see all of these pro¬ 
jects under construction," Anna 
said. 

Beginning shortly after fall 
beak, work will be done on a 
new electrical system for the 
University. The wiring will be 
underground instead of the 
overhead wires used before. 


Not only will this enhance 
the appearance of the campus, 
but it will also put an end to the 
problem of large area 
'blackouts', when one building 
blows a fuse," said Anna. 

The new system, which will 
be placed in a "loop," will con¬ 
tain a series of breakpoints that 
should contain a power shortage 


in one area, allowing the rest of 
campus to continue operating 
unaffected by the outage, said 
Anna. 

The University would like to 
begin construction within one 
or two years, with hopes for 
completion not exceeding five 
to seven years, according to the 
plan.

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Hershey resigns as CA chair

Ben Hershey announced his 
resignation as chair of the 
Campus Affairs committee at 
the Student Senate meeting 
Monday, citing academic and 
financial problems as the cause. 

"In no way am I leaving Sen¬ 
ate because of Senate," he said 
later. "These other priorities 
take far more time than I can 
devote to Senate." 

Applications for the position 
are available in the Senate office 
and are due by 5 tonight. Bill 
Holderby, all school president, 
said the deadline may be 
extended because of the lack of 
publicity and fall break. 

Hershey has been on Senate 
for three years, serving as the 
CA chair for one and one-half 
years. Prior to that he served on 
the Senate security ad hoc com¬ 
mittee, working to improve 
relations between security and 
students. As part of that com¬ 
mittee, Hershey helped get a 
new car for Bradley Security 
and more outdoor lighting on 
campus. 

While chair of CA, Hershey’s 
biggest goal was to get senators 
involved with the committee 
and their student constituencies. 

Hershey has helped to bring 
many students’ concerns in 
front of the administration over 
the last three years. He worked 
on the new "Tenant Handbook" 
for off-campus students, helped 
develop the lottery system of 
picking basketball seating and 
improved the location of the 
student seating section in the 
Civic Center. Hershey has also 
been involved with projects on 
dorm food, bookstore policies, 
and commencement procedures. 


Hershey will retain his posi¬ 
tion as a university senator and 
help train a new chair for CA. 
He will also remain involved in 
a less official capacity bv work¬ 
ing with Holderby on student 
issues. 

"I certainly don’t feel I've left 
Senate without accomplishing 
anything," Hershey said. As for 
the person who will replace 
him, Hershey said, "that person 
too is going to contribute. If 
they don t I'm going to wring 
their neck." 

"The executive board will 
look for leadership skills, the 
time and willingness to put a 
commitment into gaining the 
knowledge of the way the 
campus works in the next CA 
chair," said Holderby. He said

Then why is it so 
difficult to reach an agreement on 
them? The reason is that the issue 
of nuclear weapons has a multitude 
of links with non-nuclear issues. 
Make a change in the status of 
nuclear weapons and you can be 
99% sure that you have also 
changed something else. For 
instance. Mr. West asks why the US 
has not stated a poticy ol no first 
use? This appears fairly simple, but 
onlv if vou do not know anything 
about N ATO. Since N ATO's crea¬ 
tion a cornerstone of its defense 
policy has been that in the event of 
a Warsaw Pact attack, the US would 
launch a strategic nuclear attack on 
the USSR. American attempts to 
change this policy in any way have 
always met stubborn European 
resistance. The Europeans fear that 
moves away from this policy would 
weaken US commitment to their 
defense. So the policy of no first use 
is not just for the US to decide. It is 
tightly bound up in alliance politics. 

Mr. West is also inaccurate on 
some other matters as well. Mr. Iori 
stales that deterrence works. Mr. 
West disagrees, but the reason he 
gives for this is the very reason why 
deterrence works. Namely, that an 
attacker cannot avoid destruction If 
he does attack. 

Mr. West states that there is no 
demonstrable proof of nuclear 
blackmail. On the contrary, the US 
has used its nuclear forces in such a 
manner numerous times such as 
during the negotiations to end the 
Korean War and during the 1973 
Arab-lsraeli War. 

While Mr. West is, more or 
less, correct about the 1/3 reduction 
proposal that is only one of 
Reagan's proposals. The debate on 
this also raises another point not 
made clear. The US and US force 
structures are difl'erenl. This means 
that a proposal that sounds good to 
one side will likely sound bad to the 
other. At the negotiations, a lot of 
time is spent on trying to agree on 
such things as how many planes is 
equivalent to one missile. 

Dr. Strangelove was a very 
funny movie, but that was all it was. 


It is no guide for determining 
nuclear weapons policy. The prob¬ 
lem with a lot of anti-nuke people is 
that they seem to feel that when 
thev argue their position if they can 
make a joke out of the opposing 
arguments, than they must be right. 
They spend far too much time 
thinking with their hearts instead of 
their heads. So to Mr. West, the 
writers of the movie Wargames 
(why didn't they just unplug the 
computer), Ann Mane Calistro, and 
Mr. Iori. I suggest you all take a 
class in logic at the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity.

Art, and there was Music. And the 
technology of our time said, "Let 
there be Video."

Someone got the bright idea 
of using video technology to 
express artistic and musical ideas.

Even more dangerous is the 
fact reported by Rolling Stone that 
MTV has signed a deal with several 
record companies guaranteeing 
them exclusive use of certain 
videos (MTV calls them "Sneak 
Preview Videos") for a whole 


watch MTV saw a month ago. 

What this means is that MTV 
has an almost censorlike control, 
not only over video, but even over 
the music you hear. Radio plays 
music in response to sales, and 
sales respond to MTV. If MTV has 
a feud with your favorite band, 
chances are you might not hear 
from them for a while. 

TV Guide reports that this 
happened with a Rolling Stones’ 
song called "She Was Hot." In this

months in anything but light rota¬ 
tion (once a day.) The song didn’t 
gain prominent exposure until 
was already old news. 

MTV »sn t the only problem 
with the video field. Many 
observers see the popularity of 
video as destructive to the quality 
and importance of music because 
too much emphasis is placed on the 
visual element. 

According to. Rolling Stone, 
Joe Jackson was seen as something 


of a rebel within the industry when 
he refused to make a video for his 
new album, Body and Soul. Jack- 
son felt that some songs simply 
don’t work well with video and his 
single "You Can’t Get What You 
Want" was one of them. 

Some additional criticisms 
Jackson and others level at video 
follow: 

Oftentimes a young band that 
doesn’t really have a good concep¬ 
tion of their image can be dom¬ 
inated by a director who has ideas 
of his own. A band’s image can be 
seriously misrepresented if the 
director’s ideas differ from it. For 
this reason conceptual videos 
should be done only by a band that 
has a specific idea to communicate; 
others should stick to simple per¬ 
formance videos. 

It’s easy for some bands who 
are poor musically to look good in 
video because the two are basically 
unrelated. Conversely, some very 
musically talented bands just don’t 
come across well visually. 

Consequently, music is 
misrepresented and we wind up 
with records that sound lousy but 
would look good if we could only 
see the bands. No matter what 
they try to tell you, you can’t take 
video with you in your car or to 
the beach or wherever, so it’s 
music that really counts. 

Video has become so per¬ 
vasive that a band that can’t or 
won’t make a video doesn’t have a 
chance. Try to think of four or five 
current top-40 songs that don’t 
have a popular video. 

If MTV continues to monopol¬ 
ize video, and video continues to 
dominate music, we may soon find 
ourselves with videos that look like 
the Gilligan’s Island castaways try¬ 
ing to get rescued and music that 
sounds like a cheap movie sound 
track. 

Next time you see a video, 
remember to really listen to the 
song. Don’t give MTV constant 
attention; balance it with other 
video and radio programs. Then 
maybe we can get back to what’s 
really important: music.

If you didn’t get to summer on 
the gulf this year, take heart. 
Bradley’s photojournalism professor 
and two students spent 12 days in 
Mexico and are exhibiting their 
photos until Oct. 31 in the 
Cullom-Davis Library. 

The photos by Howard Gold- 
baum, Brad Gillespie and Valerie 
Meyers are a varied portrayal of 
Mexico. The show includes 
landscapes and portraits, Toltec 
temples and still lifes. 

If the people of Mexico are 
what you are interested in, then 
this show is a boon. The portraits 
in the show are fascinating and 
flawless depictions of some 
Mexico’s inhabitants. 

One particularly charming por¬ 
trait that stands out shows a young 
Mexican girl snuggling a baby chick 
to her cheek. The print is well done 
and the subject engaging. 

The close-ups vary from intri¬ 
guing to pointless. One black and 
white photo showing the patterns 
in a cross section of a cactus is an 
effective combination of contrast 


of 


and pattern. Yet another photo 
could simply be called bright 
vegetables next to bright bottles on 
a bright tablecloth under a bright 
canopy and bright sky. Is this an 
excercise in color intensity, and if 
yes, so wh$t? 

However, the photos of vari¬ 
ous Mexican structures are good. 
Two photos use light dramatically, 
to increase the impact of the pho¬ 
tos. A photo of a Toltec temple has 
a row of pillars casting dark sha¬ 
dows under a looming sky. In a 
photo of the interior of a cathedral, 
sunlight illuminates designs on the 
wall, drawing the viewer’s attention 
to the spotlights. 

Religion in Mexico is the sub¬ 
ject of another successful photo. A 
color print with an overall pastel 
pink tone depicts a relief sculpture 
of Jesus directly above some draw¬ 
ings of twisted, snarling, pre- 
christian religious icons. 

A preponderance of dark prints 
seems to characterize the exhibit. 
While this may be an attempt to 
create a mood or atmosphere, too 
often it merely inhibits the viewer’s 



appreciation of the photo. At least 
four prints are printed so dark and 
grey that they leave the viewer 
puzzled, squinting to make out 
detail and find meaning in the pho¬ 
tos. 

While the exhibit as a whole is 


a success, other technical flaws 
discourage the close examination 
these large prints invite. Fuzziness, 
in particular, is noticeable on a few 
of the otherwise worthwhile photos. 

Overall, the exhibit does a

People are too busy thinking 
about feeling good to raise 
issues or ask questions, he said. 

Najmi believes the media has 
a lot to do with this new surge 
of "feelgood" thinking. "Leaders 


are distant and people are 
separated from them and the 
only way for them to communi¬ 
cate is through the media. 

"It's a media hype. The 
sooner we realize that the 
affairs of the world are not a 
T V show, the better," Najmi 
said. 

"If anyone attacks Reagan 
policy he has derogatory names 
for them," Najmi said. They're 
considered unpatriotic for ask¬ 
ing questions and demanding 
answers. Najmi believes it is 
most patriotic to continue 
searching for better answers. 

He raised the question of

Panel discusses role of religion

The role of religion and reli¬ 
gious leaders in American poli¬ 
tics was the subject of a panel 
discussion Tuesday in Bradley 
Hall. 


About 30 people attended the 
hour-long presentation. "Reli¬ 
gious Involvement in American 
Politics," which was sponsored 
by the Philosophy Club. 

The speakers. Dr. Brendan 
Liddell, professor of philoso-

different views. 

Liddell opened, saying the 
discussion was not to be a 
debate on specific issues such as 
abortion or school prayer, but a 
more general discussion of how 
religion and religious leaders 
may or may not * influence 
govern menUaiid politics. Liddell 
questioned .vyhether members of 
refigic^, groups should speak 
out about or participate in poli¬ 
tics as individuals and not as 
churchrnen. Liddell said, 
"separation of church and state 
is violated when churchmen 
persuade government to make 
decisions on doctrinal grounds." 

Liddell was followed by 
Dunn, who said as a "Bible- 
believing Christian" he cannot 
look at any issue without being 
influenced by his religion. Dunn 
feels that "separation of church 
and state" is an abused phrase 
that has come to mean some¬ 
thing very different than origi¬ 
nally intended. Dunn said there 
is "no way that a religious per¬ 
son can keep totally, quiet on 
moral issues." 

Witte focused his speech on 
the Constitution. He said that 
the Constitution being the 
supreme law of the land" 
doesn't acknowledge any other 
standards of right and wrong 
such as church law, God’s law 
or natural law. Witte said reli¬ 
gion is protected by the govern¬ 
ment and the government can 
say whether religious practices 
are immoral or unlawful. The 
government, however, is prohi¬ 
bited from promoting or favor¬ 
ing any religion or religion in 
general. 

The final speaker, Peters, 
began his speech with a 
definition of terms. Religion as 
a sectarian belief or a belief 
held by a church and not an 
individual, has no place in 
American politics, he said. 
Peters compared religion in pol¬ 
itics to a 7-Up commercial- 
politics "always had it (religion) 
and always will." He said we 
should not discuss whether 
there is religion in politics, but 
why it is good or bad. 

After Peters concluded, the 
audience made comments on 
specific points and questioned 
the panelists. Audience 
members addressed the use of 
belief in God and, more 
specifically, Christianity as a 
political "weapon" in debate. 
They also said some religious 
leaders who may try to speak 
about political issues as indivi¬ 
duals will always be taken as 
religious leaders.

Former student attacked

A 20-year-old Peoria woman was attacked by an unidentified 
man early Tuesday near Bradley, a police report said. 

The victim, a former Bradley student, told police that she was 
walking through an alley in the 1500 block between Bradley Ave¬ 
nue and Fredonia Avenue. 

She said the man jumped at her from behind a garage. He 
grabbed her and said, "I want you, I want you, now." 

The man tore at her clothes and as the woman struggled they 
both fell to the ground. She screamed and was able to get away. 
She ran to the Lambda Chi Alpha fraternity house where a 
member called security for her. 

She described her attacker to security as a white male, 6’2", 
with thin, straight, brown hair. 

Director of Security and Communication Dave Baer said stu¬ 
dents should be careful when crossing campus late at night, "use 
the buddy system." 

Baer suggests making arrangements to get home ahead of time 
by either getting rides or finding someone to walk home with. 

Security offers an escort system and will take students from an 
academic building to a dormitory, sorority house or apartment 
within the boundaries of Columbia Terrace, Bourland, Moss and 
Cooper. 

Baer said that in the past students have abused the service by 
calling security when they could have gotten home with a friend. 
Security offers this service but would prefer students to use it only 
when absolutely necessary. 


Some of the issues Nader 
believes are being ignored by

He suggested that voters who 
have educated themselves about 
both candidates list 15 ques¬ 
tions, such as "which candidate 
will be more or less likely to 
negotiate arms control with 
Russia," and then answer each 
one. 

Informed voting is as impor¬ 
tant as the act of voting because 
"we are not electing a smile," 
said Nader. "If you don't vote, 
others will vote for you and if 
you vote uninformed, you will 
be surprised," he said. 

The Difference in '84 is 
working to educate voters in six 
states, including Illinois. They 
focus on issues like health care, 
cancer prevention, energy and 
utilities, taxes, child nutrition 
and environment programs.

Anti-Reagan group meets

The "Reaganbusters" spoke at the Romeo B. Garrett Center 
Oct. 11 in opposition to the re-election of Ronald Reagan, US 
Senator Charles Percy and U.S. Rep. Robert Michel. 

The rally, attended by about 40 students, was sponsored by 
Students for Mondale and the Progressive Student Alliance. 

Peoria County Board member Timothy Howard, speaking for 
the Walter Mondale-Geraldine Ferraro campaign, said a mutual 
nuclear freeze between the United States and Russia is an ultimate 
goal of the ticket. The Mondale-Ferraro position, Howard said, 
recognizes Russia as "a powerful adversary that requires us to have 
a strong national defense, but with whom it is important to have 
dialogue and a strategy for peace and arms control." 

Reagan, Howard said, was "the first President not to meet with 
the top Soviet official in 50 years, only finally meeting with their 
foreign minister five weeks before the election." 

Jerry Urbanec, a * field coordinator for Paul Simon, spoke 
against the "Percy advantage." 

Percy supported 20 percent cuts in federal funding for educa¬ 
tion, Urbanec said. Simon, on the other hand, "opposes tax relief 
for those in high income brackets at the expense of those strug¬ 
gling to pay for their homes and educate their children." he said. 

U.S. Senate candidate Ishmael Florv, running on the Com¬ 
munist Party USA ticket and speaking for presidential and vice 
presidential candidates Gus Hall and Angela Davis, said, "the cen¬ 
tral drive is to build up an all-people's front to defeat Reaganism." 

Michel's 18th District congressional seat was chalfenged by 
Gerald Bradley. The Reagan administration's $200 billion deficit 
and the growing debt will affect the quality of life for the present 
generation, Bradley said. "When you get one out of every four per¬ 
sons unemployed, you are in a depression. We need a change " he 
said.

used this line was in a 1980 
debate with Jimmy Carter, 
when Carter accused him of 
planning to cut Medicare 
benefits. Reagan proposed such 
cuts during his first year in 
office. 

Reagan said he didn't take 
seriously the congressional pro¬ 
jections that budget deficits 
would reach $263 billion by 
1989 and believes his policies 
have already set the country on 
the path to a balanced budget. 

Mondale, who plans to 
increase tax revenues in order 
to lessen the deficit, accused 
Reagan of ignoring reality and 
expecting the budget deficit to 
disappear overnight. 

On the subject of abortion, 
Reagan said he believes that 
until it is proven a fetus is not a 
human being, the unborn 
should be protected by the Con¬ 
stitution. 

Mondale said a constitutional 
amendment against abortion 
that Reagan supports "would 
make it a crime for victims of 
rape and incest to have abor¬ 
tions." 

Mondale also said Reagan 
signed one of the nation's most 
liberal abortion laws when he 
was governor of California. 

Mondale attacked the plank 
in the Republican platform that 
calls for the appointment of 
judges who oppose abortion. 

Several justices on the 
Supreme Court may retire 
within the next four years, and 
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the next president will appoint 
their replacements. Whether 
these justices are conservative 
or liberal will have impact on 
such issues as abortion and 
school prayer for years to come. 

Aside from the issues, 
debates are also "beauty con¬ 
tests" and this is where Mondale 
scored his victory. 

Reagan seemed unsure of his 
responses and wasn’t prepared 
when Mondale complimented 
him for raising the nation's 
spirit and moral. This was taken 
by some observers to show that 


"the great communicator" might 
be letting his age (73 years) 
show. 

Though Mondale won’t men¬ 
tion age as an issue, others raise 
the possibility that his advisors 
not Reagan himself, will be 
running the country as Reagan 
gets older. 

Mondale gained points by 
easing his image as a "wimp." 

Even though he "won" the 
debate. Mondale didn't make 
up any political ground. Polls 
still show him trailing Reagan 
by about 16 points.

It was absolutely nauseating 
that Ishmael Flory, the com¬ 
munist candidate for the US. 
Senate, made the hideous claim 
that there is no Soviet threat. 
This claim is, of course, a 
repeated theme in the Com¬ 
munist Party literature which 
contributed approximately 85 
percent of all the literature dis¬ 
tributed at this "democratic" 
rally. Even more repulsive was 
the echoing of this claim by the 
Mondale representative. Just try 
to convince the people of 
Afghanistan that the Soviet 
Union poses no threat.

Flory advocated that the 
government take over all public 
utilities.

It’s the com¬ 
munists who ridicule American 
principles—not the republicans! 
It’s the democratic party which 
is guilty of selling out America-

Also repulsive was the 
misleading and inaccurate cov¬ 
erage given by Channel 19 
news, Peoria’s ABC affiliate. 
This, of course, is not the first 
time that an ABC affiliate has 
experienced "difficulties" in get¬ 
ting their facts straight. For 
example, Channel 19 reported 
that "about 50 democratic sup¬ 
porters." attended the rally 
when a more accurate count 
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would place the figure at a max¬ 
imum of 35. More atrocious yet 
was Channel 19's neglect to 
mention Florv's Communist 
Party affiliation after showing 
about ten seconds of him on 
the 10 p.m. news last Thursday, i 

The organizers of the event 
were quite disappointed that 
their rally produced a poor tur¬ 
nout, but it was of rather poor 
sportsmanship that Robert 
Hislope, a member of the Pro¬ 
gressive Student Alliance which 
co-sponsored the event, had the 
gall to tell Channel 19 that the 
poor turnout was the fault of 
republicans who he claimed tore 
down campus signs pertaining 
to the event. If Hislope would 
have taken a walk around 
campus and counted the 
number of signs, many of 
which remained posted several 
days after the event, he would 
have found that his arrogant 
allegation was false. This is like 
the behavior of a ‘ sore loser 
looking to pin the blame for his 
failures on others. 

This distinct association 
between the Democratic Party 
and socialism may well return 
to haunt the democrats in 
November. One just can’t help 
but to get the impression of a 
democrat-liberal-communist 
axis in the making which even 
has mainstream democrats run¬ 
ning scared. One democrat at 
the rally was so disgusted that 
he walked out of the rally the 
moment Flory took the podium. 

It seems as if the Mondale 
campaign is getting a bit 
desperate if they would lower 
themselves in such a disgraceful 
'manner. This blunder, which at 
minimum can be characterized 
as stupid, is much more likely 
to backfire. There simply is no 
excuse to undermine oneself by 
resorting to such last ditch 
efforts which more than likely 
will turn away many who might 
normally be expected to vote 
democratic.

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ISU demonstration ends in riot

A demonstration turned riot 
at Illinois State University Oct. 
3 led to seven arrests and a pol¬ 
ice search. 

Normal Police Chief David 
Lehr said the demonstration 
began peacefully on the 
campus, but as it moved to City 
Hall and then farther into the 
city, students began throwing 
rocks, sticks, bottles and eggs. 
Damage was estimated at 
$ 20 , 000 . 

"There were 500-600 students 
involved in the incident, but 
only 50 to 100 were doing any 
damage," said Lehr. 

Lehr said two people were 
charged on Oct. 3 for mob 
action. The next day, Scott 
Rogers, 19, a local resident, was 
charged by police with criminal 
damage to property for slashing 
police squad car tires. 


Four other students were 
arrested Oct. 6 when they tried 
to start the riot again. They 
were charged with criminal 
damage to property. 

Lehr said police have a pic¬ 
ture of a young man destroying 
a telephone booth. AID Crimes- 
toppers of McLean County is 
offering a $500 reward for 
information leading to his 
identification. 

Police have access to some 
videotapes and pictures taken 
the night of the riot and are 
seeking subpoenas to get others. 

Eight students facing univer¬ 
sity charges were notified over 
the weekend, and hearings are 
scheduled to begin in the next 
few weeks, ISU Dean of Stu¬ 
dent Affairs Neal Gamsky told a 
Journal Star reporter. 

Students are being charged 
with breaking one or more of 
three University regulations 


What we can do 
living in a nuclear age

We are living in a nuclear age that touches every aspect of our 
lives. "Soviet missiles can strike our soil in six minutes from 
Europe," said Dr. Richard Gardiner. 

Gardiner, a professor of radiology and chairman of GI radiol¬ 
ogy at Rush Medical Center, spoke to an audience of about 40 on 
Living in a Nuclear World, Wednesday night. 

"This is a real threat we have here today and if we don't do 
something soon - give the children of the world something to live 
for," said Gardiner. 

Gardiner said our present build-up of nuclear weapons is like a 
frog adapting to warm water. "Put a frog in water and slowly raise 
the temperature. He adapts to that warmer temperature and even¬ 
tually dies. We've adapted to the gradual build-up of nuclear arms 
— almost a maladaptation." 

"The survival of our species is not a republican- democratic 
issue. We, as the free world, have the responsibility to 89 percent 
of the rest of the world who will also be engulfed iflhere's a war," 
said Gardiner. 

He said by the "U.S. leaders way we could fight a nuclear war, 
we could survive nuclear war, we could win a nuclear war. There is 
no winning in a nuclear war. Leaders changed their theory to fight, 
survive, and prevail in a nuclear war." 

There is a pattern of five rules to follow when making a demo¬ 
cratic decision, said Gardiner. "First, you must find the fact, then 
filter the facts, face the facts, focus in on the facts, and then 
follow-up on the facts." 

Gardiner said the fact is that leaders of the world "want to take 
hell and put it in the heavens," referring to bringing nuclear war 
into outer space. 

The psychological import of living under a nuclear cloud can 
be very harmful to normal human beings. Among U.S. and Soviet 
children, half of them think they are not going to grow up. Gar¬ 
diner raised the question, "what does this do to our society—does it 
make us strong?" 

He recommended two things to prevent nuclear war. "First, we 
must change the nature of our relationship with the Soviet Union. 
We are wedded to the Soviet Union—we die, they die—we survive, 
they survive." 

Gardiner recommends friendly cooperation, "trust them to a 
certain extent. It's up to us to initiate this because we're the free, 
country of the world, we have 70 percent of wealth and only 4 per¬ 
cent of population." 

"Secondly, the instrument of our destruction is nuclear 
weapons, so reduce nuclear weapons. I'm not saying the U.S. 
should disarm. We have 30,000 weapons. How many does it take to 
scare the Soviet Union away," Gardiner said. 

We can make a difference, individually or in a 
group/organization. If we don't prevent nuclear war, nothing we 
consider sacred will be around," he said. 

The lecture was sponsored by Students Against Nuclear Arms, 
Bradley's Biology Club, and Nursing Students Association. 


which include: actions that dis¬ 
rupt the peace or endanger the 
safety, health or life of a per¬ 
son; actions that damage public 
property; and refusal to follow 
oral or written instructions of a 
University official. 

Although students' names 
and charges will remain secret, 
the range of charges and possi¬ 
ble actions against them will be 
made public. Gamsky said the 
most serious action they could 
take would be dismissal from 
the University. 

The 30-member University 
Senate, one vote short of a 
unanimous decision, voted to 
back the University in its disci¬ 
plinary actions. 

The group was protesting a 
city ordinance which prohibited 
the large gatherings and the sale 
of kegs after 10 p.m. 

According to the Journal Star, 
ISU Student Body President Jeff' 
Charnogorsky said his 
organization was not officially 
involved in the protest. 

They had been meeting with 
the city council to work out 
differences between the city and 
the students. Together they 
formed a student "party control" 
to act as a buffer between party 
hosts and police. When a com¬ 
plaint is received the police call 
the party patrol. If the problem 
persists, the police take action. 


Senator Bloom addresses 
student leadership

He said, "As campus leaders 
you are ultimately responsible 
for the alcohol policy at Brad¬ 
ley."

Olejniczski showed a film that 
depicted the process one goes 
through when they are arrested 
for driving under the influence 
of alcohol. 

He also talked about two 
major programs sponsored by 
Anheiser-Busch that are work 
ing nationwide.

Recently, he was named an 
Outstanding Young Man of 
America and nominated for the 
Lincoln Award, an honor 
presented to outstanding seniors 
in Illinois colleges and universi¬ 
ties. 

Bross said he was honored to 
receive the most recent award, 
but surprised, too. He thinks of 
himself as "Joe Student” and 
does not believe he has any 
qualities that distinguish him 
"above and beyond anybody 
else." 

His most public role on 
campus has been as president of 
ACBU for the last two years.

pulled together" and partly 
because Bross himself refused 
to look at the dark side. "‘Hang 
in there; things have got to get 
better,’" Bross told himself. 

Bross has also received 
Bradley’s Olive B. White Scho¬ 
larship, one of the highest 
honors given to a student work- 
ing in the student activities 
area. Again, Bross said, he was 
pleased, but surprised. 

This is Bross’ second year on 
the Student Allocations and 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC). He has also held 
positions in the Student Activi¬ 
ties office. Student Senate, 
dorm councils, the Illinois 
Rotary Club, the Student 
Center Advisory Board and the 
Illinois Board of Higher Educa¬ 
tion Student Advisory Council.

Imagine a summer evening or 
the patio of a Moss Avenue man 
sion. Men and women in formal 
attire are sipping champagne served 
by uniformed servants. Strains ol 
music are heard in the background. 
Three tuxedoed musicians sit off to 
the side. These are chamber musi¬ 
cians. • 

Such thoughts entered my 
mind as I sat and listened to the 
Chicago Ensemble, which appeared 
at the Dingeldine Music Center 
Sunday. 

The Chicago Ensemble, con¬ 
sisting of Susan Levitin on flute, 
Michael Masters on cello, and 
Gerald Rizzer on piano, is highly 
acclaimed. 

Chamber music is instrumental 
ensemble music performed by one 
player for each part. In regular 
orchestral music there are several 
musicians playing the same instru¬ 
ment for the same part. Three of 
the compositions played were sona¬ 
tas. a sonata being a composition 
of music for certain instruments, in 
this case violin, cello, and piano. 
The movement divides the sonata 
into distinct sections. 

The Chicago Ensemble is 
known for its well- balanced style 
of playing not only classical com¬ 


posers such as Haydn and Mozart, 
but also more contemporary 
chamber composers. 

Out of the five compositions 
playedA I would have to say that 
the Sonata Da Camera for Flute, 
Cello and Piano by Gabriel Pierne 
was my favorite. It represented the 
greatest variety in movements. 

The first movement was done 
in a baroque style, and was played 
"Allegro con spirito," or in layman’s 
terms, fast with spirit. The second 
movement was very different. It 
was a sarabande, which is a slow, 
statley dance from the 17th and 
18th centuries. The finale, played 
quickly and joyously, was, as 
Gerald Rizzer put it, a "puckish and 
good-humored last movement." 

The Chicago Ensemble, with 
its variety and classical presenta¬ 
tion, enhanced by the surroundings 
of the Dingeldine Music Center, 
provided an enjoyable few hours of 
fine music. 

The Ensemble was part of the 
Music Scholarship Series and was 
presented by ACBU and the Divi¬ 
sion of Music. All concerts in the 
series are free with a Bradley I.D. 1 
recommend that students try to see 
at least one concert to get a feei 
for the musical aspect of the state 
of the arts at Bradley.

Faith fuels \J2’s Fire

Have you flown in a spy plane 
lately? U2’s The Unforgettable Fire 
is both. Ten songs soar off the 
record into aural airspace, hover, 
and burn their way into the heart. 

In their first time under the 
production and engineering of stu¬ 
dio guru and avant-garde pioneer 
Brian Eno, here joined by his 
newest accomplice, Canadian 
Daniel Lanois, U2 creates its 
richest, fullest sounds to date, 
along with some altogether new 
ones for their repertoire. The pas¬ 
toral synthesizer textures of "The 
4th of July" and the orchestral- 
sounding background in the title 
cut reflect the ever-increasing 
maturity of the band, a maturity 
which sets the framework for any 
sensible attempt to critique the 
album. 

On "Wire," the guitar of "The 
Edge" (Dave Evans) sounds like a 
bare metal wire blowing in the 
breeze and grating against a brick 
wall at the same time. The skittle 
pool ricochet of Larry Mullen, Jr.’s 
electronic drums on "A Sort of 
Homecoming" widens his percus¬ 
sive horizons beyond the familiar 
"thud,thud,thud" that normally 
glues the rhythm together. 

Doubtless the greatest favor 
Eno did on this album was to let 
these four musicians be themselves, 
as they have always been able to 
perform their songs as well as they 
compose them, proven here in the 
virgin melody of "The Unforgett¬ 
able Fire." 

"Pride (In the name of love)" 
is a classic example of U2’s collec¬ 
tive personality coming out to play: 
beauty displayed through power (as 
incarnated in Adam Clayton’s sub¬ 
terranean bass) and a truly pro¬ 
found lyric. Even if this song 
becomes a smash hit, the deeper 
meaning behind the simple words ' 
may not be evident unless one 
searches for it. Somehow Bono, the 
band’s lyricist, (and lead singer). 


has a knack for expressing some 
fairly substantive ideas without a 
great deal of wasted breath, but he 
rarely comes out and says what he 
means in plain English, either. 
"Pride" describes the lives of Jesus 
Christ ("One man, he came to jus¬ 
tify") and Martin Luther King, Jr. 
("And morning, April 4/Shot rings 
out in the Memphis sky."). 

King also receives homage in 
MLK," the lullably that puts the 
fire out with the blessing, "Sleep, 
sleep tonight/And may your dreams 
be realized." There are other scat¬ 
tered references to one Fire by 
which these guys like to warm 
themselves, that of Christ, which, 
although most often indirectly, 
nonetheless effectively they pro¬ 
mote in their music. 

No band is perfect, but one 
hopes that this is the last time 
Bono and the boys have to hear 
cries of "Plagiarism!" or "Banal!" 
Bono can do better than the impro¬ 
visation tacked on to the loose end 
of "Wire," which makes a good 
song end up sounding like another 
good song, "It’s Alright for You," 
by the Police. Then there is the 
matter of rhythm guitar on the 
same song sounding too much like 
Belew’s strains on Crimson’s 
"Sleepless." "Seasons change, and 
so do I...." when changed to the 
past tense, although perhaps 
unfamiliar to the sixth graders who 
attend U2 concerts now along with 
us senior citizens, is still the pro¬ 
perty of The Guess Who. 

The plagiarism here „ is not 
preconceived theft, but a matter of 
long-lost musical influences floating 
back to consciousness without bear¬ 
ing the marks of their origins. Of 
course, other bands are guilty of 
the same crime, but one would 
hope that a band the caliber of this 
one would not dirty their hands in 
Lethe’s waters, especially with Eno 
to -hold them back. 

Despite all this chastisement, 
one must concede that U2 emerges 
from the critical Are with nigh unto 






a golden radiance. One thing they 
did not do on this album, to the 
everlasting credit of everyone 
involved, is to "sell out," which 
could have easily happened after 
the commercial success of War. 

Both the most exciting and 
mystifying development here con¬ 
cerns Bono’s voice, which contin¬ 
ues to simultaneously arouse spinal 
sensations and altruistic aspirations. 
Most of the time, as on earlier 
albums, Bono Vox alternates 
between sighs and war whoops. But 
where did he learn to sing like 
Robert Plant, as he does on "Elvis 
Presley and America," possibly the 
most stately rock anthem in a 
month of Bloody Sundays? Is it 
plagiarism to imitate someone 
else’s voice? Perhaps, but Plant 
care of Bono floats quite naturally 
above ^he processional drums * and 
Presleyesque rhythm guitar in this 
tribute to that King of Rock and 
Roll. 

It does seem that U2 did 
everything for their three kings (JC, 
MLK.. and "the Pelvis") except to 
list them in the credits, but one is

Irreconcilable Differences.

Barrymore plays Casey, the 
daughter of a divorced Hollywood 
couple, Albert Brodsky and Lucy 
Van Patten Brodsky. Her role 
serves as the cornerstone of a 
heartbreaking portrayal of the 
modern American family. 

Casey files for a divorce from 
her parents, which is allowed under 
California law, after spending 
several years of being treated with 
about as much affection as a pet 
dog. 

During the trial we are shown, 
through flashbacks, the story of two 
cute people in love and their result¬ 
ing break-up after a few years of 
his Hollywood success. 

After the break-up, Lucy turns 
to food for solace while using her 
daughter to get at her ex-husband. 
Eventually, Lucy overcomes her 
depression, writes a bestseller 
about her experience, and turns 
Casey’s care and feeding over to 
secretaries, cooks and house¬ 


keepers. 

In the meantime Albert has 
gone bust by financing a sure box 
office flop starring his new but 
fickle bed-partner. Albert then uses 
Casey to find out how his ex is ( 
spending her time. 

Long and O’Neal perform 
admirably as the couple who inad-, 
vertently neglect their daughter 
while pursuing money, sex and F 
revenge. Their evolution from car¬ 
ing husband and wife to bickering 
_ ex’s seems natural and almost dogi- 1 
1 cal, which is very scary. j 

It is rather shocking to watch 
what began as an all-American fam¬ 
ily gradually turn into two rich, 
selfish people and one confused, 
neglected child. 

In the last flashback, what had 
been subliminal, the Brodsky’s 
neglect of their daughter, is thrust 
at us with such cruelty that we cry 
(or should cry) because we noticed 
it too late. 

The script, written by Nancy 
Meyers and Charles Shyer, is 
wonderfully believable. The audi¬ 
ence never doubts for a moment 
that these people exist, not only in 
Hollywood, but everywhere in the 
self-centered America we have 
today. 

Maybe that’s because we are 
too familiar with Casey’s situation 
and her parent’s behavior. After 
seeing Differences it is understand¬ 
able why parental divorce is per¬ 
mitted in California and could be 
used in 49 other states too.

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Goodwill Industries celebrates 50 years of service

It began in Boston in 1902 
with a Methodist minister gath¬ 
ering clothes for his congrega¬ 
tion. Goodwill Industries, Inc. is 
now the world's largest private- 
sector employer of handicapped 
people. 

This year Peoria Goodwill is 
celebrating 50 years of service 
to the Peoria area. Each year 
Peoria Goodwill employs close 
to 50 handicapped, disadvan¬ 
taged and disabled people, as 
well as senior citizens and those 
under court counseling. There 
are 176 Goodwill Industries 
nationwide and 32 in foreign 
countries. 

Hubert Stalling, Bradley 
senior and Goodwill intern, is 
working on this year's promo¬ 
tional campaign under the direc¬ 
tion of Frank S. Wilfinger, 
director of public relations and 


rehabilitation at Peoria 
Goodwill. 

Promotion plans include post¬ 
ers, press releases, advertise¬ 
ments, and public service 
announcements on local radio 
and television stations. This 
year, Peoria Goodwill has 
$70,000 to $80,000 of sponsor¬ 
ship for media promotion. 

Both Wilfinger and Stalling 
believe that involvement with 
Bradley is important to 
Goodwill. Stalling said, "When 
Bradley students buy things and 
donate things, it's helping the 
overall program by giving 
money for jobs for the handi¬ 
capped." 

There are also programs for 
students who want to work at 
Goodwill. One such program is 
the journalism internship in 
which Stalling participates. Oth¬ 
ers involve areas such as 
engineering and photography. 


Peoria Goodwill is accredited by 
the Commission on Accredita¬ 
tion of Rehabilitation Facilities. 

"The program of Peoria 
Goodwill Industries is twofold: 
to provide job opportunities for 
the handicapped people, thus 
giving them a chance to be 
self-supporting, contributing 
members to society and prepar¬ 
ing them for competitive 
employment, and a rehabilita¬ 
tion job skills training program 
to aid trainees in the opportun¬ 
ity to learn or reestablish proper 
work habits and attitudes," said 
Wilfinger. 

Services Goodwill provides 
include evaluation of job skills 
and problems that might affect 
an individual's work, and work 
adjustment training in areas 
such as warehousing, building 
maintenance, janitorial work, 
sales, and furniture and small 
appliance repairs. 

Goodwill also provides shel¬ 
tered employment, reading, 
writing, and math education, 
job placement, and follow-up 
and work experience for secon¬ 
dary school students. 

Wilfinger estimates that 95 
percent of the support for 
Goodwill comes from store 
donations and sales. He said, 
"The name of the game is sal¬ 
vaging or recycling." When peo¬ 
ple donate to or purchase goods 
from Goodwill, they are helping 
the handicapped gain training 
and job opportunities."

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Bradley prof helps

They have been compared to "The W Team". This team, 
though, finds ways to make life easier for the disabled. 

They are rehabilitation engineers—a team of physicians, 
engineers, therapists and speech pathologists which includes Dr. 
Rathi K. Bhatacharya, associate professor of civil engineering at 
Bradley. 

The Rehabilitation Engineering Clinic is a non-profit organiza¬ 
tion which was formed in 1976. 

The clinic studies the extent of damage to a patient, how 
discomfort can be minimized and how a more normal life can be 
created for the patient. 

Solutions are then implemented using the latest technology. 

The team works together to invent devices such as the 
microprocessor telephone, a dialing system for the severely handi¬ 
capped. Another invention allows the handicapped to change chan¬ 
nels on a television by blowing through a straw. An interface sys¬ 
tem was developed to enable a person to use a computer keyboard 
by pushing one or two keys. 

Bhatacharya has worked with orthopedic surgeons in Peoria to 
develop artificial hips, kneecaps, and other joints. He has also 
worked on projects with Dr. Xuan Truong, director of research and 
education at the Institute of Medicine and Physical Rehabilitation, 
Richard B. Erickson, assistant administrator of 1PMR. and Roger 
A. Wheeler, an electrical engineer at Caterpillar Tractor Company. 

They recently developed a mechanism that enables paraplegics 
to operate a switch on their wheelchairs with their hands and one 
that records pressure from chin muscles to determine whether a 
patient has regained enough muscle strength to start chewing food. 

A paper about the work of the clinic was selected for presenta¬ 
tion at the 7 Annual Conference on Engineering in Medicine and 
Biology, which was in Los Angeles this September. "It (the conven¬ 
tion) was a way to let our colleagues from around the world know 
what other people and research organizations have done and are

doing," said Dr. Bhatacharya. 

The group's involvement in the international conference is 
hoped to have paved the way for additional research funding. 

IPMR is funded primarily by private individuals and patients. 
"There is not much money available, but we are doing the best pos¬ 
sible work with what little we do have," said Bhatacharya. Work on 
a new method of determining the extent of muscle damage has 
been funded by a Muscular Dystrophy Foundation grant. 

Bhatacharya sees a bright future for the clinic. He thinks the 
work is "good work" because it is helping those who do not have 
the ability to help themselves.' 

Bhatacharya came to the United States in 1962 from India to 
earn his M.S. and Ph.D. in engineering mechanics at the University 
of Wisconsin at Madison. He earned his B.S. in civil engineering in 
India. Bhatacharya joined the faculty of civil engineering at Bradley 
in 1968. He teaches undergraduate courses in civil engineering and 
graduate level courses in stress analysis and theory of anisotropic 
elasticity, his areas of specialization.

Four years ago, a visitor came 
to Dick Versace and asked if 
David Thirdkill and Mitchell 
Anderson could visit a child 
with Cystic Fibrosis. Versace 
said he would send them after 
practice. The child died before 
they got there. 

The following spring, Versace 
was asked to do a television 
promotion for C.F. He said, 
yes, but he wanted to do more. 
This was the beginning of The 
Race with Versace. 

The race will be run for the 
third time Oct. 27. The eight 
dollar entry fee will be used to 
fund research to cure C.F. 

C.F. is . a genetic disorder 
which effects the lungs. "If you 
have Cystic Fibrosis, you’re 


going to die by the time you’re 
about 16 or 17," said Versace, 
who has worked closely with the 
Central Illinois Cystic Fibrosis 
Foundation for the past three 
years. 

"You have to go through a 
very arduous daily therapy 
session," said Versace. "You 
have to go through such an 
arduous battle just to breathe." 

C.F. is the number one 
genetic killer of children and 
young adults in America today. 
An estimated one out of every 
1,800 babies is born with C.F, 
according to C.F. foundation 
figures. 

"The race has grown each 
year," said Versace. 

Last year’s race earned about 


SI 2,000 for the foundation, 
with over 11,000 runners parti¬ 
cipating. More are expected this 
year. 

The course begins at Cedar 
St. Bridge and runs through 
downtown Peoria, ending at the 
Civic Center. 

Running along with Versace 
will be Bradley’s basketball 
team. 

"I would like to ask the stu¬ 
dents to help in helping me help 
these kids," said Versace.

Students discuss fee

Students will pay a $4 per semester health fee next fall if the- 
Strategic Planning Committee approves Student Senate's recom¬ 
mendations. 

On Oct. 31, Bill Holderby, all-school president and Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, acting associate provost for student affairs, will present 
Student Senate's recommendations to the committee. 

Senate approved the fee on Monday, stipulating that the 
money raised by the fee be kept separate from Bradley's general 
budget, the $82,000 support Bradley presently spends on the health 
center will continue and any proposed increases in the fee will be 
approved by Senate. 

Initially, the health fee was to be $5 per semester, however, 
Senate believed that to be too much and counter-proposed $2.50 
per semester. Ray Zarvell, director of educational development, 
reviewed that possibility and came to the conclusion that it 
wouldn t generate enough funds to afford improvements. 

I counter-proposed with $4 per semester. This would allow us

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Harper cafe to close down next semester

Harper-WyckofF residents will 
J be seeking their eating pleasures 
elsewhere when Harper 
j cafeteria closes next semester. 

Ken Goldin, business 
manager, said, "It'll close over 
Christmas break. We told stu¬ 
dents last spring when they 
registered that the cafeteria 
would be closing." Goldin 
referred to a letter that was sent 
out to students notifying them 
of the closing. 

"With enrollment dipping 
mid-year, we will easily be 
down 250 students due to gra¬ 
duation and other reasons," said 
Goldin. Therefore, attendance 
in cafeterias will be affected. 

Bob Byczynski, director of 
food service, said the estimated 
decline of 250 students will 
effect all the cafeterias. How¬ 
ever, Harper cafeteria serves 
"about 350 students a day per 
meal. It used to serve about 450 
to 500 students." 

When Harper is closed, the 
students will eat in the remain¬ 
ing four cafeterias: Geisert, 
University, and both cafeterias 
in Williams. "Basically, it's 
about 100 students (per meal) 
who have to go to another 
cafeteria," said Byczynski. He 


cafeterias handling the extra 
students. 

Angie Cavett, Harper senator, 
said students are opposed to the 
closing because "we feel Geisert 
and Williams are overcrowded 
now, and there is no way they 
can handle the extra flow." 

Petitions are being circulated 
by Harper-Wyckoff Dorm 
Council to stop the closing. 

Cavett said some of the rea¬ 
sons for the opposition are 
"overcrowding (in other 
cafeterias), the location of 
Harper is more feasible, the 
budget shows they're not going 
to lose money keeping it open, 
and we pay to eat there so we 
should have a cafeteria in the 
dorm." 

Goldin said, "The University 
will save $50,000" due to the 
closing. 

Byczynski said, "The $50,000 
is the minimum per semester. 
It's probably between $50,000 
and $60,000 per semester. The 
savings are there." 

According to Cavett, atten¬ 
dance at meals is up; however, 
Byczynski believes that the 
attendance is up because 
"They're (students) putting on a 
show, it’s not an actual increase 
in numbers," he said. 

Students are not the only 
ones affected by the closing. 


a result of it. Goldin said, "The 
Harper staff is very unhappy. 
They’ll have to go to another 
unit--about eight employees will 
not have a job." 

Byczynski said, "The last 
eight people (food service) 
hired on campus will be laid off. 
Some people from each 
cafeteria will be affected. It's 
union contracts, we work on a 
seniority system." 

Goldin said he was aware of 
the petitions being circulated. 


"We’ll review them. I’m sure 
we'll give it a lot of considera¬ 
tion and the people about me 
will give it a lot of considera¬ 
tion. 

"My role here is to save as 
much money as possible and to 
let students live here as 
economically as possible. I'm 
always cutting out something or 
charging more," he said. 

Byczynski said he heard about 
the petitions and realizes the 
students are unhappy about the 


closing. "No one is happy about 
a cafeteria closing," he said. 

When the cafeteria goes out 
of service, it will sit empty. "I 
will maintain control over the 
kitchen and the equipment, but 
the dining area will be used 
however the University wants. 
The equipment will stay in the 
kitchen-it's standardized and 
can replace equipment all over 
campus," said Byczynski.

Committee allocates funds

Allocations totaling almost $5500 have been awarded to 13 
campus organizations by the Student Allocations and Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC), according to Mark Gibson SABRC 
chair. 

Two clubs were denied funding during the fall appeals session 
that ended Oct. 16, completing the 1984-85 student activities budg¬ 
eting process. 

The total allocations are about $108,500, Gibson said The 
funds are collected from the $5 per semester student activities fee. 

Organizations submit appeals for funding to SABRC each 
spring based on events that are planned for the next year. "If those 
events are deserving of merit, as determined bv the board then 
that s when they are funded," said Gibsqn. 

During the fall, SABRC completes the budgeting process by 
hearing from groups that were denied funding in the spring, have 
planned new events or are new, said Gibson. 

The Black Student Alliance (BSA) was one of the campus 
organizations denied funding last spring. Gibson said the BSA 
made a new appeal and was heard in September. The group was 
allocated SI704 with $2200 "on reserve". Gibson explained that "on 
reserve" meant there were questions about the proposed event but 
SABRC thought it had merit. "Money is earmarked for that event 
until they (the BSA) can come back and explain," he said. 

There are still student activities fees that will be saved and 
used in emergencies or carry over for the 1985-86 fiscal year 
oudget. "The reserve is more than in years past," said Gibson. 

SABRC will fund one of five areas-lectures, movies, publicity, 
administration and special events, Gibson said. 

Two alternate’s seats are open on SABRC. Gibson said any 
interested student should apply either in the Student Senate office 
or the Student Activities Office. Applications are due by 5 p m Oct

the extra physician time and to hire a nurse practitioner. Also, it 
would allow us to gradually build up our capital equipment," he 
said. 

Gaisky said, "The $8 per year will generate a small surplus, but 
it’ll be enought to cover what is needed." He supports Senate’s pro¬ 
posal of keeping the funds from the fee separate from Bradley's 
general budget. 

Zarvell said, "It will probably be placed in a carry-over account, 
however, the final decision will probably come from Strategic Plan¬ 
ning Committee and officers of the University." 

St. Francis Hospital helped Zarvell develop a priority list. "Our 
top two priorities are to increase physician time and to hire a nurse 
practitioner. With the $8 per year fee, (if initiated next year) we 
can do these top priority things and as funds become available we 
can do other things," Zarvell said. 

"Other things" include a telephone system to be established in 
head resident’s offices, in security, and in Haussler Hall. The sys¬ 
tem would provide 24 hour emergency service and direct line to St. 
Francis. Lab equipment and supplies and a microcomputer with 
software will also be purchased. 

Gaisky said, "it’s a tremendous program-it's buying primary 
health insurance for S8 a year. It’s the best amount of health care 
with little cost to students. The users of this program must weigh 
the benefits-the benefits outweight the cost." 

The fee, if approved by Strategic Planning, will be mandatory. 
Zarvell said, "mandatory was the decision Senate and SAC sus¬ 
tained."

Reagan for having faded to 
reach any nuclear arms agree¬ 
ment with the Soviets. 

Reagan responded that he has 
made a number of arms reduc¬ 
tion proposals, but they were 
turned down by the Soviets. 

Mondale charged that 
Reagan's proposal of the "Star 
Wars" program to develop an 
antimissile defense system in 
space was a dangerous escala¬ 
tion in the arms race. 

Reagan said building such a 
system would be "better than 
slaughtering millions of people" 
in a nuclear war. He also said 
that he would be willing to 
share the development with the 
Soviets, in the interest of rid¬ 
ding the world of all nuclear 
weapons. 

Mondale assailed Reagan for 
failing to take adequate security 
measures in Beirut and to heed 
warnings about terrorist bomb¬ 
ings there. 

Mondale also charged that 
Reagan had failed to pursue 
diplomatic solutions in Central 
America and that U.S. policy 
there, including CIA involve¬ 
ment against the Sandinistan 
regime in Nicaragua, only 
"makes our opponents stronger" 
and diminishes American 
"moral authority." 

Members of the speech team 
said the questions were too 
long, allowing the candidates to 
make prepared speeches. 

They also said that a head-on 
debate would be more purpose¬ 
ful, allowing viewers to see who 
was sidestepping whom.

The son and daughter of democratic U.S. Senate candidate 
Paul Simon visited Bradley Wednesday as part of their father’s 
hotly contested campaign to defeat republican incumbent Charles 
Percy. 

Sheila Simon, 23, a first-year law student at Georgetown 
University in Washington D.C., and Martin Simon, a journalism 
student at a junior college in St. Petersburg, Fla., covered issues 
such as Simon’s plan to increase tax revenues by closing loopholes 
and the intensity of the Senate race in an interview. 

"George Bush will have to pay a little bit more than 11 percent 
of his income in taxes," Sheila Simon said in explaining the tax 
plan that the Percy campaign is billing as a tax increase of more 
than $200 billion. 

"The Percy (television) ad is very misleading," she said. The ad 
compares Simon’s plan to Mondale’s proposed $18 billion tax 
increase but, according to Sheila Simon, the figures proposed by 
Simon were to cover four years while the figure attributed to Mon¬ 
dale is for only one year. The focus of the ad accuses Simon of 
wanting more taxes than even his party’s presidential candidate. 

The campaign has evolved into an exchange of accusations, 
between the candidates which has "unfortunately turned off a lot of 
people," said Sheila Simon. 

Martin Percy said, "When someone comes out against Dad like 
Senator Percy has, we have to retaliate." 

His sister added that some of the advertisements produced by 
the Percy campaign use tactics that are "a little lower than we’ll go." 


President Ronald Reagan and 
democratic challenger Walter 
Mondale fought to a draw in 
their final debate in Kansas City 
Sunday, according to a group of 
14 members of -the Bradley 
speech team. 

The members of the team 
also agreed that Reagan seemed 
much stronger than the last 
debate, and that he was more 
himself. 

Reagan successfully put an 
end to the age issue in the cam¬ 
paign when he joked "I’m not 
going to exploit for political 
purposes my opponent’s youth 
and inexperience." 

Mondale spent much of the

debate questioning Reagan’s 
command of facts in foreign 
policy, and asking "Who was in 
charge?" implying that Reagan 
was not really in command of 
his administration.

Last week, 
Defense Secretary Casper Wein¬ 
berger said that military spend¬ 
ing must be increased by 13 
percent over and above its 
present level in order to imple¬ 
ment the plans of Reagan and 
the Pentagon.

According to Reagan, the 
problem in Central America and 
the rest of the "Third World" is 
due to a communist conspiracy 
and an alleged Soviet-Cuban 
exportation of revolution. This 
outright lie ignores years and 
years of starvation, poverty, 
death squads, and the lack of 
self-determination. 

In El Salvador, Reagan 
refuses' to take seriously the 
Contadora (a group made of 
representatives from each Cen¬ 
tral American nation) countries’ 
proposals for peace. Instead, his 
administration is giving all-out 
support for the right-wing death 
squads which have murdered 
some 40,000 civilians in five 
years, according to the former 
U.S. Ambassador to that coun¬ 
try. 

In Nicaragua, Reagan’s poli¬ 
cies are against world opinion, 
the decisions of the World 
Court, and the majority of 
Americans’ desires. 

In Grenada, military confron¬ 
tation instead of diplomacy were 
used when internal problems 
arose. This country is still mili¬ 


tarily occupied by U.S. troops. 
Flow could Grenada, with a 
population of less than that of 
Peoria, be a threat to the 
United States?! 

On the domestic front, 
Reagan’s "recovery" has been 
one-sided-on the corporate 
side. While profits have leaped, 
average wages have fallen. 
Reagan’s tax cuts have corpora¬ 
tions paying only 6 percent of 
all federal taxes. In fact, 90,000 
profitable U.S. firms will pay no 
income taxes at all in 1984. All 
families with less than $30,000 
in income have seen a decrease 
in take home income with the 
Reagan tax "cuts". Families 
making less than $75,000 have 
had a net tax increase since 
1981, due to local and state 
taxes going up in order to offset 
the Reagan budget cuts. 

Between 1981 and 1983, 
73,000 small businesses have 
failed. Thirty million people 
have been jobless at one time 
or another under Reaganomics. 
Thirty-five million Americans 
now live in poverty, an increase 
of 5.1 million since Reagan’s

Big Band honors 
jazz fathers at 
Parents Weekend

It was a fitting combination. As Bradley honored 
the fathers of its students, the Jazz Members Big Band 
honored the two fathers of big band jazz, Count Basie 
and Duke Ellington, with its performance in the 
Robertson Memorial Fieldhouse Saturday night. 

The Jazz Members Big Band, which has been per¬ 
forming in the Chicago area for some six years, is one 
of the most respected young big bands in the country 
and quite possibly the best such band in the Midwest. 
Firmly embedded in the easy-swinging style of Basie’s 
finer bands, it embodies the warmth and grace of 
Ellington, while the youth of the band members por¬ 
tends a healthy future for the music. 

Saturday, the band defined its musical turf early- 
with its first three tunes, Basie’s "Presidential Manner," 
"April in Paris," and "Blue Sentimental," with "April" 
the strongest, thanks to fine solo work by co-leaders 
Jeff Lindberg on trombone and Steve Jensen on trum¬ 
pet. 

The band then brought out vocalist George Sta¬ 
ley, whose rendition of "Body and Soul" was unfor¬ 
tunately marred by poor milking. Once the problem 
was taken care of, however, Staley continued with Joe 
William’s classic "Well All Right, O.K., you Win" in 
which his apparent lack of enthusiasm was matched 
only later by his sincerity on "’Round Midnight" and "I 
Got it Bad." 

Though the older standards, such as "Sweet Geor¬ 
gia Brown" and "Polka Dots and Moonbeams" clearly 
are this band’s forte, the Members demonstrated their 
versatility on McCoy Tyner’s "Atlantis," with fine solo¬ 
ing by Randy Salman on soprano sax and the tasteful 
yet powerful drumming of Phil Grattreau. 

As the band clearly demonstrated on "Ladybird," 
from their recent debut album May Day, and "Harlem 
Airshaft," with which they closed their set, this is a 
group of outstanding young musicians whose talents 
and love of music should ensure them serious con¬ 
sideration as one of the top big bands to emerge in the 
last 10 years. 

Ed Kaizer’s Jazz Unlimited, featuring Kaizer on 
piano, Janet, his wife, on the piano-bass, reedsman Jim 
Boitos and drummer Greg Flowers, opened for the 
Members with a variety of jazz styles, ranging from the 
ragtime of Scott Joplin to the contemporary "Green 
Dolphin St." 

While it was clear that both Kaizers have chops to 
burn, the show was stolen by Boitos, whose tastefully 
fresh alto sax on "Don’t Get Around Much Any More" 
was the highlight of the set, with his introspective 
"Summertime" a close second. 

Kaizer’s band has been heard often through the 
years in central Illinois and a chance to hear this quar¬ 
tet should not be missed.

A political convention atmo¬ 
sphere prevails in the Hartmann 
Center during the current Bradley 
University Theatre production, The 
Best Man. 

One enters the Hartmann 
Center lobby and is bombarded- by 
a bastion of campaign workers that 
would make any political candidate 
proud. The Best Man , written by- 
Gore Vidal, takes place during an 
election year. Which one it is 
doesn’t matter, for the play’s 
presidential nomination candidates 
are a synthesis of any and all politi¬ 
cians. 

The Best Man was guest- 
directed by the many-talented 
David Morris. Morris is currently 
artistic director of the Riverfront 
Playhouse in Aurora. He has 
worked for over 30 years in thea¬ 
tre, and has been nominated for a 
Jefferson Award for his work at 
Pheasant Run Playhouse. He has 
written three full length plays, and 
has been company manager for two 
American Arena Theatres. 

The audience is first presented 
with candidate William Russell 
(Gregory Lhamon), his wife Alice 
(Barbara A. Barrows) and Russell’s 
campaign manager, Dick Jensen 
(Tim Clue). Lhamon plays the glib, 
sophisticated, intelligent and 
surprisingly idealistic candidate 
with an adept believability. Barrows 
is the wife who stands by her 
husband’s side so that he can make 
it to the White House. She is so 
cold, it’s no wonder that Russell 
has a reputation as a philanderer. 
Lhamon and Barrows give the audi¬ 
ence the political couple there has 
always been rumors about, a couple 
that has never really been seen 
before. 

The audience is then presented 
to Joseph Cantwell (Greg Dolph), 
his wife Mabel (Dawn Acheson), 
and Cantwell’s campaign manager 
Dan Blades (Steven R. Sturm). 
Dolph portrays the small-town, 
self-made, precision-tuned candi¬ 
date who’s in second and will do 
anything to be first. Acheson plays 
his lovely wife r a woman made of 


steel wrapped in velvet. She’s a 
southern belle type who’s just as 
eager to win the candidacy as her 
husband. This husband and wife 
team is as far from the Russells as 
one can get, with their lovey-dovey 
baby talk and the like. Clue and 
Sturm, as the campaign managers, 
are like bookends each with the 
same hopes and dreams for their 
candidates (they even wear the 
same suits). 

Lhamon and Dolph’s charac¬ 
ters present the audience with good 
versus evil until the devil’s advo¬ 
cate enters in the form of President 
Arthur Hockstader (played by Brad¬ 
ley professor Collins J. Bell). Bell 
portrays the old-time, fun-lovin’ 
President, adding a presidential 
humor to the otherwise tense situa¬ 
tion. The pill-popping, bourbon- 
guzzling President trusts each of his 
possible successors with a secret 
that only one of the candidates 
bothers to acknowledge. This starts 
the muckraking ball rolling. 

Hockstader has a series of 
private confrontations with the can¬ 
didates which are beautifully 
humorous and oftentimes moving, 
with Hockstader making quips 
about such leaders as Nixon, Ford, 
Carter, McCarthy, and Reagan. 

All the characters are played 
with an almost exacting believabil¬ 
ity. The appearances of Jeanette 
Finney and Albro Martin as Mrs. 
Gamadge and Senator Carlin pro¬ 
vide delightful insights into the 
characters of big-time politicos. 

Director Morris and Assistant 
Director J. E. Meyers have created 
a series of vignettes to occupy the 
audience during scene changes. 
These happenings bring continuous 
surprises. One never knows when a 
roving prostitute will sit in his lap, 
or a campaign worker will take a 
poll or hand out campaign stickers. 

Who wins the party’s nomina¬ 
tion? As you can guess, the best 
man wins, with Cantwell and 
Russell picking up a few pointers 
on big-time politics and life itself. 

The show continues its run 
through Sunday; tickets are avail¬ 
able at the Hartmann Center box 
office.

Any of the Intellectual Inchworms who think poets 
are basically dull and humorless entities would have 
been mouth-flappingly shocked by the charismatic per¬ 
sonality of Welsh poet Tony Curtis. Fortunately, the 
milk-dribblers stayed home when Curtis lectured and 
read his poetry at Bradley Tuesday. Those of us who 
still dig poetry were treated to a talented and insightful 
performance. 

Tony Curtis has been described by The Times 
Literary Supplement as one of the best poets to sur¬ 
face in Wales in the 1970V’ He is now senior lecturer 
in English at the Polytechnic of Wales. He has won 
numerous awards for his poetry, including the Welsh 
Arts Council Young Poets prize in 1974, and runner- 
up in the 1982 National Poetry Competition. His poe¬ 
try has been published in such magazines as the New 
Yorker and three volumes: Album (1974), Prepara¬ 
tions (1980), and Letting Go (1983), which was avail¬ 
able for purchase after his reading Tuesday evening. 
"The doors are locked..." Curtis informed us when the 
announcement was made. 

In his lecture on Welsh literature Tuesday after¬ 
noon at Bradley Hall, Curtis proved to be personable, 
engaging and pretty darn neat. His subtle sense of 
humor was readily apparent throughout the lecture, as 
when he explained that Wales hasn’t received much 
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attention from the world because it 
has no nuclear submarines, and 
"you tend to pay more attention to 
someone who can kill you. 

Curtis spoke in a mild accent 
similar to, but less intense than a 
Liverpudlian accent or Scottish bro¬ 
gue. Much of his lecture centered 
on the world’s misconceptions 
about the Welsh people, especially 
the basic stereotype of the Welsh¬ 
man as loud, dishonest, and a good 
singer. (Curtis admitted the partial 
validity of this last point with a 
spontaneous vocal demonstration. 

You hadda be there.) In example of 
these stereotypes, he pointed out 
the slang expression "to welsh", 
which means to cheat or renege on 
a deal. 

Curtis spoke on the contribu¬ 
tions of individual Welsh writers, 
including the most renowned, 
Dylan Thomas. In summing up, he 
said that while the genius of Tho¬ 
mas formed a solid foundation for 
Welsh literature, the reader who 
goes no further places too great a 
load on Thomas and is deprived of 
considerable pleasure and insight. 

Curtis followed up his lecture 
with a reading of his own work at 
7:30 that evening in the Wyckoff 
room of the Cullom-Davis Library. 

He established a quick rapport with 
his listeners by relating humorous 
and interesting information about 
the subjects of his poems. 

Introducing a poem about his 
great uncle Charlie, Curtis related 
his father’s opinion that Charlie 
"’handled the truth clumsily.’ In 
other words, he was a poet, Curtis 
added dryly, "...or an administra¬ 
tor.” He remarked that one as yet 
unpublished poem owed its 
existence to TWA and the makers 
of the film Splash ~ it was so 
abysmal it would drive anyone to 
write a poem." 

Curtis even introduced one 
poem concerning death with a col- 
loquialized version of the 
Pardoner’s Tale from Chaucer, 
beginning "these three blokes are 
tossing back the Smirnoff...*’ Unfor- j 
tunateiy, the best such moments 
are lost for those who did not | 
attend. 

Personality notwithstanding, it 
was Curtis’s poetry that made the 
evening. Curtis is a poet of superb 
expression and depth. His work 
combines the emotion and modern 
insight of beat poets like Ginsberg 
with the feel for language and 
nature of more classical poets like 
John Keats or that other great 
Welshman, Thomas. Delivered ear¬ 
nestly and intensely in Curtis’s gen¬ 
tle, articulate voice, the poems 
were evocative and effective. He 
read from his books Preparations 
and Letting Go, and three poems 
yet to be published. 

Curtis autographed copies of 
Letting Go after the reading, and I 
was able to talk to him briefly. He 
said that another book of his work 
was scheduled for publishing in 
1986. i also discovered the disturb¬ 
ing fact that Curtis’s second book, 
Preparations, (from which he read 
some magnificent work) has been 
allowed to go out of print. 

The sad truth is that poetry 
has fallen on such hard times that 
even as successful a poet as Curtis 
couldn’t possibly make a living 
from his poetry. And so another art 
form is strangled by the apathy of 
the public. It’s a shame that even 
on a college campus those 
interested in a great poet could fit 
into a small room comfortably. For 
those whom poetry does interest, 
however, Curtis provided an even¬ 
ing of meaningful entertainment 
and made Wales seem a little less 
far away. 
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13 years and counting

Faculty dedication and stu¬ 
dent interest are Bradley’s 
greatest attributes, said Univer¬ 
sity President Martin G. Abegg. 

Abegg, now serving his 13th 
year as president, .feels his role 
is "many-faceted." He said one 
job of the president is to 
"represent the institution in 
contacts with...corporations, 
foundations...to encourage 
interest in and support of the 
university." The president is

also a key figure in "maintaining 
the academic thrust" of the 
University. 

Because today’s college 
president needs to spend more 
time away from the campus to 
develop community support, he 
may not have the opportunity to 
develop close relationships with 
the students. However, Abegg 
said it would be nice if a rela¬ 
tionship could be developed; if 
students knew who he was and 
felt he had their interests in 
mind. 

Although Abegg said he has 
"enjoyed all times" during his 
presidency, there have also 
been a few difficult times. He 
cited the financial and enroll¬ 
ment problems of the early 70s 
as troublesome. He feels the job 
is more demanding now, as 
more time has to be spent away 
from the institution than 
before. 

Many changes and improve¬ 
ments have been made at Brad¬ 
ley during Abegg’s tenure as 
president. The Academic 
Exploration Program was begun 
to aid students who are unde¬ 
cided about their majors. The 
colleges ot health sciences and 
communications and fine arts

were added in 1977. New 
academic majors are offered as 
are various programs (such as 
cooperative education) to help 
students prepard for their 
futures. 

Abegg cited the dedication of 
Haussler Hall, the Hartmann 
Center and Dingledine Music 
Center as memorable experi¬ 
ences during his tenure. His 
greatest satisfaction, however, 
has been the rising "level of 
quality and the enhancement of 
reputation" at Bradley. 

In anticipation of the future, 
Abegg hopes the "University 
continues its enhancement as 
an institution that is interested 
in providing educational pro¬ 
grams for students who have 
ability and interest in Bradley 
programs, and the ability to not 
only be successful, but to find 
gainful employment after gra¬ 
duation." 

Abegg came to Bradley and 
received a B.S. in general 
engineering in 1947, after 
attending the University of Illi¬ 
nois for two and one-half years. 
He taught engineering at Brad¬ 
ley for three years, starting in 
1947. 

Between 1950 and 1955, 
Abegg was an assistant profes¬ 
sor of civil engineering. During 
this time he received his M.S. 
in civil engineering from the 
University of Colorado. The 
following three years he was an 
associate professor of civil 
engineering. 

Abegg worked on his Ph.D. 
in civil engineering between 
1958 and 1960 at the Rensse¬ 
laer Polytechnic Institute. He 
returned to Bradley in 1960 as a 
professor of civil engineering 
and chairman of the civil 
engineering department. 

Abegg became dean of the 
college of engineering in 1963. 
In 1967 he became dean of the 
college of engineering and tech¬ 
nology and remained in this 
position until he was appointed 
acting president of Bradley from 
November, 1970 to June, 1971. 
He became president of Bradley 
in June, 1971. 


College coke use up 
nationally, not at BU

A recent College Press Ser¬ 
vice news release reported that 
cocaine use is becoming 
widespread among college stu¬ 
dents. 

At Bradley, however, there 
doesn’t appear to be much evi¬ 
dence to support that report. 

Ed King, director of 
residential life and student judi¬ 
cial system, said he has seen no 
evidence of cocaine usage by 
Bradley students. 

"We work closely with the city 
of Peoria narcotics 

divisions...and they have not 
indicated to us that there has 
been any (buying and selling) 
activity here at Bradley," King 
said. 

Phil Gattone, president of the 
Interfraternity Council, said as 
far as he knew cocaine use by 
students was very limited. 

Both Gattone and King said 
the cost of cocaine and people’s 
fears of it are major reasons for 
its limited use here. 

Bill Krahulik, area director 
for Harper- Wyckoff-Lovelace, 
said he is not aware of any 
cocaine usage on campus, 
either. 

"Most of the drug busts we 
have made of students rooms 
were for marijuana," Krahulik 
said. 

Although there is no evi¬ 
dence of cocaine use here. King 
said he felt a bit unsure about 
it. 

Marijuana is harder to hide. 
King said. You can easily smell 
it when someone is using mari¬ 
juana, but with cocaine you 
really can’t be sure. 

King said because he has 
such good communication with 
floor staff members and frater¬ 
nity residents he would prob¬ 
ably be aware of a cocaine prob¬ 
lem if there was one. 

Carolyn Long, assistant direc¬ 
tor of Proctor Community 
Hospital’s Chemical Depen¬ 
dency Center, said she 
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estimated about one-third to 
one-half of the Center’s 
patients had some cocaine usage 
history. 

In the past year there have 
been "only about four or five" 
college students admitted there. 
Long said. 

She said all the literature she 
has seen indicates widespread 
recreational usage nationwide. 

The CPS report said about 25 
million people have tried coke. 
Only one to three million are 
severly dependent on the drug. 

Part of the reason for the 
increased usage nationwide is 
due to the lower market price of 
coke. 

The price of coke dropped 50 


percent last year, the report 
said. At its current price of $60 
to $70 per gram, it’s cheaper 
than an ounce of grass. 

King said he suspected the 
main reason cocaine and other 
drugs were not widespread on 
campus was because an 
increased selectivity of students 
at Bradley. 

A student is more likely to 
pick these habits up before he 
reaches college. King said. 

He said that most of the stu¬ 
dents at Bradley are not from 
"drug prone" cultures. 

"As a person grows older he 
tends to be more sophisticated 
and less likely to become 
involved with drugs." 
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questioned at Northern 
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The rights of a student news¬ 
paper editor are being ques¬ 
tioned at Northern Illinois 
University in DeKalb, after a 
third of the newspaper staff 
walked out on strike two weeks 
ago. 

Mark Bonne, Northern Star 
editor, said his First Amend¬ 
ment rights were violated when 
Northern Star advisor Jerry 
Thompson sided with strikers 
against him and forbade the hir¬ 
ing of replacements for the 
striking personnel. 

But does an advisor have 
such powers over an editor? 

Bradley Scout advisor Jerry 
McDowell said it sounds like 
Northern’s advisor was trying to 
maintain the paper’s integrity by 
forcing Bonne to keep trained 
staff members. 

The Northern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity legal council told Bonne, a 
senior, that Thompson was 
within' his legal boundaries. 
Bonne refused to believe it and 
began a battle of his own.

The third and last day of the 
strike. Bonne and remaining 
staff members printed a blank 
paper, aside from a front-page 
editorial and ads. 

"That was done to force the 
student body and the adminis¬ 
tration to read the editorial," 
Bonne said. "I’ve worked three 
years to get where I am, but I 
never would’ve gone into 
management if I thought the 
advisor had that much power. 
We didn’t see any purpose to 
what we were doing if we had 
no power." 

The strike arose after some 
staff members and Thompson 
told Bonne he was involved 
with two conflicts of interest: 
Bonne served on a university 
steering committee and he had 
hired a former student govern¬ 
ment president as a columnist. 
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The columnist quit and 
Bonne agreed to resign from 
thq steering committee, 
although he said he still didn’t 
believe any conflict of interest 
was involved. He labeled the 
reason for his resignation as "a 
ridiculous" request from his 
staff members, and that was the 
last straw for them. 

Some stall' members asked 
Bonne to resign as editor and 
he refused. So 25 staff members 
took 25 other workers and* 
stopped working. Bonne found 
himself without a copy desk or 
city desk. 

The paper was published the 
next two weekdays, then Bonne 
decided to fight back against the 
advisor, who was backing the 
strikers. After the blank issue 
and the editorial demanding 
that Thompson’s "power" be 
stripped, the Northern Star has 
printed,, on schedule daily. 

"I’m glad everyone’s back to 
work and the problems that 
existed are gone," the editor 
said, "but the issue that is left is 
very important. No state 
employee should be in here tel¬ 
ling us who we can hire or fire." 
Thompson is a full-time 
employee of the university as 
the advisor. 

McDowell said every pub¬ 
lisher has the right to tell the 
editor who to hire or fire at any 
time for any reason. But the 
question in this case is, "Who is 
the publisher for the Northern 
Star?' 

Northern subsidizes 2 percent 
of the paper’s total annual 
budget, but assumes partial 
ownership of all Northern Star 
equipment. So, does the univer¬ 
sity have the overall say? 

"Reporters have as much 
freedom as the guy who owns 
the press says they’ve got," 
McDowell said. 

Theoretically, something very 
similar could spark up at Brad¬ 
ley, where the newspaper is 
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under the thumb of the Publica¬ 
tions Council. 

Granted, the administrators at 
Bradley have kept their hands 
out of Scout dealings, but 
what’s to stop them if the Scout 
makes them mad? 

If Bonne and his staff feel 
their rights are being denied, 
McDowell said, they should 
pack up, move across the street 
to a new location, and begin a 
new, "free" paper. 

For years the U.S. Supreme 
Court has been trying to deter¬ 
mine what the phrase "freedom 
of the press" actually means. 
Although Bonne has yet to con¬ 
sult the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union about the issue, he 
isn’t really sure his rights have 
been violated.

The Bradley Scout won first 
place in the Columbia Scholastic 
Press Association (CSPA) com¬ 
petition for the 1983-84 
volume.

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Panel discusses voter apathy

Wives who let their husbands do the voting and a lack of 
information were two reasons cited for voter apathy at a panel dis¬ 
cussion in the Student Center Tuesday. 

Peoria County Clerk Mary Haebeker, one of four panelists, 
told an audience of more than 70 people she is amazed at the rea¬ 
sons people give her for not voting. 

"People have told me it’s against their religion, that they don’t 
want to be on a jury list, and some young women tell me they just 
let their husbands do the voting. I thought they put that one to rest 
long ago." 

All four panel members agreed that the largest group of non¬ 
voters are those between 18 and 25 years old. James Thomas, pro¬ 
fessor of government at Illinois Central College, said, "They are a 
main reason why the average number of Americans who are eligi¬ 
ble to vote and don’t has increased. You get a large group of peo¬ 
ple who don’t vote, you shove them into the average, and of 
course the average is going to increase." 

Democratic congressional candidate Jerry Bradley said, "In the 
60s students voted because they didn’t want to get drafted. Now 
unless they are aware of major cuts in their education or loans, 
they don’t get out there and vote." 

Bradley believes people must have a special interest at stake to 
make them go out and vote. "In Peoria a lot of people are out of 
work. That’s why we have such a large voter turnout here." 

In 1980 40,000 people registered to vote in Peoria. This year 
that number rose to 42,500. 

Dr. Mohammed Najmi, chairman of Bradley’s sociology 
department, said "There would be a higher turnout if there were 
sharper differences between bipartisan parties." 

Thomas said what we need is "the majority of the people to 
have the ability to differentiate between the parties." 

Haebeker supported a bill to code the people who live in Illi-

nois and send them voter cards to make the registration process 
easier. She found, however, that code cards couldn’t be sent to 
people with rural route addresses. 

"To send the cards, we need people with a house number and 
a street name," said Haebeker. 

The panel members agreed that voting just to vote is not good 
either. Thomas said, "Why you vote the way you vote is much 
more important than whether you vote or not."

Bradley’s volleyball team has enjoyed 
tremendous success this year. One of the main 
reasons for the Lady Braves sparkling 23-8 record 
has been the efforts of its coach, Pam Stanek. 

Stanek cites her team’s strong all around 
play, particularly on defense, plus their ability to 
"get along with each other-not always an easy 
thing," for their strong showing so far.

She played with a United 
States Volleyball Association team in the Chicago 
area after school, which is when she first started 
coaching. 

She began coaching junior high school teams, 
but then decided she wanted to work at a higher 
level and got a graduate assistantship at Western 
Illinois University where she stayed for one year. 
She earned her masters in physical education, 
with an emphasis in sports psychology, and then 
moved on to the head coaching job at Northwest 


Missouri State University, a Division II school. 

There, in five years, she took a floundering 
program and developed it into a top 10 outfit. Her 
last two years there she rolled up 101 wins. In 
1982, Stanek got the head coaching job here at 
BU. 

Stanek describes herself as conscientious, 
and says that although she appears quiet, she 
feels she has a lot to share with her team. "I ulti¬ 
mately decide what’s best for my team. I do ask 
for their help at times, though. I try to push them 
but at the same time I try to keep things in per¬ 
spective and be realistic in determining goals." 

Though Stanek inherited many of the players 
now on the team, she says she has noticed quite a 
few changes in them. "I think I’ve made them 
more of a passing and defensive team. I try to 
add players who are good at a lot of things. Our 
players are like that—good all-around players." 

"They’ve become more consistent, too. 
That’s the main difference between last year’s 
team and this year’s. Last year we’d beat a good 
team and then turn around and lose to a team we 
should have beaten." 

Stanek seems fairly happy with her team’s 
overall performance this year. "We want to play 
well the rest of the season. They’ve worked so 
hard. We hope we can conclude the season the 
way we want. Next year should be this team’s 
best season." 


Golfers finish strong during Fall

League is suing the National 
Football League in an antitrust 
suit.

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Bradley develops fund-raising strategy El Salvadoran discusses

Bradley is developing a fund- 
raising campaign which school 
officials hope will generate 
between S20 and $30 million 

According to figures 
announced at a University 
retreat at Wildlife Prairie Park 
Aug. 22, the campaign goal is 
$26 million. 

The range of $20 million to 
$30 million is a more accurate 
picture of what the University is 
doing. Nothing (monetary goal) 
is locked in stone," said Al 
Orendorff, director of public 
information and University rela¬ 
tions. 

We’re in the process of ask¬ 
ing the University community 
to support the effort, and we’re 
receiving responses," he said. 

Orendorff referred to the 
faculty/staff campaign which 
ends at the end of November. 
The University hopes to raise 
$250,000 from the faculty/staff 
campaign, according to figures 
announced at the University 
retreat.

Money from the total cam¬ 
paign would finance goals the 
University must meet to be 
competitive in the future. 

The four goals are building 
renovations, improving capital 
equipment, adding to the 
annual fund and increasing the 
endowment. 

Building renovations, at an 
estimated cost of $14 million, 
consist of a Jobst-Baker addi¬ 
tion to improve engineering and 
business facilities; leveling 
Duryea and remodeling Mac¬ 
Millan to meet the visual arts 
needs; expanding the Cullom- 
Davis Library to make room for 
600,000 volumes; and remodel¬ 
ing part of the Student Center 
and connecting it with Sisson 
Hall. 

Improving capital equipment, 
at an estimated cost of $1 mil¬ 
lion, consists of the installation 
of CAD/CAM labs, microcom¬ 
puter labs, and robotics labs. 

Bradley’s annual fund was 
$1,400,000 last year. It consists 
of both restricted and unres¬ 
tricted money given by parents, 
alumni and friends of the 
University. It is used at the 
University's discretion," said 
Orendorff. Bradley hopes to add 
$6 million to the annual fund to 
help cover operating costs not 
met by tuition, fees and endow¬ 
ments. 

Bradley has a $15 million 
endowment and wants to add $5 
million to that. 

Martin G. Abegg, Bradlev’s 
president, said, "We cannot 
continue to depend only on tui¬ 
tion income to build up the 
annual fund and endowment." 

Abegg made the comment at 


the University retreat in August 
when he announced to faculty 
and staff the plans for the 
fund-raising campaign. The 
information given was "pre- 
publication"; however, the Jour¬ 
nal Star released a story Oct. 26 
on Bradley's plans. 

Orendorff said, "This does not 
constitute a public announce¬ 
ment. The University needs to 
be careful in giving the right 
information." 

The idea of a fund drive was 
approved by Bradley's board of 
trustees last April, their appro¬ 
val was based on the findings of 
two Chicago-based consulting 
firms. 

The University hopes to 
accomplish the goals in "three 
to five years. It depends on the 
type of responses we get and 
what the University comes back 
with. It develops slowly, it 
matures slowly," said Orendorff. 

We're in the process of 
developing strategy, determin¬ 
ing whether a particular fund¬ 
raising is feasible. A lot of ques¬ 
tions need to be answered 
before the University says 'this 
is what we’re going to do'," she 
said. ^ 

Abegg said, "Independent 
institutions are going to have to 
follow this if they're going to be 
successful in the end." 

Orendorff said the University 
is seeing if the "University com¬ 
munity will support the idea. If 
it doesn't, there will have to be 
some reconsideration ~ on 
approach. We're looking for 
prospects. The University has a 
long way to go before they can 
go out and say we need a firm 
commitment."

Tentative alcohol policies discussed

Objectives for the new 
Alcoholic Policy Committee 
were discussed at Monday's 
Senate meeting. 

Ben Hershey, chair of the 
committee, said the points 
being discussed were only ideas, 
not actual policies of his com¬ 
mittee. 

Bill Holderby, all-school 
president, explained key ideas 
of the proposed plan. "We 
would like to educate people in 
an effective manner, help them 
to become aware of some of the 


problems of alcohol. We jnay 
bring in speakers to talk about 
the problems and abuses of 
alcohol. We would also like to 
stress it more to incoming 
freshmen during orientation." 

Hershey told Senate "the 
focus of the committee is to 
help everyone. We would like to 
start an educational- program 
whereby abusers of alcohol 
would get help and counseling 
they need to help them with 
their problem. 

"The administration is basi¬ 
cally leaving it up to us to come 


up with a policy that helps us 
all. We proposed these intents 
to you so you could tell your 
constituents about them and get 
their feedback. 

"We encourage any ideas peo¬ 
ple may have regarding this 
problem," Hershey said. 

After the policy is written, 
Hershey said, "We will need a 
committee to be there and con¬ 
stantly update and revise the 
new policy. But for right now. it 
is important that we realize the 
need to get going on some kind 
of policy."

The threat of rape and 
violence is faced by women in 
FJ Salvador as part of their 
everyday life, said Marta Bena¬ 
vides, a Baptist minister from 
that Central American nation. 

Benavides spoke to about 40 
people in Bradley Hall Monday 
as part of her lour around the 
United States to make Ameri¬ 
cans more aware of the prob¬ 
lems in her country. 

The minister said few are 
aware of the terror people feel 
in FI Salvador, where women 
can t go out of their house 
without fearing rape and death. 

It is common for women to 
be pulled off of a bus by an 
officer or member of the 
government and be declared 
guilty of a crime which thev 
didn't commit," said Benavides. 
They are searched thoroughly 
and when the bus moves on 
they are pulled into some 
bushes and raped. After being 
raped, they are killed." 

Even though the official is at 
fault, there is no way it can be 
proven. 

"Police won't do anything 
about it," said Benavides. "They 
act as though it couldn't have 
happened." 

Benavides . related a personal 
story. "I have a friend who had 
a daughter. One day, the 
daughter and her boyfriend 
went to the grocery store. They 
didn t come back when 
expected and as darkness 
approached there was still no 
sign of them. The mother got 
worried and called me. 

’‘We went to the police sta¬ 
tion, but they said that the cou¬ 
ple had probably eloped. The 
mother knew that wasn’t true, 
|so we began to search. Finally 
we came upon -a body. From a 
distance the mother said it 
[couldn't be her daughter 
because the (body) was preg¬ 
nant. 

"As we got closer to me girl, 
her mother realized it was the 
daughter. Nearby lay the bodv 
of the boy friend. His head had 
been cut off' and stuffed into a 
slit in the girl's stomach." 

Part of the problem. Bena¬ 
vides said, is that the country is 
being run bv "top elitists." This

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Peace leader speaks out

The United States govern¬ 
ment is being sued for storing 
96 cruise missiles at Greenham 
Common in Britain, a violation 
of international law, said Gwyn 
Kirk, leader of the Greenham 
Common Peace Camp in Eng¬ 
land. 

Kirk spoke against the 
deployment of these missiles to 
about 30 people Saturday night 
in the Student Center. The lec¬ 
ture was sponsored by Students 
Against Nuclear Arms and Illi¬ 
nois Freeze Voter '84. 

The United States air base at 
Greenham Common is 60 miles 
west of London. "Although over 
50 percent of the country’s 
population lives within the 
100-mile firing radius of the 
base, no public debate was held 
over its formation," said Kirk. 

According to "Greenham 
Women Against Cruise Mis¬ 
siles," a pamphlet by the U.S. 
Center for Constitutional 
Rights, "the real decision to 
deploy the missiles was made by 
a small secret meeting of the 
U.S. president, British prime 
minister, French president and 
German chancellor in 1979." 


When peaceful demonstra¬ 
tions didn't arouse enough 
media exposure, the women 
sought a court injunction 
against the deployment of the 
cruise missiles. International law 
says "weapons and warfare that 
cause unnecessary or aggravated 
devastation or suffering are 
prohibited," according to the 
pamphlet. 

The case was dismissed last 
July by an American judge but 
will be brought before the U.S. 
Court of Appeals in New York. 

Cruise missiles are the 
"modernization" of nuclear 
weaponry by NATO. The 
ground-launched missile has 16 
times the power of the 
Hiroshima bomb." Kirk said. It 
is more than 20 feet long and 
flies well below the detection of 
enemy radar. 

The missiles are guided by 
TERCOM, a computer system 
which allows the missile to 
change its course. TERCOM 
also helps with missile accuracy. 
Cruise missiles fired from 1500 
miles will strike within 50 yards 
of the intended target. The mis¬ 
siles fly at about 500 miles per 
hour and take approximately 
three and one-half hours to 
complete a 1500-mile course. 

The U.S. government has 
more than 5000 air-, ground-, 
and sea-launched missiles 
planned at a cost of $2 million 
each. Kirk said, "Cruise missiles 
are not a deterrent, they are 
designed as 'first use,’ that is, 
to start a nuclear war." 

"We need to inverse this 
mind-set of peace with 
strength," Kirk said, "it is not 
unpatriotic to want peace." _

With the election just four 
days away, let's recap where the 
candidates stand on the major 
issues. 

The main issues in the elec¬ 
tion are the arms race, Ronald 
Reagan's leadership ability, 
taxes and the Supreme Court. 

In their current commercials, 
both Reagan and Walter Mon¬ 
dale try to give the impression 
that the other candidate will 
lead the country to nuclear des¬ 
truction. 

Reagan has his "Bear in the 
Woods" commercial, where he 
tries to impress upon us that 
Mondale's stand on arms reduc¬ 
tion will lead us to ignore the 
threat of the Russians.

Reagan countered this with a 
series of commercials showing 
scenes of Americana and billing 
him as "The President for 
Peace." 

Mondale has continuously 
assaulted Reagan's ability to 
lead the country. "He’s the first 
perfect president in America's 
history," said Mondale. "He's 
never done anything that was 
his fault." 

In recent appearances Mon¬ 
dale has called Reagan a 
"detached, remote, uninvolved 
and uninformed leader." 

Reagan counters that 
Mondale is "youthful and inex¬ 
perienced."

Mondale admits that he will 
raise taxes if elected. He also 
assails Reagan for not keeping 
his promise to balance the 
budget by 1983, noting that the 
annual deficit has risen to $200 
billion instead. 

Reagan has said that his poli¬ 
cies have already set the coun¬ 
try on the path to a balanced 
budget with continued economic 
expansion and budget-cutting. 


Many justices on the Court 
will retire within the next four 
years, and the next president 
will choose their successors. 
These justices will decide issues 
such as abortion and school 
prayer. 

Reagan's stand on abortion is 
that until it is proven that a 
fetus is not a human being, the 
unborn should be protected by 
the Constitution. 

Mondale said a constitutional 
amendment against abortion 
that Reagan supports would 
"make it a crime" for victims of 
rape and incest to have abor¬ 
tions.

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Broken promises, lies must stop Tuesday 


Four days from today you 
may be making the single most 
important decision of your polit¬ 
ical life. You must decide 
whether we will set our nation's 
course by reality and logic or 
optimism and well-wishing. You 
have a choice betwe6n the most 
honest political campaign since 
F.D.R. and an administration 
full of corruption and lies. 

In the past four years we may 
have forgotten Mr. Reagan’s 
campaign promises. He said that 
by 1983 he would have a bal¬ 
anced budget. By 1984 Ronald 
Reagan had actually raised the 
deficit from $87 billion to nearly

Then there was trouble with 
Mr. Casey, director of the 
C.I.A. Mr. Casey refused to put 
his personal assets in blind 
trust. This is an arrangement 
which has been practiced by 
people in this type of position 
for quite some time. 

The next Reagan appointee to 
fall under fire was James Watt

One Watt.) Mr. Watt, a self- 
proclaimed anti- 

conservationalist from Colorado 
who was entrusted with our 
national parks, was forced to 
resign because he was thought 
to be damaging to Ronald 
Reagan's chances for re- 
election. Appointing James Watt 
to the post of Secretary of the 
Interior is like appointing the 
wolf to guard the chicken coop. 

The next Reagan appointee to 
get into trouble was Anne 
Gorsuch-Burford. Burford,

Where were you the night of 
October 29 at 7? I know where 
you could have been You could 
have been sitting around candlelit 
tables, sipping wine and listening to 
one of the finest French folk singers 
of our time. His name is Jacques 
Yvart. His title is "singer-author- 
composer." 

Jacques’ evening "au cabaret" 
transformed the Student Center 
Ballroom into a cozy nightclub. 
The warm candlelight was matched 
by the cordial presence and mes¬ 
sage of this windbom spirit with 
laughing eyes and long, graying 
hair, accompanied by his Ovation 
classical guitar. Far from his home 
in Dunkirk, France, on the 
seashore, Jacques told us tales of 
mariners and pretty young ladies 
and the state of the Earth, as he 
sees it in 1984, 

After hearing Jacques two 
years ago in the Hartmann Center, 

I must admit that the anticipation 
was welling up inside me like a 
tidal wave as the lights dimmed 
and this troubadour took the stage. 
Jaques performed traditional French 
folk songs, his own compositions, 
and traditional French poetry put 
to his music. The mood swung 
from playful and carefree, as in 
"Ohe, Ohe du bateau," in which 
audience participation was 
encouraged, to dreamy, in "Les 
Oiseaux Migrateurs" (The Migratory 
Birds), to pleading, in "Citoyen du 


monde" (A Citizen of the World.) 

Some of the songs were from 
his new album, Citoyen du monde, 
including the title song and "Chan¬ 
son de la Mer Blanche" (Song of 
the White Sea), the latter of which 
is also found in his book for chil¬ 
dren, L'Echelle de Beaufort (Tale 
of the Wind), which was chosen 


two weeks ago as the French Best 
Book of the Year for Children. The 
story was written by Jacques and 
illustrated by a Ms. Forgent, "a 
friend of mine." Unlike most illus¬ 
trated books, in which the pictures 
are made after the text, in this 
case, "I started to write after I saw 
the pictures." 


Citoyen du monde" is actu 
ally part of a speech given in 1968 
in Paris by biologist Jean Rostand 
which Mr. Yvart melodized. The 
speech was made to the assembly 
of the Citizens of the World, an 
international organization of which 
Jacques is a member, and includes 
the words: How can we be citizens

For those theatre lovers who 
don’t bejieve in fairy godmothers, 
start believing A fairy godmother 
has descended on Bradley Univer 
sity Her name is Gretchen Iben. 

Iben has established the 
Richard and Gretchen Iben Lecture 
ship in memory of her husband. 
The lectureship will bring to Brad 
ley and the community "some of 
the most respected and gifted per¬ 
forming artists in the world " Dan 
O’Herlihy was the premiere lecturer 
last Tuesday night. 

O’Herlihy, Irish born, has a 
career that spans film, stage, and 
television. Some of his most recent 
works include the film The Last 
Starfighter, and Nancy Astor, a 
mini-series done on Masterpiece 
Theatre." He is a veteran of over 
70 films. For the film Robinson 
Crusoe he received an Academy 
Award nomination. It is safe to say 
that O’Herlihy is no stranger to the 
world of theatre. 

O’Herlihy’s performance on 
Tuesday was entitled "Five Men 
and a Pen." The five men were 
James Joyce, George Bernard 
Shaw, W.B. Yeats, Mark Twain and 
O’Herlihy himself. 

O’Herlihy, for the most part 
took on the character of these writ 
ers, or played other characters 
reading their works. He deserves 


much credit for the mere fact that I 
believed Mark Twain and G.B 
Shaw were actually alive and on 
stage 

As Twain, he spoke of the 
meaning of humor. "Humor is only 
a fragrance., a trick in the 
language." Then he went on to talk 
about people being humorous just 
by being themselves. Twain didn’t 
believe in this because he believed 
that people are "never their entire 
selves until they’re dead." 

After Twain there was a short 
intermission. When the lights went 
up on the second half of his perfor¬ 
mance, O’Herlihy 'had his back to 
the audience. A typewriter was 
heard, and it looked as though he 
was typing, although there was no 
typewriter. He turned to the 
audience, and as Bernard Shaw 
said, "I’ll be with you in a moment, 
can’t you see I’m working?" 

He then read a postcard from 
a young man asking to use the play 
The Devil's Disciple free of royal¬ 
ties. Shaw’s response was no, 
because he was too interested in 
making money. Shaw also read his 
response to an actress named 
Stella. She wanted a certain man to 
play Henry Higgins opposite her 
Liza Doolittle in his upcoming Pyg¬ 
malion. Shaw felt that he was all 
wrong for the part. He wanted a 
handsome Higgins, one who would

draw people to the theatre. Shaw 
wrote to her, "1 could not love thee 
much for 1 love money more.’’ 

The performance had its 
moments. For those of you con¬ 
fused by the performance, don’t 
fret.

.material. He had just finished writ¬ 
ing it a few weeks earlier, and just 


got the typed copy a day before he 
left for Peoria. He spoke in several 
classes, and was genuinely 
interested in our criticisms.

O’Herlihy plans to polish the rough 
edges and take his show to other 
campuses and theatres. It would be 
interesting to see the final product.

Psychedelic Furs are great. Not

If I sound like a raving lunatic 
now you should have seen me 
(along with about 3000 others) at 
last Thursday’s show in Braden 
Auditorium at ISU.

Freshmen get younger every 
year, but are there now toddlers 
attending Bradley? 

The children seen in Bradley 
Hall attend the Child Study 
Center, a program for the 
benefit of area pre-schoolers 
and Bradley students. 

Dr. Claire Etaugh, chairman 
of the psychology department, 
said the Center has three main 
objectives The first is "to pro¬ 
mote all aspects of development 
in pre-schoolers, such as intel¬ 
lectual, language, motor, social 
and emotional skills," Etaugh 
said. 

The second objective is to 
allow Bradley students to study 
and observe children in a group 
atmosphere. Students in areas 
such as child development, 
psychology, speech and hearing 
sciences, nursing, home 
economics and education can be 
involved. 

Students may work as assis¬ 
tant teachers for college credits. 
"Students and faculty can also 
do research on child behavior 
because the Center provides 
children of a specific age group 
in a group setting,'' Etaugh said. 

The third objective is to pro¬ 
vide a community service. 
"Children as young as 18 
months can become involved, 
and this makes the Center a 
unique, one of a kind program," 
said Etaugh. The program is 
filled for the next two years. 

There are two age groups at

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the Center. One is for toddlers 
(1-1/2 to 2-1/2 years old), and 
the other is for 3-year-olds. 
Each group includes 15 children 
each year. The amount of stu¬ 
dent teachers varies per semes¬ 
ter, but there is usually a ratio 
of one teacher for each two to 
three children in the toddler 
group. There are fewer teachers 
per student for the 3-vear-olds. 
The toddlers meet 9-11:30 two 
mornings a week, and the 3- 
year-olds meet three mornings 
each week. 

Toddlers are given develop¬ 
mental testing before entering 
the program to see if they can 
do what "typical" children in 
that age group can do. The 
child is tested throughout the 
year to monitor progress. The 
tests show where the child 
needs improvement, and the 
Center provides activities like 
walking up stairs, pushing a 
box, kicking a ball, picking up 
beads or identifying pictures, 
depending on the child's needs. 

Areas of emphasis include 
gross and fine motor skills, cog¬ 
nitive linguistic and verbal 
skills, "self-help" or learning 
independence and group 
interaction. 

The children are read stories 
for verbal stimulation and are 
taught things such as drinking 
from a cup or putting on a coat 
to help them become more 
independent. 

Cooperation and taking turns 
are skills stressed for successful 
group interaction. Etaugh said, 
"The constant evaluation and 
experiences help the children to 
grow and achieve competence." 


Centers join, 
become one

The newly formed Center for 
Testing and Counseling will 
host an open house Nov. 8 to 
give tours and answer questions 
about the recent merger 
between the Human Evaluation 
and Counseling Centers. 

The Strategic Planning Com¬ 
mittee recommended combining 
the two centers into the new 
Center for Testing and Counsel¬ 
ing, located in Bradley Hall. 

The committee said the merg¬ 
ing of the two centers would 
reduce expenses, since both do 
similar work. This past summer 
the decision was made to com¬ 
bine the centers, and work was 
completed by the beginning of 
September. 

"The merging will strengthen 
both units," said Harold Benner, 
director of the Center for Test¬ 
ing and Counseling. "Also, the 
same services are still offered 
and it brings the Human 
Evaluation Center fully back 
into the mainstream for stu¬ 
dents." 

The Human Evaluation 
Center began in the 1950s as 
the Diagnostic Center which 
tested people in the community, 
but not Bradley students. Dur¬ 
ing the 60s, the unit was split to 
make the Counseling Center an 
individual division. The center 
began testing students three 
years ago. 

The Center for Testing and 
Counseling is located in Bradley 
Hall, room 134. There are two 
testing rooms, and the center is 
run by a staff of professionals, 
graduate assistants and veteran 
representatives.

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'84: Reagan hasn't won yet 


There are those who think 
that the upcoming election has 
already been decided. Many 
polls show Ronald Reagan with 
a substantial lead over his 
democratic challenger, Walter 
Mondale. Many republicans feel 
that the campaign is over, that 
the only thing left to do is to 
wait for the "confirmation” of 
their victory after the elections. 

Although it may be some¬ 
thing of a cliche, polls are easily 
misused and misleading. For 
instance, in 1936 Literary Maga¬ 
zine conducted a poll for the 
presidential election between 
republican candidate Alf Lan- 
don and incumbent President 
Theodore Roosevelt, "...the 
Digest conducted their most 
ambitious poll: ten million bal¬ 
lots were sent to people listed in 
telephone directories and on 
lists of automobile owners. 
Over two million responded, 
giving republican contender Alf 
Landon a stunning 57 to 43 per¬ 
cent landslide over incumbent 
President Roosevelt." Roosevelt 
won, and by the largest 
landslide in United States his¬ 
tory.

Even the famous Gallup poll 
made a similar error in 1948. 
"Gallup and his American Insti¬ 
tute of Public Opinion used 
quota sampling to good effect in 
1936, 1940, and 1944-correctly 
picking the presidential winner 
each of those years. Then, in 
1948, Gallup and most political 
pollsters suffered the embar¬ 
rassment of picking New York 
Governor Thomas Dewey over 
incumbent President Harry Tru¬ 
man. A number of factors 
accounted for the 1948 failure. 
First, most of the pollsters 
stopped polling in early October 
despite a steady trend toward 
Truman during the campaign. 
In addition, many voters were 
undecided throughout the cam¬ 
paign, and they went dispropor¬ 
tionately for Truman when they 
stepped into the voting booth," 
wrote Earl Babbie in The Prac¬ 
tice of Social Research. 

The presidential elections 
now are equally uncertain. This 


election has seen a larger 
number of registrations than in 
previous elections, especially 
with members of minority 
groups who have been sorely 
hurt by Reaganomics. A recent 
article by James Reston in the 
New York Times entitled, "The 
Battle for the Dropouts" said, 
"the Voter Education Project, 
based in Atlanta says it has 
signed up 300,000 new black 
voters this year in Alabama, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, and 
Tennessee. It notes that Ronald 
Reagan won these six states in 
1980 by a total margin of only 
88 , 000 ..." 

Illinois is no different. Peoria, 
(with the new layoffs from 
Caterpillar) hasn't felt any of 
that promise in the snake oil 
the Reagan/Bush people have 
been selling. Illinois farmers 
haven't either. 

Illinois is a crucial state. Its 
large number of electors can 
decide an election, even one 
with a seemingly large margin. 

In the 1980 elections 39 per¬ 
cent of the nation's approxi¬ 
mately 29 million 18 to 24- 


year-old voters took part in the 
election, 12 million stayed 
home. This was two and one- 
half times Reagan's margin of 
victory over Jimmy Carter. In 
that same election, the number 
of college students in the 101 
congressional districts was 
greater than that margin of vic¬ 
tory. 

We here at Bradley can take a 
part in defeating Reagan. Not 
only by getting out and voting 
on Nov. 6, but also by helping 
in making sure that the large 
increase of registered voters 
here in Illinois and the Peoria 
area also get out and vote. Take 
part by helping in telephone and 
door to door canvassing for the 
Democratic Party here at Brad¬ 
ley and in the Peoria area. More 
information can be obtained, 
(concerning help) at the Demo¬ 
cratic Party's campaign head¬ 
quarters in Peoria on Main St. 

The election still hasn't been 
held. Although the republicans 
make it sound as if Reagan has 
the election in his back pocket 
we don't have to have four 
more years. We can have a 
change, for the better.

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Speaker claims churches are 
important to Central America

Church people in Central 
America must help the people 
deal with modernization and 
their desire for freedoms in the 
face of militarism and inequal¬ 
ity, Philip Berryman told about 
40 people in Student Center 107 
Wed. night. 

The church is important, Ber¬ 
ryman said, because it is dealing 
with issues that are current. "It 
is also important because of the 
role of religion in public life is 
something that has been surfac¬ 
ing in the United States." There 
is controversy over this public 
issue in our own country right 
now. 

Berryman is originally from 
Los Angeles, where he entered 
the seminary and became a 
Catholic priest. 

Berryman saw the changes 
made in the Catholic Church 
because of the Vatican II Coun¬ 
cil, when the church, which for 
centuries had refused to moder¬ 
nize, took a critical look at 
itself. 

This caused Catholics all over 
the world to take a closer look 
at their church and how they 
were affected by it. 

"When this happened in Latin 
America people began to look 
and apply this not only to the 
church but also to the society 
they were living in." said Berry¬ 
man, who worked for several 
years in Panama where people

were starting to make their lives 
better. 

Many times a priest would be 
able to visit a village only once 
every few months so the vil¬ 
lagers set their own religious 
norms. 

People became aware that the 
wide separation of income 
between peasants and landhold¬ 
ers wasn’t necessary. In Central 
America the top 2 percent of 
the population earns twice as 
much as the rest of the popula¬ 
tion put together. People found 
contradiction between their 
freedoms and those described in 
the scriptures. 

Berryman left the priesthood 
and married in 1973 but didn’t 
abandon his vocation. He has 
worked closely with church peo¬ 
ple since. 

He and his wife went to 
Guatemala as Central American 
Representatives to communicate 
to the United States what was 
happening there. 

In 1977 when a frost caused 
coffee prices in the U.S. to go 
up to $4 a pound, he investi¬ 
gated and found there was little 
effect on the Guatemalan coffee 
pickers. 

He worked closely with the 
people to see how they were 
affected by their government, 
the church and other events in 
the world. 

He saw how these people 
joined together to change their 


way of life. They were met 
with high levels of violence as 
the government killed 
thousands of peasant leaders 
and priests. 

Only the most dramatic 
incidents ever make the U.S. 
papers however. 

As violence increased, the 
church began to document indi¬ 
vidual cases of victims and to 
assist refugees. 

"Consistently church people 
have called for a settlement in 
that country." said Berryman. 

To demonstrate the serious¬ 
ness of the conflict between 
church and state he described 
an incident involving an 
archbishop who spoke out 
against the senseless killings. 

During a sermon the 
archbishop told soldiers that 
each time they killed a peasant 
they were killing their own 
brothers and sisters. He was 
killed two days later. At his fun¬ 
eral 20 or 40 people were killed 
when shooting started and 
bombs went off. 

"Having lived in another cul¬ 
ture, when I came back to the 
U.S. I could see things didn’t 
have to be here necessarily the 
way they were," said Berryman. 

He described "submerged 
consciousness," a condition 
where people see the world only 
from their own point of view. 
He contrasted this condition to 
people who have emerged from

this kind of thinking by uniting, 
using critical thinking and tak¬ 
ing action to make changes in 
their lives. 

Berryman said, "in many ways 
a peasant, who in Latin Amer¬ 
ica has emerged out of his 
inherited state and become 
active pushing for change may 
actually have a more alert view 


of the world than a North 
American who may have 10, 20 
or 50 times the income but 
whose consciousness is sub¬ 
merged." 

Berryman’s lecture was one 
of four activities for the "Other 
Side of America" program spon¬ 
sored by the Latin American 
Student Association this week.

Bradley University finished 
the 1983-84 fiscal year with a 
surplus, according to a report 
released last week by Dr. Mar¬ 
tin G. Abegg, University 
president. 

"Although Bradley is a not- 
for-profit institution, we believe 
it is a sign of financial stability 
to complete the year with a 
SI35,000 ’surplus’," said Abegg. 

The University’s operating 
revenues and expenses are 
composed of two general 
classifications: educational and 
general, and auxiliary. 

The education and general 
category involves the academic 
and related operating costs of 
the institution. 

Some of the revenue items 
are student tuition and fees, 
private gifts and grants, and 
government appropriations 
while expenses consist of the 
facilities, administration, stu¬ 
dent aid, and public services 
and information, according to 


the report. 

The auxiliary classification 
relates to activities that provide 
for services and facilities to be 
used by students and staff'. 

These revenues and expenses 
entail dormitory and food ser¬ 
vice, intramural and intercolle¬ 
giate athletics, the Bookstore, 
and the Student Center. 

Student tuition and fees usu¬ 
ally make up the main portion 
of educational and general reve¬ 
nue in a private university. 

At Bradley, 77.4 percent of 
the education and general reve¬ 
nues were from tuition and fees 
in 1983-84. 

There are two major sources 
of revenue that will hopefully 
relieve Bradley’s dependency on 
tuition. These sources are 
private gifts, grants, and earn¬ 
ings from the endowment. 

In 1983-84, there was an 
increase of 165,000 of private 
gift and grant revenues gen¬ 
erated solely for current opera¬ 
tions. 


Senate investigates 
planning committee 

Bradley’s "temporary" Strategic Planning Committee, formed 
two years ago, will become permanent. 

The Committee was formed to outline a series of ideas aimed 
at cutting costs, attracting students and improving the University’s 
academic depth. 

Student Senate formed an ad hoc committee to make recom¬ 
mendations concerning the formation and procedures of the Stra¬ 
tegic Planning Committee, write a scope of what the Strategic Plan¬ 
ning Committee will do, and go back to the Committee with stu¬ 
dent inputs and views. 

Members of the Student Senate ad hoc committee are Dave 
McCalpin, Angie Cavett, David Thompson, and a member of 
University Senate. 

All-school President Bill Holderby said, "Students should have 
a voice in what affects them," and they "should start to be more 
active, and voice their opinions." With the ad hoc committee, the 
administration will get more student input. 

"The future needs to be addressed now," Holderby said. The 
effects of the Strategic Planning Committee will be visible in about 
one year.

An investigation by Assistant 
Head Resident Chuck Trent 
indicated that the students 
reported theft to collect 
insurance money. 

Two students had entered the 
room that evening after discov¬ 
ering the unlocked door. They 
turned over the beds in what 
they said was usually a messy 
room. They took nothing from 
the room, security reported. 
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'84 campaign ends-Reagan wins

"I don’t think there was any 
mandate out there whatsoever,” 
Democratic House Speaker 
Thomas P. O'Neill Jr. said. 

O'Neill is probably right, 
because despite his landslide, 
Reagan will still operate with a 
Democratic House. The Demo¬ 
crats also picked up two Senate 
seats, to trim the G.O.P. major¬ 
ity to 53-47. 

One of the seats the Demo¬ 
crats picked up was in Illinois, 
where Paul Simon defeated 
Charles Percy, breaking Percy's 
18-year string. 

Percy's defeat leaves the Sen¬ 
ate Foreign Relations Commit¬ 
tee chair open. Arch conserva¬ 
tive Jesse Helms (R.- North 
Carolina) has the right of first 
refusal for this position, due to 
his seniority in the party. 
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After nearly two years, the 
1984 campaign has come to a 
close, with Ronald Reagan 
sweeping to victory. 

Reagan lost only in Min¬ 
nesota, Walter Mondale's home 
state, and the District of 
Columbia. The 525 electoral 
votes he earned breaks the 
record of 523 set by Franklin 
Roosevelt in 1936. 

Of course, after the totals 
started to come in, our 
"President for Peace" did say 
that he was tired of being asked 
what he as going to do about 
the arms race and that the press 
should start asking the Russians 
what they were going to do, so 
don't start looking for any mira¬ 
cles after this landslide. 

After recovering from the 
campaign, Reagan's next task 
will be to submit a budget to 
Congress, a job that should 
keep him occupied the next 90 
days. 

After a landslide victory, a 
candidate would usually start 
talking about his "mandate”. 

Williams residents 
required to pay

Williams Hall residents must now pay if they are to attend 
Interdorm Council activities because the Williams Hall Dorm 
Council withdrew from I DC this semester. 

Steve Meier, president of Williams dorm council, said the deci¬ 
sion for Williams to leave I DC this year was "decided and voted on 
at the beginning of this year." 

I DC sponsors a variety of activities for dorm students. It co¬ 
sponsors movies with ACBU where dorm students associated with 
I DC get in free and other students must pay $1. Williams residents 
are required to pay the $1. I DC also sponsors "Dinner On Us" each 
semester, where students can get a gondola and can of soda for $1. 

Karen James, vice-president of I DC said, "It's still up in the 
air" whether Williams residents will be able to participate in dorm 
interaction week. I DC sponsors a week of activities, lectures and 
dorm parties. "It hasn't been decided if they can go," she said. 

Meier said Williams council decided to leave I DC after peti¬ 
tions were circulated to residents. Reasons for leaving are "the 
activities I DC sponsors do not benefit students in the dorm-some 
didn’t take advantage of the activities. The amount of money we 
have to pay to IDC is more than the benefits of the activities." 

Williams pays.$385 a year to IDC. That amount is $1 per stu¬ 
dent, the figure is part of the dorm fee paid by students. "$1 goes 
to them (IDC) and $5 stays in the dorm. 

"The majority of students want to keep the money in the 
dorm," Meier said. By not paying the $385 to IDC, Williams dorm 
council was able to give "25 percent more money to the floors and 
we’re using it to benefit the students in the dorm," he said. 

James said she believes that Williams didn't want to leave 
IDC, they just didn’t want to pay the money. "They want the 
benefits (of the IDC activities) but they don't want to pay the 
money." 

Barb Carraway, assistant director of residential life and adviser 
to IDC, said, "Williams wants to retain as much of the money (paid 
to IDC) to benefit its students." 

Meier said, "We’re just trying to make IDC aware of us-see if 
they can’t promote more student related activities. This is the first 
time any dorm has done this (leave IDC). However, that could 
change next year. Williams dorm council could decide to pay the 
fee next year." 
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Helms’ conservative tenden¬ 
cies could further hamper any 
arms agreement with the 
Soviets. But there is pressure on 
Helms to remain as chair of the 
Agriculture Committee, which 
has a direct effect on his agri¬ 
cultural state. 

In local races. House minority 
leader Robert Michel defeated 
Gerald Bradley, Republican 
Lane Evans defeated Ken 
McMillan and Republican 
Edward Madiger defeated John 
Hoffman.

In response to a voter poll conducted by the Scout prior to the 
election, 34 of the 37 respondents said they planned to vote. 

When asked which candidate of the four would make the best 
president, voters gave Reagan 11 votes. Mondale 10, Bush 4 and i 
Ferraro 6. 

Bush led the balloting for vice-president with 13 votes. Fer¬ 
raro reserved 11 votes, Reagan four, and Mondale 3. 

Senator Howard Baker received one presidential write-in vote, 
as did Jack Kemp for the office of vice-president. 

As a ticket. Mondale and Ferraro had a slight edge (13-12) 
over Reagan and Bush.

The alumni of Bradley University seem to hold more 
power over what happens here than the students now attend¬ 
ing. This was illustrated by a recent decision to move the 
date of Homecoming from March 2 to Feb. 2. 

Why was this change made? Apparently because the 
Alumni Association couldn’t find a place to hold its 
Homecoming dance on March 2.

The Alumni Association should give ACBU the needed 
funding because there would have been no problem had 
Homecoming been left as is. 

Bross said the change should not affect any events to 
celebrate Homecoming. Of course there’s a question of 
whether or not the pep rally and bon fire will succeed. The 
rally will probably be held on Feb. 1, a day not noted for 
good weather. Well, they’ll just pour lots of kerosene on the 

bon fire to keep everyone warm 

Ed Wiemeler, chair of ACBU’s Homecoming Commit¬ 
tee has some doubts as to whether the rally and bon hre is 
feasible. Some doubts? That event should be canceled and 
something else planned in its place. Sure, maybe there 11 be 
an early thaw and everything will go just right, but then 
maybe tuition will go down next year. Neither is very likely.

It is also 
Groundhog’s Day, though and this may prove symbolic as 
students attempt to partake in the festivities only to decide 
to wait another six weeks until going out again.

Health fee

The Student Senate Executive 
Board feels it is important to 
respond to the issues brought out in 
last week’s Scout issue concerning 
the supplemental amendment to the 
health fee. This amendment would 
have made participation in the 
health program optional for all stu¬ 
dents. 

The original health fee proposal 
from the Campus Affairs Commit¬ 
tee of Student Senate included pro¬ 
visions for making the plan optional. 
Senate's objective was to improve 
the quality of the health center 
while keeping costs to the students 
as low as possible. Research has 
indicated that the costs involved in 
the paperwork would not adhere to 
the purpose of the fee. The fee was 
proposed to improve the health 
center; not pay for the high costs of 
the paperwork. In addition. Senate 
took into consideration the realiza¬ 
tion of the optional plan's soft 
assets. It is inherently difficult to 
budget for improvements when the 
number of participants is question¬ 
able. 

As for the Senate's procedure 
for gaining students' feedback. 
Senators are required to attend 
dorm Council meetings, OSCA 
meetings and their respective consti¬ 
tuencies. Senators vote in their best 
judgement as to what their consti¬ 
tuencies want. This has been the 
policy of Student Senate since its 
conception, and will continue to be 
so in the future.

What is happening in Central 
America is like what happened 
in Viet Nam, said Charles Cle¬ 
ments, M.D., who spent several 
months in El Salvador. Cle¬ 
ments spoke to about 80 people 
in the Student Center Monday. 

"It’s not history of which I'm 
speaking, but the reality of life 
in El Salvador," said dements. 
He talked about his experiences 
as a doctor in Guazapa, a vol¬ 
canic city in El Salvador. 

Clements was working as a 
family physician in Salinas, 
Calif, when he first saw El Sal¬ 
vadoran refugees. One was a 
woman who came to him 
because her breast had been 
severed from her body with a 
machete. He also saw religious 
workers, farmers, union leaders 
and medical students forced to 
leave their country. 

"I felt an obligation to do 
something after my experience 
in Viet Nam," said Clements. 

He became "increasingly 
alarmed" with the situation in El 
Salvador because he "under¬ 
stood the language of interven¬ 
tion." 

Clements went to Mexico 
City to negotiate with guerillas 
about doing medical work in 


rural areas of El Salvador. He 
was given three conditions of 
service: he could carry no arms, 
he had to work only with the 
civilian population, and he was 
to treat people without political 
application. 

To get medical supplies into 
the country, Clements said he 
literally had to sneak in with a 
75-pound bag of supplies on his 
back. Medicine in rural areas 
was contraband and controlled 
by the military. 

Most people in El Salvador 
are day laborers on farms, said 
Clements. They couldn’t fight 
and organizations were 
outlawed. 

The civilians developed a 
"liberation theology," realizing 
their misery was caused by 
men’s greed, not God’s will 
They responded by forming 
literacy classes and looking at 
their own reality, said Clements. 

In 1972, Duarte was elected 
president of El Salvador and 
overturned by a military coup 
within 72 hours. A death squad 
targeted anyone who was "sub¬ 
versive." 

It was a time of an "escalating 
spiral of action and reaction " 
said Clements. 

In 1979 there was another

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Students consider use of suicide 
pills during nuclear war

Student referenda to stockpile 
cyanide pills for use in the 
event of nuclear war were 
recently voted on at Brown 


University and the University of 
Colorado, according to the Col¬ 
lege Press Service (CPS). 

Brown students voted 1044 to 
687 in favor of a measure ask¬ 
ing college officials "to stockpile

suicide pills for optional student 
use exclusively in the event of a 
nuclear war." 

However, Colorado students 
voted against similar referen¬ 
dum on that campus. Some stu¬ 
dent activists have warned that 
the votes may have done the 
campus freeze movement more 
harm than good. 

"I would’ve been more 
pleased if they were supporting 
a referendum of a more hopeful 
type of situation, such as a 
nuclear freeze," said Ann Marie 
Calistro, president of Students 
Against Nuclear Arms at Brad¬ 
ley. 

Calistro said the nuclear arms 
issue "is a problem we have to 
deal with today," and that the 
Brown and Colorado students 
should be commended for being 
up on the issue. 

Calistro believes the public 
can be educated through other 
kinds of action which would 
generate a more hopeful feeling. 

Officials at Colorado and 
Brown said the student 
referenda are not binding and 
refuse to consider stocking the 
deadly pills. 

Students at both schools said 
their motivation is purely edu¬ 
cational. Advocates said their 
intent is to make the public 
aware of its options. 

Stanford Gottlieb, executive 
director of United Campuses to 
Prevent Nuclear War, said 
thinking about suicide could 
cause pessimistic attitudes and 
drive students away from the 
movement, CPS reported. 


Yearbook staff 
aims for 700

The Amiga completed senior portrait sittings for the 1984-85 
yearbook with a total of approximately 450 photo sessions, said 
Kaethe Cusack, Anaga editor. The total represents over 40 percent 
of the senior population which is about the number reached last 
year. 

About 560 books have been sold so far. Cusack said the stafl 
is working to sell 700 books, which is also last year s total. Cusack 
said since "most organizations get about 50 percent student 
involvement, this is about what you’re going to get," as far as sales 
are concerned. 

The staff tried to increase the number of sittings and the 
number of books sold by calling each senior and also offering to 
pay the $2 portrait sitting fee if the senior bought an Anaga , 
Cusack said. 

Thirty-six people are currently working on the book, which 
falls under the jurisdiction of the Publications Council. Last year 
the yearbook was almost discontinued due to low sales and poor 
quality of prior books. Under the editorship of Bob Beodecker the 
1983-84 yearbook increased sales and reduced the price of each 
book from $17 to $10. The book will be available for that price this 
year also. 

Cusack said "there will be a limited number of books available 
next year," because the staff will only order 700, unless more books 
are purchased by May. 

Organizations can buy advertising space in the book. Cusack 
said an organization can be anything from a dorm floor to a group 
of friends or a single person. Ads cost $65 for a full page, with the 
one-eight of a page being the smallest size available.

Railways 
captured 
in photo 
show

A part of Peoria not often seen is captured in "A Heritage of Steel," a 
show of some Bradley photojournalism students’ work. 

The show, in the Virginius H. Chase Special Collection Center, docu¬ 
ments aspects of the railroad from an overall scenic view, with special 
attention to design, to a look at the people involved with the railroad. 

The poster advertising the show is the first sight to stimulate the eye. 
It seems to bring a new dimension to railroads. It is graphically appealing 
because of the way the lines form many images and give the feeling of 
depth, like a 'steel eye" drawing you in. 

The strangest point of the show is its careful attention to details 
which form abstract designs. The close-ups of the wheel and the spike 
breaking the wood are not only printed well but also bring one’s attention 
to the small specifics which make up the whole. 

The shot of the ladder could be printed better but is graphically 
pleasing. The close-up of a couple is printed well and shows the power 
inherent in this one small vantage point. 

The scenic pictures give a sense of serenity to the dominance of the 
railroad when it encompasses an area. The two color pictures are well 
done but seem somewhat out of place among the dramatic black and white 
photos. 

The photo of the train in motion while people wait gives the only 
sense of motion to the show. The pictures of the track and the trains not 
rpoving give the feeling of the continuous, ongoing process of the railroad. 

The people pictures show some interesting characters. The photo of 
the couple sitting is delightful, and the one of a man playing with his 
trains shows the interest even grown-ups have in model trains. The picture 
of railroad workers gives the sense of communication between humans and 
steel which is needed to keep the railroad in operation. 

The show should have had more people represented and the people 
pictures were the weakest as far as the printing goes. Many of the photos 
were flat and a few were out of focus. However, the show does a good job 
of documenting the railroad from the most specific details to an overall 
view of the railroad’s existence. 
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Avant-garde film fest offers fun

What do you do for fun if you 
have a burning passion for humor, 
art and adventure?

One of the highlights of Friday 
night’s program was Notes on the 
Circus, by Jonas Mekas, a wonder¬ 
fully childlike view of the circus, 
using all that neato superimposing 
and jittery camera stuff from the 
60’s (all of these films were made 
in the 60’s) that made it all seem 
like a wild dream. 

The accompanying soundtrack 
was Jug-band music, which fit the 
mood perfectly and completed the 
sense of fun. It’s hard to conceive 
of anyone watching this film and 
not being cheered up. 

Wavelength, by Michael Snow, 
a 45-minute zoom across a room to 
a small photo of ocean waves on 
the far wall, fascinated me with its 
surreal, time-distorted quality. The 
room was shown in nearly every 
possible permutation of light, 
activity and atmosphere, including 
events such as a death, the moving 
of furniture and two women enter¬ 
ing the room and listening to 
"Strawberry Fields Forever on the 
radio, which captured perfectly the 
60’s feel of the film and warmed 
this Beatle fan’s heart. The whole 


film was like seeing things in the 
confused way of a small child. 

Saturday’s show stealers were 
two heavily ironic films with a 
strong sense of humor. Our Lady of 
the Sphere , by Larry Jordan, was a 
Monty Python like collage of cut¬ 
outs and Victorian steel engravings. 

While there were deeper con¬ 
notations of death in the film s 
more haunting imagery, most of the 
audience couldn t help laughing at 
cut-outs of people twittering 
around like birds and sudden 
buzzers that sounded like Richard 
Dawson on the rampage. 

Bleu Shut, Saturday’s closer, 
was sort of a TV game show with 
non sequitur clips of everything 
from dogs barking out of sync to 
sizzling beans’n’weenies that had 
the audience in hysterics. 
Meanwhile, two guys on voice-over 
tried to guess the names of boats 
flashed on the screen, and half-way 
through the audience was guessing 
along. The whole thing ended up 
with a wildly funny shot of five 
people sticking out their tongues in 
slow motion that seemed to go on 
forever. What do you do for an 
encore?

present stiff pets and limp parody

It’s a dark and stormy night. 
Your homework is finished. You re 
bored. So you pick a book from the 
shelf and begin to read. If the book 
is Stephen King’s new Pet Sema¬ 
tary, you’d do better to save it 
until the middle of a bright day. 

Pet Sematary was released last 
year in hardcover and in paperback 
in time for this Halloween. If you’re 
the type who likes to be scared, it s 
worth the S4.50 cover price.

If you’re weak of heart or 
easily affected by stories of the 
walking dead, then stay away from 
the Pet Sematary. 

The story takes place, like 
many of King’s books, in a country 
town near Portland, Maine. Just 
outside of this town, Ludlow, there 
is an old pet cemetery, where the 
town children have buried their 
dogs, cats, hamsters or whatever, 
since at least the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. The woods behind the pet 
cemetery contain more than the 
bodies of old pets, though. 

Enter the Creed family. They 
are lovely people. Louis Creed is a 
young doctor who has just taken a 
position as director of the infirmary 
at nearby University of Maine. 
Rachael, Louis’ wife, is a beautiful, 
intelligent, concerned mother and 
wife. Their two children, Ellie and 
Gage, are about as cute and lovable 
as you can get in a horror story. 
Ellie has a cat named Winston 
Churchill. 

The novel deals, for a while at 
least, with Rachael’s fear of death, 
(a left over from her older sister’s 


death when she was a child) in 
comparison to her daughter s 
curiosity about it and her husband s 
clinical acceptance of it as part of 
his job. 

Very early in the novel King 


gives the reader a taste of the gore 
to come. His ability to describe 
ghoulish events is eerie in it self. 
Pet Sematary also shows that King 
can write non-horror. The sections 
describing the Creed family’s rela¬ 


tions are realistic and help provide 
motivation for what happens later. 

At some times, however, the 
non-horror sections became too 
drawn-out and frustrating. The frus¬ 
tration is complicated by the fre¬ 
quent touches of foreshadowing 
that'make you want to know what, 
exactly, is coming up, but you have 
to get through pages and pages of 
family fun before the meaty stuff 
comes around. 

Another problem with the 
book surfaces at the end, when you 
are left hanging, sort of. You’ll 
probably want to read about one 
chapter more than King provided. 
There were some unresolved 
conflicts that should have been 
wrapped-up, in contrast to at least 
one situation involving a minor 
character that didn’t need to be 
included. 

Overall, however, King proves 
once more that he can cook-up 
more hojror stories than any other 
kid around the campfire. Let s just 
hope, though, that no one tries to 
make a movie out of Pet Sematary 
because it will either be as disap¬ 
pointing as the ones made out of 
King’s former books, or it’ll be so 
scary that no one will want to sit in 
the dark and watch it.

At the onset of Culture Club’s 
concert Wednesday at U. of I.’s 
Assembly Hall, Boy George pro¬ 
claimed, Anything can happen and 
it will.

Wearing a black, broad- 
shouldered coat and black gauchos 
Boy George introduced "Tumble" 
looking like a Joan Crawford in 
mourning. 

The concert included all of the 
Club s hits, and at least seven new 
songs, all skillfully performed.

Yet the production of this technical 
magic didn’t interfere with the 
audience’s view of the stage.

| pie cameras mounted on robot arms 
stayed out of the circle of light 
around the stage. 

The addition of video to the 
concert did have its drawbacks. 
Often the performers seemed to be 
playing to the camera more than to 
the audience. The audience did, 
however, get to see parts of the 
show previously only available on 
HBO or videocassette. Unfor¬ 
tunately, shots of the guitarists’ 
fingers on the strings almost made 
the concert seem prerecorded.

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Daily Vidette must comply

McLean County Circuit Judge James Knecht decided the Daily 
Vidette, the Illinois State University newspaper, must comply with a 
subpoena for photographs taken of a riot in early October. 

The police need the photographs to help identify vandals. The 
photographs being requested were taken by photographers late Oct. 
3 and early Oct. 4. The police need the pictures to help them iden¬ 
tify the vandals who damaged Normal City Hall and Illinois State’s 
campus. 

George Taseff', attorney for the Vidette , argued that the paper 
should not have to give the photos or the negatives to the police. 
Taseff reasoned first that the subpoena was too general, asking for 
photos taken during an eight and one-half hour time period. 
Secondly, he said the subpoena was a violation of First Amend¬ 
ment rights. 

Vidette editor-in-chief Steve Arney said that the police had the 
same chances to take pictures everyone else had. He also said he 
feels Normal Police Chief David Lehr, "who caused the subpoena, 
is playing a political game." 

Under Illinois statutes, a reporter cannot be forced to reveal 
his sources. The basic problem if if the photos should be 
considered a source. 

Taseff and Arney consider the photos a source, but the judge 
ruled in favor of the police. Even if photos were a source, a court 
order could have been issued and the photos would have to be 
turned over. 


BU student aide program excels

The Bradley student aide pro¬ 
gram has been cited one of the 
top two in the contrary accord¬ 
ing to a new study published 
nationwide this semester by a 
team of paraprofessional 
experts. 

"Bradley’s program is one of 
the two best in the country," 
said David Goldenberg, director 
of orientation and advisement 
and the faculty advisor to the 
student aids. "This is a very 
high honor for us." 

The other school in the book, 
"Students as Paraprofessional 
Staff was Bentley College in 
Massachusetts. 

Bradley's program was cited 
for the involvement the aides 
take during orientation, the 
FOOTSTEPS program, health 
education, the tutor file and the 
B.E.S.T. lectures given each 
year. 


"We’re proud to be recog¬ 
nized for our program," said 
Ray Zarvell, director of the 
educational development unit. 
"I think that it’s great." 

Goldenberg said Bradley's 
student aide program has a 
national reputation. "People 
from all over the country have 
told me when 1 go to 
conferences that they have 
heard about our program," said 
Goldberg. "Our program is 
really different from most of the 
other schools." 

Zarvell said in addition to 
having the student aides be 
orientation facilitators, the stu¬ 
dent aides also coordinate the 
tutor file and other popular pro¬ 
grams on campus which were 
begun in the early 70s. 

Goldberg said the student 
aides have recently expanded 
their role by becoming "parapro- 
fessional" or students who do 
more than just facilitate, they 
also act as peer counselors to 


the students. 

According to the book edited 
by Steven C. Ender and Roger 
B. Winston, Jr., "...the positive 
impact of all of the programs 
Bradley offers can be quantified. 
The Evaluation Survey Service 
(ESS), a campus climate study) 
sponsored by the American Col¬ 
lege Testing (ACT) program, 
identified the summer orienta¬ 
tion program as the single most 
positive aspect of the Bradley^ 
campus. Faculty who were wary 
of involving students in the 
class-scheduling process find 
that the aides’ work is flawless." 

Goldenberg said Bradley’s I 
student aides are often asked to 1 
travel to various conventions 
and conferences around the 
country to present "mini- 
seminars" regarding aspects of 
peer counseling, etc. 

The student aide program was 
begun in 1972, but according to 
Zarvell, "Really picked up steam* 
around 1976."

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Report could cause long reform period for’cSleg"^'..

Student and college officials 
nationwide think a newly- 
released government report on 
higher education probably has 
begun a long reform period for 
the nation's colleges, and could 
eventually make students go to 
school longer and take more 
liberal arts courses to graduate. 

While most sources agree the 
report has brought much- 
needed attention to colleges, 
they're more concerned about 
the thoroughness and reliability 
of the study itself. 

The new study, together with 
others due to be released in the 
next two years, signals that "this 
will be an important decade for 
the re-allignment of higher edu¬ 
cation and for setting new 
goals," says Ernest Boyer, 
president of the Carnegie Foun¬ 
dation, and author of last year's 
highly- acclaimed study, "High 
Schools," which made secondary 
education a major political 
issue 


"We hope the report will gen¬ 
erate as much interest in higher 
education-both its strengths 
and weaknesses- as the 'Nation 
At Risk' report on secondary 
education did for junior high 
and high schools last year," says 
Bill Kroger, spokesman for the 
American Council on Education 
(ACE). 

Although we don't expect 
the new report to draw the 
same kind of attention for col¬ 
leges that was seen last year for 
high schools, you certainly 
could look at it" as the annoint- 
ing of higher education as a pol¬ 
itical issue, agrees Cliff' Adel- 
man, spokesman for the 
Department of Education's 
National Institute on Education 
(NIE), which sponsored the 
new study. 

The report, "Involvement in 
Learning: Realizing the Poten¬ 
tial of American Higher Educa¬ 
tion," was prepared by a sever- 
member panel of higher educa-

tion experts at the behest of 
U.S. Education Secretary Terrel 
Bell. 

Comparing colleges' problems 
to a mild case of the flu. Bell 
says the report shows that 
"American higher education has 
the sniffles," adding "it might 
come down with a bad cold or 
even pneumonia if we don't do 
something about it." 

"I don't know how a case of 
the sniffles compares to a rising 
tide," jokes Boyer refering to 
Bell's 1983 characterization of 
public education as a "rising tide 
of mediocraty." 

"But I guess he means the 
problems in higher education 
aren t as bad as in the public 
schools," Boyer adds. 

The NIE report charges 
American colleges are plagued 
by problems. 

For example, faculty salaries 
are so low that "the (teaching) 
profession itself has become 
less attractive to our brightest 


students," the report says. 

In addition, "increasing 
numbers of students are major¬ 
ing in narrow specialties" in 
which the programs are "iso¬ 
lated from one another." Thus, 
"many students end up with 
fragmented and limited 
knowledge." 

The panelists want all stu¬ 
dents to take at least two years 
of liberal arts courses-even if it 
means extending the length of 
their educations-and pass a 
series of tests to prove their 
skills. 

But some sources complain 
the report is statistically inaccu¬ 
rate, neglects "non-traditional" 
students, and seriously lacks 
student input and involvement. 

"The report is wrong in saying 
that only half of all students 
complete their BA’s," argues 
ACE's Kroger. 

Instead, he contends "65 per¬ 
cent of all entering freshmen 
complete their BA degrees

within four years, and 75 per¬ 
cent complete them within 10 
years." 

NIE s Adelman, however, 
says the report's 50 percent dro¬ 
pout rale, unlike the ACE's, 
takes into account all entering 
freshmen, not just full time stu¬ 
dents. 

"It clearly is a report that did 
a good effort at examining 
higher education," says Kathy 
Ozer, legislative liaison for the 
U.S. Student Association. "But 
it neglects the funding issue 
altoghether, lacks student input 
and involvement, and there’s a 
good deal of rhetoric in the text 
that doesn’t belong there, and 
I’m not sure what it means." 

"But the one thing I am most 
concerned about," she contin¬ 
ues, 'is that it neglects that 
there have been major funding 
cuts at both the state and 
federal levels. 

The report also suggests voca¬ 
tional and traditional academic 
programs are separate issues, 
and should not be taught side 
by side at colleges, notes the 
Carnegie Foundation's Boyer. 

"But we live our lives in a 
way that blends our work with 
our values and other 
knowledge," he points out. 
"And I’m troubled that the 
report has put them on a colli¬ 
sion courses when the real 
problem is finding the proper 
way to integrate them."

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More internships , 
jobs being offered

Businesses are offering more 
internships this fall, and campus 
cooperative education offices 
have more jobs to offer stu¬ 
dents than in recent years, 
which may be due to a slight 
economic recovery, according to 
the College Press Service. 

Bradley is one of many 
schools nationwide experiencing 
an increase in the number of 
co-op positions and internships 
available, said Debbie Artz, 
assistant director of the Bradley 
cooperative education program. 

"We’ve seen a 25 percent 
increase in the number of place¬ 
ments from the fall of 1982 to 
the spring of 1984," said Artz. 
"This is due in large part to the 
efforts of the co-op staff'. 
Bradley’s co-op program has 
been promoted heavily through 
special employer workshops, 
special mailings, phone calls, 
and visits," she said. "The 
number of employers has 


increased steadily over the years 
and we’re hoping it will con¬ 
tinue to grow." 

Bradley offers two cooperative 
education program options. The 
full-time alternating option 
allows the employer to cover a 
full-time position with a pair of 
students who rotate from on- 
campus study to full-time off- 
campus work. The work periods 
are generally August to 

December, January to May, and 
May to August, Artz said. 

The parallel education pro¬ 
gram allows Peoria-area 

employers to utilize Bradley 
talent on a part-time basis. 
Parallel co-op students attend 
Bradley part-time, and work 
part-time with their co-op 

employer, Artz said. 

"Total income earned by co¬ 
op students over the past year 
was over $1 million," said Artz. 

Internships typically are one¬ 
time, paid, project-oriented 
work experiences offered during

"In order to participate in the 
co-op program a student must 
have a minimum grade point 
average of 2.5 and have at least 
sophomore standing," said Artz. 
"There is a $100 one-time place¬ 
ment fee, and a student is 
required to do at least two co¬ 
ops," she said. "Depending on 
the academic area they’re 
involved in, a student could 
also receive academic credit for 
their work experience," she 
said. 

Co-op positions are available 
from all colleges in the Univer¬ 
sity. Of the six co-op areas, the 
best placement rate has been in 
business, almost doubling over 
the past year, said Artz. There 
were more than 140 employers 
and 270 students participating in 
the co-op program last year. 

The co-op office maintains a 
listing of possible positions on 
the Cyber computer. Any stu¬ 
dent may access this file by 
using COOP as the user name 
and password.

Ueberroth faces immediate problems

Baseball Commissioner Peter 
Ueberroth has announced that 
he will poll fans to find out 
whether they like the designated 
hitter rule, according to 
WEEK-TV. - 

If the fans don’t like the DH, 
it will be removed from base¬ 
ball However, if the fans do 
approve of the DH, it may be 
used by the National League as 
early as the 1986 season. 

Whether you favor the DH or 
not, this decision should be 
applauded, in that it gives the 
fans a say in "The Great Ameri¬ 
can Pasttime." In other words, 
it’s bringing baseball to the fans 
in a positive way. 

This is opposed to some ot 
the negative ways baseball has 
been brought to the fans. These 
include the umpires strike dur¬ 
ing this year’s playofts, the 1981 
players’ strike and the high 
salaries of free-agent players. 

The umpires struck this year 


on the eve of playofts. Rather 
than settling immediately, base¬ 
ball dragged its feet and didn’t 
settle until the deciding fifth 
game of the National League 
playoff's. To add to the credibil¬ 
ity gap, only four amateur 
umpires were used as opposed 
to the customary six profession¬ 
als during each playoff game. 

On the subject of baseball 
dragging its feet, the 1981 
players' strike comes to mind. 
You remember, this was the 
strike that wiped-out a third of 
the season and made Marvin 
Miller a household name. 

This strike had nothing to do 
with Ueberroth. It was the 
debacle of his predecessor, 
Bowie Kuhn. But the current 
collective bargaining agreement 
between players and manage¬ 
ment is due to expire and a 
swift settlement on the new 
agreement would add to 
Ueberroth’s reputation.

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Faculty/staff campaign nears goal

Bradley's $26 million fund¬ 
raising campaign faculty/staff 
phase ended its second week 
with $233,866 in promised gifts. 

The University's goal for this 
phase of the campaign is 
$250,000, and according to 
figures released in the Cam¬ 
paign Newsletter Nov. 12, 93.5 
percent of that goal has been 
reached by 350 members of the 
faculty and staff. 

Out of 818 prospective 
faculty/staff contributers, 350 


have responded with commit¬ 
ments to the campaign, and 
only 39 have had negative 
responses. The average gift is 
$ 668 . 

Office of Developme/it and 
University Relations and the 
College of Education have had 
100 percent responsiveness to 
the campaign. 

A1 Orendorff, director of pub¬ 
lic information, said the high 
turnout is due to the fact that 
"it's in our own best interest to 
participate as fully as we can." 
Orendorff said it's all part of 


being enthused and interested 
about the campaign. "The peo¬ 
ple involved with the campaign 
are helping the effort as well as 
talking it up." 

The funds generated from the 
whole campaign will go toward 
meeting four goals to make the 
University competitive in the 
future. 

Building renovations, improv¬ 
ing capital equipment, adding to 
the annual fund and increasing 
the endowment are the goals 
the University is aiming to 
meet. 


Speech team splits, ends streak

The speech team took a first 
and second place in two 
separate tournaments last week¬ 
end, breaking a streak of first 
place awards that goes back to 
1982, according to Dr. Gary 
Dreibelbis, speech team coach. 

The team split, with 24 
members attending the Ball 
State tournament, where they 
beat Bradley's rival. Eastern 
Michigan, 207-116, and 19 oth¬ 
ers attended the invitational at 
LaCrosse, Wis., placing second 
overall with 68 points. Northern 
Illinois University finished first 
at LaCrosse, with 74. 

Dreibelbis attributed the 
second place to the scoring sys¬ 
tem used at LaCrosse. Points 
from individual events and 
debate events were used to 
determine the overall winner. 
"We have no debate team," said 
Dreibelbis. "Northern won 
because they were getting points 
from both events. Bradley 
finished first in individual 
events. 

"There have been times when 
we've finished second, but that 
was when we sent five or six 
people," said Dreibelbis. He said 
the last time the team lost was 
in 1982 at the University of 
Wisconsin, Whitewater. 

"Our strategy now is to split 
the squad to qualify more peo¬ 
ple because that's how you win 
nationals," said Dreibelbis. 

Schools attend nationals only 
if their members qualify, said 
Dreibelbis. Members must 
reach the finals at least once 
during the season to qualify for 
thP National Forensic Associa- 


tion (NFA) tournament and 
three times to participate in the 
American Forensic Association 
(AFA) tournament. 

Twenty Bradley students 
reached the finals at LaCrosse 
and 12 NIU students placed. 

Bradley now has about 10 
people qualified for the AFA 
and 30 for the NFA. "I expect 
we will double the number 
going to the AFA," Dreibelbis 
said. He predicted about 40 
members will go to the NFA. 

Steve Markov placed second 
in the informative competition 
at LaCrosse. Lucy Smith first 
and Gretchen Bull placed third 
in the poetry event and Smith 
also finished first in prose at 
LaCrosse. In impromptu, Sheila 
Schreckenberg and Lisa Ramsey 
placed second and third, respec¬ 
tively, at that tournament, while 
Mindy Crouch took first in after 
dinner speaking. 

At Ball State, Tracy Anderson 
finished first in the overall 
sweeps, while Marco Benassi 
finished second and Jackie 
Conn finished fourth, said 
George Armstrong, speech 
team coach. 

First place finishes in indivi¬ 
dual events were made by 
Conn, in novice persuasion, 
Benassi and Greg Lhamon in 
duet interpretation, Ken 
Klawitter in novice poetry, and 
Greg Dolph in varsity poetry. 
First places were also won in 
informative speaking, novice 
prose, extemporaneous speak¬ 
ing and dramatic interpretation 
by Anderson, Klawitter, Dave 
Alabach and Dolph, respec¬ 
tively 


The last tournament this 
semester will be at Elgin Com¬ 
munity College on Dec. 8-9 
"We certainly have talent that 
we can win that one if we send 
enough people," said Dreibelbis.

Disorders bring holiday nightmares

The holiday season can turn 
into a time for confrontation, 
lies and anxiety for people with 
eating disorders. 

Bulimia, characterized by 
binge/purge behavior, is an epi¬ 
demic "affecting 25 percent to 
33 percent of college-aged 
women," said Lindsey Hall, who 
cured herself after nine years of 
bulimia. 

Most bulimics feel a sense of 
inferiority and fear, and are 
obsessed by thoughts of food. 

Eating disorders begin for 
psychological reasons and 
become addictive. Along with 
this trauma, the person will also 
suffer physical symptoms. 
Bulimic purges "confuse body 
signals, causing extremely low 
blood sugar levels, electrolyte 
imbalances and cravings for 
more sugary foods," Hall said in 
her booklet, "Beating Bulimia." 

Dr. Harold Benner of 
Bradley's Counseling Center 
said, "These eating disorders are 
the result of overly perfectionist 
expectations." 

People with eating disorders 
usually do not seek help on 
their own and depend on others 
to refer them. The Counseling 
Center has dealt with two cases 


of bulimia this year, a smaller 
number than last year, accord¬ 
ing to Benner. 

Perfectionistic expectations 
begin in mid to late adolescence 
and are especially brought out 
in the more stressful environ¬ 
ment of college. In addition to 
academic stress, separation 


from home and making new 
friends adds to the pressure. 
Because they feel they must 
present a thin figure to the pub¬ 
lic, many students develop eat¬ 
ing disorders. 

Dr. Jean Rubel, president of

Hillel House vandalized

The dumpster located at the rear of Hillel House, 1410 W. 
Fredonia, was overturned Nov. 3 and the sign on the street side of 
the house was removed sometime between Nov. 9 and Nov. 11. 

The sign, which had been bolted onto the brick porch of the 
residence, appeared to have been pried off because some of the 
anchor bolts remain in the brick, security said. 

Three students, Judith Cohn, Mitch Zand, and David Stoller 
reside in the house. 

Judith Cohn said that both incidents would have been noisy, 
but "nobody's heard them. We didn't notice either until Sunday 
morning." 

The residents of the house have no idea who could have done 
either act. "We have discussed this many times and have come up 
with nothing." Cohn said. 

"We can not say for sure if it was done maliciously by one 
group or by two separate groups," Cohn said. She believes both 
incidents were deliberate. She said that it is possible because Hillel 
is a Jewish house, but no other damage has been done. 

"There isn't as much trouble around us as there used to be. 
We haven't had any trouble for three and one-half years," Cohn 
said. 

Hillel Advisor Dr. Alan Gaisky said he did not think the 
"pranks" were malicious, but that there did seem to be a pattern.

A gunman wounded a student Monday at the University 

of Oregon in Eugene. Ore The man was dressed in military clothing and 
armed with a high- powered rifle and shotgun. 

Activists in Warsaw, Poland have formed a human rights 
group to protest police abuses. It is the third such group in Poland. 

Rajiv Gandhi, Prime Minister of India, pledged to con¬ 
tinue Indira Gandhi's economic policies at home and non-aligned policies 
abroad. He said that India would continue its work "for international peace, 
friendship, and cooperation.” 

Signs of improvement in relations between Israel and Egypt 
now seem clearer. Israel’s Prime Minister Shimon Peres said Monday that he 
has asked Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak for a meeting at a border loca¬ 
tion. Relations between the tyvo countries took a bad turn when Israel invaded 
the land along the Red Sea. 

At least five people were burned to death when a gasoline 
bomb was thrown into their house near Johannesburg. South Africa. This 
brings the death count to eleven after a weekend of unrest stemming from 
opposition to the government's apartheid policies. 

President Reagan met with cabinet members to ask them 

to stay with the administration. Reagan planned to use cabinet meetings this 
week to try to keep his cabinet intact. At a meeting Nov. 8. Reagan disclosed 
the economic and budget forecast for the fiscal 1985 budget. 

Former Canadian Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau called on 
the United States to stop sending missiles to Westerm Europe in the hope 
that this could bring the Soviets to the nuclear bargaining table. 

Space shuttle Discovery crew members had locked two 
wayward satellites in the cargo hold by Wednesday. The Palapa B-Two was 
retrieved Monday and the Westar Six was brought aboard Wednesday morn¬ 
ing.

Peoria-area Vietnam veterans traveled to Washington 

D C. last weekend for the Vietnam memorial service. Despite presidential secu¬ 
rity measures that pushed veterans far from the monument, some Peorian 
veterans said the reunions and camaraderie they experienced made the trip 
worthwhile. 

Christine Margetich of Glasford, who raised money for the original 1982 
Vietnam Memorial, said she saw camaraderie and love among the veterans 
throughout the day on Saturday. 

The city of Peoria is spending at least $100,000 more than it 
should on energy, said its energy advisor John Ewan. Ewan believes Peoria 
can save about 25 percent of its $400.000-plus utility bill. City officials are 
considering such methods as installing storm windows, turning down heat 
and keeping water at a lower temperature to cut down costs. 

Almost 200 parents and community leaders met Monday 

night to talk about the escalating gang violence at Harrison Homes. Peoria 
Police Superintendent Salvatore Pisano spoke at the meeting, saying three 
gangs are battling over turf in the 60-acre housing project. 

The meeting was called in the wake of the beating Nov 8 of Kevin Isa- 
dore. Apt 593, 2522 Krause Isadore was hit in the head with a golf club, and 
remained in serious condition at St. Francis Medical Center late Monday 

A movie advertisement depicting a killer Santa Claus has 
been criticized by a local grandmother and banned from two local television 
stations. "Silent Night. Deadly Night” which began playing at the Landmark 
Theatre a week ago today, features a deranged killer who dresses up as Santa 
Claus and starts killing people with an axe on Christmas Eve. 

Dorothy Lindsay, 1233 E. Virginia, has nine grandchildren. Lindsay said 
she disagreed with the television advertisement because her grandchildren 
were afraid a bad Santa Claus might come at Christmas. 

A Peoria Heights man suspected of child molestation may 
admit to being sexually dangerous at his trial on Nov. 19. his attorney said. 
Fred Hayes, 72, of 902 E. Paris faces five charges of taking indecent liberties 
with three children he and his wife were babysitting last year in their home. 
Hayes will become a ward of the Illinois Department of Corrections if the 
court finds him to be sexually dangerous, said Marcia Straub, assistant State's 
Attorney. 

Peoria School District 150 has banned three books by 

Judy Blume, a popular author of children's books, because the district says 
the books are not suitable for elementary school students. The books were 
taken off the shelves at the recommendation of two committees who 
reviewed them These committees were opposed to the books' sexual content, 
strong language, and lack of social or literary value.

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BU coed discusses rape ordeal 
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A Bradley student who was raped near 
campus 'ast year was one of four panelists who 
spoke on common myths about rape Nov. 8 in 
the Student Center. 

Julie Williams was raped last February when 
a 17-year old male entered her apartment on St. 
James and threatened her with a knife. 

"I almost wished I’d been murdered instead 
of raped. It would have been better than what I 
was going through," she said. 

Williams told the audience of more than 50 
people, "I felt like a five-year-old. Every time my 
parents left, they had to be sure someone could 
come and stay with me," Williams said. 

Every area of her life was affected by the 
rape. She became more cautious about the people 
she was around, she said. 

Since she wasn't hurt during the incident, 
she said, "other people might be thinking 'Oh she 
didn’t fight, she must have wanted it.'" 

Beth Gaily from Witness Services said, "It is 
easier to blame the crime victim rather that think 
we are capable of being the victim." 

Gaily said prosecuting is the most difficult 
aspect of rape because often jurors don't have 
enough knowledge about rape. They may criticize 
and place unnecessary pressure on the victim. 

Galley’s organization provides rape victims 
with emotional support during the trial and 
explains the proceedings. 

"This allows the victim to come to grips with 
the crime itself." 


Debbie Dornas from Bradley’s Counseling 
Center said another myth is that rape is a sexual 
experience. 

"Rape is not a sexual experience for the 
victim. It acts as a control operative, one where 
the rapist attempts to overpower the victim; place 
the victim in a submissive role." 

Dornas blamed mass media for propagating 
the myth that women enjoy rape and even fall in 
love with their assailant. She gave as an example 
a situation on the soap opera General Hospital. 
"Luke rapes Laura and she falls in love with 
him." 

Dornas said victims are usually chosen based 
on how vulnerable they appear. 

Sandra Figaro from the Peoria Police Depart¬ 
ment illustrated self-defense techniques. 

"Every person has weapons on their own 
body that can help prevent an attack," Figaro 
said. 

She said to use hands, fists, teeth, knees and 

feet. 

"The main idea is to do something. Often 
times the best weapon against a rapist can be a 
surprise such as a scream by the would-be vic¬ 
tim," Figaro said. 

Rape victims should immediately call the pol¬ 
ice for a better chance of catching the rapist. The 
panelists also said not to change clothes as they 
may provide evidence. 

The panel discussion was sponsored by the 
Sociology Club. 


Senate views final alcohol policy

The final draft for Bradley’s alcohol policy 
was presented to Student Senate Monday by All- 
School President Bill Holderby. 

Holderby told Senate that The policy was the 
"final draft out of SAC (Student Advisory Com¬ 
mittee)." He wants the two organizations to 
"jointly compose this (new policy) as a resolu¬ 
tion." Plans to implement the recommendations 
are under discussion by the two organizations and 
members of the administration and staff'. 

Recommendations include increasing the 
support for BACCHUS and their traveling bar. 
"Not financial support, but organizational 
support-for them (organizations) to recognize 
that BACCHUS is there and they do have an 
alternative for students," said Holderby. 

Increasing the amount of information avail¬ 
able to students on responsible drinking and 
other alcohol-related topics is another recommen¬ 
dation. "This can be accomplished through the 
provost office for student affairs," he said. 

Plans to use professionals and student aides 
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to talk to freshmen at orientation sessions on 
alcohol issues were suggested in the policy. 
Holderby recommended seminars to educate stu¬ 
dents on how to speak with and confront alcohol 
abusers. 

The last recommendation is the development 
of on-campus programs which will be (this was 
later changed to "may be") mandatory for anyone 
involved in breaking University regulations while 
under the influence of alcohol. Holderby said, 
"There are no specifics yet, just the idea of 
developing such a program." 

Dave Carlson, University Senator, suggested 
that the word "will" in the last recommendation 
be changed to "may". Carlson supported his argu¬ 
ment by asking "Who is a violator? What is a vio¬ 
lation? ‘will’ should be changed to k may’ to pro¬ 
tect ourselves. We create certain iaws, regulations 
and we have to make sure they’re enforced, but 
we can’t go over our bounds." 

Holderby discussed the word change with Dr. 
Alan Gaisky, associate provost for student affairs, 
and it was agreed the word change would be 
made, for it doesn’t change the content of the

Alcohol awareness 

Sobering progress made 

After almost three months of meetings, revisions, more 
meetings and still more revisions, the Student Senate and 
the Student Advisory Committee have agreed on recommen¬ 
dations for a new alcohol policy. 

At this point, the recommendations are fairly general 
but they indicate a willingness on the students’ part to accept 
responsibility for a very serious problem-alcohol abuse on 
campus. 

At the beginning of this semester there were some very 
serious incidents that could have warranted a crackdown on 
student alcohol use by the administration. No one wanted 
administrators to intervene and develop a new policy for the 
students, including the administrators. The reasoning for this 
was that if the new policy didn’t come from the students it 
wouldn t be supported by them. 

The proposed guidelines show a real concern for stu- 
dents who suffer from an alcohol problem. Any attempt to 
make Bradley "dry" would have just driven the problem 
underground. Both Senate and SAC recognized this early in 
their discussions and developed a realistic plan. 

One problem with the new policy may be BACCHUS 
the alcohol awareness organization on campus. Although the 
policy suggests increased support of BACCHUS, the group 
will get nowhere until more students join. There are only 
five members in BACCHUS, hardly enough to make an 
impact right now. This may indicate that, although the stu- 
dents leaders on Senate and SAC want to support alcohol 
awareness, the students themselves aren’t interested in 
alcohol education. 

The leaders have made a good start on a very important 
issue. It is now up to the students to support their recom¬ 
mendations.

"I’m ready to resign," said one professor at the height of 
this week’s pre-registration pandemonium. He wasn’t alone. 
Students all over Bradley considered taking complete semes¬ 
ters of phys-ed classes or taking the semester off-until some 
of their classes opened up.

Barone came to Bradley with 
Versace six years ago and said 
he has enjoyed his tenure here. 

Barone said he likes Bradley's 
small school environment 
because it is conducive to 
academic pursuits and is a 
better atmosphere for getting 
involved with the students. 


Every school says they are 
concerned with academics, but 
we make a genuine effort to see 
that our athletes graduate, 
Barone said. 

Looking back on last year, 
Barone said there are a couple 
reasons why the Braves didn't 
do as well as they should have. 

"We felt that we didn't have a 
tough non-conference schedule. 
Because of this the players may 
not have been challenged 
enough." 

"We started off the year using 
a lot of zone traps and zone 
defenses and that surprised 
many of our opponents, but 
later on the other teams caught 
on and we just couldn’t get the 
big wins we needed. 

"We did things that just were 
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not fundamentally sound. We 
were inconsistent and the depth 
was not as great as we had 
hoped for," Barone said. 

Despite the fact that there are 
only three players returning 
from last years squad, Barone 
doesn't feel that depth or con- 


in "one of the best jobs in the 
world," according to him. 

Reward comes from the frui¬ 
tion of his work, whether it's 
standing in Madison Square 
Garden with an NIT champion¬ 
ship team, or seeing one of his 
players get his diploma. 

"I get genuine pleasure in see¬ 
ing the kids get their degrees 
when I know how difficult it is," 
Versace said. 

Versace came to the Hilltop 
at the beginning of the 1978-79 
season, and in six years has 
won 107 games, which ranks 
him fifth among Bradley 
coaches. 

He began coaching—in 
football-in 1964, the year he 
graduated from the University 
of Wisconsin. In 1965 he 
became head basketball coach at 
St. Joseph's High School in 
Kenosha, Wis. From there it 
was on to Gordon Tech High 
School in Chicago, where in 
four years he won 102 of 119 
games, took three North Sec¬ 
tion championships, back-to- 
back Catholic League cham¬ 


pionships (1971-72), and thi 
Chicago City championship ii 
1972. 

After serving time as a Divi 
sion I assistant (at St. Louis an< 
Michigan State), Versace waj 
named head coach at Jacksoi 
Community College in Michi 
gan. In two seasons there he 
won 47 games and had the Gol¬ 
den Jets ranked as high as 16th 
nationally in 1978. 

Versace's success as a coach 
probably comes from his 
emphasis on hard work and 
defense. 

"You win championships by 
taking great offensive players 
and making them love defense 
Versace said. 

This year’s team is the type 
Versace should love. Players 
like Mike Williams and Hersey 
Hawkins are the type that can 
rebound and run. The new 
faces (seven freshmen, three 
transfers) are also making the 
year more enjoyable for him. 

"I look forward to practice 
this year," Versace said. "These 
guys love to play."

A sophomore academically, 
Bertolini practiced with the 
Braves second semester last 
year. He played only 23 minutes 
in six games for the Ramblers 
early last season before he 
transferred to the Hilltop. Ber¬ 
tolini has three and one-half 
years of eligibility for remaining 
in a Brave uniform. 

Berry, a junior, comes to the 
Braves with two years of experi¬ 
ence at Tennessee State. The 
tallest player on the Braves 
squad, he’ll be a force to reckon 
with once he becomes eligible, 
but he must sit out the entire 
1984-85 season. 

Both Bertolini and Berry 
admit that practicing every day 


and not being able to play in tne 
games will be tough, but they 
can also see advantages in the 
long run. 

"It’s going to be rough, but I 
knew what the consequences 
were when I decided to 
transfer," Bertolini said. "I’ll just 
have to help the team as much 
as I can in practice and from the 
bench until I become eligible. 

"I really didn’t see much of 
an opportunity to play much at 
Loyola, and I still have three 
and one-half years of eligibility 
left, so I didn’t lose much by 
transferring," Bertolini said. 

"I always have liked Bradley, 
and looking back, I wish I 
would have come here in the 
first place," said the 1983 Chi¬ 
cago Player of the year who 
considered Bradley and Wiscon¬ 
sin before deciding on Loyola. 

Berry cited different reasons 
for transferring to the Hilltop. 

"I really didn’t feel like I was 
getting a fair chance at Tennes¬ 
see State and I had some per¬ 
sonality conflicts with the coach 
there," Berry said. 

"My high school coach talked 
to Coach Keeling, and he 
agreed to give me a chance," he 
said. 

"I feel more comfortable 
here, and I think I can use this 
year to my advantage as a 
developmental year while get¬ 
ting used to the Bradley sys¬ 
tem," Berry said.

The Missouri Valley Confer¬ 
ence is traditionally one of the 
most difficult to pick a winner 
in. This season is no different. 
With outstanding players like 
Benoit Benjamin, Ricky John¬ 
son, Xavier McDaniel, Steve 
Harris and Voise Winters, any 
of five teams could take the 
Valley title. 

Wichita State has to be con¬ 
sidered the odds on favorite, if 
for no other reason than the 
"X-man". Xavier McDaniel is 
the Valley’s number three 
returning scorer (20.6 ppg.), 
number one rebounder (13.1 
rpg.) and was named MVC 
Player of the Year last year. 

But the Shockers don’t stop 
there. Also returning is three- 
year starting guard Aubrey 
Sherrod. Sherrod averaged 15.3 
ppg. last year as the other half 
of the conference’s best 1-2 
scoring punch. 

The big question for Coach 
Gene Smithson is the center 
position, where he will have to 
fill the whole left by the gradua¬ 
tion of Zaro Durisic. Top candi¬ 
dates there are Henry Carr and 
Tom Kosich. 

If a center is found, the 
Shockers will be tough, and "X" 
could mark the spot for a cham¬ 
pionship. 

The best center in the league, 
and possibly this side of Wash¬ 
ington D.C., resides at Creigh¬ 
ton. Benoit Benjamin was 
second in the nation in blocked 
shots last year and averaged 
16.2 ppg. and 9.8 rpg. 

And this is the year Big Ben 
plans to get himself and the 
Bluejays into the big time of 
college basketball. 

Creighton came on strong at 
the end of last season, handing 
Illinois State its only loss at 
home, taking Tulsa to overtime 
in the Valley Tournament title 
game and gaining an NIT berth. 

Coach Willis Reed has 12 
players returning this year. The 
only senior is point guard Ver¬ 
non Moore, who averaged 15 
PPg- 

With all their depth, and if 
Benjamin continues to improve, 
the Bluejays could fly high this 
season. 

Illinois State has won 47 
games and made two NCAA 
tournament appearances in the 
past two seasons. Bob 
Donewald was the MVC Coach 
of the Year, and the Redbirds 
return the best guard tandem in 
the Valley. That’s the good 
news. 

The bad news is that Hank 
Cornley and Mark Zwart are 
gone, along with about half the 
Redbird’s rebounding and 30 
percent of its scoring. 

Guard Rickie Johnson 
became a starter last year and 
earned second team all-Missouri 
Valley honors. He teams with 
point guard Michael McKenney 
to form the conference’s most 
potent backcourt. Brad Duncan 
comes off the bench to add 
long-range scoring punch at the 
guard spot. 

Power forward Lou Stefano- 
vic will be counted on to pro¬ 
vide more scoring with the 
absence of Cornley and Zwart. 
Seven-foot center Bill Braksick 
will have to live up to his 
potential this season to make 
ISU a serious title threat. 

It’s a season of new faces at 
Bradley. Ten recruits and 
transfers will be joining Dick 
Versace’s squad. The two who 
should make the most immedi¬ 
ate impact will be junior 
transfer Mike Williams and 
freshman Hersey Hawkins. 

Hawkins, the Chicago Sun- 
Times High School Player of the 
Year can do everything on the 


court. In scrimmages this sea¬ 
son he has shown he can score, 
rebound and make a spectacular 
pass. Williams, 6-foot-8, 255 
pounds, gives the Braves bulk 
inside they haven’t had in 
years. He may be suspect on 
defense, but everv time he 
misses an assignment, he goes 
up and swats the shot away. 

Top returners to the Hilltop 
are guard Jim Les and forward 
Voise Winters. Les,-one of the 
premier point men in the 
conference, was in the top 10 in 
assists in the country last year. 
Winters has led the squad in 
scoring the past two years, and 
the addition of the newcomers 
should take some of the scoring 
burden off his shoulders. 

The Braves have the type of 
young, enthusiastic squad which 
Versace enjoys working with. A 
tough non-conference schedule.

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Telephone registration planned

Some of the hassle inherent 
in registration may be gone by 
spring of next year, if Bradley’s 
planned telephone registration 
system is installed on schedule, 
according to Registrar Ruth 
Jass. 

The new system will enable 
students to register from any 
touch-tone phone, according to 
Jass. The primary benefits will 
be convenience, allowing stu¬ 
dents to register from their 
advisor’s office and expanding 
the hours of registration, Jass 
said. 

Dorm phones provided by the 
University are rotary, and Jass 
doesn’t know yet how or if the 
system will be modified for 
touch tone registration. 

The system will respond to 
students’ button punching with 
a recording of a human voice, 
Jass said. When a class is full. 


the voice will respond with 
other sections that meet at the 
same time, Jass said. She said 
the security system will use a 
code to identify a caller as a stu¬ 
dent, just as automatic tellers 
use numbers to identify their 
customers. 

Jass said that registration 
might begin at least as early as 
8 a.m., and last as late as 10 
p.m. The system is easy to 
learn, Jass said, and students 
may be taught to use it during 
orientation. 

Jass has visited two other 
schools in the country that 
register by telephone, Brigham 
Young and Georgia State 
Universities. Georgia State uses 
the system as a supplement to 
its "arena" registration, which is 
the way Bradley currently regis¬ 
ters students, Jass said. Last 
fall Brigham Young University 
used the phone system to regis¬ 


ter its 23,000 students. 

While using Brigham Young 
and Georgia State’s systems as 
models, Bradley will tailor the 
system for this school, Jass said. 
The Bradley version will take 
the place of the current "arena" 
registration, and will hopefully 
incorporate a wait list and 
drop-add, Jass added. 

Students’ time of registration 
will still be determined by the 
amount of credit hours, but 
their may be smaller divisions 
of hours and priority, Jass said. 

The equipment has already 
been approved by Dr. John C. 
Hitt, provost and vice-president 
for academic affairs, Jass said. It 
is expected to be in use by June 
of 1985, she said. Jass added 
that Bradley’s computer center 
staff is already writing the pro¬ 
gram for the system. 

Jass estimates that the system 
will pay for itself in two vears.

Non-nuclear defense 
system offers protection

Project High Frontier may sound like an old Western film, but 
it’s realty a non-nuclear defense system that would theoretically 
offer protection in case of a nuclear attack on the United States. 

"High Frontier is a non-nuclear system that defends American 
lives from an enemy missile attack," said Ralph Westberg, 
president of Citizens Against Nuclear War (CAN War). He spoke 
about the project to a group of about 55 Tuesday night in Neu- 
miller Chapel. 

Westberg showed a short film explaining how High Frontier 
would offer the United States safety. 

The project involves a three-outlet defense plan. The plan 
would implement two satellite systems and one ground base sys¬ 
tem. These outlets would be in charge of tracking and destroying 
enemy warheads. 

Westberg said, "High Frontier proposes to change the defense 
policy from the current policy of ’Mutually Assured Destruction’ 
(MAD) to assured survival 

Westberg said that although the defense system would not be 
totally fail proof, it would at least put an uncertainty in the 
attacker’s mind and prevent an attack. 

Reliability of the technology vtfas brought to issue in a question 
and answer session following the film. Westberg said, "As of now 
the United States has no defense policy. High Frontier wants to use 
present technology to initiate the program, then elaborate later." 

The High Frontier presentation was sponsored by Concerned 
Citizens of Centra l Illi nois.

To whom do you belong? The 
Bradley Gospel Choir’s resounding 
answer Sunday afternoon was "I 
Belong to God,” a two-hour extra¬ 
vaganza of gospel music, drama, 
poetry and preaching. 

This organization is unique at 
Bradley in that its members claim 
that praising God is their primary 
purpose in performance. 

This choir is HOT. That is, 
"from the tops of their heads to the 
soles of their feet." Multiply the 
charisma and motion of the Temp¬ 
tations, or should I say Smokey 
Robinson and the Miracles, by four. 
Does this conjure up any idea ’ of 
the energy that this group might be 
throwing around? 

One of the fascinating aspects 
of how this choir works is their 
seeming informality, which mani¬ 
fests itself in the way they learn 
their music. No sheet music is 
used, not even by pianist Diana 
Gillies. Members bring in tapes of 
songs they like, and Gillies picks 
out the notes and chords and 
teaches the singers their parts. 

The show began with Charles 
Anderson’s rendition of the creation 
story and followed with a prayer 
for God’s blessing and presence. 
The first selection was "Working for 
Jesus," a triumphant, energetic 
hymn led by the exuberant Ander¬ 
son. 

This was followed for contrast 
and the recovery of breath by a 
ballad called, "I Shall Wear a 
Crown," which contained the 
chorus: I'm going to put on my 
robe, tell the story /How I made it 
over. Its beauty almost had me 
convinced that I had already 
arrived on the distant shores of 
paradise. 


On the rhythmically and har¬ 
monically complex "Steal Away," 
directed by Gillies, the modal voic- 
ings showed that this choir’s musi¬ 
cal aptitude is wide-ranging. Unfor¬ 
tunately, on "Bread of Heaven," 
soloist Anita Boyd’s microphone 
malfunctioned, so she was rather 
soft, but the rest of the choir 
picked up the slack and sang 
stronger than ever. This song, in its 
harmonic complexity, at times 
sounded polytonal. 

Brenda Euell directed "The 
Lord is My Light," which featured 
staccato phrasing, excellent 
dynamic control, and the powerful 
drumming of James Culver Jr. 

Undoubtedly one of the choir’s 
finest hours was Carolyn 


Edmondson’s solo on "An Uncloudy 
Day," in which she displayed stylis¬ 
tic sophistication, strong emotion, 
and a keen ability to make a song 
her own. In her words, "I listen to 
tapes and adopt different styles. I 
put more of me into it than any¬ 
thing else." 

Edmondson also read two 
poems by Paul Lawrence Dunbar 
that complemented the message of 
the music. "Dunbar was the first 
black poet who expressed in a dis¬ 
tinguished poetry the lifestyles, 
ways, and feelings of black people," 
Edmondson said. 

The issues Dunbar deals with 
in these poems are religious, "Reli¬ 
gion," advocating love for one’s 
neighbor as the purest form of ser¬ 


vice to God, and "Antebellum Ser¬ 
mon," expressing a preacher’s 
quietly belligerent cry for justice 
and freedom, concurrent with his 
admonition to be patient for God’s 
help in achieving these goals. 

The most strikingly beautiful 
feature of this choir is its unity. 
Edmondson, who never sang in a 
choir before coming to Bradley, 
asserted, "We’re not performers...If 
you let the Spirit use you, then 
you’re going to move an 
audience...That’s the power behind 
gospel." 

After delivering all this great 
music and poetry, the average choir 
would be inclined to call it a day, 
but not these folks. The whole 
thrust of the performance was to 


communicate an mistakable mes¬ 
sage, that to be saved, one needs 
to accept Christ into his or her 
heart. This was the theme of 
"Heaven’s Gate," a skit in which 
about half of the applicants to 
Heaven were turned away by St. 
Peter (Melvin Haynes Jr.), with 
various explanations from the 
Bible. 

The climax of the service was 
the sermonette given by Marilyn 
Brown, a guest from a local church, 
and her request which followed for 
people to come down and accept 
Christ. Six people went down for 
that purpose or to reaffirm a previ¬ 
ous commitment. And that means 
that all of the hours of labor of the 
Gospel Choir are not in vain.

Repairs to upgrade utility system

The repairs on Elmwood Street are part of 
Bradley’s plan to upgrade the utility system, 
according to Jerry Boyea, director of facilities 
management. 

There will be new electrical service for the 
entire campus. The service will be in loop form 
and enable maintenance to work on the Glen- 
wood switch, for example, without having to turn 
off eight other switches, which is the case now. 

"This phase of the project started approxi¬ 
mately two weeks ago and should be finished by 
Christmas time, if weather permits," Boyea said. 
Campus buildings will be connected to the loop 


service by March or April. 

Boyea said the project couldn’t wait until 
Christmas break because the service now being 
used by the University is too far deteriorated. 
Other factors involved were weather conditions 
and the fact that "there would be no way a project 
of this size could be completed" over break. 

Funding has come through, and some of the 
project is part of a shared ownership, which 
makes it necessary to do work right now, Boyea 
said. 

Apart from its practicality, the project will 
also beautify the campus. All overhead wires will 
be underground and will be "least interruptive to 
the landscaping," Boyea said. 


Worker files grievance

Ken Caho, the Bradley maintenance worker 
who was fired for allegedly striking Jerry Boyea, 
facilities director, and was then reinstated, was 
terminated Nov. 20. 

According to Caho, 52, he filed a grievance 
with his supervisor Nov. 20. His supervisor will 
inform management and they will have five work¬ 
ing days to respond to the grievance. 

Dale McClean, Bradley union agent from 
Teamsters and Chauffers local #627 (Caho’s 
union), said he has not heard from the Univer¬ 
sity as of yet. "Eve heard about it on the phone. 
I assume I will be getting it (the grievance) in a 
few days. The University might be guilty of 
unfair labor charges." 

According to Caho, he had been off work 
since Oct. 2 due to an injury sustained at work 
last June. Caho was loading a ladder on to his 
truck when he was almost pinned to the truck by 
another vehicle. The ladder landed on his arm 
breaking his hand, arm and some fingers. 

Caho returned to work Oct. 1 after he was 
fired for allegedly striking Boyea when the two 
exchanged words over a roofing job Caho was to 
complete. 

Caho said his supervisor advised him to take 
off work until his arm was healed so that he 
could return to full duty. Caho was then off' from 
Oct. 2 to Nov. 19 undergoing therapy three times 
a week. 

Caho reportedly checked in with his supervi¬ 
sor weekly to report his progress. Caho reported 
to his supervisor Nov. 19 to tell him he would be 


coming in Nov. 20 with a full report from his 
doctor releasing him for full duty. 

At this time, Caho was told to report to per¬ 
sonnel on Nov. 20. According to Caho, he went 
to personnel and was told he had been replaced, 
he no longer had a job. Caho filed his grievance 
to his supervisor at this time. 

For the duration of the time Caho was off' 
work because of the injury, he was receiving 
workers’ compensation. Workers’ compensation 
is a system of benefits provided to those who 
have sustained a job-related injury. 

Caho said he was fired because he had been 
off' too long for the injury. According to the 
Workers’ Compensation Act, it is against the law 
for the employer to harass, discharge, refuse to 
rehire or in any way discriminate against an 
employee who has been off work with an injury 
and has been receiving compensation. 

Jerelyn Maher, Caho’s attorney, was non¬ 
committal on this point. However, she said there 
is no time limit on how long someone can be off 
work because of an injury sustained at work. 

Caho claims that he was fired one week after 
a new man was hired for his position. 

As a roofer/maintenance worker, Caho has 
32 years experience in his field. His job was to 
repair all roofs to try to save the University 
money. "I was to chase leaks and clean roofs so 
as to keep the cost down and not have to call in 
the big roofing companies," said Caho. 

"What is a guy supposed to put up with to 
keep his job? I’ve done my job 100 percent and I 
do a good job-never had any complaints-what’s 
a guy to do?" said Caho. 
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Campaign goal surpassed

The goal was $250,000. The facultv/staff have surpassed that 
goal by pledging $310,000 in the facultv/staff phase of Bradley’s 
$26 million fund-raising campaign. 

With one day left in the faculty/staff phase, the intended goal 
has been topped with 528 responses. One hundred ninety-four out 
of 817 possible contributors still remain. The campaign has 
received 95 negative responses from prospective contributors. The 
average gift is $569. 

Development and University Relations and the College of 
Education have 100 percent responsiveness to the campaign. 

Several workers, faculty and staff members, who wish to 
remain anonymous, all believe the campaign is very worthwhile 
and necessary in order to improve Bradley. 

Dr. Warren Dwyer of the English and foreign language depart¬ 
ment said, "I support it--the purpose of it is very necessary. The 
problems Bradley is trying to meet are problems in higher educa¬ 
tion that every University must meet to be successful. A campaign 
of this size is very necessary." 

Janice George, a staff member in the computer science depart¬ 
ment said, "At first it (the campaign) was a shock. After considera¬ 
tion though, 1 felt it was a good thing to do." 

The funds received from the campaign will be used to improve 
capital equipment, renovate buildings, add to the annual fund and 
increase endowment. # 

The faculty/staff' phase of the campaign began at the beginning 
of November and official solicitation will continue through tomor¬ 
row. Members of the faculty and staff may pledge an amount to be 
paid over three years. 

New alcohol policy 
publicly announced

Most of Bradley’s new alcohol policy, formed by students 
leaders, will go into effect next semester. All-school President Bill 
Holderby said at a press conference on Monday. 

The administration has supported us in all of our endeavors," 
Holderby said. 

Holderby said student leaders had basically three choices at the 
beginning of the year concerning the alcohol policy. "We could do 
nothing, or we could wait until it got out of hand, or we could 
work on it. The students took it upon themselves to address the 
problem," he said. 

The policy recommendations, which have been approved by 
Student Senate and the Student Advisory Committee, include 
increasing support for BACCHUS and its traveling bar, increasing 
literature and information on responsible drinking, using profes¬ 
sionals and student aides to talk to freshman orientation groups on 
alcohol, educating students on how to speak with and confront 
alcohol abusers and developing on-campus education programs 
which will be mandatory for anyone involved in breaking Univer¬ 
sity regulations while under the influence of alcohol. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associate provost for student affairs, 
said, "Vandalism, breaking and entering and bodily harm" would be 
considered University regulations. 

"No, we don’t have a serious problem," Gaisky said. "The 
administration fully supports the efforts of the students at Bradley. 

A policy shaped and forced on the students by the administration 
will not work," he said. 

"One way to solve problems is to have students approach the 
idea," Gaisky said. 

The alcohol policy was formed as a result of national attention 
to the problem of alcohol abuse on campuses and the death of a 
19-year-old student who had been drinking and fell from a balcony 
at Sigma Alpha Epsilon last summer. 

Gaisky said, "We have to make drinking a responsible activity." 

Holderby said, "The key to the success of this program is that 
these guidelines are from students. We’re creating awareness, 
making sure students are adult about their habit. 

"There are students who carry themselves well, and students 
who get out of hand (when using alcohol). These are rare incidents 
at Bradley; however, to avoid and not address the problems is just 
shoving them under the carpet," Holderby said. 

Gaisky said the first four recommendations should go into 
effect next semester and the education program would be imple¬ 
mented by the 1985 fall semester. 

The education program, the most important recommendation 
is still undefined, Holderby said. 

If students had the choice of being suspended or dismissed 
from the University due to an alcohol related incident, or the 
choice of going through a program aimed at educating them about 
alcohol, Gaisky said "they would probably pick the education pro- 
gram."

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Famine continues 
to plague Ethiopia

One hundred fifty million starving people have put Ethiopia 
and several other African countries in the world's eye. 

Famine in Ethiopia is not new. Drought and civil war, major 
contributors to the famine, have been going on for about 10 years. 

Dr. Patrick Bellegarde-Smith, associate professor of interna¬ 
tional studies, said, "A combination of factors have caused the 
famine in Ethiopia. Drought, soil erosion, and poor government 
planning are among the major leaders.” Also, fertile farm land in 
Ethiopia is being taken up as the desert there expands, Bellegarde- 
Smith said. 

Ethiopia is not the only affected area. "Hunger is spreading 
worldwide, in the United States as well as other countries. It's a 
fearful thing," Bellegarde-Smith said. 

Some feel the famine is political, but Bellegarde-Smith 
disagrees. He does feel that the lag of U.S. assistance to Ethiopia 
was partly political, though. 

According to Guardian magazine, ideology towards Ethiopia 
would be different if the Africans abandoned their state-controlled 
economy and followed the United States' model of free enterprise. 

Although Western eyes are finally opened to Ethiopia's prob¬ 
lem, Time magazine said the response is too little, too late. 

Bellegarde-Smith said food aid to Ethiopia could be disastrous. 
"Aid could bring Ethiopian crop prices down, causing the farmers 
to fare poorly. "Human lives need to be saved first; one worries 
about the other issues later," he said. 

To correct the problem and prevent it from recurring, 
Bellegarde-Smith said, the world will have to combine its technol¬ 
ogy, willpower, desire and planning resources to "haul back the 
•desert." 

Even though humanity has responded worldwide, long-range 
planning is necessary for everybody, he said.

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Minority relations at Bradley 

Students, faculty and administrators expres

On the surface, there appear to be 
no major conflicts between minorities 
and non-minorities at Bradley’, several 
minority student leaders and University 
officials say. 

Underneath the calm exterior, 
though, there are problems that must be 
dealt with, they say. 

On the social level, there is a feeling 
of segregation and ignorance. 

Lawrence Lyles, president of Black 
Panhel, said that there is not enough 
interaction between Black Panhel and the 
predominantly white Inter-Fraternity 
Council and sorority Panhel, making 
them live in seemingly separate worlds. 

He said fear and stereotypes by both 
sides were major reasons for the segrega¬ 
tion. 

Cynthia Hicks, president of the 
Black Student Alliance, also said that 
minorities and non-minorities seem to 
separate themselves from each other. 
She blamed it on ignorance from both 
sides. 

Martin Abegg, president of the 
University, said that from where he sits, 
there are no serious problems, although 
there is always some disagreement. 

You don’t overcome 100 years of 
strong race problems overnight, it takes 
time, effort, and resources, both human 
and financial. The situation here is no 
different from the situation nationwide, 
he said. 


The following series of articles is 
the result of a month-long study of the 
minority situation at Bradley. 

The Division of Student Affairs 
defines a minority as any"black, Span¬ 
ish sur named American, American 
Indian, Asian Pacific Islander, and 
Oriental Student" 

Currently, 11.5% of Bradley's stu¬ 
dents are minorities. However, because 
blacks comprise the largest group of 
minorities of Bradley, they were the 
main focus of this study. 

Hicks said the problem at Bradley 
was small in comparison to the rest of 
the nation and that closing the gap of 
segregation is a slow process. 

The racial problem can’t be solved 
here, it can only be dealt with in a posi¬ 
tive way, she said. 

"Someone has to take the initial 
step. If people are unwilling to try, it 
can’t be done," Hicks said. 

Lyles said there is some interest in 
the black fraternities in interracial activi¬ 
ties, but as yet none are planned. 

"Minorities need to establish con¬ 
tacts with non-minorities and vice versa. 
It is the only way to make it in the 
world. You have to drop the stereo¬ 
types," Lyles said. 

On the administrative level, there 
are problems as well. 

Both Hicks and Lyles said they felt 
the administration is not willing to take a 
stand on certain issues. 


Hicks said the administration tries to 
stay away from the problems and to keep 
everything behind closed doors. 

"We don’t want to be rebellious, we 
just want to make a positive effect on 
the situation," she said. 

Abegg said this is not true. The 
administration is always willing to listen 
to concerns and provide assistance, he 
said. 

There is also some concern as to 
whether the University is doing enough 
to promote minority attendance. 

Dr. Norris Clark, director of 
Bradley’s black studies program, said he 
doesn’t feel there is a fair representation 
of black professors at Bradley. 

Abegg said the administration 
makes every effort to hire minorities, 
but they are just not available. 

The University advertises in minor¬ 
ity publications when positions become 
available, the University encourages and 
assists minority applicants, he said. 

Clark said that though the Univer¬ 
sity may try to recruit minorities, results, 
and not intentions, are important. 

Bradley has adequate programs for 
those minority students that apply, but 
higher education has a long way to go to 
make it possible for more minorities to 
be interested and apply, Abegg said. 

The problem lies in elementary edu¬ 
cation, and the University is trying to 
respond to that need by providing better 
training programs for its student teach¬ 
ers, Abegg said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associate 


provost for student affairs, said he felt" 
Bradley’s programs were adequate!- 
although he recognized there is room foif linor 
improvement. 

Gaisky said that while these pro-1 
grams are important to the minorities! I- 
overemphasis of the programs could] ] n 
cause increased isolation. 

Dr. Gene Young, former director of 
Minority Student Services has a different 
viewpoint. 

"I think separation is very positive 
on Bradley’s campus because it helps the j os ' el 
black student adjust to the real world 
situation. 

"Most black students come from a! 
black environment and join such organi 
zations as the gospel choir and black fra-f 
ternities as a survival mechanism. 

^ "Realistically speaking, separation^ 
isn’t only on Bradley’s campus, it’s ouif 
there in the world. That’s why 90 per-j 
cent of the black presidential vote went

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Frats contribute to segregation

The two panhellenic councils 
appear to contribute to separa¬ 
tion between blacks and whites 
at Bradley, Stuart Moore, 
president of Alpha Phi Alpha 
fraternity said. 

Lawrence Lyles, president of 
United Black Panhel, governing 
body of the black fraternities 
and sororities, said that the rea¬ 
son for the separation was that 
members of the Black Panhel 
didn’t want to abide by the 
same rules as the IFC. 

Lyles said that there was 
some interest in interracial 
activities, but United Black 
Panhel isn’t planning any now. 

"There are some small-term 
relationships, but I couldn’t see 
a group of white people going 
to a black party and vice versa," 
said Moore: 

"It really doesn’t have any¬ 
thing to do with the school,, it’s 
just kind of stereotypical," he 
said. 


Moore and others believe that 
the two panhel councils is one 
of the main contributors to this 
separation. 

"If you have two separate 
groups like that, then it’s bound 
to be separation. If we just had 
one council, maybe that could 
break that barrier, but until 
then, we won’t know how 
they’re run and they won’t 
know how we’re run." 

Nick LeRoy and Teddy 
Banks, who are black, are 
members of Theta Xi, an IFC 
fraternity. They, also, feel there 
is separation between blacks 
and whites at Bradley. 

Banks said, "It’s not anything 
major, but I think there could 
be more desegregation. We go 
to school together. The social 
life could be a lot more desegre¬ 
gated." 

LeRoy is a transfer student 
from Lewis University in 
Romeoville. "Segregation is 
definitely present at Bradley, 
but it’s worse at other schools! 
For instance, at Lewis Univer-

sity, when you go into the 
cafeteria, one side would be all 
white, and the other all black. 
You could just feel the pressure 
whenever you migrated to one 
side. You could feel everyone 
staring at you," he said. 

After experiencing negative 
social relations between blacks 
and whites one may wonder 
why Banks and LeRoy chose to

pledge a white fraternity. 

Banks said, "I think that a 
fraternity is first of all a social 
thing." 

"The social life is important to 
any Greek organization," he 
said. 

"Another reason you want to 
pledge a fraternity is for what it 
can do for you in the future." 

"I’m not saying that there 
aren’t people from black frater¬ 
nities holding managerial posi¬ 
tions, but there are probably 
more whites." 

"I don’t see it as being such a 
big deal. I like the guys here, 
and I like the guys that I 
pledged with." 

The reason you join a frater¬ 
nity is for the friendship and 
the ties that you form, he said. 

LeRoy said that being a black 
in a white fraternity did not 
really make him feel like more 
of a minority. 

Banks said it did make him 
feel more of a minority, but it 
doesn’t bother him. 

"I was the only black in the 
class my first eight years of 
grade school. That might be one 
reason I can adapt quicker than 
the average black," Banks said. 

"I was used to it in the first 
place. Color is only psychologi¬ 
cal anyway, because we’re all 
human. If we looked at things 
from that point of view, we 
could get together more often," 
he said. 

LeRoy said, "Sometimes I 
feel left out at social gather¬ 
ings." 

"Usually if there are a lot of 
girls, they’ll act kind of shocked 
that there is a black person 
there at all. People like that 
make it hard to socialize. 

"Other times I encounter the 
most friendly white girls on 
campus," LeRoy said. 

Banks said, "I always like to 
see myself as someone who can 
adapt to almost any situation." 

"We do have to try harder 
mentally to adapt than we 
would at a black function."

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Bradley offers minority programs

Bradley University has a 
variety of administrative and 
student operated programs for 
its minority students. 

The Minority Student Service 
program and the black studies 
program are the major adminis¬ 
trative programs. 

BSA is a student organization 
that attempts to increase black 
awareness. The organization 
sponsors speakers, presenta¬ 
tions, and lectures throughout 
the year. 

Cynthia Hicks, president of 
BSA, said the organization "tries 
to get everybody out and 
involved with important 
issues...but is currently doing 
more social things for the 
minority students." 

BSA also tries to help stu¬ 
dents with academic problems, 
Hicks $aid. 

Because the BSA is a student 
organization, its events are 
funded by the Student Alloca¬ 
tions and Budget Review Com¬ 


mittee (SABRC). 

Mark Gibson, SABRC chair, 
said BSA was denied funding 
last spring because of negli¬ 
gence. 

After an appeal to SABRC 
this fall, BSA received $1704, 
with $2200 put on reserve until 
BSA could show that they had 
programs meriting the funding, 
Gibson said in the Scour Oct. 
26. 

Hicks said that although the 
funding problem has hurt the 
organization in terms of the 
number 

of activities it can sponsor, it 
has caused the group to band 
more tightly together. 

The minority student service 
program, under the direction of 
Dr. Carmela San Diego, is 
designed to "enable the different 
ethnic groups to function 
effectively in all areas of student 
development," San Diego said. 

San Diego said academic and 
performance adjustment, as well 
as leadership development, are 
stressed in the program. 


Minority students have abili¬ 
ties and capabilities that need to 
be developed. The program 
attempts to provide a good 
training foundation for the 
development of these skills, San 
Diego said. 

The program also offers 
social, cultural and educational 
programs to increase awareness, 
understanding, and appreciation 
of minority group cultures. 

The minority services pro-, 
gram also acts as an intermedi¬ 
ary between minority groups 
and the administration. 

The black studies program, 
under the direction of Dr. 
Norris Clark, provides students 
with an understanding of the 
various aspects of blacks living 
in America. 

These aspects include the his¬ 
tory, philosophy, ethics, atti¬ 
tudes, religious experiences and 
cultural manifestations of blacks 
in America. 

Other student minority 
groups at Bradley include the 
Latino Student Association,

Minority events held in Garrett Center

The Romeo B. Garrett Cul¬ 
tural Center, across from Willi¬ 
ams Hall, is the site of many of 
Bradley’s minority activities and 
programs. 

The Center was originally a 
church. When the University 
purchased the lot several years 
ago, members of Bradley’s 
minority community expressed 
an interest in the building, said 
Dr. Martin G. Abegg, Bradley 
University president. 


The Minority Student Ser¬ 
vices program and the Black 
Student Alliance (BSA) sponsor 
lectures, speakers and other 
activities in the Garrett Center. 

Low attendance at Garrett 
Center events has recently 
become a concern to some 
administrators, the Student 
Allocations and Budget Review 
Committee and the 

BSA. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting asso¬ 
ciate provost for student affairs, 
said part of the problem was the 
.result of ineffecient operation 


and use of the Center in the 
past. 

Gaisky said he is optimistic 
that things will improve under 
the leadership of Dr. Carmela 
San Diego, director of minority 
student services. 

Although the Center is not 
located directly on campus, Gai¬ 
sky said the building itself 
wasn’t responsible for the low 
attendance, but the 

ineffectiveness of its operation 
was. 

Cynthia Hicks, BSA 
president, said that "although 


the Garrett Center is not part of 
the campus and is kind of set 
aside for minorities...it doesn’t 
bother us." 

Hicks said the events are not 
for minorities only, but for all 
students. "Sometimes as many 
non-minority as minority stu¬ 
dents show up," she said. 

Abegg said that although the 
building is recognized by some 
as a facility strictly for blacks, 
that is not University policy. 
"As far as I’m concerned, it is 
designed for use by all stu¬ 
dents," Abegg said. 


National racial scene mirrors Bradley

The problems of racism, 
segregation and misunderstand¬ 
ing between minorities and 
other students is not unique to 
Bradley, suggests a report 
released by the college press 
service. 

Racism still haunts blacks and 
other minorities at mostly-white 
campuses, but the best thing 
colleges can do is face the prob¬ 
lem and start talking about it, a 
new Association of American 
Colleges (AAC) study says. 

Here at Bradley there are no 
major racial conflicts, but 
underlying feelings of segrega¬ 
tion and misunderstanding pre¬ 
vail, say many campus leaders. 

At the same time, black-white 
student relations are taking his¬ 
torical turns at a number of 
predominately- white, southern 
schools, which in recent weeks 
^have taken steps to integrate 
their fraternities and sororities. 

Lawrence Lyles, president of 
United Black Panhel at Bradley, 
said that although there is some 
interest in interacial activity at 
Bradley, there is currently little 
or no interaction between Black 
Panhel and the predominantly 
white Interfraternity council. 

Martin Abegg, president of 
Bradley, said that the black fra¬ 
ternities don’t have the same 
resources as the IFC because 
the white fraternities have been 
around longer, but hopes in the 
future that the two will mix 
together. 

Most college students and 
faculty members continue to 


harbor racial stereotypes, says 
Carolyn Spatta, author of the 
just-released AAC report and 
vice president for administration 
and business at California 
State-Hayward. 

"The best thing we can do is 
to first acknowledge that these 
stereotypes do exist. Whites 
have them of blacks, and blacks 
have them of whites," Spatta 
says. 

Such stereotypes, however, 
particularly hurt black students 
on predominanUy-white cam¬ 
puses, she says. 

"Whenever a black student 
goes to a mostly-white campus, 
everybody gets the idea that this 
is a poor student from an 
unstable, inner-city family," she 
explains. "But in fact the black 
student could just as easily be 
from a well-to-do, traditional 
family in the suburbs." 

Dr. Norris Clark, director of 
Black Studies at Bradley, said 
that one of the biggest problems 
in 1984 was that people are not 
willing to admit that they are 
racist. 

Clark said that Americans are 
fooled by imagqs and need to 
examine things before making 
assumptions. 

Spatta said, for the black stu¬ 
dent surrounded by a sea of 
white faces, the stereotypes can 
harm his or her schooling, 

Most harmful, she notes, are 
the "feelings of isolation, lack of 
faculty and administrative role 
models, and exclusion of black 
figures and black contributions 
in their subject areas." 

"Both black and white stu¬ 


dents (often feel) the black stu¬ 
dent is little more than a token 
on a mostly-white campus," she 
says. 

But confronting these prob¬ 
lems, Spatta says, can help stu¬ 
dents and faculty overcome 
them. 

"We’re encouraging campuses 
to take a workshop approach or 
hold other related activities that 
allow students and faculty to 
realize the effects of racism and 
how to deal with it," she says. 

Here at Bradley, Dr. Carmela 
San Diego, director of Minority 
Student Services, works closely 
with the various minority organ¬ 
izations and meets with them 
regularly to discuss issues and 
policies. 

Spatta thinks instructors, par¬ 
ticularly, need to ask them¬ 
selves "How does racism affect 
my teaching?" and "How does it 
affect my students’ learning?" 

Black students, she says, also 
need to establish "support 
groups" to share feelings of iso¬ 
lation and frustration, "accept 
the fact that getting their degree 
is a four or five year goal and 
not let racism deter them from 
that goal," and "understand the 
history and past experiences of 
racism on their campus." 

At the same time the AAC 
released its report, several cam¬ 
puses reported historic progress 
toward integrating their stu¬ 
dents. 

Black and white sororities and 
fraternities at the University of 
Georgia, for instance, just voted 
to merge under one governing 
council after years of having 


separate councils. 

"We’re very positive about 
the merger," says Joe Fleming, 
president of Georgia’s newly- 
integrated Interfraternity Coun¬ 
cil. "People are finally starting to 
realize the benefits we all can 
have from this. We will be 
stronger for uniting." 

At the University of Arkan¬ 
sas, three minority students 
have pledged at three of the 
campus’ traditionally white fra¬ 
ternities and sororities. 

Last year, eight Arkansas 
sororities lost privileges granted 
to registered organizations for 
refusing to sign a pledge not to 
discriminate. They eventually 
signed the pledge last January. 

University of Texas-Austin 
students, too, have been strug¬ 
gling to integrate their greek 
systems. 

All the houses at UT have 
signed the university’s non- 
discriminatory agreement "and 
there are some intergrated fra¬ 
ternities with a few blacks," 
reports Eric Weber, UT’s Inter- 
fraternity Council advisor. 

But black and white houses 
still function under separate 
governing councils, Weber says. 

Like Georgia, Texas’ next 
step is to merge the councils, 
but conflicts on both sides have 
stopped it so far, Weber says. 

Not much is likely to change 
until they merge, however. 

"You’d have to be the first 
group to break the tradition (of 
allowing blacks into a 
traditionally-white group)" notes 
Julie McNichols, president of 
Alpha Xi Delta.

8. The Big Express by XTC. Because it’s 
indecently catchy, thought-provoking, and 10 
times better than anything on the radio.

An American farm faced with 
I foreclosure. Not the typical movie 
[fare these days. 

But then, Country is no ordi¬ 
nary movie. The story of a family 
farm that is barely eking out an 
existence is compellingly told, 
drawing the viewer into the lives of 
I some of some of America’s last 
pioneers. 

Jessica Lange and Sam 
Shepard are the Ivys, a rural Iowa 
family living on and with the land 
„that has been in the family for gen¬ 
erations. This land is good, but the 
I life is not easy. 

The local FmHA (Farmer’s 
Home Administration) wants the 
Ivys to pay back the tens of 
thousands of dollars they have bor¬ 
rowed. But the last few years have 
been bad. Grain prices have been 
so low that the crops they produce 
are costing them more to plant and 
process than the profits they’re 
making. The FmHA man puts them 
into a state of panic when he 
threatens to sell their farm if they 
don’t produce a full payment of 
their loan in 30 days. 

What follows is a poignant 
depiction of a family torn apart by 
the hardships they face. Shepard’s 
Ivy progresses from a man 
desperate to keep his farm, almost 
begging for loans, to a broken man 
nursing his feelings of failure with a 
whiskey bottle. 

Lange’s Jule Ivy changes from 
the quiet, reticent farmer’s wife to 
a woman determined to keep the 
land she is so fiercely proud of. 
Throwing Shepard- off the farm 


when he beats their son in 
drunken rage, Lange undergoes 
catharsis. It leads to an emotions 
climax as she and other farmer 
faced with foreclosure heckle thi 
FmHA men off the Ivy farm when 
they attempt to auction the Ivys 
farm equipment. 

To reveal more would be 
sin. Suffice to say that the endi 
will leave the viewer feeling hope¬ 
ful for the Ivys, and for other farm¬ 
ers like them. 

Lange’s performance reaffirms 
her position as one of the premiere 
actresses on the movie scene today 
Her chameleon quality allows her 
to be totally convincing as Jule Ivy. 
One wonders while watching her 
performance if her rural back¬ 
ground, or perhaps living with an 
actual farm family, allowed her to 
give such an honest portrayal. She 
is strong-willed and stubborn, yet 
her gentle qualities show through in 
her scenes with the Ivy children. 

Shepard gives a fine perfor 
mance that shows with painful 
detail the breaking of a once proud 
man. His non-classic features keep 
him from being too good-looking to 
portray the average farmer. His 
character changes physically as he 
goes from the proud farmer to the 
dejected man drowning in his own 
self-pity. 

Lange and Shepard, who con¬ 
ceived this project after reading an 
article detailing the foreclosure of a 
Kansas family’s farm, are supported 
by an excellent cast, realistic Iowa 
locations and local residents who 
give this movie the honest-to- 
qoodness feel of rural America.

After investigating several allegations against 
the University of Iowa, the NCAA ruled Tuesday 
that the Hawkeyes were disqualified from their 
17-16 football victory over the Braves last week¬ 
end. 

Reports from the NCAA showed that one 
member of the Iowa team was taking steroids 
while another posed nude for a calendar. The 
Hawkeye coach was also found guilty on charges 
that he did not have a safety car seat for his chil¬ 
dren .

Braves lose at Loyola, come 
home to win opener

The Loyola Ramblers helped open the 
Braves’ basketball season Friday at Alumni Hall 
in Chicago. Unfortunately, the Braves didn’t join 
them until the second half. The result was a 98- 
80 Rambler victory. 

Loyola came out hot from the opening tip, 
hitting its first nine shots and 10 of its first 11. 
The Ramblers were sparged by guard Carl Gols- 
ton, who hit open jumpers when the Braves col¬ 
lapsed around All-American candidate Alfredrick 
Hughes. The Braves looked sloppy in the game, 
turning the ball over 23 times, to only nine for 
the Ramblers. 

"We made mistakes inbounding the ball," 
Braves Head Coach Dick Versace said. "Our kids 
were nervous. It was a very tough opener, but 
we’ll use it as a rallying point for the season." 

Versace was also quick to point out that his 
1981-82 Braves opened with a big loss against 
Oregon State, but went on to win the NIT cham¬ 
pionship. 

The outside shooting of Golston and Andre 
Battle, who led Loyola with 25 and 26 points, 
respectively, helped open the middle for Hughes, 
who finished the game with 24 points. 

The Braves were led by Mike Williams, who 
scored 20 points and had eight rebounds in his 
first regular season game since transferring from 
Cincinnati. Freshman Hersey Hawkins chipped in 
with 20 points of his own. 

The Rambler blowout gave Versace a chance 
to play his whole bench, while Voise Winters had 
only a minimal amount of playing time. 

"We were looking for someone to get the ball 
inside," Versace said. He looked to Trevor 
Trimpe, who played well with the time he got. 

Winters and the Braves rebounded Monday 
in their home opener, to beat the University of 
Wisconsin-LaCrosse. 

Winters had 20 points to lead the Braves to a 
68-54 victory over the Indians. 

The Braves seemed to be able to do anything 


they wanted, especially in the first half, when 
they outscored UW-LA, 40-18. 

"I thought we played them hard," Indians’ 
coach Burt McDonald said. "If we shot 50 percent 
we’d have only been down four at halftime." The 
Indians shot only 12 percent in the first half, 
compared with 59 percent for the Braves. 

The fun continued in the second half, includ¬ 
ing two alley-oop dunks by Winters from guard 
Jim Les. 

"They (the slams) come from really playing 
together for two years," Winters said. 

This time Versace was able to play his bench 
for the right reason. Jerome Childs had six assists 
in 20 minutes, and Donald Powell had 10 points 
and six rebounds in over 22 minutes, while show¬ 
ing much potential for improvement. 

Starting forward Derrick Parks also played 
well, scoring 11 points and 12 rebounds. 

The Braves take their 1-1 record down to 
New Orleans to play Tulane University. The 
Green Wave will be led by 6-foot-10 center John 
Williams, who scored 19.4 points and had 7.9 
rebounds last year. 

Also returning to the Tulane squad, which 
went 17-11 last season, are forwards Clyde Eads, 
Jim Johnson and Whitney Dabney. The Green 
Wave should be able to challenge the Braves’ 
inside game-eleven of coach Ned Fowler’s 13 
players are 6-foot-5 or taller. 

Wednesday, the Braves will host the Temple 
Owls. The Owls posted a 26-5 mark last season 
and had an 18-0 record as Atlantic 10 conference 
champions. 

The Owls, coached by John Chaney, beat St. 
John’s (65-63) in the opening round of the 
NCAA championship tournament before falling 
to North Carolina last year. 

The top returner for the Owls is 6-foot-8 
senior forward Granger Hall, who averaged 16.9 
points per game for the Owls, who were picked to 
finish first again in their .conference in an 
unofficial preseason coaches poll.

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Korean rights discussed

The difference in the human 
rights situations in North and 
South Korea is small today, 
according to Dr. Jai Hyon Lee, 
and the condition is deteriorat¬ 
ing daily. 

Lee, a former advisor to the 
first president of South Korea, 
is a journalism instructor at 
Western Illinois University. He 
spoke on Korean human rights 
to about 35 people in Student 
Center 107 last Tuesday. 

The South Korean govern¬ 
ment was formed as a demo¬ 
cracy in 1948, with a national 
legislature, separate judicial 
branch and free elections, Lee 
said. 

This system continued even 
after the North Korean invasion 
and subsequent war. 

In 1960, however, the 
government rigged an election 
which touched off demonstra¬ 
tions and led to its own down¬ 
fall. 

Shortly after the government 
fell. South Korea entered an era 
of military rule which still exists 
today, Lee said. 

Since then martial law and 
human and civil rights viola¬ 
tions have become common¬ 
place. 

Lee said most of the viola¬ 
tions of human rights occur 
against church people, laborers 
and students, and he focused 
on these groups during his 
speech. 

"The Christian church has 


always been very vocal against 
social injustice," Lee said. 

Because of this, he said, 
church people are the objects of 
constant harassment and often 
violent attacks by government- 
supported agents. 

"One of South Korea’s most 
respected x church leaders was 
nearly killed and 18 church peo¬ 
ple arrested for speaking out," 
Lee said. 

This was just one of many 
such incidents, he said. "The 
senior pastor of the First 
Church of Seoul was also bru¬ 
tally assaulted outside his 
church for no apparent reason 
and still remains in the hospi¬ 
tal." 

Lee said the perpetrators of 
these acts were hired by the 
government. 

In another incident, church 
members were held hostage 
without food or water for nearly 
a week and police took no 
action against the abductors. 

Lee also described the bleak 
labor situation in South Korea, 
where wages are low and work¬ 
ing conditions are poor. 

Lee said workers can organize 
but are not free to bargain with 
management and they cannot 
strike. 

The government controls all 
bargaining and blacklists union 
activists. 

When a worker is "black¬ 
listed," he is unable to find 
work and is often subject to 
harassment and torture.

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Steam leak causes damage to Duryea

A steam leak in Duryea Hall Monday, the 
third such incident in two years, caused damage 
to graphics and woodworking equipment in the 
west end of the building. 

"This is just another one of the incidents in 
the life of that old, struggling building,” Dr. 
Charles Meyer, director of the division of art 
said. 

The leak is related to other damaged pipes on 
campus, according to Jerry Boyea, director of 
facilities management. "The leak in Duryea is an 
extension of a common problem in steam service 
in that area," Boyea said. 

Boyea said the leak was caused by a broken 
slange gasket, a common occurance, "like having 
a flat tire." The escaping steam eroded the pipe 
seal in a wall on Duryea and allowed the steam to 
enter the building. 

Meyer does not know the full extent of the 
damage because some of the equipment’s wiring 
was "saturated with water and needs to dry out," 
he said. 

The steam was so thick, Meyer said, "that 
you could put your arm in the room and not see 
it in front of your face." 

A similar incident occured before Thanksgiv¬ 
ing break and affected the work of about six stu¬ 


dents. As a result, students were not storing 
much work in any of the affected areas. "We 
hoped that nothing would happen but we urged 
students to use sense in what they kept there," 
Meyer said. 

This time there was damage to some prints 
and drawings, surface rust on some machinery 
and possible loss of photo chemicals. The steam 
could not be easily dispersed because "the win¬ 
dows were swollen shut. They had absorbed a 
tremendous amount of water," Meyer said. 

Workers were called in to wipe down every¬ 
thing in the rooms because they had been 
"covered with running water," Meyer said. A new 
ventilation fan was installed by 5 p.m. Monday 
and Meyer hopes it will prevent any further dam¬ 
age. 

The fan will "minimize and reoccurence of 
the problem," Boyea said. 

Maintenance is trying to repair the steam 
leaks within the next 10 days, depending on the 
weather, Boyea said, and there has been no 
interruption of service on campus. 

Meyer said Duryea is an "old rattletrap of a 
building and every once in a while it reminds us 
that we need a new one." The University plans to 
demolish Duryea and move the facilities into 
MacMillan Hall.

Skin color or fraternal organization didn’t 
matter to the 123 who gave their blood or the 10 who 
wanted to but were deferred. And it doesn’t matter to the 
Red Cross either. 

The Red Cross works under the philosophy that every¬ 
one, regardless of race, creed, residence location, financial 
status or ability to replace the blood should be able to 
receive blood whenever it is needed. 

Blacks and whites (as well as yellows and reds) working 
together to help increase Central Illinois’ supply of blood is a 
good example for all of us. The success of the blood drive 
proves that we can accomplish worthwhile goals by working 
together.

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Music-business study-tour 
sponsored during January interim

Music. It’s everywhere. In today’s society, 
it’s a multi-million dollar business. 

Those who want to pursue careers in the 
music industry must be knowledgeable in both 
the areas of music and business. 

During January interim, the music depart¬ 
ment is sponsoring a two-week music business 
study tour to Los Angeles, one of the centers of 
the United States music business. 

The tour, developed by KBA Enterprises, 
Inc., will be Jan. 3-17 and will be led by Paul 
Kelly of KBA. 

Dr. Allen Cannon, director of the division of 
music, said, "The best way for students to get 
into the (music) business is to get to know people 
in the profession—to make contacts." 

The LA tour gives students the opportunity 
to speak with people in the music business and, 
as Cannon said, "The trip is designed to give 
first-hand information to students in the business 
of music." 

The trip includes tours of television and 
recording studios, a talk with Disneyland manage¬ 
ment and an excursion to the National Associa¬ 
tion of Music Merchants music show. There are 
also lectures given every day by people in all 


aspects ot the music business. 

The students gain an understanding of the 
music and entertainment industries through direct 
contact with professionals involved in areas such 
as retailing, manufacturing, publishing, radio and 
TV, motion pictures and arts management. 

Although this is the fourth year of the tour, 
it is Bradley’s first year of participation. About 
five Bradley students have already signed up and 
about 15 students are expected on this year’s trip. 
Other participating schools include Millikin 
University, Illinois State University and Elmhurst 
College. 

Bradley combined its curriculum^ of business 
and music in 1948, one of the first schools to do 
so. There are 19 music/business students at Brad¬ 
ley. 

One course offered to these students is the 
business of music, taught by Cannon. The course 
deals with music publishing, the recording indus¬ 
try, concert management, copyright laws, perfor¬ 
mance rights, arts management, licensing organi¬ 
zations and the manufacturing and marketing of 
musical instruments. 

The LA study tour price is $795, which 
includes air fare, ground transportation, all lec¬ 
tures and admissions. The trip can be taken for 
credit. Contact Dr. Cannon at Ext. 474 or Con¬ 
stance Hall 204 for information.

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SC cafe looks for solutions

The Student Center cafeteria has lost "thousands of dollars" 
over the past several years. Business Manager Ken Goldin said. 
Goldin and Director of Food Service Bob Byczynski are currently 
exploring solutions to the problem. 

Although no decisions will be made until at least February, 
Goldin said possible solutions include: 

•discontinuing hot entrees 
•serving only soup and sandwiches 
•switching to paper plates, cups and utensils 

• having the University subsidize the cafe 

• having a fast-food chain set up operation on campus. 

Goldin said any of the first three could result in layoffs, which 
would save the University more money, but put people out of 
work. 

The school probably won't want to subsidize, because that 
could lead to higher tuition, he said. 

Bringing in a fast-food chain is a possibility, but there are no 
plans to do so now. 

Closing the cafeteria is not a solution, and raising prices is not 
likely, Goldin said. 

Byczynski said there has always been financial trouble with the 
cafeteria because not enough people use it. 

Goldin recently conducted a survey of patrons in an attempt to 
find a solution, but said results have been mixed. 

So far. Byczynski has tried adding a salad bar, offering daily 
specials and other promotional activities in an attempt to boost 
sales. 

The effect has not been great, Byczynski said. "People are just 
not coming in and I don't know why." 

"Maybe students want to get away from the campus during 
thetedinner breaks... I don't know." 

Byczynski said prices at the cafeteria are comparable or even 
cheaper than other places.

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University seeks legislation

Continuing commissions for Bradley Security 
officers is being lobbied for at the state level. Vice 
President for Business Affairs Gary Anna said. 

Dave Baer, director of Security and Com¬ 
munications discussed the commissions and other 
security issues at a meeting of the Security 
Advisory Committee last Tuesday. 

Bradley Security officers are now granted pol¬ 
ice powers through commissions from the Peoria 
Police Department. The present commissions 
expire in September and Police Superintendant 
Salvatore Pisano has said he will not renew them. 

"We are constantly evaluating our procedures 
and needs," Anna said. He believes that "at this 
point in time, yes," Bradley does need to have 
commissioned officers. The University is pursuing 
legislation to allow private school security forces 
to be commissioned through the state. 

The committee also discussed the apparent 
decrease in student fights and injuries. Ed King, 
director of residential life and the student judicial 
system said, "By this time (in other years) we 
usually see five or seven students in the hospital 
because of fights. 

King thinks Bradley is seeing about one-third 
the number of injuries this year, partially because 


of the presence of security personnel at fraternity 
parties. 

Pat Spraklin, Campus Affairs chair, said he 
thinks the decrease in problems is due to the 
increase in visibility of the Peoria police around 
the fraternities. 

Baer said, "The increase in visibility of the 
Peoria police is due to the fraternities." 

Baer also discussed the Campus Awareness 
for Rape Education (CARE) the Department is 
working on. Two security officers have been 
working on the project with Barbara Carroway, 
assistant director of the office of residential life. 
Baer said they developed a presentation on rape 
that will be given to any interested groups next 
semester. 

The presentation is not just for women, Baer 
said. He hopes men will attend the presentations, 
and there are plans to invite the Interfraternity 
Council to attend with Panhel as one way to 
accomplish this. 

The committee was originally established in 
the 1970s to "get input from students and 
administrators as to what they perceive security to 
be," define problems and suggest solutions. The 
committee was reestablished in 1983 and meets 
once a semester.

As a result of government 
intervention, wildcat strikes, 
demonstrations and riots often 
take place. 

Both rioters and peaceful 
demonstrators meet with violent 
reactions from the police. Tear- 
gas is used, beatings take place 
and people are jailed without 
trial. 

Despite government intoler¬ 
ance, organized and unorgan¬ 
ized labor is becoming increas¬ 
ingly vocal, causing tensions 
between workers and manage¬ 
ment to increase. 

"Unless something is done, 
labor will break down and the 
South Korean government will 
face serious problems," Lee 
said. 

Students at South Korean 
universities face numerous 
pressures to keep them from 
speaking out against the govern¬ 
ment. 

The curriculum is govern¬ 
ment approved, graduation lev¬ 
els are held at 70 percent of stu¬ 
dent population regardless of 
individual grades, classes are 
monitored by secret police and 
all student organizations must 
report activities to the govern¬ 
ment, Lee said. 

Last year, 455 students were 
forced to take "leaves of 
absence" from universities and 
inducted into the military for 
"guidance," Lee said. 

These students are forcibly 
inducted, often without consent 
or knowledge of parents, 
administrators, or advisors. 

They are forced to sign docu¬ 
ments stating they "volun¬ 
teered" and are conscripted into 
the army without a physical. 

University officials often 
don’t find out about abductions 
until after the fact and change 


the records to say students were 
"suspended." 

While in the army, these "sol¬ 
diers" are separated from other 
soldiers and coerced to repent 
their previous views and activi¬ 
ties. 

Many times the 

students/soldiers die and are 
listed as having committed sui¬ 
cide, but reports from family 
members often show that the 
body of the victim was 
mutilated by wounds obviously 
not self-inflicted. 

If convinced to change, the 
students are often sent back to 
the university to act as secret 
police and report on other 
activists. 

Lee accused the U.S. govern¬ 
ment of knowing about the 
problems but doing nothing 
about them. 

Freedom House, a human 
rights organization based in 
New York, released a report 
declaring that civil rights viola¬ 
tions were greater in South 
Korea than in Nicaragua, 
Poland, Iran and South Africa, 
Lee said. 

Another report, released last 
February by the U.S. State 
Department, stated that "the 
president in South Korea holds 
most of the power and the legi- 
tamacy of that power is still in 
question." 

The State Department report 
also noted the use of torture, 
unwarranted arrests and police 
brutality. 

It also said that students were 
unwillfully inducted into the 
army, mistreated, and at least 
six have died of "suspicious" 
causes. In politically sensitive 
cases, judges can’t protect the 
rights of individuals involved. 

Lee said politicians are short¬ 
sighted. They only think of the 
here and now, when in the long

run they may be making things 
worse. 

He said the United States 
puts up with the injustice to 
protect its interests--military 
bases strategically located in 
South Korea. 

Lee said that, ironically, 
many South Koreans still see. 
the United States as their 
strongest ally. However, the 
number of U.S. supporters is 
much smaller among the 
younger generation than with 
the older Koreans. 

Another violent coup is not 
the answer, however, Lee cau¬ 
tioned. 

Only through a phaseout of 
the dictators and the peaceful 
implementation of a democratic 
system can a stable solution be 
found. 

Despite the bleak outlook, 
Lee appears to have faith. "As 
long as there is a desire among 
the Korean people to regain 
their rights and dignity, I am 
sure they will obtain it." 


Footsteps program gives real experience 


Bradley's Footsteps program lets students 
experience what a job in the "real world" will be 
like. 

"Footsteps gives students an on-the-job look 
at what they might be doing in the future," Terri 
Jackson, a coordinator of the program, said. 

Mark Schuler, another coordinator, said, 
"Students who wish to participate in the Footsteps 
program may do so at any time during the 
academic year." 

Students fill out an interest application that 
matches their career goals or likes to an employer 
or professional in that field, he said. 

After the student is matched with an 
appropriate employer, he or she can follow in 
their footsteps, ask questions and explore career 
interests, Schuler said. 

Jackson said, "Footsteps is especially geared 
toward the undecided students. All types of 
majors seek out the program. I even had a girl 
who was interested in archeology. 

"This semester we tried to send people out in 
groups-like a field trip. Next semester we want to 
make the program more individualized," Jackson 
said. 

One example of the field trip format was a 


25-30 member group that went to Proctor Com¬ 
munity Hospital. 

Dave Goldenberg, director of the center for 
orientation and advisement, said the trip had 
three different parts. 

Students were given a rundown in health 
care trends from a business perspective by the 
chief operating officer at Proctor, and then they 
paired off with various professionals to observe a 
typical day on the job. The group later rejoined to 
listen to Mike Franks, vice president for person¬ 
nel at Proctor, tell what a personnel director looks 
for when hiring. 

Jennifer Davis, a Bradley student, said the 
trip and the program was beneficial. 

"I got to spend time with the director of 
social services. I actually accompanied her as she 
worked," she said. "It helped me gain some 
insight into the possibilities of being a social 
worker." 

Another Bradley student, Stacie Newton, said 
she got a lot out of the trip. "It pointed out more 
career opportunities than I knew existed in physi¬ 
cal therapy and gave me more insight into the 
field," she said.

have cars that parking is a real 
hassle/ he said.

People make for great photo¬ 
graphs. Judging from the photo 
show European Vision on display in 
the Cullom-Davis Library, photo¬ 
graphers Gia Civerolo and Joel 
Okmin are well aware of this. 

The show documents England, 
France, Belgium, Germany, Italy 
and Austria as seen by students 
during a trip sponsored by the his¬ 
tory department this summer. The 
show will be in the Virginius H. 
Chase Special Collection Center 
through Dec. 31. 

The show consists entirely of 
people, and more specifically, faces. 
Intriguing faces. Curious faces. 
Young faces. Old faces. These faces 
portray Europe more effectively 
than any landscape or still life. 

Many of the images are exam¬ 
ples of photo-journalism at its best. 
One photo shows striking French 
workers and another, titled "Have 


Merci," shows a begging woman 
and child sitting in front of a shiny 
new motorcycle. These photos dep¬ 
ict well the economic troubles 
across the seas. 

In some of the photos, clothes 
or uniforms convey European heri¬ 
tage. A "Gate Keeper" at the Tower 
of London has sideburns down to 
his chin and wears a dark tunic 
with puffed shoulders, an emblem 
of a crown on the front and a 
decorous hat. He may look silly, 
but there is no trace of embarrass¬ 
ment on his face. 

In other pictures, activities or 
locales are uniquely European. In 
Paris the photographers found a 
frail young man playing a "flute For 
francs" outside the Louvre Museum, 
and a stubby man with a stubby 
cigar "creating" paintings on the 
Boulevard St. Michel. 

Contrasting these distinctly 
European images are some photos 


that look like they could easily 
have been taken in America. A 
photo of a soccer fan with a banner 
and cap could be mistaken for an 
American football fan, if it weren’t 
for the word "France" written 
across the brow of his hat. 

Similarly, the photo "Young 
Wino" taken at City Park in Cam¬ 
bridge, England shows the same 
shaggy hair and dazed look of an 
American kid hanging out at the 
park. The similarities between our¬ 
selves and the Europeans pictured 
are as striking as the differences. 

The show affords the viewer 
with a glimpse of Speakers Corner 
in London. One picture taken there 
has a mundane-looking middle-aged 
man speaking and gesturing behind 
a sign that reads "Thinking makes 
you free from all kinds of exploita¬ 
tion and oppression." Another 
photo from the Corner, ironically 
titled "Optimism", shows a tired old 


man sitting disinterestedly cross- 
legged and holding a poster-sized 
sign that says "The End is at 
Hand." . 

The irony isn’t limited to the 
titles of the photos. A photo taken 
at San Marcos Square, Venice, jux¬ 
taposes tuxedoed musicians with a 
nearby lounging group, including 
one woman who apparently just 
discovered fashion accessories, 
wearing a hat, sunglasses, a thick 
bracelet, and a necklace that looks 
like a sloth clutching at her neck. 
Another man in the group is laying 
in his chair, with his eyes closed, 
his tongue out, and his hands on 
his crotch. The photo is titled 
"What Cl-ass." 

There are many more intrigu¬ 
ing portraits in the show. The print 
quality of the photos is first rate, 
and this is undoubtedly the best 
photo-journalism show of the 
semester.

and $3,000 to be paid on the 
house mortgage. 

Soon after her husband dies, a 
black man named Moses (Linsey 
Crouse) appears on her doorstep 
looking for work. She offers him 
food and a place to stay for the 
night but tells him she doesn’t have 
work for him. In the morning, 
Moses tries to persuade Mrs. Spald¬ 
ing that if she were to let him farm 
her acres for cotton, she could 
make a lot of money. 

Mrs. Spalding decides she has 
no other choice but to let Moses 
farm her land. When she makes 
this decision, her banker advises 
her that it is the worst thing she 
could possibly do. 

In the meantime, the bank 
decides to give her more time to 
pay the mortgage payment if she is 
willing to take on a blind border, 
who is a relative of her banker. 
John Malkovich, a veteran of 
Chicago’s Steppenwolf Theater, 
plays the blind man. 

Mrs. Spalding changes from a 
woman who has taken care of her 
husband and family for 15 years 
into a determined businesswoman. 

When most people would have 
given up, Mrs. Spalding figures out 
how she can make the money for 
the next payment even though the 
price of cotton is the lowest ever. 

This movie gets you so 
involved that you feel like getting 
out in the fields and helping them 
pick the cotton. It took extraordi¬ 
nary effort to capture all the ele¬ 
ments that make life worth living. 

At one moving point in the 
story, Mrs. Spalding tells Moses 
and Mr. Will (the blind man) that 
she would rather die than lose the 
family, land and house. 

The acting is impressive and 
moving. You feel the pride and 
determination that Field brings out 
in Mrs. Spaulding. Malkovich’s per¬ 
formance portrays superbly the 
courage and strength of a blind 
person. Crouse brings you to tears 
in his powerful and intense perfor¬ 
mance of a black man during the 
Depression. 

This movie is definitely a con¬ 
tender for an Oscar, yet some parts 
could have been developed more. 
The scenes in which they pick and 
sell the cotton were not built up 
enough. You do not feel how emo¬ 
tional they should be.

Registration concerns voiced 
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Bradley's Gura runs for mayor

Bradley has a mayoral candidate on campus. 
Dan Gura, director of alumni and parent rela¬ 
tions, picked up petitions for Peoria’s mayoral 
position Nov. 30. 

"I have thought about it for quite some time, 
very seriously during the middle of last week. 
Last Thursday night 1 discussed it with Dr. Abegg 
and Dr. Sturrock and decided to do it, so 1 picked 
up petitions last Friday," Gura said. 

Gura said the reason for running that was 
most pressing for him is, "in the next four years, 
the city will have a critical need for good 
leadership--! believe I would provide the best 
leadership." 

The primary election is Feb. 26,, when all 
candidates will run and on April 2, the top two 
winners from the primary will run in a general 
non-partisan election. Gura is a Republican, how¬ 
ever the election is non-partisan, which means a 
candidate’s party affiliation is not stated on the 
ballot. 

Other mayoral candidates are George Goins, 
William Fitzpatrick, Jim Maloof and Leonard 
Unes. 

As a Peoria council member, Gura has 
served the city for six consecutive years. As a 
group, the city council has maintained a stable tax 
levy, has upgraded the downtown area, the 
streets and public works, has seen the opening of 
the Civic Center and maintained an "excellent 
fiscal management," Gura said. 

Gura has a variety of needs he would like to 
see met if he’s elected. "I would like to see the 
city government become more aggressive in 
economic development, make an effort to con¬ 
vince current businesses that the city is not hung 


up on ordinanaces- we want to work with them " 
he said. 

In working with local businesses, Gura 
pointed out the raised medians in business areas. 
Local merchants believe their businesses have 
been hindered due to the raised medians, which 
prohibit access into businesses. 

"We need to be flexible. We need to get the 
private sector to take a more active position in 
downtown development," he said. 

However, Gura pointed out that there needs 
to be more focus on neighborhoods or, "we’ll 
have a downtown, but nowhere to live." 

Gura said there needs to be a little more 
time, effort and creativity put into neighborhood 
concerns. 

"The next mayor is going to have to work 
with the city council to develop a consensus and 
leadership that he could work with over the next 
four years," he said. 

As for the Carver administration, Gura said 
he has no particular criticism. "It must be stressed 
that Peoria is a City Manager/City Council form 
of governement. The mayor is not the one who 
runs the city-he is a leader role." 

"The next mayor is going to face a whole 
new set of players (on the council) and he will be 
facing a whole new set of problems," he said. 

If Gura is successful, he does not anticipate 
leaving Bradley. As director of Alumni and 
Parent Relations, he is an "outstretch" of the 
University. He keeps alumni and parents of 
current students informed about the happenings 
on campus. 

"I’ve had a Ienthy discussion with the 
University, however I have no assurance, no 
guarantee. I anticipate doing something at the 
University if Fm successful" Gura said.

Problems faced by Anaga not unique

Faced with student apathy, 
money woes and mismanage¬ 
ment, college yearbook, staffs 
this year are finding it takes 
more than snappy copy and 
pretty pictures to sell yearbooks. 

Kaethe Cusack, editor of 
Bradley’s Anaga, said this year, 
student response to the year¬ 
book has been positive and sup¬ 
portive. 

A number of colleges, weary 
of late yearbook deliveries and 
having to bail yearbooks out of 
financial trouble, now are 
demanding the books pay their 
own way. 

Last month, for example, the 
University of Alabama simply 
slashed the press run of it's 
yearbook to cut losses because 
it came out late. 

The Corolla staff bitterly 
called the move "a lack of faith 
in our abilities." 

Cusack said she is pleased 
with her staff this year. "I have 
a lot of people to help out. I 
started with an extremely large 
staff of about 30-40, now it’s 
about 15." However, she has 


students who are not on staff' 
that come in and help when 
they are needed. 

Many of the yearbook ven¬ 
tures seem to be responding to 
their problems by installing 
more efficient, professional 
operations. 

The Anaga has been faced 
with poor quality in past years. 
Cusack said, "The 1983-84 
books came back from the pub¬ 
lisher damaged, pictures were 
fuzzy due to a dirty press and 
they weren’t cropped properly." 

Cusack said, "This year we 
have a new publisher. Their 
representative visits us so we 
have the newest ideas on year¬ 
books." 

"Students were getting tired 
of the yearbook," said John 
Mooradian, UMass Student 
Government Association 

(SGA) treasurer. "It was always 
late and the quality was bad. 

And the student fund can’t sup¬ 
port a late, expensive year¬ 
book." 

The SGA, after initially trying 
to withhold all funds for the 
yearbook, told the staff it had to

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prove it could produce a high- 
quality book on time, and then 
sell it. 

Bradley’s Student Senate has 
always supported the Anaga , 
Cusack said. 

Yearbook staffs note they 
aren’t always to blame for bad 
reaction or missed deadlines. 

Yearbooks also have suffered 
from student apathy, according 
to David Honnold of Taylor 
Publishing Company’s College 
and University Division, which 
prints many campus yearbooks 
nationwide. 

"If a school with 10,000 stu¬ 
dents includes the yearbook 
price in its student activity fees, 
only about 40 percent will actu¬ 
ally pick up a yearbook," he 
said. 

Cusack said, "Bradley won’t 
let us do that (include the price 
of a yearbook in the activity 
fee). We’ve lobbied for that 
right but they have denied us 
access of the activity fee. They 
said it would raise their mailing 
cost and they don’t have time 
to do it." 

Usually, the combination of

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high costs and the student 
apathy caused by poor quality 
can kill a yearbook without stu¬ 
dent government or administra¬ 
tive threats. 

Cusack said the administra¬ 
tion has been "neutral. They’re 
not excited but they’re not 
downplaying it. 

"Our quality is on the upsw¬ 
ing. Bradley is climbing out of 
declining quality. In 1983, they 
sold 240 copies and last year 
they sold 750. Quality is going 
up," Cusack said. 

Kent State felt the student 
apathy crunch in 1976 when the 
university transferred yearbook 
funding from the school budget 
to the Student Publication Pol¬ 
icy Committee. 

"Funding dropped from 
$15,000 to $1500," Mooar said, 
forcing students to buy the 
books separately instead of pay¬ 
ing for them as part of their tui¬ 
tion. 

Cusack said, "The University 
funds about one-fourth of the 
cost of the yearbook. The rest 
of the cost is paid through sales 
of pages to organizations, 
SABRC funding, ads to local 
businesses and the sale of the 
yearbook." 

The Anaga has "added eight 
color pages, which is new, 
we’ve added 50 more pages and 
we’re giving the entire student 
body the opportunity to have 
individual photos in," Cusack 
said. 

Cusack is offering underclass¬ 
men pictures available to the 
entire campus. "This is by stu¬ 
dent request-we do listen to 
the students. The sitting is open 


to everyone and it is free. It will 
be tomorrow from 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m.," she said. 

But at Stephens College in 
Columbia, Mo., student apathy 
is only a part of a "domino 
effect" threatening yearbook 
financing, contends yearbook 
advisor Connie Beachler. 

"We seem to start with a 
decent staff that dwindles, so 
quality goes down," she said. 
"Fewer and fewer students buy 
the book and that exacerbates 
the financial situation." 

Cusack said, "We’re finan¬ 
cially stable. Sales aren’t 
declining-we’re stagnated. 700 
copies sold seems to be the 
saturation of this University, 
out of total enrollment, that’s 
pretty sad." 

While many schools face the 
same problems of falling sub¬ 
scription sales and declining 
quality, Taylor's Honnold said 
the number of colleges with 
yearbooks has remained fairly 
stable for the last five years and 
has risen since the late 60s and 
early 70s. 

During those years, "year¬ 
book publication dropped off, 
probably because of student 
apathy, the same as with frater¬ 
nities and sororities. It wasn’t 
the thing to do at the time," 
Honnold said. 

"You have to appeal to the 
masses and still cater to your 
own sense of journalistic excel¬ 
lence," Kent State’s Mooar said. 

Cusack believes yearbooks 
are up and coming again. 
"They’ll be back in style as long 
as we continue to give students 
what they want."

Mark Wackendorf of Western Illinois set a school record of 
9:46.1 in the 1000-meter freestyle as the Western swimmers 
defeated Bradley 73-40 in a dual meet in Macomb Tuesday. 

Mike Laurich also aided the Western cause by taking first place 
with a time of 1:58.2 in the 200 individual medley and by swim¬ 
ming a 58-second split in the breaststroke in the 400-meter medlev 
relay, which Western won. 

"Western just blew us out of the water," Bradley coach Jim 
bpink said. 

Bradley had some good individual performances, though Rob 
Schackle took first with a time of 1:59.3 in the 200-yard butterfly 
and Jim Burke also took first place in the 50-yard freestyle with a 
time of 22.2 seconds. Diver Dan Penwitt had 256.75 points to win 
the three-meter diving competition and finished a close second in 
the one-meter diving. 

Last Friday, Penwitt scored a personal best 277.10 in three- 
meter diving and Mary Wood appeared in her first diving competi¬ 
tion for the Braves as they defeated the University of Iowa 67-45 

Penwitt said the advantage of diving at Bradley’s Haussler Hall 
pool helped account for his total, which eclipsed his former high of 
263 points.

"I feel set up,” said Mike Pon- 
tillo after he stepped down as 
president of Interdorm Council 
last Tuesday afternoon. 

In response to dissatisfaction 
with his leadership style during 
the fall semester, Pontillo had 
agreed to •» relinquish the 
presidency if 50 percent of the 
council did not support him. 
The final count was 7-7. 

Pontillo called the IDC meet¬ 
ing to order at 4:15, introducing 
the topic that surprised no one 
in the room. Rumors of his 


impending impeachment had 
been circulating campus for stu¬ 
dents first returned from winter 
break, said one council 
member. 

Monday night, 12-15 council 
members met to discuss prob¬ 
lems with Pontillo’s leadership 
and discuss possible solutions 
"without the executive board 
members there to express 
biased viewpoints,” Representa¬ 
tive Kevin Burke said. 

ACCORDING TO 

SEVERAL members who 
attended that meeting, a 
compromise was reached 
between those council members 
who wanted Pontillo to resign 
or be impeached and those who 
wanted him to remain 
president: co-presidents. After 
the idea was discussed and 
approved, Representative Char¬ 
lene Dewey discussed it with 
Vice President Karen James and 
Secretary Meryl Horalek. 

James said she told Pontillo 
that the idea would be discussed 
at Tuesday’s meeting. She and 
Horalek also suggested a 


confidence vote, James said, 
and Pontillo misunderstood her 
to mean that the council had 
agreed to hold and abide by the 
vote. Sometime Monday night 
Pontillo signed an agreement 
saying he would abide by the 
results of a confidence vote as 
well. 

After Tuesday’s vote, Pontillo 
was "left standing in the 
lobby...I was not even allowed 
the courtesy of being called 
back into the room,”_which he

Humanities programs 


need more

The emphasis placed on 
humanities at America’s col¬ 
leges and universities has 
decreased greatly over the past 
quarter century, according to 
Dr. Max Kele. 

Kele, responding to questions 
concerning recent reports by the 
National Endowment for the 
Humanities and the U.S. 
Department of Education, said 
that Bradley currently meets 
"less than half' of the require¬ 
ments suggested by the respec¬ 
tive authors of those reports, 
William Bennett and T.H. Bell. 

Kele, dean of the college of 
liberal arts and sciences at Brad¬ 
ley, said that although the 
university has recently adopted 
a general education program 
requiring some liberal arts, it is 
not enough. 

Former Secretary of Educa¬ 
tion Bell’s report recommended 
two years (approximately 60 
credit hours) of study in the 
liberal arts. Bradley currently 
requires only 26 or 27 hours. 

Kele said that by not requir- 


emphasis 

ing students to take sufficient 
courses in liberal arts, we risk 
"producing only partially literate 
people, lacking in understanding 
of human values and tradi¬ 
tions." 

THESE PEOPLE MAY be 
unable to communicate, discuss 
literature, may be insensitive to 
human values and totally 
unaware of their effects on the 
system, Kele said. 

The idea of students creating 
there own curriculum came 
about during the political and 
social upheaval of the late 
1960’s and 70’s, Kele said. 

It arose from pressures by 
students on-campus and 
employers off-campus. 

Kele says that American 
businesses are hypocritic 
because most corporate leaders 
have strong liberal arts back¬ 
grounds, but lower level 
management fails to see the 
significance of humanities when 
hiring.

After tnree days ot a top secret space mission, the space shut¬ 
tle "Discovery" safely returned to Cape Canaveral Jan. 29. The shuttle's mis¬ 
sion was to launch a high-tech eavesdropping satellite to monitor Soviet 
communications. It was the first secret military mission and carried an all¬ 
military crew.

Pope John Paul preached against abortion, divorce and 
sterilization to at least one million people in two Venezuelen cities on Jan. 27. 
He was warmly greeted in these predominantly Catholic cities. 

The economic forecast is grim for most Illinois farmers in 
1985, according to some economists and farm leaders. A sixth year of 
depression is also forecasted for farm manufacturers. 

The Time vs. Sharon case closed when the jury decided that 
Time didn't libel Sharon by linking his name to a Palestinian massacre. The 
jury also said some magazine editors were careless in putting out the story. 
Both sides claimed victory,though. Sharon said he fulfilled his aim—that Time 
lied, and Time's editor-in-chief said the important thing was that the maga¬ 
zine won the case. 

Russia's communist daily Pravda said the military space 
shuttle program demonstrated that the United States is for a "cosmic revolu¬ 
tion of arms race" and criticized Reagan's space-based defense initiative, 
saying the defensive shield would become a sword, as the United States is 
also building nuclear weapons. 

The unemployment rate for Illinois was up four-tenths of 
one percent to 8.9 percent in December 1984. The Department of Employ¬ 
ment Security said the employment gains were offset by an increase in the 
state's labor pool. The unemployment figures were also affected by the Chi¬ 
cago Teachers Strike and temporary layoffs of quad-cities factory workers. 


Peoria Update 


A Peoria business man requested $250,000 from the Peoria 
City Council Tuesday to refurbish the Madison Theater. Gary Preston of 
Preston Construction Co. will use the money along with a $100,000 grant 
from the Illinois Department of Commerce and Community Affairs and a bank 
loan to turn the abandoned movie palace into a dinner theater and office 
space. 

Preston has a verbal agreement with Chaunce Conklin of Conklin Players 
Dinner Theater in Goodfield to lease the first floor of the building. Preston 
hopes to take possession of the Madison, located in downtown Peoria, some¬ 
time in March. 

P.A. Bergner & Co. plans to close its downtown store after 
79 years of business in Peoria. About 150 employees will lose their jobs 
within the next 18 months as a result of Bergner's decision to move the cor¬ 
porate headquarters to Milwaukee. The relocation comes after the purchase 
of Milwaukee-based Boston stores. The move may have harmed Peoria's abil¬ 
ity to receive a $17 million federal grant for the proposed Riverfront Mall last 
fall. 

Central Illinois Light Co. will close the 60-year-old R.S. 

Wallace generating station across the Illinois River from downtown Peoria. 
"Power plants have a life span like cars and people," said CILCO spokesman 
Tom Flanagan. He said CILCO will try to reassign the 75 employees who now 
work at the site before the shutdown next fall. 

Peoria, Bartonville and Galesburg are ^mong the at 

least 11 central Illinois communities vying to become the site for the General 
Motors Saturn plant. Land from throughout the state will be evaluated by the 
Department of Commerce and Community Affairs and will be offered to GM 
management. The Peoria Economic Development Council recommended the 
use of the partially completed Caterpillar parts depot in Morton and land just 
north of Pioneer Park in Peoria County. 

The "Gondola War" between LaGondola and Avanti's 
restaurants was settled over winter break when U.S. District Judge Michael M. 
Mihm ruled that "Gondola" is an Avanti's trademark. Mihm announced on 
Jan. 22 that Richard LaHood's use of the word "Gondola" to describe a 
sandwich sold at his LaGondola restaurant constituted a deceptive trade prac¬ 
tice and damaged Avanti's, the business of Albert S. Zeller. Avanti's and 
LaGondola occupy the same building on University Ave. 

Nearly 4,000 homes are for sale in metropolitan 

Peoria and about one-quarter of these resulted from foreclosures, area real¬ 
tors reported. The average price of a home dropped 3.5 percent in 1984 but 
the market is considered "sluggish" by realtors and it is not expected to get 
better for about five years. About 600 realtors have left the Peoria market 
over the last four years. 
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Ballowe to chair commision

Dr. James Ballowe, associate 
provost and dean of Bradley’s 
graduate school, was appointed 
chair of the Commission on 
Institutions of Higher Education 
of the. North Central Associa¬ 
tion of Colleges and Schools. 
Ballowe will serve a two-year 
term on the 15-member com¬ 
mission. 

The NCA, established ip 
1895, is one of the country’s six 
postsecondary institution 

accrediting establishments, 
accrediting 950 public and 
private institutions in a 19-state 
area. 

Ballowe said the NCA is 
comprised of "500 corps of con¬ 
sultant evaluators from univer¬ 
sities, and a commission. The 
commission has a governing 
board of 15 people. It has three 
public members and 12 

representatives." 

An institution can be 

accredited by the NCA for 

three, five, or 10 years. Bradley 
was evaluated in 1980 and 

qualified for a 10-year accredita¬ 
tion, Ballowe said. 

FOUR BASIC CRITERIA 
are used in the NCA evalua¬ 
tion. Ballowe said the school 
"must have an educational mis¬ 
sion, they must be carrying it 
out, they must have the 
resources to carry that mission 
out, and they must continue to 
carry out that mission." 

"Without accreditation from 
the NCA, an institution may 
have difficulty receiving funds 
from the federal and state 
governments. Such funds 
include student loan programs, 
scholarship programs and 
research programs," Ballowe 
said. 


Ballowe said that he has 
"experience serving on accredit¬ 
ing teams, and administrative 
and faculty experience." He 
became involved in the NCA 
because "Bradley University is 
an institution which contributes 
to higher education by 
volunteering my services as well 
as the services of other 
administrators and faculty 
members who serve in agencies 
and other professional organiza¬ 
tions," he said. 

"My appointed position prob¬ 
ably gives me an unusual

opportunity to learn about the 
entire spectrum of higher edu¬ 
cation in the United States." 

In addition to his involve¬ 
ment with the NCA, Ballowe’s 
other duties at Bradley keep 
him busy. He said, "I work with 
the Provost largely in academic 
areas of the institution. I have 
specific oversight for the gradu¬ 
ate school, research and sponsor 
programs, and continuing edu¬ 
cation and professional develop¬ 
ment.

Reagan mortgages 
minds for money 

Over the last year we’ve heard much about the state of 
higher education in America. 

One high level study after another has concluded that 
higher education in this country is in need of some drastic 
changes in order to properly educate our youth. 

Most recently we have been told that, in order to cut the 
estimated $200 billion national deficit, the Reagan adminis¬ 
tration has proposed severly limiting those eligible for finan¬ 
cial aid and putting a roof on the total amount any one stu¬ 
dent can receive per year. 

These proposals-$4,000 per student per year and a max¬ 
imum family income of $30,000-are too extreme, particu¬ 
larly in the face of the resistance met by similar cuts pro¬ 
posed for other areas of the federal budget. 

How can we improve the educational system in our 
country and cut back on the availability of it at the same 
time? 

Last Monday the Bradley Student Senate approved a 
motion to draft a letter to our President to express the view 
that these cuts would be unfair to private institutions such as 
Bradley. Other ideas were discussed at the meeting that 
included organizing a campus wide letter-writting campaign 
and a state wide campaign through the Federation of 
Independent Colleges and Universities. These letters would 
be sent not only to President Reagan, but to all our elected 
officials. 

Through these letters we can communicate our concern 
over the proposed cuts and tell our leaders how to accurately 
represent our views. 

Limiting the amount of, and eligibility for, government 
grants is, and always has been logical: only those that truly 
need the money should be given it. But putting a ceiling on 
those who can receive loans and cutting off all financial aid at 
$4,000 will cripple higher education in America for genera¬ 
tions. . 

Is there anything more basic to freedom than education ! 
And shouldn’t our freedom include the right to choose from 
a maximum number of quality educational institutions? 

The existence of private colleges and universities in 
America contributes to the overall quality of education here 
by providing competition and diversity. 

Education should come first and foremost in a free 
: ociety. Our youth is our future-that is a basic truth. Where 
'▼ill our future lie if our youth is not given the chance to be 
educated? 

There are many areas of the budget that can be reduced. 
Granted, some areas of the educational budget can be 
trimmed, but not to the proposed extent. Reducing student 
financial aid should be the last area considered, not, as it 
appears, one of the first. 

We need to make our voices heard. Senate’s proposal is 
a very good start. Every Bradley student should now make an 
effort to contribute to the campaign. Even if you are finish¬ 
ing your education soon, you should be concerned about this 
issue. It will affect your sisters, brothers, friends, neighbors 
and, eventually, the entire nation.

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Student finds belt law restraininq 


Citing the desire to reduce 
the number of annual highway 
deaths and injuries, Illinois 
recently passed a mandatory 
seat belt law due to go into 
effect during the summer. In 
adopting this Soviet-style legis¬ 
lation, Illinois has joined the 
ranks of such overregulated 
states as New York, the first 
state to adopt a similar measure. 

Under federal pressure from 
Transportation Secretary Eliza¬ 
beth Dole, states making up at 
least two-thirds of the nation’s 
population must enact manda¬ 
tory seat belt laws, or auto mak¬ 
ers will be required to install 
passive restraints (air bags or 
automatic seat belts) beginning 
in 1987 model American cars. 
As a result of this federal intru¬ 
sion into the private sector, 
automakers are obligated to 
spend nearly $20 million pro¬ 
moting mandatory seat belt laws 
in state houses across the 
nation or to install passive res¬ 
traints, which would increase 
auto prices by as much as $600 
a vehicle. 

Most alarming is that manda¬ 
tory seat belt laws infringe on 
the Constitutional rights of the 
American people, including the 
right to be free from unreason¬ 
able and excessive regulation. 
Considering that one’s use or 
non-use of a seat belt in no way 
endangers other motorists on 
the road, it becomes impossible 
to ascribe a reasonable basis for 
such intrusive legislation. 

Concededly, seat belts do pro¬ 
vide a great measure- of protec-

tion to drivers, and their use 
should by all means be 

encouraged. The real issue, 
however, is not whether seat 

belt use should be encouraged, 
but more importantly, should 
seat belt use be made manda¬ 
tory because Uncle Sam deems 
it to be in the best of our 

interest? Should the govern¬ 

ment require all citizens to get 
eight hours of sleep and to take 
a daily jog or face a fine because 
it might save or enhance our 
lives? Should the government 
prohibit its citizens from hold¬ 
ing high pressure jobs or face a 
fine because one might be more 
likely to suffer from coronary 
disease? Should the govern¬ 
ment be permitted to dictate 
conduct to its citizenry when no 
reasonable warrant exists for 
doing so? Absolutely not! 

ONE MUST NEVER forget 
that the United States Constitu¬ 
tion was founded on the princi¬ 
ple of limited and nonintrusive 
government. Throughout the 
past 45 years, the American 
people have had one bureau¬ 
cratic and intrusive law after 
another imposed on them.

1984 was also the year of ter¬ 
rorists. All over the world, they 
were active. Britain’s Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher had 
a close call when a bomb 
exploded in the hotel she was 
staying in at Brighton. In 
Lebanon, many American 
Marines were killed by "suicide 
bombers," and American 
embassies were bombed. The 
crowning achievement of the 
terrorist activities was perhaps 
the murder of Indira Gandhi, 
prime minister of India.

It rather 
suppressed the news of the 
tragedy and spent millions of 
dollars celebrating the 10th 
anniversary of the Ethiopian 
Revolution. 

ALL THE SAME, after the 
BBC footage of the Ethiopian 
famine was released, the 
western world responded with 
money, food and shelter. But 
they were a mite too late. The 
famine had claimed millions in 
Ethiopia and was now traveling 
toward Chad, Sudan and other 
parts of Africa. 

Apartheid South Africa, 
meanwhile, continued its racist 
segregation, which was quelled 
somewhat by the uprising of the 
blacks. As a result of this 


uprising, the blacks and the 
coloreds were granted meagre 
rights, barely enough to extin¬ 
guish the spark of uprising 
before it became the flame of 
revolution. 

MAN, MEANWHILE, 
CONTINUED continued to 
tamper with nature. The tech¬ 
nological advances made in the 
fields of medicine and space 
aeronautics were incredible. In 
February, astronaut Bruce 
McCandless floated in space 
untethered while the shuttle 
Challenger orbited the earth. A 
later dramatic retrieval was 
made when Discovery brought 
two wayward satellites back to 
earth—the first space salvage 
attempt. 

The medical world also took 
its share of glory. William 
Schroeder, the second artificial 
heart recipient, is still hale and 
hearty. Unfortunately, the same 
cannot be said for Baby Fae, 
the two-week-old infant who 
was fitted with a baboon heart 
in a desperate attempt to save 
her life. While the animal rights 
groups rallied against the 
slaughter of an animal to save 
another of the human species, 
the baboon’s heart gave Baby 
Fae 32 days of life. 

Thus passes 1984, dispensing 
its memories, not all of which 
were good. While the world 
rejoiced at William Schroeder’s 
new life and congratulated 
America for the memorable 
Olympics, it also shed tears for 
the countless who died every 
day in Ethiopia. But these are 
the “All sorts of things and 
weathers, that must be taken in 
together.

and showers were replaced and 
"the facilities upgraded. The one 
1,000-gallon heater has been 
replaced with dual 500-gallon 
heaters," Boyea said. Total 
repair cost was $30,000. 

The steam and condensate 
lines between Constance and 
Olin Halls (under construction 
last semester) were replaced at 
a cost of $20,000. 

"The steam line is the main 
source of heating and the con¬ 
densate line returns the steam 
(water) to the power house to 
be used as heat again," Boyea 
said. 

IN THE ACADEMIC halls, 
some rooms in Bradley and 
Jobst were remodeled to 
accomodate computers. There 
were also some "long overdue 
projects of space adjusting made 
to the deans’ office in Jobst and 
the LAS office in Bradley.

and universities) have deter¬ 
mined the curriculum for stu¬ 
dents." 

Kele said that allowing stu¬ 
dents to design their own curri¬ 
culum was "an insane idea." 

He contends that there is no 
way that a student really knows 
what is best for them. 

"If they truly want to be edu¬ 
cated, then they need these 
courses." 

If students are only con¬ 
cerned with the technical 
aspects of learning, then they 
should go to a technical school, 
Kele said. 

COURSES IN THE humani¬ 
ties (liberal arts and sciences) 
teach students to be articulate 
and literate, he said. 


"We risk produc¬ 
ing only partially 
literate people, 
lacking in under¬ 
standing of hu- 
man values..." 

He said that only such tech¬ 
nocratic societies as Nazi Ger¬ 
many and the Soviet Union 
have no need for humanities. 

Reading is vitally important 
because it is the foundation of 
articulation, he said. 

Despite the two reports, and 
others like them, Kele feels that 
things will not change. 

About three years ago Reagan 
appointed a blue ribbon com¬ 
mittee to study excellence in 
public schools, and they said

the prime needs of improve¬ 
ment were in science, 
mathematics, international stu¬ 
dies and foreign language. 

SINCE THEN, Kele said, 
there has been much discussion 
about math and science but not 
about the other courses men¬ 
tioned. 

"Science and math education 
can be justified," Kele said, 
because there effects can be- 
objectively observed. 

Unfortunately, he said, "our 
society can t see the importance 
of humanities. 


What he sees as even more 
discouraging is that there has 
been no organized discussion 
among students, faculty, or 
administrators concerning the 
state of the humanities. 

If a change is to be made, 
then universities themselves 
will have to be the force, he 
said.

Judith Cohn and Lisa Moczulewski, two members of last 
semester’s staff were responsible for getting the magazine together 
and for coming up with new ideas. 

COHN SAID SHE was very happy with the format change. 
The old magazine "put a strain on the imagination." Moczulewski 
felt that a lot of hard work paid off. 

Cassandra Garren, the current editor, feels that as the new 
editor, she will have to work hard to reach last year's level of 
excellence. Anne Hutchcroft said, a lot of people feel the staff is 
prejudiced when it comes to what will go into an issue and what 
won't meaning friends come first, but this is not the case. 

All of the staff' are in accordance on this point, that with more 
hard work and determination Broadside can win the Gold Medalist 


Award and set itself above the rest.

There is no excuse. 

With the semester barely a 
week old, surely more than 50 peo¬ 
ple could spare an hour on a Tues¬ 
day night. 

There may, however, be 
regret. 

For those who made it to the 
Dingeldine Music Center Tuesday 
night, though, there was only the 
satisfaction of witnessing one of the 
finer solo recitals of the past year 
at Bradley University. 

The sight of 450 empty seats 
in the Eleanor Sykes Peters Recital 
Hall must have discouraged' Tho¬ 
mas R. Erdmann. Fortunately, it 
didn’t hinder his performance as he 
gave the small but appreciative 
audience one hour of first-class 
trumpet music. 

Erdmann opened the program 
with F.J. Hayden’s oft-performed 
Concerto in E Flat, his E fiat trum¬ 
pet ringing clear and full. Through 
the program, the most satisfying 
aspect of Erdmann’s playing was 
his rich, full-bodied sound under 
expert control. Whether changing 
dynamics abruptly or triple- 
tonguing a passage in the upper 
register of the horn, his clean 
sound rarely suffered. And though 
two or three entrances early in the 
program could have been cleaner, 
they did not severely dampen the 
performance. 

Following the Hayden piece, 
Erdmann continued on the B flat 
trumpet with Saint-Saens’ "Le 
Cygne," from Carnival of the 
Animals. 

After a brief intermission, he 
opened the second half of the pro¬ 
gram with Jean Hubeau’s Sonata 
for Chromatic Trumpet and Piano 
which included a demanding "Inter- 
mede" filled with odd intervallic 
jumps which were handled 
flawlessly. 

The program ended with H.L. 
Clarke’s Sounds From the Hudson, 
featuring a strong cadenza early on 
and the finest unity of the evening 
between Erdmann and his pianist, 
Cynthia Lanning. 

Erdmann, who currently 
teaches trumpet and directs the jazz 
ensemble at Bradley, will leave 
after this semester to begin work 
toward his doctorate. 

Among those who did not hear 
Tuesday’s performance, there will, 
in fact, be regret.

During a rehearsal she can be 
seen at various spots in the theater, 
filling in for an actor who couldn’t 
be there, or telling the pianist 
exactly what she wants to hear in 
the music. Most times she can be 
seen pacing in the theater with 
excited energy as she watches the 
fruits of her labor. 


The cast loves her. Many 
times after rehearsals they were all 
seen dancing at Confetti’s, or push¬ 
ing tables together at Lum’s so 
they could all sit together (much to 
the dismay of the waitresses!) 

McCullough is pleased with 
her work, work she calls fun 
work." She says the results of her 
work are due, in part, to the cast of 
"incredibly talented kids. Inciden¬ 
tally, the scenic and light designers 
are Bradley students, too. 

If ticket sales are any indica¬ 
tion of McCullough s talent as both 
theatre and musical director, then 
she’s a hit.

Abstract exhibit allays fear

Many people fear abstract art. They are afraid that 
they won’t be able to understand it. Well, there’s help 
for such people. 

Art critic Charlotte Moser has curated an exhibi¬ 
tion that contains the work of 12 Chicago Abstraction¬ 
ists. The exhibit, sponsored by the Illinois Arts Coun¬ 
cil, is at the Hartmann Center Gallery until Feb 8. 
The show draws on two influential types of vision: 
humanistic imagery and abstract imagery. 

The show is a rather unemotional representation 
of abstract art--albeit good abstract art. While not 
threatening, the show presents a wide range of exam¬ 
ples of abstract art from the very minimal to a highly 
intricate, sometimes overworked patterning. 

Some of the better pieces of this exhibition 
include William Conger’s "Salem Run," an invitingly 
warm fantasy of vibrant color and subtle shading and 
Dan Ramirez’ "Bild No. 3," a piece that transcends the 


two dimensions by incorporating its frame into the 
canvas. 

"Flotation," by Evelyn Statsinger is an intriguing 
work that teases one’s memory for a momento from 
the past. It is a work that tells the viewer that the 
artist is female. Richard Loving’s "Light Pursuit" is as 
happy as Statsinger’s is tantalizing. "Light Pursuit is 
an active piece of light chasing and mingling with tex¬ 
ture. This painting shows most strongly the theme of 
universality shared by the works. 

Some of the weaker pieces include Vera Klement’s 
"Pacific Rim," which is strong on texture but lacking in 
any true presence, and Amy Sheng-Kohler s Red 
Alter," a minimal piece with lots of red. 

The other works by Judy Geichman, Roland 
Ginzel, Miyoko Ito, Ray Yoshida, Barbara Rossi, and 
Frank Piatek are non-threatening pieces that present 
the best sides of abstract art. There are no mysterious 
meanings to understand, no obscure symbols to fear. 
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Communications department planning 
student produced television show

An entirely student-produced 
television program covering the 
Peoria area is the latest addition 
to Bradley's communications 
and broadcasting department.

TOPICS SUCH AS art, con¬ 
certs, sports, and other types of 
entertainment in Peoria will be 
covered. "We'll visit restau¬ 
rants, bars, and talk about 
Peoria night life," Dreibelbis 
said. 

Wade Berry, senior communi¬ 
cations and broadcasting major 
said the show "will give people 
in Peoria an opportunity to see 
what's going on, possibly pro¬ 
viding information they didn't 
know about the city." 

Dreibelbis said the show will 
include some experimental 
aspects such as a music and 


poetry video, and video short 
stories. 

There would be a strong pos¬ 
sibility for recognition of indivi¬ 
duals and organizations on 
Bradley's campus. For example, 
Dreibelbis said that if a "frater¬ 
nity or sorority does something 
of a special service project that's 
unique, we would probably 
cover that." 

Dreibelbis said they hope "to 
get the show off' the ground by 
late February." 

TRACEY ANDERSON, A 

communications and broadcast¬ 
ing major, said the show will be 
bimonthly at first. "What all of 
us are hoping for is for this to 
be a building block to a weekly 
news program and eventually a 
daily news program." 

If there's one word to 
describe the feeling among the 
students and faculty involved 
with the project, it's 
"enthusiasm," Anderson said. 
"Bradley is very unique in that 
we have not only some of the 
best classes and the best 
instructors, but we also have 
some of the best state-of-the-art 
equipment." 

Perhaps the most important 
aspect of the communication 
department's development of its 
own student-produced television 
show is the experience it will 
provide students. 

Dreibelbis said, "The reason

Pipes break during 
subzero temperatures

Temperatures falling to -70 degrees led to the failure of heat¬ 
ing units, water lines and steam lines in Bradley, Harper, Univer¬ 
sity, and Duryea Halls from Jan. 17-20. 

Eight rooms in Bradley Hall were without heat. After some 
repairs, electric heaters were supplied to rooms still without heat. 
Director of Facilities Management Jerry Boyea said. 

"Since the shutdown happened during the big freeze, we 
presume it happened due to freezing temperatures," Boyea said. 
"Another factor that aggravated the situation was electrical power 
outages." 

Approximately six water lines failed in both Harper and 
University Halls. A broken line was found on the fifth floor of 
Harper Hall. Other broken lines were located in the basement of 
University Hall. Duryea Hall had broken radiators and steam lines. 

BOYEA SAID THAT only "minor damage" resulted from the 
shutdown and estimated $3,000-4,000 in damage for the entire 
campus. 

Maintenance began an emergency watch Jan. 17. All units 
were running at "full force," and an additional boiler was put on 
stand by. 

"We were'very fortunate that only individual units shut down, 
rather than a total service failure," Boyea said. No permanent dam¬ 
age resulted from the reduction in service.

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BU senate discusses 


proposed aid cuts

Reagan administration plans to eliminate financial aid to some 
households were discussed at Monday’s Senate meeting. 

The Reagan administration, to cut the national deficit, pro¬ 
poses to eliminate aid to households earning more than $32,000 a 
year, and to limit students to no more than $4,000 a year in finan¬ 
cial aid. In addition to these changes, the Pell Grant program would 
be virtually cut in half. 

Senate Vice President Robert Burke asked Senate to take a 
stand on this issue. Senate will write a letter to President Reagan 
expressing "concern and alarm" over plans to alter financial aid 
funding. Some members of Senate felt that "a simple letter is 
definitely not enough" and other measures should be taken. 

Burke also said the new plan would hurt middle income house¬ 
holds and those attending private schools. 

SENATE MEMBER TONY Washington, who won a congres¬ 
sional award, wiir travel to Washington D.C. with Congressman 
Robert Michel. Burke hopes to send the letter with Washington to 
hand to the President when they meet Feb. 5. 

"At this point, there is no need for concern. I don’t see this 
proposal going through," said Randy Rennell, associate director of 
Bradley’s financial aid office. "I don’t see any substantial changes in 
the next year or so." 


Federal aid— 1 out of 4 won't get it 
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CPS- If rumors about the 1986 
Education Department budget 
prove true, one of every four 
students who apply for federal 
financial aid won’t get it. 

Students from middle-income 
families and those attending 
private or out-of-state.schools 
would suffer most under the 
proposals, financial aid experts 
forecast. 

Trial balloons sent up by the 
Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB) in early January 
signal the Reagan administra¬ 
tion may try to limit students to- 
no more than $4,000 a year in 
financial aid, and disqualify 
families that make more than 
$30,000 a year from the 
Guaranteed Student Loan 
(GSL) and Pell Grant programs. 

The budget proposals should 
reach Congress this month. 
Congress will then accept, reject 
or approve figures of its own. 

IT COULD BE MONTHS 
before Congress and the 
President agree on funding 
figures. 

"If the proposals are 
accepted-of course, we hope 
they won’t be-it means a seri¬ 
ous restriction to graduate study 
loan aid and to all kinds of 
undergraduate aid," Charles 
Saunders of the American 
Council on Education (ACE) 
said. 

Financial aid directors around 
the country agree the proposals 


could hurt needy and middle- 
income students. 

Edmond Vignoul, University 
of Oregon Financial Aid Direc¬ 
tor said, "A $30,000 income cap 
would have a significant impact 
on our student population, on a 
tremendous amount of middle- 
income families." 

Under current rules, students 
from families earning more 
than $30,000 a year must pass a 
"needs test" to get federal aid. 

Now the administration wants 
to cut off such students regard¬ 
less of need. 

"WITHOUT THE LOANS 

and grants, their options will be 
limited and this obviously will 
have a detrimental effect on our 
enrollment," Vignoul said. 

Texas A and M spokesman 
Taft Benson said, "As many as 
25 percent of the students we 
process loans for wouldn’t qual¬ 
ify with a $30,000 income ceil¬ 
ing." 

"It would eliminate a great 
number of students who might 
otherwise benefit from higher 
education," he said. "Students 
might not get an education 
because of lack of resources." 

Benson said the $4,000 aid 
cap might not affect students at 
moderately-priced institutions, 
but students at private or out- 
of-state schools, who usually 
receive more than $4,000 per 
year, would have to find other 
financing or other schools.

Bratwurst platter is quite sufficient for anyone 
save a trencherman The sausage is plump and 
properly spicey and is specially made by 
Pitsch's It is served on a huge roll rather than 
one of those wimpy, soggy hot dog buns, and 
comes (if desired) with a healthy serving of 
real German-style sauerkraut, as well as a 
small cup of German potato salad and a wedge 
of kosher pickle, all at $1.85. 

The most expensive item served is a prime 
rib sandwich at $2.95. which is a lot of good 
meat at a surprisingly low price. Or one might 
even settle for soup of the day (served until 2 
pm only) with free refllls. It is homemade 
and might be split pea or chicken, if one is 
fortunate. The 85-ccnt hot dog also is served 
with mustard and sauerkraut. 

Art Guzman, who was bom in Chile, is the 
owner of Haufbrau. He once was chef at the 
Pere Marquette Hotel under Ferd Sperl and 
later presided at the Mount Hawley Country 
Gub. His wife is from Baden, and generally 
her red pies are used here. Instead of a kitchen 
there is s small area in front where food is 
served over the counter. 

The Peoria Hofbrau serves all day long. It 
has carry-out service and a complete bar. 
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Washington estimates that 
"about 10 percent of our aid 
population would be adversely 
affected by the $4,000 cap.

Klacik condemns the propo¬

"Part of my concerns are the 
dichotomy," he adds. "We talk 
about cutting access and choice 
at the same time we talk about 
excellence in education. If cuts 
need to be made. I’ve heard 
more intelligent proposals that 
would target funds more pre¬ 
cisely." 

Indeed, the OMB may make 
other drastic proposals, ACE’s 
Saunders said. 

Educators expect the OMB to 
try again to eliminate $412 mil¬ 
lion in Supplemental Grants, 
$76 million in State Student 
Incentive Grants and $17 mil¬ 
lion in graduate fellowships for 
women and minorities, he said. 

ANOTHER RECYCLED 
OMB plan would freeze next 
year’s education budget, 
WWU’s Klacik reports. 

Meanwhile, the Department 
of Education, burdened with 
changing leadership and an unc¬ 
ertain future, is reviewing all 
the proposals, but officials 
refuse comment. 

"We know what the adminis¬ 
tration has proposed." a depart¬ 
ment spokesman said. "But we 
can’t comment until Congress is 
in session and we get our pro- f 
grams over there to weigh them ( 
against the administration's." 

Education experts hope > 
Reagan’s recent nomination of J 
William Bennett to replace out- 1 
going Education Secretary Ter- I 
rel Bell is a reprieve from the | 
administration’s plan to disman¬ 
tle the department. 

Whether Congress accepts 
those plans, of course, is open 
to debate. 

"SOME (OMB) PROPO¬ 
SALS are similar to those made 
when Reagan was first elected," 

A and M’s Benson comments. 
"Congress rejected them then, 
and I hope Congress continues 
its foresight and sensitivity to 
students needing money for 
education." 

Despite Benson’s memory, 
Congress did in fact pass many 
Reagan student aid cuts in 
1981. It tended to resist more 
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cuts in subsequent years. 

"Bi-partisan support in 
Congress for financial aid has 
been strong for a long time," 
Oregon’s Vignoul agrees. "I 
hope their attitude won’t change 
significantly." 

"Everyone says there’s a need 
for excellence in higher educa¬ 
tion," he says. "This flies in the 
face of what Reagan says. You 
can’t take away the opportunity 
for a significant number of stu¬ 
dents to get an education and 
expect to improve the face of 
higher education." 

ACROSS THE BOARD 
domestic cuts will slice some aid 
dollars, ACE’s Saunders con¬ 
cludes, but "we have as good a 
chance of beating it as we’ve 
had in the last couple of years. 
We’ll face some cuts, but not 
the drastic meat-ax cuts the 
administration will propose."

WITH THE NEW painting policies and the addition of the 
14-meal plan, Bradley has been trying to make campus housing 
more attractive to students.

GF Cable is surveying dorm student reactions to the idea. 
Murphy said cable is still far from being installed, however. "The 
students would have to wait for it, GE Cable would have to decide 
to come into the dorms, and the University would have to 
approve," he said. 

The University is also looking into types of meal plans other 
than the 20- and 14- meal plans. Murphy said the 20-meal plan 
seems to be unfair to certain groups of students, such as those who 
I go home on weekends or those who generally don’t eat as much. 

This year Harper 7 became the first straight- corridor co-ed 
floor. Although the floor was filled at the beginning of the year, 
Murphy said the floor "just made it" this semester. 

Three fraternities were given a chance to live in the dorms as a 
place of their own. One fraternity, Delta Tau Delta, accepted and is 
| now living in Lovelace, Murphy said. 

Murphy also said that although he would like to see more, 
upperclassmen living on campus, "it’s best to let people live where 
they want to live." Some students‘just want to live off campus "

Braves show poise on road

One of the key ways to meas¬ 
ure the development of a young 
basketball team is to see how 
well its players react under pres¬ 
sure. In a word--poise. 

With seven freshmen, includ¬ 
ing starter Hersey Hawkins and 
four others (Jerry Thomas, 
Donald Powell, Tim Bankston 
and before arthroscopic knee 
surgery Jan. 26, Trevor 
Trempe) who see regular play¬ 
ing time, the Braves definitely 
qualify as a young team. 

They also opened this semes¬ 
ter by showing poise in a 73-69 
victory Jan. 24 at Southern Illi¬ 
nois and in a 65-55 defeat at 
Illinois State. 

Despite falling behind 15-6 at 
the opening of the game against 
the Redbirds, including a techn¬ 
ical foul on the Braves for not 
entering Bruce Mordini in the 
scorebook, the Braves didn’t 
fold, as a young team might 
have done. 

INSTEAD, LED BY three 
baskets by Hawkins, the Braves 
brought the score to 30-25, 
I.S.U. at halftime, despite 
shooting only 38 percent for the 
half. 

'The shot selection in the first 
half had a lot to be desired,” 
Bradley’s Coach Dick Versace 
said. 

Bradley stayed in the game 
through the second half, never 
trailing by more than 10 points 


and closing the margin to 58-53 
with only 58 seconds left in 
front of a hostile 1SU crowd. 

"When they (1SU) come to 
Peoria, they will have one of 
the best basketball games in 
their life,” Versace said. He also 
announced that he planned to 
give a rose to all Illinois State 
fans who attend the March 2 
rematch in Peoria. 

TWO DAYS BEFORE, 
Winters staked Bradley to a 44- 
36 halftime lead with 20 first- 
half points, and Hawkins had 13 
points in the second half to 
bring home a 73-66 victory. 

"I think Winters will be a 
good NBA prospect, and I think 
most NBA teams would agree,” 
Southern Illinois Coach Allen 
Van Winkle said. 

The game also marked the 
first start for Powell, who 
played 21 minutes in the game. 

Also showing development is 
center Mike Williams, who is 
playing a stronger game in the 
middle each time out for the 
Braves, after his two-year layoff 
due to injury and transferring 
from Cincinatti. 

Williams kept his poise at ISU 
by playing the last nine minutes 
without four fouls. Williams 
didn’t foul out, despite being 
provoked by the elbows of 
Kenny Pery. 

"HE WAS JUST playing a 
physical ballgame, and 1 respect 
that,” Williams said.

Anthony Webster, a three- 
year letterman and two-year 
starter at Bradley, has enrolled 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville and is expected 
to join the Cougar basketball 
team in mid-December of the 
1985-86 season for his final year 
of playing eligibility.

AT&T contributes computers to BU

Bradley University received 
$47,000 worth of computer 
equipment as a gift from AT&T 
this winter. 

Included in this gift is a 3B2 
microcomputer which is 
extremely powerful and has a 
huge memory capacity, two 
desk-top terminals and four 
other terminals. The 3B2 can be 
reached by phone and will be 
able to talk to every computer 
on campus. The 3B2 is 
equipped with the latest version 
of the Unix operating system 
developed by AT&T. 

Dr. Tom Stuart, chair of the 
department of electrical 
engineering, said it will be used 
by students to study high level 
computer languages, computer 
operating systems, computer 
networking and a variety of 
computer-related topics. 

Dr. John McAlpin, chair of 
the computer science depart¬ 
ment, said Bradley never sub¬ 
mitted a formal proposal to 
AT&T. This was confirmed by 
A1 Orendorff, Bradley’s infor¬ 
mation director. 

ORENDORFF SAID that it 
was a direct "gift in kind," but 
that the gift was not indiscrim¬ 


inate. 

"AT&T is interested in contri¬ 
buting to universities that are 
doing their kind of research. 
This is like promoting their type 
of work. They realized we 
(Bradley) are serious in com¬ 
puter research," he said. 

The terminals came in Janu¬ 
ary and were divided among 
several departments such as the 
electrical engineering, electrical 
engineering technology and 
computer science departments.

Reagan proposes aid cuts

The Reagan Administration 
officially released budget propo¬ 
sals for fiscal 1986 last week¬ 
end, including a recommenda¬ 
tion for cutting $2.3 billion 
from student aid allocations. 

The $973.7 billion budget car¬ 
ries with it a $180 billion deficit, 
down from the $222.2 billion 
for this fiscal year. Reagan 
recommended a $31 billion 
increase in defense spending 
and a $39 billion cut in social 
program funding. 

Proposed cuts in financial aid 
for college students include lim¬ 
iting eligibility for Pell Grants, 
National Direct Loans and the 
College Work-Study program to 
students who’s families earn 
less than $25,000. Students 
who’s families earn more than 
$32,000 would not be able to 
receive Guaranteed Student 
Loans. 

Bradley’s Student Senate sent 
a letter to the President on 
Tuesday in opposition to these 
proposed cuts, which would 
take effect for the 1986-87 
school year. Associate Director 
of financial aid Randy Rennell 
believes that the cuts will not 
pass Congress in their present 
form. He told the Journal Star 
that the cuts were "ludicrous." 


U.S. REP. ROBERT Michel, 
House Republican leader, called 
the proposal a "springboard for 
action by the Congress on 
deficit reduction." 

Democratic Representative 
Lane Evans said the cuts in 
social areas would go to paying 
for the increased defense spend¬ 
ing rather than helping to ease 
the deficit. He said it would be 
better to hold the line on all 
federal spending, according to 
the Journal Star. 

In other areas of the budget, 
Reagan upheld his campaign 
proposal to leave Social Security 
benefits untouched. Benefits 
will rise on a cost-of-living 
basis, according to the 
Associated Press. The amount 
of the increase will depend on 
the rate of inflation but the pro¬ 
posal calls for 4.1 percent. 

Subsidies for Amtrak would 
be eliminated under the 
President’s budget. Amtrak

the AP that "if we get no 
appropriations, Amtrak would 
have to cease operations." 

Similarly, subsidies for local 
mass transit and air services 
would be reduced by $800 mil¬ 
lion next year and be phased 
out completely over the next 
three years. 

Various sections of the 
budget will now go into com¬ 
mittee to be examined and 
revised. Each committee will 
make recommendations to the 
Senate and House Budget com¬ 
mittees by March 15. A month 
later those two committees 
must have a draft of the first 
budget resolution. 

The budget resolution then 
goes to both houses where 
compromises will be worked out 
until around May 15. The entire 
budget must be completed and 
signed by the President by Sept. 
25. It will take effect on Oct. 1, 
1985.

Panel discusses Soviet Union

All states do what is neces¬ 
sary to preserve the dominarit 
class system. Under threat of 
invasion, the Soviet Union gets 
more repressive, and when 
they’re secure they become 
more tolerant. 

Albert Szymanski, professor 
of sociology at University of 
Oregon, spoke about this Mon¬ 
day night at a panel discussion 
on human rights in the Soviet 
Union. 

Szymanski said, "Whenever 
there’s a threat from the left, 
the United States government 
has suppressed the opposition." 

After an explanation of the 
Soviet Union’s history of 


liberalization and repression, 
Szymanski said "in the past five 
or six years, the U.S. has been 
jabbing the Soviet Union-again 
they’ve (Soviet Union) 
tightened up." 

DAVID ARANS, WHO was 
born in Leningrad and emi¬ 
grated to the U.S. in 1975, said, 
"In the Soviet Union, they 
know what to expect if there is 
war. In the U.S. many do not 
know how to react—except 
maybe the ex-soldiers." 

Arans emigrated to the 
United States in 1975 when per¬ 
mission was given by the 
government under the Russian 
Emigration Movement. "They 
(the Soviet gov’t) permitted the 


immigration because they 
needed money," Arans said. 

Szymanski said that the por¬ 
trayal of the Soviet Union as 
evil is a "gross exaggeration. A 
mass amount of misinforma¬ 
tion. 

"The U.S. is responsible for 
repression of human rights--not 
the Soviet Union. Freedom for 
corporations is not freedom for 
people," he said. 

Professor Elmo Roach, chair 
of Bradley’s history department, 
acted as moderator and raised 
several questions about the 
moral issue of exploitation and 
repression of women in the 
Soviet Union.

It would seem that the Soviets are not eager to have a nuclear 
confrontation with the United States.

Arkady Shevchenko also 
said in his new book "Breaking with Moscow" that Soviet foreign minister 
Andrei Gromyko is seeking to restore detente. 


A new study shows Illinois fared well under Reagan's first four 
years.

Chrysler officials recently visited Caterpillar Tractors Co.'s 
175-acre warehouse site in Morton. Gov. James R. Thompson spoke with 
Chrysler's vice chairman last Friday about Chrysler's interest in the land as a 
proposed mini-van production site. Chrysler spokesman Bob Heath said 
Chrysler is considering sites at the present time, and the Morton site is just 
one of these. Although Gov. Thompson said he was willing to "meet or beat 
any offer from any other state," a spokesman with the state's Department of 
Commerce and Community Affairs said Chrysler has given no indications of 
commitment to the Morton site. 


Police flow believe the explosion that occurred at the Taft 
Homes apartment building Jan. 31 may have been caused by thieves who 
broke into the apartment of Antoinette Rodgers. The robbers left an open gas 
line when they removed a stove from Rodger's home. Gas travelled through 
the apartment until it hit a spark, causing the explosion. Firefighters controlled 
the fire, but it later rekindled, and extra fire companies were called in. No one 
was injured in the explosion. Damages to the building are estimated at 
$45,000 




Peoria is losing its business leaders, and these losses are hurting 
the city. Mayor Richard C. Neumiller said. Changes since Neumiller took office 
about three months ago include the move of Bergner's department store to 
Milwaukee, lay-offs at Caterpillar Tractor Co., and the closure of Hiram 
Walker & Sons, Hyster and Pabst. Neumiller said these changes are causing 
a loss of people with business expertise in the Peoria area, and this will ulti¬ 
mately lead to a decrease in funds to provide services in the community. 


Caterpillar Venture Capital, a subsidiary of Caterpillar 
Tractor Co., signed an agreement last week to by 12 percent of a Texas- 
based robotics chain. The $2 million purchase of FARED Robot System, Inc. 
common stock is expected to be finalized next month. Caterpillar Venture 
Capital operates independently as a company which finds and develops new 
technology and business operations. Harold D Spindle, president and chief 
executive officer, said FARED stands for flexible automation and robotic 
engineering distributors. The company produces factory automation systems 
for consumer electronics and appliances, as well as some weapons. 


After four hours of testimony Jan. 16. the Peoria Fire and Police 
Commission last week handed down a written decision to increase police 
officer George Wetterow's five-day suspension to eight days. He has had 17 
accidents in the city's cars since 1968, eight of which the Police Vehicle 
Accident Review Board decided could have been prevented According to the 
Fire and Police Commission, Wetterow's driving record is "out of the ordi¬ 
nary" and has cost the city thousands of dollars in repairs to police cars.

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Dorm floors to withdraw

The .newly sworn in officers 
of Heitz dorm council were 
greeted with the announcement 
that two floors want to secede 
from the organization. 

The meeting Feb. 3 began 
with the swearing in of new 
officers and ended with heated 
discussion about the ground and 
first floors' residents decisions 
to sucede. 

A letter written by ground 
floor and read by dorm council 
president Kevin Burke listed the 
floor's reasons for secession and 


the residents' desire for physical 
and financial withdrawl. 

A similar letter, submitted by 
first floor, was less specific but 
based on the same arguments, 
first floor representative Brian 
Prokop said. 

THE FUNDS* IF withdrawn, 
would net a total loss of $123 
for the council. 

Representatives of both floors 
said their respective floors could 
get more done on their own

IDC outlives usefulness 


They shoot horses don't they? 

Well, yes, if they are injured and in pain and aren’t of 
use anymore. It’s a sad fact of life, but it’s for the best. 

There ought to be a tradition of shooting, or rather dis¬ 
solving, injured, pained and useless student organizations. 

The Inter-dorm Council (IDC) has fallen into disorgani¬ 
zation and ill-repute, a serious injury for a student group. 

LAST FALL WILLIAMS Dorm Council withdrew 
from the ranks of the IDC, claiming they could get more 
done without the alliance. Last week Mike Pontillo was 
removed from the office of president of IDC because of a 
lack of leadership. Last Sunday two floors of Heitz Hall pro¬ 
posed secession from everything-Heitz Dorm Council and 
IDC—claiming they, too, could accomplish more on their 
own. 

Has it just been a bad year for IDC? The lack of student 
concern over these events suggests a deeper problem. 

IDC may very well have outlived its usefulness. 

Perhaps it would be better for separate dorm councils to 
act as the liasons and negotiators for dorm students, without 
the added bureaucracy and cost of a centralized agency. Who 
knows better what each, specific floor needs than the 
residents of that floor? 

Co-sponsored activities could be arranged on an 
interest-only basis. In other words, if dorm residents feel 
the need to party with other floors or other dorms, they 
should initiate the function. Nothing would happen, of 
course, unless people were really interested, but then again, 
why force fun on people? Individualization could go beyond 
simple parties to voicing dorm concerns on a floor-by-floor 
basis unless it is clearly necessary for the floors and dorms to 
bargain collectively. 

IF THESE SUGGESTIONS bother you, you should be 
working to prove the viability of IDC. Sure, if you’re an IDC 
member or dorm council rep, you might be saying, "Hey, 
wait a minute, that’s my organization you want to dissolve." 
but if you’re one of the only ones disturbed by this, you 
should be wondering if IDC really matters to the students 
any more. 

Ask around. Find out. Maybe there’s a way to save this 
old horse.

"He asked me if I had my camera and if I 
had my film."

said senior photo-journalism major Gia Civerolo, 
relating the insulting questions she was asked by 
a writer when she worked as an intern. 

Civerolo’s experience mirrors the findings of 
a recent study "Out of the Classroom: A Chilly 
Climate for Women", a follow-up to "The Class¬ 
room Climate," published in 1982. Both studies, 
published by the Project on the Status and Educa¬ 
tion of Women, discuss the types of discrimina¬ 
tion women face at college, and its effects. 

While women at Bradley don’t agree about 
the extent of discrimination here, most can relate 
experiences similar to those cited in the report. 

"YOU ALMOST HAVE to prove yourself 
twice as much as a man," Civerolo said. "Out of 
the Classroom" asserts that women, especially 
those seeking campus leadership positions, may 
need extra qualifications. 

1DC President Karen James said, "A woman 
is going to have to show a little more to get the 
job." 

Kim Olsen, assistant head resident of 
University Hall and president of the Public Rela¬ 
tions Student Society of America (PRSSA), 
believes women may be at a disadvantage at 
larger schools, but not at Bradley, 

"The lack of competition here makes it easier 
for anyone to have a leadership position," Olsen 


said. 

Olsen and James disagree about whether or 
not Bradley has considerably more male student 
leaders than female leaders. If head residents and 
area advisors are any indication, though, women 
are poorly represented--Joyce Means, head 
resident of University Hall, is the only female. 

AT LEAST ONE woman student leader, 
who wishes to remain anonymous, agrees with 
the report, which said "women may have difficulty 
penetrating the established ’inner circle’ and gain¬ 
ing real input in the decision-making process." 

"He’s going to take what I say with a grain of 
salt because I’m a woman," she said, referring to 
male administrators. 

The report observes that some of the most 
damaging types of discrimination or differential 
treatment of women is that which is subtle and 
therefore unnoticed. 

"There’s been times when the faculty won’t 
talk to the women in small, informal groups. The 
men faculty sometimes alienates the women more 
than professionals in the field," a senior engineer¬ 
ing student said about out of class meetings. 

The report offers many recommendations to 
alleviate the problem of campus discrimination, 
including making one course in woman’s studies 
a requirement. 

"The sad thing is there are no guys in the 
women’s studies program," Civerolo said. "In 
order to change attitudes, you havej_o change the 
attitudes of both sexes." 


BU's roofer reinstated, 
receives settlement

Ken Caho, Bradley’s roofer, who has been fired twice due to 
work-related disputes, has been reinstated again. 

Caho was allegedly fired for a Sept. 15 incident in which he 
reportedly struck Jerry Boyea, director of facilities and manage¬ 
ment. Caho was reinstated after being told he had only been 
suspended for the incident. 

On Nov. 20, however, Caho was terminated for being off' work 
too long due to an injury sustained while working. He then filed a 
grievance with his union and proceeded with legal action to retain 
benefits. 

The outcome of Caho’s grievance was reinstatement and 
monetary settlement of $1200 back pay. 

CAHO RETURNED TO work Jan. 11 after being notified by 
Clarence Brown, director of personnel. He said Brown told him 
that a letter had been sent notifying Caho that he could return to 
work after he got another doctor’s report. 

"I then went to Kevin Miner (Caho’s supervisor) to find out 
when I could return to work. I had to go back and talk to Brown 
and he had to write out that I was to return to work," Caho said.

THE SOVIET GOVERN- 
MENT treats Soviet women as 
baby machines. There are 2.5 
abortions per live births in the 
Soviet Union. While we cannot 
point with pride to the treat¬ 
ment of women in our (U.S.) 
society, the treatment of women 
in the Soviet Union is deplor¬ 
able,” Roach said. 

Szymanski said, "Women in 
the Soviet Union are the most 
advanced in the world. They've 
made tremendous progress, 
especially considering where 
they’re coming from. 

’’The way to end repression is 
to get rid of its causes, which 
are inequality and war,” Szy¬ 
manski said.

Soviet Union may rank above U.S.

The status of women, Jews, and minority 
republics in the Soviet Union seem to be improv¬ 
ing so much that in some areas the statistics sur¬ 
pass American averages, Dr. Albert Szymanski, 
professor of sociology at the University of Ore¬ 
gon, said. 

Szymanski, Marxist author of Human Rights 
in the Soviet Union , discussed some aspects of the 
domestic development of Russia that may place it 
above the United States. He spoke last Monday 
afternoon in Bradley Hall. 

The women's liberation movement in the 
Soviet Union seems to be ahead of that in the 
United States. Forty percent of engineers in the 
Soviet Union are women, as opposed to 15 per¬ 
cent in the United States, Szymanski said. 

Szymanski pointed out the difference, adding 
that in 1920, 88 percent of women in the Soviet 
Union were illiterate. 

TRENDS SHOW that young urban men in 
the Soviet Union are more household oriented 
than those in the United States. This allows 
Soviet women more independence. 

Szymanski said he does not deny anti- 


Semitism in the Soviet Union, but he believes 
"legends” have been made of it. 

"It makes no sense to accuse the Soviets of 
anti-Semitism on the Nazi Germany level," Szy¬ 
manski said. In fact, conditions for Jews are 
better than what is widely believed by the Ameri¬ 
can public, he said. 

Jews in the Soviet Union have the largest 
ratio attending higher education institutions than 
in other countries. 

USING THE ASIATIC Republic as an 
example, Szymanski discussed economic develop¬ 
ment. The Asiatic Republic's economic status is 
17 percent above the national average, while the 
lowest republic is "only 11 percent" below aver¬ 
age, he said. 

Szymanski said there is equal distribution of 
money for education among Soviet republics as 
compared to "the U.S., where New York receives 
twice as much as Kentucky." 

Szymanski spoke later Monday as part of a 
panel discussion on human rights in the Soviet 
Union with David Arans, a Russian emigrant and 
Dr. Elmo Roach, chair of Bradley's history 
department.

Winter weather brings 
increased threat of fires 


By Deborah Holman 
The most dangerous hours 
for a fire are between 11 p.m. 
and 6 a.m., according to Hart¬ 
ford Insurance Co. 

Edward Pegg, head of the fire 
inspection division at Peoria's 
Monroe Street fire station, said, 
"The primary cause of fire, 
especially in a dorm environ¬ 
ment, is the careless use of 
smoking materials." 

A cigarette may smolder 
unnoticed for hours, and later 
ignite. Some substances release 


"toxic smoke which never gives 
the victims a chance to wake up 
and discover the fire," Pegg 
said. 

Cooking fires are the second 
most common type of fire, and 
carelessness is a major cause of 
fire, he said. 

A fire that is small enough to 
be controlled may be smothered 
with a blanket or put out with a 
fire extinguisher. 

TO SMOTHER A FIRE, 
Pegg said that it is important "to 
press down hard enough to put 


out the fire, because if you 
throw something over the fire, 
you're just adding fuel to the 
flame." 

Most fire extinguishers work 
in a similar manner, but Pegg 
recommends reading the 
instructions in case there are 
variations. 

Pegg said extinguishers 
should be swept "from side to 
side at the base of the fire." He 
said the concern of fire fighters 
is that somebody improperly

Anderson infects and DeJohnette creates ’Special’ Album

For Laurie Anderson, performance artist 
and recording star , language is a virus from 
outer space. 

Uh, let’s talk about that for a minute. 

Let’s see, uh, Anderson has just released 
her epic United States Live, a five-album 
compilation of her seven-hour piece-de- 
resistance that scans (and mutates) American 


history, American life and contemporary atti¬ 
tudes. 

Presented at the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music four nights in February 1983, United 
States Live mixes previously released 
material from Big Science and Mister Heart¬ 
break as well as unreleased fragments, bag¬ 
pipe and cello solos, and an entire grab-bag 
of experimental scenarios. 

Anderson’s approach to composing is a 
bit beyond the norm. During any given per¬ 
formance, Anderson uses tape loops, 
Vocoders (an instrument that changes the 
pitch of her voice), the Synclavier (a special¬ 
ized, computerized synthesizer), tape bow 
violin (with recording tape instead of string 
which repeats prerecorded voices as she 
plays), telephones, slides, films and various 
visual stimuli. This barrage of technology 
would leave one feeling distant if it were not 
for Anderson’s humor, wit, pointed social 
observation and warmth. 

With most live albums one is left with 
an empty experience. You get all the clap¬ 
ping and screaming, but not the visual 
excitement. United States Live rarely disap¬ 
points despite the lack of visuals, thanks to 
Anderson’s eye for acute lyrical detail. 


Let’s see, uh--Anderson, with scathing 
sarcasm, attacks democracy in "Democratic 
Way," wherein Jimmy Carter decides to open 
the presidential elections to the dead (anyone 
who as ever lived can be nominated for the 
presidency). As Anderson points out, Its 
more democratic that way." 

Nuclear war is the topic of her previ¬ 
ously released "O Superman and gets a 
reworking in "Finnish Farmers." During an 
economic slump, Midwestern farmers rent out 
their silos as missile sites. In a frightening, 
scatalogical turn, Anderson repeats "Bread 
basket/melting pot/meltdown," as her violin 
screams out a solo that is as much a warning 
signal as it is a solo. 

Though Anderson often approaches 
difficult topics, the delivery is humorous and 
compassionate, not preachy and overbearing. 
Anderson never limits herself to any subject, 
yet she has four major areas of concern in 
USL: the war between the sexes ( Let X = 
X" and Sweaters), war among nations 
("Time and a Half" and "O Superman"), war 
against nature ("Big Science") and the inabil¬ 
ity of man to communicate with man 
("Language is a Virus," "EngliSH and New

United States Live is long and virtually 
impossible to listen to in one sitting, but that 
shouldn’t discourage you. Like the country 
it’s named after, USL is large, sprawling, 
multi-faceted and continuously fascinating, 
even in its failures.

These are just some of the 
comments made by four music 
business majors who attended a 
two-week study tour Jan. 7 20 in 
Los Angeles, Calif. The tour, 
offered by the Bradley Division of 
Music, showed the students the 
music industry first hand. 

"This trip was probably a 
, necessity if you’re serious about 
• getting a job," David Timmons, a 
‘junior, said. "It gives you an insight 
into the business. It was the whole 
music business lumped into two 
weeks." 

That two weeks included lec 
tures and meetings with top execu 
tives and representatives of 
ASCAP, BMI, Yamaha. Billboard 
magazine, and tours of such land 
marks as the Hollywood Palace and 
the Hollywood Bowl. The students 
said many things surprised them 
during the tour. 

"Everyone has this conception 
of the music business as really 
sleazy, and a lot of it is," senior 
Daryl Johnson said. But there are 
a lot of good people, too. and if 
you treat them right, they'll treat 
you right." 

Senior Scott Miller had "a 
^predesigned conception of A&R 
f (Arts and Repertoire). I’d heard 
stories about their main function 
being not to sign acts, which I 
chose not to believe. After I visited 
Polygram and Warner Bros., 1 
found out it was true. 1 had wanted 




to enter it as a career, but after I 
saw that I changed my mind." 

Timmons was surprised by the 
fact that "people stressed being 
honest, not pulling anything over 
on anyone. To get ahead, they tell 
you to be yourself, and to be 
honest." 

Senior Tony Hill said. Con 
nections help. If you want a job. 
you have to start as a janitor for no 
pay. If you know somebody you 
can start higher It’s not so much 
what you know, it’s who you 
know." 

Johnson said. When we were 
at Blen Blenn Sound. I learned a 
hell of a lot about engineering and 
dubbing. It’s really complicated. 
While we were there, they were 
dubbing the A Team, putting in the 
punches and blasts over and over 
again until they got it exactly right. 
For walking sound effects they have 
thirty kinds of floor tile, and gravel 
and sand. They hire professional 


dancers to get the walking in 
sequence." 

Timmons found the connec 
tions he made important. When 
Joe Schmoe graduates, he can say 
Tli, I remember you from our 
meeting Jan. 9, 1985, in LA.'. It 
makes a big difference when you 
can ask a specific person for a job. 


not just To Whom It May Con 
cern." 

Miller found the trip beneficial 
for "networking.

Joining DeJohnette in Special Edition are return¬ 
ing veterans John Purcell on the alto and soprano sax¬ 
ophones, and basist Rufus Reid. DeJohnette has also 
brought back tenorman David Murray, a member of the 
original Special Edition. Rounding out the quintet is 
Howard Johnson, a tuba and baritone saxophone 
player of lite beer fame. As soloist, all five are among 
the finest in modern jazz, while' as a group, they create 
one of the most cohesive small ensembles in music 
today. 


Purcell shines throughout, providing the most 
engrossing solos on the album, his sax work a perfect 
synthesis of Eric Dolphy and David Sanborn. While 
Johnson takes the most chances of the five, his 
greatest contribution to the set is his arrangement of 
Thelonious Monk’s "Monk’s Mood,"' in which he 
exploits a little of Monk’s hidden humor. 

In the end, the album is DeJohnette through and 
through. 



"Monk’s Mood" is the only non-DeJohnette com¬ 
position here as the drummer reaches into a musical 
grab bag and snatches bits and pieces from different 
genres, making the result clearly his own. "Ahmad the 
Terrible" takes the listener halfway around the world in 
a kind of demented Middle-Eastern blues, while "Fes¬ 
tival" is a rollicking calypso with plenty of three-horn 
blowing. Not only does Reid play electric bass, but 
DeJohnette uses (heaven forbid!) a drum machine on 
"New Orleans Strut," one of the happiest sounds to 
come from the ECM label since Pat Metheny’s latest 
solo. * 


About the only thing wrong with the album is that 
the solos are too short. Just as a soloist catches fire, 
time is up and it’s on to the next. For whatever reason, 
this trimming of solo time should help Album Album 
to receive a bit more airplay than it otherwise might.

Foreigner has been one of the most famous 
(infamous?) formula bands since they made the person¬ 
nel and directional changes resulting in Foreigner 4. 
Agent Provocateur sounds a lot like Foreigner 4 , but is 
a much better album. 

The difference in the albums is the form of the 
music. The vocals, instruments, and mixing seem 
unchanged from the previous album. The actual sound 
is similar, but the songs of Agent Provocateur are 
definitely a step in the right direction. 

Keyboardist/guitarjst/band leader Mick Jones has 
stayed well within the bounds of commercial accepta¬ 
bility on Agent Provocateur and a number of cuts will 
be heard on the airwaves. The first single, "I Want to 
Know What Love Is," has already reached number one. 
The use of a choir makes for an interesting anthem-like 
quality. The success of of "I Want to Know What Love 
Is" has given the album a wrong reputation though, as 
there is only one other ballad. "Down on Love" is an 
excellent ballad sounding like the ballads of Double 
Vision. 

With one exception, the rest of the album is a 
return to a hard- edged sound. The sole exception, 
"That Was Yesterday," belongs on Foreigner 4. If the 
vocals were removed it would be ready for elevators 
and dentist offices everywhere. 

"Two Different Worlds" is the best song, a subtle 
composition that features the best balance between

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Actor/author Shepard 
writes on American themes

Sam Shepard’s brooding, con¬ 
templative and refreshingly honest 
character portrayals on the big 
screen have made his face familiar 
to millions of moviegoers. 

He was nominated for a best 
supporting actor Oscar for his role 
in The Right Stuff-, he played Jes¬ 
sica Lange’s husband in Country. 

But Shepard’s first love is 
writing. He has quite a reputation 
among theatre buffs as a man of 
words. Suicide in B fiat and Fool 
for Love recently finished extended 
runs off-Broadway, Random House 
has finally released Shepard’s first 
compilation of late 60s-early 80s 
plays and his movie Paris, Texas is 
currently making the rounds at 
theaters. 

Fool for Love and other plays 
scans Shepard’s career as a major 
American playwright. What is a 
major American playwright? It is a 
generic term for a talented writer 
who happens to be American and 
whose plays are structured around 
American themes. 

What are American themes? 
Let’s see. Country had one. The 
Right Stuff had a bunch of ’em. 
Shepard’s plays only have Ameri¬ 
can themes nominally, if you con¬ 
sider love, greed, jealousy, envy, 
the search for religious justification 
and sex as being particularly Amer¬ 
ican. Sure, we perfected these 
things, but... 

Shepard’s plays are important 
for their utilization of space in 
theater and the importance of a 
character’s motions as opposed to

The problem with this collec 
tion of Shepard plays is that, given 
their highly visual nature (the two 
characters of "Cowboy Mouth" corv 
tinually circle each other nervously 
to the point that what they do 
unconsciously is far more important 
than what they say), the words on 
the page have a tendency to die 
amidst the reams of stage direc¬ 
tions. Many of the plays use rock 
or jazz music with lyrics that sim¬ 
ply cannot be transported to the 
page. 

Yet, despite the flaws of the 
media, Fool for Love and Other 
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Plays is a worthwhile compilation 
for the theatre aficionado, espe 
daily those interested in experi 
mental theatre. Shepard leaves the 
director more than enough room to 
interpret stage action and indivi¬ 
dual images, so much so that I 
couldn’t imagine a bad adaptation 
of any of the plays in Fool for 
Love. . 
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Elfman leaves Oingo Boingo and loopiness behind 
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itween Lou Gramm’s vocals and 
overlays, and Jones’ keyboards and 
guitar. "Tooth and Nail” and "She’s 
Too Tough" are upbeat and remin¬ 
iscent of the "Rev on the Red Line" 
style. "Reaction to Action" is 
Foreigner’s best high-energy song* 
since "Hot Blooded." It has a Jones 
effects/flash/fool-around guitar solo 
worth listening to closely, as it is 
better conceived than most current 
flash guitar work. 

The transition from concert- 
oriented to studio recording group 
has carried too far into over¬ 
productions. As a full fledged stu¬ 
dio band, Foreigner is quite 
proficient but lacks a certain bal¬ 
ance. Agent Provocateur represents 
a move toward that balance, but 
ithere is still some distance to 
cover. The album will win few new 
fans, but it will probably satisfy the‘ 
old ones.

commercial-- one in which the 
traditional jingle is performed by a 
wild-eyed new wave band attempt¬ 
ing to break the sanity barrier in a 
speeding airplane. 

Who might this absurdist lot 
be? Well, if you guessed The Par¬ 
tridge Family after months and 
months of electroshock therapy, 
you’re closer than you might think. 
The answer is Oingo Boingo. 

The leader and primary creator 
of all this high-grade silliness is 
Danny Elfman, who has gone solo 
with an album called, deviously 
enough, SO-LO. 

Oingo Boingo was by far the 
kookiest and most fun band to 
emerge from the L.A. new wave 
scene in the 80s, second only to 
the B-52’s in its ability to make the 
ridiculous sublime. The Boingers 
blended a nutty ska-style horn sec¬ 
tion with reckless punky guitars 
and an aboriginal beat to back up 
songs about wild sex in the work¬ 
ing class, Machiavellian insects, and 
the thing that lives in the refrigera¬ 
tor. 

Elfman’s album’s personnel list 
features all the members of Oingo 
Boingo (with a few additions), so a 
logical assumption might be some¬ 
thing like, "this is really just the 
next Oingo Boingo album but the 
other members lost a card game to 
Elfman or something so he gets to 
call it a solo album." There are cer¬ 
tain fundamental differences, how¬ 
ever, chief among them being a 
general lowering of the level of 
loopiness. 

No longer is Elfman writing 
about reptiles and samurai; he’s 
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apparently decided it’s time to con¬ 
centrate on more serious issues. He 
still addresses his subjects with an 
air of kooky mysticism--that artistic 
distance and sense of dangerous 
irony are completely intact. Unfor¬ 
tunately, his sense of humor seems 
to have melted away almost com¬ 
pletely and the album just isn’t as 
much fun as Elfman’s previous 
work. 

This is not to say the album 
doesn’t have other things to offer. 
Elfman is still capable of creating 
great lyrical angst and cutting 


imagery. The album as a whole has 
an upbeat tone that still manages 
to keep its down-to-earth sensibility 
intact. 

The music itself is also toned 
down-gone is a great deal of 
Oingo Boingo’s reckless abandon, 
in favor of a slicker, more commer¬ 
cial version of the Oingo Boingo 
sound. The driving horns and gui¬ 
tars have been largely replaced by 
keyboards and synths, and the 
pounding ska/punk beat has phased 
into dance-floor funk. If one were 
cynical enough, one might view 


this as Elfman’s effort to capture 
the Madonna crowd. 

Elfman’s talent is clearly 
present, however, and the songs 
boast some good hooks and a few 
moments of genuine new wave fun. 
The lyrics, though serious, are 
honest and incisive--Elfman can’t 
possibly be accused of selling out 
in that respect. His knack for 
revealing deadly irony in the world 
around him is as sharp as ever. The 
album is definitely worthwhile-- 
even if Oingo Boingo did have 
more bounce to the ounce.

NIU to start engineering program 

duct... during which the 
academic credibility and accep¬ 
tance of their product by indus-

Northern Illinois University 
announced over winter break 
plans to start an engineering 
education program and has 
requested more than $1 million 
in state funds to begin the pro¬ 
gram in the fall. 

Engineering has been a field 
of study at Bradley University 
for 40 years and has an enroll¬ 
ment of over 1000 students. 
The NIU program expects to 
enroll 440 undergraduates and 
85 graduate students by its fifth 
year. 

Because of DeKalb's proxim¬ 
ity to ^Chicago^ western^ 


suburbs, IIT and Bradley are 
concerned that the NIU pro¬ 
gram will attract many of their 
prospective students. Thirty- 
three percent of Bradley’s stu¬ 
dents are in engineering and 
technology. "We would lose 
some of the students who now 
come to Bradley," Martin Abegg 
told the Chicago Tribune. 

William Wells, dean of col¬ 
lege of engineering and technol¬ 
ogy, said the NIU program has 
"a potentially devastating effect." 

"The effect will not be felt for 
a period of a few years during 
which time Northern will need 
to organize and market the pro- 


try and other universities will 
have to be established," Wells 
said. It is during this period that 
Bradley will have to develop a 
higher visibility of its engineer¬ 
ing program in that (Chicago) 
area. 

"The eventual impact this 
program will have on Bradley 
depends upon whether or not 
they (NIU) are able to develop 
quality programs and can afford 
to keep their standards high and 
class sizes small," Wells said.

trained "is likely to sweep across 
the fire incorrectly with some 
force which is likely to blow 
everything around and cause 
the fire to spread." 

To escape a large fire, check 
to make sure the door isn’t hot 
and that the hallway is not 
smoky. Never use an elevator. 
Pegg said, "Always try first to 
go to the street, not the roof, 
because smoke could rise 
around the building making it 
difficult for a helicopter to get 
to individuals." 

If trapped in a room, Pegg 
said, "try to tape all cracks in 
the room, such as those around 
doorways. Travelers are 
advised to carry heavy silver 
duct tape with them for this 
purpose." 

PEGG SAID IT’S best not to 
open the window unless the 
wind is blowing directly into the 
room. Otherwise, "the smoke in 
the hall, which is warmer than 
the room’s temperature and 


expanding, will try to 
way into the room."

Contrary to some campus 
sports boosters' claim that 
heavy investment in athletics 
helps the entire college, winning 
athletic teams do not help 
universities bring in more 
money from alumni or 
businesses, a researcher has 
concluded after combining 12 
studies of the issue. 

University of Nevada at Las 
Vegas Professor James Frey 
said all the studies indicate suc¬ 
cessful athletic teams never 
increase-and often reduce- 
contributions to an institution. 

Frey's conclusions, summar¬ 
ized in an article in the January 
issue of Currents , published by 
the Council for the Advance¬ 
ment and Support of Education, 
provide new ammunition for 
critics of intercollegiate athletic 
programs that do not pay for 
themselves. 

Frey, an associate sociology 
professor, acknowledges some 
winning teams help athletic 
departments raise money, but 
not other parts of the school. 

"MOST OBSERVERS 

TACITLY accept the belief that 
big time athletic programs are 
partly justified because they 
boost fundraising," Frey said. 
"It's time we realized that just 
isn't so." 

The studies also show that 
"an institution that concentrates 
the bulk of its effort on raising 
money for athletics will prob¬ 
ably not raise as much as it 
could for other programs," he 
said. 

"By the same token, strategies 
that use athletics as a vehicle to 
raise monies for academic pur¬ 
poses are also unlikely to be 
successful," Frey said. 

Most college administrators 
contacted by CPS seem to 
agree. 

University of Pennsylvania 
officials said their fund drive 
was no more successful in the 
two years before its football 
team won or shared two con¬ 
secutive Ivy League champion¬ 
ships than in the two after. 

Contributions to the school's 
athletic department fund drive, 
however, have jumped substan¬ 
tially. 

Notre Dame officials agree. 
Notre Dame's flagging football 
fortunes—its team won only five 
more games than it has lost 
over the past four seasons- 
haven't affected donations at 
all, development director Tom 
Bloom said. 

Asking Notre Dame football 
fans who are not alumni for 
money ha$ never worked out 
well, spokesman Richard Conk¬ 
lin said. 

"Football may be the only 
thing they know about this 
place, but they treat us like a 
professional team," Conklin 
said. "You cheer for the 
Yankees, but you don't send 
them a check." 

CONKLIN SAID THE per¬ 
centage of Notre Dame alumni 
making donations to their alma 
mater fluctuates between 45 and 
55 percent each year, but he 
said the changes cannot be 
correlated to the success of the 
school's athletic teams. 

Even Boston College develop¬ 
ment director Dennis Macro, 
whose school has reversed a 
long tradition of gridiron 
mediocrity in recent years and 
gained national exposure does 
not expect donations to increase 
substantially. 

"In the long run it’s going to 
help us because it's one more 
thing to make someone proud 
of this institution," Macro said. 
"But the effect is ever so subtle. 
Someone might write us a check 
this time and not even know

Lady Braves- ICC in danger of extinction

At a time when large crowds 
at women’s basketball games 
are as rare as semester breaks, 
Bradley and Illinois Central Col¬ 
lege may have faced each other 
for the last time. 

More than 1500 fans were 
treated to a physical game Janu¬ 
ary 28, featuring full-court pres¬ 
sure, man-to-man defense and 
some eye-catching moves 
around the basket. The Lady 
Braves won 78-70 for the first 
time in 10 attempts, and for 
only the second time in the 16- 
game rivalry. 

The Richwoods High School 


Pep Band made a special trip to 
play at the game. Three local 
television stations aired clips of 
the BU victory, and security at 
the ICC gym was beefed up 
from three to five officers. 

So why wouldn't a game 
which generates such local 
interest be as commonplace as 
fireworks on the 4th of July? 
There are at least two reasons 
for discontinuing the series. 

ICC Coach Lorene Ramsey 
said interest in the game waned 
when the number of local 
players on the BU roster dimin¬ 
ished. 

"Names like Debbie Davis (a 


BU junior from Elburn, Ill.) 
and Lea Ann Machias (a junior 
from Corpus Cristi, Tx.) don't 
mean much to them (her 
players) because they're from 
out of the area," Ramsey said. 
"Whereas, names like Karen 
Richardson, Patty Bontz and 
Karen Anderson mean more. 
They played with them and 
against them and it's a natural 
rivalry." 

Bradley forward Lisa Cech 
said, "It's good publicity for 
women's basketball in the area, 
but Bradley doesn't have any¬ 
thing to gain by playing. We're 
in a no-win situation because if 


we win, we were supposed to, 
and if we lose, we got beat by a 
junior college." 

Bradley coach Angela Beck 
said her team has more to lose 
than a basketball game by 
scheduling the Cougars. "I 
would love to do that (play ICC 
every year), but right now our 
conference is coming up with a 
suggestion that we stay with 
Division I competition." 

Gateway Conference Com¬ 
missioner Patty Viverito said, 
"A recommendation was made, 
but that's not a requirement. 
Schools must play 80 percent of 
their schedule against Division I 


opponents. But any game 
against a junior college wouldn’t 
count on your statistics or as a ' 
win or loss. Playing non- j 
Division I schools lessens your 
chance for an at-large (post¬ 
season) bid." 

Post-season play is the goal of 
most teams at the beginning of 
the season and the Lady Braves 
are no exception. Beck said, "If 
we don’t have a tough schedule 
next year, we may not have an 
automatic qualification to the 
NCAA, and I think that’s a lit¬ 
tle more important than playing 
ICC."

A town meeting with United 
States Senator Paul Simon 
packed the council chamber of 
Peoria City Hall to overflowing 
Wednesday. 

Among the crowd were stu¬ 
dent senators Ken Godiner and 
Ron Ellis, who presented Simon 
with a copy of a letter Student 
Senate sent to President Reagan 
about proposed cuts in student 
financial aid. 

Cuts in the 1985-86 fiscal 
year budget would limit the 
amount of federal financial aid 
(Pell Grants and Guaranteed 
Student Loans) a student can 
receive to $4,000 a year. Also, 
students whose families earn 


more than $32,500 would 
receive no aid while students 
whose families earn between 
$25,000 and $32,500 would 
only be eligible for guaranteed 
students loans. 

"That would eliminate Bradley 
University. It would eliminate 
any university where you don't 
live in town,” Simon said. 

"NO AREA CAN be immune 
in cuts,” he said. "But I don't 
believe the proposals for stu¬ 
dent cuts are wise." 

Simon later told Godiner and 
Ellis that there would be some 
cuts in education but that he 
didn't feel the cuts would get 
through Congress in total. 

Godiner said, "I'd rather he 
said that things would stay as 


they are, but he was a realist.” 

"He had a clear grasp of the 
most pressing problem, that 
only the rich would be able to 
afford higher education,” 
Godiner said. 


"That would 
eliminate Bradley 
University."

Other questions posed at the 
meeting included abortion. 
Social Security, credit for farm¬ 
ers, the federal deficit and 
import taxes. 

ABOUT PROPOSED Social 
Security cuts Simon said Social 
Security was not the cause of 
the deficit. 

"If you have a proposal for a 
freeze across the board. I'd con¬ 


sider it. But the proposal cut 
would only freeze senior 
citizens," Simon said. 

Simon received a positive 
response from the audience to 
this answer. One man in the 
audience said, "The fellow who 
was in the seat before (Charles 
Percy) didn't give a damn about 
Social Security." 

Simonalso received some 
novel suggestions from the 
crowd, including the idea of 
having the Internal Revenue 
Service examine the govern¬ 
ment for waste. 

"I've never heard that 
before,” Simon said as he wrote 
it down.

Twenty percent of the women at Bradley University may have 
been raped by someone they know, Barbara Carraway, assistant 
director of the residential life office, said. 

"Ninety-five percent of the cases go unreported, but "date rape 
is still an alarming problem-even here," she said. 

Acquaintance rape, more commonly known as "date rape," is 
defined as forced intercourse with someone the victim knows. Date 
rape reports are increasing nationwide. 

Psychology professor Dr. Barry Burkhart of Auburn State 
University found that 4 percent of the undergraduate women sur¬ 
veyed at Auburn said they had been raped. When he reworded the 
question to read. Have you ever had sexual intercourse without 
your consent and against your will?" 20 percent said they had. 

Nearly 80 percent of the women questioned by Burkhart report 
being the victims of some form of sexual violence, ranging from 
unwanted fondling to battery, by someone they know. 

NONSTRANGER RAPE, especially on college campuses, has 
recently emerged in growing proportions. Research at various 
universities has produced similar results. 

Carroway said. If the statistics hold true at other universities- 
-Auburn, Kent Stale, Cornell, why should we believe that Bradley 
is any different?” 

University Hall Head Resident Joyce Means said, "College stu¬ 
dents face situations they have never encountered before at parties 
or in the dorms. They're made to believe that everyone else is 
doing it. Unfortunately, many women learn the hard way.” 

Burkhart said acquaintance rape occurs most frequently during 
the victim’s freshman year in college. 

Carraway said, "The rapist isn’t your crazed, stereotyped man 
jumping out of the bushes. It’s usually your average 'Joe College.’ 
Women are reluctant to accuse someone of rape when they know 
they will have to face them in classes or in the cafeteria." 

KIM OLSON, University Hall assistant head resident, esti¬ 
mates that 80-90 percent of Bradley's women had some tvpe of 
forced sexuifl encounter their freshman year at college. 

"At the time, the girls don't really talk about it, but we know it 
happens-a lot. They come back a few months, or even a year later 
to talk," she said. 

Means said, "The victims feel guiltv. They put the blame on

The seniors served in campus 
organizations, in greek houses 
or are members of honor 
societies, Bill Holderby, all¬ 
school president and member of 
SDB, said. Holderby developed 
the idea of the senior class par¬ 
ticipating in the capitol cam¬ 
paign after he saw the multi 
media show at a Board 
Trustees meeting last fall. 

"The Senior Development 
Board decided the best use of 
our money would be toward the 
capitol campaign," he said. "(It) 
will give the seniors a chance to 
realize what Bradley has done 
for them and where Bradley is 
going."

King Fahd of Saudi Arabia will meet with President Reagan on 
Monday for the first time in 14 years. A senior U.S. official, said the Saudis 
want Reagan to be "aggressive" in his dealings with Israel, but Reagan is 
expected to challenge Fahd to help bring Jordan's King Hussain to peace with 
Israel. 

The weekend conference of Nato's top defense was dom¬ 
inated by President Reagan's proposed "Star Wars" project. Defense Secre¬ 
tary Caspar Weinberger defended the project in a speech delivered by a 
subordinate. In the speech he sought to allay Europe's fear that "Star Wars" 
would only leave the United States protected, leaving Europe to fend for her¬ 
self. 

The O-M Corporation has come out with a new 21-day 
course to help cancer patients. Though there is no promise of a cure, this 
course uses positive thinking and feedback to help patients who are mas¬ 
saged in a reclining chair while listening to and watching a video of the 
body's system working against cancer cells. 

A state report said the number of available jobs in Chicago and 
Cook County declined for the fourth straight year. The Illinois Department of 
Job Security said the decline reflected a 30-year-old trend. In 1957, Chicago 
had more than 1.3 million private sector jobs. In 1983 they declined to 1.1 
million, a decrease of more than 282,000 jobs. 

A new program proposed in education would make it tougher 
but more lucrative to become a school teacher in Illinois. The report said local 
school districts should make their own rules without state interference. 
Teachers' starting salaries would go up to $20,000 a year under the propo¬ 
sal, thus allowing districts to raise the standards of teachers, establishing an 
one-year mandatory teaching internship program.

Some mayors met in Chicago Feb. 11 to warn that the mas¬ 
sive defense spending in President Reagan's 1986 budget could mean 
economic disasters for U.S. cities. Henry Maier, Milwaukee's mayor, said the 
proposal would force mayors either to curtail city services or raise property 
taxes. Harold Washington, Chicago's mayor, said the budget would devastate 
major cities like Chicago whose federal aid has been already cut by 25 per¬ 
cent since Reagan took office. 

A government study for the National Center for Health 
Statistics reports that more than half of U.S. couples of childbearing age are 
physically able to reproduce. Increasing use of sterilization has reduced the 
potential number of childbearing parents to just over 52 percent, as opposed 
to 73 percent in 1965. 


Peoria Update

Peoria could lose almost $2 million in federal funds if President 
Reagan's 1986 budget is approved by Congress. The General Revenue Shar¬ 
ing program and the Community Development Block Grant program, which 
gave Peoria $3.8 million in funds this fiscal year would be cut to $1.8 million. 
More than half the money to be eliminated is used to pay city employees, 
including police and firefighters. The cuts could also destroy chances for the 
riverfront shopping mall project. 

Rodney Haynes, special assistant to the city manager, said the proposed 
cuts would force Peoria to scale back local services or find other means of 
support for them. Many community service projects, such as repairing city 
buildings or replacing city vehicles, would be hindered. 

General Motors' Saturn Corp. plans to announce this month 
the states it is considering as a location for its new auto plant. At a meeting 
in Detroit, an Illinois team proposed 108 sites in Illinois, at least four of them 
in Peoria. GM officials said they want proximity to a major university to meet 
their technological needs. Robert Marcusse, president of the Economic 
Development Council for the Peoria Area said the combination of Bradley 
University and Illinois Central College should be enough to satisfy Saturn. 

Although GM officials were "extremely impressed with the amount of 
work the Illinois communities had devoted to the project," there is no indica¬ 
tion that an Illinois site is favored by GM. A GM spokesman said a site should 
be selected by April or May. 

The Southtown redevelopment project in Peoria has been 
stopped due to a lack of funds. At a meeting last Wednesday night Peoria's 
redevelopment department met to discuss the problem. 

Michael McKnight, city redevelopment director, said something needed to 
be done to improve the conditions for the residents of the area until funds 
can be found for the redevelopment project. James Polk, a city council candi¬ 
date, said the Southtown area has problems with rats, sewers and street 
maintenance. Recommendations for maintenance services to the area such as 
overlays, sewer work and street closings will be presented to the city council 
in a few weeks. 

Police arrested a Peoria man Thursday in connection with the 
Taft Homes apartment explosion last week. Jeffery Washington allegedly 
stole a gas stove from an apartment in the complex, leaving an open gas line 
which resulted in an explosion and fire. Washington was charged with arson, 
burglary and theft. 

The police arrested Washington after the Peoria Housing Authority office 
got an anonymous telephone call claiming Washington was telling his friends 
about his involvement in the incident. There was also a tip made to the Crime 
Stoppers. 

The stolen stove was found by police in the home of Washington's 
mother. A stereo stolen from the Taft Homes was found at the home of a 
friend of Washington. 

FBI agents arrested a 23-year-old Chicago man last Wednes¬ 
day in Peoria. Carlos Montez Williams was allegedly involved in a Jan. 28 
bank robbery in Chicago. The man reportedly held up the American National 
Bank with three other armed men while a fourth man waited in a getaway car. 

More than $20,000 in cash was stolen from the bank. An off-duty police 
officer chased the three men on foot. Williams was the first suspect arrested 
in connection with the crime, but the FBI has begun the search for a second 
suspect, Donald Sturges of Chicago. William's bail was set at $100,000, and 
Jim Burke, an FBI spokesman in Springfield, said Williams could face up to 
30 years in prison if convicted. 

Famous Barr Co.. which will replace Carson Pirie Scott & Co. in 
Northwoods Mall, is expected to hire twice as many workers as Carson's did. 
About 375 full- and part-time workers are expected to be employed when 
the store opens this fall. Some of Carson's laid-off workers will be employed 
in the 300 sales and 50 non-sales jobs. Famous Barr is a subsidiary of the 
May Department Stores Co, which operates such chains as Venture discount 
stores. The Peoria Famous Barr will be the 17th for the St. Louis-based chain.

Aid cuts 
could 
hurt BU

If President Reagan's pro¬ 
posed aid cuts are passed, the 
effect would be devastating to 
Bradley, Randy Rennell, associ¬ 
ate director of financial aid said. 

Reagan's proposal, which 
would cut $2.3 billion from stu¬ 
dent aid allocations, would go 
into affect for the 1986-87 
school year. There would be 
limited eligibility for Pell 
Grants, National Direct Loans 
and the college work-study pro¬ 
gram to students whose families 
earn less than $25,000. 
Guaranteed Student Loans 
(GSL) would be available only 
to students whose families earn 
less than $32,500. 

Rennell said one-half to two- 
thirds of Bradley students 
receive GSL's. Because Bradley 
has no alternative to the GSL, 
it would probably lose half of 
the students using the program. 
"We're at bare bones right now. 
Any further reduction would be 
harmful in recruiting students," 
Rennell said. 

However, Rennell is "not 
overly concerned. The feelings 
in Congress are that the propo¬ 
sals are ludicrous. But, there is 
a general feeling that the propo¬ 
sals will not be passed in their 
present form. There is reason to 
be cheerful in that respect." 

RENNELL SAID HE was 
pleased to know there's 
Congressional support. "A nego¬ 
tiating position has been esta¬ 
blished," he said. 

Reagan's proposal is contrad¬ 
ictory to the "Excellence in Edu¬ 
cation" that Reagan has been 
stressing, Rennell said. He also 
said the president was required 
to establish a budget under 
deficit. 

If the cuts go through, Ren¬ 
nell said, "There is no money 
remaining at the end of the 
year. We are required to spend 
every grant or scholarship that 
is awarded at Bradley." 

However, there are many 
outside donors--estates or an 
individuals' trust. Students have 
to make separate applications 
for these. 

Rennell said he has tried to 
put together a "compendium of 
scholarships" in the past. He can 
suggest some scholarships to 
students but said the majority 
of students should go out and 
find their own scholarships. 

ONE ORGANIZATION on 
campus with many available 
scholarships is ROTC. Any 
full-time student with at least a 
2.0 GP A is eligible. 

The scholarships cover all tui¬ 
tion and academic fees. A flat 
rate between $162 and $178 is 
given each semester. A tax-free 
$100 per month stipend is also 
included. Upon graduation, stu¬ 
dents must serve four years in 
active duty, followed by an 
additional four years in the 
reserve components.

classes per student each semes¬ 
ter. 

Ruth Jass, Bradley's registrar, 
said, "It's not unusual to have 
this many students changing 
classes, nor is it unusual to 

have that many dropping." Jass 
feels that the large number may 
be due to generalized registra¬ 
tion which gives students many 
chances to easily choose their 
classes. 

The process is also easy 

because students are only 

required to get a signed drop 

slip from the advisor. No ques¬ 
tions are usually asked, accord¬ 
ing to many students. 

BRADLEY STUDENTS are 
given every opportunity to drop 
a class within the 12-week 
period, which is longer than the 
period most other schools 
have," Jass said. 

Jass feels that this period of 
time is allowed to give the stu¬ 
dents a chance to settle into 
their classes and decide whether 
or not to keep them. 

Students have a variety of 
reasons for dropping classes. 
Some decide they don't like the 
teacher or that the class is a 


"waste of time," said Sophomore 
Ann Cavanagh. Other students 
don't like early classes or the 
fact that that they don't know 
anyone in the class. 

Sophomore Tom Benton said, 
"In my case, I was in a class 1 
wasn't even allowed to be in." 
Benton had already taken a 
course equivilant to the one he 
had registered for last semester, 
but he was not informed that 
the classes were equal to each 
other until the second week of 
class. "The class wasn't even 
open to me but they registered 
be anyway," he said. 

Sophomore Anil Vaswani 
said, "I don't see why I should 
stay in a class and ruin my 
G.P.A. if I’m failing." He has 
dropped classes in which he was 
doing poorly rather than receive 
and "F" on his grade report. 

ANOTHER STUDENT, who 
did not want to be identified, 
said she is on a full scholarship 
which requires her to meet a 3.0 
G.P.A. Last year, she registered 
for 18 hours and later dropped 
12 because she was doing 
poorly.

her lost hours in summer 
school. 

"Dropping classes doesn't 
become a problem unless too 
many are dropped and they 
can't graduate on schedule," 
said Jass. 

Many students have had that 
problem and must attend col¬ 
lege longer than four years. No 
students with this problem 
wanted to comment except for 
one, who said he was "not 
proud of it." 

Part-time students pay $150 
per credit hour and full-time 
students pay slightly less. Few 
students interviewed seemed to 
care about the money. 

WHEN A STUDENT has 
taken over 16 hours and decides 
to drop before the 13th week of 
any semester, all the money will 
be refunded. However, when 
students with a minimum of 16 


hours drop a class, the money is 
not refunded. 

"I don’t go to school to get 
my money's worth," Sophomore 
Bob Schiermann said. "If I can't 
handle my money’s worth, why 
struggle? 

Jass said "I wouldn’t say that 
dropping a lot of classes is a 
good idea, but if doing so 
makes students happy, then let 
them do it." ■

Senior gift helps 

The class of ’85 has decided on a gift for Bradley. 
Perhaps gifts would be more appropriate. 

The Senior Development Board (SDB) has begun to sol¬ 
icit donations to be donated as part of the Campargn For 
Bradley, an unofficial fund drive which will hopefully help 
Bradley improve physically and financially. 

One Scout staff member, a senior, expressed the view 
that "I’ve been giving them money for four years, why 
should I give them more?"

NEW YORK, NY (CPS)-Big business 
Iwishes higher education would get back to basics 
|and leave specialization to the corporate class- 
Iroom, a Carnegie Foundation for the Advance¬ 
ment of Teaching study says. 

"Higher education is abandoning its own mis- 
|sion and purpose,” Carnegie Foundation com- 
Imunications director Bob Hochstein said. 

"It's attempting to imitate and rival corporate 
-education when liberal learning is the core of 
gwhat higher education should be about,' 1 he said. 

While most admit they're generally happy 
pwith their employees' education's, corporations 
1 spend up to $100 billion a year to educate work- 
fers, partly because colleges spend too little time 
fteaching communication and problem solving 
Itskills, the study notes. 

FOR DECADES coporate education existed 
to update employee technical skills, but company 
Uprograms are "big and getting bigger" with the 
*spread of high technology, Hochstein said. 

Big business educates millions of workers a 
'year in courses ranging from remedial reading to 
Inuclear physics, study author Nell Eurich said. 

As a result, corporate schools must broaden 
11heir curriculums to include math, reading and 
Icommunication, basic skills that should be taught 
fin college, she said. 

"Corporate education has become a matter of 
Iteaching basic skills as well as narrow specializa¬ 
tion," Eurich said. "These studies shouldn’t have 
I to be duplicated in corporate classroorns. Espe¬ 


cially not for college graduates." 

Sylvia Galloway, spokeswoman for the | 
American Council on Education said, "There does 
appear to be a need for this kind of training. 

"MANY (CORPORATE) programs look 
comparable to what's offered in a traditional col¬ 
lege setting with lots of training in the basics," 
she said. 

Corporations like Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone, American Sterilizer, Westinghouse, 1 
General Motors and AT&T offer employee edu-| 
cational opportunities rivaling traditional colleges, | 
Galloway said, and many offer accredited courses | 
and degree programs. 

Terri Capatosto of McDonald's media rela¬ 
tions department said, "We don't necessarily aim| 
at covering higher education deficiencies, but we| 
do offer 18 hours of accredited courses toward an ,; 
associate degree in food service. 

"We're generally happy with what we're see-§ 
ing coming out of colleges, but we need to take | 
university training one step further," she said. 

Other corporations have similar interests,! 
Carnegie's Hochstein said, and higher education | 
should take its cue from them. 

"Higher education needs to evaluate the| 
flexibility of its programs and its goal orientation | 
and teach people to live responsibly in a complex 1 
world. Corporations are doing lots that is of | 
interest in education, and education leaders! 
should recognize corporations as a new partner," j 
Hochstein j saU L. 


LAS graduate job 

prospects improving

The number of firms hiring liberal arts graduates is up sub¬ 
stantially" from last year, the College Press Service (CPS) reported. 

Victor Lindquist, director of Northwestern University’s career 
placement center, told CPS the increasing interest in liberal arts 
graduates is part of a trend that began in about 1980. 

Liberal arts graduates "tend to have marketable communication 
skills, both written and oral, analytical tools, and tend to be more 
trainable," Lindquist said. 

Marjorie Kenyon-Cler, acting director of Bradley's Center for 
Career Development, said "The student with the specialized degree 
is currently still easier to place, although the LAS student who 
knows where he's going will be successful. 

ALTHOUGH FIRMS are hiring more, some officials think 
the interest will die out. 

Many believe this trend is based on the improved economy. 
Some say that as the economy improves, employers are willing to 
look at more varied applicants. "If the economy is bad, the 
employers will be highly selective and will lend to exclude the LAS 
graduates," Kenyon-Cler said. 

According to CPS, "The College Placement Council's survey of 
major corporations indicates business executives plan to hire 8 per¬ 
cent more grads this year that last." 

Others, however, do not believe LAS majors will benefit from 
the increase. ♦ 

The number of firms that interview LAS majors has increased 
from year to year because many realize that some skills can be 
taught on the job. 

LAS MAJORS are still said to suffer in the job market 
because of a concentration on one subject.

A proposed amendment to 
the Heitz dorm council constitu¬ 
tion, which would allow seced¬ 
ing dorm floors to withdraw 
their funds, was defeated at last 
Sunday's meeting.

Results of a student opinion 
survey conducted by American 
College Testing (ACT) were 
presented at Monday's Student 
Senate meeting. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, associate 
provost for student affairs, said 
a cross section of Bradley stu¬ 
dents (about 1300) was polled 
for the survey. "Since this poll 
is taken every three years, the 
results help to make the 
administration aware of the 
changes that occur," Gaisky 
said. 

The survey shows that stu¬ 
dents were most satisfied with 
orientation, course content, 
major, and class size, which 
rated a 4.22 out of a possible 
score of 5. v 

Lowest satisfaction was 
shown in whether advisors give 
real guidance beyond course 
scheduling—guidance was rated 
2.46. 

OTHER AREAS surveyed 
werer parking, course availabil¬ 
ity at desired times, racial har¬ 
mony, and the bookstore. 

One of the lowest rated was 
the food service. In efforts to 
understand why food service 
rated so low, Gaisky and All¬ 
school President Bill Holderby 
will visit cafeterias every other 
Tuesday. Gaisky also proposed 
that the food service should 
provide the student with one 
large glass rather than make the 
student drink from six or seven 
small juice glasses." 

There was an increase in 
satisfaction for health services 
and career planning. More stu¬ 
dents were satisfied with hous¬ 
ing. "This might be attributed to 
the fact that enrollment has 
gone down," Gaisky said. 

Students showed a decrease 
in satisfaction for safety on 
campus, parking, bookstore, 
and personal counseling ser¬ 
vices. Satisfaction with the 
honors program decreased 
significantly, even though the 
University does not have such a 
program. 

The facility on campus rated 
as most used was the library, 
with a usage rate of 98.4 per¬ 
cent. Following this was 
academic advising and the food 
service. Facilities rarely used 
were the day care services, 
veteran's services and the 
honors program.

Robert Burke said, "This type of 
thing has never been done 
before.

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BU offers program 

for gifted youth

Not only does Bradley University educate college students, it 
now offers students in grades 4-12 the opportunity to expand their 
knowledge through the college of education's new program, "the 
Bradley University Institute for Gifted and Talented Youths 

"This program came into being after Bradley recognized that 
some changes needed to be made in the American education sys¬ 
tem," Dr. Cecelia Lynch, director of the program, said. "Comment 
has centered on the need for increased standards an expectations of 
students in elementary and secondary schools and the need to chal¬ 
lenge the learning skills of tomorrow's leaders. These criticisms as 
well as its commitment to the pursuit of excellence and service to 
central Illinois prompted Bradley to initiate the program." 

The program develops courses, programs of study and other 
activities to supplement and complement educational opportunities 
for students labeled the "best and brightest" in grades 4-12. These 
children qualify for the program by being recommended by at least 
two teachers, counselors, or administrators and by scoring at least 
one grade level higher on achievement tests for grades 4-8 and two 
grade levels higher for grades 9-12, Lynch said. 

The format of the program centers around science, mathemat¬ 
ics, microcomputers and special interest in drama and art, Lynch 
said. 

THE PROGRAM WAS set up to work directly with more 
than 100 school districts within an eight-county region, and to 
serve as many eligible students as possible. Lynch said the one-year 
existence of the program has already benefited more than 700 stu¬ 
dents. 

She said most of the courses are on campus, but the program 
can be at an alternate location approved by the instructor. 

Lynch said this summer's program will be called "BLT" (Bright 
Little Thinkers) and will center around a microcomputer course 
called "Moms, Dads, Friends, and Microcomputers." Each student 
will be allowed to bring either a mother, father or friend to partici¬ 
pate in the course with them. Along with the computer course, a 
science, creative writing and a math "magic" course will be offered. 

Costs will vary, depending on the programming, but Lynch 
said the programs are primarily paid for by parents. Limited scho¬ 
larships are available for those who meet the academic require¬ 
ments but are unable to afford full payment.__

She said a person 
talking to somebody who is not 
listening should get up and walk 
out of the room. 

Enthusiastic, dynamic and 
powerful all describe the way 
Lybrand works on stage. With her 
black dress, bright red nails and 
white skin, Lybrand drew every set 
of eyes to her as she bounced 
across the stage, delivering advice 
on topics ranging from how to 
intimidate to how to act in a job 
interview. 

In her Texas drawl, Lybrand 
told the audience about the five 
most popular gestures in body 
language: a steeple with the hands 
(a gesture of superiority), open 
hands (’no skeletons in my closet’), 
crossed ankles (worry), jiggling foot 
(anxiety), and arms folded 
(threatened). 

When Lybrand talked about 
job interviews, every May graduate 
sat up straight and slid to the front 
of their seat. 

"Employers are sick of people 
who play mother-may-I about 
everything," Lybrand said. When 
you walk into an interview, you 
should make the first move to 
shake hands and sit down without 
waiting for the interviewer to say 
so. The most important thing is to 
"leave making them want more of 
, you." This is true in both interview¬ 
ing and daily life, she said. 

May graduates were also 
interested in Lybrand’s three ways 
t to destroy a career. These "killer 
moves" include saying "That’s not 
in the job description," tattle-telling 
on everyone, and acting like you’re 
better than the rest because you are 
new and scared. When the subject 
of jobs was finished, Lybrand 



moved on to a crowd-pleasing 
topic: love. 

"I love you but I’m mad," 375 
voices sang in unison under the 
direction of Lybrand. When a prob¬ 
lem arises in a relationship, ask 
yourself three questions before talk¬ 
ing to the other person: 1) is it 
worth my time and energy? 2) Will 
it leave unhealed scars in the rela¬ 
tionship? 3) Will it make the rela¬ 
tionship better? 

If you decide it’s the right 
thing to do, say to the person "I 
love you but I’m mad," and take it 
from there, Lybrand said. 

If the person you’re mad at is 
your boy/girlfriend and they don’t 
react the way you would like, you 
may need Lybrand’s recipe for a 
broken heart. 

First, "pick a day to mourn, 
preferably a Saturday so you don’t 
have to leave your home." Don’t 
eat any food and have a construc¬ 
tive fit. Depending on how long the 
relationship lasted, the fit can last 
from 30 seconds to half an hour. 
The most important thing to 
remember, Lybrand said, is that 
"failure is a dress rehearsal for suc-

cess." If you don’t have a few bad 
relationships, you wouldn’t appreci¬ 
ate that good one, she said. 

One of Lybrand’s "pearls of 
wisdom" was, "The more l like me, 
the more I can put up with you"-- 
one of the building blocks to com¬ 
munication. Lybrand said that it’s 
impossible to develop a relationship 
with anyone else if you don’t like 
yourself. 

Lybrand gave some "quickies" 
on how to intimidate and how to 
look sincere. 

To intimidate people, either 
karate-chop the air, whisper, or 
slowly roll-up your sleeves. If you 
wear glasses, make sure you peer 
over the top of them. Using these 
gestures will definitely grab 
someone’s attention, Lybrand said. 

To empathize rather than 
intimidate, Lybrand suggests open¬ 
ing eyes widely, relaxing forehead, 
leaning forward, and slowly turning 
your head from left to right. 

Winding up her two-day stay 
at Bradley, Lybrand took questions 
from the audience. 

"Put your feet to your dreams 
and get walking" may be just a 
phrase to many, but for Jayne 
Lybrand they are words to live by.

The use and treatment of 
animals for experimentation has 
been the subject of growing 
controversy. 

Groups in America and 
Europe have recently tried to 
stop or restrain such experi¬ 
mentation, charging that much 
of it is unnecessary, invalid, too 
repetitive, or cruel. 

Dr. Larry Walker, professor 
of psychology at Bradley, said 
that while of some of these 
charges may be valid in some 
instances, it is not always true. 

Walker said that in the 
laboratories he has worked in at 
Bradley, the University of 
Wisconsin, and other places, 
the animals have been well 
cared for. 

WHILE AT WISCONSIN 
Walker took part in research 
using monkeys and metal-and- 
cloth surrogate mothers. 

Walker said that the animals 
were well cared for, received 
medical treatment when neces¬ 
sary, and he never witnessed 
any cruelty. 

Extreme caution is taken here 
at Bradley to make sure that no 
animal is neglected or mis¬ 
treated in any way, he said. 

Walker said that any student 
caught mistreating or neglecting 
an animal would "be ejected 
from the class.” 

Walker recognized that some 
experiments on both humans 
and animals probably never 
should have been done. 

HOWEVER, WALKER said, 
in some cases where experi¬ 
ments have been stooned bv 


activists, years of valuable 
research have been lost. 

"Don't forget,” he said, 
"without (experiments on 
animals), we wouldn’t have 
many of the vaccines we have 
today." 

There are committees on this 
campus which regulate experi¬ 
mentation on both animal and 
human subjects, he said. 

"We have turned down some 
research proposals because we 
felt they were to dangerous," he 
said. 

"We could probably never get 
electric shock experiments 
approved unless the currents 
were extremely low." 

THE VOLTAGE level on the 
equipment (which currently is 
not in use) is preset at low lev¬ 
els so that neither the subject or 
administrator of an experiment 
can be harmed. 

There are also strict guide¬ 
lines set up by the Surgeon 
General controlling the welfare 
of animal and human subjects, 
he said. 

Schools which violate these 
guidelines risk losing their grant 
money, he said. 

The animals must be well 
cared for, with proper ventila¬ 
tion, food, water and heat, he 
said. 

Human subjects can not be 
coerced, and great care must be 
taken not to inflict mental or 
physical harm to them. 

RIGHT NOW the experi¬ 
mentation at Bradley is fairly 
limited.

Beck carries winning 


attitude at Bradley

Angela Beck has a distinct, 
undeniable history of success. 

As a collegiate player, the 
Lady Braves' head coach was an 
All-American at Millikin 
University in Decatur. 

After attending graduate 
school at Illinois State she was 
immediately hired, at age 22, as 
the head coach of Southeast 
Missouri State University. By 
her final season there she had 
turned a floundering Division II 
program that had never been 
above .500 into the number 14 
team in the nation.

iron things out," Beck said. 
"You have to develop a core of 
athletes that will stand by you 
and abide by your principles. 

"Our kids are sound athletes 
and are academically capable. 
Overall, I'd say I’m very 
pleased with this team’s perfor¬ 


mance. 

Beck does see some weak 
points on her team, among 
them that "we haven’t played 
together very long and that’s 
tough for them. That will come 
with time, though." 

She adds that the Lady 
Braves also possess many strong 
points. "We have many good 
shooters on this team and our 
inside game is pretty good. I’d 
say they have tremendous 
desire and that they play very 
well as a team. It’s not good 
when you lose players, though." 

MOST COACHES WOULD 
probably try to downplay the 
loss of three players in one 
weekend--Beck does not. "I 
hated losing them—we lost a lot 
with them. For Felicia (Brown) 
and Atlina (Smith. Both 
suspended for academic rea¬ 
sons) I think it will be good. It 
was Marlene’s (Flanagan. 
Dismissed for disciplinary rea¬ 
sons) choice," she adds. 

"I think I’m very dedicated 
and my goal is to be one of the 
nation’s best. 1 enjoy it here. 
It’s a good school," said Beck. 

They say success is conta¬ 
gious.

Mike McCoy of the Peoria Heights police 
department went to Les asking him if he'd be 
mterested in the program. 

"I THOUGHT JIM would be the perfect big 
irother," said McCoy. "He's someone who can be 
serious at times, but can also be a lot of fun. 
He’s also someone people can look up to." 

"When Mike came to me I thought it was a 
great idea," said Les. "Peoria has done so much 
for me and it gave me a chance to do something 
for them. I’ve found that being in the program 
has been a lot of fun with little work. 

"I wouldn't call what 1 do work. I enjoy 


spending time with the kids. 1 go over to their 
house or we shoot baskets. 1 usually call them 
once a week and talk about school and stuff." 

A commercial for the program in which Les 
currently appears brings an average of three to 
four calls a day from people wanting to donate 
money or become a volunteer. This is consider¬ 
ably more than the usual number. 

"People aren't aware of our program," said 
McCoy. "When they see Jim or the rest of the 
players on T.V. they sit up and listen. They sit 
up and say, 'Hey those guys aren't so stupid. 
They're really good guys!" 

LES IS AIDED by basketball player Mike 
Williams, also an honorary member. "Sometimes 
we drag the rest of the team out to the skating 
parties or the mall where we sign autographs." 

"A lot of people don't realize that there are 
so many kids with only one parent. These kids 
really miss out having a relationship with a role 
figure," said Les. 

Les, in his second year of the program, finds 
that the more he gets involved the more he likes 
it, "It’s really a good feeling to be helping them 
(the boys).

The ISU team has fluctuated this year, dropping nine games by 
a total of nine goals. They have shown flashes of their former bril¬ 
liance at times, and will carry the best squad they can muster into 
the Owens Center this weekend. 

Leading scorer Jim Banovitz and goalie Pat Kennedy lead the 
Braves into action tonight at 8:45, and again tomorrow at 2:00 p.m. 
Both games are at the Owens Center, 1017 W. Lake. Admission is 
free, and there will be kegs given away to the fraternity, sorority, 
and dormitory with the biggest percentage of their people at the 
game.

Former heavyweight boxing champion Muhammad ah 

believes he had a lot to do with the release of Jeremy Levin, the CNN 
reporter held in Lebanon for more than a year. An anonymous caller claiming 
to represent the group that kidnapped Levin said the release was in response 
to an appeal from "a noted American Islamic personality." Furthermore Ali 
Claimed he and his aides were "on the phone all day long, everyday” before 
Levin became a free man. 

Levin, who returned to the United States Feb. 18, told his greeters that 
he was "free at last, a born-again American." A White House jet transported 
Levin from West Germany, where he was receiving treatment, to Washington 
DC. 

George Washington's birthday was celebrated Wednes¬ 
day with the annual reading of his farewell address to Congress. President 
Reagan took it easy on the holiday. There were no appointments on his 
agenda. 

A report by the College of American Pathologists said many more 
people die in alcohol-related traffic accidents than is indicated by statistics. In 
almost half of the 21 states surveyed, 50-90 percent of 1983 traffic 
accidents were alcohol related. The discrepancy is caused partly by authori¬ 
ties who fail to test alcohol levels in the fatal accident survivors. One medical 
examiner noted it is often the non-drinking driver who gets killed. 

An 1 8-week-old trial between Gen. William Westmoreland and 
CBS ended Feb. 18. Both sides announced that the retired general has 
dropped his libel suit against CBS over a documentary that accused West¬ 
moreland of voluntarily suppressing information on enemy troop strength dur¬ 
ing the Vietnam War. CBS and Westmoreland said their positions "have been 
effectively placed before the public," and that continuing the trial "would | 
serve no other purpose." 

Murray Hay don became on Feb is the third successful I 

artificial heart recipient. Kentucky's Humana Heart Institute said that Murray 
had a very "uneventful night" following the surgery. The doctors are optimis- j 
tic about Murray and described him as being in critical but stable condition. 

Peoria Update

AS many as 1 00 union workers may be laid off at the Mossville 
engine plant of Caterpillar Tractor Company. Tony Green, President of the 
United Auto Workers local 974 said Caterpillar notified the union last week of 
the possibility of layoffs due to the greater number of products being pur¬ 
chased from overseas suppliers. 

Although there was no real indication as to when the layoffs will actually 
occur, Green said the notification his union was given was similar to the one j 
given to the Mapleton plant about two months before 800 of their employees 
were laid off. Green said that under the circumstances Caterpillar would not 
have to follow the 60-day notification of layoffs which is generally required. 

The director of a Peoria abortion clinic won a suit Friday against 
a 33-year-old Pekin man who picketed her home. Associated Judge Thomas 
Ebel barred Gerald Smith from the property of Margaret Van Duyn as a part 
of a civil suit settlement. Smith still faces a criminal misdemeanor charge filed 
by the Peoria County State's Attorney’s Office. That trial has been scheduled 
in April. Smith, a member of a pro-life group, apparently picketed the National 
Health Care Services Abortion Assistance Division Clinic on University as well 
as the home of Van Duyn. 

The fire that gutted an apartment above The Owl's Last 
Stand tavern last Friday was apparently caused by improper fuel used in a 
kerosene heater in the apartment's living room, authorities said. Estimated 
total damages were $65,000, Limestone Township Fire Chief John Jacobs 
said. The tavern sustained water damage. No one was injured. The fire 
fighters doused the blaze in about 1 5 minutes. 

White tail deer have been reported in the timbered bluffs above 
the Illinois River. The observed behavior of the Peoria-area deer, which 
includes browsing through back yards of residents and bedding down on 
patios, is a reflection of changing feeding patterns, Foirrest Loomis, supervi¬ 
sor of forest game management for the Illinois Department of Conservation 
said. The deer search for the greenery in February and that could mean 
plants which are often found near houses and in backyards, he said. 

Although at least two more days of testimony are expected, a 
12-day recess was scheduled last Friday in the latest Cooper Brown dog 
hearing. After a day and a half of testimony, Associate Judge Jackson P. 
Newlin granted the recess due to the unavailibilty of Brown's attorney next 
week. The hearings will resume Feb. 27. 

Brown is accused of 13 counts of ordinance violations. Assistant Cor¬ 
poration counsel Gary Morris is seeking $25 to $500 in fines against Brown 
for failing to innoculate and register six dogs and allowing them to run free in 
public. The city is also asking for permission to destroy the animals, which 
they say chased two women July 4. Brown claims, however, that the dogs 
are not his but belong to a friend and that while he was caring for the 
animals someone let them loose. Only five of the dogs are still alive. They are 
in the custody of the city animal shelter. 

Fifty workers were laid off last Friday at WABCO Construc¬ 
tion and Mining Equipment due to poor sales. The lay-off will reduce the 
number of blue collar workers to 704. Herb Ryan, director of investor rela¬ 
tions for Dresser Industries, Inc., WABCO's parent company, said orders for 
WABCO products are down. Barbara Tadlock, a WABCO spokeswoman said 
the company is making adjustments in the work force according to produc¬ 
tion needs.

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SABRC conflict of interest questions raised by Senate

A question has been raised in 
past weeks of whether Student 
Activity Budget Review Com¬ 
mittee (SABRC) is biased in 
awarding funds to campus 
organizations. The issue has 
been discussed in Senate. 

Pat Lyons, all-school 
treasurer and chair of SABRC, 
said the board is fair when 
awarding funds. "Biases are not 
really a problem. You have 
eight people who represent a 
very good cross section of the 
University," he said. 

This was not the case a few 


years ago. In 1983, ACBU was 
heavily represented in SABRC, 
and the question of biases was a 
serious one. 

In 1983, ACBU's president, 
vice-president, and financier 
were members of SABRC, and 
it was implied ACBU had some 
type of influence on organiza¬ 
tional funding. 

DAVE BROSS, 

PRESIDENT of ACBU and a 
member of SABRC said, "No 
matter who you are or what 
organizations you belong to, 
you are going to have built-in 
biases." 


SABRC funding process

The Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC), 
which last year budgeted over 
$120,000 to Bradley’s campus 
organizations, is beginning the 
funding process for 1985-86. 

Of the $120,000 plus funded 
last year, $47,000 came from 
student activity fees, and the 
rest came from the University’s 
general fund, Pat Lyons, 
SABRC chair, said. 

The money is allotted to 
SABRC, which then distributes 
it among the campus organiza¬ 
tions after budgeting. 

This money is divided among 
40 to 50 campus organizations, 
Lyons said. 

LYONS SAID budgeting 
begins in February as organiza¬ 
tions begin putting their fund¬ 
ing requests in order. 

SABRC will present a sem¬ 
inar on preparing organizational 
budgets at 3 p.m. Feb. 27 in SC 
107. 

All budgets are due by March 
15. 

After the deadline, Lyons 
takes the budget proposals to 
the other board members of 
SABRC. 

The committee meets three 
days a week for four or five 
weeks to hear organizations 
present their budgets, Lyons 
said. 

THE COMMITTEE then 
reviews each budget and 
reaches a consensus. 

If, after reviewing all the 
budgets, there isn’t enough 
money to cover everything, the 
committee goes back and makes 
cuts. 

Lyons said these cuts may be 
as small as not paying for $50 
worth of paper cups for some 
social event. 

The committee holds about 
$20,000 in reserve for emer¬ 
gency funding and fall appeals. 


Bross said this has had no 
effect on SABRC this year. 
"The members of SABRC per¬ 
form professionally and take 
their tasks seriously. They act 
unbiasedly and in a fair 
manner," he said. 

Lyons said that not one per¬ 
son is responsible for the run¬ 
ning of S ABRC. 

Several proposals have been 
made to SABRC due to the 
questionable biases of its 
members. 

One proposal, which Bross 
said was "soundly voted down," 
was to eliminate executive 
board members of other organi¬ 
zations from SABRC. 

ANOTHER PROPOSAL 
was that members of appealing 
organizations who were 
members of SABRC would be 
allowed to be present when 
their organization presented its 
budget, but they would not be 
permitted to be in the room 
during discussion and voting. 

The proposal failed, and 
members can sit in on discus¬ 
sion but are not permitted to 
vote. 

Bross said, "Personally, I do

Lyons said. 

SABRC takes the final budget 
to Senate for approval. If Sen¬ 
ate passes the budgets, Lyons 
issues statements to each organ¬ 
ization notifying them of the 
amount allotted to them. 

ORGANIZATIONS are 
given a chance to appeal in both 
the spring and fall.

not discuss my own budget, but 
I could objectively. At times I 
have come out against my own 
budget." 

There are eight student 
members and two alternates 
(who vote when there is not a 
quorum) and five faculty advi¬ 
sors on SABRC. 

The students are chosen after 
a screening and interview pro¬ 
cess. Lyons said, "They’re stan¬ 
dard interview questions. We 
look for people who are objec¬ 
tive in decision-making and who 
are without real biases towards 
any organizations. 

PEOPLE GET involved 
with other organizations," and 
just because they’re involved 
with the organizations does not 
mean they cannot be objective, 
Lyons said. 

"I think the board is really 
well-balanced," he said. 

Last year, some thought Sen¬ 
ate had a conflict of interest 
when it had the right to approve 
the SABRC budget and to 
appeal for more funds. 

Senate decides if the budget 
goes. "They review it, make 
suggestions and have the right

not to pass it. I believe it’s a 
good check and balance system. 
It’s most important to make 
sure a budget is a fair piece of 
material," Lyons said.

Conflicting interest? 

Two years ago cries of "conflict of interest" were raised 
concerning some of the executive board members of ACBU 
serving on the Student Activity Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC). 

Apparently, similar problems still haunt SABRC. 

Student Senator Ron Ellis raised a motion at the Senate 
meeting on Feb. 11 that recommended that executive board 
members of any campus organization be excluded from 
SABRC. That idea was watered down to a recommendation 
that exec members be excluded from discussing their other 
organization's budget. 

That’s a nice way to start cleaning up SABRC, for the 
second time in two years, but more must be done to insure 
proper distribution of the student activities fee. 

NOW, WE DON’T think the current members of 
SABRC who also sit on other exec boards try to manipulate 
SABRC proceedings and favor their other organizations. We 
don’t have any evidence to prove this, nor, based on past 
SABRC performance, do we have any reason to suspect this. 
We do think, however, that the structure of SABRC’s consti- 
tution and bylaws leaves a lot of room for abuse. 

Executive board members of campus organizations 
should not be allowed to sit on SABRC. There are too many 
possible conflicts of interest, including biases in favor of 
their organizations and against requests that might conflict 
with their plans. 

SABRC deals with a lot of budgets and a lot of the stu¬ 
dents’ money so we should be extremely particular in decid¬ 
ing who sits on the committee. Also, student leaders can still 
be student leaders if they are not executive board members. 
Any applicant to SABRC should be willing to reconcile possi¬ 
ble conflict of interest situations before being accepted. 

Student leaders generally have a good idea of where 
their priorities lie and are used to making give-and-take deci¬ 
sions. If a student did not want to relinquish an executive 
board affiliation to serve on SABRC, would he or she be able 
to forget that affiliation and objectively discuss the merits of 
each budget item? 

SABRC needs to end this issue once and for all. Conflict 
of interest is not a good thing to have on any organization, 
particularly one that is so vital to students.

The Humanities Forum, a 
series of four 

lecture/discussions by Bradley 
English and Foreign Language 
professors, will begin Feb. 28. 

Dr. Timothy Conley said,

"Professing a Disciplining, or 
Disciplining the Profession," the 
first lecture, will be presented 
by Dr. David Shumway.

SHUMWAY WILL discuss 
his writings on the concepts of 
profession and discipline as they 
apply to the "description of 
branches of humanity." 

"The paper is philosophical or 
theoretical in approach; it is not 
about literature," Shumway said. 

Shumway will illustrate the 
distinctions between profession 
and discipline and "how that 
distinction is misleading or 
inadequate." 

Shumway said "profession" 
connotes the work of a historian 
or literary scholar. "Teaching is 
an example of the social form 
that work takes," he said. 

"'Discipline' pertains to some 
sense of pure knowledge, such 
as the history of ideas and 
information that is passed along 
independent of institutions, 
people or other social struc¬ 
tures," Shumway said. 

"Academic discipline shares 
the same forms of strategy with 
prisons and the military, but 
with different forms of imple¬ 
mentation." 

MY ARGUMENT IS, when 


we speak of English or history 
as a discipline we imply those 
strategies," he said. 

Shumway presented his thesis 
at a 1983 convention of the 
Midwest Modern Language 
Association and at a conference 
at the University of Washington 
in Seattle in May 1984. 

Shumway said, "The main 
point of the paper is, there is no 
aspect of inquiry or scholarship 
that is not socially or historically 
conditioned." 

The Humanities Forum will 
also include a poetry reading by 
Dr. Kevin Stein March 14, a 
reading of Coleridge's "Christa- 
bel" by Dr. Anu Needham April 
11, and a panel discussion on 
the profession of high school 
and college teaching, moderated 
by Dr. Peter Dusenbery May 2. 

All the events will be at 7:30 
p.m. in the Wyckoff room of 
the Cullom-Davis library.

tell women they don't have the 
same rights as men?" 

Jackson said she hoped 
women's studies would raise 
people's consciousness and help 
heal sexist attitudes. 

Another audience member. 
Myrtle Kent of the English 
department, offered a sugges¬ 
tion to faculty members. 

"We, as teachers, have the. 
right to question attitudes stu¬ 
dents bring in the classroom. 
Every time we get a chance to 
point out attitudes that further 
the subservience of women, we 
should speak out." 

Panel member Dr. Norris 
Clark, director of black studies, 
said people are not going to 
change if they don't have a rea¬ 
son to. 

LAW WILL HAVE a 

tremendous effect on these peo¬ 
ple. With the law on our side, 
women will be able to enter the 
marketplace and be treated 


fairly. 

"Then if there is discrimina¬ 
tion, there will be recourse. 
Without the law, we're lost," he 
said. 

Jackson also noticed an iden¬ 
tity problem on campus. 

"Groups associate among 
their own group," she said. "Stu¬ 
dents are reluctant to confer 
with people outside their 
group." 

Scott sees the separation in 
blacks and whites, and greeks 
and non-greeks. 

"THERE IS NO one group 
on campus that unites us all," 
she said. "We all have the same 
problems and the same fears." 

Horner said, "We have an 
obsession with dividing things. 
We put a label on something 
and don't look at the whole. 

"We're all facing basically the 
same problems. These problems 
are compounded by ignorance," 
he said.

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Investing on a college budget discussed by broker

Handling financial situations 
and investing on a college 
budget were discussed by 
former Bradley marketing major 
Rod Cantrell Wednesday night 
in Geisert cafeteria. 

Cantrell, now a financial 
broker for Edward D. Jones and 
Co., encouraged college stu¬ 
dents to learn more about 
investments and to make it a 
"lifetime hobby." 

College students planning to 
invest in stock should do so 
with caution, Cantrell said. "Be 
careful and only use money you 


can afi'ord to lose. Investing can 
be a great thing but only if you 
do it wisely." 

Before investing, Cantrell 
advised, investors should have 
emergency money in reserve. 

"NOT [MANY people tell me 
that they planned to fail, but 
many people tell me that they 
failed to plan." 

Cantrell warned against 
investing in life insurance 
unless students are married. "If 
you don’t have dependents you 
don't need it," he said. 

Instead of credit cards, which 
have high annual fees and 


finance charges and use the 
money of others, Cantrell 
advised using debit cards. 

Debit cards are used like 
credit cards but have low annual 
fees and no finance charges 
because money is drawn directly 
from the cardholder's account 
when payment is due. "It’s like 
having a plastic check," Cantrell 
said. 

Saving was emphasised by 
Cantrell, who said everyone 
should save at least 10 percent 
of their paycheck. "Pay yourself 
first and then pay everyone 
else," Cantrell said.

Gura addresses senators

Dan Gura, mayoral candidate and director of 
parent/alumni relations, spoke at Monday's Stu¬ 
dent Senate meeting. 

Gura addressed three main issues, beginning 
with neighborhood planning. He said relations 
between the University and Peoria are very 
important, as well as those between the immedi¬ 
ate neighborhood and the University.

throughout the season. WWCT 
announces game times and 
scores, and TV station WEEK 
taped last Friday's game against 
ISU. 

"We’re building ourselves up

Schmaltz said. The first step will 
be to play more teams in the 
league next year, and then the 
team will need a commitment 
from 15-20 guys," Schmaltz 
said. 


Schmaltz also started a pro¬ 
motion that awards a free keg 
of beer to the dormitory or 
greek organization that has the 
largest percentage of its 
members at the games.

People rarely seen in the 
stands include members of the 
athletic department, and 
Schmaltz wishes the team got 
some support (other than 
money) from the athletic 
department. 

Schmaltz believes that only 
the men’s basketball team and 
baseball team get any attention 
from the athletic department. 

"I was watching the Lady 
Braves on TV after the Braves^ 
and it was disgusting-there 


wasn’t anyone there. The 
Braves (who get the crowds) 
should be winning, and they’re 
not," Schmaltz said. 

With four more games 
scheduled this year. Schmaltz 
has plans for the next two sea¬ 
sons, which will be his last at 
Bradley. 

SCHMALTZ HOPES to 

have the team playing at the 
Civic Center as early as next 
year, with buses to take stu¬ 
dents to the games. Maybe 
then Bradley’s winningest team 
will get the attention it 
deserves.

Swimmers lose last dual of season

TULSA, Okla.,—Bradley came 
into Tulsa’s Assembly Arena 
ripe for an upset, after being 
upset themselves by Indiana 
State five days earlier in Peoria.

The Braves final dual meet record for the 
season is 4-7, which is the first losing season 
suffered by the swim team in 11 years.

Bradley should join MCC 


Bradley University and Creighton University 
have recently been invited to join the Midwestern 
City Conference (MCC). 1 believe it would be in 
the best interest of Bradley to make this move. 

The first factor that needs to be considered in - 
accepting is the history of the Missouri Valley 
Conference. In the days of Elgin Baylor and Chet 
Walker, the Valley was one of the premier 
conferences in the country. 

As the Louisvilles and Cincinnatis left the 
Valley, its prestige diminished. As the NCAA 
expanded its post-season tournament, the confer¬ 
ences that prospered were the PAC 10, Big 10, 
ACC, Big East, and the SEC, not the Valley. As 
recruiting became more intense, the rich got 
richer and the Valley slumped further. 

Conferences set up post-season tournaments 
in order to bring in additional revenues. The 
NCAA promised an automatic bid to their tour¬ 
nament for the winner of these conference tour¬ 
naments. The ACC sent not only their tourna¬ 
ment champion, but three or four other teams 
each year. In 1982, Bradley was the Valley regular 
season champion. Bradley had a 20-victory season 
and a championship but lost in the Valley post¬ 
season tournament. 

Everyone remembers what happened next. 
We did not get our NCAA bid, just an invite 
from the NIT. Bradley stormed its way through 
the NIT and defeated a strong Purdue team for 
the championship in N.Y. 

DICK VERSACE had proven to the world 
that Bradley belonged in the NCAA tournament. 

So what? A few months later no one outside the 
tri-counties cared or could even remember the 
NIT. QUICKLY-Who won last year’s NIT? 

The future of the Valley doesn’t look any 
brighter. New Mexico State has already left the 
Valley. West Texas State has announced this is its 
final season. What would happen if Creighton left 
and Bradley stayed? The NCAA expanded its 
tournament to 64 teams this year. If Tulsa wins 
the Valley tournament, it will be the only Valley, 
team in the NCAA. 

Valley teams don’t get the exposure other 
conferences provide for their teams. Witchita 
State had to get caught cheating before it was 
noticed. The Midwestern City Conference has all

of its teams located in metropolitan areas. The 
Valley plays in cities such as Carbondale, Bloom¬ 
ington, Terre Haute, etc. Neither conference has 
a television contract but both are carried regularly 
on St. Louis-based Sportstime. 

Bradley could continue to play its 1-74 rival 
1SU in non-conference games. And besides, why 
do people call it a rivalry when we never win? 
The MCC offers large cities with excellent local 
television and more exposure of Bradley basket¬ 
ball and Bradley University. Bradley would have 
recruiting advantages in places like Detroit, Cin¬ 
cinnati, Indianapolis, and St. Louis. 

We already have ties to Chicago and Chicago 
media. Channel 66 in Chicago televised both 
Loyola-Bradley games this year. A conference 
affiliation with Loyola could only help Bradley's 
image in Chicago. 

BRADLEY HAD PLAYED Oral Roberts 
University for the past two seasons. By substitut¬ 
ing O.R.U. for Tulsa on a home and home basis, 
Bradley would retain the Tulsa market. If Creigh¬ 
ton goes with us, Des Moines and Witchita are 
the only losses. 

From top to bottom the MCC would be a 
stronger conference than the Valley. O.R.U., Loy¬ 
ola, and Xavier all won 20 or more games last 
season while Tulsa was the only 20-game winner 
in the Valley. Because of the exceptional senior 
class in the Valley this year, now would be the 
best time to leave the conference for greener pas¬ 
ture. 

Besides our Voise Winters, Creighton’s Ver¬ 
non Moore, WSU's Xavier McDaniel and Aubrey 
Sherrod, Tulsa’s Steve Harris and Herbert John¬ 
son, Drake’s Darryl Lloyd and almost every star¬ 
ter at ISU and S1U graduate this year. Next year 
the Valley will be a substantially weaker confer¬ 
ence. Benoit Benjamin, the premier Valley player, 
may turn pro this year, or, if Creighton jumps to 
the MCC, the Valley would lose its last media 
attraction.

George Goins finished last with 1 percent of the 
vote. 
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King speaks of legacy

The world is waiting for the young people, 
they are the future and their commitment is 
needed, for the nation is at a crossroad in Ameri¬ 
can society, Coretta Scott King said Tuesday night 
at Robertson Memorial Field House. 

King is a human rights advocate and widow 
of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. After a 16-year 
struggle. Dr. King’s birthday will be com¬ 
memorated as a national holiday beginning Janu¬ 
ary 20, 1986. 

"This will be a day put aside each year to 
focus on things people have in common-a day of 
unity," King said. 

"Use this day not as a day of relaxation, but 
to sow seeds of justice, peace and equality. Make 
it a day of doing, a day of reflection, a day of 
education, a day of training and getting involved 
with non-violent actions. A day to remember 
Martin’s teachings," she said. 

KING SPOKE OF her husband’s legacy and 
law of non-violence and social change to an audi¬ 
ence of more than 800. 

"The holiday should have special meaning for 
young people. The whole civil rights movement 
was a youth movement. Many young people were 
jailed and some gave their lives for the cause. 
Martin Luther King gave philosophy and spirit to 
the movement," King said. 

"This is a very important month, for it is 
black history month, a time we celebrate the sons 
and daughters of Africa to American society. It 
would be tragic if Martin’s birthday was cele¬ 
brated as a black holiday. We must live together 
as brothers or perish together as fools," she said. 


It is time for Americans to realize that "to 
have a decent job, and shelter is a basic right for 
everyone," King said. 

The American dream should be one that all 
Americans feel they are a part of. The opportun¬ 
ity for education, a decent job, a good income, 
good working conditions and the spirit of brother¬ 
hood should exist. "That dream is far from real¬ 
ity," she said. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON at a press confer¬ 
ence at the Greater Peoria Airport, King said, 
"We need policies that would put forth programs 
to eliminate poverty and hunger. We have some 
of the worst conditions we’ve had in the last 20 
years. 

"In 1980, when Reagan entered office, there 
was no one going hungry because during Carter's 
term, people could get free food stamps. Now 
you see the soup line and overcrowded shelters," 
King said. 

Businesses and churches offering help for the 
hungry are just giving "first aid." Their help is not 
a solution. A long-range solution is needed. 

In response to Reagan’s possible education 
cuts. King said, "Many young people would be 
greatly affected by the cuts, especially black 
young people. We are a nation that doesn’t see 
the value of educating the children. There is no 
need to have the low educational system we have. 
Cuts need to be made but not in this area. 

King was presented with an honorary doctor¬ 
ate of law by Dr. Martin G. Abegg, Bradley’s 
president. The lecture was sponsored by ACBU 
and Black Student Alliance.

The British coal miners strike that began in March 1984, is 
finally showing signs of collapsing. Some 3500 miners returned to their jobs 
Feb. 25--a good sign of the breaking up of the strike. The British government 
has promised more talks on the strike. 

In an attempt to conserve valuable land in China, its government 
will ban most burials and require cremation of the dead. Even though crema¬ 
tion has been required in urban China, rural China still clings to burial rites. 

Chuck Yeager, the first person to break the sound barrier, said 
he turns down 100 requests a month to do commercials He said that he'd 
rather be hunting, fishing, and flying than doing commercials. 

Edwin Meese was sworn in as attorney general Feb. 25 in 
a private ceremony. He immediately assumed his new duties that consisted 
of top staff appointments and decisions on more than 100 federal judge- 
ships. 

President Ronald Reagan met with the National Governor's 

Association Feb. 25 to discuss economic concerns. Kansas Govemer John 
Carlin, chair of the association, predicted the meeting would concentrate on 
the economic plight of nation's farmers as well as proposals to curtail Medi¬ 
caid. Carlin doubted if the biggest money issue--defense--would be dis¬ 
cussed. 

Colonel Moammar Khadafy head of Libya, spoke via 

satellite to U S. black servicemen Feb. 24. In his 40-minute speech, Khadafy 
urged them to fight for an independent state because they have been 
excluded by the whites from political and social life in the United States. 
Louis Farrakhan, the Islamic leader, called Khadafy a "fellow struggler in the 
cause of the liberation" of blacks. 

The increased federal budget deficit, high interest rates and 
foreign trade imbalance will cause a recession sometime in 1986, some busi¬ 
ness economists said The Reagan administration, however, predicted steady 
economic growth through 1990. 


Peoria Update

A new television Station may be established in Peoria 
within the next six months. The Neighborhood TV Co., Inc. of Phoenix, Ariz. 
was one of the tentative winners of a television license selected Friday at the 
Federal Communications Commission lottery of 48 low-powered licenses. The 
company plans to make Channel 53 either a regional sports, classical movie 
or 24-hour news and video music station. It would be supported by advertis¬ 
ing and would relay satellite broadcasts from an Arizona station to a number 
of cities. 

About 1,600 Central Illinois Light Co. customers were 
without power last Thursday, due to power failures in East Peoria and north 
Peoria. CILCO spokesman Tom Flanagan said service to 500 customers was 
severed when an underground powerline splice failed in East Peoria. Some 
power was temporarily restored but CILCO was forced to shut off the service 
to make further repairs. Customers in north Peoria also lost power in two 
separate incidents which could have resulted from mechanical difficulties or 
from weather, Flanagan said. 

Protestors demonstrated at the Lite Beer World's Toughest 
Rodeo which opened at the Peoria Civic Center last Friday night. Animal 
rights activists stood outside the Civic Center and handed out literature about 
the mistreatment of rodeo animals. One pamphlet from the Humane Society 
claimed rodeos were "legalized cruelity." Steye Rempelos, vice president of 
Pro-Rodeos, producer of the show, is a member of the National Humane 
Society who believes the rodeo is not inhumane. Humane Society officials 
and veterinarians frequently visit the rodeo, Rempelos said. They have "yet to 
have someone file a letter of protest," he said. 

A new State clean-up fund received a $45,000 penalty payment 
from the Peoria Disposal Company. The money will go into the state's 
environmental protection trust, a fund set up to match state money with the 
federal EPA Superfund. The fund will be used to clean waste sites and con¬ 
taminated areas. The Peoria Disposal Company violations of EPA regulations 
concerned problems with experimental liquid waste disposal and their failure 
to analyze and treat rainwater in a disposal trench filled with hazardous waste 
barrels. Don Gimble, an Illinois EPA attorney, said the violations have been 
corrected. 

A Peoria widow and her children were awarded $480,000 in 
damages last Thursday by a federal judge. Rosemary Swanson is the widow 
of Peoria school administrator Terry Coates, who drowned in a 1982 
Colorado flood while camping with his family. The bench trial resulted in a 
charge of negligence against the federal government's National Park Service. 

Swanson filed a $12 million lawsuit saying that the Rocky Mountain 
National Park was accountable for Coates' death because they failed to make 
warnings of a dam break and failed to plan for such a catastrophe. The family 
had been camping near the Lawn Lake dam when it collapsed. U S. District 
Judge Michael Mihn held the park staff 60 percent responsible for Coates' 
death and held that Coates was 40 percent responsible because he did not 
exercise reasonable care in protecting himself. The US attorney Lee Smith 
said an appeal from the government is likely.

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Rape column prompts forum

The anonymous rape victim’s account in last week’s Scout 
prompted a loud response from audience members at the women’s 
studies committee forum on sexual issues Wednesday afternoon. 

"When something like rape happens, you never hear about it," 
said Sophomore Barbara Kraeger. 

"Maybe she (the rape victim) thought it was something that 
happens at school. Few people come out and say that it (rape) has 
happened to them. Others just don’t believe that it happens. 

"Some men thought she deserved it. How do you make men 
lik*e that understand?" she said. 

INTERNATIONAL STUDIES professor Dr Patrick 
Bellegarde-Smith said, "Some people felt she had no business get¬ 
ting drunk. It’s interesting that men have a right to get drunk 
while women don’t." 

Kraeger added, "The woman got drunk. She’s human. She was 
put in that situation. What the men did was not human." 

"What was sad was that the woman blamed herself," said 
sociology professor Dr. Zeev Gorin. "She has a right to get drunk 
without being raped." 

The group also discussed sexual harassment both in and out of 
the classroom. 

LaVonya Shaw, a senior nursing major, spoke of teacher 
harassment. 

I WENT TO SEE a professor regarding a problem in his class. 
He started off by saying, ’I think you’re nice looking. I think you’re 
smart. You can get an A if...’ I was in shock. 

"Then he continued to proposition me by saying, ’I know

Admissions removes Scouts 

Copies of The Bradley Scout were removed from the Undergra¬ 
duate Admissions office Friday because of an anonymous column 
written by a woman who had been gang raped during a visit to 
Bradley before her freshman year. 

Cynthia Ward, a member of the admissions staff', confirmed a 
report received at The Scout office that the newspapers usually 
available to prospective students through the admissions office were 
removed. 

Dave Pardieck, acting director of undergraduate admissions, 
said he did not authorize the removal of the papers and that he 
"would never dream of doing that. He said he was concerned 
about the impact the story would have on prospective students and 
thier parents. 

Alan Gaisky, acting-associate provost for student affairs, said it 
is not a policy of the admissions office or student office of student 
affairs to withhold Scouts from prospective students when the 
papers contain unfavorable articles. 

Gaisky and Pardieck both said they do not know who ordered 
the papers removed from the office. 
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10 students per 100,000 commit suicide

Suicide is now the second 
highest cause of death among 
college students, surpassed only 
by auto accidents, Barbara 
Runyon, executive director for 
the Mental Health Association 
of Illinois Valley said. 

Runyan said as many as 10 
college students per 100,000 are 
documented as suicides each 
year, but the actual number 
may be even higher because 
some suicide cases are not 
labeled as such. She said the 
reasons vary, but peer pressure, 
family problems, grades and 
boyfriend or girlfriend 
difficulties usually have some¬ 
thing to do with it. 

Debbie Dornaus, professional 
counselor at the Center for 
Testing and Counseling, agreed, 
saying, "This state of desolation 
that students find themselves in 
happens over a relatively long 
period of time. It’s like an ero¬ 
sion of life and it results in a 
gradual wearing away of hope." 

Although Bradley’s popula¬ 
tion is small, Dornaus said it 
isn’t uncommon for desperate 
students to call the Center say¬ 
ing they are considering suicide. 
Last semester approximately six 
people sought help from the 
Center. Dornaus said, "Most 
people who attempt suicide 
want to be rescued-it’s like the 
ultimate cry for help" 

"PEOPLE USUALLY SEND 
out lots of signals before they 
reach that point (suicide). We 
need to be more sensitive to 
others. We tend to ignore each 
other," she said. 

The signals Dornaus cited are 
behavioral as well as physical.

such as a change in eating and 
sleeping patterns. The suicide 
person might also exhibit 
changed social behaviors- 
becoming extremely intro¬ 
verted, hinting of bad times, or 
giving away prized belongings 
under the pretense that they 
won’t be needing them any 
more. 

In a case like this, the 


depressed person is using sui¬ 
cide as a form of communica¬ 
tion, Dornaus said. 

Dr. Jack Gilligan, director of 
the Human Services Center, 
said suicide is a rapidly growing 
problem. The number of peo¬ 
ple taking their lives between 
the ages of 19 and 25 is increas-

Condoning^ the act of rape ? * 

Reactions to anonymous column questioned 


"She wanted it." 

These words were written on a copy of 
last week’s anonymous opinion that was 
taped on the wall outside a resident advisor’s 
door on a men’s dorm floor last Friday. 

At Swords Hall last Friday "someone" in 
the undergraduate admissions office decided 
the opinion column would present a poor 
image of Bradley to potential students and 
ordered the paper removed from the office. 

Monday, some students brought in 
another anonymous opinion to be run this 
week dealing with male rape. Now, male rape 
is a serious subject also, but this column 
dealt with it in no serious terms. We’ve 
never turned down an opinion column 
before but we did this time. It was insulting. 

TO REFRESH YOUR memory, the 
column in question was written by a woman 
who had been gang raped at a fraternity 
house while she was visiting Bradley the 
spring semester before her freshman year. 

Other reactions to the anonymous opin¬ 
ion were varied. Some people didn’t believe 
it—or didn’t want to believe it—while others 
said, ”1 think I know who wrote that." 

The office of undergraduate admissions 
should have been worried about how the 
story reflected on Bradley, but their actions 
were inappropriate. 

Removing the Scows from the office 
probably only delayed prospective students 
from seeing the paper since it was available 
many other places on campus. 

By not allowing the visitors to see the 
paper it may have appeared that we, Bradley, 
have something to hide. We need to have 
open dialogue on this subject if we are to 
come to any understanding or solution. 

OUR ATTITUDES NEED to change. 
We cannot ignore a gang rape. The adminis¬ 
tration seems to think this was an isolated 
incident because this is the first time it has 
been discussed. As the writer of the column 
pointed out, though, it is no easy task to go 
public (even anonymously) with such a 
story. Reactions to the column itself seem to 
indicate that some Bradley students condone 
gang rape, making the campus ripe for 
another incident. 

What are we to think when we walk 
down a hallway and see "She wanted it" 
scrawled across a disgusting tale of gang 
rape? Is this a joke? Is this funny? 

How are we to react to a column that 
makes light of gang rape? We will never 
print false and degrading articles in the Seoul. 

The graffitied article was hanging in a 
main hallway of a large dormitory where 
many students and visitors could have seen 
it. How many people walked by it before we 
started taking pictures and a resident of the 
floor tore it down? Any woman and most 
men would have been very offended after 


seeing that. 

WAS IT JUST A joke? Probably, but it 
was in extremely poor taste and illustrated 
the all too prevalent belief in this society that 
women enjoy rape or do something to 
deserve being violated. 

The author of the column wanted to tell 
her story. She never went to the authorities 
or accused any of. the men involved for some 
very complicated reasons. She believed she 
had done something to deserve it. As many 
readers have pointed out, no one deserves to 
be gang raped like that. As the author of the 
column pointed out, what self-respecting 
man would do that to someone? 

What self-respecting man would belittle 
himself by exhibiting such immature 
responses as those discussed here? 

We hear a lot of rumors at the Scout. 
Those based in fact may turn into stories. It 
was a rumor that led us to the article on the 
wall. 

Other rumors we have heard range from 
a fraternity that keeps records on how many 
members can take advantage of the same 
woman in the same night-usually called 
gang rape—to the dorm floor that awards 
cases of beer to the resident who "gets laid" 
the most in one weekend by visiting high 
school women. 

IF EVEN ONE OF these rumors proves 
true, Bradley should be outraged. 

During the presidential election women 
were often referred to as part of a "special 
interest group." Well, this "special interest 
group" includes our mothers, sisters and 
daughters. That’s a hell of a special interest. 

Just as you would be outraged if your 
mother, sister or daughter were raped, you 
should be outraged when it happens to any 
woman, because it very well could be your 
mother, sister or daughter. If you’re a 
woman, it could be you. 

Every member of the Bradley commun¬ 
ity should also be outraged to think that gang 
rape was the subject of ridicule in the form 
of "She wanted it." The members of that 
dorm floor should be ashamed, if they knew 
the sign was posted, to think they were a 
party to it. 

MOST PEOPLE AT Bradley, men and 
women, are intelligent and respectable. 
There are those, however, who would tarnish 
Bradley’s image (not to mention their own) 
by forcing themselves, their fraternity broth¬ 
ers or their fellow floor residents on a visit¬ 
ing senior woman or one of their own class¬ 
mates just to satiate their desires. Others 
would take a very serious subject such as 
gang rape and put it up to scorn. 

The men and women who are appalled 
by such acts should make this clear and not 
be a party to any casual "jokes" that appear to 
sanction the act of rape in any form.

Senate discusses funding campaign

Plans for a $26 million fund-raising effort for Bradley was 
presented at Monday’s Student Senate meeting. 

’’Bradley has begun its most ambitious undertaking ever-- ’The 
Campaign for Bradley; Excellence Today and Tomorrow’,” Larry 
Dailey, executive director of development said. 

The results of strategic planning, which set long-range goals 
and projected funding requirements to meet them, and the findings 
of two outside consulting firms were the basis of the decision to 
start the campaign now. 

The Board of Trustees approved a plan on April 27, 1984, to 
require the University to generate a minimum of $26 million by 
the end of the 80s. "Through private donations and gifts, the cam¬ 
paign has already reached $9 million,” Dailey said. 

THE PLAN IS divided into three parts. Of the $26 million, 
$14 million will go to renovation and expansion of campus build¬ 
ings. The Cullom-Davis Library will be doubled in size. This will 
provide space for 600,000 hardcopy volumes, study stations for at 
least 20 percent of the student body, a new music library and an 
after-hours study room, costing $5 million. 

Because of the growing engineering and business programs, 
Jobst and Baker Halls will be connected and renovated, costing $4 
million. 

Plans to join the MacMillan facility to the new Duryea Hall 


plus the acquisition of the Dingeldine Music Center will amount to 
$3 million. 

The Student Center will be partially remodeled and a link 
between the Student Center and Sisson Hall will provide meeting 
rooms and lounges for student organizations. The cost to expand 
and renovate the Student Center is $2 million. 

The second part of the plan deals with capital equipment, 
which will cost $1 million. This will include equipment for the 
engineering, natural sciences and various other departments. 

CURRENT OPERATIONS is the third part of the campaign. 
"Operating costs for the University were in excess of $40 million. 
The goal has been set for $6 million throughout the Annual Fund 
as the backbone of the campaign," Dailey said. The amount will 
help to lessen the gap between the projected income and annual 
expenses and will allow the University to support scholarships, 
library acquisitions, faculty salaries, utilities and other operating 
expenses necessary to maintain a private university. 

The last part of the plan deals with endowment. A minimum 
of $5 million must go toward this. With the increase, there will be 
more opportunity for scholarships and grants. 

"Cash gifts in one month totaled $1.7 million, and the faculty 
and staff raised over $38,000," Dailey said. The campaign will be 
open to the public in September and we hope to have $12-13 mil¬ 
lion by then.”

Off-campus students are 
reporting almost no problems 
due to the new zoning ordi¬ 
nance passed last spring, Peoria 
and University officials said. 

Under the ordinance, "family” 
was redefined as no more than 
three unrelated adults, and 
approval must be obtained for 
larger groups not classified as 
"traditional families" to be 
housed in low-density and 
medium-density districts like 
the neighborhood surrounding 
Bradley. 

Ken Godiner, student senator 
and member of OCSA and 
campus affairs said, "Lots of 
people remember the uproar 
that occurred last year with the 
ordinance and have misconcep¬ 
tions about it. Some think it 
was a move against students, 
but it was actually in favor of 
them. It is providing better 
housing by curtailing the sup¬ 
ply, and now students can be 
more selective." 


Committee to discuss Bradley's status

The University Senate 
Resources Committee will spon¬ 
sor a meeting for University 
administration, faculty and staff 
from 3-5 p.m. March 14 in 
Neumiller. 

The committee asked the 
administration to speak about 
the state of the University. 
President Abegg'will speak on 
national issues in higher educa¬ 
tion, especially the proposed 
cuts of student aid and how this 
will affect Bradley. 

Dr. John C. Hitt, provost and 
vice president for academic 
affairs, has been asked to give 
an academic overview of Brad¬ 
ley University, and will present 
a brief budget review. 

Acting Associate Provost for 
Student Affairs Dr. Alan Gaisky 
will present admission data and 
a fall 1985 projection. 

Dr. Ian Sturroch, vice 
president of development and 
university relations, will speak 
about the Campaign for Bradley 
and the effect of the proposed 
federal income tax changes on 
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Bradley. 

Dr. Benjamin Alexander, who 
resigned from the Board of 
Trustees to take a post with the 
Reagan Administration dealing 
with financial aid, has returned. 

The ad hoc Committee to 
Establish a Standing Strategic 


Dr. Steve Permuth, presented a 
report on the committee’s pro¬ 
gress. Permuth said the com¬ 
mittee found planning must 
take place and that the commit¬ 
tee will develop a model that 
doesn’t interfere or conflict with 
other committees. 


Planning Committee, headed by 
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The representatives of 
Campus Affairs and the West 
Bluff Homeowner’s Association 
met recently to talk of changes. 
"Right now, we are at the 
’prevention stage’--there are no 
real problems so all there is to 
do is to nip future problems in 
the bud," Pat Spracklin, 
Campus Affairs vice-president 
and member of Student Senate 
said. 

GARY MORRIS OF the 

Peoria City Attorney’s office 
said some people have been 
denied permits for student 
housing because the ordinance 
calls for at least 300 feet 
between student houses. This 
spreads them out--prevents 
stacking-of student housing to 
reduce the noise level and pro¬ 
perty and parking violations. 

"It also stabilizes property 
value. It is primarily an 
economic situation," Morris 
said. 

Cam Ratcliff, director of 
cocurricular and organizational 
development, said everything is 
running smoothly. "The last 
time anything concerning the 
ordinance was on my agenda 
was last spring." 

Ray Einig, Neighborhood 
Relations Subcommittee chair, 
said, "Enforcement is lacking 
because there really is none 
until there is a complaint. 

"The ordinance increases rent 
rates but also the value of the 


houses. It helps owners keep 
property up. The homes are 
basically worthless without 
Bradley students. There are 500 
unoccupied houses in Peoria," 
he said. 

OTHER BENEFITS of the 
ordinance are that "traditional” 
families and students are mixed 
in neighborhoods and has 
caused an increase in security, 
Einig said. 

Pat Kenny, editor of the West 
Bluff Word said a lot of prob¬ 
lems simply haven’t been 
reported. Many were followed 
through and were "enforced 
very well. I thought we’d have 
more community involvement, 
but we haven’t." 
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Kasambira named Faculty Member of the Year

Bradley professor Dr. K. Paul 
Kasambira's philosophy is "stu¬ 
dents are not an interference in 
(his) job, but instead are the 
purpose." 

Perhaps it is this philosophy 
that helped Kasambira to earn 
Mortar Board's Faculty Member 
of the Year Award for 1984. 

The award was presented to 
Kasambira, professor of secon¬ 
dary education and acting direc¬ 
tor of minority student services, 
at a ceremony on Feb. 22. 

Shawn Wischoeffer, historian 
for Mortar Board, said this is 
the first such award Mortar 
Board has given, and it "could 
not have selected a better reci¬ 


pient." 

WISCHOEFFER SAID the 

award was based on 
Kasambira's service and dedica¬ 
tion to students as well as his 
contributions to Bradley. 

Kasambira said because he is 
in "the student business" receiv¬ 
ing this award from a student 
organization gives him an idea 
of the quality of work he is 
doing. He said that students, in 
the final analysis, are the best 
measure of his ability to do his 
job.

dents and the Peoria 
School Employees 
Union. 

Kasambira is also currently 
working on an article on the 
pros and cons of teacher com¬ 
petency tests. 

Kasambira said the com¬ 
petency tests, which cover basic 
concepts such as simple compu¬ 
tation, reading and writing 
skills, may give some indication 
of teacher competency, but 
should not be the determinant 
of whether a teacher is com¬ 
petent. 

HE SAID THAT along with 
these "paper and pencil" tests, 
teachers should be observed to 
determine competency. 

Kasambira said it is also 
important to look at where a 
teacher received his or her 
training. 

He said that reports charging 
American schools with a lack of 
emphasis on the basics are true. 

In some cases, he said, stu¬ 
dents are allowed to attain high 


levels in education without 
meeting necessary standards. 
He cited Kevin Ross, a Creigh¬ 
ton University basketball player 
who entered college without 
basic reading and writing skills, 
as an example of some of the 
problems in American educa¬ 
tion. 

"What we really need are 
programs at lower levels (of 
education)...we need to build in 
bottle necks or check points" 
through which students must 
pass in order to move up to the 
next level. 

"AUTOMATIC PROMO¬ 
TION doesn't work," Kasam¬ 
bira said. If students are 
pushed through our educational 
system, we risk turning out too 
many Kevin Ross's. 

Comparing the educational 
system of his native Rhodesia 
(now Zimbabwe) to ours, he 
said Rhodesia encourages more 
rigorous study habits, more 
independent study of subjects, 
and emphasized reading, reten-

’A lot of different things t o a lot of different people ’ 

Eclectic WCBU seeks listener support

There is a television ad claiming that if you do 
one thing, you can do it right. 

Don’t tell Frank Thomas. 

As station manager of WCBU, a public radio sta¬ 
tion owned by Bradley University, Thomas is responsi¬ 
ble for assembling one of the most diverse formats on 
Peoria radio. 

Dependent on direct listener support, WCBU 
caters to the tastes of those who have nowhere else to 
turn, offering just about everything not found on com 
mercial radio. 

By tuning to 89.9 FM, one can hear Dizzy Gil¬ 
lespie blowing a chorus of "A Night in Tunisia,” the 
Chicago Symphony keeping the music of Beethoven 
alive, the award-winning "All Things Considered cov¬ 
ering the news of the day, and Jack Benny yelling. 
Now cut that out! The station’s most popular pro¬ 
grams include American Public Radio’s "A Prairie 
Home Companion,” the news shows "All Things Con¬ 
sidered" and "Morning Edition," and the morning and 
afternoon classical music shifts. 

The station brings "a lot of different things to a 
lot of different people." Thomas said. 

While the lack of commercial support is a boon to 


the station’s eclectic programming, the dependence 
upon grants and public support creates inadequate 
funding. 

Thomas said the money comes primarily from the 
Corporation for Public Broadcasting’s annual commun¬ 
ity service grants, Bradley University, and public sup¬ 
port. 

Though public funding accounts for the smallest 
contribution, the station could not operate without it. 
WCBU must undertake two pledge drives yearly, one 
in the winter, and one in the fall, each a nine-day, on- 
air plea for money. 

While broadcasting at 50,000 watts over a 71- 
mile radius, the station reaches about 18,000 pairs of 
ears, compared to KZ-93, with the largest listening 
audience in the city, at 160,000. 

Thomas said, when only 10 percent of its audi¬ 
ence donates to WCBU, the station can not afford to 
spend much on advertising. Consequently, most people 
hear of WCBU by word of mouth, although the station 
has done some newspaper and television advertising. 

With its pledge drive running through tomorrow, 
WCBU is gearing up for another year of unique pro¬ 
gramming. Listeners can call 673-7100 to pledge their 
support and money. 


Smiths sing about life’s sad prank

"And when I’m lying in i. 
bed/I think about life/ and I think 
about death/And neither one partic¬ 
ularly appeals to me..."-this is the 
mood of restlessness and dissatis¬ 
faction that has become The 
Smiths’ melancholy trademark, per¬ 
vading both their first album and 
the newly released Meat Is Murder. 

While those lyrics, from 
"Nowhere Fast," are compatible 
with the mood of the Smiths’ first 
album, the new music moves in 
another direction-none of the 


songs from Meat Is Murder would 
really sound at home on The 
Smiths. The Smiths are no candi¬ 
dates for stagnation. 

This is not to say that the per¬ 
sonality of the music is much 
different--the Smiths have lost none 
of their bittersweet whimsicality or 
poignant irony. Singer and lyricist 
Morrissey still sees life as a sad 
prank played on the innocent. The 
music serves as the last stand of 
romance and innocence against the 
forces of humorlessness. 

What is different about the 
music, however, is that while the 
first album tended toward slow, 
melancholy ballads draped with the 
gentle twang of comforting semi¬ 
sixties guitar, Meat Is Murder 
attacks its subjects with the fiery 
passion of rockabilly and a 
psychedelic atmosphere of distorted 
sound. 

With the faster, more energetic 
feel of this album, there’s also a lot 
less of Morrissey’s soft, steady 
vocal style that turned pff some 
American listeners as "monotonous" 


or "droning". Those listeners, 
though I politely disagree with their 
opinion, will probably be pleased 
with the more upbeat, varied voice 
Morrissey presents on this release. 

In the album’s opener, "The 
Headmaster Ritual," Morissey por¬ 
trays the beastlike fiends who run 
certain educational institutions. 
"Belligerent ghouls/run Manchester 
schools/ ...Sir leads the 
troops/jealous of youth/ same old 
suit since 1962./He does the mili¬ 
tary two-step down the nape of my 
neck... he grabs and devours/he 
kicks me in the showers." 

Morrissey deals with this in a 
familiar way; "I wanna go home/I 
don’t want to stay/give up life as a 
bad mistake/please excuse me from 
gym/ I’ve got this terrible cold 
coming on..." 

In "Nowhere Fast," Morrissey 
attacks the political and emotional 
malaise of his environment. "I’d 
like to drop my trousers to the 
Queen," sings Morrissey, with at 
least as much sincerity as the Sex 
Pistols had when they questioned 


that monarch’s humanity, "...every 
sensible child will know what this 
means/the poor and the needy/ are 
selfish and greedy on her terms./ 
And if the day came when I felt a 
natural emotion/ I’d get such a 
shock I’d probably jump in the 
ocean./And when a train goes by 
it’s such a sad sound." 

Morrissey’s sense of frustrated 
romance is still evident in the 
album’s slower tracks. "Well I 
wonder/Do you see me when we 
pass?/I half-die," he sings in "Well I 
Wonder." Or consider the parting 
shot of "I Want the One I Can’t 
Have," which is both invitation and 
surrender: "And if you ever need 
self-validation/just meet me in the 
alley by the railway station/it’s 
written all over my face." 

Despite life’s cruel streak, 
however, Morrissey, like all incur¬ 
able romantics, holds out hope. As 
he sings in "Rusholme Ruffians"-- 
although not without a dash of 
healthy irony--"though I walk home 
alone/my faith in love is still 
devout." 


Cannon/Brandes 
concert a 
needed getaway

Are you tired of this gloomy, 
rainy weather? Do you need to get 
.away, but have no money? Well, 
go see a concert at the Dingeldine 
Music Center. Last Sunday pro¬ 
vided an opportunity to relax to 
the music of Allen Cannon and Lew 
Brandes. 

Cannon is a faculty member 
with the Division of Music here at 
Bradley. Both he and Brandes have 
performed as soloists with the 
Peoria Symphony. Sunday they 
•performed as part of the Music 
Scholarship Series. 

They played four pieces for 
violin and piano, with Cannon 
playing violin, and Brandes playing 
piano. In honor of Handel’s 300th 
birthday, Cannon and Brandes 
played Sonata in G minor, opus 
one, number two. This sonata has 
four movements, all of them very 
different. It moves from very slow 
and romantic to crisp and melodic, 
only to slow down and then end 
very much like the second move¬ 
ment. This sonata, because it con¬ 
tains so many techniques, is used 
by teachers in place of etudes, 
scales and other studies. 

Another of my favorites was 
Sonata for Violin and Piano, writ¬ 
ten by Dean C. Howard. Howard 
was a faculty member at Bradley 
for over 36 years. The sonata is 
played in three movements. The 
first movement is a traditional 
sonata-allegro form. The violin 
seems to dominate over the piano. 
The second movement is much 
slower than the first. The final 
movement is much faster and 
dramatic, and made for a memor¬ 
able ending. 

Concerts at Dingeldine are a 
bargain. They’re free and provide 
a break in the monotony students 
sometimes find themselves caught 
in.

Adams creates basic rock

Bryan Adams writes basic rock 
with a'knack for catchy melodies 
and rhythms--songs that you may 
find yourself humming or singing 
without thinking about. 

Adams has showed this talent 
in the last year in two compositions 
written for others, "Draw the Line," 
performed by Ted Nugent, and the 
title song from the Teachers 
soundtrack performed by .38 Spe¬ 
cial. His fourth album, Reckless , 
contains more of the typical Adams 
sound. 

If the pop-rock genre is seen 
as valid and likeable, there is little 
fault to be found in Reckless. 

The main weakness is that 
only one song features keyboard as 
the main instrument. A greater use 


of piano and keyboards (or acoustic 
guitar) could add the dimension to 
Reckless that was evident on previ¬ 
ous albums. Reckless may get old a 
little faster if played frequently. 

Reckless includes "Heaven," an 
effective ballad previously released 
from a movie soundtrack. A duet 
with Tina Turner, "It’s Only Love" 
is also outstanding. The song seems 
well chosen, unlike many guest 
spots. Adams’ rough voice compli¬ 
ments Turner’s strong vocals and 
screams, and neither vocalist seems 
to dominate or be relegated to 
back-up. 

Adams ventures into blues- 
rock for the first time on "Kids 
Wanna Rock" and leans toward the 
blues on "Long Gone." Neither 
song is outstanding on a blues 
basis, but both are pulled off ade¬ 
quately and without overkill. "Ain’t 
Gonna Cry" shows that the band 
still likes to have fun and includes 
British accents, assorted screams, 
and a strange ending. It’s similar in 
style to "You Want It, You Got It." 

Reckless is the most polished 
Bryan Adams yet, but it still has 
some spirit. Half or more of the 
songs have received airplay--that 
doesn’t make a good album, but it 
suggests consistency of style. The 
bottom line: if you like one or two 
songs, you’ll like the whole album.

Dr. stresses global thinking, local action

"We must learn to think glo¬ 
bally and act locally," Dr. 


Robert Nejedlo said in a sem¬ 
inar on carreers in student 
affairs Monday in Baker Audito¬ 
rium. 

"We must expand in our 
thinking and be open to change 
so that we don’t become myo¬ 
pic," he said to an audience of 
about 20 professionals in stu¬ 
dent affairs. 

Nejedlo spoke of the technol¬ 
ogy, advanced communications, 
trends and implications involved 
in the present and future of stu¬ 
dent affairs. 

Nejedlo said, "By 1990 there 
will be 15 million computers in 
homes. Instead of commuting 
to work, we may be computing 
to work." 

A FEW TIMES during the 
seminar Nejedlo played music 
typified as the "new age/high 
tech" music. While listening to 
the music Nejedlo asked the 
audience to visualize how tech¬ 
nology will effect them. 

"Imagine with me our future, 
as new age persons, our lifes¬ 
tyles as student affairs profes¬ 
sionals, technology, advanced 
communication, certainty, 

uncertainty, hope, doubt, fear, 
security, simplicity, complexity, 
wisdom and fulfillment, think¬ 
ing globally and acting locally. 

"These are key words that 
stimulate thoughts and emo¬ 
tions within us, as we think 
about our future, and the 
impact of technology, and 
advanced communication on 
our profession."

the meal may double his pro¬ 
jected remaining lifetime. 

Above all, throughout the 
evening, it is important for both 
parties to remember that each 
comes from a different back¬ 
ground, with different lifestyles 
and codes of behavior. Besides, 
they are probably both real 
toadbags so who are they to 
judge? 
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On the impacts of advanced 
communication Nejedlo dis¬ 
cussed networking, brain 
machines, psychic communica¬ 
tion and hallophonic sound. 

Nejedlo addressed uncertainty 
in enrollments, increasing com¬ 
puterization, more rigid 
academic requirements and 
fiscal resources that will fall 
behind inflation. 

NEJEDLO GAVE a slide 


presentation on wholistic health 
counseling. 

Nejedlo received his master's 
and doctorate from the Univer¬ 
sity of Wisconsin at Madison. 

He is a professor with the 
council educational faculty of 
Northern Illinois University. 

He also recently received the 
Illinois counselor, educators and 
supervisors distinguished ser¬ 
vice award.

ing, he said. 

Considering suicide is not 
rare. "It is not abnormal or 
unusual for a person to think of 
suicide but there is a difference 
between thinking about it and 
planning it," Gilligan said. 

DORNAUS AGREED 

WITH this. "Our job is to find 
out how immediate of a threat 
is at hand. If the caller has 
specific suicide plans, he or she 
is closer to committing the 
actual act." 

"If there is no immediate 
threat we start to make a con¬ 
tract with the caller. We say 
something like, 'Let me help 
you-promise me that you will 
sign a contract stating that you 
will not hurt yourself while we 
are helping you with your prob¬ 
lems,’" she said. 

"We then start a problem 
solving process. We help the 
student look for alternative 
answers to his or her problem, 
then help develop a plan of 
action. We reinforce the plan, 
then evaluate it. If that plan 
doesn’t work we consider 
another plan. We try to plug 


into their plan of creativity 
because when we counsel we 
don't give advice, we listen and 
look for alternatives to prob¬ 
lems faced by the student." 

Some students seek counsel¬ 
ing but still commit suicide, as 
was the case with a Bradley stu¬ 
dent last year. 

His roommate said he was a 
classic example of a potential 
suicide case but that he didn’t 
add up the clues until it was too 
late. 

RUNYAN SAID 
although confronting 
about suicide isn't 
should be done. 

"If you feel a friend is in 
trouble, ask questions. Don’t be 
afraid to mention the word sui¬ 
cide. In 99 percent of the cases 
the person is relieved to have 
finally found someone who is 
willing to listen. At that point 
suggest resources (such as 
counseling or suicide prevention 
hotlines). Education (about sui¬ 
cide) is the main point," she 
said.

ally have part-time and full-time 
jobs such as typing, marketing, 
data processing and other light 
industrial work. 

The best way to apply for a 
job is in person because the job 
seeker is more easily remem¬ 
bered, the guide said. 

Illinois Job Service also pro¬ 
vides service to both employers 
and summer job seekers. An 
application form is matched up 
with a job description. 

Once a student has identified 
the job he wishes to obtain, a 
well-developed resume helps 
make a good impression. "The 
number one thing to an inter¬ 
viewer is the related work 
experience an applicant has had. 
A resume helps provide the 
interviewer with this informa¬ 
tion," Artz said. The resume 
should be a statement of the 
student’s most relevant 
qualifications. Also included 
should be a cover letter, she 
said. 

Since past experience is so 
important in obtaining full-time 
positions after graduation, Artz 
said summer jobs provide excel¬ 
lent opportunities for students.

"I thought being a black 
woman in a university sur¬ 
rounded by white teacher I 
wouldn’t have to face that. 1 
was wrong," she said. 

ANOTHER SENIOR nurs¬ 
ing major, Susan Landrum, dis¬ 
cussed discrimination she 
suffered while taking classes in 
a male-dominated department. 

"I have not been taken seri¬ 
ously in the department I am 
getting my minor in," she said. 

"I wasted a semester because 
certain things were not told to 
me. During classes, there were 
sexual jokes that 1 was the 
brunt of. 

"I was told, ’Do you really 
think a nursing student should 
be doing this work?’" 

Landrum said she felt the 
nursing department is not given 
enough credit.

Career Pathways is a program 
that allows liberal arts, com¬ 
munications and business stu¬ 
dents to become familiar with 
career options, Debbie Artz of 
the center of career develop¬ 
ment said.

Bulldogs end hockey's 
two year road win string 


The Bradley Hockey Club suffered its first road losses in two 
years, courtesy of the Bulldogs of Drake University last weekend. 

It took the Braves a while to get warmed up after the four and 
one-half hour drive to Drake. The Bulldogs opened the scoring at 
3:36 of the first period, but Braves' starting winger Kurt Kuchle 
evened the score at 6:20 off passes from Kevin Schmaltz and Jim 
Banovitz. 

Drake tallied once more with 2:16 left in the period to put 
them up 2-1 at the end of the first. 

Braves’ winger Stu Zeilstra knotted the game at two from 
George Del Cotto and Kuchle, but the Bulldogs swarmed in front 
of the Braves' net scoring their second goal at 6:09. 

BANOVITZ, THE Braves' leading scorer, put one in at 9:21 
of the period from Schmaltz and Kuchle to put the Braves up 3-2. 

Banovitz added his second goal of the night a minute later, but 
Drake responded with a goal before the period ended and the 
Braves were up 4-3 at the intermission. In the third period, the 
Braves were unable to score and Drake beat Braves’ goalie Pat 
Kennedy three times to win the game 6-4. 

Sunday, they returned to the Arena for an 11:30 a.m. start. 
Drake again opened the scoring, but Del Cotto took advantage of a 
four-on-three power play, and ripped a slapshot past the Drake 
goalie to tie the game at one.

Thomas assures Braves' victory

When Voise Winters paced Bradle'y to a 6-0 
lead, it looked like it might be an easy win, but in 
the end it took two free throws by Jerry Thomas 
to assure a 62-55 victory over Southern Illinois 
last night. 

Thomas’ shots came with 18 seconds left 
after both Jim Les and Winters missed free 
throws in the last 40 seconds. 

"We had Voise at 70 percent and Jimmy at 
80 percent on the line and it took freshman Tho¬ 
mas to put the game away," Bradley coach Dick 
Versace said. 

After Winters' first six points, the Salukis 
went on a 23-10 tear to take a 23-16 lead. Bradley 
closed the gap to 27-24 but jumpshots by Thomas 
and Hersey Hawkins and two Winters' free 
throws gave the Braves a 30-29 halftime lead. 

The Braves were out-rebounded 21-10 in the 
half and 39-25 in the game. After the game, Ver¬ 
sace called the figure embarrassing. 

At the half, Versace felt "the kids might have 
felt this one was easy. (I told them) there’s no 
team in this league that’s chopped liver." 

The lead see-sawed in the first 11:03 of the 
second half, but two Hawkins free throws gave 
Bradley the lead for good. 

The Braves led 58-53 when Winters missed 
two free throws with 39 seconds left. With a 3 
point lead at 26 seconds left, Les missed the front 
end of a one-and-one to keep Southern alive. 

"I think we finally woke up," Les said about 
the lethargic start. "We came in a little lackadaisi¬ 
cal when we ran off three quick baskets and 
coasted. We can't do that against any team in this 
league." 

"If we play like this against Illinois State we 
might as well hand them the (Missouri Valley) 
title." 

A Les assist to Thomas with 2:11 left in the 
first half gave him 223 assists and broke the 
Bradley single-season record held by Willie Scott. 


The Braves were led in scoring by Winters 
who had 21 points. Kenny Perry led the Salukis 
with 17, only two points in the second half. 

Thomas had seven rebounds in 26 minutes 
to lead the Braves. 

"The play of Thomas was a key to the game. 
We needed someone to go get on the boards," 
Versace said. Saturday was Xavier McDaniel 1 
night in Wichita. The Shockers forward had 33 
points and 22 rebounds to lead his team to a 75- 
65 victory. After the game "X" became the third 
player in Shockers’ history to have his number 
retired. 

McDaniel's 17th point in the game made him 
the 45th college player to have 2000 points and 
1000 rebounds in his career. 

Bruce Mordini had his first start for the 
Braves, replacing Mike Williams. Versace said it 
wasn't a matter of benching Williams as Mordini 
had earned the start. 

The teams played practically even in the first I 
half but Bradley trailed 31-28 at halftime. With 
the score 43-39 in their favor with 13:54 left, the 
Shockers ran off the next eight points to take the 
game. The run included a Versace technical and 
McDaniel's 2000th point on a free throw. 

"I didn't know (about the 2000th point), no I 
one told me," McDaniel said. "I just went up to 
the line and made it." 

"Xavier McDaniel is an incredible player," .1 
Versace said. "It's difficult for our young players 
to stop him." 

The Braves were led in the game by Winters 
with 23 points and seven rebounds. 

Despite McDaniel's heroics. Winters was not 
overlooked by Keith Grant, a scout for the Dallas I 
Mavericks of the NBA. 

"He (Winters) is bigger than I thought," 1 
Grant said. "He's got a strong upper body and is a 
good shooter. He plays a lot like our Jay ' 
Vincent." 


ISU to meet Braves 


for MVC title

Bradley and Illinois State 
meet in Carver Arena at 2:35 
p.m. tomorrow with more than 
just the bragging rights to 1-74 
at stake. 

If the Braves win they will 
finish the regular,season with a 
16-11 overall record and a 9-7 
conference record, good for a 
tie with Creighton for fourth 
place in the Valley. Since the 
Braves split their two games 
with the Bluejays this season, a 
coin toss will decide who hosts 
the opening-round Missouri 
Valley Conference (MVC) 
Tournament game between the 
two Tuesday.

Karen Rekowski is running 
on the ticket as vice-president, 
Laura Hays as secretary and 
Lisa Smith as treasurer. 

Rekowski said they want to 
make the board "more formal in 
planning-look more toward the 
future," when deciding issues to 
bring before Senate. 

MCCALPIN SAID the 
presidency is a "go-between stu¬ 
dents and administration. The 
president takes the role of a 
negotiator in order to represent 
student needs." 

McCalpin, a junior interna¬ 
tional studies major, has been a 
member of Senate for three 
years, a University senator for 
one semester, a member of the 
University Library Committee, 
an 1FC court justice and a 
member of Delta Upsilon fra¬ 
ternity.

McCalpin said there are 
campus-wide and student 
related issues that must be dealt 
with yn Senate which are not 
being dealt with presently. 

Rekowski said, "The biggest 
issue, the biggest problem we’re 
facing now is that students 
don’t realize what type of 
impact they have in the Univer¬ 
sity," and on decisions made. 

As vice-president, Rekowski 
wants to give direction to 
present and future senators. 
"We (the executive board) will 
have a mutual respect for one 
another and more communica¬ 
tion between organizations and 
Senate, so we’re not stepping 
on each other’s feet. If we can 
organize in such a manner, 
we’ll get a lot more done for 
students." 

REKOWSKI, A sophomore 
marketing major, has been a 
member of Senate for two 
semesters, is now assistant 
Campus Affairs chair, chair of 
the health fee subcommittee 
and oversees the alcohol policy 
subcommittee.

Rekowski said, "There is a 
need to re-evaluate present 
committees." New committees 
may be formed or old ones 
abolished if need be, she said. 

McCalpin said, "We need to 
look at the issues being dealt 
with in the committees and see 


if (the issues) need to be dealt 
with in that committee or 
another one." 

Hays plans on getting the 
secretary away from "the note¬ 
taking role and making the 
secretary more visible. To be an 
official executive member in a 
meeting and have more input."

Delegates tour Bradley, Midwest

Five United Nations delegates visited Bradley 
Saturday as part of a program designed to 
acquaint them with the United States. 

Director of international studies Dr. John 
Howard said the tour gave the delegates an 
opportunity to see the country, especially agricul¬ 
tural areas such as the Midwest. "These people 
are from agricultural countries and are interested 
in the area’s agriculture. The tour also gives them 
another viewpoint in addition to New York to 
examine." 

Peoria was a weekend port-of-call for the five 
delegates, who were given a brief tour of Bradley 
Saturday. Howard said, "While the delegates were 
touring the campus we tried to link them up with 
a student from their country as well as an Ameri¬ 
can student. We met at the Hartmann Center to 
view an art exhibit and used the occasion to get 
acquainted." 

Howard said the group also visited the 
engineering facilities and looked at Channel 47 
television equipment in Jobst Hall. They attended 
a luncheon at the Alumni Center, then visited 
the central computer system in Morgan Hall. 

THE DELEGATES seemed impressed with 
Bradley. Cecile Landsverk, delegate from Nor¬ 
way, said, "This University is different from most 
Norwegian universities because here there are 
more opportunities in sports and data processing. 
There is a greater variety of classes offered at the 
same university. Bradley is very impressive." 

Raouf Aldy Saad from Egypt said, "I’m really 


impressed. The people are nice, the professors 
are aware of what’s going on outside the United 
States. This is good because this means they 
have realized that the U.S. is a big part of the 
world and that the rest of the world is relying on 
them." 

Jack Orlando, a delegate from the United 
States, served as a tour guide for the foreign 
delegates. He said they were "favorably impressed 
by their visit. They especially enjoyed meeting 
with the students and visiting the Cyber and 
Channel 47. I wouldn’t be surprised to hear 
Bradley’s name mentioned at some of the upcom¬ 
ing U.N. delegations." 

One of the students with the group, Rhonda 
Stranberg, president of the International Affairs 
Organization at Bradley, said, "These people were 
down to earth, although they had high-up posi¬ 
tions. We asked them about their jobs and they 
asked us about Bradley. They were very easy to 
communicate with." 

Stranberg said the delegates thought the peo¬ 
ple of the Midwest were nicer than the ones in 
New York and that they couldn’t understand why 
people make fun of Peoria. 

"THE DELEGATE from Norway was very 
impressed with Bradley," Stranberg said. "She said 
her husband works for the Norwegian Foreign 
Service organizing programs to send Norwegian 
students abroad and thinks that her husband 
would be very interested in setting up a special 
program with Bradley for Norwegian students." 

While in the Peoria area, the delegates also 
visited a farm and a strip mine.

A member of the Bradley 
community is involved in his 
second lawsuit due to his beliefs 
concerning the pro-life move¬ 
ment. 

Gerald Smith, a systems 
analyst and computer science 
teacher, is being sued by Dr. 
Harry Ores because Smith 
allegedly used Ores’ name on a 
sign while he was picketing the 
National Health Care Center, 
which performs abortions. Ores 
is suing Smith and the Illinois 
Central WATCH for 
$75,000.00. 

Margaret Van Duyn, director 
of the National Health Care 
Center, also sued Smith because 
he and other members of 
WATCH (Why Aren’t The 
Children Here?) picketed in 
front of Van Duyn’s residence. 

Smith said that, at that time, 
he had no idea that picketing in 
front of a residence was illegal. 
The case was settled when 
Smith agreed never to set foot 
on Van Duyn’s property again. 

SMITH BELIEVES that all 
children have a right to life. 
When asked about cir¬ 
cumstances that would make an 
abortion seem more acceptable, 
such as the impending birth of a 
mentally retarded or handi¬ 
capped child. Smith related per¬ 
sonal experience. 


Smith’s first child is handi¬ 
capped due to a genetic defect. 
Smith and his wife had two 
more children after and never 
considered abortion as an 
option. Smith said that abortion 
is not justified in these cir¬ 
cumstances because "many 
handicapped individuals, such 
as Beethoven, made many great 
contributions to society." He 
said: "We should love our chil¬ 
dren no matter what." 

Smith also said abortion is 
not justified in the case of rape 
or incest. He said, "rape and 
incest are 'terrible acts, but 
abortion is a terrible act of 
violence. No matter what a 
pregnancy does to a woman, 
abortion does more to a child." 
He does, however, find abortion 
to be an acceptable alternative 
when the pregnancy is one that 
will endanger the mother’s life. 

Smith said, WEBA, Women 
Exploited By Abortion, is a 
group that counsels women 
after abortions. The counseling 
is done by women who have 
experienced "traumatic" abor¬ 
tions. 

He has always been against 
abortion but the real cementing 
of his views came when he read 
the book, Abortion in the Early 
Church , that explained early 
Judeo-Christian views of abor-

Crime statistics are are down, but an Eisenhower Foundation 
study said the fear of crime is as high as it was 20 years ago. The study 
said fear and perception of lawlessness are important measures of crime 
because they influence the life of people. Unless the government attacks 
poverty, ignorance and unemployment, society will be plagued by crime, the 
study said. 

GanQS that plague Chicago are spreading downstate to the 
dismay of some officials in Illinois' medium sized cities. About 300 police 
officers and officials attended a two-day meeting in Chicago to discuss gang 
crimes in other cities. One Rockford officer said there are about 400 gang 
members in that city alone. 

A Study from the World Bank indicated that while the rich 
nations get richer, the poor ones get poorer. While Japan, the United States, 
Arab oil countries, and Western Europe saw average incomes raised during 
the 70s, an average person in 30 poor nations of Africa and Latin America 
had practically nothing. 

Vice President George Bush will tour the three drought- 
stricken African nations of Sudan, Niger and Mali next week. He will also 
attend the U N. conference on Africa's famine. While there, he'll make a 
"worldwide appeal” to ease Africa's hunger problems, he said. 

MOSCOW is not looking for advantages at next week's arms 
talks, but rather wants them to end, Soviet Politburo member Vladimir 
Shcherbitsky said. Shcherbitsky met with President Reagan yesterday. 


Peoria Update

Caterpillar Tractor Co. announced the formation of a Peoria 
based computer maintenance and repair company last Friday. The advanced 
technology services is a spin-off of Caterpillar's computer maintenance 
department. Bob Powers, president of Caterpillar Venture Capital, said. 

Caterpillar is the primary investor in the computer service company. 
Powers said Caterpillar is expected to contract its computer services from the 
new company, thus saving money by becoming its largest customer. 

Job opportunities are not limited to former Caterpillar workers. Caterpillar 
Tractor executives Richard Blaudow and Peter Van Kampen said five techni¬ 
cians will be hired immediately and another six to 10 will be added by the 
end of the year. 

WABCO Construction and Mining Co. notified its union of 
another 20 layoffs that will go into effect March 5 and bring this year's total 
of layoffs to 151. The company's production schedule is reviewed each week 
and adjustments in the amount of labor are made on this basis, Barbara 
Tadlock, a WABCO spokesperson said. The layoffs are due to slow sales, 
but this is a traditionally slow season for the company, Tadlock said. 

A task force that issued a report on national hunger this week 
described the situation in Peoria as reminiscent of the Depression. The 
force stopped in Peoria last October as a part of its year-long mission to 
understand the hunger epidemic in America. In the 147-page report, Hunger 
in America: The Growing Epidemic, two pages are devoted to the sub¬ 
stantial hunger ..and suffering of Peoria area residents. 

John Colgan, chairman of the Peoria Area Anti-Hunger Coalition, said 
there are an estimated 12,000 people suffering from hunger in Peoria. 
Because Peoria is about three years into economic recession, the city should 
soon see hunger-related illnesses begin to appear, he said. 

Charges made by Bergner's Santa Claus that one of the store's 
elves tried to steal some figurines from the store have been dropped. The 
case was dismissed from court because there was a question as to whether 
the employee intended to steal the items. She passed a lie detector test but 
still lost her job. 

Caterpillar Tractor Co. finalized plans to lay off 120 hourly 
workers and 140 salaried workers last Saturday. The United Auto Workers 
Local 947 was notified by the company a week prior to the layoffs, said 
Tony Green, local president. Thirty-two hourly workers are being replaced by 
downgraded salary workers. Brian Gareau, Caterpillar spokesman, said policy 
gives weekly or management workers rights to former jobs when their 
present jobs are eliminated. The company plans to streamline production by 
achieving a work force of 20 percent below 1982 levels. 

The Illinois River crested last Friday at 24.3 feet after steadily 
climbing for more than a week due to melting snow and rain. The river is 
holding steady at six feet above flood stage, another inch of rain would cause 
the river to rise an additional 12 inches, at which point the Red Cross would 
begin sandbagging the riverfront. The American Red Cross is advising 25 
Peoria families evacuated last week to remain in their alternate housing.

A 22-year-old Bradley nursing 
student died Feb. 27 during sur¬ 
gery at Methodist Medical 
Center in Peoria. 

Stephanie Doan, a junior 
from Hoffman Estates, was hos¬ 
pitalized three weeks ago with 
pneumocytosis, a form of pneu¬ 
monia, her physician Dr. 
Muhammed Yunus said. She 
was undergoing a tracheostomy 
to open her airway when she 
suffered respiratory arrest. 

Doan suffered from lupus, a

degenerative disease that was 
diagnosed last May. Yunus said 
lupus causes the cells of its 
victim's body to attack its own 
tissues, but what triggers the 
disease itself is unknown. 

Lupus generally attacks 
women of childbearing age, said 
Yunus. It can cause 
inflammation of almost any 
body tissue, including joints, 
skin, kidneys and lungs. Yunus 
said Doan's pneumonia was not 
directly caused by lupus, but 
possibly by the disease and the 
medication she was taking 
which together weakened her 
immunity system. 

DOAN FIRST noticed the 
symptoms of lupus in January 
of 1984, when lesions appeared 
on her face, said Debbie 
Hanschman, a friend of Doan's 
’’She hid it pretty well,” Hansch 
man said. ’’Her father found her 
diary where she wrote about 
how much pain she was 
suffering." 

A memorial service in Doan's 
honor is scheduled for next 
Wednesday at 5 p.m. in Neu- 
miller Chapel. Father Tom 
Mizeuv will preside at the ser¬ 
vice. 

Doan is survived by three sis¬ 
ters, two brothers, and her 
parents, Maribeth and Richard 
Doan.

The most sensible alcohol 
policy is one of alcohol aware¬ 
ness, and it is the University’s 
role to help students learn 
responsible drinking, Ed King, 
director of residential life and 
student judicial system, said. 

"It's dumb to think there will 
not be drinking on the college 
campus,” King said. 

King spoke to a group of 
about 30 students last Thursday 
about the new alcohol policy at 
Bradley. The informal lecture in 
Harper Cafeteria was a part of 
the Wyckoff Information Series. 

Bradley doesn’t have any 
alcohol regulations. King said, 
but students should be aware 
that the drinking age in Illinois 
is 21. King said that if students 
choose to break the law, they 
take the risk upon themselves. 
Bradley must also enforce the 
Peoria ordinance that prohibits 
drinking in public places regard¬ 
less of age. 

KING SAID HE believes 
college students are mature 
enough to make their own deci¬ 
sions about alcohol and that the 
administration should not have 
to act as "police" to catch under¬ 
age drinkers. ’’We will trust that 
you (students) will act in a 
responsible way. As long as you 
do, there is no problem," King 
said. 

King recalled the strict regula¬ 
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tions of the 50s, when there 
was no alcohol allowed any¬ 
where on campus, regardless of 
age and when visitation of the 
opposite sex was also severely 
restricted. People went off- 
campus to "have fun," and this 
caused problems. Drinking and 
driving was a major one. 

King said there is more con¬ 
sumption of hard alcohol on a 
dry campus because it is easier 
to hide. During the time of the 
strict alcohol regulations, there 
was a definite tension between 
the students and faculty, King 
said. 

Most people are "appallingly 
ignorant" on how alcohol affects 
the system. King said. He 
would like to see Bradley deal 
with the alcohol situation by 
making students more aware of 
alcohol as a drug and of the 
problems that could arise from 
irresponsible drinking. "Drink¬ 
ing to get drunk is dangerous," 
King said. 

King said the University 
doesn’t have alcohol problems, 
but some individuals have 
alcohol problems. "What scares 
me is those students drinking 
behind closed doors," he said. 

Bradley makes it a practice to 
confront individuals who might 
have alcohol problems, to sug¬ 
gest they get counseling. King 
estimates, however, that 80 per¬ 
cent of students have no

alcohol problems. 

AS PART OF a program for 
greater alcohol awareness on 
campus. King suggested the 
problems of alcohol , sex and 
drug abuse be discussed at sum¬ 
mer orientation. He also sup¬ 
ports the establishment of a 
course to deal with responsible 
drinking and drug awareness.

Let your teachers know if you feel 
you’ve been treated wrong or if there is something wrong 
with the system in general. If your teachers don’t respond to 
your satisfaction, go see the department or division director 
and if you’re not happy with the reaction there, take your 
complaint to the dean. 

If you’re as cynical as some students, you probably don’t 
think you’re going to get satisfaction from any of these peo¬ 
ple. Well, you have to take them at their word and believe 
that they will do what they can to help you. If you don’t go 
into see the administrators when you need to, you’ll never 
really know how sincere they are.

authorities. Often, as was disclosed in 
the discussion, the female is made to 
feel guilty or at fault, especially in rape 
cases. However, if women begin to view 
sexual assault as the social problem it is, 
rather than a disassociated or individual 
event, then females can begin to actively 
rebuke exploitation. 

One of the over-simplifications of 
our society is the idea that men have 
been taught to find logical solutions to 
problems, whereas women have been 
instructed to accept circumstances 
without comment. Thus we have the 
stereotype of a group of nagging women 


who can complain but are unable to find 
answers to their cause. 

THIS MODE OF thought has 
become, as is the case of other such fal¬ 
lacies, something that is viewed as a kind 
of norm in representation of human 
nature according to gender. In addition 
to treating the discrimination of women 
as a societal problem, we must also 
avoid these traditional stereotypes of the 
roles of women. 

It seems that the tragedy of the 
situation is that women have come to 
accept these roles, possibly even sub¬ 
consciously. For example, many women 
do tend to present problems from a 
more subjective point of view, as was 
demonstrated in the panel discussion. 

If they have been taught or condi¬ 
tioned to respond to concerns in such a 
manner, then it is time that women 


become aware of this tendency, and in 
their efforts for equality, consider this 
aspect in the education of future genera¬ 
tions as an element of concern. 

THUS, THE task of women 
becomes, as they strive to realize their 
individual rights, to relate themselves to 
society as a whole. By gaining a broader 
perspective of women’s rights, refuting 
traditional stereotypes, and placing one’s 
self in the context of society, women 
may begin to discover solutions to 
discrimination, abuse, and other 
woman-related societal issues. 

We must recognize and credit the 
Women’s Studies Committee for their 
efforts to examine and help meet the 
needs and concerns of women, not only 
on Bradley’s campus, but in the view of 
the women’s movement in its entirety.

Male view 

Dear Editor, 

The writer of the rape 
anonymous opinion column is to be 
praised because, even though she 
was the one to go through the trau¬ 
matic experience, her awareness and 
clear thinking demonstrated in the 
column is far superior to those 
whose comments were printed in 
the Scout sympathizing with her. 

While others (except Dr. Zeev 
Gorin) made irrelevant comments 
about what rights male or females 
have to get drunk, the co-ed recog¬ 
nizes the foolishness of becoming 
insensibly drunk. I do not mean to 
imply that one who does something 
foolish deserves to be treated inhu¬ 
manly, but it is clear that in many 
aspects of life a little forethought 
and consideration of possible conse¬ 
quences can easily prevent many 
tragedies. 

While the co-ed made practical 
and to-the-point suggestions to help 
alleviate the problem of rape, others 
(such as the Viewpoint column 
author used 10 out of 23 paragraphs 
denouncing a form of humor) 
fasten upon irrelevancies which do 
nothing to solve the problem. The 
attitude of the Viewpoint column, 
displayed by the oh so moral 


machine gunning, is the kind of atti¬ 
tude that does not consider how 
many innocents are in the way as 
long as it can apparently show how 
’human’ and ’right’ it is. Any seri¬ 
ous examination of humor will 
show that nearly all humor, when 
taken seriously, has some wrong, 
bad, or deplorable aspect. The 
Viewpoint column's outrage overkill 
over someone’s humor is simply 
distraction from the real problems. 

Others, such as Mr. Smith, 
make non-existent connections. For 
example, he makes a connection 
between a sexual joke (the joke 
makes no mention or implication of 
rape) and rape, and he implies that 
to be pro-abortion is to be pro-rape. 

So many anti-rape and women’s 
rights groups efforts are misspent 
because . those efforts are usually 
only directed at the symptoms of 
the problem and not at the cause. 
Humor, pornography, and rape are 
only indicators that a problem exists 
and if one were able to eradicate 
them altogether it would only push 
the problem out of sight ready to 
reappear at the first opportunity. 

The problem is rooted in the 
complexities and difficulties of 
male-female relations set against the 
context of human- human relations. 
This means that men have 
grievances against women just as 
women have grievances against 
men. Efforts to solve the problem 
must include both men’s and 
women’s perspectives. A look at the 
CWA Week events quickly reveals 
the usual unfortunate tendency to 
not include the male perspective.

tion by saying that "the child 
you conceive is a neighbor. 
Love thy neighbor as you would 
love thyself." 

SMITH, WHO helped found 
WATCH, said, "Our organiza¬ 
tion is involved with picketing, 
but we also try to provide 
homes to pregnant women who 
need them and we are trying to 
raise the awareness of those in 
the Christian community. Right 
now, some Christians are 
morally comatose on this issue. 
They ignore it." 

Smith said the basis of his 
beliefs are due to his Christian¬ 
ity, but pro-life advocacy is nol 
always tied into religion. Dr. 
Bernard Nathanson, a secular 
humanist, once headed the larg¬ 
est abortion clinic in New York 
City and is now a pro-life advo-j 
cate. Nathanson developed "The 
Silent Scream," a film about 
abortion that Smith would like 
to .show at Bradley. 

"Pro-life is a broadly based 
organization. It deals not only 
with religion, but with ethics, 
science, and morality," he said. 

By being active in pro-life, 
Smith hopes to "raise the cons¬ 
ciousness of society and to re 
examine the issues." 

MEN CAN easily shirk their 
responsibility concerning preg¬ 
nancy, Smith said, and men 
sometimes force women into 
abortions to get rid of the prob¬ 
lem. WEBA has received death 
threats because some men don’t 
want the organization telling 
women they shouldn’t get 
abortions, he said. 

Smith also would like to put 
down the picket signs and start 
handing out literature or talk¬ 
ing, in a non-confrontational 
manner, to women who are 
considering abortions. He may 
be able to tell them of an option 
they were not aware of, he said 
"I feel a little bit like a weirdo, 
carrying a sign. Right now, 
picketing is the only means for 
the group to express their con 
cem." 

Smith said many people have 
shown encouragement to his 
group by giving them contribu 
tions. "We’re all here to help 
other people." He quoted the 
movie Gandhr. "If you’re cause 
is just, people come from all 
over to help you."

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that an attacker is "someone 
who jumps out of the bushes," 
but, "over 60 percent of the 
women who report rape know

RAPE OFTEN causes the 
victim to feel guilty, "but it’s up 
to women to change that," Fer¬ 
nandes said. "C.A.R.E. hopes to 
organize a program which will 
be given to freshman women 
on campus during their first 
week at school." 

A true-or-false quiz was dis¬ 
tributed, and the answers 
dispelled some common myths 
about rape, rapists and their vic¬ 
tims, such as "Victims fantasize 
about rape and want to be 
raped," (false) and "Physical 
appearance has little influence 
in attracting rapists," (true).

Women's service groups meet

Four women’s service groups discussed their organization's 
programs at a Community Issues forum Wednesday, while several 
pro-life audience members chided the panel for "discriminatory 
representation." 

The panel, sponsored by the Women’s Studies Committee, 
consisted of representatives from Planned Parenthood, Women s 
Strength, National Organization for Women and YWCA 

"I used to be invited to speak at panels like this," Sondra 
McEnroe, a Peoria nurse, said, "but now it’s as if I’m disinvited 
because my opinions differ from theirs." 

Pat Schwerer, who supports "more conservative groups," said, 
"The groups represented all have the same premise. Their beliefs 
are almost identical. They tell you that abortion is an OK alterna¬ 
tive. There are many groups that feel that abortion is not OK in 
any case. Why aren’t they up there?" 

PANEL COORDINATOR Dr. Alleen Deutsch said that panel 
members were chosen not because they are pro-choice, but because 
of the services they provide women. 

"We are talking about community issues such as sexual harass¬ 
ment and discrimination," said another audience member, Susan 
Landrum. 

"Nothing is more pro-life than organizations working to protect 
a woman and her unborn fetus against harassment," she said. 

"Did you hear abortion discussed?" Deutsch said after the hour 
panel. "If the women on the panel brought this up I must have 
missed it," she said. 

Barbara Van Auken, lawyer for the National Labor Relations 
Board and volunteer for NOW legal services, discussed wage issues 
and sexual harassment, two problems she sees women facing in 
today’s job market. 

Among male employers, sexual harassment charges from 
employees within their organizations are met with more sympathy 
than pay equity charges, she said. 

"IT’S EASY TO appeal to them. Their wives, daughters, 
nieces are probably working. It could happen to their female family 
members just as easily," she said. 

"The problem is getting women to realize the extent of sexual 
harassment and what to do about it. 

"Women, as a group, need to get over victim mentality—T did 
something wrong.’ Just being born a female...that’s not wrong," she 
said. 

Van Auken sees equal pay for men and women as another 
major problem. 

"Everyone is for equal pay for equal worth. They're all for it 
because, by and large, it doesn’t exist. It is still common for work¬ 
ers to be paid, not by the job, but by the people who fill it," she 
said.

The Council for Women’s Aware¬ 
ness (CWA) works toward making 
wAmen and men aware of the problems 
and what they can do about them.

are a wife and husband team that 
strongly believes in making people aware 
that problems for women exist and that 
there should be something done to erase 
the myths and stereotypes women have 
been subjected to for centuries. 

Russell, a senior math major, got 
involved with CWA when he felt obli¬ 
gated to raise some awareness of the 
issue. "I’ve always been supportive of 
the feminist movement and ERA, and 1 
felt obligated to do something," he said. 

CWA is a student group funded by 
SABRC. It was virtually non-existent 
until last semester. "We felt we had to 
get some attention to CWA at Bradley," 
Russell said. 

THE KENDZIORS ARE also 
involved with C.A.R.E. (Campus Aware¬ 
ness for Rape Education), a program 
that deals with date and acquaintance 
rape. "C.A.R.E. has really taken off," 
Russell said. 

He responded to the anonymous 
rape column in the Scout two weeks ago. 
"Most of the young ladies (on campus) 
don’t want to think it happened, that it 
does happen and it will happen," he said. 

Lisa, a senior creative advertising 
major, said, "I really admire the writer, 
who was able to share her experience 
with others." She believes the column 
helped women "gain strength among 
ourselves and to support each other. 
Women have found they can turn to 
others," without shame or embarrass¬ 
ment. 

The problem, Russell said, has been 
"the inability of people to examine it 
(rape in any form) as a crime and that it 
is wrong. (The writer of the anonymous 
column) had her human rights stolen 
from her. Many won’t believe it for one 
reason, a defense mechanism for them¬ 
selves." If they don’t admit it’s true, it 
won’t happen to them. 

"We need to educate women--it can 
happen to you and there is a procedure 
you should take—at least contact police," 
he said. 

RUSSELL SAID men have the 
attitude that the woman actually "wants 
it" if she does not protest or doesn’t con¬ 


tact police. 

"We’re in a high crime area at 
Bradley—a higher crime urban location 
than most universities and we need to 
educate the young ladies at Bradley that 
rape can happen," he said. 

Russell said, "30 percent of all col¬ 
lege women are sexually assaulted and 
60 percent of that is by a friend. That’s 
approximately 400 each year at Bradley." 

Lisa said, women are different but 
equal, "Women have their own prob¬ 
lems. Date rape is one problem they 
should be aware of, and they can come 
across it any time in life. It’s unique to 
women, just as sexual harassment is." 

The pressures on women are 
tremendous, "We have to be even better 
(than men) to prove ourselves. Society 
and the mass media have put pressures 
on women to be beautiful—a lot of pres¬ 
sures to be that ideal picture of beauty," 
she said. 

AS AN ADVERTISING major, 
Lisa believes she has the responsibility 
to do what she can to see that women 
are not advertised in a belittling way. "I 
would stand up-that’s my cause. Many 
women are not even aware how movies 
and commercials portray them," she said. 

Russell also indicated that the mass 
media has programmed society to believe 
women should be seductive and beauti¬ 
ful. 

The Kendziors believe the adminis¬ 
tration at Bradley needs to address the 
issues of rape and sexual harassment. 

"I’m sure they’re aware of it. It’s 
possible they don’t feel it’s happening," 
Russell said. 

Lisa said, "I’m upset that higher up 
administrators have not addressed the 
issue of rape and admitted there is a 
problem. These men have committed a 
crime. The administration needs to get 
something out to students to tell them 
they are concerned and get the word out 
to women so they can be safe." 

"HOW MANY RAPES does it take 
to bring it to Bradley’s attention that it 
has happened here and can happen 
again?" Russell asked. 

As for sexual harassment, "It is not 
even addressed in handbooks," Lisa said. 


Russell explained that there is no clear 
cut path for a student to take to bring a 
complaint of sexual harassment to the 
administration’s attention. 

"CWA is working at pushing the 
administration to have a pamphlet make 
up to address the issue. Sexual harass¬ 
ment and rape are touchy, sensitive

matters—they (administration) should sit 
down and address the problem," Lisa 
said. 

Russell said, "Women’s Awareness 
Week and CWA haven’t had quite the 
turnout by faculty—very little faculty 
support and no administration support," 
Russell said.

female’s senior year in high 
school and during the summer 
between high school and col¬ 
lege. It is most likely to occur 
on weekends, on the male’s 
turf, and on the second or third 
date. 

Cathy Corl, a Chimera 
instructor, was the speaker for 
the second presentation. Corl 
demonstrated protection tech¬ 
niques for the potential rape 
victim. Chimera is a woman’s 
self-defense organization that 
bases its physical defense on 
martial arts. 

CORL SAID women should 


trust their instincts. "Don’t 
ignore them or think that 
you’re being paranoid. Try to 
identify exactly what makes you 
nervous. If you don’t feel right 
about something, don’t let 
yourself be pressured into it." 

Corl said most women will try 
to ignore or disbelieve that their 
"space" is being invaded. "If 
someone is invading your per¬ 
sonal space or touching any part 
of your body that you don’t feel 
they should be touching, just 
tell them that you feel uncom¬ 
fortable and ask them not to do 
that," she said. 

Corl said to speak in an asser¬ 
tive toneifyouarebeing 


attacked. She said, "50-75 per¬ 

cent of attempted rapes are 
stopped if the victim yells." 

She said yelling might help 
for three reasons: first, the 
noise could bring help from 
other people; second, the yel¬ 
ling will break the stereotypical, 
cowering female role rapists 
enjoy and frighten them off; 
third, yelling gets adrenaline 
flowing, which will help in 
fighting off an attacker.

tice, fairness and logical deduc¬ 
tion, and are threatened by 
intimacy. Girls concentrate 
more on personal arrangements 
and fear the absence or loss of 
relationships and separation. 

Johnson cited Carol Gilligan’s 
book. In a Different Voice, in 
which Gilligan wrote that 
females make decisions based 
on the context of relationships. 
In , the book, masculinity is 
defined as separation and femi¬ 
ninity as attachment., 

"THE PRESSURES faced 
by women include wanting 
"male goodies" such as interest¬ 
ing, well paid work and, simul¬ 
taneously, being expected to 
enjoy married life and children. 
"We are grafting male experi¬ 
ences onto our female experi¬ 
ences," she said. "We are ask¬ 
ing ourselves to be the best of 
both--men and women." 

During adolescence, many 
girls begin to "contract academi¬ 
cally because of social pres¬ 
sures," Johnson said. "The girl 
learns to defer what she wants 
to the needs and desires of oth¬ 
ers. In early sexual relationships 
or relationships involving males 
she is socialized to wait for the 
male to initiate everything." 
This makes her less assertive in 


general. 

"Wanting it all" provokes guilt 
feelings in many women. "Feel¬ 
ing selfish is a way of life for 
many women." She feels guilty 
when she "puts her own needs 
before those of others." John¬ 
son is now beginning to see 
professional women, such as 
doctors learning how to cope 
with such problems. "1 see 
many women integrating their 
ability to relate to patients 
throughout their practices" 
while still retaining their skills 
as physicians, Johnson said. 

Johnson had three recom¬ 
mendations for both the young 
women and men in the 
audience: 

Think carefully about the 
qualities of the person you 
choose to spend the rest of your 
life with. Know their expecta- j 
tions of you, whether your goals 
coincide with his/hers, and if 
there are conflicting goals. 

BE INCREASINGLY sensi¬ 
tive when raising children.! 
Learn to foster relationship 
potential and find ways to 
emphasize attachment and ^ 
affection in boys. 

Place more emphasis on fem¬ 
inine traits. Don’t view them 
as less important or useful than 
those of men.

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Cuckoo’s Nest pits 
individual against system

Randle P. McMurphy (Michael A. Schaefer) wants to be the "bull- 
goose looney’ of his new home, the acute ward of a state mental hospi¬ 
tal. 

McMurphy, who seems more like a sane, normal person than a 
psychotic one, tries his best in Bradley University Theatre s production of 
One Flew Over the Cuckoo’s Nest by Dale Wasserman. 

McMurphy’s antagonist in his struggle for top-man status is Nurse 
Ratched, menacingly portrayed by Susan L. Bass. With her unshakable 
monotone, cocked eyebrow, and tightly pulled back hair, Ratched simul¬ 
taneously thwarts and goads McMurphy. 

The patients of the ward are McMurphy’s fickle cheering squad and 
part-time cohorts. Before McMurphy’s arrival, their lives consisted of sup¬ 
plicatory obedience to the omnipotent Nurse Ratched. 

While Nurse Ratched is subordinate to Dr. Spivey, he rarely obstructs 
the nurse in her efforts at domination. Despite Spivey’s fondness for 
McMurphy, Nurse Ratched manages to control the direction of the ward’s 
discipline and group therapy sessions. 

During one such group therapy session, Spivey says the hospital 
environment is meant to be as similar to the real world as possible. 

Indeed, the ward is analogous to the world at large, with Nurse 
Ratched being a manifestation of the powerful in society, and the patients 
being those who can’t help but "break society’s rules." 

The patients in the ward who seriously break the rules of society are 
called the chronics, and their dangerously violent behavior has been 
corrected through such extreme measures as electro-shock treatments and 
lobotomies. 

The play lets the audience see and hear the rantings of one such 
chronic, Chief Bromden (William C. Mecklenburg), an American Indian 
who has been separated from his natural habitat and finds himself 
alienated in today’s industrial world. 

The Chief’s world is shown periodically during the play, when all the 
lights, save a spotlight on the Chief, dim, and slides depicting the mechan¬ 
ized world he fears are projected across the backdrop of the stage. 

As the audience watches McMurphy’s foiled attempts to overcome the 
repressive power of Nurse Ratched, the Chief’s deranged perspective 
becomes almost understandable. Society’s tendency to thwart any indivi¬ 
duality or difference from the norm, like McMurphy’s or the Chief’s, is 
made clear.

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Iradley student excells at chess

The highest-rated chess player in the Peoria area is a Bradley 
I senior who is majoring in physics, plans to get his Ph.D., and has 
been Bradley’s chess champion every year he’s been here. 

Bruce Gardner, 22, said education is the dominant force in his 
life. He spends about two hours daily playing chess and three or 
j four hours studying, and his grade point average is 3.65. 

Gardner has a rating of 2140, an expert and near-master rat¬ 
ing. The second highest rating in the Peoria area is 2063, the aver- 
I age rating in the United States Chess Federation is 1514, and the 
highest rating in the United States is 2689. History’s highest was 
2800, set by Bobby Fischer, America’s only World Champion. 

| Gardner is an excellent cellist. He thinks music, physics, and 
chess are related because "they all have definite patterns and they 
are all related to mathematics." 

"CHESS PLAYERS ARE the highest class of people because 
they take things seriously," he said. "They don’t pursue quixotic 
misadventures like jocks who all escapade incessantly." This belief 
is reinforced by his introverted personality. He only leaves campus 
"for important things like out-of- town chess tournaments. 

"Most people think chess players are monotonous," he said 
while fiddling with a knight. "They won’t sit still five minutes and 
learn how to play it. It’s a lot more fun once you get your first 

I w * n - 

Gardner started playing chess with his father at age four and 
didn’t win his first game until six years later. Once he started win¬ 
ning, it became chronic. When he started tournament playing his 
rating took a leap. "I owe my motivation to the many chess players 
I grew up with and the strong chess-player I had as a roommate 
(Ken Housh) my freshman year here at Bradley. 

"Some people seem to think chess-players waste time that 
I could be better spent. Three-time world champion Mikhail Botvin- 
Inik had a Ph.D. in electrical engineering and was the Soviet 
(union’s foremost proponent of cybernetics. Today he is the head 
(of the Soviet computer industry." 

When Gardner graduates and begins pursuing his Ph.D. in 
|physics, his chess playing time will diminish. 

WATCHING GARDNER play chess is like watching a karate 
(pro in action. He moves quickly, precisely and not a single move is 
wasted. (He, of course, errs too.) Hushed excitement permeates 
(the area as spectators crowd the table and the watch the bearded, 
scholarly looking young man play. 

One of the biggest setbacks a chess player can experience is a 
"depression," and this is Gardner’s greatest fear as a chess player. It 
(is a time when he can't win a game against anybody of equal or 
(superior strength. 

He doesn’t care for chess as a career because it is a slow busi¬ 
ness. 

"Besides, there’s too much pressure when you’re playing to put 
food on the table. Mostly all professionals have alternate trainings 
(to rely on, usually in mathematics or related fields. 

"When 1 employ terms like fianchetto and zugzwang it prob 
(ably enhances the non-chess players’ belief that chess is a compli- 
(cated game for smart but boring people. Former world champion 
Jose Raoul Capablanca once said ’It takes no intelligence at all to 
[play chess,’ just the ability to reason."

John Meinen, Bob Caress, 
"Rockin" Ray Ramsey, Billy 
Stone: these are some Bradley 
alumni pictured on the 
nostalgia-filled walls of the 
Robertson Memorial Field 
House, giving these football 
greats an aura of immortality. 

The Field House is rarely 
used now, except for basketball 
practices and a concerts or lec¬ 
tures. But the topic here is 
football-the sport called a 
man’s game. It’s a sport voted 
the most popular in America...a 
sport in which Bradley excelled 
back in the "good ole days." 

There were the good old days 
of John Meinen, class of 1926, 
who was an all-conference 
tackle for four years. He was a 
great 60-minute player whose 
record has never been sur¬ 
passed in the history of football. 

There were the good old days 
of Ray Ramsey, class of 1947, 
who played professional football 
for the old Chicago Hornets and 
Brooklyn Dodgers in the All- 
America Football Conference. 

THERE WERE the good old 
days of William Roehnelt, who 
received varsity letters in foot¬ 
ball from 1954-57 and played 
professional football for the 
Chicago Bears. 

Last, but not least, there were 
the good old days of Billy 
Stone, who played professional 
football with the Baltimore 
Colts and Chicago Bears. Stone 
coached Bradley football for 16 
years, and was coach when 
Bradley dropped football in 
December 1970. 

Intercollegiate football at 
Bradley was discontinued by a

decision of the University’s 
Board of Trustees, according to 
the Bradley Scout. 

Dr. Martin Abegg, president 
of Bradley, said the decision 
was made in the financial 
interest of the University. The 
football team had apparently 
been operating at a financial 
deficit since 1960. 

"The discontinuance is not an 
effort to deemphasize the ath¬ 
letic program of the University," 

Dr. Abegg said. "Rather, it is to 
provide a more solid financial 
basis for the other athletic pro¬ 
grams at the University." 

ONE OF THE biggest set¬ 
backs the football program had 
was that the home field, Peoria 
Stadium, wasn’t close to 
campus. 

Charles Osborne, who was 
then the athletic director, said, 
"One of the largest disadvan¬ 
tages to playing at Peoria Sta¬ 
dium is that it is a publicly sup¬ 
ported facility, and the high 
schools get first whack at Friday 
night and Saturday night 
scheduling." 

Another problem was that 
Bradley had trouble getting 
games. Most of the teams com¬ 
parable to Bradley in size and 
enrollment had full conference 
schedules. 

Bradley’s football team, play¬ 
ing on the small- college level 
since the University s inception 
in 1897, had an overall record 
of 308-240-32. 

The team under Stone, since 
1955, won 66 games while los¬ 
ing 81 and tying five. The team 
had a 1970 record of 1-8 and 
had another full schedule of 
nine games for the next few 
seasons. 

SUPPOSE THERE was a 
great demand for Bradley foot¬ 
ball (which there isn’t) and 
some alumnus donated more 
than $1 million to Bradley’s 
sports department for a football 
team. What would be some of 
the advantages and drawbacks 
of having a team? 

Ron Ferguson, Bradley’s ath¬ 
letic director, said, "One advan¬ 
tage would mean the return of a 
traditional homecoming in the 
fall season. 

"Homecoming is football, and 
it’s really very difficult to do it 
at a basketball game. It gives 
the students a chance to come 
together and rally behind a 
common goal. It rekindles your 
alumni interest in the school. 
We’ve had a lot of alumni 


who’ve played football at Brad¬ 
ley and there’s a certain amount 
of prestige in having a football 
team," he said. 

Of course, Bradley isn’t about 
to receive that SI million dona¬ 
tion, and the negatives center 
around the cost. "We don’t have 
a place to play," Ferguson said. 
"Starting a football team would 
be so costly that it might des- j 
troy the rest of our whole sports j 
structure." 

With the absence of football, 
one might think that would 
leave more money for a j 
stronger, more competitive, 
basketball dynasty. 

"THERE’S NO question that 
the fact that we don’t have 
football probably enables us to 
put more money into men’s 
basketball," Ferguson said. "But, j 
the thing that everyone needs J 
to remember is that when we *! 
dropped football, that helped M 
basketball immediately. 

•"What has happened since 1 
then is that the extra money fl 
has been eaten away by the * 
women’s program, to help make 
it more competitive. Title , 
V11II, of the federal govern- 
ment regulation mandated that 
we do this, and I feel very ' 
strongly that women’s athletics 
is here to stay. They deserve to 
have athletic programs. 

"Our basketball program 
hasn’t been bad," Ferguson 
said. "If you’re looking for 
NCAA titles, that’s another | 
story. But, we have, over the 
years, had one of the better 
records. It’s one of the few 
teams in the country that has 
won over 1000 games. In the 
past six years we’ve won two 
conference championships, and 
one NIT championship. We 
played some good teams and 
will continueto do so. 

It doesn’t appear that Bradley 
will ever boast a football team 
again, Ferguson said. "Based on 
the operating budget of the last 
seven years, I would say it 
would be very remote for us to 
be able to start a football pro¬ 
gram. The cost would dilute so 
many of our other programs 
that I don’t think it would be 
very effective. There are more 
and more schools dropping 
football because of the cost. 
Besides equipment, officiating, 
and scholarships, the premium 
you have to pay today for 
insurance is unbelievable.

Baseball Braves try to 
overcome 'major' losses

Probably the best kept secret 
at Bradley is its baseball team. 
Last year’s team set a school 
record for the most wins in one 
season (30), and sent four 
players to the major leagues. 

But despite its success, the 
baseball team hasn’t received 
the support of the administra¬ 
tion and students that Coach 
Dewey Kalmer feels his team 
deserves. 

In establishing themselves as 
a Midwest baseball power, the 
Braves have attracted the atten¬ 
tion of many big league scouts 
and the respect of other 
Midwest teams. 

Fifteen players in the last five 
years have signed pro contracts 
with major league teams. 

IN THE LAST two years, 
the Braves supplied first-round 
draft choices Jim Lindeman and 
Mike Dunne to the St. Louis 
Cardinals. There have never 
before been back-to-back first- 
round draft choices from the 
same school in NCAA history. 

Returning to the infield this 
season is sophomore Glen Dall- 
man at third, seniors Adam 
Demsay as catcher, Ed Waylock 
at short, Frank Schramko at 
first, and co-captain Scott Mel¬ 
vin at second base. 

The outfield consists of junior 
transfer Paul Seby in 
centerfield, sophomore Dave 


Pannizzi in left, and probably 
freshman Troy Guidotti in 
right. 

Seby graduated last year from 
Kishwaukee Junior College, 
where he had a .450 batting 
average and stole 44 bases. Kal¬ 
mer projects Seby as his leadoff 
hitter this year. 

The designated hitter position 
could go to freshmen Eric 
Kuhlman, Brad Tilley or last 
fall’s leading hitter, Dave 
Maloof. These three will also 
see a lot of playing time at their 
respective positions. 

WITH THE LOSS of the top 
three pitchers of last year, Bret 
Hatch, Mike Frew, and Olym¬ 
pian Mike Dunne to the pros, 
the pitching will be a question 
mark early in the season. 

Juniors Bill Marx and Mark 
Giles, and sophomores Curt 
Hassler and Paul De jaynes^ are 
expected to be in the starting 
rotation this season. 

Coming out of the bullpen 
will be senior Lindsay Ralston, 
junior John Parris, and fresh¬ 
man Rob Bretwish. Kalmer has 
two promising freshmen pitch¬ 
ers in Roger Smithberg and 
^hradpr and he hones 


one of them will emerge as a 
stopper and help out the staff. 

Kalmer will experiment with 
the pitching rotation and will 
have a set rotation in time for 
conference play. 

The rest of the team includes 
freshmen James Breasherrs, 
Scott Fuhrmann and Curtis 
Sloan, sophomore Tim Folley 
and junior Mark Meyer. 

THIS YEAR’S conference 
schedule will be tough, with 
nationally ranked Wichita State 
and Indiana State University 
leading the top. Southern Illi¬ 
nois University and Bradley will 
be right behind them. Kalmer 
said that this year "we are capa¬ 
ble of beating both Wichita and 
Indiana State." 

The season will begin with a 
four-game series at St. Louis 
University March 9 and 10.

Hockey club gains revenge over Drake

The Bradley Hockey Club concluded the 
1984-85 season this weekend by sweeping the 
Bulldogs of Drake University 7-4 and 6-5. 

Drake completed a two-game sweep of Brad¬ 
ley the weekend of February 23rd in Des Moines. 

Bradley started Friday’s game slowly, but BU 
center Ron Williams opened the scoring at 2:45 
of the period with Bob Mata getting the assist. 
The teams exchanged shots for the next 10 
minutes, and then Drake scored two quick goals 
at 13:15 and 14:07 to go in front 2-1 at the inter¬ 
mission. 

Braves’ Captain Dave DuClos tied the score 
when he teed up from the left point and rifled a 
shot through four players and past Drake goalie 
Greg Rudnicki. BU winger Rob DePiro put the 
Braves up for good when he received passes from 
Williams and Brian Latal. Latal added one of his 
own to put Bradley up 4-2 at the end of the 
second. 

BRADLEY’S LEADING scorer, Jim Bano- 
vitz, scored a minute into the third period while 
the Braves were short-handed due to a Joe 
Kestler tripping penalty. Williams got a breakaway 
midway through the period, went into the Bulldog 
zone, faked to his right, and slid the puck behind 
Rudnicki for Bradley’s sixth goal. 

Drake’s Gar Pappas beat BU goalie Pat Ken¬ 
nedy to make the score 6-3, and Steve Kick 
added one to make the score 6-4 with 2:55 left in 
the game. Banovitz let fly a 130-foot slapshot that 
hit the center of the net with six seconds to go, 
making the final score Bradley 7, Drake 4. 

Saturday’s game was a defensive struggle in 
the first period, with Drake failing to make a 
power-play work while still out-shooting Bradley 
15-7. DePiro and Drake player Steve Wheeler 
both received two-minute roughing penalties, 
which carried over into the second period. 

Drake made the four-on-four work at :45 of 
the second when John Cawley beat BU netminder 
Tim Mouser to put Drake up 1-0. Latal returned 
the favor 15 seconds later to tie the game 1-1. 

BU winger Tom French pried the puck from 
two Drake players behind the Bulldog net. He 
made a pass to Stu Zeilstra, who put a 12-footer 
past Drake goalie Steve Faber to put the Braves 


in front 2-1. Drake followed with two of their 
own at 10:18 and 15:31 to end the period with the 
Bulldogs up 3-2. 

A SHUFFLING OF the first and second 
lines between periods for Bradley resulted in a 
goal by Latal, assisted by Banovitz. Drake opened 
a 5-3 lead on goals at 9:00 and 11:51, and the 
game began to resemble the Feb. 24th Bradley 

loss. _ , , . 

Bradley regrouped and began to torecheck in 
the Drake zone. Banovitz won a faceoff in the 
Drake zone back to Latal who skated in, saw Wil¬ 
liams on the other side of the slot, made the pass 
10 feet in front of the net, and Williams slammed 
it home to bring BU within one. 

The Braves never stopped forechecking, and 
the work paid off when Latal took a pass from 
Banovitz, did a 180-degree turn, and hit a 
slapshot into the upper left-hand corner of the 
Drake net to tie the game 5-5 with 2:47 left. The 
Braves played an inspired defense for the rest of 
regulation ’ time, and the game was sent into 
sudden-death overtime. 

The overtime frame started conservatively, 
both teams getting the rushes down the ice, but a 
stonewall defense saved it for both squads. 

BU defenseman George Del Cotto saved a 
possible breakaway by separating a Drake player 
from the puck on a one-on-one rush. Bradley got 
a break at 1:52 when BU defenseman Matt 
O’Sullivan slipped into the boards in the Bradley 
zone while going for the puck, but Drake player 
Kevin Conroy followed O’Sullivan and creamed 
him into the boards while he was down. Conroy 
received two minutes for boarding. 

THE BRAVES SENT Banovitz, Williams, 
Latal, DuClos, and Del Cotto out for the power 
play, and it connected with only 20 seconds left in 
the penalty. The Braves set up their play by pass¬ 
ing the puck around in the Bulldog zone; finally 
Latal saw a wide-open Banovitz in the slot and 

made the pass. „ 

Banovitz fired a shot that handcuffed the 
Drake goalie, and the puck trickled behind him. 
Ron Williams stuffed the puck in the net to give 
Bradley the sweep, setting off a celebration in the 
stands and on the ice.

It's 'wait and 
see' for Braves

The waiting game officially began for the Braves at 9:12 Cen-j 
tral Standard Time last night. 

Tulsa’s 85-77 victory at the Convention Center in Tulsa leaves 
the 17-12 Braves waiting to see if they will hear from the NIT 
selection committee Sunday night. 

Jim Les had 13 assists for the Braves to give him 415 and the 
Bradley career assist mark (previously held by Willie Scott). 

Bradley fouls assisted Tulsa to the victory. The Golden Hurri¬ 
cane shot 33-of-37 from the line, including hitting their first 20 in a 
row. 

THE HURRICANE OPENED a 10-1 lead early in the game, 
and looked like they might run away with it. But Bradley battled 
back to tie the game at 20 on a 3-point play by Hersey Hawkins 
with 8:28 left in the half. , 

The score remained knotted most of the half and Tulsa led 
36-34 going to the locker room. The Braves stayed close for the 
first 11 minutes but the free throws and outside shooting of Tracy 
Moore and Steve Harris eventually did them in. 

"How could 1 not be just absolutely proud (of the team)? I 
Bradley coach Dick Versace said, on his radio show after the game,! 
"They (the Braves) shot 58 percent and out-rebounded them but 
we could not stop them in the zone...They were hitting outside 

shots." , . . 

Trailing 72-65 with 3 minutes left, the Braves were hit first 
with a technical foul on Versace and then Les’ fifth foul. The Gol¬ 
den Hurricane pressed its advantage to a 76-65 lead. 

Versace said Les’ fouling-out was "three minutes (left in the 
game), he’ll do three great things in that period of time."’ 

The Braves were led in the scoring by Hawkins with 21 points. 
Voise Winters and Mike Williams each added 16. 

According to Versace, the Braves were rated 57 in computer 
rankings coming into Tuesday’s game against Creighton. Ninety-six j 
teams go to either the NCAA or the NIT tournaments. Versace | 
feels that with the proper lobbying, plus the maturing team, excit¬ 
ing players like Les and Winters and emerging players like Hawkins 
and Williams, the Braves should get an invitation to the NIT. 

HOWEVER, WITH THE Braves having a worse overall win- 
loss record than Illinois State (21-7), Tulsa (22-6) and Creighton 
(21-11), a bid is definitely not locked up. 

The Braves reached the semi-final game in Tulsa by holding 
Creighton’s Benoit Benjamin to ’"only " 17 points, 18 rebounds and 
three blocked shots en route to a 66-59 Brave’ victory. 

In Creighton's 71-68 overtime victory in Peoria earlier this sea- ; 
son, Benjamin had 29 points, 12 rebounds and 12 blocked shots. 

This time Benjamin picked up his fourth foul with 8:07 left in 
the game and the Braves leading 46-44. The Braves scored the next 
eight points and Creighton never got closer than five. 

WILLIAMS SAID, "He still played pretty aggressively, but he 
didn’t go after the shots that he did when he didn’t have four 
fouls.” Versace said that Williams had the responsibility of guarding 
Benjamin most of the game, with- help from whomever was guard- j 
ing Landreth Baugh. 

The Braves opened a 21-6 lead in the first 15 minutes on 
strong defense that got a hand on almost every Bluejay pass. Brad- 
ley caused 11 turnovers and had six steals (four by Hawkins) in the 

first half. n 

Winters, in what may have been his final game as a collegian 
in Carver Arena, paced the Braves with 20 points. Les added 16 
and 11 assists. Hawkins had 13 points four rebounds and four 
steals 

A record 10,560 people came to the Civic Center to see the 
Braves defeat Illinois State 82-69. 

"IT WAS OVER IN a hurry...just a matter of seeing what the 
score was," Redbird Coach Bob Donewald said. 

The Braves shot a phenomenal 69 percent from the field in the 
first half and out-rebounded the Redbirds 17-6 to take a 43-30 lead 

into the locker room. . 

Six Braves ended the game with double figures in scoring. Les 
led all scorers with 19 points and still pulled out 11 assists. 

Les said, "This is a big rivalry, people will talk about this 
(game) in the summer."

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Soviet, American debate disarmament I New Build Illinois program

The only sound alternative 
the Soviet Union and the 
United States have is the disar¬ 
mament of nuclear weapons. 

Pavel D. Pavlov, first secre¬ 
tary of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, D.C. said the two 
superpowers are playing a 
catch-up game. "Nowadays, it is 
impossible to assume the other 
side will do nothing. It should 
be believed they will catch-up 
(in the development of nuclear 
arms)," Pavlov said. 

Dr. Roger Kanet, head of the 
political science department at 
the University of Illinois, said, 
"If one side comes up with a 
nuclear weapon, the other side 
is most likely working on a 
comparable weaponry system." 

The two men spoke Monday 
night to an audience of about 
100 students, faculty and local 
residents. The open debate, 
"Soviet Foreign Affairs," was 
moderated by Dr. Max Kele, 
dean of the College of Liberal 
Arts and Sciences. 

PAVLOV SAID the Soviets 
aire going to the negotiating 
table with optimism and a 
desire to talk about the reduc¬ 
tion of weapons, "not just dis¬ 


cuss the framework of future 
talks. It is time to get something 
substantial and meaningful 
engineered," he said. 

Both Pavlov and Kanet 
agreed that the U.S. negotiating 
team is made of three men who 
tend to be against nuclear disar¬ 
mament. 

Kanet said, "The only way to 
be sure we don’t blow the world 
up is for the U.S. and Soviets to 
sit down and come to agree¬ 
ment." 

Pavlov said, "One percent of 
total nuclear power in posses¬ 
sion of both superpowers is all 
that is needed to destroy major 
cities in both countries." 

THE SOVIET Union and the 
United States each have a 
different political system and 
are both suspicious of the 
other’s intent. "We (Soviets) 
have suspicions-does the U.S. 
want to be friends with us or do 
they want to gel rid of us?" 
Pavlov said. 

Kanet said both countries lack 
confidence in reaching a 
compromise. "Unless agree¬ 
ments are reached and the polit¬ 
ical components resolved, both 
sides will pour more money into 
nuclear weapons." 


Dr. William Courtney, deputy 
director of the U.S. Office of 
Strategic Nuclear Policy,, was 
scheduled to speak at the debate 
but did not attend because of 
the death of Soviet Premiere 
Constantin Chernenko Sunday 
night. The audience stood in a 
moment of silence in tribute to 
the Soviet leader. 

The open debate was spon¬ 
sored by the Progressive Stu¬ 
dent Alliance, Alpha Phi 
Omega, Black Student Alliance, 
Council for Womens Aware¬ 
ness, Hillel, International 
Affairs Organization, Latino 
Student Association, Newman 
Foundation, Students Against 
Nuclear Arms, Sociology Club 
and Peoria Area Peace Network. 


to increase financial aid

Increases in Governor James Thompson’s Build Illinois fund¬ 
ing program will provide Bradley with opportunities for financial 
assistance. University President Martin G. Abegg said. 

The program will provide an increase in Bradley’s student 
financial aid from $2400 to $2800. "The increase in financial aid 
will certainly help in respect to tuition differences between public 
and private institutions," Abegg said. 

The Build Illinois program will also increase health and educa¬ 
tion grants, which will benefit nursing, speech and hearing stu¬ 
dents^ increase laboratory subsidies for engineering programs, and 
increase High Education Cooperation grants. These are provided to 
public institutions in the Build Illinois program and made available 
to private universities. 

Abegg also backed Thompson’s proposal to increase stale ele 
mentary and secondary school aid. "The proposal would provide no 
immediate benefits to colleges, but all Illinois would benefit from 
improvements in the school programs in the long run," Abegg said.

Two different approaches to 
the Geneva disarmament talks 
may be an obstacle to their suc¬ 
cess, Pavel Pavlov, first secre¬ 
tary of the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington D.C., .said. 

Pavlov was in Peoria to speak 
at a debate at Bradley. In an 
interview Sunday, Pavlov said 
he didn’t think the talks at 
Geneva would be very success¬ 
ful because "more and more the 
American position is to gel uni¬ 
lateral gains from the Soviet 
Union. 

"We are being forced into 
disarming while the American 
side does not want to do it. We 
are capable and willing to 
achieve meaningful reductions 
if we both work at the same 
lime, but it is unreasonable to 
expect that the Soviet Union 
will be disarming unilaterally. 

One of the main goals of the 
Soviet government is to achieve 
"radical reductions of weapons 
of both countries," Pavlov said. 
The Strategic Defense Initiative 
being discussed in the United 
Slates will not allow this, he

A study by the Overseas Development Council said Reagan Adminis¬ 
tration policies toward the poor and third world countries may have 
benefitted the U.S. economy. Under President Reagan, the United States has 
forced "deflation and austerity" on the rest of the world and has attracted 
foreign savings to cover its federal deficit and world trade imbalance. 


Delegates gathered for a two-day United Nations confer¬ 
ence March 11 in Switzerland to discuss famine problems facing African 
nations. The delegates heard from Vice President George Bush, who asked 
that countries ignore political problems and help Africa. He also said the 
United States is willing to meet half of Africa's emergency food needs. 


President Ronald Reagan did not attend Soviet Premier 
Konstantin Chernenko's funeral. The reasons given were the short time avail¬ 
able for a meeting with the new Soviet leadership and the short time for 
preparation for the funeral Wednesday 


The Soviet Union's official news agency announced a replace¬ 
ment for the late Konstantin Chernenko March 11. The replacement, Mikhail 
Gorbachev, 54, is the youngest member of the ruling Politburo. His appoint¬ 
ment marked the first step in a transition of power from the "old guard" of 
the Kremlin to a younger generation of leaders 


The Department of Agriculture said that nearly 14 percent of 
medium-sized farms are either technically insolvent or almost bankrupt. This 
indicates a 45 percent increase from previous figures. It also was higher than 
the rate of 4 percent cited by President Reagan last week when he vetoed 
emergency credit to farmers.

Governor James Thompson's 1986 budget includes 

money for several Peoria area projects. Funding proposals include $30 million 
for the continuation of Galesburg Correctional Center construction. $2 million 
for the widening of Illinois Route 121, $125,000 for the financing of the 
state's lawsuit against Panhandle Eastern Pipeline Co. and $3 million for 
improvements at Jubilee. State Park Thompson said his budget is balanced 
and shows concern for jobs and human services. 

The budget includes plans for an operating subsidiary for the Greater 
Peoria Mass Transit District, a promotion grant to the Peoria Convention and 
Visitors Bureau, money for the development of a small-business center at Illi¬ 
nois Central College 


Three men joined Governor Thompson in the Far East last 
week to meet with six Japanese companies interested in Peoria. The Illinois 
trade mission delegation consisted of Robert Marcusse, president of the 
Economic Development Council for the Peoria Area, G. Raymond Becker, 
owner of a local development company, and John P Daily, vice chairman of 
the Community Bank of Greater Peoria. Marcusse said he arranged the meet¬ 
ings by saturating Japanese companies with EDC promotional packets. Of 
the 200-300 packets sent out, the EDC received serious responses from six 
companies planning to "set up shop in the United States. Although the 
firms were not identified, Marcusse said they were all industrial companies. 
The delegation will also visit South Korea and Hong Kong before they go to 
Japan.

APO helps

The town of Liverpool was 
almost completely under water. 
Houses in Rome, Cillicothe and 
Springbav were flooded, some 
up to the windows. Tazewell 
Count>’ farmlands as far as 
one-half mile from the river 
were inundated with the 
overflow of the Illinois River. 

Central Illinois was hit last 
week with a near record- 
breaking flood. Early in the 
week, it was predicted by the 
United Slates Army Corps of 
Engineers that the Illinois River 
would reach a record high crest 
of 30.5 feet, nearly two feet 
higher than the record level of 
May 1943. The river crested at 
28.4 feet on March 7 and had 
receded to 26 feel by noon yes¬ 
terday. 

Alpha Phi Omega service fra¬ 
ternity helped with sandbagging 
on March 7, Alice Elliot, APO 
vice president, said. Six 
members went to Springbav 
Fire Station to fill sandbags and 
bring them to the river. The

The flood barriers were 
erected last week in anticipation 
of the crest, and some bridges 
and roads were closed. The 
Peoria Council of Civil Defense 
gave away and sold sandbags. 
The Emergency Services and 
Disaster Agency issued 50,000 
sandbags. 

The biggest days for sandbag¬ 
ging were March 4 and 5, but 
when predictions for record 
breaking floods began, many 
believed it would be useless. 
Businesses along the river sand¬ 
bagged anyway. Caterpillar Trac¬ 
tor Co. used 40,000 sandbags, 
WABCO Construction & Min¬ 
ing bought 44 tons of sand and 
CILCO set sandbags to protect 
its Wallace Station in East 
Peoria. 

THE FLOODING caused 
damage to roads, buildings, 
farms and other land. Governor 
James Thompson declared 10 
counties disaster areas, includ- 
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Water logged. Local residents found their 
homes and property inundated with water as

ing Peoria, Tazewell Woodford, 
Bureau, Fulton, La Salle, 
Marshall, Putnam, Will and 
Grundy counties. 

The American Red Cross 
reported that 450 families eva¬ 
cuated the area. Alternate lodg¬ 
ings were found for 1400 peo¬ 
ple. The Illinois National Guard 
was on standby to assist the 
evacuation. Residents should be 
able to return to their homes in 


about a week if there is no 
more rain, according to the Red 
Cross. 

The American Red Cross and 
the Salvation Army set up 
shelters, relocation sights and 
meal programs,

f "IT DOESN’T mean that if 
the SDl or Star Wars is being 
produced as a system in the 
United States, the Soviet Union 
will seek the same sort of SDl," 
Pavlov said. Alternatives may 
include augmenting their 
current weapons, maneuvering 
the missiles, increased use of 
submarine-launched ballistic 
missiles or low-angle trajectories 
for missiles entering U.S. terri¬ 
tory. The last option, Pavlov 
said, "is difficult to stop because 
it passes only a short time into 
space, it goes mostly through 
the atmosphere." 

The Soviet Union would use 
"arty other possible war that 
could be explored and found 
effective to protect us from the 
SDl and whatever is hidden 
behind (its) shield," he said. 

The MX missiles will also be 
discussed as part of the strategic 


arms talks at Geneva. Two 
weeks ago. President Reagan 
said Congressional approval of 
funding for the production of 
21 new MX missiles will be 
viewed by the Soviets as a test 
of American resolve. 

Pavlov said the Soviets see 
the issue as a test of "Ameri¬ 
cans’ resolve to continue to pro¬ 
duce more and more weapons.

"It is interesting to note that 
today, those who want, who 
speak out against production of 
those weapons, are considered 
not to be loyal Americans. It is 
a political distinction and that is 
the most troublesome thing 1 
think could happen to Amer¬ 
ica," Pavlov said. 

"I don’t believe that it can be 


as the Minuleman, Titan and 
others, it will be impossible to 
agree on the MX missile. We do 
not recognize this as a bargain¬ 
ing chip or as a weapon that 
could be traded off," Pavlov 
said. 

IF THE AMERICAN side 
comes to the Geneva talks, they 
must understand that it impos¬ 
sible to gain unilateral conces¬ 
sions from the Soviet Union, 
that disarmament is a two-way 
street. If so, there will be some 
successes and probably mean¬ 
ingful successes. If not, if the 
same approach that is being 
manifested right now continues, 
I don’t believe that it will be 
possible to agree upon anything 
except the agenda." 

The Soviets’ history of war¬ 
fare has caused them to be 
tough regarding arms control. 
"We have had our experiences 
of the second World War, we 
know what it means to leave 20 
million people on the battlefield 
and we will not repeat those 
experiences, although we know 
that today it would not concern 
only 20 million people, or 50 
million. It will have to touch 
upon all men. all human beings 
in mv country and the countries 
all around us." Pavlov said.

Other Midwest 
university dorm council fees range S8-50. There 
will be a panel discussion on increasing the fee 
March 31 in Geiscrt Cafeteria.

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Academic treatment 
of women discussed

Women do not receive equal 
treatment in many textbooks 
and classrooms, according to an 
informal discussion on academic 
issues sponsored by the 
Women’s Studies Committee 
Tuesday. 

"The history field has been 
dominated by men for a long 
time. The whole subject matter 
reflects that bias," Dr. Max 
Kele, dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, said. 

"There has been a move in 
the past 20 years to give equal 
treatment to blacks, but we are 
light years away from including 
women," he said. "However, if 
men and women don’t receive 
equal treatment, it does not 
necessarily mean that the 
courses at Bradley reflect that 
bias," Kele said. 

Sociology department Chair 
Dr. Mohamed Najmi said, "In 
my social policy class, one-third 
of the course deals with gender 
and equality. There are a large 
number of courses all over

campus giving very visible treat¬ 
ment to the problem." 

DR. CLAIRE ETAUGH, 
chair of the psychology depart¬ 
ment, said, "I bring women’s 
issues into other courses when 
appropriate. 

"Even in an intro-level psych 
class. I’ll discuss different 
issues. Many freshman and 
sophomore men and women 
take this course. They don't 
know when they sign up that 
they will gel a hefty dose of the 
psychology of women, too." 

Myrtle Kent of the English 
department said this attitude 
has had an effect on textbook 
publishers. She said the new 
edition of the Introduction to 
Literature text is more represen¬ 
tative of women and minorities. 

Although many changes have 
been made, the group agreed 
that most improvements have 
occurred in liberal arts. 

Najmi said, "1 hope all faculty 
members will work for a time 
when we don't have to teach 
specialized courses. Let’s work

Gorelta Scott King’s visit to 
Bradley recently was warmly 
greeted.

While the subcommittee on 
alcohol awareness prepares a 
new proposal for Student 
Senate’s approval, another 
group is doing something about 
alcohol abuse at Bradley. 

Last Friday, Alpha Epsilon Pi 
fraternity (AEPi) threw an all¬ 
campus party which discouraged 
alcohol abuse by offering a 
variety of alternatives. 

Drew Surinsky, who organ¬ 
ized the event, said this party 
was unique because it was so 
well-rounded in terms of the 
alternatives offered. 

The party had a disc jockey, 
non-alcoholic beverages, and a 
food booth set up by 
Annabelle’s. 

BECAUSE IT WAS Siblings’ 
Weekend, the non-alcoholic 
beverages were "accentuated," 
Surinsky said. 

Surinsky said BACCHUS was 
unavailable to serve at the 
party. 

On March 25 the alcohol 
awareness subcommittee, 

chaired by Karen Rekowski, will 
submit a proposal to Senate 
outlining three main objectives 
of the committee. 

One will be to increase the 
amount of publication and 
advertising on alcohol aware¬ 
ness around campus, Rekowski 


said. 

The subcommittee would like 
to make people aware of Peoria 
professionals involved with 
alcohol awareness and treat¬ 
ment of alcohol- related 
problems. 

ANOTHER GOAL is to set 
up educational programs on 
alcohol awareness, including a 
presentation for freshman 
orientation. 

The third is to make improve¬ 
ments in the University’s dis¬ 
cipline policy for alcohol-related 
violations. 

Rekowski said the subcom¬ 
mittee is looking for more dras¬ 
tic forms of discipline and plans 
to make specific recommenda¬ 
tions when it unveils its final 
proposal. 

She said the overall goal of 
the subcommittee is to educate 
and "make more people aware 
of responsible drinking." 

THE SUBCOMMITTEE is 
working with and receives the 
support of BACCHUS, student 
security, the administration, 
Panhel, 1FC, and local drug and 
alcohol abuse officials, 
Rekowski said. 

She said BACCHUS, which 
has four members, needs more 
people to get involved to help 
meet the organizations’ 
demands.

Cyber Flyer provides humor, information

The Bradley University Cyber l : lyei\ a campus 
newsletter, was started as a joke but now goes out 
to more than 300 accounts, editor Richard Gevis 
said. 

The Flyer comes out weekly, containing 
humor, information, entertainment, personals, 
classifieds, and feedback sections. It was started 
in February 1984 with one copy sent as a joke to 
John Lengling, now an editor of the flyer, by 
Gevis, its creator. That issue contained "no real 
news and was mainly a parody of newspapers in 
relation to what was happening on" the eighth 
floor of Geisert. 

Gevis switched daily issues to weekly ones 
because he felt pot enough was happening on 
campus to to report. The first "real" issue was 


short and contained a report on Radio Shack’s 
Bradley Open House and the emergence of the 
new (presentr-dav Cyber) mail system. 

All Flyeis published through spring 1984 
were sent on computer mail—an expensive habit 
because the 400-line Flyeis look up too much of 
local file storage space By the first semester this 
year the Flyer had its own mail user name and a 
procedure file so the Flyers would not have to go 
out in mail any more. 

THE EDiTORS depend on the regular users 
to bring in submissions ranging from one-line 
classified ads to big articles. Though now the per¬ 
sonals and classifieds come from the readers, pre¬ 
viously the editors were forced to put self-written 
personals just to fill up space. The Flyer caters to 
all minds—technical and non-lechnical. 


Palestinian rights discussed

Thousands of illegal arrests, 
tortures, killings, bombings, 
illegal confiscations of property 
and other violations of human 
rights are committed by Israelis 
against Palestinians, Steve 
Ashby, national organizer for 
the Palestine Human Rights 
Campaign (PHRC), said. 

Ashby spoke about Israel's 
invasion and occupation of 
nearly 40 percent of Lebanon, 
the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip to students in Jobst Hall 
on March 14. The lecture was 
sponsored by the Palestinian 
Student Society. 

So PHRC began with the slo¬ 
gan "Palestinians have rights 
too," and was formed eight 
years ago when former 
President Carter said foreign 
policy would be based on 
human rights but said nothing 
about the Palestinians. Its goal 
is to "educate the American 
public on what’s going on.” 

More than 35 percent of 
United States foreign aid goes 
to Israel. "By giving aid to 
Israel, we are allowing them to 


do whatever they want. What 
we want is to bring the people 
to put pressure on the govern¬ 
ment to change its policy," 
Ashbv said. 

THIRTY YEARS OF British 
mandate over Palestine brought 
about the transformation that 
turned Palestine into Israel. 
Zionists "completed the process 
of creating a Jewish majority in 
the country" in 1948, and Arab 
Palestine was Jewish Israel. 

After 1948, millions became 
refugees, with about half living 
in refugee camps. They were 
not allowed to return to their 
homes, and "many after 36 
years still have the keys to their 
homes, waiting to come back." 

Ashby said, conditions at the 
refugee camps are "Nazi-like": a 
typical house for 10-12 people 
measures 10’ x 10’, and Jewish 
Zionists use collective punish¬ 
ment as a means of stopping 
resistance. "Curfews are 
enforced whenever it is con¬ 
venient. A thousand different 
curfews have been implemented 
since 1967," he said.

diers is to shoot 
demonstrators and 
of the curfew. Prisoners are I 
kept in crowded jail cells and 
beaten, Ashby said. 

Since the Six Day War in 
1967, Israel has expanded its 
boundaries to include the Gaza 
Strip, the West Bank, West 
Jerusalem and the Golan 
Heights. Much of the area is 
confiscated farm land that is 
made into settlements and 
given to Israeli citizens. The 
Israelis feel this will always be 
their land and "we will not 
accept a separate state," Ashby 
said." 

TODAY, MORE than 2 
million Palestinians live on the 
West Band and the Gaza Strip. 
They have no government 
representation or no insurance 
benefits from their jobs, and 
they work as a cheap labor 
source and live as third class 
citizens. 

"Israel is an apartheid state," 
Ashby said. After 1967, 7000 
homes were blown up. This was 
condemned as a "Nazi" tactic, so 
they turned to sealing up 
houses. In 1983, 39 families 
were left homeless. The Israeli 
government also made it illegal 
to support the Palestine Libera¬ 
tion Organization (PLO), which 
is the only organization that 
represents the repressed in 
Israel, Ashby said. 


"The Palestinians can be 


imprisoned 10 years for sup¬ 
porting the PLO, five years for 
circulating political leaflets, two 
years for wearing Palestine’s 
national colors, and up to 20 
years for throwing stones at 
Israeli soldiers," Ashby said. 

Universities are shut down 
when the slate feels threatened, 
Ashbv said. Birzeil University 
was closed March 1 because it 
had a cultural book fair. Books 
were confiscated, 15 students 
were imprisoned, professors 
deported and dorms raided. 

Palestinians are fighting for 
the rights of their land and free¬ 
dom, "There can never be peace 
unless there is justice. We have 
to build a movement for peace 
in the Middle East," Ashby said.

to bring tne regular curriculum 
up to a level of adequate 
representation of all genders."

"For several years, I was the 
only woman in many of my 
classes, and I fell out of place. 
The teachers didn't help me 
feel at ease. They just made it 
worse," she said. 

"The teachers used slang 
language, which I don’t enjoy. 
Everyone would laugh and 
make me feel foolish. 

"It seemed like once you 
gained respect from your col¬ 
leagues, the professor would 
put you down, and then you 
were lost," SoufTront said. 

Kele said students who have 
been victims of discrimination 
bv a teacher should speak out. 

"STUDENTS NEED TO 
complain openly and specifically 
in writing," he said. "I can’t do 
anything if a student puts a 
blank note on my desk, he said. 

"I realize students are afraid 
to say anything because it might 
affect their course grade. Come 
in after the semester and issue 
your complaint. 

"You can do a lot as you go 
out the door," Kele said. 

Etaugh said, "You must be 
willing to stand up and make 
yourself known. There are peo¬ 
ple at higher levels who will 
support you."

The Bradley Swim team finished its season last weekend in 
Chicago with a 400 point, fourth place finish at the eleven team 
Mid-West Independent Championship. 

Mike Murray led the way for the Braves earning 76 points for 
the team. Murray won the 200 individual medley by breaking his 
own school record and setting a pool and meet record in that event. 
Murray continued to swim well and captured second place in the 
200 butterfly and third place in the 200 freestyle. 

Erik Schoengart also contributed to the team effort by setting 
two new school records in the 100 and 200 breaststroke events. 
Schoengart placed ninth and fourth in those events, respectively. 

THE RELAY TEAMS had good limes and came very close to 
setting school records. The 400 medley relay team of Rob Weeks, 
John Wilcox, Murray, and Brandon Velde placed fifth. Their time 
is the third fastest in Bradley history. The 400 free relay team of 
Velde, Rob Schackle, Jim Burke, and Murray captured second and 
clocked the second fastest lime in Bradley history.

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Versace signs one-year

end, at least for next season, 
when it was announced he has 
signed a one-year contract with 
Bradley. 

In a press conference Monday 
afternoon. Athletic Director 
Ron Ferguson announced that

the contracts of Versace, Asso¬ 
ciate Coach Tony Barone and 
Assistant Coach Rudy Keeling 
had been extended for one year. 

"This decision reflects the 
careful consideration of all rela¬ 


tive factors regarding the coach¬ 
ing situation. In considering this 
matter, an attempt has been 
made to reach a decision which 
would be in the best interest of 
the University and the basket¬ 
ball program," Bradley President 
Marlin G. Abegg said, in a 
prepared statement at the press 
conference. 

Versace was at practice during 
the conference. 

ABEGG SAID the decision 
was made over the weekend, 
and Versace signed the contract 
at 12:30 p.m. Monday. 

The decision came after 
seven months of speculation 
when the Journal Star reported 
in July that Versace had not 
received a contract extension. 

"As you might expect, this 
issue had two groups, it became 
a divided issue. I would like to 
put that all behind us now. The 
decision has been made and we 
are prepared to move forward," 
Abegg said. 

Abegg said the decision was 
made based on input from 
many people, and the effort and 
performance of the team, which

gained an NIT berth this year. 

ABEGG AND Ferguson

Marquette ends 
Braves' season

MILWAUKEE—Spring break 
began a day early for the Braves 
as the Marquette Warriors 
knocked them out of the NIT 
by a 77-64 decision at the 
Mecca. 

Knockout is probably a good 
word to describe the game, 
which was riddled with pushes, 
elbows, and a shoving match. 

"We haven’t seen anything as 
physical as this in our league, 
and when the three guys 
(officials John Koskinen. James 
Huggard and George Watts) 
said they were letting them 
play, 1 was worried something 
might happen," Bradley Coach 
Dick Versace said. 

Versace’s fears may have 
been answered when a Mandy 
Johnson elbow to Jim Les with 
7:51 left in the game was 
ignored by the officials. Les 
retaliated by tripping Johnson 
and a scuffle ensued. For¬ 
tunately the incident resulted in 
little more than shoving and 
Les was assessed with an inten¬ 
tional foul. 

THE GAME was physical 
from the beginning, to the 
benefit of the Warriors. Bradley 
led 4-2 after the first two 
minutes, but Marquette ran off' 
16 straight points in the next 
five minutes and never trailed 
again. 

The Braves did cut the score 
to 40-34 early in the second 
half, but could never get any 
closer. 


Bradley opened in a 1-3-1 
trap, then packed the defense 
inside. Marquette responded 
with outside shooting over the 
Bradley zone, complimented by 
strong inside play by Tom Copa 
and Walter Downing. 

"They were real conscious of 
us going inside," Marquette 
Coach Rick Majerus said. 
"They backed off' Mandy (John¬ 
son) and tested him." 

JOHNSON PASSED the 
test, scoring 19 points mostly 
from the outside. 

Defensively, the Warriors 
held Bradley to 40 percent from 
the field, while the Braves com¬ 
mitted 17 turnovers. 

Voise Winters, in his final 
game as a Brave, was held to 
8-of-19 shooting from the field.

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Gura, Maloof 
face-off Tuesday

The health of the city of Peoria has a great impact on Bradley 
University and the health of the city is directly influenced by the 
mayor. 

Dan Gura and Jim Maloof will run for mayor of Peoria Tues¬ 
day. 

Gura, director of Alumni/Parent Relations at Bradley, led in 
the primaries Feb. 25 with 45 percent of the vote. He has served as 
a city councilman for six years and on the Peoria Planning Com¬ 
mission for two years. With this experience, Gura believes he 
knows what works. That practical, hands-on experience is what is 
needed to run a town,” Gura said. 

Economic development is the major issue in the campaign. 
Gura said Peoria is making progress under the present city council 
and that expanding established programs is good strategy. Gura 
wants to see improvement in job development and in neighbor¬ 
hoods. He also believes in "fair taxation combined with good 
government, as well as additional revenue sources instead of 
increased taxes. 

GURA PREFERS to talk positively. If the negative is 
highlighted, people will begin to think that way, he said. Gura said 
he believes if we work together and make compromises a lot can be 
done to build a better Peoria. 

Maloof, who had 33 percent of the primary vote, is a real 
estate agent and has worked as a volunteer for local charities such 
as St. Jude Mid-West Affiliate. Although he has never had an 
elected office, Maloof said he considers this an asset in some ways. 

Maloof criticizes Peoria’s approach to economic development. 
He believes the City Council could have done a lot more "to stem 
the downward spiral of the economy in Peoria." He also believes 
that high unemployment is the root of Peoria’s problems. 

Under his "Forward Peoria!" plan, Maloof believes he could 
promote jobs and bring the "fragmented" individual efforts in the 
city together under one leader. "Forward Peoria!" would be a net¬ 
work of mayoral advisors including business, government and labor 
leaders, and citizens. Part of the plan would include Peorians 
investing in their city with the formation of venture capital. Under 
this plan funding for new and existing businesses would be pro¬ 
vided through private and public money and the Economic 
Development Council would act as staff'. 

VOTING WILL take place at the Robertson Memorial Field 
House, Jim Smith Datsun on Main St. or the Newman Foundation 
on Bradley Ave. The polls are open 6 a.m. to 7 p.m.

Raise in dorm fees to be decided Tuesday

Dorm students will vote 
Tuesday whether to raise the 
dorm fee from $6 to $10. 

Each student who lives in a 
dormitory pays a fee of $6. Five 
dollars go to the dorm council 
and $1 goes to the Interdorm 
Council (IDC). If the fee is 
raised, more money may be 
allocated to IDC. Voting will be 
2-4 p.m. and 7-11 p.m. in the 
dorm officers, Rob Bertram, 
area director of Heitz and the 
singles dorms, said. 

The ballots will have two 
questions: "Should the dorm 
council feel be raised from $6 
to $10 per year?" and "Should 


the $1 IDC allocation be raised 
from $1 to $2?" 

IDC executive board and the 
assistant head residents of all 
the dorms decided to have the 
referendum, Bertram said. 

THE FEE HAS been $5 
since at least 1958. That $5 
with inflation is now worth 
about $1.71, Bertram said. 

The $1 allocation for IDC was 
added 10-15 years ago. 

Bradley’s fee is less that other 
schools’ fees. Notre Dame 
charges on average $12; Loyola, 
$10; Drake, $16; Iowa State, 
$23; and Marquette, $10. 

Sixty-nine randomly chosen 
students were asked how they 
would vote. Forty-one percent 


are in favor of giving dorm 
councils the extra money, and 
59 percent are in favor of leav¬ 
ing it as is. Half of those polled 
thought the extra dollar should 
go to IDC, and half did not. 

RICHARD STEELE, one 
student who feels the fee 
should be raised, said, "People 
can’t see what we’re doing 
because we can’t do that much 
with the funds we currently 
have." 

Another student, Michael 
Luster, said, "If IDC had more 
funds, more new, exciting long 
range plans could be imple¬ 
mented." 

A majority of the students

A.P. Update [

Defense officials from 13 NATO countries gathered this week 
in Brussels to review allied nuclear weapon strategy. Though no major results 
were expected, some touchy political issues will be discussed. 

The State Department confirmed March 25 that the Soviet 
diplomat Igor Gezha, who disappeared suddenly while jogging in New Delhi, 
India, is in the United States. The Soviets expressed a doubt that the man's 
March 17 disappearance was voluntary. India's government is looking into 
how the Soviet diplomat left India clandestinely. 

In letters addressed to Roman Catholics around the world. 
Pope John Paul urged young people to support traditional values and reject 
the "deceptive image" caused by misleading advertising and ideas. One of 
the letters was sent in observance of U N. International Youth Year and was 
meant to coincide with a pilgrimage by thousands of youths from more than 
60 countries who met with the Pope. 

The Geneva arms control talks started Tuesday. A U S. official 
said that the talks would not be affected by Sunday's shooting of a U S. mil¬ 
itary officer in East Germany. 

The United States and the Soviet Union apparently agree that 
Major Arthur Nicholson, a U.S Army major shot and killed by Soviet guards 
in East Germany March 14, was monitoring Soviet military activities. They 
disagree on whether the major was on restricted territory and if the Soviets 
warned him before shooting. President Reagan termed this incident "a 
tragedy that never should have happened.” 


Peoria Update

A Peoria man who allegedly threatened the life of President 
Ronald Reagan pleaded guilty last week to four crimes. James Worstall com¬ 
mitted a felony theft, misdemeanor theft, criminal trespassing and battery. He 
received two years in prison. Worstall is also being held by federal authorities 
for the alleged threat to the President, which was made in February while 
Worstall was in the hospital after a scuffle with the police. 

The city of Peoria has filed a lawsuit against Balloons and 
More, Inc, and its owners, Sharon Serota and Nancy Lampman, because they 
run their personalized balloon delivery service out of their homes. This may 
violate a city ordinance. The city is seeking a fine of more than $2500 
because the women would not stop operations when warned by the city last 
fall. The women feel that their business does not go against the "home occu- j 
pations" ordinance, however, because there is no real business actually tran- j 
sacted in either of their homes. There are orders taken over the phone and j 
the balloons are delivered. 

A Peoria judge last week gave Cooper Brown 10 days to raise ri 
$2000 and have his dogs released. The money would cover the boarding of . 
the dogs at the city animal shelter where they have been since last July. If } 
Brown cannot raise the funds, the city will kill the dogs. The two dogs still in -a 
shelter were among the six taken by the city after a July incident in which the *-■ 
dogs chased two South Side women. 

At least 95 jobs will be lost locally in the next few months as a 
result of a national insurance crisis. A downturn in the property and casualty ; 
insurance resulted in a loss of about $2 billion dollars. The crisis is closing 
area insurance offices or forcing them to decrease their personnel. Trans- J 
America Insurance, Royal Insurance and Northwestern Insurance will all be 
affected. When the regional offices are forced to close, premium rates go up 
and that threatens local businesses. 

James Hardesty, owner of Hardesty Insurance, estimates that rates of l 
commercial insurance have gone up from 50 to 500 percent. He says that he 
hasn't seen a downturn this bad in 30 years, estimating a loss of 330 to 400 
jobs in this area due to the consolidations. 

Preliminary approval was given to a zoning variance for the 
rehabilitation of historic property. The property at the comer of Jefferson and < 
Jackson will be landscaped and will be accompanied by a combined residen¬ 
tial and commercial project. The one existing building will be remodeled into j 
an apartment building and parking. In a second phase of the project, the 
145-year-old house of Judge Jacobs, will be made into a professional center j 
to be called Judge Gale Square. A gardening center will be installed and 
reconstruction of a carriage house during the final phase of the project. Final j 
approval for phase one will be decided by the City Council April 2. The 
second phase will start next year.

orncers attended from early Jan. 
to Mar. 15, tested their physical 
and mental capabilities, as well 
as training them in the various 
aspects of law enforcement, 
Eatmon said.

Student supports big government 


A basic tenet of the Reagan 
Administration's ideological 
outlook is that big government 
is the source of the major social 
and economic ills in America 
today. At the very least, such a 
position represents an admis¬ 
sion of the lack of a sense of 
history. Consequently, a short 
historical analysis is in order. 

From the founding of this 
country up to the Great Depres¬ 
sion, competitive capitalism was 
essentially given free reign. 
Dominant in the political sphere 
was the economic theory of 
laissez-faire. 

Put forth by such classical 
political economists as Adam 
Smith and Jean-Baptiste Say, 
the basic idea behind laissez- 
faire was that the "invisible 
Hand" of the marketplace would 
produce equilibrium between 
supply and demand. In the case 
of fluctuations and disruptions 
in the marketplace, the econ¬ 
omy would naturally take care 
of itself. Government involve¬ 
ment only stood to hamper the 
smooth flow of the economy. 

Throughout the history of 
free enterprise in the United 
States unprecedented wealth 
was indeed created, yet there 
was another side to the story. 
This was simply that the "invisi¬ 
ble hand" proved incapable of 
producing economic equili¬ 
brium. 

CYCLICAL FLUCTUA¬ 
TIONS, panics, and depres¬ 
sions were common fare in our 
nation's history. The years 
1785, 1786, 1819, 1837-1843,

1857, 1873, 1907 and 1920- 
1922 were all marked by panics 
or depressions. The climax of 
such fluctuations was the Great 
Depression itself. 

While the contradictions dur¬ 
ing the Depression were 
outright appalling-there was 
glaring unemployment and idle 
factories; farmers burned pro¬ 
duce as people starved in the 
cities-the predominance of 
laissez-faire precluded a 
coherent, active government 
program to deal with these. 

FDR’s New Deal was an 
attempt not to bring socialism 
to America but to save the capi¬ 
talist system from self- 
destruction. The historian Ottis 
Graham, Jr. notes that the New 
Deal "...never intended to 
equalize wealth and income, to 
achieve racial equality, to abol¬ 
ish or fundamentally alter capi¬ 
talism." In fact, big government 
is quite functional for the sys¬ 
tem as a whole, benefiting those 
in positions of economic power. 

Today’s corporate economy 
can no longer deal with 
unpredictable fluctuations, cut¬ 
throat price competition and 
uncertain investment projects. 
Because of the extreme inter¬ 
dependence of all sectors of the 
economy, the enormous costs 
of capital investment and the 


need for a risk-free market 
capable of producing lone-term 
growth, the advantages of 
government control outweigh 
the disadvantages from the 
point of view of big business. 

SOCIAL WELFARE is also 
quite functional for the cor¬ 
porate economy. As the sociolo¬ 
gist Joan Smith points out, "the 
more the costs of maintaining 
and reproducing the labor force 
are socialized, the lower the 
necessary wage level, and thus 
by extension—the higher rate of 
profit." 

Like it or not, big govern¬ 
ment is here to stay. No 
amount of romanticizing of 
days gone by will suffice to alter 
this fact. The undermining of 
economic opportunities and 
individual dignity did not take 
place because of big govern¬ 
ment, as some would contend; 
rather, big government took 
place because of restricted 
opportunities and a loss of 
human dignity which has its 
roots in the logic of our 
economic system. 

The most relevant question to 
ask, in light of President 
Reagan’s huge tax cuts for the 
rich and the bloated war budget 
on the one hand, and on the 
other, the dismantling of 
environmental controls and the 
imposition of austerity meas¬ 
ures for the population at large, 
is who shall government inter¬ 
vention in the economy benefit, 
the minority few who own and 
control corporate America, or 
the vast majority of U.S. 
citizens?

Students returned from spring break to find 
signs in the Student Center saying that food not 
purchased from Canteen Corporation was prohi¬ 
bited. 

What does this mean? Can’t students and 
staff bring a sack lunch into the Center? How 
about groups like The Seoul and Senate who 
might want to bring in a pizza while they work 
late? 

Robert Byczynski, director of food services, 
said the signs are primarily geared toward outside 
groups who bring in their own food and want to 
use the Student Center facilities to cook it. 

"It’s like going into a restaurant and bringing 
your own food," Byczynski said. "They also leave 
a mess and then the University has to provide 
jafiitors to clean it up." 


E. J. RITTER, Student Center director, said 
the signs were also aimed at keeping alcoholic 
beverages out of the Student Center. 

Byczynski and Ritter both stress this policy 
does not keep people from bringing in a sack 
lunch. 

Byczynski said the policy prohibits student 
groups from bringing food into the Student 
Center, adding that they can get food from 
University food service or from the Wharf.

Problems of Punjab addressed by Sikh

Members of the Sikh reli¬ 
gious sect in India have been 
persecuted during several politi¬ 
cal upheavals during the last 
year, but they remain loyal to 
their country, a prominent Sikh 
said Monday in the SC Ball¬ 
room. 

Dr. Daljit Ahluwalia, who is a 
member of the Association of 
Indians in America as well as a 
member of the Courant Insti¬ 
tute in New York City, spoke 
on the problems of the Punjab, 
a state in India where Sikhs, 
members of a religion founded 
in the late 15th century, are the 
majority. 

Ahluwalia described the 
Indian government’s military 
action on the Amritsar Temple, 
a Sikh holy place, last June as 


"an attack on innocent men and 
women." The attack was part of 
a government anti-Sikh cam¬ 
paign, Ahluwalia said. "Sikhs 
were humiliated and made to 
feel like second class citizens of 
their own country," he said. 

Ahluwalia said the assassina¬ 
tion of former Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi by her two Sikh 
bodyguards should not be 
blamed on all members of the 
sect. // 

"IF THE TWO bodyguards 
that killed Gandhi are Sikhs, 
must we blame all Sikhs? I 
think not," Ahluwalia said. 
"Sikhs were collectively held 
responsible (for the assassina¬ 
tion) and their suffering I do 
not think I can put into words." 

Ahluwalia said the Sikhs have 
not lost hope in India or the 
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democratic system and wish for 
a peaceful coexistence with their 
countrymen. 

"I think the Indian govern¬ 
ment has great ideas on paper 
and we (the Sikhs) have 
accepted it, but the system will 
only work when Sikhs feel equal 
with the rest of the Indian peo¬ 
ple, and it is up to the Indian 
people to make the Sikhs feel 
equal," Ahluwalia said.

Swimmers lost at sea

Unique Sade combines best of female popsters

Sade (pronounced SHAR-day) 
has a beauty that is a mixture of 
her heritage: British cool mingling 
with a smoldering Nigerian sultry- 
ness. 

Diamond Life , her American 
debut, does not belie her looks. A 
cool blend of smoky jazz, Motown 
soul, rhythm and blues and Euro¬ 
pean pop, Diamond Life is modern 
make-out music for those too cool 
to be hopeless romantics. Which 
Sade is, at least judging from the 
ground she’s staked out on her first 
Ip. 

She comes to music second¬ 
hand: her career began as a fashion 
model, then as a designer for Span- 
dau Ballet’s international GQ 
period (the True Ip), and finally as 
lead singer for Pride, a jazz-funk 
outfit that, despite-a strong follow¬ 
ing, never committed themselves to 
vinyl. 

Yet don’t let her illustrious 
fashion background lead your 
thoughts astray. Sade is not a 
beautiful air head making beach 
party music for bleached blanket 
bimbos, or a European chanteuse 
dancing on Edith Piaf’s grave. 

Let’s say, without advantage 
of a better reference point, that 
she’s Madonna with brains. 

Cyndi Lauper with class. 

Grace Jones with songs. 

Patti Smith with pitch. 

Don’t get me wrong. In 
different doses, I enjoy-to-idolize all 
of the above, but, in an understated 
way, Sade has achieved the ulti¬ 
mate synthesis that female pop 
stars have spent years trying to 
acquire. 

Namely, a sense of identity 
(musical/lyrical) that shatters the 
preconceptions of a (predominantly) 
male-oriented pop world. Sade is 
one tough woman without having 
to be one tough bitch. Joan Jett 
and Pat Benatar take note. 

Diamond Life does not jump 
off the turntable into your cons¬ 
ciousness. It does not ask to waken 
up before it go-gos. It quietly eva¬ 
porates into the mood of any given 
situation and seeps with its smoky 
atmosphere. 

Aided by co-composer, saxo¬ 
phonist Stuart Matthewman, key¬ 


boardist Andrew Hale and bassist 
Paus S. Denman, Sade sings, bops 
and sweeps through some first rate 
material like "Sally," "Your Love is 
King” and "Why Can’t We Live 
Together" as if it’s second nature. 
The jazzy undertones enhance 
Sade s smooth alto that never once 
undermines the music with unwel¬ 
come histrionics or faked emotion. 
When she sings "When Your Love 
is King" she’s not faking orgasm or

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BFA exhibit 
a potpourri 

of talent

Foui years of talent, sweat, 
creativity and hard work culminate 
in the BFA exhibit in the Hartmann 
Center Gallery this week. The 
exhibit shows the work of four gra¬ 
duating seniors receiving a 
bachelor’s of fine arts: Steven 
James Kriekel, Jeffrey L. Noren, 
William David Stevenson, and 
Patrick Von Glasenapp. The show, 
which runs through April 12, is a 
potourri of styles, mediums, and 
ideas. 

The first works that catch the 
eye are Stevenson’s oil paintings. 
There are three of them, entitled 
"Understand You I,” "Understand 
You II," and "Understand You III." 
They're big, bold and bright. All 
three have the same underlying 
theme: man vs. external forces. 
"Understand You II" depicts a man 
holding his shadow on a puppet 
string, while "Understand You III” 
shows the shadow proud and laugh¬ 
ing with the man defeated. 
Different styles are used but basi¬ 
cally Stevenson’s paintings are 
modernistic and original. 

Also eye catching, but some¬ 
what disappointing, are Von 
Glasenapp’s bright graphics. Com¬ 
pared to the other styles in the 
show, one might question their 
inclusion. Many are movie posters. 
One might also question how origi¬ 
nal his ideas are since the ideas for 
these posters are taken from con¬ 
temporary movies. Von Glasenapp 
uses air brush and air marker for 
his graphics. The colors are vibrant, 
glowing, and aesthically pleasing. 
However, the graphics done with 
air markers aren’t as sharp as the 
ones done with air brush. 

Kriekel uses photography and 
metalwork. His photography is 
done with infrared film. Infrared 
photography uses no flash because 
it picks up the heat radiation of the 
subject. Thus, the "heat spots" are 
lighter. The whole technique gives 
the photos a glowing and ghostly 
quality, softer than regular black 
and white prints. 

Also included in Kriekel’s 
exhibit are a set of small tables. 
They’re wooden, but are innovative 
in that they have a metalwork 
design on the top. The colors used 
are subtle, and the style seems to 
be a combination of art deco and 
oriental. 

The most understated entry in 
the exhibit is Noren’s photography. 
Noren uses a variety of photo¬ 
graphic techniques. His set of Van 
Dyke prints seems at first like ordi¬ 
nary photographs of doors and 
backyards. Because of the process, 
which was used before silver, the 
photos take on a whole new image. 
The interesting shadows and color 
changes make them more than 
"ordinary” photos. 

Noren’s two sets of four pho¬ 
tographs, "Introspect I” and "Intros¬ 
pect II," are black and white prints. 
These photos seem to have Noren 
pitted against stone and metal. The 
different poses of Noren by pillars 
and statues make the viewer feel as 
if he is examining his thoughts and 
feelings.

People with high caffeine intake sought

A psychology graduate stu¬ 
dent is looking for people who 
drink about eight cups of coffee 
a day, or an equivalent caffeine 
intake. 

Gary Anderson, 25, is work¬ 
ing on his master’^ thesis at 
Bradley. Tm writing a 
behavioral program to reduce 
people’s excessive caffeine 
intake," he said. 

Anderson is looking for 
volunteers who have caffeine 
intakes of 1000 milligrams per 
day. He said most students 
probably don’t consume that 
much, and therefore he has 
been looking for subjects 


in 


Peoria area businesses, as well 
as at fire and police stations. 

The goal of the experiment is 
to reduce the heavy caffeine 
consumer’s intake to a 
moderate level, which is about 
600' milligrams. This will be 
done by reducing the intake 
level about 100 milligrams per 
week. Incentives will be in the 
form of "deposit contracting," in 
which the person being studied 
will deposit money with the 
experimenter and if the person 
abides by the rules and 
improves his intake, he will be 
"rewarded" with his own money. 

ANDERSON SAID people 
who have 


intake notice symptoms such as 
tremors, insomnia and being 
generally uptight. He thinks 
they’ll be willing to partake in 
the experiment. 

Anderson is from Utica, Illi¬ 
nois, and also did his undergra¬ 
duate work at Bradley and gra¬ 
duated in 1982. 

Other psychology graduate 
students are experimenting with 
"just about anything they want," 
ranging from problem solving 
techniques, such as dealing with 
roommate problems, to ways in 
which professionals diagnose 
alcohol problems in individuals.

At the beginning of the 
basketball season, University of 
Wisconsin-La Crosse coach Burt 
McDonald said that the only 
thing Bradley needed to get was 
20 games under their belts to 
become a great team.

Carlson, Godiner propose 
'sweeping reform'plan

Dave Carlson compared the actions*,of Stu¬ 
dent Senate over the last few years to someone 
repeatedly trying to fix an old car. "We want to 
buy a new car," he said. 

Carlson is a candidate for all school president 
and Ken Godiner is running for the position of 
ail school vice president. They are proposing that 
Senate undergo "sweeping reform." 

This is the third lime Carlson has run for the 
position of all-school president, which shows that 
he is not running "just to put it on mv resume," 
he said. 

The proposed student government associa¬ 
tion is one part of the Carlson-Godiner platform. 
They want to re-evaluate some current policies, 
like the student activities fee, and decide if they 
are being handled properly. They want to incor¬ 
porate the Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) into Senate. Carlson and 
Godiner would also like to see the all-school 
president, who sits in on Board of Trustees meet¬ 
ings, have a vote at those meetings. 

CARLSON, A junior public relations major, 
doesn’t think the problem with Student Senate 
stems from a lack of communication. "Either 
Bradley has recruited every student who can’t 
communicate, or the problem is with the system," 
he. said. 

Godiner said, "It's pretty apparent through 
the last few years (that communications isn’t the 

problem). We’ve elected two people who have 
said that and it hasn’t helped." 

Carlson said, "There is not enough jurisdic¬ 
tion on this campus to necessitate having an I DC, 
an IFC, a Panhel, an OCSA covering issues that 


pertain to those students and having a student 
senate that pertains to those same constituencies. 

The student government association is born 
of a new dimension of thinking. Senate has not 
been the most productive organization it could be 
in the last four years," he said. 

THE PLAN IS "an idea presented in the 
abstract," Carlson said. "We don't want to tell 
individual organizations what they are going to 
do. I want to work with them to develop a system 
in which Senate is an umbrella organization." 

Both candidates said they don’t want to lake 
away the individual organizations’ autonomy. 
Godiner said, "They will bring in the ideas, 
because they have the expertise. What they say 
will be the policy." He said Senate will be more of 
a clearing house of information." 

Carlson said the Student Advisory Commit¬ 
tee (SAC) should become a "cabinet" of advisors 
for the all-school president. The SAC is a group 
of some organizational leaders who serve as advi¬ 
sors to Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associate provost 
for student affairs. He would expand the SAC "to 
include all organizations, not just a select few." 

Questioning the student activity fee is "not 
saying it is good and not saying it is bad, but we 

have heard complaints," Carlson said. The fee is 
a prime example" of how "students are abiding 
b,v decisions made by students who have long 
since graduated." b 

BY MAKING SABRC a part of Senate, 
Carlson and Godiner hope to make it "more 
accountable to Student Senate and students as a 
whole." Senate would have more control over 
selection and approval of SABRC members. "This

City manager James Daken chose Peoria's new police chief 
Tuesday night. Allen Andrews, public safety director, left the job of police 
superintendent in 1982. Andrews will replace William Miller, who assumed 
the position of police chief 22 days ago. Miller, who returns to the rank of 
captain, said he left the superintendent job due to health reasons. The job ot 
safety director will be left vacant, at least through this budget. 

A Peoria County grand jury indicted a police officer Tuesday for 
allegedly making offensive and threatening phone calls to a 29-year-old 
Peoria woman. Officer Dean Whiteman has been suspended without pay and 
posted $500 cash bail. Whiteman's attorney said the officer will plead not 
guilty. The grand jury returned one count of felony intimidation because 
Whiteman allegedly threated to expose the woman to ridicule and tried to get 
her to meet him. Two previous calls to the woman led to two misdemeanor 
counts of harassment by telephone. 

A Peoria minister and his wife will travel to the Soviet Union 
this month on a peace mission, the third one sponsored by the Baptist Peace 
Fellowship. The pastor of the First Baptist Church of Peoria and h.s wife will 
leave for the Soviet Union April 11. They are among 17 ministers and lay 
people throughout the nation selected for the 16-day trip. James Middleton 
hopes to establish a sister church with the Soviet Union, leading to pulpit 
exchanges and visits by Peoria parishioners. 

A recent settlement of the ''hospital wars" in Peoria will not 
alter the root of the wars, which is competition for patients. A survey 12 ) 
months ago by a Minnesota consulting firm found that one-third of all hospi¬ 
tal beds in the tri-county area were empty, and it was also reported that the 
number of days that all patients spent in Peoria's hospitals fell by 15 percent 
from 1980-1983. The hospitals in Peoria responded by tactics such as giving 
discounts to get more patients. To keep local hospitals from wounding each 
other, the trustees of the Peoria Medical Society called for an effort to go 
after new patients outside the Peoria area. 

The president declared that 13 Illinois counties are eligible for 
federal disaster relief because of the recent floods. The funds of an estimated 
$3 5 million will be used for such things as repairs, temporary shelter, and 
unemployment for families, individuals and organizations. Individual assistance 
will be given to uninsured property that was damaged. Public assistance will 
be given to cities and villages to clean up the flood damage. Federal and state 
officials met last Saturday and Monday to work out the details.

Maloof beats out Gura

Jim Maloof was elected mayor of Peoria 
Tuesday. Forty-one percent of the citv’s 
registered voters cast ballots and Maloof captured 
53 percent of the vole. His opponent, Dan Gura, 
Bradley director of alumni relations, received 47 
percent of the vole. 

Maloof, the 65-year-old owner-president of 
Peoria Caldwell Banker, has never held an elected 
office. He told the Journal Star that he had a 
"good campaign" raised several key issues. Maloof 
said, "1 really believe the people and the com¬ 
munity are the winners." 

At-large councilman Gura said he was very 
disappointed because he "really anticipated run¬ 
ning a much stronger race." In the primary, Gura 
took 45 percent of the vote, while Maloof only 
received 33 percent. 


Gura said he will finish his two-year term as 
at-large councilman but it is unlikely that he will 
run again. He believes that "to come back in ’87 
would be very hard on the family and campaign 
backers." He said, "the voters have indicated they 
think it’s time for someone else." 

MALOOF SAID Gura called him after the 
results were announced and offered him his sup¬ 
port. City Manager James Daken also congratu¬ 
lated Maloof. "I’m going to call on all of them in 
the future," Maloof said. 

The first woman city clerk was elected Tues¬ 
day when Mary Hanes defeated Jack Livengood. 
Incumbent Zack Monroe was elected to the office 
of township supervisor. 

In district one James Polk became the first 
black city council member when he defeated 
Joyce Banks. Others voted to the city council 
were, in district two, Roger Worman; district 
three, Clement Dries; district four, Ronald 
Ulmer; and district five, Lester Bergsten.

The letter stated that "com¬ 
petent, accomplished faculty 
members are given minimal or 
zero percent salary increases" to 
reprimand them for criticizing 
University policies. 

RAIBORN SAID that faculty 
members receive salary 
increases based on ratings from 
evaluations of their yearly per¬ 
formance. 

Although the results of his 
evaluations have been the same 
over the past few years, his rat¬ 
ing has deteriorated, he said. 

Last year Raiborn received 
only a 2 percent salary increase 
and this year he received no 
increase. 

Raiborn said he suspected a

Because he is the highest paid 
faculty member in his depart¬ 
ment, Raiborn said maybe he 
shouldn’t complain, but he 
doesn’t feel the rating is being 
applied fairly. 

Raiborn said that both this 
year and last year he asked for 
30-day extensions on his con¬ 
tracts, but this year was given 
only 15 days, although other 
faculty members who made the 
same request after he did still 
received the full 30 days. 

"You can’t keep good people 
if you treat them this way finan¬ 
cially," he said. 

RAIBORN SAID he would 
like to stay at Bradley, but it 
would be nice to have an atmo¬ 
sphere a little more conducive 
to accomplishment.

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Alcohol committee 
establishes policy 


Committee to advise BU on future

Bradley’s Alcohol Committee 
wants to strengthen the Univer¬ 
sity alcohol policy by making 
information about alcohol 
readily available to students. 

The Alcohol Committee, first 
formed by the Student Advisory 
Committee and later taken on 
by Student Senate will promote 
alcohol education and responsi¬ 
ble drinking on campus. 

These goals were submitted 
in a proposal to Student Senate 
March 25 and the response was 
favorable, Todd Pisarski, chair 
of the Alcohol Committee, said. 

Bradley’s policy on alcoholic 
beverages states that students 
should follow Illinois law, 
"which requires that persons be 
21 years of age or older to pur¬ 
chase, possesses or consume 
alcoholic beverages." It also for¬ 
bids consumption of alcohol by 
all students in public areas of 
the University.

leak

What was originally thought 
to be a gas leak in University 
Hall turned out to be a minor 
problem with the water heating 
system, Jerry Boyea, director of 
facilities and maintenance, said. 

Vicki Metzger and Jill 
Lebrecht, Resident Advisors of 
U-Hall 2B and 3B, respectively, 
both reported smelling gas 
fumes in their rooms last week. 

Metzger said when she first 
noticed the smell last week, she 
notified security and then 
maintenance, but when some¬ 
one arrived 45 minutes later, 
the smell was gone. 

The odor, which she said 
resembled the smell of gas from 
an oven, kept returning, but 
that by the time someone came 
to check it, the smell would 
disappear. 

THE MAINTENANCE 
department told her there would 
be no more problems after they 
checked it last week, but on 
Sunday, the smells returned, so 
Metzger called maintenance 
again. This time, Boyea came 
over and checked the situation 
personally, she said. 

Boyea said he checked it out 
and contacted CILCO and oth¬ 
ers to look at the problem also. 

He said a contractor had 
rebuilt the chimney that had 
caused fumes to enter the same 
two rooms last semester. The 
contractor also made an inspec¬ 
tion, but found no problem. 

He said the people from 
CILCO checked for carbon 
monoxide gas, which has no 
smell of its own, but has an 
additive which gives it the same 
smell as the natural gas used in 
ovens. 

The mysterious fumes were 
discovered to be coming from 
the water heating system. Small 
deposits of unburned gas were 
building up in the bottom of the 
tank, and when the system 
ignited the gas burned quickly 
and gave off the odor, Boyea 
said. 

The gas is released outside 
the building, but may have 
come into the rooms through 
open windows. 

HE SAID the water system is 
being recalibrated and he is 
satisfied the problem is taken 
care of, although he can’t 
guarantee the students won’t 
"get an occasional wiff' of the 
fumes. 


is not necessarily trying to stop 
alcohol consumption, rather, it 
is offering information and 
counseling to persons who may 
want it, Pisarski said. 

"Fifteen percent of general 
college students have some 
form of a problem dealing with 
alcohol," he said. 

The Committee has met with 
alcohol and drug abuse coun¬ 
selors, including Dennis Pope, 
director of the Chemical Depen¬ 
dency Center at Proctor Hospi¬ 
tal; Pam Grenn, director of the 
Dry Roads program in Peoria; 
and George Armstrong, a com¬ 
munications professor at Brad¬ 
ley. 

Ed King, Barbara Carraway, 
and Tim Wendle, of the student 
judicial system, discussed the 
problem with members of the 
Alcohol Committee, and there 
were meetings with Dr. Harold 
Benner of Bradley’s counseling 
center, BACCHUS, the

The establishing of a standing University 
Strategic Planning Committee (USPC) to advise 
Bradley in lhe,present and future is in the works. 

An ad hoc committee established by the 
University Senate has formed the guidelines for 
the USPC. Dr. Steve Permuth, Dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Education, is chair of the ad hoc Commit¬ 
tee. 

Permuth said, "We are an ad hoc group 
directed by the University Senate to establish the 
charge, determine the composition and determine 
how the standing committee shall precede." 

According to a report presented to University 
Senate on March 28, the USPC shall be responsi¬ 
ble for reviewing and evaluating all areas of the 
University. It will make recommendations con¬ 
sistent with the mission of Bradley. 

BRADLEY’S MISSION is the pursuit of 
excellence in providing educational programs. The 
mission also states that the environment be sup¬ 
portive to fulfill the intellectual, aesthetic and 
professional needs of the students and members 
of the University. 

The USPC will also be responsible for 
reviewing future needs of the University by 
studying trends that could have an impact on 
Bradley. 

"Economical, environmental and greater 


funding" would be trends that could affect the 
mission and goals of the University, Permuth 
said. 

The original Strategic Planning Committee 
was established as an ad hoc committee and has 
thus been dissolved. Some of that committee's 
recommendations "have been enacted, some are 
in the process and some have yet to be done," 
Permuth said. 

"IT’S OUR JOB to establish what the per 
manenl committee will be," he said. 

The report will be presented to University 
Senate in "the form of a constitutional amend¬ 
ment on April 18. It will be voted on at this time 
and if it is adopted, the committee will be seated 
effective in the fall," Permuth said. 

According to the report, the USPC will have 
15 members consisting of the provost and vice 
president for Academic Affairs, as chair, the 
University Senate chair, president of the Student 
Senate, a representative from Business Affairs, a 
dean from one of the colleges and the chair of 
the Senate Committee on University Resources. 

The remaining nine members will be picked 
from the full-time, tenured faculty of the Univer¬ 
sity. 

Each college shall establish a strategic plan¬ 
ning committee "to serve as liaison in role with 
the University committee," Permuth said. 
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Apartheid Week planned

Student Senate declared Monday that April 15-19 will be 
"Apartheid Awareness Week” at Bradley. 

Senate endorsed legislation during fall of 1983 calling for the 
divestment of Illinois pension fund money from corporations doing 
business in South Africa. 

The recent motion stated that Senate should help provide 
moral and intellectual leadership to the University and the com¬ 
munity. Apartheid Awareness Week will provide an opportunity for 
people to express concern over apartheid. The motion said all stu¬ 
dents should use the week to become better informed about the 
conditions of South Africans. Senate will co-sponsor presentations 
on the issue April 18. 

Fred Maier, from the West Bluff Association, spoke at the 
meeting. 

MAIER CAME to answer questions about the plan to build a 
,r greenway on Western Avenue. "The proposal will be financed by 
taxpayers, and they will be the people who benefit.” 

Maier asked Senate to back up this plan. "Peoria looks pretty 
good now, but not that good. The greenway will show that there is 
initiative and that people care.” 

After discussion, Senate decided to send a letter to the Peoria 
City Council petitioning them to "initiate a study to determine the 
feasibility" of establishing the greenway. 

Senate met with faculty members Lois Frells, Thomas Cum¬ 
mings, Thomas Stewart, Douglas Thorsen and Robert Podlasek of 
the University Resources Committee Thursday to discuss student 
representation. 

THE MAIN ISSUE was the lack of communication between 
advisors, professors, deans and students. 

• "A lot of the administration say they have an open-door policy 
but they actually have a closed ear policy. Dr. John Hitt, Gary 
Anna, and Jerry Boyea are some of the hardest people to get a hold 
of," Senate member Chris Cantele said.

residence hall staff. Director of 
Security and Communications 
Dave Baer, and fellow students. 

THE ALCOHOL Committee 
plans to strengthen the present 
alcohol policy through advertis¬ 
ing and education. Signs will be 
posted on campus, providing a 
phone number to call for help 
with drinking or drug problems. 

Student aides or staff will 
educate students, concentrating 
on freshmen, on alcohol abuse 
during orientation and at the 
beginning of each semester.

Instruction will be given on 
each dorm floor and in greek 
houses. 

"Counseling is also an area we 
would like to expand," Pisarski 
said. "Presently, there is no staff 
available in the Counseling 
Center for students with drink¬ 
ing problems to go to.” 

The Committee would like to 
see a professional specializing in 
alcohol and drug abuse on 
campus. The Committee also 
wants rules set by the adminis¬ 
tration regarding unacceptable 
behavior associated with alcohol 


or drugs and to see themstrictly 
enforced. 

ANOTHER PROBLEM the 

Committee sees is the non- 
Bradley students at Bradley par¬ 
ties. The committee proposes 
that hosts of all open parties 
check for college IDs before 
admitting guests. 

The committee wants an edu¬ 
cation program twice a semes¬ 
ter. Students referred for mis¬ 
behavior associated with alcohol 
or drugs may be required to pay 
a $50 fine or participate in an 
educational program.

funds that would be needed to 
attract more accomplished 
faculty personnel was also 
expressed in the article. 

Raiborn said the department 
is restricted not only by money 
restraints, but also in the quality 
of the personnel it can hire. He 
said he did not know if this was 
true of all departments. The 
article identified some "money- 
related matters" Raiborn said 
could be responsible for declin¬ 
ing enrollment in the account¬ 
ing program. 

Funding is limited, and it is 
inevitable that some needs go 
unsatisfied. These unfunded 
needs could be critical to the 
long-run viability of an 
academic program, Raiborn's 
article read.

RAIBORN’S ARTICLE 

noted that since the accounting 
department received accredita¬ 
tion from the American Assem¬ 
bly of Collegiate Schools of 
Business (AACSB) in 1984, the 
administration changed its phi¬ 
losophy in meeting the needs of 
the accounting department. 

The number of accounting 
majors has decreased from 200 
to less than 180 since Raiborn 
came to Bradley in 1981. 

Raiborn said that in 1984 
when Dr. John Caspari resigned 
as chair of the accounting 
department and no one inside 
the department wanted the job, 
the faculty voted to look for an 
outside replacement. 

Raiborn said they were 
"informed" by Dr. J. Taylor 
Sims, dean of the college of 
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business, that funds would not 
be available to find an outside 
replacement. 

"IT WAS NEVER put in 
writing...we were never given 
any reason...onfy a verbal 
reply..." Raiborn said. 

Subsequently, Sims asked 
Raiborn to fill the position, 
which he later accepted. 

Another concern addressed 
by the letter was lack of funding 
for computers and classroom 
equipment. 

Raiborn said that part of 
achieving the accreditation was 
that the department bought 
computers for the students. 
However, many of the faculty 
members don't know how to 
use them, and requests for ter¬ 
minals for the instructors have 
never been answered. 

COMPUTERS ARE of little 
use in the classroom if the 
instructors can't use them, 
Raiborn said. 

Part of the problem lies in the 
zero-based budgeting concept 
which the letter said is 
"misused" and "molded to 
discourage spending on chairs, 
tables...and related ^ furnishings 
for classrooms and faculty 
offices." 

The zero-based funding pro¬ 
gram is where each year starting 
with the notion that nothing is 
necessary and re-examining all 
priorities for funding, he said. 

While it is a "good concept" 
because it forces justification for 
all funding, Raiborn said it 
never really should have beert 
applied to capital expenditures 
(i.e. chairs, tables, etc.). He said 
the expenditures should justify 
themselves. 

ANOTHER ISSUE 

addressed in the article was the 
University's policy that makes it 
impossible for departments or 
similar organizations to retain 
control of funds generated by 
that group through outside 
entrepreneurial efforts. 

This means that when a 
department packages and adver¬ 
tises a seminar or similar pro¬ 
gram that makes money and 
brings exposure to the Univer¬ 
sity, that department must send 
those funds to Swords Hall to 
support other needs, Raiborn 
said. 

Centralized fund raising 
activities at Bradley, which res¬ 
trict the ability of deans and 
chairmen to solicit external 
funds, was also addressed in the 
article. 

He said that the vice 
president for capital develop¬ 
ment makes all the decisions 
and has all the authority to seek 
external funds. 

RAIBORN SAID that cen¬ 
tralization prevents over¬ 
solicitation from groups within 
the University, but also ties the 
hands of faculty members who 
try to obtain funds from outside 
the University. 

He said thus far the vice 
president has a pretty good 
record, but no one knows for 
sure if centralization is really 
good or bad.

Both candidates agreed that 
communication was a problem, 
but that they would not be able 
to handle it alone. The senators 
would do a lot of the work to 
break down the lines. 

Einig asked, "The all-school 
president meets with adminis¬ 
tration all the time, how would 
you plan to approach them?" 

McCalpin said, "I will be a 
liaison between the students

Davis retires, leaving famed Chorale

The sounds emerging from the 
office of Dr. John Davis resembled 
those of a sea lion in pain. How¬ 
ever, since they were accompanied 
by a piano, I waited patiently in the 
hall until a friendly looking, white 


; haired gentleman came to the door, 
ushered out a music student and 


ushered me in. 


His office still contained two 
sets of bureaus and mirrors built 
into the walls, remnants of when 
Constance Hall was a girl’s dormi 
tory. He remarked about how 
much more space there seemed to 
be in buildings built "in the old 
days." Various pictures of friends, 
family members and former stu 


dents adorned the walls. "My son 
Bill took this one himself. He’s an 
assistant piano professor--oh, and 
he’s handsome, too," he explained 
proudly. "See?" He pointed to a 
photo on the wall. With that, Davis 
took the seat at his desk and 
offered me "the comfortable chair." 

Davis began work as associate 
professor and director of choral 
activities at Bradley in the fall of 
1954. At the time, "chorally, 
vocally, we were not very strong. 
The total number of kids I could 
get to sing was about 35 (out of 
approximately 4000)." Recently, 
Davis has "had as many as 85 try 
out for the (Bradley) Chorale and 
chorus." 

Davis did his undergraduate 
work at Westminster College in 
Pennsylvania and did graduate 
work at Columbia University. He 
completed further study in Europe 
and the States. Unfortunately for 
Bradley University, this spring will 
be Davis’ last as the Bradley 
Chorale director. During his pro¬ 
fessorship here, the Chorale has 
bloomed into a nationwide and 
even worldwide vocal talent. 

Jerry Klein of the Peoria Jour¬ 
nal Star said this about the group: 
"The kind of national and interna¬ 
tional acclaim John Davis’ Bradley 
Chorale has been winning over the 
years--even with season after sea¬ 
son of changing voices- only rein¬ 
forces what many of us have long 
known. This is and has long been 
an absolutely first rate group, capa¬ 
ble of the most solid virtuosity." 

A German paper said of a

European performance, "The audi¬ 
ence was clearly enraptured- 
vocally impressive and brilliantly 
performed." A Viennese paper had 
this to say: "The Chorale, under its 
excellent director, gave a richly 
varied concert- impressive ability- 
carefully trained voices and ideal 
discipline." 

Davis’ last Chorale perfor¬ 
mance in Peoria was Sunday, and 
from the initial note to the very 
last, the audience sat breathlessly 
still, thoroughly drawn into the per¬ 
formance by the incredibly strong 
and beautiful voices of the students 
and by the actions of the man who 
has led the chorus for 31 years. 

"Naturally, my most memor¬ 
able experiences have been of per¬ 
formances of the Chorale," Davis 
said. He cited "singing at the 
National Gallery of Art in Washing¬ 
ton D.C. and getting rave reviews 
from the press" there in 1972 and 
1981. 

Certainly, the highlight of 
Davis’s career was when the 
Chorale took first prize in the 
mixed chorus category and the 
grand prize as the outstanding choir 
in the International Chorale Com¬ 
petition at Tours, France in 1976. 

When I asked about his rela¬ 


tionship with his students and the 
Chorale, he said that it was basi¬ 
cally good and on a largely profes¬ 
sional level. Later, he smiled and 
said, "By and large the quality of 
the students in the past few years 
has improved." 

On one of the low points of a 
Czechoslovakian tour, he said, "A 
student was asked by a communist 
guard...to get off the bus and shave 
his beard because in his passport 
photo he was beardless...and had 
grown one since then." 

Ann Guthrie, a senior who has 
been with the Chorale since her 
freshman year, said, "He’s gotten 
more fun as the years have gone 
by." She commented, "He imprints 
his style on us. He’s taught me an 
appreciation for a variety of styles 
of music. He’s our mentor." 

On retiring, Davis feels hope¬ 
ful that it is the right move, but 
said he will miss work and being so 
busy. At this point, Davis spotted 
his wife. Assistant Professor of 
Music Education Ann Davis, walk¬ 
ing past the open door. He jumped 
up, pulled her into his office, and 
asked her, "Honey, how do we feel 
about retiring?" He hugged her, 
saying, "She’s the best music 
teacher ever!" 


Avant-garde still alive, critic says 


"I don’t think I want to get 
into it," she replied, obviously in a 
hurry. 

Later, I asked Davis if the fact 
that both of them are retiring both¬ 
ered his wife. "Oh. no," he replied. 
"It’s just hard to...well, what does 
one do when one stops being so 
busy? When you’ve got an avoca¬ 
tion and vocation that are the same 
at the same time and especially 
when you’re professional, it’s hard 
to stop. 

"But", he added, "We are look¬ 
ing forward to it." 

Davis said about his enormous 
success at Bradley: "I owe at least 
half of whatever I’ve done to her 
support and counsel through the 
years." A student said about the 
Davises, "I’ve heard that behind 
every great man there’s a great 
woman and 1 think it’s true." 

Judging from the ceremony 
after the Chorale’s performance last 
Sunday and several students’ com¬ 
ments, John and Ann Davis will be 
missed and certainly remembered 
as two wonderful people, as well as 
valuable assets at Bradley. "He’s 
made it a wonderful four years for 
me," Ann Guthrie said. "1*11 miss 
the fact that he won’t be here any 
more."

Avant-garde can’t be defined concretely, art critic 
Douglas Davis said in a lecture at Lakeview Museum 
March 30. 

Davis, an art critic for Newsweek magazine, 
presented an audio/visual show, entitled "post moder 
nism, post technology, post everything toward the 
third dimension. The lecture focused on the post¬ 
technology decade and its preoccupation with neomo 
dernism. 

"Many say the ’avant-garde’ is dead, but this is 
only true if one accepts the definition given to it by its 
enemies," Davis said. 

He spoke of combining existing techniques in art. 
"When used in conjunction, one can create a new 
dimension giving us a chance to think of things from 
many viewpoints." 

To enhance this point, Davis cited an example of 
a movement of critics attempting to deny a medium as 
an end to itself. He believes that television fails in its 
attempt to persuade the behavior of the public. 

From Davis’ viewpoint, today’s art forms a link 
between dada art of yesterday and post-modernism (or 
the frontiers of art). 

"Neomodernism has created a perceived link 
between time, space and language," he said. This 
point was illustrated with the Chinese art of MA. fn 
MA, the concepts of space and time are locked 
together in one word. 

Davis’ first slides gave a quick sense of the 
modernists position through holography and other 
media. 

He stressed that the 70s was a decade of waiting

for something to happen. "Something did happen: 
modernism has gone out of style." 

The 80s have brought upon us a neomodernism. 
This is reflected in many things, including our cities’ 
architecture, he said. 

The presentation was in conjunction with the 
holography exhibit Future Memories." running through 
April 28 at Lakeview Museum.

As classes are dropped, they will be made available to other stu¬ 
dents, Jass said. 

Actual hours earned will determine the time a student regis¬ 
ters, rather than class standing, Jass said. A handout was distri¬ 
buted which showed a sample registration time table. Students 
with 120 or more semester hours could register any time after 7:30 
a.m. on the first day of registration, and students with 115 or more 
semester hours could start their registration at 1 that day, and stu¬ 
dents with 110 or more hours could start at 5 p.m. Registration 
would last until 10 p.m. each day. 

The specific registration times will prevent students getting 
busy signals when they register, Jass said. Eight phone lines will be 
used, and this number is based an estimated need of one phone 
line per 1000 students, Jass said. 

THE SYSTEM will break the connection if there is no 
response after a predetermined amount of time, Jass said. 

"This is to prevent the hackers on campus from screwing it 
up," Stratton said. 

Jass answered some senators’ questions about the security of 
the system by explaining that students will need ID numbers, date 
of birth and Social Security number to register. Jass said that if 
further precautions were necessary a personal identification number 
could be assigned to every student that would change every semes¬ 
ter. 

Stratton said the longest time the computer has been down was 
37 hours, that they are writing a program for both telephone and 
terminal use, and that there is plenty of time to reschedule registra¬ 
tion before classes start. 

"WE’RE GOING to thoroughly test this," Stratton said. 

Stratton said the. registration program would not interfere with 
the other functions of the computer system, because it is only one 
program among the many that the system is capable of handling 

simultaneously. ... 

"The program will have one of the highest priorities on the 

system," Stratton said.

way, you could deal with things like conflict of 
interest," Carlson said. 

The last plank in their platform, getting the 
all-school president a vote on the Board of 
Trustees, would have to be treated as a "sincere 
responsibility," Carlson said. "He can’t vote no to 
a tuition increase just because it’s a tuition 
increase. If at the Board of Trustees, a solid case 
is presented to raise tuition, then the president 
should vote to raise tuition," he said. 

Godiner, a junior business management and 
administration major, has served on Senate for 
two years and has worked on the Communica¬ 
tions Board, Campus Affairs Committee and 
Internal Affairs Committee. He is vice president 
of the Off-Campus Student Association and has 
been a member of the Library Committee and 
the Inter-Collegiate Advisory Committee. 

Godiner wants to stress "results, not simply 
words." He said, "People aren't doing all the tasks 
we want to see them do but we don’t know 
because no one’s checking. It’s important, espe¬ 


cially for a committee chair, to have feedback in a 
constructive sense." 

AS VICE PRESIDENT, Godiner would like 
to run the weekly Senate meetings more con¬ 
cisely, using more parliamentary procedure and 
giving the senators material in advance so they 
have time to prepare. 

Under the student government association, 
Godiner sees Senate becoming "more central and 
more important." 

Carlson served on Senate for three and one- 
half years, has been a member of the Campus 
Affairs Committee and chaired the Internal 
Affairs Committee and the Communications 
Board. He has been a University Senator for five 
semesters, calling himself "one of the few student 
University senators who stood up and spoke at 
the faculty senate." 

As far as his plan to reform the student 
government at Bradley, Carlson said, "I’m not 
claiming to be the political messiah for all Bradley 
student governmental representative woes. I’m 
merely someone who is willing to try something 
different."

There are certain organizations 
on this campus that promote 
discrimination and bigotry.

Also, they are 
under suspicion for charging 
other departments on this 
campus more than necessary for 
work done. 

Members of M.U.M.. who 
have not made their identities 
known, displayed posters on 
campus this week calling for 
students to unite and demand a 
public audit. The posters were 
ripped down shortly after they 
were posted early Monday 
morning and Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. 


M.U.M. sent a letter to Stu¬ 
dent Senate explaining their 
positions and requesting support 
of the student governing bodv. 

THE MAINTENANCE sub¬ 
committee of Campus Affairs 
made a motion to support 
M.U.M. The motion was passed 
unanimously. 

Kevin Burke, chair of the 
maintenance sub-committee 
said, "We (the committee) were 
told of the group and the stu¬ 
dent movement. We represent 
students and we should support 
the students. M.U.M., as stu¬ 
dents, maintain they have a 
right to know how the money is 
being spent. They are making 
no accusations." 

Gary Anna, vice president for 
business affairs, said in terms of 
an audit, Bradley's current 
annual internal audit covers 
maintenance. 


M.U.M. however, is demand¬ 
ing a public audit of mainte¬ 
nance, not an internal one. 

" An additional audit would be 
very expensive, more so if the 
audit was to look at each check 
written," Anna said. 

ANNA SAID THERE is no 
reason to suspect maintenance's 
spending. "All of maintenance 
dispersments go through the 
University’s main office and 
we're quite comfortable with 
how things are going. I don't 
understand the basis for it (stu¬ 
dents asking for an audit) at 
this lime," he said. 

Burke said the basis is that 
M.U.M. are students and they 
have a right to know how the 
money is being spent.

Accounting chair asked to

Dr. Mitchell Raiborn, an 
accounting professor who made 
public some criticisms of the 
universities funding policies in a 
newsletter and last weeks' Brad¬ 
ley Scout, has rejected a request 
by the university for his resig¬ 
nation as accounting department 
chair. 

Raiborn said yesterday he 
wrote a letter to J. Taylor Sims, 
dean of the college of business, 
explaining that he would not 
lender his resignation as 
requested. 

A recall vote by other faculty 
mcniucis of the accounting 
department will be the 


trying to relieve Raiborn of his 
leadership. 

It would lake a two thirds 
vole (six of eight) by the 
faculty members to remove 
Raiborn. The votes are to be 
turned in to the dean’s office by 
3 this afternoon. 

RAIBORN SAID he feels 
the outcome will be favorable, 
and that there will not be 
enough votes to remove him. 

Even if the faculty members 
elect to keep Raiborn, the dean 
can still make a recommenda¬ 
tion to the provost to have him 
removed. The provost's deci¬ 
sion is final.

Raiborn was originally 
appointed by Sims to the chair 
position last spring after funds 
were not available to find an 
outside replacement for the pre¬ 
vious chairman.

"IRRECONCILABLE 
DIFFERENCES were the rea¬ 
sons given to Raiborn for the 
resignation request, but he said 
these were never defined to 
him.

contract or it would be split by Caterpillar and WABCO. 

The owners of a house rented by 5 Bradley students won a tern- j 
porary court order to keep the city from enforcing new zoning standards. 
Charles Neumann and his sister, Celeste Neumann will take the case before 
Judge Robert E. Manning on April 15 and will ask that the city ordinance 
which regulates the number of unrelated adults who can live in a single-family 
home, be declared unconstitutional. The Neumanns said they supplied evi¬ 
dence that the house has sufficient parking and was so prior to the new ordi¬ 
nance. 


A team of archeologists found the remains of an American 1 
Indian baby with a pair of severed adult hands clasped to the child's chest 
near Peoria last week during a routine archeological survey. 

The find is believed to date back to about the time Columbus discovered \ 
America. Dr. Robert Hall, an anthropology professor and expert on cultural 
symbolism, said this is the first indication that Central Illinois Indians may 
have practiced human mutilation and human sacrifice during burial rites. 

The Illinois Department of Transportation is not disclosing the location to 
prevent looting. The bones are being studied at the University of Kentucky. 
Surveys are required by law before major road construction takes place in a 
previously unconstructed area. 

Over 100 families sought aid at the local Disaster Assistance I 
Center for the damages from recent flooding. Fifty-six families applied at the 
Peoria Civic Center Wednesday and 46 filed on Thursday. A spokesman said 1 
the number of application at the Civic Center, Meredosia and Wilmington was 
171. The number of applicants is expected to increase because many flood 
victims live in an area only served by a local paper, so many of them were ] 
not aware of the Civic Center office, Denzil Wills, manager of the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency's disaster assistance said. 

Government officials from central Illinois supported Governor I 
Thompson's “Build Illinois'' program and they asked for financial assistance 
to make improvements on roads, bridges, schools, and unemployment at a 
meeting at Peoria City Hall last week The purpose of the program is to 
improve the state's public works system to attract industry to Illinois, helping 
the economy. Senator Greg Zito (D-Melrose Park), warned that the communi¬ 
ties must be prepared to fight for the funds, which are proposed at nearly 
$355 million. Peoria mayor-elect Jim Maloof supported the programs 
stressed that Peoria is a prime candidate for assistance Bradley University 
President Martin Abegg, also a member of the citizen's committee studying 
the program, said he would like to see some of the money allocated for 
higher learning. Zito said the dynamics of the program will be worked out and 
the General Assembly can begin to consider implementation of the proposal 
by the beginning of July.

When students return to campus next fall, 
they will see new faces serving them snacks in 
the Wharf. 

Charlie Lau, a private contractor who has 
operated the Wharf for the last four years, has 
not been granted an extension on his lease. Lau’s 
contract expires in May. 

Lau said he received notice the first week of 
April and "whatever decision was made, was 
made without our input." 

Bradley's Business Manager Ken Goldin said 
the decision was made by the standing Strategic 
Planning Committee, which was looking for areas 
to "cut costs and increase revenues.” 

GOLDIN ANNOUNCED the decision at the 
Student Senate meeting Monday. 

After the meeting. All-school President Bill 
Holderbv said he was displeased that the decision 
was made without student input. 

Holderbv said, "the decision was rr>ade with 
very little respect for student opinion,” and "there 
was definitely no student input, and there should 
have been. 

"If they think they can gel away with this, it 
(making decisions without student input) could 
go on and on...we must draw the line here,” he 
said. 

HOLDERBY EXPECTS a formal apology 
from the administration. 


"This kind of attitude is bad for communica¬ 
tion," he said. 

Goldin said the decision was an administra¬ 
tive one and he didn’t think it was something 
Senate should be concerned with. 

He said if he had taken the decision to Sen¬ 
ate, it may have disapproved, even though it was 
in the students' best interest. 

He said Senate's concern should be with how 
the operation is run, and told the senators that if 
they wanted to set up a commission to monitor 
the operation, he would be willing to work with 
them. 

UNDER THE TERMS of Lau's contract, he 
paid the University S375 each month, but the 
University paid for his water and electricity. The 
University wasn't really profiting, Goldin said. 

Goldin said the change will not affect prices, 
will provide additional menu items, such as ice 
cream and chili dogs, increase student employ¬ 
ment and reduce costs for the University. 

The Canteen Corporation, which supplies 
food to the dormitories, will supply food for the 
Wharf. 

Under an agreement with the cafeteria 
union, the Wharf will be staffed with students, 
and Barb Collins (former manager of Harper 
Cafe) will manage the operation.

Students - voice concerns ... 

Audit called for 


Stay in your dorm. Do not go out of the buildings. At 
least not without a hardhat. 

It appears there has been a rash of killer bird attacks on 
campus. Why else would all maintenance men be required to 
wear hardhats at all times-except when they eat lunch? 

Wait, this isn’t the parody issue and we’re not laughing. 

Students are upset about something. They are suspicious 
about expenditures in the maintenance department. They 
wonder why maintenance workers have been told not to talk 
to them and they are wondering what kind of danger exists 
on campus that would merit supplying each maintenance 
worker with a colored hardhat no matter if they work in 
Holmes Hall or on the grassy knoll outside Wyckoff Hall. 

PROBLEMS IN MAINTENANCE are nothing new. 
To the credit of Jerry Boyea, director of facilities manage¬ 
ment, there has been marked improvement in dorm mainte¬ 
nance over the last year, but the rumbling of the student 
population continues to grow. Monday Student Senate unan¬ 
imously called for a public audit of the maintenance depart¬ 
ment. 

We don’t know if there are irregularities in the mainte¬ 
nance department’s budget, but if students are this upset it is 
reasonable to give them a public audit. 

"It’s too expensive" is an excuse being given. Is it? Is it 
worth the expense—and we know it would cost a large sum 
of money—to satisfy your customers? 

How much would admissions pay for thousands of stu¬ 
dents going back to their homes saying, "go to Bradley, they 
really listen to the students." You can’t usually buy that kind 
of good public relations but now the administration has the 
opportunity to do so. That’s a better choice than what would 
happen if the students are not satisfied. 

"THERE IS NOTHING WRONG with maintenance’s 
budget" is another excuse we’ve been given. Prove it. 

If everything is proper in the budget, the students will 
be satisfied, Boyea will be cleared and we can get on with 
business as usual. The students have charged Boyea-the 
charge should be examined publically and his name should be 
cleared publically, or proper action should be taken to rectify 
any problems. Whichever is the case, we need to know. 

Is something being hidden? We can’t answer that unless 
we are given more information. It is somewhat understand¬ 
able that the administration would like to have this whole 
issue dropped and keep Bradley out of controversy, but this 
won’t go away by itself. 

A good public image is all important in these days of 
capitol campaigning and it doesn’t look good to have rumors 
of mismanagement floating around. The best thing to do is 
have the public audit. If there’s a problem, correct it; if 
there’s nothing wrong, fine-do the public audit and stick the 
clean slate in our faces.

HULETT SAID, "The Soviet Union recog¬ 
nizes that war is a possibility and they want to be 
able to prevail. It's survival opposed to vulnera¬ 
bility. They want to have the capability of fighting 
|i war.” 

Mutual assured destruction (MAD) is what 
the American doctrine that was articulated in the 
60s was based upon, she said. 

"The Soviets have rejected the MAD notion. 
The Soviets stress the importance of avoiding 
nuclear war. They don't talk about mutual deter¬ 
rence. While they want to deter the United 
Slates, they don't want the United Slates to deter 
them,” Hulelt said. 

Parenti maintains that there is "no such thing 
iis an arms race. On close inspection, you'll see 
there’s an arms chase.” 

Referring to the "chase,” Parenti said the 
United Stales is escalating a build-up and the 
Soviets are trying to catch up with a two to seven 
year lag. 

THE IMAGE OF a Soviet as a foe is an 


incorrect one, Parenti said. Soviets are less willing 
and eager to escalate. 

"The Soviet Union has a war memory. Their 
loss and destruction of war is implanted on their 
memory—they don't want nuclear war," he said. 

Hulelt agreed with Parenti on this point. 
"The Soviets have a memory of World War II. 
They don't want to be unprepared again. 

"The Russians take great pride in their mili¬ 
tary because they are a superpower. They have 
support for military because no one is telling 
them they're spending too much on defense. 
There is a positive role on the military," she said. 

As for the United States, Parenti said there 
has been a massive military build-up. By the lime 
Ronald Reagan leaves office, S2 trillion will have 
been spent on the military, which is more than 
has been spent-in lotal-during the past 35 years. 

THE BEST WAY to avoid nuclear war is to 
deter. "The Soviets are open for stopping the 'Us 
and Them'. 

"Soviets signed a no first-use, slating they 
will never be the first to use nuclear weapons. 
The United States has consistently refused to sign 
such an agreement. They don't sign because 
every administration threatens nuclear weapons 
and to sign no first-use would lake away the cred¬ 
ibility in foreign policy. If they signed and 
threatened the use of nuclear weapons again, it 
would prove them as liars," Parenti said. 

The debate was moderated by Barbara E. 
Moore, founder of the Peoria Area Peace Net¬ 
work.

great deal of stress, it's a very 
traumatic situation because of 
my age,” she said in a story 
printed Saturday. 

Hill said the University is try¬ 
ing to help the faculty members 
find new positions.

'nothing has been signed,” 
wrangemenls are almost final¬ 
ized to transfer one faculty 


member, he said. 

Each person has an account 
of $2000 to help finance a job 
search as well as any traveiing 
accounts provided by their 
departments. Hill said. The 
University is offering each 
teacher a year's pay benefits. 
Hitt said, ”1 think were being 
very fair." 

Jackson said, "The University 
has taken no action to find posi¬ 
tions for the tenured track 
faculty within the University." 
The "blanket severence pack¬ 
age" offered to the faculty is not 
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fair and $2000 is not enough, 
he said. 

LOW SAID Jackson must 
follow "certain administrative 
procedures...follow certain chan¬ 
nels that haven't been com¬ 
pleted yet" to negotiate a settle¬ 
ment. 

Hitt said, "If you would com¬ 
pare that (the University's 
offer) to what most people get 
in any situation, a year's pay 
and benefits in severence and 
two year's notice, I think is a 
fairly liberal arrangement." 
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Critic discusses biases 
in the mass media

The media is a business-owned institution. Dr. Michael 
Parenti, author of Inventing Reality , said. 

The mass media is really not all that independent and free. 
The mass media is pretty much owned by stockholders,” Parenti 
said. 

"Hidden Politics of the Mass*Media" was the topic of Parenti's 
discussion Monday afternoon. 

Chase Manhattan Bank is the main stockholder of NBC and 
CBS, two of the three major networks. Chase is also ABC's third 
major stockholder. The question arises, who controls the media? 

CHASE MANHATTAN Bank, along with four other major 
banks, finance most of the major corporations in America. "They 
own not only the media, but most of the rest of America,” Parenti 
said. 

One has the impression that the mass media is a "highly decen¬ 
tralized press,’ however, the media is actually supplied with news 
and columns from "centralized locations. The government has 
literally thousands of people turning out press releases (editors in 
turn assign these as stories), stories are then released under the 
guise of independent reporting,” he said. 

Parenti said a small amount of people control what does and 
does not go in the news. "The media are essentially an upper- 
middle class domain. 

"There are consistent biases in the media and the biases are 
usually in favor of those with wealth, in positions of power and 
those who may oppose (specific issues being reported on),” he said. 

Parenti attributes the negative attitudes people have about 
labor unions to the media. The union is portrayed as the trouble- 
making institution and positive union news is rarely reported. 
According to the media, the management makes offers and labor 
makes demands. 

"YOU DON’T SEE a labor section in the newspaper, vou see 
the Dow Jones report on the news,” but you don't see reports on 
how many occupational injuries there were that day", Parenti said. 

"The conservative mood is a media myth. On most major 
issues, the public is leaning toward a progressive mood. The media 
may not manipulate opinion but they do manipulate opinion 
visibility. The media sets the agenda for what Americans discuss," 
Parenti said. 

Although the media is specialized for the elite, they must give 
some component of rcality-the draft, rising costs, pollution, U.S. 
troops in a foreign country-they must deal with the issues. "If the 
ruling elite had their way, the media would not report this reality,” 
they would have fluffy, patriotic feature stuff*, he said. 

"Under the name of objectivity, they (the media) sacrifice 
accuracy. They often report the face-value and there's a lot more 
facts that could be looked at," he said. 

People can be blamed for the way news is being reported. They 
look to the media for distraction. It's a situation where demand is 
not creating supply but supply is feeding demand-’Thev're being 
fed this and they accept it," Parenti said. 
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Recruiting of potential students a marketing business

Colleges must be more aggressive 
about recruiting students now than ever 
before. 

"Recruiting prospective students is a 
business. The role of admissions 
persons/director has been replaced by 
the enrollment manager," Dr. Alan Gai¬ 
sky, acting associate provost for student 
affairs, said. 

The enrollment manager deals with 
the business and whole marketing sys¬ 
tem. Bradley is looking for someone to 
fill this position. 

Gaisky said the role has changed 
from a gatekeeper to an enrollment 
manager because the conditions have 
changed in the past 20 years. 

TWENTY YEARS AGO universi¬ 
ties didn't worry about attracting 
students-they had to worry about how 
many they could actually lake. There 
were more students than what they knew 
what to do with," Gaisky said. 

Universities and colleges are finding 
they must make changes in their recruit¬ 
ing procedures. "Today there are far 
fewer students who have a great number 
of college choices. Some schools haven't 
realized you have to market your institu¬ 


tion," Gaisky said. 

Bradley has realized it must change 
to solve the admission problem. 

The University must determine what 
its goals and problems are. "We must 
determine what kinds of students we 
want and the quality of the students. 
There has been a build-up of very high 
quality students over the past five to six 
years," Gaisky said. 

April O'Marah, assistant director of 
undergraduate admissions, said Bradley 
looks for students in the top 20 percent 
of their high school class with an average 
ACT score of 24. 

STUDENTS DON’T necessarily 
have to meet these qualifications. We 
look at their ability to handle college 
work. We go over their academic 
records—a very time- consuming thing to 
do, but we want to make sure they meet 
what Bradley has to offer and vice- 
versa," she said. 

O'Marah said Bradley targets out- 
of-state areas with students who would 
want to go to Bradley. 

Gaisky said, "We're seriously 
recruiting out- of-state. We look for geo¬ 
graphic areas where there are pockets of 


students who would be interested in 
attending Bradley. We have 17 target 
areas." 

This year there has been an 
overhaul of three major publications per¬ 
spective students receive from Bradley. 

"We've made the literature more 
meaningful and attractive to potential 
students. This has been done to put 
Bradley in a distinctive place in the 
market," Gaisky said. 

THE FIRST OF three major pieces 
of literature sent to prospective students 
is a pamphlet, referred to as a search 
piece. 

"Based on the search piece, they will 
maintain an interest. One hundred fifty 
thousand search pieces have been 
printed and 135,000 will be sent out. It 
gives a 'This is Bradley' view," Gaisky 
said. 

Potential students receive Bradley 
paraphernalia on a tract mailing syslem- 
-one piece at a lime. After the pam¬ 
phlets, recruilees receive a "viewbook. 
This book tells about the University in 
general and a little about the major they 
indicated interest in," Gaisky said. 

Students then receive literature 


specifically on their intended major and 
college. 

Spring Weekend, which started 
today, is an important role in recruiting. 
High school seniors visit campus one last 
time before they come in the fall. High 
school juniors will also be here so Brad- 
lev can focus on recruiting them. 

"IN THE RECRUITING and mark¬ 
eting area, it is not so important what w4 
think 18-vear-olds like—it’s important to 
know what 18-vear- olds like," Gaisky 
said. In research Gaisky found that high 
school seniors liked the new literature 
Bradley has started using. 

"The retention rate was not an issue 
at most schools 20 years ago. However, 
it is a factor now. We're real proud of 
our retention rate at Bradley—86 percent 
return for their sophomore year and 63 
percent over a four year period— either 
graduate or are still enrolled over four 
years," Gaisky said. 

Recruiting potential students is a 
costly "game. To get a student here it 
costs about S600. New starts for next 
year (including transfers) is 1219. Thai's 
a 7.7 percent decline from last year's 
1322," Gaisky said.

has become very obvious to myself, 
fellow students, staff members, and 
faculty here that there is an aspect 
of great unhappiness and unrest at 
this university. They wear hard hats. 

Bradley maintenance workers 
have the unfortunate requirement 
to work under Mr. Jerry Boyca, 
Director of Facilities Management. 
Since the reign of Boyca began, 
numerous workers have been fired 
and subjected to pointless frustra¬ 
tions. The current hardhat require¬ 
ment represents only the tip of the 
inefficiency that is prominent in 
maintenance management. 

For example, if a worker is 
fixing a ceiling tile in one room, and 
a student living in a nearby room 
has an identical problem, that 
worker may not repair the second 
problem (unless job security is not 
important to that particular worker). 
Workers are not allowed to talk to 
any students at any lime, and are 
even discouraged from talking 
among themselves. Secretaries in 
maintenance have been seen crying, 
their tears brought on by frustra¬ 
tion. 

Working under such an overly 
stressful work environment would 
jeopardize anybody’s sanity and ner¬ 
vous system. Workers union 
grievances have gone sky-high over 
the past two years. At least one 
worker has actually suffered a ner¬ 
vous breakdown. 

As a careful observer of our 
system, I assure all that mainte¬ 
nance is probably far worse than I 
have described it. One bad apple can 
ruin our University. Students should 
make a stand and demand a change.

Student denounces 
apartheid system 


The people shall govern; all 
national groups shall have equal 
rights; the people shall share in 
the country's wealth: the land 
shall be equal before the law; all 
shall enjoy equal human rights; 
there shall be work and security; 
the doors of learning and culture 
shall be opened; there shall be 
houses, security, and comfort; 
there shall be peace and friend¬ 
ship. 

-Tenets of the Freedom Char¬ 
ter, adopted at the Congress of 
the People in Kliptown, South 
Africa, June 25 and 26, 1955. 

The Freedom Charier was 
adopted by people of all ages, 
colors, races, educational and 
economic levels as the program 
enshrining the hopes and 
aspirations of all the progressive 
people of South Africa. Today, 
they are far from being realized. 
The South African constitution 
mandates racism; its repugnant 
form of legalism is manifested 
in the official South African 
government policy of 
separatism—apartheid. No tenet 
of the Freedom Charter can be 
realized as long as apartheid is 
intact. 

Under apartheid the people 
do not govern. The South Afri¬ 
can constitution, passed in 
1961, vested supreme authority 
in the white Senate, elected 
exclusively by a white elector¬ 
ate Recently, coloreds and Indi¬ 
ans were given a token position 
of power in the establishment 
of their own separate parlia¬ 
ment. However, whiles remain 
in a position of power mono¬ 
poly, and the African majority 
is absolutely excluded. 

Under apartheid, all national 
groups do not have equal rights. 
The system in South Africa 
discriminates against all national 
groups of non-whites. The cul¬ 
ture of non-whites is suffocated; 
they have been raped of their 
dignity, humanity and the right 
to determine and achieve their 
own destiny. 

Under apartheid, the people 
do not share in the country's 
wealth. The white minority in 
South Africa completely mono¬ 
polizes economic rights, 
privileges and opportunities. 
Most wealth is held by the few- 
-the while minority—and foreign 
investors. In 1981, whites-18 
percent of the population-

earned 58.7 percent of the 
income. 

UNDER APARTHEID land 

is not shared among those who 
work it. The Land Acts of 1913 
and 1936 reserved 87 percent of 
the whites, and 13 percent 
separate areas called 
bantusans-for Africans. Afri¬ 
cans may not purchase land in, 
and are forcibly removed from, 
white areas. Indians and 
coloreds must live in segregated 
areas in the territory reserved 
for whiles. 

Under apartheid, all are not 
equal before the law. The Popu¬ 
lation Registration Act, Group 
Areas Act, Prohibition of 
Mixed Marriages Act, Internal 
Security Act, and many other 
laws, allow imprisonment, 
deportation, restrictions, ran¬ 
dom searches and censorship 
without trial, and are enforced 
strictly on the basis of color. 
The courts are manned by white 
officials and thus serve as 
instruments of oppression. 
South Africa has the highest per 
capita prison population in the 
world as a result of the impris¬ 
onment of Africans for crimes 
only Africans can commit. Ih 
1980, of the 130 people exe¬ 
cuted, only one was while. 

Under apartheid, all do not 
enjoy equal human rights. As 
mentioned, numerous laws limit 
or infringe the rights of blacks 
to speak, organize, meet 
together, publish, preach, wor¬ 
ship and educate. Police terror¬ 
ism and torture are routine, 
according to Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional. 

Under apartheid, there is not 
work and security. Unions are 
severely repressed. Rights to 
organize and collectively bargain 
are almost non-existent. Nearly 
all strikes are illegal, rendering 
unions already in existence 
powerless. Recent news reports 
document the severe harass¬ 
ment and frequent detention of 
union leaders. 

Under apartheid, the doors of 
learning and culture are not 
open. The biggest crime of the 
system of while supremacy is

the damage it has done to the 
development of South Africa in 
the fields of learning and cul¬ 
ture. All public education is 
racially segregated, and an 
unscientific, racist doctrine of 
white supremacy is taught in 
the schools. Vigilant censorship 
exists to ensure anything chal¬ 
lenging white supremacist 
thought or allowing for develop¬ 
ment of black national cultures 
is not taught. In 1980-81, per 
capita spending on education 
was $1,115 for whites, only 
$170 for Africans, $310 for 
coloureds, and $625 for indians. 

UNDER APARTHEID, 
there is not housing, comfort. 
African unemployment is 
estimated at 25 percent. Migra¬ 
tory labor forces the separation 
of over one million families. In 
1980, four major urban areas 
had between 58 and 70 percent 
of their black households living 
below subsistence level. Hous¬ 
ing is scarce and often inade¬ 
quate. Infant mortality is 9 per¬ 
cent for Africans in urbans 
areas and 22-32 percent in some 
rural areas. Conservative esti¬ 
mates show 2.9 million black 
children suffer from malnutri¬ 
tion.

Major changes are common

Changing majors is common among college 
students, and more than half of this semester’s 
graduating, seniors have changed their majors at 
least once, according to the Registrar's office. 

Dave Goldenberg, director of the Academic 
Exploration Program (AEP), said students change 
majors often because "many students have unreal 
expectations of careers and majors. When , stu¬ 
dents are in high school they have to fill certain 
requirements and it’s hard for them to gel 
exposed to a wide variety of career electives. Or if 
they do take a certain course, it sometimes has 
little similarity to what a college version of that 
course is like." 

The AEP program, in which one-third of the 
entering freshmen are enrolled, is designed to 
help students having difficulty choosing a major. 
Goldenberg said the program helps undecided 
students. 

"Nationwide, when students change their 
majors, 50 percent will change again. Our experi¬ 
ence with AEP is that approximately 6 percent 
will change after they have selected a specific 
academic area," he said. 

STUDENTS HAVE different reasons for 
changing their majors. For some, the level of 
difficulty in their major is a big factor. For others, 
interest plays a major role. 

This is the case of a junior finance major and 
a transfer student, who was originally an account¬ 


ing major. At Bradley, she changed to finance. 
Her reasons for first choosing accounting were 
that she liked working with numbers and she 
enjoyed accounting class in high school. However, 
at Bradley, she chose finance because, "the 
accounting major wasn't exactly what I thought it 
would be like. I was interested in investments, 
and my other school didn’t really have a very 
good major in finance, so 1 fell that finance would 
be a good major here at Bradley." 

After two semesters as a finance major, she 
decided to change her major again because, "I 
enjoy working with people, so I thought that 
maybe I should choose a field where I would deal 
with people more often." She took a semester of 
education classes but decided to stay with finance 
so she could graduate on time, and because she 
fell she already had a strong business back¬ 
ground. 

She said, "If people want to change majors, 
they should do it, because they will be happier in 
the long run." 

A senior economics major considered two 
other areas of study before she chose economics. 
She first tried biology and later political science. 

"I HAPPENED to take an economics class 
just for the heck of it, and I really liked it, so 
that’s what I decided to major in." 

The decision to change a major can be a 
tough one, because it can result in more work, 
and a longer time spent in school, but it is a deci¬ 
sion that will add interest and satisfaction to a 
student’s future.

Latest movies: truth more dramatic than fiction 


The Times of 
Harvey Milk

A documentary film can only 
be as interesting as the story it 
tells, and the movie The Times of 
Harvey Milk proves that the truth 
can be more dramatic than some of 
the best fiction. 

FILMS 


Harvey Milk, San Francisco’s 
first gay city councilman, was killed 
with the city’s mayor in 1979. The 
assassin, another city councilman, 
served a sentence of five years after 
successfully entering the defense 
that he was not mentally stable 
because he consumed too much 
junk food and was under too much 
pressure. 

The movie effectively portrays 
Milk as a crusader for all minori¬ 
ties, not just the gay community. 
His charm and humanity are vividly 
conveyed through speeches, 
images, and anecdotes told by his 
associates. 

Impeccable filmaking tech¬ 
nique is what makes the portrait of 
Milk and his times so effective. By 
distilling the unpretentiously photo¬ 
graphed interviews to leave only 
the pertinent discussion, and by 
keeping the commentary brief, the 
film achieves a focus and sense of 
drama that eludes many other 
documentaries. 

Perhaps it is the movie’s sim¬ 
plicity that makes it arresting as 
well as accurate. The characters are 
presented and the story is told 
chronologically. The words of the 
killer councilman, Dan White, are 
heard in the movie, as well as an 
interview with his wife. 

Similarly, the film’s concise¬ 
ness affords an unbiased picture of 
the trial and the reasons for the 
apparent abortion of justice. The 
viewer is left to decide for himself 
whether the lenient verdict was the 
result of a prejudiced society, a 
crafty manipulation of the judicial 
system, or the jurors’ sincere belief 
that the killer was a victim of a 
pressure and sugar overload. 

The reaction of San Francisco 
to the killing and the verdict is 
clearly depicted. The sadness, 
violence and anger is shown in 
teary interviews with Milk’s friends 
and contemporaries, a massive 
candlelight march down a main 
avenue of the city, and finally, the 
destruction of city hall and the 
burning of police cars.

The movie Witness, starring 
Harrison Ford, is billed as a roman¬ 
tic thriller about a Philadelphia 
policeman’s attempt to protect an 
Amish boy who witnesses the 
drug-related murder of another pol¬ 
iceman. While the movie manages 
to be thrilling, the romance 
between Ford and the boy’s mother 
(Kelly McGillis) fails to ignite. 

John Book (Ford) and Rachel 
Lapp (McGillis) are an unlikely 
couple. He is a confirmed bachelor, 
streetwise and immune to the 
violence of his environment. She is 
a sheltered Amish widow who has. 
in effect, spent her entire life on an 
18th-century farm. 

Their personalities are an odd 
match as well; he, like not-so-old 
leather, is tough around the edges 
but smooth overall, while she, like 
linen, has a softness that belies her 
strength. 

The two meet when McGillis 
and her young son stop in Philadel¬ 
phia, where the boy witnesses the 
murder. Ford takes the boy around 
the city looking for suspects until 
they discover that the killer is a 
member of the police force. 

After a gun battle with the 
killer, Ford and his wards flee to 
McGillis’ Amish home, where Ford 
must adjust to an alien lifestyle. 

As he learns the peaceful ways 
of the Amish, Ford and McGillis 
fall in love. The romance is uncon¬ 
vincing, partly because Ford is an 
actor of limited ability. His catalo¬ 
gue of 10 or so expressions works 
well in the comic-book world of 
movies like Star Wars or Raiders of 
the Lost Ark, but fails when trying 
to convey the subtleties of a 


developing relationship. 

Ford’s limited talent is made 
obvious by the fact that when 
watching him in Witness, one is 
continually reminded of his roles in 
other movies. An actor of greater 
finesse becomes a new character for 
each role, and sheds the manner 
isms of previous portrayals. Ford, 
however, gives the same perfor¬ 
mance in each new movie, regard- 


to believe that these people would 
or should fall in love. Suddenly, the 
two are staring at each other for 
inordinate lengths of time, and the 
audience is left to wonder why they 
are attracted to each other. 

The audience doesn’t need to 
wonder why Ford, McGillis, and the 
boy are terrified, though. Whereas 
the reason for romance is never 
conveyed, the ruthlessness of the 


After the first murder, one of 
the killers calmly washes his hands. 
The cool detachment of the 
assassins, as well as the bloody 
depiction of their deeds, makes 
them more realistic than either 
Ford or McGillis’ character. 

Ultimately, it is the frightening 
hoodlums that save the movie; had 
they been merely second-rate 
thugs, the movie would have been 


less of the context. 

In addition, the relationship is 
unconvincing because the movie 
simply does not adequately develop 
it. The audience is given no reason

tepid. Although the frightening 
criminals make the movie 
worthwhile, the sparkless romance 
of Ford and McGillis is disappoint¬ 
ing.

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Rudolph reveals 'keys to life'

Wilma Rudolph knows the keys to life. They 
are motivation and determination, she told an 
audience of about 75 at the Garrett Dinner Mon¬ 
day night. 

Rudolph overcame a series of childhood 
illnesses to become the first American woman to 
win three gold medals in track and field in the 
1960 Olympics in Rome. 

"My motivation came in because I could not 
forgive the other kids on the block for not play¬ 
ing with me because I wore leg braces,” she said. 

Secretly strengthening her legs behind her 
family's back, she discarded the braces at age 9. 
"When you're the 20th of 22 children you learn 
to have vivid thoughts, motivation and the will to 
survive," Rudolph said. 

SIGNS OF PROMISE in athletics came at 
age 12 when Rudolph played high school basket¬ 
ball in Tennessee. "I wanted to become the 
greatest basketball player in the history of the 
high school,” she said. "I did not know that I 
would become an Olympic champion." 

„ Discovered by the track and field coach of 
Tennessee State University during a basketball 
game, she was asked to travel with the TSU 
leam-at age 13. "It was my greatest educational 
experience as a young child," she said. 

Rudolph's determination set in when she 
made the Olympic team. "1 was excited because I 
was going to the Olympics to find out what it 
means to represent the United Stales of America, 
what it means to meet people from all over the 
world and what it means to try to speak all of the 
different languages that I had never heard 
before," she said. 


"I wanted to find out what it means to see 
brown, black, yellow, all together in one place; to 
see no prejudice, and everybody for one common 
cause, at age 13," Rudolph said. 

The hard work was frustrating but did not 
bother Rudolph because she had learned to love 
what she was doing. "I was feeling as free as a 
butterfly just being able to run," she said. 

SHE WON GOLD medals in the. 100 and 
200-meter races and the 400-meter relay at age 
19, becoming the first American woman to win 
three gold medals at a single Olympiad. "I had to 
walk away from a lot of things in my life to 
achieve what 1 wanted. 

"World-class champions never lose sight of 
their long-range goals. It doesn't matter if anyone 
else believes in those goals or not. If you con¬ 
tinue to believe, it will happen. It's worth it 
because it's something you believe inside," she 
said. 

Rudolph said the grandest aspect of all was 
winning. "I kept my sanity by believing I could 
make a contribution to the youth of our world." 

Today, Rudolph is president of the Wilma 
Rudolph Foundation, an organization that strives 
for educational and athletic goals of youths. 

Rudolph feels every child should have the 
same opportunities as she had. "You can be any¬ 
thing you want to be if you believe in it," she 
said. 

SHE SPOKE at a dinner sponsored by the 
Black Student Alliance in the Student Center. 
The event, part of Garrett Week, honored Dr. 
Romeo B. Garrett, the first black Bradley gradu¬ 
ate to receive a master's degree. 


Nicaragua policy questioned

President Reagan has 
renewed his attacks on 
Nicaragua to convince the 
American public and Congress 
that we should renew funding 
for the guerrillas based in Hon¬ 
duras and Costa Rica. He claims 
Nicaragua is a totalitarian state, 
subversive to the region and a 
threat to U.S. security. History 
1 and facts contradict these 
claims. 

The United Slates has long 
regarded Central and South 
American as its possession, not 
sovereign countries. In 1896, 
President Grover Cleveland 
said, "At the present moment, 
the United States, in fact, 
enjoys sovereign rights over the

continent and its will has the 
force of law." Words were fol¬ 
lowed by action. 

Early examples of interven¬ 
tion include Cuba (1898, 1906, 
1912), the Dominican Republic 
(1907, 1912), Haiti (1915), and 
Mexico (1913,. 1916). Later 
examples of intervention 
include Chile (1962-1973), 
Costa Rica (1953), Ecuador 
(1961), Guatemala (1954), and 
Peru (1963).

Senate supports request for audit

Due to discontent with maintenance, the 
Campus Affairs Committee of Student Senate 
requested a public audit of the facilities manage¬ 
ment department at Monday's Senate meeting. So 
far, the request has not been granted. 

Kevin Burke, maintenance subcommittee 
chair, presented the results of the maintenance 
survey. He said students reported that mainte¬ 
nance has been "extremely cooperative but not 
easy to contact when there is a problem." 

Burke spoke about a "vigilante movement 
existing on campus." This group "consists of 
maybe both greek and non-greek sectors, and is 
asking the students and Senate to take a stand,” 
he said. 

The group posted signs on campus, but they 
were removed early Monday morning. "Some 
suspect that Boyea and his men might have been 
behind the removal of the posters," Burke said. 

IN OTHER business, Ken Goldin, business 
manager, spoke to Senate about the change in 
management at the Wharf in the Student Center. 


"This was purely an economic decision," Gol¬ 
din said. Canteen food service will take over 
management after May 1, but "no real significant 
changes will occur." Students will be hired to 
work in the Wharf, 90 percent of the menu will 
be the same and the prices will remain the same. 

"I'm trying to save you more money and try¬ 
ing to keep tuition down," Goldin said. He said by 
changing management the University will be sav¬ 
ing money, but doesn't know how much. 

All-school President Bill Holderby said Sen¬ 
ate should have been informed about the plans 
earlier. "This is something that shouldn't have 
happened. The students should have some input," 
he said. 

Goldin responded, "the administration didn't 
come to Senate earlier because we weren’t sure." 

The amount of money donated during the 
Skip a Meal for Ethiopia program will be investi¬ 
gated, Pat Spracklin, Campus Affairs chair, said. 
Questions were raised as to how the Food Service 
calculated the money normally spent on cafeteria

Augusta Sandino, who resisted 
the occupation. The Somoza 
regime was overthrown in 1979 
after it had killed between 
100,000 and 300,000 peasant. 

Elections were held in 
Nicaragua last year despite the 
United States' paying three par¬ 
ties $300,000 each to boycott 
them. Still, seven parties were 
represented. 

Reagan's view of the election 
is contradicted by former West 
German Chancellor Willie 
Brandt, the Australian Ambas¬ 
sador, America's Watch and the 
Maryknoll Nuns, among others. 
They said the elections were fair 
and open, much more so than 
in El Salvador. 

AS FAR AS the Sandinista 
government being a threat to 
peace, it was the Sandinistas 
who agreed to the Conlradora 
peace plan last September, and 
the United Slates that stalled 
negotiations (after previously 
supporting the Contradora plan 
when it appeared the Sandinis¬ 
tas would not agree to it). 

Also, as reported in the New 
York Times, the Nicaraguan 
armed forces are no larger than 
other countries' in i! ' region 
except Cost Rica.

WITH REGARD TO

The 1979 revolution had 
roots in U.S. actions in 1909, 
when Marines landed in 
Nicaragua to "restore order." 
They landed again in 1912 and 
1916, and the United States 
occupied Nicaragua until 1933 
when the Somoza family was 
chosen by the United Slates to 
head the country. 

Another noticeable event of 
1933 was the assassination of

The Contras are mostly 
former Somoza national guard 
members, reported by many 
groups as gross violators of 
human rights—raping, kidnap¬ 
ping, and murdering peasants in 
Nicaragua and Honduras and 
burning crops and churches. 

Given the nature of the Con¬ 
tras and the history of U.S. 
involvement and disregard for 
democracy in the region, 
Nicaragua has every reason to 
be on guard. 

One might ask whose security 
and interests in the United 
Stales are at slake. Former CIA 
agent Philip Agee said it is fre¬ 
quently the interests of the 
privileged and powerful elite 
that are at stake in matters like 
these, not those of the nation. 

U.S. CONCERNS will 
become self-prophetic unless 
there is a change in policy. The 
United Stales will once again be 
its own worst enemy.

The value of the American 
dollar is increasing and causing 
negative effects on the world 
economy. 

Treasury secretary James 
Baker disclosed that the 
exchange-rate policy of the 
United Slates has been altered 
and the government is trying to 
keep the currency’s value down. 
The government's intervention 
here is a mercantilist and distri¬ 
butive reaction. 

The high value of the dollar 
benefits the United States in 
some ways. It allows U.S. con¬ 
sumers to buy more and chose 
from more foreign products, by 
making imports cheaper. U.S. 
companies have been forced to 
be more competitive, thereby 
holding down prices of foreign 
and domestic products (this is 
better for consumers, not 
businesses!). 

The strong dollar has hurt the 
United States by making pro¬ 
ducts more expensive abroad 
while foreign goods are cheaper 
here, resulting in tougher com¬ 
petition. A 50 percent surcharge 
has even been added to all U.S. 
goods sold overseas, adding to 
profit and favorable balance of 
trade, a mercantilist objective. 

OUR TRADE balance has 
been upset due to the dollar, 
causing layoff's, closed plants, 
factories not being built, and 
less corporate expansion in gen¬ 
eral. Legislators and lobbyists

are "demanding protection 
against cheap imports,"' Time 
reported in its story, "The Dol¬ 
lar as King.” This is a definite 
move away from laissez-faire 
policy to mercantilist policy. 

It has hurt industries and cor¬ 
porations that rely on foreign 
trade. Some corporations find it 
difficult to sell overseas. This is 
detrimental to our trade balance 
because as we are no longer 
exporting as much as we form¬ 
erly were, a key to an effective 
mercantilist plan. 

Farmers are concerned 
because American agricultural 
products are more expensive 
now and foreign customers are 
dealing with other nations for 
cheaper agricultural products. 
They fear the United States will 
start importing foreign grain. 
American farmers would favor, 
obviously, one mercantilist or 
distributive policy in particular- 
-protective tariffs (high charges 
on foreign imports entering the 
United States). 

The value of the dollar is 
boosting economies of other 
nations. They are exporting 
more goods to the United States 
now, thus invigorating their 
economies, which is, again, an 


important objective of mercan¬ 
tilism (acquiring good balances 
of trade). 

SOME THINK we will have 
to restrict our market in terms 
of imports. We may be "pushing 
protectionism" soon, said a 
former Swiss bank president. 
Protectionism is also an objec¬ 
tive of mercantilism. The insta¬ 
bility created by the dollar is 
affecting the international econ¬ 
omy. 

The president’s Commission 
on Industrial Competitiveness 
has recommended reductions in 
the deficit to reduce interest 
rates, the creation of a Depart¬ 
ment of Science and Technol¬ 
ogy, and the formation of a 
high level Department of Trade 
to promote exploration- 
government intervention and 
favorable balance of trade. 

Meanwhile, Time reported, 
Europe should look to improve 
its own economies to keep up 
with ours. European countries 
are currently pondering tax 
reliefs for entrepreneurs, capital 
investment incentives, and 
making stale-owned businesses 
private. These last three ideas 
are mercantilist and distributive 
policy-oriented. 

According to Time, Japan 
needs to "speed up its efforts to 
bring down import barriers and 
thus reduce its gigantic trade 
surplus,” which may reach $55 
billion this vear.

They brought their music (a tape of Kool and 
the Gang's "Fresh"), their "gear" (plastic pants 
and jackets--preferably Puma--and their "dogs" 
with fat day-glow-laces woven through the front), 
and they transformed the front sidewalk of Brad¬ 
ley Hall into a breakdance display last week. 

Five Manuel High School students, known 
collectively as Freeze Force, gave the campus an 
unexpected preview of Apollo Night, a variety 
show based on the old Apollo Theater in Harlem. 

Apollo Night, sponsored by the Black Stu¬ 
dent Alliance, will recreate the nightclub's atmo¬ 
sphere tomorrow night in the Student Center 
Ballroom. 

Freeze Force is the only act in the show not 
made up of Bradley students. 

THE GROUP HAS been dancing together 
for five months. Its members practice three hours 
a day, three to four days a week, perfecting such 
moves as the "suicide," a flip that ends on one's 
back, and a no-handed head spin, 

"We use a combination of martial arts, gym¬ 
nastics, square dancing and moves we make up 
on our own in our routines," 16-year-old Darrell 
"Paco" Randle said. 

Terry "Motion" Lindsey, 14, said, "You have 
to be better than the next person. You have to do 
something no one can beat." 

The group's leader, 18-year-old Louis 
"Rumpy" Milton, said some members of Freeze 
Force started out in different groups. "Every 
group is after the best dancers. We saw each 
other perform and decided to combine talents," 
he said. 

Danny "Danger" Wallace, 15, said, "There 
are three main breaking groups in the area. We’re 
known around town for our breaking." 

"WE PRACTICE hard to stay on lop," Mil- 
ton said. "We're like a family. When one preson’s 
gone, it's like missing an arm. Every person has a 
different move, and we all depend on each other. 

"We stick together and take care of each 
other," he said. 


Randle said, "Our only problem is with other 
dance groups. Sometimes they bite (steal moves). 
When that happens there’s a battlecry (break- 
dance fight). We don’t beat them up, we embar¬ 
rass them," he said. 

As they were practicing the "three-man wind¬ 
mill," a new move they learned from square 
dancing taught in gym class, a competing break 
team, "Rock Steady," rode by on bicycles. 

Freeze Force decided it was time to relax. 

WE RE FRIENDLY TILL we dance. Then 
it's every man for himself," Randle said. 

"Don't worry, he won’t bile," Milton said, as 
he continued the workout by showing off his 
"Thomas Flair," a continuous straddle spin 
adapted from the pommel horse move by gym¬ 
nast Kurt Thomas. 

Milton, who choreographs the group’s rou¬ 
tines, taught part of their new dance for 
tomorrow's show. 

"When you first get on stage, you get a funny 
feeling," he said. "You dance once with stage 
fright, then you gel over it. The second time you 
feel more comfortable. Once you overcome your 
fear, you can do it better," he said. 

Randle said everyone on the team 
contributes ideas. "We make up a lot of moves as 
we go along, but some moves you just do out of 
habit. You have to do moves people like-you 
have to keep it new. If the audience applauds a 
move, 1 work harder on it," he said. 

LINDSEY, THE youngest in the group, was 
inspired by recent movies featuring breakdance 
groups. 

"The break dance movies gave us more 
courage to be like them. We watch tapes of the 
movies and try to make the moves different," he 
said. 

Between "pops" (rhythmic pantomime) and 
spins, a Channel 25 News car, which the group 
mistakenly thought was going to cover its prac¬ 
tice, pulled up. 

"Oh well, we gotta keep trying," said a disap¬ 
pointed Randle. "We gotta stay fresh." 


US races with Russia to import students 


WASHINGTON DC. 

(CPS)--The United States has 
entered into a different kind of 
conflict in Central America: a 
race with the Soviet Union to 
see which superpower can 
import the most college stu¬ 
dents. 

Two federal agencies have 
expanded dramatically the 
number of scholarships they’re 
offering Central American stu¬ 


dents a chance to come to col¬ 
lege in the United States. 

The Soviet Union began 
offering more scholarships in 
the region several months ago. 

Federal officials hope the 
Central American initiative, 
unveiled last month, will but¬ 
tress U.S. foreign policy 
interests in the politically vola¬ 
tile area.

proposing to cut aid to Ameri¬ 
can students at the expense of 
increasing aid to foreign stu¬ 
dents. 

United Slates Information 
Agency (USIA) officials soon 
will start recruiting 143 Central 
American students to study in 
this country beginning next 
January. 

The pilot program, which will 
cost about S3.8 million, marks 
the first lime the agency has

recruited foreign students from 
a specific geographic region to 
come here to study. 

The Agency for International 
Development (AID) is now 
selecting the first students for a 
crash SI60 million, nine-year 
program designed to bring 7000 
to 8000 Central American stu¬ 
dents to the United States. 

Both ideas sprang last year 
from the National Bipartisan 
Commission on Central Amer¬ 
ica, chaired by former Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger. 

THE PANEL NOTED that, 
while 3030 Central American 
students studied in the Soviet 
Union at the Kremlin's expense 
last academic year, the federal 
government brought in onlv 
226. 

Educational exchange is the 
most inherently positive instru¬ 
ment of foreign policy," USIA 
Director Charles Wick told a 
congressional panel in February. 

"Our objective is to support 
overall U.S. foreign policy in 
the region by providing an edu¬ 
cational opportunity for future 
leaders," Wick said. 

For years, the USIA has run 
two international student 
exchange programs, but the 
new emphasis on Central 
America has raised some 
foreign exchange experts’ suspi¬ 
cions. 

Norman Peterson, executive 
secretary of a coalition of inter¬ 
national education exchange 
programs, said, '"You can be 
sure the U.S. government does 
not want to educate people who 
are confirmed Marxists." 

DIRECTOR OF THE 
USIA’s Central American scho¬ 


larship program Michael 
Stevens said, "Nicaragua is the 
biggest question mark at this 
time. 

Stevens isn’t sure how the 
Nicaraguan government will 
react to the program, or if, in 
view of that country’s military 
draft, there are any qualified 
students there. 

AID officials aren’t consider¬ 
ing recruiting Nicaraguan stu¬ 
dents because of what one 
called "the situation there." 

U.S. embassy officials will 
choose the students in each 
country, using recommenda¬ 
tions of the two exchange 
groups. 

The students' politics won't 
be considered, but students 
must obtain visas, which can be 
denied on a political basis, 

Stevens said. 

REP. ROBERT CARR of 

Michigan said mixing politics 
with education can warp the 
educational value of the 
exchange. "He’s not convinced 
that the truly needy students 
will be chosen," Carr Staff 
Associate Diane Blagman said. 

While far more students 
study in the Soviet Union at 
government expense, statistics 
show that when students who 
pay their own way are counted, 
more than twice as many Cen¬ 
tral American students are 
shown as studying in the United 
States. 

Stevens said Central Ameri¬ 
can students who pay their own 
way tend to represent the elite 
classes. 

The USIA initiative is 
designed for students from 
middle-income families, he said. 

Peterson said he supports the 
initiatives and that worries 
about mixing politics and educa¬ 
tion are premature.

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OSHA inspects, BU mechanic garage doses

Bradley had a mechanic work 
area until it was shut down after 
an investigation by a govern¬ 
ment health agency last 
December. 

Pete Puntoni was Bradley's 
only mechanic until the Univer¬ 
sity closed the garage after the 
Occupation Safety and Health 
Administration (OSHA) 

inspected it last December and 
found that Puntoni was exposed 
to carbon monoxide at about 
1.12 times the acceptable limit. 
Puntoni has worked for Bradley 
for 10 months. 

OSHA’s inspection concluded 


that Puntoni was being exposed 
to carbon monoxide at 55.7 
parts per million while the 
acceptable limit is 50 parts per 
million. The exposure level was 
derived from a sample that was 
collected over a normal 8-hour 
work shift. 

OSHA presented several pos¬ 
sibilities to abate the problem 
and keep the garage in working 
order. They recommended 
installing a ventilation system, 
rotating the employee to an area 
of low carbon monoxide levels 
or keeping the garage door open 
at all times while inside the 
garage. 


OSHA’S REPORT also 
stated that the University was 
responsible for selecting and 
carrying out an appropriate 
abatement method. Bradley 
chose to close the mechanic 
shop. 

Jerry Boyea, director of facili¬ 
ties maintenance, said "Bradley 
had an area we worked on vehi¬ 
cles but basically it's sent to 
Robbie's or a dealership, 
depending on the vehicle. 

"This department doesn’t 
have enough vehicles to justify 
a mechanic full-time. Volume- 
wise it wasn’t a realistic thing.

High school senior allegedly raped

A 17-year-old visiting high 
school senior was allegedly 
raped by someone she met at a 
fraternity party last Friday 
morning. 

The victim told police the 
rape occurred between 1 and 
1:30 a.m. She described the 
rapist as about 6 feet 2 inches 
tall, of medium weight, with 
blonde hair, and wearing blue 
jeans. 

The victim was at the frater¬ 
nity party when the assailant 
asked her to go for a walk, the 
police report said. While they 
were walking, the man put his 
arm around her and then pulled 


her down and raped her. 

The victim returned to the 
dorm where she was staying/and 
a resident advisor noticed she 
was upset, learned what had 
happened, and convinced her to 
call the police, Barbara Carra- 
way, assistant director of 
Residential Life, said. 

CARRAWAY SPOKE to the 
victim, who said she had been 
at Lambda Chi Alpha when she 
met her attacker. "She didn’t 
think that the man was a 
member of the fraternity, but 
she did think the man was a 
student," Carraway said. The 
girl was confused about where 
the rape occurred, but she 
thought it was near Olin Hall 


Carraway said. 

The victim told police she 
wanted no physical examination 
or prosecution, and said she 
would be unable to identify the 
subject if she saw him again. 

Sergeant George Tegard of 
the Peoria police said police 
contacted the victim several 
times over the weekend to learn 
the identity of the attacker, but 
she refused to cooperate. 

"There's nothing else we can 
really do. We have no prosecut¬ 
able case ‘ in terms of rape," 
Tegard said. 

CARRAWAY SAID that

Einig takes all-school president run-off

In a runoff election held 
Wednesday, Ray Einig defeated 
Dave McCalpin by 59 votes to 
become all-school President 
elect. 

McCalpin received 41.6 per¬ 
cent of the vote to Einig's 30.7 
in the general election held last 
Friday. Dave Carlson had 26.8 
percent. The failure of any can¬ 
didate receiving more than 50 
percent of the vote forced the 
runoff, which Einig won 270- 
211 . 

Serving with Einig on the 
senate’s executive board will be 
vice-president Karen Rekowski, 
secretary Laura Hays and 
treasurer Lisa Smith. All three 
were on the McCalpin ticket 
and were elected Friday. 

Rekowski received 53.4 per¬ 
cent of the vote to 28.7 for 
John Derbas and 16.6 for Ken 
Godiner. 


HAYS WON THE secretary 
race with 60.6 percent. Meryl 
Horalek collected 37.9 percent. 
In the treasurer’s race, Smith 
received 59.1 percent to Lester 
Blair's 38.3. 

This year’s general election 
was expanded from two to five 
days and the total number of 
voles collected was 1093 or 21.2 
percent of all eligible voters. 
The turnout for the runoff was 
481, or 9.3 percent 

"It (the turnout) was only 
okay," Election Sub-Committee 
Chair Ron Ellis said. "But 9.3 
percent in the runoff' is about 
half of what came out in the 
general election, which is about 
average. 

"We went to five days. If we 
cut down to three or four we 
could announce the runoff in 
The Scout. Most people heard 
about the election through word 
of mouth.” 


OPINIONS DIFFER on 

whether 21.3 percent was a 
"good" turnout for the general 
election. 

Einig said "If you look at the 
on-campus students (not 
including off-campus and part- 
time students) the turnout was 
about 50 percent, which is 
terrific." 

Godiner said "Overall it was 
terrible. Twenty-one percent 
voting is the optimist’s 
viewpoint. Seventy-nine percent 
didn’t vote. In the last two 
years. Senate hasn’t accom¬ 
plished enough for students icy 
think it matters who’s in 
charge."

Space shuttle Discovery's astronauts Jerry Hoffman and David 
Griggs successfully attached two flyswatter-like tools to the shuttle's robot 
arm Tuesday that pulled a lever on a recently deployed satelite. The crew was 
forced to abandon the $85 million satelite after efforts to activate it failed. 

Jack Burcham, the world's fifth artificial heart recipient, took “a 
turn for the better,” his physician Dr. William DeVries said. Burcham is a 
retired railroad engineer from LeRoy. 

The State of Illinois is the leading contender among four 
other states for a new auto plant planned by Chrysler and Mitsubishi, 
Chrysler's chairman, Lee lacocca said, lacocca said the state will have to 
come up with financial incentives and persuade unions to accept work rule 
changes. 

A study by the Catholic Archdiocese of Chicago showed that both 
conservative and liberal lay leaders are ready to accept married men and 
women into the priesthood. The survey, which was to assess the needs of 
the archdiocese in the next five to 10 years, was part of "Project 1990,” a 
program sponsored by the archdiocesan department of personnel service. 

The number of confirmed cases of Salmonella poisoning rose to 
6,139 Tuesday, but the rate of the increase is expected to slow down. Four 
deaths have been linked to the bacterial infection and at least seven others 
are being investigated. The office of Illinois Inspector General Jeremy Mar- 
golis said the number of new cases probably would begin to taper off by the 
weekend. 


Peoria Update

The Federal Emergency Management Agency recently 

learned that flood victims have been cheated by people representing them¬ 
selves as disaster relief officials and charging a $100 fee to inspect flood- 
damaged property. FEMA spokesman John Schad said federal and state 
disaster relief officials inspect homes for free. 

Schad said three or four people contacted the agency last week because 
they were told they would have to pay a fee. Anyone charging a fee is not a 
government agent, and each government inspector wears a name badge with 
the seal of the FEMA or has State of Illinois identification, Schad said. 

Th© City Of P©Ori3 has cracked down on unlicensed and inoper¬ 
able vehicles. City inspectors gave about 300 $25 citations in the last month. 
Cars that were not taken care of were a part of a mass tow last Friday. 
Valerie Mudra, code enforcement director, said 45 vehicles were towed. Most 
of the vehicles had passed the court dates on their tickets. 

Code inspector Jennifer Lulay said one man paid the storage fee and 
ticket on his car and then moved it back to the same place. These cars can 
be ticketed and towed again if not put in working order and licensed. 

A British manufacturing company planning to build its first 
U S. factory in Peoria, has entered a joint venture with an American competi¬ 
tor. Noel Penny Tubines, Ltd. has been planning the Peoria project, which 
holds promise of 1000 new jobs, for almost three years. The company has 
reached an agreement with an Alabama company for the production and 
marketing of their products. Company officials will not discuss whether the 
plans for the Peoria project have changed. 

Robert Marcusse, president of the Economic Development Commission 
for the Peoria area, said he does not know whether the joint venture means 
Noel Penny has abandoned the plans for the Peoria factory. Marcusse was 
unaware of the joint venture until he read about it in an aviation magazine last 
week. 

A 1 9-year-old Peoria man was sentenced to six months in jail for 
his role in the November gang beating of Kevin Isadore. Larry Stimage was 
one of the 10 to 15 other alleged members of the Disciples street gang that 
attacked Isadore with clubs, sticks, fists and feet. Isadore was a member of a 
rival gang called the Vice Lords. As a result of the beating, Isadore has under- l 
gone brain surgery which will cost taxpayers $24,000 because he does not 
have medical insurance. 

Stimage was sentenced to four years probation for armed violence and 
30 months probation for aggravated violence. Judge Stephen Covey ordered 
Stimage to refrain from gang activity.

Twenty-five Bradley students 
lobbied in Springfield April 11 
to let Illinois legislators know 
the importance of federal fund¬ 
ing for private schools. The 
federal government is consider¬ 
ing budget cuts to state aid. 

In response to a letter regard¬ 
ing budget proposals for federal 
student financial aid programs, 
Patricia Hopson, a representa¬ 
tive from the United States 
Department of Education, 
replied, "the 1986 (Federal) 
budget proposal is intended to 
restore the traditional role of 
parents and students in financ¬ 
ing college costs and improve 
targeting federal student assis¬ 
tance to those with the greatest 
need..." 

The Lobby Day was attended 
also by 50 students from Whea¬ 
ton College, St. Xavier College, 
Lake Forest College, Illinois 
Institute of Technology, Green¬ 
ville College, College of St. 
Francis, Loyola University and 
Knox College. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting assis¬ 
tant provost for student affairs, 
said the lobbying "was a very 
positive thing for higher educa¬ 
tion. Our students are to be

congratulated. Karin Laurin and 
Laura Hays had the idea of tak¬ 
ing a number of students up to 
Springfield instead of just the 
two (Federation of Illinois Col¬ 
leges and Universities/Student 
Advisory Committee) represen¬ 
tatives going, to show the legis¬ 
lators weTe really behind this. 

"We have to continue to let 
both federal and state levels 
know how extremely critical 
education is to Illinois. (The 
Lobby Day) helped future gen¬ 
erations of students as well," 
Gaisky said. 

LAURIN SAID "(Lobby 
Day) went well. We got a lot of 
state support but as far as 
Reagan’s cuts, they couldn't do 
much. The ISSC (Illinois State 
Scholarship Commission) Max¬ 
imum Award Program is being 
debated on—there’s a proposal 
on the floor to raise it the most 
it’s ever been raised-from 
$2400 to $2850." 

Hays said, "It was great that 
one of the large private schools 
did attend. The representatives 
from our area were glad to see 
us, especially Prescott Bloom. 
There are three private schools 
in his district and I think we 
the only one to show 


A representative for Larry 
Malejka, executive director of 
the Illinois State Scholarship 
Commission, said, "Today, 
(states) are still trying to help 
students with financial 
considerations...to allow them to 
make choices," but also said 
part of the problem is there are 
more people wanting to attend 


college while college costs are 
rising. 

She said the states want to 
"bridge the gap between public 
and private schools." The 
federal government has to do 
something about the national 
deficit and Congress is trying to 
find ways of doing so. "We must 
let them know we want," she 


said. 

Representative Helen Sat- 
terthwaite, chair of the Higher 
Education Committee, said it is 
difficult to increase aid each 
year because there is not 
enough money "to absorb tui¬ 
tion increases...so there are 
fewer students we can aid."

Tuition expected to increase 9 percent

Tuition will rise about 9 percent for the 
1985-86 academic year if the Board of Trustees 
approves the increase. 

"There’s some work to do internally before 
it’s taken to the board," Gary Anna, vice 
president for business affairs, said. 

Tuition will increase from $5,760 to $6,300, 
and room and board will go from $1400 to $1480 
for double occupancy with the Board’s approval. 

Anna said the increase is not "abnormal" for 
Bradley. Most state and private universities are 
increasing tuition by about 9 percent, so "we’re 
not out of line whatsoever." 

DR. JAMES Erickson, assistant to the 
president, said inflation and energy costs are the 
basic reasons for the increase. 

Erickson said, "Ideally, Bradley would want 
to maintain tuition"; however, if there wasn’t an 
increase in tuition, there wouldn’t be enough 
funds for faculty raises, stute-of- the-art equip- 


ment or funds to improve and enhance the 
University. 

To fight the rising tuition rates, most stu¬ 
dents take advantage of financial aid. Eighty-two 
percent of Bradley’s students receive some type 
of aid with an average of $3000 per student in 
stale, federal, local and Bradley resources, Erick¬ 
son said. 

"Financial aid and enrollment are tied 
together," he said. The University is starting a 
campaign among alumni and friends of the 
University to correspond with their Congressmen 
to emphasize how the proposed aid cuts from the 
Reagan administration could hurt a private 
university. 

Erickson said the difference between private 
and public universities is that private universities 
aren’t getting the tax support public universities 
receive. "Percentage-wise, tuition increases are 
similar but dollar-wise, the tax payers are sup- 
porting the public universities."

Cause for alarm 

A 17-year-old girl was raped on campus. It’s a terrible 
sentence to write, but not writing it would not make it go 
away. 

There is a legal question as to whether a rape actually 
occurred, since the victim refused any physical examination, 
but we must consider what is harder to believe: that a girl 
was raped or that a girl would come for a visit and then 
make up this story. 

Unfortunately, in our world, it is easier to believe that a 
girl was raped. 

This incident illustrates, once again, that just because we 
all feel at home and comfortable at Bradley, we are not safe. 
Even if we were at home, we would not be as safe as we 
wish to believe. 

WE NEED TO TAKE precautions, both physically and 
mentally, to try and prevent any further rapes, at least here. 

A date rape program will be part of next fall’s orienta¬ 
tion. It will prepare new students for the reality that it does 
happen. It will teach them that they should be cautious at all 
times. 

We should all be cautious. This is not reason to panic. 
There is no reason to believe that a mad rapist is prowling 
our campus, but we should remember that he may be sitting 
next to us in class. 

Which brings us to the subject of mental precautions. 
We can try to forget about this, or make jokes about it, or 
use whatever defense mechanisms we usually use when 
faced with a terrible reality, or we can face it and discuss it 
and make it clear that it is not right. 

SOMEWHERE OUT THERE the rapist may be reading 
this. He should consider, even if it is briefly, what he did to 
that girl when he pulled her down outside of Olin Hall and 
raped her. It wasn’t exciting and it wasn’t enjoyable for her. 
It was a violation of her soul that can never be forgotten. 

It is the time for outrage, again. It seems to be becom¬ 
ing an editorial policy of this paper to call for outrage every 
time rape is discussed. If that is true, so be it. We would call 
for outrage at any such brutal crime: rape, murder, whatever 
it may be. 

A girl was raped here the other night. She could have 
been raped by a "townie" or she could have been raped by 
someone in your dorm. Why shouldn’t we be outraged? 

Oops... 

In last week’s Seoul we ran a poll on election results which 
sounded as if we hadn’t gotten anyone to answer our question. The 
text read, "Of the students questioned, 21.2 percent were unde¬ 
cided. 40.1 percent had not voted or were not planning to and 38.7 
percent had voted but refused to reveal for whom." 

The text should have read "38.7 percent had voted but some 
refused to reveal for whom." Less than one percent of the people 
polled who had voted would not answer our question. The wording 
was changed during the copy editing stage. 

Also, in the sixth paragraph of the poll story, we predicted a 
13 percent increase in voter turnout when we actually reported a 
262 drop in the number voting. The prediction was made in antici¬ 
pation of the voter turnout Thursday and Friday.

has been notified of the 
grievance and is pending due to 
negotiation of the the union 
contract. OSHA’s case is pend¬ 
ing until contract negotiations 
are settled. 

Puntoni has been a mainte¬ 
nance worker since the closing 
of the garage. The jobs pay 
equally; however, Puntoni 
believes his 13 years of experi¬ 
ence as a mechanic are being 
wasted. "Things go on 
mechanic-wise and there needs 
to be a mechanic on duty. It 
would be cheaper to have an 
in-house mechanic." 

Puntoni said if he wins the 
grievance, the garage will be 
reopened and the ventilation 
system and heating system will 
be installed. "That's all I want, I 
just want the shop back," Pun¬ 
toni said.

M.U.M., the student organi¬ 
zation which called for a public 
audit of the maintenance 
department last week has been 
replaced by a new organization. 

The new group, which calls 
itself The WHY (We Help You) 
Team is much more profes¬ 
sional and organized, said Mike 
Bauer, the group's president. 

"With M.U.M, a lot of people 
involved took action just for the 
sake of taking action," Bauer 
said. There were a lot of 
rumors, and we just want to 
straighten them out. 

"Our purpose now is to find 
out exactly what the issues are 
and to hear out both sides of 
the story," he said. 

THE M.U.M. movement was 
started after the Student Senate 
asked Gary Anna if they could 
see the budget and he said no, 
Bauer said. 


Bauer said there are some 
concerns about money being 
taken out of the budgets of 
other departments by the facili¬ 
ties department that need to be 
addressed. He said some of 
these departments are not aware 
of why the funds are taken. 

"The whole thing could all be 
one gigantic miscommunication 
situation," Bauer said. 

The WHY team would like to 
see a line by line audit of the 
budget so that the questions can 
be answered. 

The WHY Team also wants 
to know why so many 
grievances have been filed in 
the facilities department and 
why faculty members in general 
are afraid to speak out about 
problems, Bauer said. 

BAUER SAID representa¬ 
tives of the group met 
"unofficially" with administrators 
last week to discuss their con¬ 


cerns and set some objectives. 

A meeting between WHY, 
administrators and other stu¬ 
dents was planned for this 
morning. 

He said the group is planning 
to become an 'official' campus 
organization but first must find 
an advisor. 

Several faculty members have 
been approached about the posi¬ 
tion, and although many were 
supportive, no one has yet 
accepted, Bauer said. 

The WHY Team has named 
officers to head the organiza¬ 
tion. Bauer is president. Rich 
Steele is vice president. Bridget 
Dougherty is secretary, Mike 
Luster is treasurer and Kevin 
Burke is legalities chair. 

THE EXECUTIVE officers 
handle publicity for the group 
while Burke handles the legali¬ 
ties of such things as picketing 
and sign posting, Buaer said.

Bradley will not be threatened 
by a nationwide push to ban 
drinking on campus. Vice 
President for Business Affairs 
Gary Anna said. 

Insurance companies are forc¬ 
ing many campuses to ban 
drinking and the trend may go 
nationwide, the College Press 
Service reported. 

College administrators are 
having difficulty locating com¬ 
panies willing to renew 
insurance to protect the univer¬ 
sity, campus bar employees, 
administrators and regents from 
lawsuits connected with on- 
campus alcohol consumption, 
the report said. 

College liability in alcohol- 
related cases stems from several 
sources. Dram-shop laws in 35 
states are among the most 
significant for colleges. Such 
laws say that a licensed vendor 
who sells or serves alcohol to a 
minor or to anyone obviously 
intoxicated may be liable for the 
actions of that person and any 
harm he causes. 

SUCH LAWS APPLY to 
on-campus pubs and student 
groups. Bradley has insurance 
for places like the Alumni 
Center and the Student Center, 
where liquor is sold, Anna said. 
"Bradley University has no 


problems with insurance,” he 
said. "It would be different if we 
owned or operated a bar on 
campus, but that is far from our 
case. 

"We have had no indication 
that we are uninsurable. The 
fraternities are separate from 
the University; they have their 
own insurance," Anna said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting asso¬ 
ciate provost for student affairs, 
said, "Bradley University will 
keep its current alcohol policy 
unless current law changes." 

The policy stales that stu¬ 
dents should follow Illinois law 
"which requires that persons be 
21 years of age or older to pur¬ 
chase, possess or consume 
alcoholic beverages." It also for¬ 
bids consumption of alcohol by 
all students in public areas of 
the University. 

EVERY COUPLE OF years 
we send the policy to attorneys 
to see if any changes are neces¬ 
sary. 

"We would like to see the 
University and the students 
work together to improve and 
increase responsibility concern¬ 
ing the use of alcohol. To 
indicate the seriousness of 
alcohol abuse is the best and 
most important thing to make 
clear," Gaisky said. 


First it was Vietnam, then 
ERA, then disarmament, and 
now apartheid.

Smith withdraws from negotiations

Dr. Marshall Smith withdrew from a group of 
Bradley faculty that is negotiating with the 
University because their positions are being ter¬ 
minated next year. 

Last week’s Scorn reported that Smith. Marty 
King, Robert Cassidy and another faculty 
member, have retained Peoria attorney Donald 
Jackson to negotiate a settlement other than the 
$2000 job search fund and one year's pay the 
University has ofTered. 

Smith said he sent a letter to Jackson slating 
he is negotiating privately with Bradley and would 
no longer need council. "I fell it was going to be 
better served if I pursued it myself," Smith said. 
He would not comment on the status of his nego¬ 
tiations. 

Cassidy, from the division of speech and 
hearing sciences, identified the other faculty 
members as Carole Winkler, chair of the depart¬ 


ment of health and movement sciences and 
George Stoner from the geography department. 

WINKLER HAS been teaching at Bradley 
for 26 years. Prior to that she spent four years 
here as an undergraduate, one year in graduate 
studies, and earned her masters while a member 
of the faculty. "Once you've put a lot of energies 
into one place, it's difficult to open yourself up to 
another place," she said. 

Age is a factor in her job search, she said. 
She is "looking into many aspects in the health 
field, but I’m not sure it will be at the University 
level." Winkler has worked with handicapped 
classes and mav work in that area after leaving 
Bradley. 

Cassidy is researching jobs in all areas of 
speech and hearing science, but he would like to 
continue teaching. "I enjoy teaching thoroughly. 
The hardest part is that I'm not going to be able 
to teach anv more."

SENATE’S FIRST involve¬ 
ment with the issue was its 
1983 resolution calling for Illi¬ 
nois divestiture in South Africa.

Senate 
should not be used as a vehicle 
for propagating political atti¬ 
tudes but rather as a forum to 
address campus issues.

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Recall vote taken, 
Raiborn holds chair

Dr. Mitchell Raiborn retained his post as accounting department 
chair after a faculty recall vote turned out in his favor. 

Raiborn was asked to resign from his post last week after he 
made some criticisms of the University's funding policies. 

Members of the accounting department faculty were asked to 
make a recall vote on Raiborn's position last Friday. Six of eight 
faculty members would have had to vote against Raiborn to 
remove him, but only three did, while one abstained. 

The issue is not settled yet. Raiborn said Dean of Accounting 
J. Taylor Simms referred the issue to provost John Hitt for resolu¬ 
tion. 

Raiborn said the dean notified faculty members prior to the 
recall vote that he would choose not to abide by a favorable*deci- 
sion. 

ON TUESDAY, Raiborn said he received a letter from Hitt 
which said "he has taken the matter under advisement" and will 
meet with the faculty and dean about the situation. Hitt's decision 
is final. 

Simms has been out of town and unavailable for comment for 
the last two weeks. He is expected to return today, an accounting 
department secretary said. 

In the meantime, Raiborn will continue to fill the position of 
chair, he said. 

He told faculty members "the recall vole has come and gone, 
let's work together harmoniously for the remainder of the year." 
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Apartheid rallies spark disappointment 


Bradley University is one of 
many colleges and universities 
across the nation protesting 
apartheid in South Africa. 

NEW YORK, NY (College 
Press Service)—"I'm looking out 
over about 250 students who 
have chained the doors shut 
and are blockading Hamilton 
Hall, and we Ye all prepared to 
be arrested if that's what it 
takes," reported Josh Nessen, 
national student coordinator of 
the American Committee on 
Africa (ACA), by phone from 
inside the beseiged building. 

Cloistered on the steps of 
Columbia University's adminis¬ 
tration building—in 1968 it was 
the site of a bloody student 
occupation protesting the Viet¬ 
nam War—the students beat 
drums and chanted, "What do 
we want? Divestment. When do 
we want it? Now. When we 
gonna leave? Never." 

One day into the occupation, 
which began as part of the 
annual April 4th "Day of 
Action" on campuses nation¬ 
wide, Nessen said the 200 or so 
students "won’t leave until the 


Gaisky informs Senate of possible mergers

The division of student affairs 
may merge with three other 
University facilities proposed on 
a proposal by the strategic plan¬ 
ning committee. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting asso¬ 
ciate provost for student affairs 
spoke about the mergers at Stu¬ 
dent Senate Monday. 

The first merger would be 
with the field house. Student 
affairs would take care of 
increasing the scheduling of 
events for students. Students 
would have priority to schedule 
events on the weekends when 
the field house is not used as 
much. 

A proposal for a division of 
student affairs to take over the 
Student Center for the second 
merger has been forwarded to 
the University Senate and to 
President Abegg for approval. 

THE THIRD MERGER 
would make Student Affairs 


control the housing department, 
not including food service. 

"I would like to seek student 
input on decisions," Gaisky said. 
He urged student senators to 
take an active leadership role 
and lo let their voices be heard. 
"This has been a very positive 
year-there is no substitute for 
effective communication 

between administration and stu¬ 
dents. 

"We can't have any answers 
unless there's better under¬ 
standing of the problems," Gai¬ 
sky said. A meeting concerning 
maintenance issues is scheduled 
for Friday morning and "we 
hope to begin to resolve these 
issues," he said. 

ACBU questioned Gaisky 
about the alcohol policy. "We 
are very upset with the 
University's stance on alcohol. 
It doesn't look good for the 
future of ACBU or Bradley," 
ACBU President Dave Bross 
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said. 

Bross said that the University 
wanted to de-emphasize 
alcohol, especially during Spring 
Weekend for visiting seniors. 
ACBU sponsored a non¬ 
alcoholic event but felt under¬ 
mined, "when at the same time 
the admissions office hands out 
information about campus par¬ 
ties to these underage students." 

GALSKY SAID HIS office 
had a meeting about the alcohol 
problem that morning. "We 
know this is a problem, and we 
will address it." 

In other business. All-school 
President Bill Holderby reported 
that Senate recommends having 
two student representatives on 
the University Strategic Plan¬ 
ning Committee. 

Senate will sponsor a car 
wash from noon to 3 p.m. 
Saturday in front of Lovelace 
Hall. Proceeds will go to the 
American Heart Association. 




trustees guarantee in writing 
that they'll divest all South 
Africa-tied stock holdings." 

The occupation was still going 
on four days later. 

NESSEN, WHO has directed 
campus protests against South 
African apartheid for the last 
several years, thinks this 
spring’s activities were 
"definitely the biggest in terms 
of participation and militancy." 

Others, however, report it 
wasn't the same on their cam¬ 
puses. 

Participation in this year's 
national South Africa Day of 
Action was the same, or lower, 
than last year's levels, they said. 

In past years, Nessen has 
tried lo increase student interest 
in apartheid by tying rallies and 
workshops to activities of anti¬ 
nuclear power movement. 

But with rising violence in 
South Africa and a tremendous 
increase in publicity in the 
United States, Nessen predicted 
this spring’s annual campus 
anti-apartheid protests would 
draw record numbers of student 
supporters. 

"IT’S HARD TO say this 
year is twice as big, but it’s 
close, and it’s much better coor¬ 
dinated and organized," Nessen 
added. 

Jesse Jackson, for example, 
drew 7,200 students to an ant- 
apartheid speech at Harvard. 
Many attended an all night vigil 
outside the administration 
building there. 

University of Wisconsin- 
Madison students marched in 
protest of a nearby Krugerrand 
(gold coins marketed by the 
South African government) 
dealer. 

Over 600 University of 
Pennsylvania students protested 
their school's investments in 
firms that do business in South 
Africa, while an estimated 300 
students marched at Yale and 
an equal number staged rallies 
at Dartmouth and the Univer¬ 
sity of Iowa, the ACA reports. 

"I think because of the level 
of media attention, the level of 
activism is higher than I've 
seen in five years," Craig Perrin 
of Iowa's Committee for a Free 

St 


South Africa said. The group 
has 20 new members and over 
70 volunteers this year. 

PERRIN AND HIS group 
staged guerilla theater events- 
students dressed as soldiers 
patrolled campus "arresting" 
passersby with blond hair-and 
convinced over 2,000 students 
to sign petitions calling for 
university divestment. 

Nessen's glowing assessment 
of this year's South Africa pro¬ 
tests may be a little inflated, 
other sources report. 

At UCLA, for instance, 
where ACA officials scheduled 
numerous "Day of Action" 
activities, "we didn't do any¬ 
thing because we really haven’t 
gotten into the quarter yet," 
Black Student Association 
spokesman Tom Debley said, 
despite ACA claims that activi¬ 
ties had taken place there. 

"We've gotten a lot of calls 
from people who heard or read 
that we had protests, and all I 
can say is that whatever it was 
must have fallen through," 
Debley said. 

Barely 100 students showed 
up for a rally that was expected 
to draw closer to 1,000 at the 
University of Colorado-Boulder, 
South Africa Awareness Com¬ 
mittee member Lori Monkarsh 
said. She blames the low atten¬ 
dance on cold weather. 

EVEN AT COLUMBIA, 
"everyone is really suprised that 
the activity is so small," univer¬ 
sity spokeswoman Judith 
Leynse said. "Aside from the 
200 students at the Hamilton 
Hall sit-in, there's not a lot 
going on for a campus with 
30,000 people on it." 

Despite such 

disappointments, organizers 
insist the campus anti-apartheid 
movement has had a banner 
year. 

Last month University of 
Arizona protestors stopped a 
nearby bank from selling 
Krugerrands, and student pres¬ 
sure has forced administrators 
at the Universities of California, 
Washington, Nebraska, Mary¬ 
land and Illinois to promise to 
review their investment policies.

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Students face zoning problems

Five Bradley University students were unaware of the fact that 
their off-campus housing was in danger until they read about their 
landlord going to court in the Journal Star. 

Brett Barton, Jeff Klop, Mark Lawinger, Frank McCue and 
Roger Lundeen rent the house at 1112 N. Institute Place from 
Charles Neumann and his sister. Celeste Neumann. 

City ordinance states that special approval is needed to house 
more than three unrelated adults in low-density and medium- 
density residential districts like the Bradley neighborhood. The city 
of Peoria passed this measure in March 1984 and gave landlords 
until last Sept. 1 to seek approval for houses rented prior to March 
6 to four or five unrelated adults. 

The Neumanns said they supplied the necessary evidence that 
their home was being rented by five unrelated adults before March 
6 and that they had parking sufficient for these tenants. 

JOE VESPA, the Neumanns' attorney, said the city wanted to 
inspect the home April 8 to make sure the number of tenants was 
reduced to three, but the Neumanns got a temporary restraint so 
the city could not enforce the eviction of two or more of the 
tenants. 

Vespa said the temporary restraint, which was only good for 10 
days, was an emergency measure issued because it was felt the city 
would not suffer but the students would be faced with hardship if 
they were forced to leave. It would also be a violation of the lease. 

The Neumanns were due in court on Monday in order to make 
the temporary restraint more permanent, but the city made a deal 
not to enforce the ordinance in exchange for dissolving the tem¬ 
porary restraint, Vespa said. There is still a lawsuit to hear the 
other counts and to ask the court to declare the city ordinance 
unconstitutional. 


Student supportsdivestmenl 


When Student Senate 
declared this week Apartheid 
Awareness Week, I looked up a 
bill that failed on the floor of 
the House in Springfield last 
summer. 

The bill concerned the divest¬ 
ment of all Illinois businesses 
and investments from South 
Africa. It failed after intense 
debate with corporafe-minded 
conservatives.insisting that U.S. 
economic presence was working 
against apartheid and for urban 
blacks by allowing the forma¬ 
tion of unions, better wages and 
conditions, and the absence of 
discriminatory practices. 

Taking advantage of last 
week's bus trip to Springfield, 1 
spoke with representatives and 
researched the accuracy of this 
position. I found it to be 
entirely right-wing, corporate 
self-preservation and nonsense. 

The insidiousness of the 
huge, unmanageable and 
untrustworthy U.S. corporate 
sector has swayed public opin¬ 
ion with lies bordering on pro¬ 
paganda. It has masked its con¬ 
tribution to apartheid although 
it is responsible for $6 million 
in investments and loans to

SOUTH AFRICAN law 
requires that U.S. companies 
turn over their facilities (Gen¬ 
eral Motors, Ford and Chrysler 
vehicles are used in peacetime 
military operations) in case of 
"national military * emergency." 
Despite American protest, the 
presence of American corpora¬ 
tions and investments have 
increased with no change in the 
discriminatory legal apparatus. 

Incidentally, Peoria-based 
Caterpillar-you know, the one 
that can't afford to employ peo¬

Africa. 

A review of some recent 
"academic" studies of the situa¬ 
tion: 

The Schlemmer Report, com¬ 
piled by a sociologist (paid by 
the U.S. government), states 
that South African black work¬ 
ers want the United States to 
remain in their fair land, bring¬ 
ing justice, democracy and 
peace as well as wonderful 
working conditions. 

I find the impartiality of the 
promoters of the report ques¬ 
tionable, as the blacks were 
interviewed/interrogated by 
whites who have legal rights to 
arrest any black, colored or 
indian for disagreeing with any 
action or position of the govern¬ 
ment. The report downplays the 
fact that 25 percent of the 
workers interviewed risked their 
jobs and possibly their lives to 
admit a pro-divestment view.

THE REPORT unwittingly 
reveals a desperate willingness

"IN THE RUNOFF, those 
supporters just didn't come 
out," Carlson said. 

McCalpin said, "Obviously 
the people who voted the first 
time didn't get out Wednesday." 

Both Einig and Carlson feel 
that Carlson's supporters 
shifted their support to Einig in 
the runoff. 

"I called some of the houses 
that came out heavily for me 
(and asked them to support 
Einig)," Carlson said. 

"I GOT 30 percent (in the 
general election) and Carlson 
got 26 percent. That adds up to 
56 percent and that's what I 
got," Einig said. 

Einig feels his support came 
from a cross section of stu¬ 
dents. 

"Usually greeks are most 
active and decide the election. 
This year it was the greeks and 
the dorm students," Einig said. 
"The greeks are becoming 
apathetic and the dorm students 
are getting more involved." 

With the election of the rest 
of the McCalpin ticket, as well 
as the fact that Einig has served 


only one year in Senate, many 
people were surprised by Einig's 
victory, including Einig. 

"OF COURSE I was 
surprised," Einig said. "One of 
the many main reasons I ran 
was so the other ticket wasn’t 
unopposed, so that they'd have 
to work for it (a victory). It 
sounds like Bradley wants a 
change." 

Another person who was 
surprised was Rekowski. "Sure 
it was a shock for me, but stu¬ 
dent elections are for the stu¬ 
dents. I've known Ray for a 
year...we're going to do what we 
can for the students." 

Einig said his first item of 
business would be to sit down 
with the other winners and 
reconcile their differences.

Einig considers bringing SAC 
under Senate control to be a 


long-range goal. "My changes 
will be evolutionary, not revolu¬ 
tionary." 

Einig would like to make 
himself available to students 
and encourages student input. 
He also would like to run a 
column in The Scout to reach 
students' "from the presidents 
desk." 


EINIG WOULD like his 

term as president to be a two- 
year job.

THE FORCE OF most of 
our action will be on educa¬ 
tional reform," she said of this 
coming legislative session in 
Springfield. 

Bloom said funds may have 
come from schools. There is a 
limited amount of revenue and 
the government helps decide 
the division and allocations of 
it. 

Dr. Ross Hoedel, special 
assistant to the Governor for 
Higher Education said, "We 
have reached an all-time record 
for higher budget secondary and 
elementary education aid," 
referring to proposals, not 
actual legislation. 

He discussed education pack¬ 
ages the Governor has proposed 
as part of his "Build Illinois" 
program, including educational 
opportunities for minorities, 
rebuilding the infrastructures of 
several colleges and universities 
in Illinois, undergraduate educa¬ 
tional initiatives, better coopera¬ 
tion between universities and 
high schools, and a proposal to 
offer scholarships on the basis 
of merit to high schoolers, 
regardless of financial need. 

This year, the governor's 
budget proposed a monetary 
award of $2850 rather that 
$2400-the largest increase ever. 

REPRESENTATIVE Woods 


Bowman said, "I am predicting 
this coming year will be the best 
in student financial aid of any 
year in the past. Not all propo¬ 
sals pass, but the Board of Edu¬ 
cation has a good track record." 

The federal government is 
proposing that no student be 
permitted to receive more than 
$4000 per year in loans and 
grants and that Pell Grants go 
to people from families with 
annual incomes of $25,000 or 
less. 

An American Council on 
Education study revealed that 
70 percent of the affected 
private university students come 
from families that make less 
that $12,000 per year. 

President Reagan also pro¬ 
poses a $30,000 income ceiling 
on loans, which would make 
500,000 students ineligible for 
government loans. In total, the 
proposed cuts amount to a 25 
percent decrease. Th^ cuts 
reflect the government’s 
emphasis on defense-related 
research. All colleges and 
universities will suffer from cut¬ 
backs in enrollments, particu¬ 
larly private universities. 

Illinois legislators are working 
on several pieces of legislation 
intended to soften the blow of 
the federal cuts. Senator Forest 
Etheredge said, "It’s been hard 
to keep pace with the rate of 
inflation and the rate at which

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Carusos dance on deficit

The Caruso Brothers may not 
have known it, but they were sing¬ 
ing and dancing on a deficit when 
they appeared at the Student 
Center last Friday njght. 

ACBU, the Inter Fraternity 
Council (IFC) and Panhellenic 
Council ran a deficit of $400 
through their co-sponsorship of the 
Caruso Brothers’ show. Dave Bross, 
president of ACBU, believes other 
greek activities and the alcohol pol¬ 
icy were two key reasons the show 
wasn’t successful. 

"ACBU is less than satisfied 
with IFC’s performance, i.e. Sigma 
Chi Derby Days, all campus beer 
bash, free band," Bross said. "They 
knew months in advance (since 
August) that the Carusos were 
coming and they should have been 
notified by the leadership of IFC 
about the co-sponsorship." 

This is the second co¬ 
sponsorship this year that ACBU 
has entered into with IFC/Panhel. 
The groups presented the Elvis 
Brothers act last fall as part of 


Greek Week and, Bross said, ACBU 
was not satisfied with IFC/Panhel 
support at that time either. 

IFC/Panhel did not publicize 
the event and did not mention it on 
the Greek Week posters they distri¬ 
buted, Bross said. The Elvis Broth¬ 
ers’ show ran a $300 deficit. 

After the first show, ACBU 
contacted IFC/Panhel about what 
they felt was a lack of effort and 
received a reply from Panhel. 
IFC/Panhel and ACBU signed a 
contract that required the greeks to 
contribute $100 and do "in house 
or internal" promotions for the 
Carusos, Bross said. 

Under the contract, the first 
$400 taken in admissions would 
have covered ACBU’s expenses, the 
next $100 would have gone to 
IFC/Panhel and any more income 
would have been divided among 
the groups. 

While Bross feels that lack of 
IFC participation was a factor in 
the low turn out for the Caruso 
Brothers, IFC President Mike For¬ 
man said IFC tried to publicize the

The metal truly did fly Tuesday night at the Robertson Memorial 
-ield House. The night was both generally predictable and occasionally 
surprising. 

One of the surprises was the addition of a third band-- Rough Cut 
opened the show. 

To their credit. Rough Cut worked very hard to get the audience to 
'espond. During the first song the lead singer took his wireless micro¬ 
phone in hand and walked down into the audience. He also said things 
like, "How many people come to party?", and "Anybody come to be mel¬ 
low can get the fuck out of here."

Accept was not much different, but their members were a bit more 
polished. There were more moments of diversity in its music, as evident in 
the slight changes in volume and the lead guitarist’s quick fingers surpass¬ 
ing those of his his colleague from Rough Cut. 

Krokus was different. To make sure that everyone knew who the main 
act was, all the stops were pulled on the lighting system when Krokus took 
the stage. After the show one of the lighting people was heard complaining 
about a beer that was spilled into the lighting control board. Maybe that 
was why Krokus was the only group that got to use the mirrored ball. 

Another notable technical problem was the annoying hum somewhere 
in lead guitarist Fernando von Arb’s guitar system 

Krokus was also the most musically diverse of the three bands. Its hit 
"Screaming in the Night" was a nice change from the constant fast and 
loud sound. It was also refreshing to hear a band’s talent in concert equal 
its talented studio recordings. 

The predominately Peorian audience loved Krokus and brought the 
group out for a four song encore. With 48,000 watts of screaming heavy 
metal pointed at an approximately 1,000 person audience, ACBU and Jam 
Productions delivered exactly what the audience paid for.

Peoria shakes it

show, but a lack of ACBU coopera¬ 
tion caused a problem. 

Forman said IFC "couldn’t put 
anything up until Friday," because 
"ACBU never got anything to him 
(the IFC public relations chair). 

Forman said he worked th*e 
show "to make sure that IFC was 
represented." 

As far as the competition with 
Sigma Chi’s Derby Days party, For¬ 
man said, "As IFC president, I can’t 
tell a fraternity not to have a 
party." 

"Every effort was made to do 
what we could, outside of asking 
Sigma Chi not to have a party," 
Forman said. 

The $100 loss by IFC/Panhel 
is not a major problem, Forman 


said. He wanted to "promote better 
participation," he said. "We can’t 
twist people’s arms and make them 
go to something." 

Peggy Sassorossi, director of 
the Student Activities Office and 
ACBU advisor, said the problem is 
not due to IFC/Panhel only. "It 
easily could have been a dorm 
council or one of the seven or eight 
programming groups on campus." 
She cited another incident when 
two different groups sponsored 
dance marathons the same night. 
"That didn’t reach this proportion 
or affect as many people," she said. 

Sassorossi wants to form a 
council of student groups to discuss 
activities and try to prevent the 
scheduling of too many major

events on campus at one time. She 
said she may also return to a past 
practise of publishing a student 
activities monthly calendar. 

Another problem was an 
admissions office release given to 
visiting high school seniors that 
"listed all happy hours and beer 
bashes that other organizations 
sponsored," Bross said. Sigma 
Chi’s party was not listed, Bross 
said, but other parties were. 

"The alcohol policy is all bark 
and no bite," he said. "How can the 
University communicate to student 
organizations such as ACBU that 
they want a de-emphasis of alcohol 
in student activity events" then 
publicize alcoholic events through 
the admissions office, Bross said. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associ¬ 
ate provost for student affairs, said 
his department is trying to decide 
"what we can do with a blatant 
situation in which alcohol is ran¬ 
domly and spontaneously 
used...including our kids who come 
to visit for the weekend." 

Next year, Gaisky said, the 
admissions department will "work 
with the organizations prior to Fall 
and Spring Weekends" to discuss 
the distribution of alcohol. He said 
the University does "not want to 
get into a policing situation" but 
does want to emphasize the legal 
responsibility organizations take on 
when they serve minors. 

The $600 deficit incurred by 
ACBU through the Caruso Brothers 
and the Elvis Brothers shows will 
have to be paid either by ACBU or 
by the Student Activities and 
Budget Review Board (SABRC) 
because the University does not 
allow student organization accounts 
to end the fiscal year over budget, 
Bross said. He thinks ACBU will be 
able to make up the money without 
going to SABRC.

sonal injury in return for U.S. 
cooperation. This tiny bit of real 
(although disguised) communi¬ 
cation from the supressed 
majority of South Africa must 
not go unheeded. 

The Sullivan Principles are a 
voluntary code of procedure all 
good and democratic U.S. firms 
follow in South Africa. 
Members promise non¬ 
segregation and fair employ¬ 
ment procedures in factories 
and yet are not obliged to make 
or even advocate changes in 
apartheid. 

The principles, sometimes 
referred to as "the Paper Princi¬ 
ples," eliminate any reason for 
action against the system and 
actually help to maintain control 
over blacks. 

Black leaders (those still 
alive) in South Africa admit 
divestment would hurt blacks 
economically, but in the long 
run would decrease and perhaps 
help terminate abusive minority 
rule. 

Black consciousness leader 
Steve Biko, murdered in 1977 
by South African police, said. 


"If Washington is really 
interested in contributing to the 
development of a just society in 
South * Africa, it would 
discourage investment in South 
Africa. We blacks are perfectly 
willing to suffer the conse¬ 
quences! We are quite accus¬ 
tomed to suffering." 

REPRESENTATIVES Carol 
Mosely Braun and Howard 
Brookins agree. Braun said of 
the decision to divest or not to 
divest, "It is a specious argu¬ 
ment. It is a fact that American 
companies do better by blacks, 
but they are still working within 
a mandated social structure. It's 
like saying that slavery on a 
better plantation makes slavery 
all right." 

Brookings said, "The only way 
we can hurt (the white minor¬ 
ity) is economically. I think we 
should back a policy that forces 
them to give civil rights to the 
blacks."

Ask 
General Motors, Ford, 
Chrysler, Caterpillar, IBM, 
Citicorp, Fluor Corporation of 
California, Exxon, Mobil, Tex¬ 
aco, Standard Oil of California, 
Control Data Corporation...

Increased attention has also 
meant increased conflicts on 
some campuses. 

A Michigan law requiring 
state institutions to divest is pit¬ 
ting legislators against educa¬ 
tors, who insist the politicians 
are intruding on college auton¬ 


omy. 

ANTI-APARTHEID forces 
at Oberlin College recently tried 
unsuccessfully to shut down the 
campus computer system and 
hold it until administrators sold 
SI25 million in South African- 
tied investments. 


On the other side of the pic¬ 
ture, a "prank" by Phi Gamma 
Delta members at Indiana 
University drew heavy criticism 
last month when they pulled 
white shirts over their heads 
and stood on the roof of their 
fraternity house during an anti- 
apartheid march.

Bradley was one of three Illinois universities chosen by the Illi¬ 
nois Asphalt Pavement Association to receive scholarship funds. 

University of Illinois-Champaign and Southern Illinois 
University-Edwardsville were also chosen. 

This year s winner was Bill Davison, a senior civil engineering 
major. Davison said that I.A.P.A. "recognizes that most CE majors 
don't know a thing about asphalt and their (I.A.P.A.'s) purpose is 
to stimulate interest in that area prior to graduation." 

Davison said the award came as a surprise and added "it makes 
those nights I stayed up late seem worthwhile.” 

PROFESSOR OF Civil Engineering Dr. Rathi Bhatacharva 
said the importance of asphalt is becoming more widely appreci¬ 
ated. He also said the fact that I.A.P.A. chose Bradley as one on 
the three schools in the state to receive a scholarship shows people 
are beginning to recognize that Bradlev is attracting quite a few 
brilliant scholars in the area of asphalt. 

More importantly, it shows that Bradley is sharing the respon¬ 
sibility of asphalt research that will benefit the whole nation " Bha- 
tacharya said. 

Bill Orr and Hans E. Schult, both CE majors, recently com- 
pleled a project that will make asphalt production more economical 
(Schult has since graduated). The project centered around coming 
up with an asphalt mix design that would utilize sulphur and meet 
standards of asphalt strength at a lower cost. 

Orr said liquid asphalt costs $180 per ton, while sulphur onlv 
costs S80 per ton. 

Orr said. 'The results of this project were sent to the Sulphur 
Institute and National Asphalt Paving Association, located in 
Washington, D.C. with the expectation of publishment or adapta¬ 
tion."

Co-directors of the Excel ’85 program have been granted 
$15,000 by the Illinois School Board of Education. 

Cecelia Lynch, assistant professor of secondary education, and 
James Stronge, assistant professor of education administration, are 
co-directors and co-developers of the program. "This is the second 
year the program will be implemented and is provided as a service 
to the community," Stronge said. 

The Excel program was designed as a summer institute for 
about 20 teachers to help them facilitate a service for gifted stu¬ 
dents. 

The program will also deal directly with gifted students. One 
hundred students from grades 4-9 will be chosen based on criteria 
set by Bradley. They will study space science, astronomy and 
selected math topics. 

ONE HUNDRED MORE students will be invited back from 
last year's program. These students will be divided into two groups. 
Students from grades 4-6 will study environmental science, and 
those from grades 7-9 will study chemistry and physics. 

"To be chosen, students must meet two out of three of the fol¬ 
lowing: an IQ of 120 or higher, score significantly above their grade 
level on a standardized achievement test, plus two recommenda¬ 
tions from their school's personnel," Stronge said. 

"The program will be predominantly on the Bradley campus, 
but there will be a number of field sight experiences as well," he 
said. The program will run June 3-July 12.

The Braves 7-3 win came on Saturday in the 
second game of a doubleheader.

The Braves haven’t been hitting well as a 
team for the last few games, Coach Dewey Kal- 
mer said. The Panthers outhit the Braves 23-12 
for both games. 

PANTHERS PITCHER Brian Corn held the 
Braves hitless for four innings until Melvin 
reached base with a double.

Losing pitcher Mark Giles had control prob¬ 
lems, walking seven batters and striking out none 
in his six innings of work. 


In game two, with the score tied at four, 
Panizzi made a diving catch of Kevin Smith's line 
drive to send the game into extra innings. 

The Panthers gave the Braves the game in 
the bottom of the eighth inning when third base- 
man Tim Torricelli muffed Kuhlman’s grounder 
to allow Paul Sebby to score from second base. 

John Parris got the win in relief, raising his 
record to 2-0. 

THE BRAVES were home Wednesday and 
split a doubleheader with the visiting St. Xavier 
Cougars. The Braves won the first 7-5 and lost 
the second 9-7. 

The first game was a seesaw affair with the 
Cougars taking an early 1-0 lead in the first 
inning. 

The Braves came back in their half of the 
first to tie the game.

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Bradley issued 
NLRB complaint

The National Labor Relations 
Board issued a complaint 
against Bradley April 17 stating 
that changes in working condi¬ 
tions in the maintenance depart¬ 
ment were made improperly. 

Michael Ryan, NLRB acting 
regional director, said Jerry 
Boyea, Bradley director of facili¬ 
ties maintenance, sent a memo 
to workers informing them they 
could not leave the campus for 
lunch. 

Ryan said workers had been 
allowed to leave the campus and 
gel meals elsewhere. 

Ryan said the change is not a 
violation of the union’s con¬ 
tract. "What they’re (Bradley) 
doing is not illegal—the way 
they did it" is the problem. 

GARY ANNA, VICE 
president for Business Affairs, 
said he was aware of the 
change. 

"It wasn’t a change the 
employees made themselves. 
We discussed the change with 
the engineers. The men were 
informed," Anna said. 

International Union of 
Operating Engineers Local #399 
listed 16 people on the charge it 
filed with the NLRB. All arc 
engineers at Bradley. 


The complaint was made 
against Bradley and Anna and 
Boyea were specifically named 
as agents. 

Ryan said, "The University 
made the decision without con¬ 
sidering the union's right to 
bargain. It’s in violation of 
federal statute. You don't make 
changes in terms of employ¬ 
ment" without bargaining. 

THE NLRB GAVE the 
University a chance to settle, 
"but they denied," Ryan said. 

Local #399 fited~-*>Harges with 
the NLRB on March 6. The 
charges were investigated and 
the complaint was issued, Ryan 
said. 

A trial will be held by an 
administrative law judge on 
June 20. "We hope to settle 
these things without litigation. 
In most instances it does settle," 
Ryan said. 

If the complaint went to trial 
and Bradley lost, the University 
would have to meet with the 
union to bargain an agreement. 

Anna declined to comment 
further on the matter staling, 
"We arc in the process of dis¬ 
cussing the matter with the 
engineers." 

Boyea could not be reached 
for comment. 


Ex-security officer brings 
new suit against Bradley

A former security officer has filed a suit against Bradley alleg¬ 
ing that she was fired in retaliation to a report she made about 
misconduct by an administrator in 1983. 

James Carter, attorney for Patricia Sier, said the suit claims 
Sier’s firing was actually "retaliatory discharge," but. would not dis¬ 
cuss the case further. 

In February 1983 Sier wrote a police report detailing an 
incident in which former Vice President for Business Affairs James 
Koopman cut the chest of a female custodian with broken glass. 
Koopman later pleaded guilty of reckless conduct in connection 
with the incident. 

Sier originally filed suit for S2 million in damages against the 
University and Director of Security and Communications Dave 
Baer and former personnel manager Ronald Moss. Carter said that 
suit was "voluntarily dismissed by the plaintiff’s attorney" and that 
Bradley is "the only named defendant" in this case. 

SIER IS SEEKING compensatory and punitive "damages in 
excess of $15,000," Carter said. The exact amount will be decided 
by the jury, he said. 

In a letter given to Sier by Baer and Moss on April 23, 1983, 
her termination was attributed to her "work record and... related 
infractions of University standards." 

Baer said he did not know Sier had initiated the new suit until 
he read a story in the Journal Star. In that story. Director of Public 
Information and University Relations A1 Orendorff said Sier’s ter¬ 
mination was unrelated to the report she issued on Koopman.

Bradley Director of facilities 
maintenance Jerry Boyea has 
recently’come under fire from 
students protesting alleged 
mismanagement and unfair 
labor practices.

Student winning battle against alcohol and drugs 

ever I was doing wasn't work-

"/ can look back now, when I 
first started drinking, I liked the 
effect it gave me. I always drank 
to gel that feeling. I can 
remember being 10 years old and 
stealing a shot of booze. At 
Thanksgiving, Dad would let me 
have wine. God, it tasted great. 
I’d pound it down, feel great, so 
I’d have another one. He’d say 
Hey, you’re supposed to sip the 
wine. That’s how you do it 
socially. ’ I could never grasp that. 
I guess I have what they call an 
addictive personality... I still 
do.”'- David, alcoholic and drug 
addict, age 21. 

A year and a half ago, David 
hit rock bottom. His five years 
of drinking and drug abuse had 
gotten out of hand. He no 
longer had control of himself. 
He was ready to give up. 

Instead, with the coercion of 
a counselor and some friends, 
David, then a Bradley sopho¬ 
more, was admitted to the 28- 
day, Proctor Hospital Chemical 
Dependency Center’s drug 
rehabilitation program. 

"I knew I had a problem, and 
it was affecting the people 
around me. 1 had hit bottom. 1 
had nowhere else to go. I was 
willing to listen and they were 


able to build me back up and 
give me the confidence to han¬ 
dle life without alcohol." 

David recalls the events that 
led to his admission to the reha¬ 
bilitation program. 

"ONE NIGHT I was ham¬ 
mered. I started tearing things 
up in my fraternity house, 
where I was living at the lime. 
At 1 a.m. the president of the 
fraternity called up Dean King 
and got him out of bed. I had 
half the house trying to hide me 
from the dean, and the other 
half trying to find me. 

"1 was blacked out in my 
room. I had fits of rage, crying, 
laughter This is what they told 
me. I don’t remember any of 
this. 

"They called Proctor and said 
they were bringing me in, 1 
tried to jump out of the car, and 
I started getting violent. I got 
there and signed an "x" for my 
name. That’s about all 1 
remember." 

The next day, a counselor at 
Proctor convinced him to slay 
the weekend to rest. On Mon¬ 
day, David could decide if he 
wanted to stay with the 
program. 

"Once l started talking to peo¬ 
ple, I saw a light in their eyes, 
and happiness and hope. What- 


ing. I was ready to try some¬ 
thing new. 

"I STUCK IT out-1 stayed 
the 28 days. That was a year 
and a half ago. I have drank a 
couple of times since then, but 
in the last year and a half. I’ve 
only drank maybe six or seven 
days. 

"If I don't drink today. I’ve 
made it. I can’t worry about 
drinking tomorrow or did 1 
drink yesterday. I try to live for 
today, because today’s the only 
day you can do anything about." 

David can now look back and 
see how his disease progressed. 

"I didn’t get sick overnight. I 
was into cocaine, marijuana, I 
tried LSD, I freebased for quite 
a long time, and that’s scary. I 
used drugs probably every day 
for five years, so I didn't get 
sick in one day and I’m not 
going to get better in one day. 

"The first year I was into 
drugs, when I was a junior in 
high school, they really got me 
psyched up. It seems I did 
things better. Sports were 
better. Just my motivation was 
higher when I was on drugs. 

MY SENIOR YEAR I 
started getting repercussions. It 
wasn’t giving me the feeling I

The Morton Caterpillar site is again being considered for 
development, this time for a joint Chrysler/Mitsubishi mini-van manufacturing 
plant Robert Marcusse, president of the Economic Development Council for 
the Peoria Area, said he is trying to convince the companies to choose the 
Morton s'te instead of one in Bloomington-Normal, but if the project ends up 
in the Bloomington-Normal area it would still benefit Peoria. 

The plant would employ about 2500 and the area suppliers to the plant 
would generate about 8000 more jobs. Mitsubishi said it is only interested in 
a Bloomington-Normal site, but Marcusse said Chrysler's recent interest in 
Peoria could land the project here. 

. Caterpillar Tractor Co. recently purchased the New York 
based Raterp.llar Tractor Company for $500. Raterpillar is a company with no 
products and was formed accidentally in January 1 984. The company's only 
assests were two rats, which Caterpillar refused to take.

BU student 
victim of 
salmonella

A Bradley senior was released 
from Methodist Medical Center 
Monday morning after she 
recovered from salmonella pois¬ 
oning. 

Lori Kodrich, a business 
management major, experi¬ 
enced cramps, nausea, diarrhea^ 
chills and a fever on April 13, 
and was diagnosed as having 
salmonella poisoning two days 
later, she said. She spent one 
week in the hospital. 

Kodrich is one of 12,169 peo¬ 
ple in six states who have con¬ 
tracted the disease over the last 
month. The disease has been 
linked to milk distributed by 
Jewel food stores in Illinois, a 
spokesperson for the Illinois 
Department of Public Health 
said. 

Kodrich believes she con¬ 
tracted the disease by drinking 
some milk at a doughnut shop 
in Springfield while visiting her 
parents for Easter. She said no 
one else in her family became 
ill. 

KODRICH SAID her tem¬ 
perature reached 102 while she 
was hospitalized. 


Raiborn removed 
from position

Dr. Mitchell Raiborn was removed as accounting department 
chair Monday after John Hitt, provost and vice president for 
academic affairs, overrode a recall vote taken last week. 

Raiborn was asked to resign three weeks ago after he publicly 
criticized the University’s funding policies in the Journal Star , The 
Bradley Scout and a Student newsletter. 

When Raiborn declined to voluntarily resign, a recall vote was 
taken among members of the accounting faculty. The vote, April 
12, was in Raiborn’s.f ivor. The matter was then referred to Hitt by 
the dean of the accounting department, J. Taylor Sims. 

When contacted by the Scout, Sims declined comment because 
it is against University policy to comment on internal matters, he 
said. 

IN A MEMO TO students, faculty and staff, Raiborn said Hitt 
told him "the inability of the chairman and dean to work together., 
(his) ASA (Accounting Student Association) newsletter... and 
related article in the Bradley Scow" were factors in his dismissal. 

Raiborn said Hitt told him writing the hewsletter and disclosing 
management problems was unethical. 

Raiborn said this policy "was net listed in any of the faculty 
handbooks." 

He said he offered to let the dean read all articles he submitted 
to the ASA newsletter prior to publication, but Sims wasn 
interested. 

RAIBORN SAID, "To me, the ASA newsletter was appropn 
ate. If we are not free to express our views and concerns, then we 
truly have a unique management style." 

Although Raiborn offered to finish out the semester as chaii 
without the official title, Sims will assume those responsibilities 
Raiborn will continue to teach accounting at Bradley.

WHY questions 

Communication in action is not what it was. 

A face off was what it was. 

The two sides lined up on either side of the table. The 
students had strength in numbers and the administration had 
suits. 

The students also had a list of questions, belligerent and 
pointed though they were. 

THE ADMINISTRATION HAD answers, although it 
sounded more like defenses. 

The meeting between the "top brass” of Bradley and the 
students Friday delivered, as might have been expected, 
practically nothing. 

The main problem here is that there is little in the way 
of concrete facts to discuss. 

What the students have, unfortunately, is a lot of rumor 
and inuendo. To their credit, Mike Bauer, president of The 
WHY Team, has informed us that his organization is 
continuing to investigate allegations in a responsible manner. 

INVESTIGATING ALLEGATIONS of mismanage¬ 
ment in maintenance is not easy, though, and made harder 
because people are afraid to talk. This fear was brought out 
at the meeting Friday and the administrators present seemed 
to be surprised. That in itself is surprising. 

Of course people are afraid to talk. "I’ve got a kid to 
support," one maintenance worker told us. That worker 
didn’t want to jeopardize a job for the sake of getting at the 
truth. 

Another big problem brought out at the meeting is the 
apparent closing of the "open door” to administrative offices 
at Bradley. The administrators really seem concerned about 
this issue, and they should be. 

The "open door" is one of the more attractive features of 
Bradley. Top administrators are almost anonymous at large 
schools but it is not surprising at Bradley to see, and discuss 
things with, "top brass". 

BUT WHEN STUDENTS are constantly confronted 
with "we don’t discuss things like that," or "why do you care 
about that, it’s none of your business," they become 
discouraged and frustrated. 

It’s no surprise that the meeting last week yielded so lit¬ 
tle. With so little to openly discuss, what can really be said.

Members of The WHY (We 
help you) Team, students and 
senators met with four adminis¬ 
trators last Friday to discuss 
concerns about the facilities 
department. 

President of the University 
Martin G. Abegg, Vice 
President for Academic Affairs 
John Hitt, Vice President for 
Business Affairs Gary Anna and 
Acting Associate Provost for 
Student Affairs Alan Gaisky 
answered questions prepared by 
the group and raised questions 
of their own. 

The group discussed a 
requested maintenance audit, 
worker grievances and director 
of maintenance and facilities 
Jerry Boyea. 

When questioned about 
audits, Anna said an external 
audit is done by the Price 


Waterhouse accounting firm of 
all operations in the University 
business office and an internal 
auditor does spot checks and 
reports to Abegg and the 
finance committee of the Board 
of Trustees. 

IN TERMS OF conversa¬ 
tions that Fve heard, there has 
not been an audit of facilities," 
Anna said. 

In reference to the 
grievances, Anna said he 
believed there are more now 
than in the past, but attributed 
this to the work that is being 
done. 

He said that in some cases, 
the workers are not skilled at 
the level needed. 

A question was asked about 
Boyea's past employment 
record. 

ABEGG SAID Boyea was 
hired by former Vice President 
of Business Affairs James 


Koopman and his past was not 
researched by any of the 
administrators at Friday's meet¬ 
ing. 

After the meeting. The WHY 
Team staged a protest which 
received the attention of the 
local media. They carried signs 
that claimed Bradley was unfair 
to students and workers. 

Mike Bauer, president of The 
WHY Team, said the adminis¬ 
trators heard what the students 
had to say but didn't give them 
the slightest chance to get 
something done. Bauer said the 
administrators referred to the 
students' views as one sided. 
"This is not true, we talked to 
administrators, faculty 

members, students, mainte¬ 
nance workers and Boyea...no 
way were we one sided." 

Anna said he was satisfied

Representation to increase

A proposal to include two 
student representatives on the 
University Strategic Planning 
Committee was passed April 15. 

Student University Senator 
Laura Hays submitted the pro¬ 
posal to include an extra stu¬ 
dent representative. The ad hoc 
committee to establish a stand¬ 
ing Strategic Planning Commit¬ 
tee originally proposed that one 
student represent the student 
body. 

"There should be two stu¬ 
dents at large, appointed by the 
Student Senate Executive 
Board, with approval of the Stu¬ 
dent Senate," the proposal 
stated. The all-school president 
is the only student serving on 
the Strategic Planning Commit¬ 
tee. 

One student cannot represent 
the views of 5000 students," 
Hays said. 

DR. ALAN GALSKY, acting 
associate provost for Student 
Affairs, supported the amend¬ 
ment, saying that students 
should have more representa¬ 
tion on the Committee. He also 
proposed that a representative 
from Student Affairs be

represented as well. The motion 
was also approved by the Brad¬ 
ley University Senate. 

The person to serve will be 
appointed by President Abegg 
in consultation with the provost 
and vice president for Academic 
Affairs and the associate pro¬ 
vost for Student Affairs. 

There is no one from Student 
Affairs serving on the Strategic 
Planning Committee now. Gai¬ 
sky cited reasons the division of 
Student Affairs should be 
represented. "The division of 
Student Affairs represents and 
has responsibility for all of our 
students and is charged with 
providing a positive social, phy¬ 
sical, developmental and educa¬ 
tional environment for our stu¬ 
dents outside the classroom," 
Gaisky said. 

"Our division has the respon¬ 
sibility for recruiting quality stu¬ 
dents to our campus, providing 
vital services which s enhance 
their ability to be successful in 
monitoring their satisfaction, 
and providing satisfactory place¬ 
ment upon graduation," he said. 

Next year the Strategic Plan¬ 
ning Committee will consist of 
the follow : ng: the provost and

"Senate should be 
given the budget early, so that 
Senate can look it over and ask 
questions. Then we can make a 
good decision on whether to OK 
it or not," Godiner said. 

ALL-SCHOOL Treasurer Pal 
Lyons doesn't think that a line- 
by-line budget can be presented 
or approved by Senate. "There 
are 172 pages of line items. It 
took three weeks working three 
hours a day to go over it with 
only eight people. There are 
also contract, collective bargain¬ 
ing and dosed meeting laws in 


effect, and I can’t do anything 
about them," he said. 

All-school President Ray 
Einig said, "SABRC is a 
presidential committee, so if 
Senate does not approve the 
budget. President Abcgg can- 
Senate’s approval is a token 
approval. If we can get the 
budget and it takes having an 
emergency meeting, then we'll 
stand up to that challenge. 

"Next year we hope to have a 
committee to look into SABRC, 
on either tying it closer to Sen¬ 
ate or cutting ties with it. There 
are a lot of inconsistencies. 
Senate is allowed to approve the 
budget in the spring, but not in 
the fall," Einig said.

was getting before. 1 still 
couldn’t put it down. It was that 
important in my life." 

That year, David, an A-B stu¬ 
dent, dropped his physics and 
calculus classes and flunked 
English. He ended up taking 
summer school and not gra¬ 
duating with his class. 

"Even though I flunked out 
of high school, 1 still graduated 
with a 3.2. I was captain of the 
football and hockey teams, and 
a member of the honor society. 
A lot of good things were hap¬ 
pening, too. How could I have a 
problem?" 

David took a year of!' before 
going to college. He worked 
seven days a week as a laborer 
for a construction company. 

"I was making good money, 
working long hours, and that 
opened up a room for me to 
buy a lot of coke. We’d smoke 
joints on the job. I didn’t see 
anything wrong with what 1 was 
doing, it just didn’t seem 
fulfilling enough." 

WHEN DAVID decided to 
go to college, he also decided to 
give up pot and limit his drink¬ 
ing. 

"There were definitely periods 
here I would swear off' it. I 
think I made it five or six days 
once. The second day at school 
someone offered me a joint. I 
said ’Yeah, let’s go get stoned.’" 

As a freshman, he was able 
to pass his classes without much 
studying. He got a D in calculus 
because "you had to work at 
that." 

David started having 
blackouts his sophomore year. 


"It got really bad. I was drink¬ 
ing all day and missing classes. I 
was doing things that I had no 
recollection of. I couldn’t han¬ 
dle the pressure. I was getting 
paranoid to even leave my 
room. I was paranoid to answer 
the phone. 

"I HAD NO conception of 
life past 30. I thought the 
sooner I met my maker and 
died, the better off* I’d be." 

David believes the night he 
was driven to Proctor was a sign 
from God. 

"I definitely believe it was a 
miracle. God was watching after 
me and put the right people in 
my life to get me help. 

"Now that I’ve been shown, 
it’s my responsibility to look 
after myself and do what I 
know is right for me. I know 
God’s will for me today is that I 
don’t drink." 

After being released from 
Proctor, David moved into the 
dorms because he did not think 
he was ready to handle the 
atmosphere in the fraternity. He 
also joined a self-help group 
and still attends regular meet¬ 
ings. 

THE GROUP HELPED him 

admit that alcohol had control, 
making his life unmanageable. 
He also learned that alcoholism 
is a disease, not an inadequacy. 

"The feeling that I wasn’t 
adequate enough, that I didn’t 
have the willpower to give it up, 
was lifted off' my shoulders. 

"I did these things because I 
was a sick person. It wasn’t that 
I’m a bad person trying to be a 
good person. I was a sick person 
trying to get well." 

Continued support from his 
family, friends and group meet¬ 


ings aided his reentry to Brad- 
lev. 

"I was very humble when I 
came out. In that you gel a cer¬ 
tain amount of respect. I admit¬ 
ted I had a problem and I was 
doing something about it. Peo¬ 
ple admired that. I think they 
questioned themselves, too. 

"IT WAS A sobering experi¬ 
ence for my friends. Some even 
curtailed their usage. My frater¬ 
nity brothers knew me when I 
was drinking and they liked me 
a helluva lot better now that 
I’m not." 

His life seemed to pick up 
immediately. He got a 3.8 that 
spring and was elected to a 
major office in his fraternity. 
The following semester he 
moved back into the house. 

He still goes to parties and 
occasionally goes to bars, but 
staying sober remains his lop 
priority. 

"I just grab my 6-pack of 
Coke. I can have just as much 
fun as the next person, even if 
I’m stone sober." 

David readily admits it isn’t 
always easy. 

"THERE WERE TIMES 

when the desire to drink started 
to come back. But my worst 
days today are far better than 
my best days when I was drink¬ 
ing. 

"Meanwhile, I continue to 
revamp my values and to search 
for my purpose. I’ve developed 
a conscious relationship with 
God. I continually ask, ’What 
does God want me to do?’ And 
I ask myself, ’Do I want to be 
doing this or don’t I want to be 
doing this?' 

"It’s a proven fact of the past 
that when I’m in control, I

Color, creativity 
mark Franklin’s 
exhibit

Extraordinary color and 
creativity mark the work of Angela 
Franklin in her Master Thesis Exhi¬ 
bition, now in the Hartmann Center 
Gallery. 

Franklin’s show consists of 
metalwork and paintings. The basic 
theme behind her work is one of 
scenes from everyday life, and a 
secondary one is of animals. 

Franklin’s paintings show 
street scenes done in vibrant, 
almost tropical colors. At first these 
works would seem to convey a feel 
ing of solitude or loneliness, but 
Franklin’s excellent coloring tech¬ 
niques makes them transcend 
outright loneliness. One soon 
becomes familiar and content with 
Franklin’s streets, homes and 
figures. 

Franklin’s wonderful sense of 
color once again appears in her 
enameled metal works. Scenes of 
everyday life are presented again. I 
am Thankful for My Bit of Sky is 
three- sided pyramid. Each side 
shows a different scene done with 
layers upon layers, which add yet 
another dimension to the work. 

"And Upon This Rock" is a 
wallpiece (depicting a church) done 
with jewel-like precision. This piece 
was done in sections with each sec¬ 
tion fitting into the next, combining 
delicate pastels with more vibrant 
hues. 

Franklin’s exhibition also con 
tains four bowls made of copper 
with enamel. These pieces show 
Franklin’s interest in animals and 
animal forms. One copper bowl has 
animals wrapped around the sides 
with heads and legs projecting from 
the piece to become a support for 
it. Yet another one takes 
peacock’s feather to create its inte¬ 
rior color and design. 

The focal point of the exhibit 
are the raised and enameled birds 
that are placed in a gestural 
arrangement. Each bird is elegant 
and seemingly inquisitive, and has 
a presence all its own. These birds 
are also embodied with vibrant and 
glowing color. 

Franklin’s work is truly unique 
and worthy of attention. The exhi 
bit runs through today. _ 


Art explodes

It didn't look like a school. Bodies, both young 
and old, sprawled on the lawn, browsed through the 
crafts show and maybe stopped for ice-cream.

Thus began Saturday afternoon’s "Spring Dynam¬ 
ite: Explosion of the Arts" program in Olin Quad, 
featuring the Bradley Madrigal Singers, Symphonic 
Winds and Chorale and singer/songwriter/guitarist Jim 
Hiller. 

The Madrigal Singers’ 12:30 p.m. performance set 
the tone for the afternoon with an informal yet ener¬ 
getic program. Their 15-minute set of Renaissance 
music, though surprisingly short, was marked by a 
low-key vivacity that would pervade the remainder of 
the afternoon. 

After a brief break, the Symphonic Winds literally 
blew into the quad, negotiating a strong wind while 
performing a varied program. The high point was a 
collection of four Scottish dances. During the first, the 
low brass ripped up into the stratosphere, while the 
second featured melodies played by the clarinets and 
flutes. The fourth and shortest pitted the roaring lows 
of the brass against the whispering woodwind highs for 
an effective contrast and powerful end. 

It was back to vocal music when the Bradley 
Chorale stepped into the sunlight for 45 minutes of 
pure class. Directed by the retiring John Davis and 
gearing up for a summer trip to Europe, Chorale forged

through a set as eclectic as that of 
the Symphonic Winds. "Shenan¬ 
doah" was as warm and comforting 
as a quilt by the fireside on Christ¬ 
mas eve, while "Haste Thee 
Nymph" rollicked with a New 
Year’s Eve’s bawdiness.

There was a birthday party at the Dingeldine Music Center Friday, 
but it wasn’t your usual cake-and-ice-cream affair. 

This year marks the 300th birthday of J.S. Bach and G.F. Handel. To 
commemorate the occasion, the Bradley University division of music 
presented the Seventh Annual Bach Festival. 

Bach and Handel were two of the baroque era’s best composers. 
Under the direction of Dr. Harry Spell, the University Chamber Orchestra 
did justice to their works. 

The orchestra performed "Concerto for Orchestra in F major" and 
i "Concerto Grosso in D major" by Handel, and "Brandenburg Concerto in 
G and F major" by Bach.

The "Brandenburg Concerto in G major" was the highlight of the 
evening. The flute, oboe and French horn were silent for this concerto.

Dizzy delights 
crowd at ISU

Though an American musician, 
his style has been called "Chinese 
music," but when Louis Armstrong 
so labeled the music of jazz legend 
Dizzy Gillespie, he was not far from 
the truth. 

Gillespie demonstrated how 
all-encompassing his music is 
Wednesday night at ISU. 
Throughout the two-hour set, the 
trumpeter’s quintet touched on 
world music styles, from be-bop to 
latin, funk to African and Mid- 
Eastern back to be-bop. And he led 
the more-than-willing crowd of 
about 900 with his refreshing wit 
and sense of humor. 

After "Blues Walk," the 
opener, Gillespie thanked the audi¬ 
ence for the "tumultous ovation" 
and "profound ebulence," saying 
the band was "delight to be here 
tonight. We re delighted to be any¬ 
where tonight." Introducing his "A 
Night in Tunisia," he called it a 
tune that was "vassissitudes of the 
contingent world and has moved 
int an odyssey into the realm of the 
metaphysical. No sh--." 

The music, though, needed no 
humor to carry it. The band, con¬ 
sisting of Sayyd Abdful Alkabyyr 
on clarinet, barritone sax and flute, 
his son Nassir on drums, John Lee, 
once a member McCoy Tyner’s 
group, on bass and pianist Walter 
Davis Jr., formerly of Art Blakey’s 
Jazz Messengers, was tight 
throughout and consistently respon¬ 
sive to soloists. Davis, especially, 
provided more than stable support, 
molding his accompaniment to the 
individual styles of each soloist. 

Alkabyyr’s reed solos, filled 
with high register squels, honks and 
rips were easily the most humorous 
of the quintet, while his son kept 
his drum solos fresh with ideas and 
motiffs that built upon each other, 
creating complex musical state¬ 
ments. Lee turned in some of the 
most melodic electric bass solos 
these ears have heard in quite some 
time, while Davis’ juxtaposition of 
jagged and flowing lines worked 
perfectly. 

But not surprisingly, 
Gillespie’s solos were far and away 
the most impressive with his range 
and sense of rhythm, melody and 
harmony as strong Wednesday as 
ever. His four bar break on "Tun¬ 
isia" was vintage Gillespie, taking 
the listener back to Birdland or 
Minton’s in the mid-forties. 

And just as Gillespie of old 
pioneered the fusion of latin 
rhythms and jazz, Gillespie today is 
drawing upon African and Mid 
Eastern elements, as well as funk. 
Witness "Con Alma," which began 
as a piano solo ballad. The band 
entered and turned he piece into a 
funk number before settling into a 
light latin groove. "The Land of 
Milk and Honey," with its quasi 
latin/funk beat and Mid-Eastern 
melody sounded like a Semitic 
"Oye Como Va." 

"Tenga," which shifted 
between latin and swing, brought 
the crowd to their feet and Gil¬ 
lespie out for a two song encore. 
The first, in which Gillespie cajoled 
the audience to sing along, was a

Jazzin’

"I laughed. 1 cried. They 
became a part of me.” So went the 
sarcastic words of Jim Meadows, 
WCBU jazz disc jockey, after hear¬ 
ing the first set of Bradley’s ASH 
Quintet. On second thought, that 
statement is not too far from the 
truth. 

Jazz may be an unappreciated 
art today, but contrary to the fears 
of some, it is not dying. It lived 
Tuesday night at the Dingeldine 
Music Center through the hearts, 
hands and lips of five men who 
held and played their instruments 
with passion and fervor. 

Tony "Moose” Hill, from 
whose initials the band’s name is 
derived, plays trumpet; Jamie 
Falker is on trombone; Joe Cor¬ 
rado, guitar; Joe Bunts, bass; and 
Scott Miller, drums. 

The band began as a quartet 
last spring and added Falker last 
fall. They are a cohesive group and 
capable individual soloists, each 
having his moment in the sun. 

Tuesday’s session opened with 
the a capella procession of Nat 
Adderley’s bluesy "Working." In 
"Night in Tunisia" the melodic gar¬ 
ble that repeatedly and miracu¬ 
lously transmuted into a consonant, 
euphonious cadence was like feed¬ 
ing confusion into a computer and 
having it all sorted out. "Taking the 
’A’ Train," made famous by Duke 
Ellington, featured fresh solo 
interpretations. 

After a brief break, Miller 
returned in a multi-colored dashiki. 


The band dedicated "Georgia," the 
first tune of the set, to Larry 
Dennis, a jazz trumpeter in the 
audience, but they forgot to men¬ 
tion that fact until after the ballad. 
This profound, lyrical composition 
showed the band’s soft touch, as 
Miller brushed his way through 
Falker’s finest solo. 

The next piece, known both as 
"Carnival" and "Black Orpheus," 
started with Corrado’s tender guitar 
and swelled into a Latin mood, 
driven by the "click-click" of 


Miller’s sticks striking the drums’ 
edges. Corrado’s solo was excellent, 
showing his mastery of a legato 
style. 

In "Afro-Blue" by Mongo Sun- 
tamaria, Bunts experimented with 
leaping intervals, taking the melody 
and pounding it against the neck of 
his bass until working it thin and 
handing it to Corrado, whose stac¬ 
cato solo disturbed me by departing 
from his initial flowing style. From 
the rocking waltz of Miller’s traps, 
a nursery rhyme rocked its way for 


a few lines through Hill’s horn, as 
the band picked it up and played 
along. 

"All of Me," by Simons and 
Marks, unremarkably and painlessly 
ended the concert. For those who 
had time to dawdle, the band came 
out for an encore in which Miller 
played his only solo. His drumming 
roared and fell, like cascading 
thunder, or shuffled along unob¬ 
trusively, complementing the rest 
of the band. The myriad of com¬

Navy Officers Get Responsibility Fast.

’til tuesday made its concert 
debut in Peoria as the opening act 
for Hall & Oates’ April 11 appear¬ 
ance at the Civic Center. Now it is 
making its debut on the record 
scene with its first album for Epic 
records. Voices Carry. 

It’s a promising start for this 
Boston quartet. Fronted by star¬ 
tlingly thin, outrageously blond 
lead singer Aimee Mann, til tues¬ 
day produces a full, well orches¬ 
trated sound that isn’t as original as 
it is easy on the ear. Joey Pesce on 
keyboards produces a smoothly 
flowing synthesizer line that meshes 
easily with Mann’s twangy bass, 
Michael Hausman’s rhythm tracks 
and Robert Holmes’ lead guitar. 

The band makes music that is 
a melange of familiar post-new- 
wave pop sounds. On several cuts, 
most notably "Love in a Vacuum," 
Mann sounds much like Missing 
Persons’ Dayle Bozzio, while on 
moodier cuts like "You Know the 
Rest," her voice is more reminis¬ 
cent of Stevie Nicks with Fleet- 
wood Mac backup vocals. 

’til tuesday’s song titles, 
"Maybe Monday," "Watch Me 
Bleed," and "I Could Get Used to 
This" are as catchy as its lyrics, 
which aren’t terribly challenging, 
but are nonetheless satisfying. It 
plays off the sound of a word, turn¬ 
ing its meaning around, and giving 
cliched phrases new life. 

’til tuesday has the talent but 
needs time to develop a style that 
will set them apart from its peers. 
With tracks like "Love in a 
Vacuum," and "Winning the War," 
the group has established a firm 
base to grow on. 


Husker Du’s New Day Rising 
on SST records is one of the most 
accessible punk records to be 
released since punk rock first 
reared its spiky head eight years 
ago. 

The Minneapolis trio, 
singer/songwriter/guitarist Bob 

Mould, singer/songwriter/drummer 
Grant Hart, and bassist Greg Nor¬ 
ton, deliver everything that is good 
about punk music. New Day Rising 
has all the distorted guitars, 
snap/loping bass line and screaming 
vocals any new waver could want 
with one difference: the vocals are 
on key. 

Husker Du produces some 
surprisingly diverse tracks on this 
album. From the side-splittingly 
•funny "Books about UFO s, to the 
pruriently punk "Watcha Drinkin’" 
with its shrieking (but still on key) 
vocals, to the strangely surprising 
"Celebrated Summer" which throws 
a slower section in the middle for 
effect -kind of like throwing Muzak 
in the Sex Pistols, it’s a happily 
eclectic mixture. 

New Day Rising is what 
should come from the combination 
of punk, new wave and pop music- 
-danceable, accessible, powerful, 
hip and as fun as a fast-spin ride on 
a rollercoaster. This album could 
convert those who think of punk 
music as "road noise," or tune¬ 
less." 

Mould’s flying lead guitar, 
Norton’s urgently thumping bass 
line, and Hart’s frenetic drumming 
pull you hook, line and sinker into 
their music. Husker Du is dutch for 
"do you remember?" and the Husk- 
ers are definitely worth remember¬ 
ing.

1981 stated that worker's moral 
in maintenance was low due to 
lack of communication and a 
disrespectful attitude displayed 
by Boyea in regards to worker's 
skills. Those interviewed for the 
article attributed the problem to 
mismanangement by Boyea. 

"Charges leveled at Boyea 
included racism sexism and 
authoritarianism," the article 
stated. WVSC Director of food 
service Clyde Wilson told The 
Yellow Jacket* "He is prejudiced, 
and I want you to quote me on 
that." 

Winfred Claytor, a former 
security worker at WVSC, said 
in the article, "Boyea told all 
security personnel students 
were 'not an important part of 
the campus and we should not 
have a friendly relationship with 
them.’" 

Boyea started at Bradley in 
1983 following his resignation 
from WVSC in 1982. He could 
not be reached for comment.

Bradley researching 
recreational possibilities

The possibility of creating more recreational 
facilities on campus is being discussed by the. 
administration. 

Dr. Alan Gaisky, acting associate provost for 
Student Affairs, said the administration would 
like to submit a plan late next year after research¬ 
ing the feasibility of creating more facilities. 

Gaisky said the administration has no 
definite location'in mind and doesn't know what 
the facilities will include. The facilities may be 
located on land with buildings scheduled for 
demolition, like Duryea Hall. He's sure tennis 
courts would be one of the facilities included. 
Softball and soccer practice fields are possibilities 
but the University has no intention of building a 
stadium, he said. 

Bradley may acquire a varsity soccer team. 
"There is a good deal of support among some of 
the faculty, administration, and students. I think 
that the issue is one that will stay with us for a 
while. The positive aspects of having a varsity 


soccer team is the fact that we now have no fall 
spectator sport. Also, soccer is popular in many 
areas of the country that Bradley recruits from. 
And soccer is also becoming popular among high 
school students," Gaisky said. 

THE SOURCE of funding for the facilities is 
presently unknown but may come from student 
fees, he said. 

Gaisky said the idea is a good one because it 
will provide additional recreational facilities for 
students and may help in recruitment. 

Students questioned about the idea said thero 
is no real need for additional facilities. One said 
Bradley Park's facilities are fine while another 
said they would be a good addition to Bradley's 
campus. 

Some students said an additional fee would 
be all right. One suggested that donations from 
alumni might be used. Another said the money 
should be used to improve the Student Center 
bowling alley. All the students said "no" to an 
increase in tuition to cover the cost.

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SABRC budget defeated Trustees Hike Tuition

The SABRC budget for 
1985-86 was turned down by 
Student Senate in a 21-fj roll 
call vote Monday. 

Pat Lyons, chair of SABRC, 
presented the budget to Senate. 
He said of all the years he had 
w~en associated with SABRC 
and Senate, the summary he 
presented this year was the 
most complete. 

Twenty-three organizations 
appealed to SABRC, seven of 
which were not funded. Of the 
seven, three were publications: 
Anaga, Broadside, and The 
Greek Column. 

Members of the Anaga staff 
learned for the first time of the 
lack of funding at the Senate 
meeting Monday. "I went into 
Senate with the conception that 
we would be funded, maybe not 
the whole amount—and it 
turned out we ended up with 
zero," Kaethe Cusack, editor of 
the 1984-85 Anaga , said. "As we 
foresee it now, without SABRC 
funding, we can see no way to 
publish/’ 

BOB BEODEKER, business 
editor of the 1984-85 Anaga and 
editor of the 1983-84 book, 
said, "The Anaga was operating 
under a $6000 deficit two years 
ago, and now the staff' has 
turned it around to break even. 
To watch a lot of hard work 


destroyed because of no funds 
is difficult.” 

Lyons said SABRC has 
justification for all its funding 
decisions. "They (Anaga) came 
into SABRC hearings very 
adamant about what they 
wanted. We asked if they 
would take a lesser amount, but 
they wouldn’t give us any 
numbers. SABRC perceived this 
as all or nothing." 

The Anaga also asked for a 
$1835 increase from last year 
that "doesn't look like they’re 
breaking *even," Lyons said. 
SABRC also looked at past 
figures in reaching their deci¬ 
sion. 

Former All-school Vice 
President and Publications 
Council member Robert Burke 
said, "As a member of Pub 
Council, I felt 1 had to speak 
out on this grave injustice, that 
three out of four major publica¬ 
tions on campus did not get 
funding. The Anaga is in 
immediate danger now and can¬ 
not appeal in the fall, because 
they need to sign contracts this 
summer." 

LYONS SAID Broadside was 
funded to put out two issues 
this year, "but they took all the 
money and dumped it into one 
issue. This violated SABRC 
laws." 

The Greek Column violated 
SABRC rules in a similar 
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Track. 
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fashion. "They say they’ll do 
one thing, then turn around and 
do something else. 

Organizations can pull a fast 
one on SABRC but the students 
get ripped off, not SABRC," 
Lyons said. 

Dave Bross, ACBU president, 
said, "The decision of Senate’s 
to vote down the budget has

Workers 1 group 
files grievance

Teamsters and Chauffeurs 
Union local 627 has filed a 
grievance against Bradley 
University on behalf of a group 
of maintenance workers. 

Sources within the mainte¬ 
nance department said the 
grievance was filed in response 
to comments reported in a Scout 
article about a meeting between 
students and administrators on 
April 19. 

The statements were made by 
Vice President for business 
affairs Gary Anna and printed 
in the April 29 Bradley Scout. 
The maintenance workers feel 
they were "misrepresented" by 
Anna’s comments, paraphrased 
in the paper, that said, "in some 
cases, the workers are not 
skilled at the level needed." 

The article was "not inaccu¬ 
rate in terms of what was said, 
but in terms of context," it was 
misleading, Anna said. 

ANNA SAID he was refer¬ 
ring to the increased amount of 
work the maintenance depart¬ 
ment is now doing, compared to 
two years ago when it con¬ 
tracted outside labor more fre¬ 
quently. "In terms of their day 
to day operations, in terms of 
their relationship with Bradley, 
in terms of the work they were 
required to do when they were 
nired," Bradley has no com¬ 
plaint, Anna said. 

Bradley has until today to 
officially respond to the 
grievance, which was signed "by 
almost all the maintenance 
workers," one source said.

The cost of attending Bradley and living in the dorms next 
year will be $9260, an 8.3 percent increase from this year’s $8550. 

Bradley University’s board of trustees met April 26 and 
approved the tuition and room and board hikes as part of a $41.1 
million budget for the 1985-86 academic year. 

Tuition and fees for full-time students will increase 9.5 per- 
y ear s 55750 to $6300. Room and board will be 
$2960 compared to this year’s $2800, a 5.7 percent increase. Room 
and board rates are based on double occupancy. (Please see story on 
dorms, page 3.) 

Tuition increases at public and private universities averages 8 
percent this year. 

THE INCREASE IN the cost of attending Bradley is due to 
drops in enrollment levels and the need to support existing pro¬ 
grams. The number of full-time students expected to enroll at 
Bradley in the fall is projected to decline by 4.8 percent. Vice 
President for business affairs Gary Anna said. 

Fewer students mean fewer tuition dollars. "If we have a 
decline, we need to adjust the programs or adjust the price we 
charge for services rendered. Total revenues for next year is $41.1 
million. Last year’s revenues were budgeted to be $40 million that 
is a very nominal growth," Anna said. 

Expected enrollment for next year is 4351 compared to this 
year’s 4571. "We’re flattening out in terms of enrollment so this 
(small revenue growth) is what you’d expect to see in declining 
enrollment," he said. 

Tuition is expected to bring in $27 million in revenue for the 
University. Student fees (tuition) are a very significant portion of 
revenue," Anna said. 

Of the $40 million expenses, educational and instructional 
expenses make up the largest portion of that with $14 million. 
Auxiliary expenses, which include room and board, the Student 
Center, Bookstore and athletic department, are $9 million Anna

A recent poll by the Los Angeles Times revealed that about 60 
percent of Americans believe the Vietnam war was a mistake. It revealed a 
general disagreement with President Reagan's description of the war as a 
"noble cause" and indicated the Vietnam experience has prompted strong 
opposition to any U S. military intervention in El Salvador or Nicaragua. 

The U.S. trade deficit declined from $11.4 billion to $11 billion. 
The Commerce Department recently said U.S. imports increased by .7 percent 
in April while exports were up 3.3 percent. 

President Reagan left for a 10-day European trip Tuesday 
highlighted by an economic summit of Western leaders and ceremonies 
marking the end of World War II in Europe. However, the purpose of the trip 
has received little attention to other parts of Reagan's itinerary He will visit a 
German military cemetery in Bitburg, West Germany—a trip he considers 
"morally right." 

West German officials said "Star Wars" is likely to dom¬ 
inate President Reagan's discussions with West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl. Kohl will reportedly tell Reagan that West Germany will be interested in 
being a "Star Wars" partner-only if America guarantees that technological 
developments will be shared equally by both countries. 

There was no word on the quantity of money or goods the 
Soviet Union will provide to Nicaragua, but Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega said he was assured of aid during his recent visit to Moscow. Shortly 
before leaving for Moscow, Ortega said the Kremlin is "collaborating" with 
the Sandinistas in restoring the ailing Nicaraguan economy. He said he'd like 
to have the same relations with the United States but those prospects are 
slim as long as the United States supports the Nicaraguan rebels. 

Astronauts aboard the space shuttle Challenger continued 
scientific experiments aboard the space lab Tuesday. Included were checks on 
a menagerie of monkeys and rats. The Challenger crew had a series of minor 
problems Monday, such as a vacuum cleaner-like device operating in reverse 
and a kitchen water system not working properly.

Student Senate’s alcphol subcommittee presented its final 
alcohol policy to Senate Monday but Senate sent it back for revi¬ 
sion. 

Karen Rekowski, all-school vice president, said the policy was 
voted do>vn due to "concerns that were raised for the logistics of it 
all. 

Todd Pisarski, chair of the alcohol subcommittee, said many 
senators objected to the phrasing of "any" referrals for behavior 
associated with the use of alcohol, and to the fines to be installed 

The policy states that an individual would be obligated to 
attend the education program once they’ve been given any referral 
for behavior disorders associated with the use of alcohol or anv 
other substance. 

_ _ RISARSKI SAID TH E Policy will be taken back to Senate 
Monday with the changes made. A person will be obligated to 
attend the program once they’ve been given a disciplinary referral 
for violations of University guidelines associated with the use of 
alcohol or other substances. Most referrals are made by dorm staff 
or Bradley security. 

The goal of the committee is to establish alcohol awareness 
among students with emphasis on alcohol education and responsi¬ 
ble drinking. 

To do this, the policy suggest making information concerning 
alcohol awareness available by advertising with permanent signs 
placed throughout campus. The signs will give a phone number to 
call for help with a drinking or drug problem. Also, there will be an 
educational program of workshops that will concentrate, but not be 
limited to freshmen during orientation and at the beginning of each 
semester. 

To expand the counseling of alcohol and drug abuse, a profes¬ 
sional in alcohol and drug abuse may be hired as a part-time 
member of the counseling department. 

The counseling department will also have a list of professional 
organizations and individuals in the Peoria area qualified to help. 

THE EDUCATIONAL program will be held twice a semester 
and will be taught by a professional qualified in alcohol and drug 
abuse. 

The education program will have a $5 fine installed to help 
defer the cost of the program. The policy indicated that the $5 
charge and the education program are in addition to other fines and 
action that has been taken. 

If a person does not attend the program, the policy states that 
the individual will be fined $50 and will still have to attend the pro¬ 
gram. K 

Some senators objected to this guideline, however, Pisarski 
said this aspect will not change. "If they don’t pay the fee they 
can t. get their grades," Pisarski said. 
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Dorm costs increase

The cost of living in the 
dorms will increase again next 
year, but not as much as it has 
in recent years, Mike Murphy, 
director of housing said. 

Beginning next fall, the cost 
of living in a single will increase 
from $1075 to $1125 per semes¬ 
ter, while double occupancy 
rooms will rise from $800 to 
$850 per semester. 

The cost of a 20-meal plan 
will rise from $600 to $630 and 
the 14-meal plan will increase 
from $530 to $580 per semes¬ 
ter. 

Murphy said the increases 
equate to about a five percent 
overall increase in room and 
board. For the last two years 
the cost increase has been 
around 12 percent. 

MURPHY SAID, from the 
charts he has seen, Bradley’s 
costs are about average for a 
school this size. 

Because of the* decrease in 
dorm enrollment and an 
increased demand for single 
rooms, Heitz Hall will be con¬ 
verted into a single’s dorm for 
next fall. 

Murphy said that although 
the cost per student is greater 
for the singles, the cost per 
room is actually more for a 
double occupancy, so the 
University doesn’t really profit 
from the increased number of 
singles. 

Murphy said the singles are 
popular because, after their 
freshmen year, students want to 
live around friends but want a 
private place. Singles also have 
an advantage over off-campus 


housing in that the students 
don’Uhave to worry about cook¬ 
ing and cleaning. 

ANOTHER CHANGE in 
dorm occupancy next year is 
that students must now register 
their lofts with housing. 

Murphy said by having the 
lofts registered, housing can 
keep track of who is liable and 
responsible for them. 

If students want their lofts 
next year, or plan to move into 
a room with a loft, they should 
register them. Murphy said dur¬ 
ing room inspections over the 


summer, unregistered lofts may 
be torn down. 

Students have until June 1st 
to decide if they want to live in 
the dorms next year. 

MURPHY SAID after June 
1st students can still apply, but 
may not get the space they 
wanted. 

Housing will also provide 
temporary housing for those 
students who need it at the last 
moment, like foreign students 
just entering the country and 
out-of-state juniors and seniors 
who haven’t found alternative 
housing. 


Lane replaces Raiborn

Anaga deserves funds 

Priorities are in question here. 

SABRC presented its budget to Student Senate Monday 
and Senate voted the budget down 21-6-and rightly so. 

In the budget summary presented, three out of four 
University publications were denied funding. The Broadside , 
the Greek Column, and the Anaga The Seoul does not appeal 
to SABRC for funds. 

The Anaga is a recorder of the past events and history of 
Bradley University. A tradition may come to an end if they 
do not receive funding from SABRC. 

IN THE PAST TWO years, the Anaga has brought 
Itself up from the red and onto more solid ground. Just as 
production and budget were looking up, the dedicated staff 
of the Anaga were delivered a blow without any real reason¬ 
ing behind the denial of funds. If the Anaga receive no 
funds, there will probably be no book this year. 

Anaga seemingly did nothing wrong when they 
presented their monetary needs to SABRC. There is no 
apparent mis-use of funds nor have they "pulled a fast one" 
on SABRC. 

It’s very apparent that SABRC needs to do some re¬ 
evaluating. Bradley does not need seven biology club films 
that five people will attend. We do need a yearbook and 
Anaga should be supported in its quest for the funding they 
so rightly deserve. 

How much accountability should SABRC have? They 
are representatives of the students, so is Senate. If Senate 
recommends that SABRC should fund the Anaga , then it 
should be funded. 

SABRC WILL TAKE the budget back to Senate Mon¬ 
day. 

If the budget is not passed Monday, other organizations 
could possibly be inconvenienced. ACBU, for example, risks 
losing $3000 if the budget is delayed. This should be recog¬ 
nized and taken into consideration. 

Financial blackmail is taking place between SABRC and 
Senate. SABRC presented its budget and informed Senate of 
the organizations funded, however. Senate will not pass the 
budget unless the Anaga is funded. This is not fair to other 
organizations that risk losing money because of the delay. 

This problem should be settled Monday when SABRC 
presents the budget again, it should not be carried over to 
the fall because a lot of money could be lost by organizations 
that should be signing contracts during the summer. 

NOW IS NOT THE time to hash out or reconstruct the 
funding process either, however, the Anaga should be 
funded and Senate is commended for demanding so.

lori response 

Dear Editor, 

On several past occasions I 
have been angered by the opinions 
of one or more of the writers of The 
Scout’s' staff, but never before have 
I been so incensed as 1 was when 
reading the."opinion" of Vincent lori 
about apartheid in South Africa. 
According to Mr. lori’s simplistic 
reasoning, any event which arouses 
the public to anti-government 
demonstrations is caused by "KGB 
covert agents." If this were not such 
a serious subject 1 may have 
thought that this was The Scout’s 
parody issue. Can anyone in all seri¬ 
ousness believe that demonstrations 
in protest of a racist regime are 
caused by the Soviet Union? 

But Mr. lori’s obvious lack of 
any real familiarity with the subject 
does not stop with his first asinine 
conclusion. He goes on to miscon¬ 
strue many other facts concerning 
South Africa. Because the standard 
of living among black South Afri¬ 
cans is relatively high for the Afri¬ 
can continent, this leads lori to 
imply that they are well off. To the 
contrary, even though per capita 
income is relatively high, how can 
South Africans be well oft* when 15 
percent of the population controls 
80 percent of the land, and nearly 
all of the national product. The vast 
majority of South Africans are not 
even citizens in their own country, 
the country of their birth. Instead 
they are nominally citizens of their 
own independent "homeland," even 
though they may have never seen 
the area. Blacks in -South Africa 


serve as a source of cheap labor for 
the running of that nations well 
developed capitalist society—that is 
indeed their only purpose. Blacks 
may live in the "White" cities, but 
only as long as they are employed. 
Thereafter, they must move: fami¬ 
lies must legally split up due to a 
loss of employment. The next time 
there is a news clip about South 
Africa on television, I suggest that 
Mr. lori observe the fences which 
surrounds the Black areas—the 
"homelands" (Bantustans) only 
serve as dormitory housing for 
cheap Black labor. Thousands of 
Africans are arrested daily for 
failure to carry a "pass" and deplor¬ 
able sorts of torture are not uncom¬ 
mon. 

Mr. Iori’s comment that Bishop 
Desmond Tutu "enjoys the right to 
move freely in the country" may 
come as a surprise to those who 
know a trifling minimum about 
world affairs, but it is apparent, and 
readily apparent, that a hostile 
government is not going to harm 
one of its most visible critics, espe¬ 
cially when that critic is preaching a 
peaceful, non-violent solution to the 
nation’s problems. Mr. lori, do the 
names Nelson Mandela and Steve 
Biko hold any significance to you? 
Mandela has been serving a life 
prison sentence on Robben Island 
for opposing his government for the 
past twenty and some odd years. 
Steve Biko was arrested and brutally 
murdered in prison for the same 
offense. Former Prime Minister 
Vorster once visited Robben Island 
and asked why they use the violent 
approach to settle the apartheid 
question. Mandela answered that a 
non-violent approach had been tried 
from the 1920s on, and there were 
no results. Vorster replied that he 
had no idea that this had been going 
on for so long. 

I would also like to applaud the 
Student Senate for declaring

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Apartheid Awareness Week. Obvi¬ 
ously, the Bradley University Stu¬ 
dent Senate is not going to force 
President Reagan to call for 
immediate divestiture in South 
Africa, but if the President were to 
hear similar cries of protest from 
other universities and organizations, 
perhaps something would be done. 
The current regime in South Africa 
supported Nazi Germany in World 
War II; Is it not abhorrtmt to the 
sensibilities of all people that our 
government continues to support 
such a regime? The only reason that 
we remain friends of South Africa is 
its vast wealth in resources and 
especially its vast wealth in cheap 
labor. For once let our consciences 
rule over our pocketbooks- 
American and European investment 
help to perpetuate the racist 
apartheid system in that remote 
African nation. 

Mr. lori’s final comment 
deserves a little bit of attention at 
least. He states that the Student 
Senate should look closer to home 
for issues to concern them. Yes, this 
may be a good point, but if a 
university’s main concern is to edu¬ 
cate, then it’s governing body 
should concern itself with dissem¬ 
inating knowledge about world 
events. Students in the United 
States are the least politically 
motivated, the least wordly wise, 
and the least vocal about such 
affairs. Perhaps the Senate’s discus¬ 
sion of apartheid was a positive step 
towards creating a caring segment of 
the population—a potentially vital 
and powerful segment, to be sure. If 
Mr. lori’s comments were meant 
simply to get some sort of response, 
here it is; if on the other hand, 
these are really his opinions, I feel 
sorry for his self-centered and 
paranoid (McCarthyist) ideals. I sin¬ 
cerely hope that nobody was taken 
in by his rhetoric.

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Apartheid: recurring injustice 


The Apartheid system has 
been in South Africa policy 
since 1948, when the Afrikaner 
dominated National Party came 
to power. The party thereupon 
began the elaborate task of 
institutionalizing the traditional 
patterns of racial separation that 
had existed since colonial times. 
Essentially apartheid has two 
distinct aspects: social separa¬ 
tion or "petty apartheid," which 

is gradually breaking down. The 
next aspect is much more horri- 
tying and that is the creation of 
"Black homelands," which are 
seen by the South African 
whites as their only chance of 
survival, and for retaining polit¬ 
ical power. The resettlement of 
many blacks into homelands, 
including the merciless removal 
of "black spots" from areas 
designated as white, has proved 
to be one of the most inhumane 
aspects of apartheid. 

Some 3.5 million blacks have 
been uprooted over the past 20 
years and resettled and another 
2 million remain to be moved. 
The so-called homelands have

been traditionally belonging to 
the blacks settled there who 
made the ground fertile...and all 
of a sudden along came the 
whiles, equipped with 
bulldozers to remove some of 
the stubborn blacks, and out go 
the blacks. The most recent 
case of this sort took place in 
the early 1985. If I remember 
right, and thousands of blacks 
were forcibly uprooted from 
their fertile tract and relocated 
to some area far from the ves¬ 
tiges of civilization. 

Furthermore, granted that 
South Africa is a nation full of 
natural resources, one question 
arises. What good do these 
resources do to the black inha¬ 
bitants? White South African 
government had control of all 
the major industries like coal, 
iron ore, etc. and it is recorded 
that a white worker gets paid 
somewhere in the vicinity of 
(U.S.) $1,000 per month 

whereas his black counterpart 
earns about $200-$300 for the 
same job. If that doesn't signify 
apartheid, what does? 

As for the fact that Bishop 
Desmond Tutu, the opposition 
leader, enjoys the right to move 
freely in the country, well, that 
is just an isolated case. 

FEW WESTERNERS 

KNOW who Nelson Mandela is 
or who Steven Biko was. 


Mandela is a black rights leader 
who has been imprisoned in 
South Africa for the past 20 
years. Soldiers have ransacked 
him home countless times just 
because they believed that 
Mandela had connections with 
European powers. Steven Biko 
was a black student leader who 
died in South Africa prison 
eight years ago. These are not 
isolated examples of leadership, 
but few people know about 
them because they have not 
been in the limelight. 

Apartheid, thus, is still 
present in South Africa. The 
fact that "petty apartheid" is 
decreasing is nothing compared 
to the vast uprooting of blacks 
and the mistreatment of politi¬ 
cal prisoners. "Petty apartheid" 
is on the slow not because the 
South African government 
wants it, but in part, because of 
the criticism of Western coun¬ 
tries, and in part, perhaps, 
because the rules - of Social 
apartheid are just too compli¬ 
cated and arbitrary to enforce. 

But time after time, the same 
story is repeated. Whenever 
there are anti-apartheid stir¬ 
rings, they are quickly calmed 
down by the government either 
by force as happened in 1976 
when the government put a ban 
on 21 black urban areas on all 
indoor meetings called to criti¬ 
cize or discuss government pol¬ 
icy; or they are calmed by grant¬ 
ing microscopic rights to the 
minorities.

Summer job search help available

Every year during March and April as the 
temperature rises, so does the anxiety level of 
many college students who face the task of 
finding a summer job. 

While finding a perfect job might be a for¬ 
midable challenge, a student has many options 
for getting a satisfactory job. Most colleges, 
including Bradley, have programs to help students 
find work, and the Illinois Job Service also 
matches employers with prospective employees. 

The Illinois Job Service gets requests for 
employees from a variety of companies, some 
looking for college students to work over the 
summer. 

"We get requests from every kind of com¬ 
pany, such as utilities, small warehouses and 
companies that sell or demonstrate goods," Sue 
Colloton, a supervisor for Illinois Job Service, 
said. 

TO HEAR FROM one of the companies 
that contact the Job Service, a student has to fill 
out only one form, Colloton said. The form 
requires information about the student’s most 
recent jobs, the kind of work the applicant would 
like, the hours the applicant would be -able to 
work, whether he or she has a car and how much 
money the prospective employee wants to make. 

All the employee’s information is used to 
match him with a suitable job. Lately the match¬ 
ing has become more difficult, Colloton said, 
because fewer companies are hiring, and even 
fewer are requesting college students. 

"It’s more difficult this year, with so many 
adults looking for work. Employers often would 
rather hire someone who they think has more 
need," Colloton said. 

The Job Service offers a lot of blue-collar 
work, and many college students would rather 
have a summer job that is related to their career. 
Colloton said the Job Service informs both 


employers and hopeful employees if either party 
is interested in turning a summer job into a 
career or career experience, but colleges are doing 
more of that themselves. 

Indeed, most colleges have a wealth of infor¬ 
mation about summer employment. Eugenia Kyle 
works in Bradley’s Center for Career Develop¬ 
ment, which helps with career planning for stu¬ 
dents, handles job referrals, on campus inter¬ 
views and the Co-op program. The Center also 
has some information about summer jobs. 

KYLE SAID, "We have books on how to go 
about getting a summer job, and we have infor¬ 
mation from employers looking for summer 
help." 

Across the stairwell from the Center for 
Career Development in Bradley’s Sisson and Bur¬ 
gess Halls is the Cooperative Education Depart¬ 
ment, where coordinators for the different depart¬ 
ments of the University provide students with job 
opportunities within their chosen field. 

Jacqueline Courtright, Co-op coordinator for 
liberal arts and sciences, said, "Co-op is different 
than just finding students summer jobs." Co-op 
works to place students in career-oriented posi¬ 
tions year round, but many students do prefer to 
get work experience in the summer, Courtright 
said. Last summer Co-op got 162 students posi¬ 
tions for the summer, and the year before '130‘ 
students found summer work through the Co-op 
program. 

"I’ve seen a gradual increase in Co-op place¬ 
ment over the years that I’ve been here," Cour¬ 
tright said, indicating that perhaps a university’s 
own employment program is a better place to 
look for work than a state agency, as Colloton of 
the Illinois Job Service admitted. 

Colloton also recommended that students 
contact firms themselves when looking for 
employment, because the slow economy has 
prompted many companies to do their own hiring.

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rug tests on rise

Seniors looking for jobs this spring may face a new obstacle in 
their search. More companies have started administering drug tests 
to prospective employees. 

Robert Riegle, assistant director of placement services at 
Wayne State University, said the situation is just beginning to sur¬ 
face because more companies are admitting to following the policy. 

Riegle became aware of the practice when a student received 
word from a prospective employer that his job offer was being 
declined. The firm later told the student in person that they 
detected marijuana through the urinalysis he underwent as part of 
his physical examination. 

Riegle said companies don’t always tell students they’re under¬ 
going the drug tests. 

ROBERT MCKEE, Atlantic Richfield Co. health department 
director, said, "Keeping the workplace safe is an increasing con¬ 
cern, particularly give that the use of drugs is becoming so pre¬ 
valent." 

Majorie Kenyon-Cler, associate director for the Center for 
Career Development said she "haven't had students tell us about 
this (situation), nor have companies told us." 

Kenyon-Cler said the usual tests given are physical exams or 
security checks for employees working with defense contracts. If an 
employee will be working with another company’s records their 
employer may do an intense character check. 

"However, physicals may include a urinalysis," Kenyon-Cler 
said. "Drug testing is a growing trend, not only in employment, but 
in athletics. 

Kenyon-Cler said she’d be surprised if the employees didn't do 
it. 

WHEN ASKED IF she felt drug detection through urinalysis 
was a fair reason not to hire, Kenyon-Cler said, "It’s legitimate for 
an employer hiring a police officer, a security officer, since their 
jobs deal with enforcing the law. Employers have some right to 
know about employees, but the danger is when it’s taken too far."

If you belong to an organiza¬ 
tion that applies for SABRC 
funding or care what happens to 
the $40 in activities fees you 
will pay while attending Bradley, 
read on. 

Your activity fee dollars 
represent over one-third of the 
funds SABRC is designated to 
allocate each year. The rest is 
from your tuition dollars. So, 
any way you look at it, SABRC 
is allocating your money. Now 
$10 a year may not mean much 
to you, and for such a small 
amount you are willing to trust 
the judgement of others to 
spend it, but during your four 
years at Bradley SABRC will 
allocate over $450,000. Pretty 
soon we will be talking about 
real money. 

All this money is allocated to 
qualified student organizations 
for such things as 39 cents for 
paper clips, to office equipment, 
to movie rentals, to speakers 
such as G. Gordon Liddy, who 
can cost thousands of dollars. It 
is a difficult and lengthy process 
to pore over hundreds of 
requests and make decisions 
while trying to remain objective. 

When SABRC finishes 
preparing this budget, it is obli-

gated by its constitution to sub¬ 
mit it to the Student Senate for 
approval. This past week 
SABRC did just that, and on 
Monday Senate rejected the 
budget. In last week’s Scout, 
SABRC chair Pat Lyons indi¬ 
cated that the budget was too 
•long to show Senate; instead. 
Senate would see a summary 
sheet. He also stated that there 
are contract and collective bar¬ 
gaining reasons that Senate can¬ 
not see the entire budget they 
are designated to approve. 

IN OTHER WORDS, Senate 
is always given a choice to 
approve the budget without 
ever seeing it, or not approve 
the budget'without ever seeing 
it. 

Is this right? I say no. 

It seems reasonable that if all 
this student money is being 
allocated, students ought to 
have a say in who is allocating 
the funds. While at least one 
SABRC member has publicly 
supported students electing 
SABRC members, just as all¬ 


school officers are elected* all 
school treasurer Lisa Smith and 
others argue it would turn into 
a popularity contest. 

I understand this argument 
but I also see the need for 
checks and balances when such 
a large amount of student 
money is involved. I would 
hope Senate, SABRC and an 
administrator such as Dr. Alan 
Gaisky, who was designated the 
responsibility and authority over 
SABRC, can sit down together 
and reach a compromise. 

THE TWO MOST common 
suggestions are usually to give 
SABRC complete autonomy and 
not have to submit its budget to 
Senate or bring SABRC under 
Senate control. In the first case, 
the chair of SABRC would not 
be a member of Senate. In the 
second case, SABRC would be 
in the form of a committee of 
Senate either elected by Senate, 
members of which are elected 
by students, or by the students 
directly. I do not feel either plan 
is fair to both parties and to the 
students. I favor a new 
approach. 

SABRC could continue to 
interview applicants. A list of

Videotapes profile colleges

High school students intent 
on getting a close look at col¬ 
lege campuses before deciding 
where to enroll but intimidated 
by the prospect of driving hither 
and yon now need only a home 
video recorder to do the trick. 

A new Ohio firm began mark¬ 
eting a series of video tapes 
profiling 25 colleges earlier this 
month. 

It injected a measure of com¬ 
petition into a market first 
broached last fall by a North 
Carolina firm. 

FOR $12 PER week (plus 
shipping charges), the Ohio firm 
offers freshmen-to-be the 
chance to screen up to five 12- 
minute shows featuring full- 
color detail about an 
institution's atmosphere, 

academic offerings, residences, 
admissions requirements and 
social opportunities. 

"Craft's College Previews 
brings the sights and sounds of 
campus life right into your 
home," according to the firm's 
promotional brochure. 

Learning Resources Network 
of Durham, N.C., the oldest of 
the college video tape firms, 
rents up to four cassettes for a 
week for $25, including ship¬ 
ping. 

The firm's president, Robert 
Chapman, notes that nearly 
one-fifth of all households now 
have video cassette recorders. 
That opens up a potentially 
significant new market

"There will always be a role 
for high schools to play, but 
parents are usually the key (in 
determining where a student 
goes to college)," Chapman 
said. 

THE OHIO FIRM is the 

brainchild of Larry Hopcraft, a 
businessman who started work 
on the idea after taking his eld¬ 
est daughter on a 12-campus 
whirlwind tour. 

Figuring there had to be a 
better way to let his daughter 
see the schools she was consid¬ 
ering, Hopcraft decided to try 
bringing the campuses to stu¬ 
dents. 

His tapes include informal 
interviews with professors, 
administrators and students 
about life on campus. 

Hopcraft produced the first 24 
tapes in conjunction with—and 
at no expense to—the colleges. 
From now on, schools will pay 
about $7,500 to join the Craft 
network. 

Craft Director Paula Grooms 
said a handful of schools have 
indicated they are not interested 
primarily because they already 
attract enough applications from 
out-of-state students. 

IN ADDITION TO the films 
on colleges. Craft offers a 30- 
minute video presentation on 
financial aid produced in con¬ 
junction with Northwestern. 

Learning Resources Network 
(LRN) has about 200 schools in 
its video cassette program. 
Those schools paid between 
$12,000 and $22,000, depend¬ 
ing on whether they produced 
the video themselves or had 
LRN dojt.

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Tech center aids businesses 
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Bradley's Technology Commercialization 
Center has been operating on a state grant since 
last February and should receive an additional 
grant this June, Dr. Robert Weinstein, director of 
the center said. 

Weinstein said he estimated the center, 
which helps businessmen and individuals in the 
development of new products and technologies, 
should receive at least $300,000 in June to con¬ 
tinue its operation. 

The center's first grant from the state was for 
$100,000. In addition to that grant, the program 
also received financial support from the Univer¬ 
sity and businessmen and also had access to more 
funds from the state for use in special projects. 

Bradley is one of eight institutions in Illinois 
to receive funding from the $1.8 million state¬ 


wide program. 

IN ADDITION to benefitting businesses, 
the program will also benefit the University in 
many areas, Weinstein said. 

Students in the engineering technology and 
business administration colleges are given the 
opportunity to work on the development of the 
new products and technologies. In addition to the 
experience, the students are also paid for their 
work, Weinstein said. 

Faculty members also benefit from the pro¬ 
gram. By working on projects outside the class¬ 
room, they increase their understanding of 
applied problems, and this can transfer to better 
instruction in the classroom, Weinstein said. 

The new equipment used at the center will 
be valuable for later classroom work and future 
projects, he said. 


Programs to study abroad offered 


Imagine yourself in a quaint 
Welsh village or living in the 
bustling but romantic city of 
Vienna. Picture yourself attend¬ 
ing the Goethe Institute in West 
Germany or the Sorbonne in 
France. It sounds like a dream, 
but it can be a reality for the 
student who studies abroad. 

Dr. John Howard, director of 
international studies said, 
"There are a wide variety of 
programs available to practically 
any country through various 
universities in the United States 
or through different 


agencies...anywhere from 

France to Germany to China to 
Denmark." 

Although Bradley does not 
run any programs itself, the 
University has a program of 
foreign study in cooperation 
with Central College in Pella, 
Iowa. 

The Central College program 
has foreign language study in 
France, Spain and 

Germany/Austria. Classes are 
taught in the language of the 
country by native professors. 
Students interested in these 
programs must have at least two 


years of college French, Spanish 
or German. For study in 
English, there are programs in

HOWARD SAID the pro¬ 
grams are geared to the Bradley 
curriculum and the'students still 
receive financial aid from Brad¬ 
ley. The student can choose 
either a semester or year pro¬ 
gram. Centrafalso has programs 
in Paris or Malaga, Spain for 
those with little or no French or

plague touching Crimes

"The point is that everything 
doesn’t have to be wonderful for it 
to be wonderful." 

This is how Beth Henley sums 
up her Pulitzer prize winning play 
"Crimes of the Heart." The play is 
being performed this weekend at 
the Hartmann Center. 

The play' takes place in the 
tiny town of Hazelhurst, Miss. It 
tells the story of a few days in the 
lives of three crisis-plagued sisters. 
The sisters cover a broad spectrum 
in personality, which only serves to 
creaje more problems. 

The major crisis of the play 
however is the fact that the young¬ 
est MaGrath sister, Babe (Lauri 
O’Connor), has just shot her 
husband, who happens to be one of 
the most respected lawyers in the 
county. The reason she shot him 
was because, as she puts it, "I just 
didn’t like his looks." 

Lenny MaGrath (Susan Bass), 
the oldest sister, is celebrating her 
30th birthday on the same day 
Babe is returning from prison. 

Lenny is a spinster and has 
been caring for the sisters’ ailing 
grandfather. At the beginning of 
the play the audience gets a 
glimpse of just how lonely Lenny 
is. She returns from the grocery 
store, unwraps a Twinkie, sticks a 
birthday candle in it, and sings 
"Happy Birthday" to herself. 

Adding to the trouble is the 
sisters’ cousin, Chick, who also 
happens to be Lenny’s next door 
neighbor. She is a snooty, nosey, 
society priss. Chick has never for¬ 
given the MaGrath sisters for the 
fact that their mother hung herself 
and her cat along with her. It 
received national press coverage, 
and almost cost Chick the position 
of committee head in the local 
social club. She is not pleased to 
have more "bad press" with Babe. 

Does it read like a soap 
opera? Wait, there’s more! 

Also arriving home is the mid¬ 
dle sister, Meg, (Julie Carlson) who 
has been living in Hollywood where 
she went years ago to become a 
famous singer. She is presently 
employed as a clerk at a dog food 
company. 

Meg had a somewhat loose 
reputation in high school, a reputa¬ 
tion still remembered by the towns 
people. Lenny defends her by say¬ 
ing she was just "popular," while 
Chick says she is nothing but 
"cheap Christmas trash." 

It seems that five years earlier 
Meg was involved with Doc Porter 
(Mike Labuhn). They were stranded 
together during hurricane Camille. 
They had a chance to evacuate, but 
stayed while the storm raged 
around them. A beam fell on Doc’s 
leg during the storm, causing him 
to limp for life. The towns people 
blame Meg for his troubles. 

As the day unfolds, a lawyer 
comes to see Babe. His name is 
Barnette Lloyd (Jeff Laird). He’s 
fresh out of law school, and he also 
has a crush on Babe because she 
once sold him a pound cake at a 
church bazaar. 

After Barnette leaves, Doc 
comes to visit Meg. He’s now mar¬ 
ried to a "Yankee" and has two 
children. He and Meg chat over old 
times, grab a bottle of Scotch, and 
gallivant off in his pickup truck. 

After they leave, Barnette 
arrives with some bad news for 
Babe. It seems she was haying an 
affair with a fifteen-year-old black 
boy. Her sister-in-law Lucille had 
some compromising pictures taken 
of the two of them and her hus¬ 
band is planning to use them 
against Babe in court. 



Just as Barnette drops this 
bombshell, Lenny comes down 
from upstairs to announce that old 
grand daddy has had another 
stroke. 

Yes, there is a happy ending! 
Although it sounds complicated on 
"paper, it is an enjoyable, heart 
warming production. 

Bass is excellent in her sensi¬ 
tive, believable portrayal of Lenny. 
O’Connor flows with Babe’s rather 
schizophrenic personality. 

Carlson, as Meg, at first seems 
too baudy and flamboyant, but 
finds her levels of sensitivity, thus 
evening out her character and mak¬ 
ing her more believable. 

Together, the three are at their 
strongest. Their true* heart-and-soul 
characters come through, letting 
the audience get to know them. 

Laird, as Lloyd, is taking a 
departure from his usual gregarious 
roles, and he does well as the sen¬ 
sitive lawyer. Labuhn, a newcomer 
to the theatre, is strong and believ¬ 
able as Doc. Burt’s prissy, frantic 
portrayal of Chick is well-done, but 
perhaps a bit too frantic. At times 
it was hard to understand what she 
was saying. 

The play, as a whole, is well 
executed. There were minor flaws 
here and there, but there’s so much 
to concentrate, they go unnoticed. 

Crimes continues tonight and 
Saturday at 8, and closes Sunday 
with a 2:30 matinee.

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Capitalist ideal questioned 
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Every society has an ideology 
which corresponds to its 
economic, political and cultural 
development. The ideology may 
be based on religion, philosophy 
or mythology; it may be used* to 
explain, enlighten or enslave. 

A most basic tenet of the 
U.S. system is the notion of 
free enterprise, which denotes a 
system where small, private, 
independent producers meet at 
the marketplace to exchange 
goods and thus profit fro~m such 
transactions. Even a cursory 
examination of the U.S. econ¬ 
omy displays how anachronistic 
this term has become. 

In the United States today, 
some 200 companies account 
for 80 percent of the assets, 
sales and profits in the indus¬ 
trial and manufacturing field. 
Just five New York banks hold 
a controlling share of stock in 
three-fourths of the top 324 
corporations. Four corporations 
control 90 percent of all break¬ 
fast cereals, 70 percent of all 
dairy products, 65 percent of all 
sugar, and 80 percent of all 
canned goods. Proctor & Gam¬ 
ble owns Pringle’s potato chips.

While the term free enter¬ 
prise may have had some mean¬ 
ing 100 years ago, the only 
thing "free" about corporate 
enterprise today is that it is free 
from taxation (90,000 profitable 
firms paid no income tax in 
1984); free from health and 
safety regulation (the enforce¬ 
ment rate of health and safety 
violations has fallen by 50 per¬ 
cent since 1980); and free from 
the democratic control of the 
American public. 

ANOTHER FAVORITE line 
of the system is known as the 
"American Dream." The moral 
of this story is that anyone, pro¬ 
vided she/he has the diligence 
and initial time, can reach the 


top of the social ladder. Again, 
the statistics tell the real story. 

In 1980, 5 percent of the 
population owned 50 percent of 
the nation’s wealth and received 
20 percent of the nation’s 
income. Nearly 1.6 percent of 
the population owns 80 percent 
of all capital stock, 100 percent 
of all state and municipal bonds 
and 88.5 percent of all corporate 
bonds. On the other hand, over 
half of all U.S. families do not 
make what the government 
considers to be the threshold of 
a middle class budget. Thirty- 
five million people live in 
poverty, 20 million are hungry 
and over 2 million are home¬ 
less. 

Data on social mobility shows 
that while over 40 percent of 
sons of self-employed profes¬ 
sionals enter a profession and 
30 percent some other white- 
collar job, only about 5 percent 
of sons of laborers enter a pro¬ 
fession, and a mere 15 percent 
other white-collar, jobs; the 
majority end up back in blue- 
collar or service jobs. For 
women, blacks. Latinos and

One of these 
is the Experiment in Interna¬ 
tional Living, which provides a 
living and learning experience 
almost anywhere in the world. 
Also available is a Common 
Market study program for a 
semester in Brussels, Belgium 
and an internship with a 
member of British Parliament 
much like programs with Amer¬ 
ican congressmen, he said.

at Goodwill as beneficial for 
work experience and school. 

"I like what I’m doing," she 
said.

other nationally oppressed 
groups, the hopes for social 
mobility are slim to nonexistent. 

Notwithstanding the ample 
statistical evidence, the logic of 
capitalism itself breeds inequal¬ 
ity. Under capitalism, labor is a 
commodity that is bought and 
sold at the marketplace. Labor 
is thus subject to the law of 
supply and demand like any 
other commodity. The result is 
that unemployment and poverty 
are natural concomitants of the 
capitalist mode of production. 


Contrary to ideology, class 
and social stratification are the 
central realities for the majority 
of U.S. people, while the Amer¬ 
ican Dream is indeed just that- 
-a dream. 

AS STATED AT the begin¬ 
ning, all societies utilize some 
sort of ideology. But when the 
elite of society resorts to such 
gross distortions between theory 
and reality, ideology becomes 
nothing more than pure pro¬ 
paganda designed to make peo¬ 
ple feel good about a system 
they otherwise would not feel 
good about.

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Report: Non-essential 

courses hurt curricula 

I WASHINGTON, D.C. (CPS)--College course work is often 
j full of "fads and fashions," and the growing number of non- 
| essential courses students must take is wrecking the value of their 

I I cpllege degree, said the authors of a three-year study released last 
week. 

The report, produced by an 18-member task force established 
by the Association of American Colleges (AAC), warns colleges’ 
Ilinkering with traditional liberal arts curricula is diluting the worth 
Jofa liberal arts college education. 

"Curricula are confused, fuzzy and drifting," says panel 
■ member Arthur Levine, president of Bradford College of Mas¬ 
sachusetts. 

Buffeted by dwindling financial resources and a shrinking pool 
of potential students, colleges have "put their curriculums up for 
auction and sold out to the highest bidder," Levine sa^s. 

THE REPORT blames "non-essential" courses for mucking up 
traditional liberal education. 

It says remedial programs for students who are unprepared for 
college and technical classes-eg., secretarial and police sciences 
courses-typically obstruct, not advance, a college education. 

But administrators offer the courses with an attitude of "almost 
anything goes," the report charges. 

"Fads and fashions, the demands of popularity and success, 
enter where wisdom and experience should prevail." 

PANEL MEMBERS also blame the fogging of college curri¬ 
cula on professors who place a higher premium on research or their 
own advancement than on teaching. 

The report urges colleges to restructure their curricula to create 
practical liberal arts programs that combine core humanities sub¬ 
jects with career skills. 

Levine cites programs* at Bradford, Alverno College in 
Milwaukee, Scripps College in Claremont, California and Birming¬ 
ham Southern College in Alabama as role models. 

He predicts colleges will begin following their lead in droves. 
"INSTITUTIONS are learning that hunkering down, holding 
tight and just trying to get through this demographic onslaught is a 
slow slide to nowhere," he says.

newspaper. However, you probably

solve the problem. If you had taken 
the time or effort to do so, maybe 
your opinion wouldn’t be based on 
"casual, skin-deep observations," 
and I am willing to wager that your 
letter would never have reached the 
Scout office.

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Lady netters season ends

The Bradley women’s tennis 
team’s season came to a close 
last weekend at the Gateway 
Collegiate Athletic Conference 
Championships held at the 
Peoria Racquet Club. 

Wichita State, the defending 
champions, won the number 
one singles, number two singles 
and number one doubles cham¬ 
pionships, but were edged for 
the overall championships 54-48 
by Southern Illinois, which col¬ 
lected five first place finishes.
